For 
theſe reaſons, 1 ſhall write to them the day after to-morrow, telling them, that, 
by God's bleſſing, the Circar's buſineſs has been finiſhed without the aſſiſtance 
of any Country Power, that the army will now return to Trichinopoly, and there 
is no occaſion for their coming. If your Highneſs propoſes taking Ramnaut and 
the Nalcooty Man's country, when can there be a finer army collected together 
than the-preſerit? If an order therefore from the Governor and Council to the 
General, agreeable to the. order they gabe in writing reſpecting Tanjore, is re- 
ceived here, and your Highneſs, out of your favour and goodneſs, will intruſt 
me with this expedition on the part of the Circar, by God's bleſſing, I will con- 
uer them both in a very little time. Should your Highneſs's pleaſure be towards 
this, let the Governor write to the General, to take with him whatever troops I 
may deſire and recommend to him; for there is no occaſion for ſo many officers 
and Europeans, and they“ add to the expenſe.

- We have frequently in our proceedings expreſſed our opinion, drawn from expe- 
 mience in the late war, that weve our force in infantry much greater than it is, we 
could never hope to prevent the ravages of horſe; and were all our troops collected in 
the moſt advantageous ſtations, a few thouſand cavalry would over-run the country, 
without our being able effectually to hinder their depredations. The force re- 
quired for the preſent ſervice, will not oblige us jo leave our garrilons ſo bare as to 
expoſe them to danger; and there is no reaſon to ſuppoſe that the Marattas will 

venture to bring heavy artillery to attempt the reduction of any of them; they 
well know ſuch an attempt would expoſe them to a defeat, and to the loſs of 


their guns and baggage : their views will be confined to plunder, and the obtain- 
ing a ſum of money from the Nabob. e 


Had the expedition againſt Tanjore been undertaken at that ſeaſon of the year 
when it was firſt propoſed, we are of opinion ſtill, as we were then, that the Ma- 
rattas would have made an effort to aſſiſt the Tanjoreans. Our advices from the 
Maratta/ army, for ſome time paſt, mention the preſſing inſtances of the Rajah of 
Tanjore to Trimbeck Row for immediate afliftance, and his promiſes of giving it. 
By our laſt intelligence we are informed, that bills for a very conſiderable ſum, tent 
by the Rejah, were received by Trimbeck Row; who having therevpon called a 
council, it was reſolved to leave a part of the army to oppoſe Hyder, and to march 
wah the reſt tu the relief of Tanjore. But it muſt be obſerved, that the letters 
which accompanied thoſe remittances, repreſented the ſiege of Tanjore as advan- 
cing, and the place to-be in great danger of falling, if not ſpeedily relieved ; and 
at the receipt of the letters it was not known in the Maratta army that a peace 
was concluded, we remain therefore in doubt whether, upon the receipt of the 
news of the peace, the Marattas will deſiſt from the above-mentioned intentions of 
entering the Payen Ghaut or not, If they ſhould purſue that deſign, we muſt in 
a very few days hear further of their motions; and if they ſhould paſs the 
Ghauts, it is certain we muſt for the preſent deſiſt from all thoughts of reducing the 
Marawar and.

We come now to conſider, Ho far it is conſiſtent with the intereſt of the Com- 
pany, in their preſent ſyſtem with the Nabob, to aſſiſt him in reducing the Marawar. 
and Nalcooty Polligars to a proper ſtate of dependency ;—and we are clearly of opi- 
nion, that whether the power of the Carnatick be in the hands of the Nabob, or the 
Company, it is equally: for the intereſt of the Company that the ſeveral Polligars 
ſhould be kept in ſuch a ſtate of ſubjection, as to prevent their being able to raiſe 
any diſturbances or troubles in the countty. The Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars, 
have been generally looked upon as ill affected towards the Nabob's government; 
and their late conduct, in declining to ſend any aſſiſtance to the army before Tanjore, 
evidently ſhews that they were not well-wiſhers to the enterprize: not that they bear 
any good will to Tanjore, which would equally excite their jealouſy were it to attain 
an independency, but becauſe the Nabob's power becomes dangerous to. them as it 
becomes ſtronger ; there needs no argument to prove it. Theſe Polligars affect inde- 
pendence, but being tributaries of the Trichinopoly Circar, the Nabob's aim is to 
diveſt them of all power, and to reduce them to a ſtate in which they may be eaſily 


controlled; they know it, and, from a dread of his increaſing power, there is littlo 


reaſon to doubt but they would have availed themſelves of the firſt favourable op- 

rtunity of joining with the Rajah, or any other enemy, in any attempt againſt the 
Nabob, by which they might hope to render themſelves leſs dependent. And 
altho*the torts of Vellum and Coiladdy, being in the hands of the Nabob, is a great check 
on the Rajah's conduct at preſent ; yet we may look upon it as certain, that He, will 
not remain eaſy under ſuch reſtraint, but will take the firſt favourable opportunity, 
either by an alliance with the French, or ſome other Power, to acquire his former in- 
fluence; in which we may expect the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars will join, 
with a view of ſecuring their own independence; and which they may do to a great 


advantage, by an attack on the Madura country, if meaſures are not taken to 


prevent them, | 


The foregoing reaſons, together with the repeated orders of the Court of Di- 
rectors for our ſupporting the Nabob's government, and rendering him reſpectable 
in the eyes of the Country Powers, induce the Committee to be of opinion, that the 
expedition ſhould be undertaken without loſs of time. But we are at the ſame time 
of opinion, that we ought to govern ourſelves by the ſpirit of the Company's orders, 
under date the 4th March 1767, par. 3.-—andconſequently, that the total extirpation 


of the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars ſhould not be the object propoſed ; which 


we believe to be the Nabob's real intention; but only to reduce them to a proper ſtate of 
ſubjection and obedience, by ſeizing their torts and ſtrong-holds, and by ſuch other 
means, as to prevent their being able to with-hold their ſtated Peſhcuſh, or to be- 
come troubleſome in future.

Extract of Letter from General Smith to the Preſident and Council, dated, Trichinopoly, 
Rags er, 23d Novepber, 1577. 0 
THE recent example that has been made of the Rajah of Tanjore, and the nar- 

row eſcape he has had, little ſhort of his entire reduction, ſhould, I conceive, give 

the Nabob ſuch influence over the Marawar Polligars, that they will dread his re- 
ſentment, and rather accept of terms, than be ſo very impolitic to run the riſk of 
being compelled to a compliance, or perhaps totally reduced; but if it ſhould prove 
otherwiſe, and your Honour, &c. come to a reſolution to undertake the expedi- 
tion, I think the ſooner it is ſet on foot the better. The capital of the great 
Marawar is called Ramanadaporam, diſtance from hence about 50 coſs. The fort has a 
very good wall, a ditch about 12 foot deep full of water, no Fauſſe-braye, and but 
an indifferent Glacis; is laid to have forty guns, chiefly Malabar, and all badly pro- 
vided with carriages, except a ſęw. The garriſon conſiſts of 300 horſe, as many 
Sepoys, and four thoyſand pike and match- lock men. He has ſeveral forts of leſs 
conſideration. The Nalcooty or little Marawar's capital is called Trippatoor, diſ- 
tance from hence about 30 coſs, not ſo ſtrong as Ramanadaporam, lies within eight 


coſs of our march to that place, and by all accounts will be the moſt troubleſome to 
reduce. n | + 


All the information I have been able to procure is from Hircars, and ſcarcely two 
of them agree in any one particular ; but from the whole I may venture to con- 
clude, that little is to be apprehended from the ſtrength of their forts or forces ; 
though it is ſaid they can bring twenty thouſand men into the field, The greateſt 
inconvenience is the diſtance they are from our magazines, and the difficulties we 
may labour under for proviſions ; for if the means of fuppörting the troops be not 
provided, there is no anſwering for our ſucceſs when thoſe are uncertain. We 
ſhall have thirty coſs to march into the Marawar country after we leave Tondiman, 
yet he might be very uſeful in aſſiſting us with proviſions, if he ſhould be heartily

- Thanks to the Almighty, 
that the ſcheme for throwing at a diſtance the diſturbances of the Marattas has now 
taken effect, and thereby the uneafineſs we laboured under of their army penetrat- 
ing into the Carnatick removed. The letters which Mahomed Auſim Khin men- 
tions to have diſpatched to me before are not yet arrived, when they do I ſhall 
adviſe you of their contents. At our laſt interview you aſked, when ſhall we 
receive advices of peace with the Marattas, that you might diſtribute the Company's 
troops into different places, and diſmiſs the bullocks, &c. entertained on account 
of the Tanjore expedition, and thereby leffen the expenſes. Since, by God's bleſſ- 
ing, as we propoſed ſo it is come to pals; I am to requeſt, from your kindneſs to 
me, that you will from this time exert yourſelf in ordering the Company's troops 
ro places where the expenſe of their Batta may be leſſened, and in diſmiſſing the 
bullocks, &c. As you well know the debts I labour under, and the little rain 
which has fallen in the country, you will lefſen the Batta of the ſoldiers alſo at 


Trichinopoly as much as poſfible, that 1 may thereby be eaſed in the expenſes 
through your kindneſs.

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In my letter of the 3d of November laſt, I informed you of the particulars of 
both the Marawar Zemindars' not aſſiſting in the Tanjore expedition, either with 


troops or proviſions ; beſides which, they have alſo re- poſſeſſed themſelves of the 


country the Rajah of Tanjore took from them; and the feu troops which they ſent 
after the Fanjore expedition was over went away of their own: accord; of all 
which their inſolence you are nat acquainted. When Mahomed Aufim Khan 
therefore took leave of me, 1 told him, that if the negotiation for peace with the 
Maratta Chiefs took effect according to our wiſh, he ſhould immediately adviſe 
me thereof, as it was neceſſary thoſe Zemindars ſhould be puniſhed agreeable to- 
their deſerts ; accordingly the ſaid Khan, directly on the Marattas” departure for 
the Balaghaut, adviſed me thereof. My views, by God's bleſſing, are, that herein. 
no time be loſt; and in conſequence I have wrote to Omdqat- ul-Omrah Behauder 
to go to thoſe parts with the Circar's troops: your favour alſo" in this buſineſs is 
neceſſary, to aſſiſt Omdat-vl-Omrah Behauder with as many of the Company's. 


troops as you may be able, or may be proper, agreeable to what you were ſo good as 


to agree to before, The remainder of the Company's troops ſhould not be kept 
together at one place, for then there will be a great crowd; but they ſhould be 
divided, and ſtationed at Cuddalore, the ſeveral places in the Company's Jaghire, 
Madras, and alſo the Circar's forts, through apprehenſion of the diſturbances of the 
Marattas. In confequence of your deſire, I gave orders for the collecting together 
a number of ſheep, &c. for the keeping ready of rice in different places; acord- 
ingly, of the ſheep collected together, a great number have died, and I have loſt a 
great deal by the rice; reſpecting the remainder of both the ſheep and rice, what- 
ever you may write to me, that L ſhall do. 4h

being, and are not veſted with power, without the order of ſuch their Lord, to give a 
ſtranger any ſettlement in their diſtricts, in order that thereby no diſt urbances may 
be raiſed in the country.

THE Circar army, - coofiſting of 800 horſe; and /2000 Sepoys, with. ſtares . of 
war, lay encamped at Tondy with: great care, ſituated within five Coſs to the 2 
of Davypatam, alias Nowpaugan, making intrenchments with the Palmeirs, an 

erecting batteries, and mounting guns upon them. They never plunder the coun- 
tries on that ſide, nor injure the inhabitants thereof. Pitcha Pilla, Manager of Ma- 
rawar and Ramanaut, with a body of 2000 Colleries, 100 horſe, and 2000 Sepoys, lay 
encamped at Davypatam, within five Coſs of the Circar army. Sankar Linga Pilla, 
nephew to Tandavaroy Pilla, Manager belonging to Nalcodty, with a body of 2000

Colleries, &c, fixed his camp to the eaſtward, within the diſtance of eight Coſs from 


the Circar army. It is about a month and a half ſince a ſmart engagement happened 


between the Circar army and that of Marawar; great part of the ſaid Marawar's 
wrote to the Faringees at Keelcara, belonging to the Dutch, in the bounds of Ma- 


tawar, informing them of the treaty that hath been made before between Marawar 


and them, whereby they were bound to aſſiſt in time of need; that their Superior has

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alſo wrote to them upon that ſubject, and that they ſhould therefore yield their 


aſſiſtance in that critical time: upon which the ſaid Faringees, out of regard to their 


engagement, ſent a party of 150 horſemen, &. from Keelcara to the aſſiſtance of 
Marawar; but in the interim the ſaid Pilla ſent word to the Faringees, that there 


was no occaſion to ſend the affiſtance, that he would finiſh his affairs with the Circar 


by one way or other; ſo that they ſhould recall their troeps, if they had already ſent 


them, as he would call for them when it may be neceſſary: on this the Chief at 


Keelcara recalled thoſe horſemen, &c. Formerly au agreement was made between 
the Dutch and Marawar, that there ſhould be no fort built at Keelcara, beſides the 
Factory- houſe, [ſurrounded with a ſquare wall, which ſtands from old times. \Now 
Marawar agreed to permit them to build a large and ſtrong fort like to that of Ne- 
gapatnam round the ſaid factory, and to furniſh them with materials for that purpoſe, 


in conſideration of which the Dutch were to aſſiſt them upon occaſion, Marawar, 


in performance of his agreement, meaſured out a ſpot of ground, and delivered 
it to the Dutch, in order to build a fort at Keelcara, in the ſame form of the fort of 


Negapatam, fo that the Dutch are now collecting the materials to build it. Beſides 
vrhich, about two months ago, the Chief at Tootogoreen went to Pitcha Pilla, Mana- 


r of Marawar, negotiated and agreed with him to write to the Governor of Co- 
mbo, and ſend for an aſſiſtance of 1500 Europeans, and the ſame number of the 
Malays; and he accordingly wrote to the ſaid Governor upon that head: now the 
faid troops from Colombo are arrived at. the iſland of Mannargoody.

report of the coming of Hidayet Mebyeddcen Khan and Chunda, ſupported by the 
French, I ſettled the matter with him, and returned to Trichinopoly. The fort 
of Ramanaut is not very ſtrong, for the Rajah of Tanjore reduced it to the laſt 
extremity; and his withdrawing from thence was owing to his apprehenſions at the 
arrival of the Engliſh forces at Trichinopoly, and the advancement of my troops in 
the parts about Madura. By God's bleffing, as ſoon as the above fort of Ramanaut is 
taken, Hanamantagoody and all the fmall Guddas will with eaſe be reduced; by the 
terror of which alſo poſſibly the Nalcooty Zemindar will run away without fighting: 
ſhould he however oppoſe us, 1 God's bleſſing there are — 5 roads into his 
country, in which there is a ſmall wood; and as ſoon as ever the fort of Tripatore, 
which is not very ſtrong, is taken, the whole of his country will fall into our hands. 
From your kindneſs to me, I flatter myſelf, that as, in Mr. Palk's government, 
the taking of Vengole and Pulnaud countries lying on a plain, and the reduction 
of Worriarpollam ſituated in a wood, were accompliſhed, although the run- away 
Zemindars of Vengole were in truth the braveſt of all the Polligars in the Car- 
natick; ſo in your time, by God's bleſſing, the conqueſt of the Marawar and

In conſequence of which the following letter was wrote to General Smith : 


To Brigadier-General Joſeph Smith, Commanding Officer of the Troops on the Coaſt.

UPON the repreſentations which were made to us by the Nabob immediately 
after the Tanjore expedition, we intimated to you the probability that it might 
be neceſſary to aſſiſt the Nabob in reducing the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars; 
and we therefore defired you to obtain the beſt information you could of their 
ſtrength, and give us your opinion of the force you fhould judge neceſſary for that 
ſervice. In your letter of the 23d November laſt}, you communicated to us your 
opinion on this ſubject, founded on ſuch information as you had then been able to 
Jl The hoſtile appearance of the Marattas on the borders of the. Carnatick 
made it neceſſary to ſuſpend the intended operations againſt thoſe Polligars for a 
time, and various circumſtances have continued that ſuſpenſe 'till now that the 
Nabob hath renewed his application to us for affiſtance. We are not furniſhed 
with ſufficient information to judge of the practicability of ſuch an expedition at 
this ſeaſon of the year ; you who are in the South, and may take meaſures for 
obtaining preciſe intelligence, may be beſt able to judge: but that you may have 
the beſt and all the information we can procure, we deſired the Nabob would give 
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us inwriting his ideas of the ſtrength of the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars ; he has 


done ſo in a letter of the 31ſt March, copy whereof we encloſe for your information. 
It does not furniſh us with ſufficient knowledge to guide us in aſcertaining. the 
force that may be neceſſary; we therefore refer it to your conſideration, and deſire 


that you will digeſt it, with fuch information as you may have obtained; and 
having done fo, we leave it to you to conſult with Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder the 
force that may be neceſſary for this intended ſervice, taking into the account ſuch 
-of the Nabob's forces, both cavalry and infantry, that are intended by him to be 
employed on it, of which the detail will be communicated to you by Omdat-ul- 
Omrah Behauder; and having done ſo, we deſire. you will take ſuch; mea- 
ſures as may be proper for having the troops you ſhall think neceflary held 
in readineſs for this ſervice : and on this ſubject we have only to recommend. 
that the detachment may not be larger than in your judgment the ſervice 
may require; and this as well from a motive of economy, as becauſe the pre- 
cedent may be inconvenient, and teach the Country Powers to undervalue a 


ſmall force, when it may not be in our power to employ a greater. When 
you ſhall thus have aſcertained the force proper for the ſervice, we ſhall, leave 


it to you to take the command of the expedition yourſelf, or to decline it, if 


the force ſhould be ſuch as may not require your preſence; and in the latter caſe 


we ſhall appoint Colonel Sir Robert Fletcher to take the command; but in caſe 
vou ſhould take the command of it yourſelf, Sir Robert Fletcher is then to 


take charge of the garriſon of Trichinopoly.

From all the information I have been able to obtain of the roads leading to the 
Marawar country, that by which the Rajah of Tanjore marched his troops is 
the only one at this ſeaſon of the year which affords water ſufficient for our army;

The Nabob informs us, that it is his intention very ſhortly to proceed to Tri- 
chinopoly to ſettle his affairs in thoſe parts, and to attend particularly to the pro- 
greſs of this expedition; the object of which is, to reduce the Polligars of Marawar 
and Nalcooty entirely, if their refractory conduct ſhould render it neceſſary; or at 
leaſt to ſuch terms as may put it out of their power to become troubleſome at 
times, when our forces may have employment in other parts: this is become the 
more neceſſary now, as the Rajah of Tanjore, though much humbled, is yet 
powerful. It appears to us neceſſary that the. forts and ſtrong places in the coun- 
try of the Marawar and Nalcooty ſhould be reduced; the plan and conduct of 
the military operations are left entirely to you; but as the Company, in this expedition, 
ad only as friends and allies to the Nabob, the places and countries that may be taken 
and ſubdued are to be delivered into bis poſſeſſion; and whatever negotiations may ariſe in 
the courſe of this ſervice with the Polligars are 10 be conducted entirely by him, or whom- 
foever be may appoint for that ſervice.

We have only further to re- 
commend. to you an attention to the honour of the Britiſh arms; for, although 
the Company act only as allies in this expedition, and that conſequently the right 
of declaring war and concluding peace is in the Nabob, yet we never did, and 
never can conſent to employ the Company's forces in any manner that ſhall not 
redound to their honour : this is a charge which in the field reſts on your judg- 
ment. The Nabob has given us the ſtrongeſt aſſurances, that he will without re- 
ſerve communicate to you and to us whatever may ariſe in the courſe of this ſervice 
materially affecting it; and in conſequence of the informations we ſhall receive from 
him, and the advices we ſhall receive from you,, we ſhall communicate to you 


from time to time our ſentiments.

1ſt, - Becauſe, though I think it is evident that it will require more troops now 
to reduce thoſe Polligars, as they have had ſo much time to prepare for their de- 
fence, than would have been neceſſary ſome months ago, when the expedition 
was firſt propoſed to General Smith, and when he named a ſtill greater force than 
he does at preſent; yet I am clearly of opinion, that the number of troops de- 
- manded by him for the expedition, in his letter now before the Board, is more 
than twice ſufficient, and ſeems rather calculated for the rank and command of a 
General Officer, than for the ſervice to be performed. Tt may be thought great 
preſumption in me to give an opinion in military matters in oppoſition to that of 
the Commanding: Officer of the troops, but I think I know pretty well the grounds

if they meet with no other difafters ; and the preſervation of the few we have, 
and more particularly of the corps of artillery, on whom we are chiefly to depend 
in caſe of any troubles, and who have lately ſuffered fo much by the exploſſon of 
the magazine at Trichinopoly, deſerves the utmoſt attention of the Board. 


4th. Becauſe, though we are now at peace with all our neighbours, and may

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ſhewn that they were not entirely groundleſs. If we ſhould be unſucceſsful in this 
expedition, though thete are no Field Deputies with the army, the blame may be 
{till laid on want of proviſions, bad bullocks, and every other poſſible difficulty 
that might have exiſted. The Nabob, whatever fair promiſes he may now make 
In order to gratify his revenge on thoſe Polligars, who muſt deteſt his Government, 
will then frame various excuſes and delays to avoid paying the expenſes of ſo 


large an army; and perhaps, as de has done lately on a ſimilar occaſion, write to His 


Majeſty to be entirely relieved from it. All theſe circumſtances well weighed, I leave 


it to the confideration of the Board, whether this is a proper time to borthen him 


with an additional debt, when, by his late engagement, he is to the Company 
for three years near eight Lacks of Pagodas a year, beſides ahh he owes 1 by 
private creditors. That the young Nabob ſhould ſo earneſtly preſs General Smith

MESSIEURS STRATTON and MACK AY having diſſented, in Confultation the- 
th April“, to the reſolution of the Board in favour of an expedition againſt the Mara- 
war and Nalcooty Polligars, and having on the a th delivered in their reaſons for ſuch 
diſſent, F think it proper to aſſign the reaſons which weighed with me againſt their 
objectiops. I d& not mean to enter at large into all the arguments in ſupport of 


@n expelition againſt thoſe Polligars; they have already been clearly ſtated in the 


Minutes of the Select Committee, and thoſe of the Board when the Minutes of 
the Scle& Committee were read and approved. As the objections now made are 
not againſt an expedition, but againſt he expedition as propoſed in General Smiths letter

' 1ſt, Soon after the Tanjore expedition, it was recommended to General Smith, 
in a letter from the Board, to No himſelf of the ſtrength of the Marawar andi 
Nalcooty Polligars,. and to give us his opinion of the force that might be neceſſary 
to call them to an account. After a ſhort time had elapſed, he acquainted the 


Board, in à letter of the ad Navemberi, that upon the beſt information which: 


he could obtain, which however, he added, was only ſuch as he had procured by 
the means of Hircarrahs,.. and. was not to be depended: on, he thought the 
foHowing force would be neceſſary, viz. Captains Macthews' and Rumley's cavalry,, 
600 European infantry, rank and file, four battalions. of Sepoys with their field. 
_ artillery, fix pieces of heavy capnon well manned, with a ſufficient fupply. of: 
ſtores, This force appearing to me, as I believe it did to every Member of the 
Board, greater than the ſervice to. be performed required, I wrote to General! 
Smith on the ſuhject, and gave him the reaſons why I thought a greater force 
ſhould not be employed than was abſolutely neceſſary. In his reply the reaſon he 
Alligns for recommending ſuch a force is in theſe words: The Company's; 
« troops propoſed for the Marawar expedition were 600 Europeans, four battalions, 
„ of Sepoys, and ſi heavy guns;—a force ſo reſpectable, in that part of the 
« country, I conſidered would have this good effect of ſhortening the campaign, 
é and the Marawars would make every. conceſſion the Nabob demanded with 
e little more trouble than marching againſt them.” In the Board's letter to 
General Smith of che 3d inſtant*®, they recommend very particularly that the force

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w be employed ſhould not be greater than the ſervice really required; in anſwer. 
o Which General Smith propoſes the following force, viz. 120 artiliery, 400 
European infantry, three battalions of the Company's Sepoys, tour eighte: n and 
two twelye-pounder guns; to which the Nabob's Son propoſed adding Matth ws 
and Rumley's cavalry; with Alexander's and Loudon's battalions o Sepnys ; which 
indeed is leſs than the force firſt propoſed in his letter of 23d November, for 
which I think two very probable reaſons may be aſſigned, viz.—eith-r that the 
General, upon better intelligence than he had when he recommended the larger 
force, may now think a ſmaller ſufficient; or that he hath abated of the numbers- 
firſt propoſed. as an approach towards the ſentiments of the Board.

appointing, by the authority of the Board, ſuch a force as, upon good advice, ſhould. 
be thought by them ſufficient ; becauſe, m_ ſuch circumſtances, the neceſſity of 
the ſervice would authorize a bold riſk ; and in caſe of failure, the Board would, by 
reaſon of ſuch neceſſity, ſtand exculpated in the opinion of candid men: but in 
times ſuch as. theſe, when troops, if not employed on this ſervice, will remain 
idle in garriſon; when the- Commanding Officer of the troops, informed of the 
ſentiments of the Board with refpe& to rhe force, declares his opinion deciſively 
for the farce he has named; when the Commanding Officer, having long ſerved 
the Company, and whoſe conduct has met with the ſtrongeſt and repeated appro- 
bation of the Court of Directors: theſe circumſtances conſidered, ſhall we, with 
out necęſſity, take upon ourſelves every rifk of every protraction, diſadvantage, or 
even failure? Shall we, by denying the force which the General whom the Court of 
Directors have thought proper to appoint declares to be neceſſary, wantonly render 
ourſelves reſponſtble-for all finifter events? I do-nor think the preſent tate of our 
affairs requires ſuch a riſk of me, and-therefore I decline it. But if an expedition 
be neceſſary or proper, and ſo it has been agreed to be, and the force required 
can be conveniently ſpared, it does not appear to me that the objection to the 
force is a ſufficient reaſon for objeQting to the expedition. | ;

I CAN ſay nothing to good or bad fortune, becauſe I know not what it is—and 

1 ſhall ſay as little to the event of the expedition againſt Tanjore; every light we 
have had has been ſent home — there let it be judged. I declare I have not given 
my aſſent to this expedition to gratify the Nabob's revenge on thoſe Polligars, but 
becauſe, if they were not originally and naturally, he has made them his ene- 

wies, and therefore it is neceſſary they ſhould be reduced: it is neceſſary or it is good 
policy they ſhould; I do not ſay it is altogether juſt, for juſtice and good policy are 
"not often related. The Nabob's delays or excules, to avoid paying the expenſes 
of the expedition, are riſks we muſt ever run, while our connexion with him 
remains on the preſent footing—nor can we prevent his appeals to the Crown : 
the queſtion is, Whether, by the tenor and ſpirit of the Company's orders to this 
-— Preſidency, we are obliged to ſupport and aſſiſt him in eſtabliſhing and maintaining 
x peace and good order in his government, and particularly in reducing the Polligars; 
1 and whether it is not apparently for the peace, and ſafety of the Madura and Tin- 
nevelly countries, that theſe Polligars ſhould be reduced: this granted, we muſt run 
the riſks which attend ir. It is not in this country alone that courtiers uſe pleaſ- 
ing language to thoſe whom they think it their intereſt to pleaſe. The Nabob, 
preſſed here for his opinion of the proper force, writes a letter which conveys no 
determinate idea, but which ſeems to lean to the opinion of a ſmall force, as the 
Polligars are of no great ſtrength : [but what do the terms ſmall or great mean? 
they are only comparative; he expreſſes nothing determinately here while his Son 
in the South, who we may be certain ſpeaks the words of his Father, aſſents to 
General Smith's propoſition, which recommends what is deemed here a large 
force. Can we blame the Nabob? He thinks there are here who will be beft pleaſed 
with the idea of a {mall force; he knows what is aſſented to in the South will be moſt 
pleaſing here. What then can be gathered from what he has ſaid or hinted in 
either place? he wants our aſſiſtance, and wiſhes to obtain it without diſguſting 
any; and he would no doubt wiſh to obtain it rather at a ſmall than a great ex- 
2 But ſuppoſe the Nabob had named a ſpecifick force, the queſtion might well 
e aſked, who is the proper judge of the ſpecifick force for a ſpecifick ſervice, the 
Nabob, or the Officer who is to command? which Officer tells us, that he has taken 
the opinion of the Nabob's Son, who muſt ſpeak the Nabob's ſenſe, at leaſt that

I REFER to the anſwer to Mr. Mackay's 2d.* Suppoſing that the force required 
by General Smith is greater than is abſolutely neceſſary. I think General Smith's 
reaſon for propoſing it deſerves attention; he thinks it will ſhorten the expedition, 
and that there will be little more trouble than marching agaivſt them. And if, as is ſug- 
Pes in the 4th objection, there is cauſe to be on our guard againſt the Marattas and 
French, and therefore that our Europeans ſhould not be employed at fo great a 
diſtance ; then it follows, that if the reduQion of theſe Polligars be proper—and it 
has been agreed to be proper—it ſhould be executed as expeditiouſly as poſſible. If 
our arms have really of late fallen into diſcredit, ſurely it cannot be prudent to riſk 
further diſhonour, by hazarding a party merely adequate, when a party amply ſuf- 
ficient to enſure ſuccels, as far as ſucceſs can be enſured, may be ſpared without in- 
convenience. But 1 do not admit that our arms have ſuffered ſuch diſhonour as has 
been ſuggeſted. In the Myſore war the enemy conſtantly fled before us; and we were 
driven to a peace for want of money ; our treaſury therefore ſuffered more diſcre- 

dit than our arms. In the expedition againſt Tanjore, the declared purpoſe to the 
world, whatever the latent purpoſe might be, was to call him to an account, and not 
to conquer him; and he was compelled to ſubmit to the terms demanded of him:

The following reply of Mr. Mackay to che Preſident's obſervations on his (Me. 
Mackay's) diſſent to the Marawar expedition, is now laid before the Board : 


ASI think the Preſident, in his remarks on my diſſent, to which the Board have 
agreed, has miſtaken ſome part of my meaning, and as I wiſh to be clearly under- 
ſtood whenever I give an opinion at this Board; in order to explain more fully 
what I have already ſaid, I beg leave to offer a few obſervations on the Preſident's 
remarks. $ 


On his 1ſt Remark*, 


IT is very improbable I could mean (and I declare I did not) to offer as a reaſon 
For my diſſenting to the expedition, that General Smith had propoſed aleſs force now 
than he had at rt; when I declare, that the force now required is, in my 6pi- 
nion, more than twice ſufficient for the undertaking : it would therefore be abſurd 
in me to find fault with the General for naming a ſmall force, when I argue for a ſtill 
ſmaller one than he has named. I might nevertheleſs be of opinion the expedition 
could have been undertaken at firſt with a leſs force than at preſent; and it was 
. to ſhew in a ſtronger light the 4mpropriety of the General's thinking otherwiſe, 
that I made uſe of that argument. The reaſons given by the Preſident for our ſub- 
ſcribing to the opinion of the Commanding Officer, without making any further en- 

uiries, I confeſs have weight, but not ſo much with me as with the Preſident. He ſays, 
that General Smith has been appointed by the Court of Directors, has ſerved the 
Company long, and that his conduct has been repeatedly approved by them. I 
conſider every ſervant on the eſtabliſhment, civil and military, without diſtinction, 

equally under the direction of this Government, for the purpoſe of carrying on the 

Public ſervice in that manner which ſhall appear to them, on mature deliberation, 

to be moſt for the advantage and credit of cheie Employers; and in all caſes where 

the Court of Directors do not give us poſitive orders, but leave us at liberty 
do Judge, I take it for granted, that whether we follow our own opinion, 
or that of any one elſe, we are equally reſponſible for the event of meaſures 
which receive our ſanction: how then can I, as a Member of this Board, con- 
cur in ſending General Smith at the head of a large army, to perform a ſer- 
wice, which 1 am convinced in my own mind would be better and ſooner

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executed by ſeveral other Officers I could name, with leſs than half the force required 
by General Smith? People may ſay and think what they pleaſe, it is not in my power 
to prevent their doing ſo; but I declare before God that I do not bear that Gentle- 
man any perſonal ill will or, avimoſity, and never did. As a man, I believe him 
poſſeſſed of ſeveral good qualities; as an Officer to command, I believe him deficient 
in ſome very eſſential ones, and that the ſervice has greatly ſuffered by thoſe defi- 
ciencies; nor is it in my power to alter this opinion till I am convinced it is 
wrong, even if all mankind differed from me. Our not having any other enemies 
in the field, does not appear to me a good reaſon, for conſenting to the number of 
troops demanded, or to any other number that might be demanded, if we ſhould 
be of opinion that they are too many. The precedent.is bad, and may be attended 
with conſequences very injurious to the ſervice, in point of honour as well as expenſe. 
Indeed the Prefident's idea and mine differ very widely in this matter; he is inclined 
to the opinion, that the force required is greater than is a/olutely neceſſary; where- 
as I do verily believe, that the force required is much greater thag is neceſſary at 
all. The Preſident ſays, That, in other cxrcumſtances, he would not ſcruple to 
give his vote for appointing, by the authority of the Board, ſuch a force, as, upon 
** good advice, ſhould be thought by them ſufficient.” Such a vote, in my opinion, 
could never be given with more propriety than in the preſent caſe; but if good 
advice can be had, why not take it at all times and'in all circumſtances, and more 
eſpecially when the advice already given is oppoſed by any Member of this Board ? 
The operations of Government muſt be often at a ſand, if the apprehenſion of 
blame, in caſe of not ſucceeding, be a bar in the way of thoſe who are not at the head 
of it, to do what they think is right. I have fewer inducements than any one here 
to run much riſk for the good of the ſervice, nor do I pretend to a greater degree 
of public virtue than the reſt of mankind ; but I am nevertheleſs of opinion, that 
the affairs of Government can never be properly conducted, without running many 
riſks ; and what riſks more neceſſary for the good of the ſervice to run, than to em- 
ploy on ſuch occafions as the preſent, without regard to rank or ſeniority, the Officer 2 
we believe moſt capable of ſerving the public, and at the leaſt expenſe. If to | 4 
think it right that another Officer ſhould command this expedition, as I certainly do, 
for the reaſons I have already given, be conſtrued as ſetting up that Officer in oppo- 
ſition to General Smith, it may be extremely inconvenient for any Member at this 
Board, under the apprehenſion of ſuch an imputation, to give his opinion freely on 
any military matter that comes before him. For my own part I do declare, when I 
diſſented to the expedition, I had not ſuch” an idea, otherwiſe than as I believed the 
of the ſervice required. I am ſure my ſentiments in general with regard to the 
Commanding Officers, have on ſeveral! other occaſions been known to this Board 
long before the Officer, who I imagine is meant in the remarks, arrived here, ſ

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for our troops to perform. 1 am for ſupporting the ſyſtem committed to our cha 


as much as any man; and thoꝰ I do not think we can ſuffer diſhonour ee 
ing our purpoſe with even a greater force than is abſolutely neceflary, yet Lam of 
opinion, that it is derogatory to the honour of this ſervice, to ſend a General Officer, 
at the head of ſuch an army, to drive a few naked Polligars out of ſome mud torts. 
When the Rajah of Tamore took Hanamantagoody,and reduced Ramanaut (or Rama»

Board chat it is unneceſſary for me to ſay much on the ſubject. If a pliant conſti- 
tutionaF good nature, that can refuſe nothing to ſolicitations, be ſometimes reckoned 
a virtue in private life, in a public character I am certain it is quite otherwiſe; and 
more particularly at the headof an army, where, without a proper degree of ſeverity, it 
would be impoſſible to enforce that ſtrict diſcipline and due'! ſubordination ſo 
eſſentially neceſſary in a military life: therefore the plea of the army's attachment to 
General Smith, is, in my opinion, rather againſt the Preſident's argument. I believe 
every Member at this Board may ſafely lay his hand upon his heart, and declare, 
that he has never endeavoured nor wiſhed to injure the army in any one reſpect what- 
ever. Whenee then can this diſlike to the Governor and Council ariſe, but from their 
being taught to believe that they are deprived of many advantages and douceurs, which 


the ernor and Council might and ought to obtain for them? and if opinions 


fo ill grounded, and fo injurious to the Governor and Council, are not encouraged by

Mr. Petrie, agrecable to your conſent, has taken charge of the grain delivered 
by Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder for the uſe of the army, and his attention to that 
buſineſs, T am perſuaded, will give ſatis faction. As to the price on the ſales in camp, 


it was fold during the Tanjore expedition at twelve meaſures for a Rupee, and at a 
higher rate I think it ought not to be vended : I mentioned this circumſtance to 
Mader-ul-Mulk before I marched from Trichinopoly ; in juſtice no objection 


could be made, nor did he expreſs any diſapprobation therear. 


I am concerned that the Honourable Board ſhould think me remiſs in any part of 
my duty, or attention to their inſtructions and orders; it is what I never meant nor 
intended. When the army marched from Trichinopoly, three days brought us to 


Vellum, and afterwards one to Tanjore. I thought that by letter having furniſhed- 


your Honour, &c. with a detail of our operations before thoſe places, particularly 
of the latter, tranſmitted by the hands of Captain Montreſor, it would have been 


needleſs to trouble you with occurrences which I confidered of no moment; but ſince it 


is the pleaſure of the Honourable Board, that the order of the zoth of December 1 768 
ſhall be punctually complied. with, in reſpect to the operations of the army, &c.

The Honourable Prefident will have made you acquainted with the marches of 
the army till our arrival before Ramanadaporam on the 28th May, of which he 
had been duly adviſed. I have the honour to acquaint you, that Omdat-ul-Omrah 
Behauder, after two days negotiating with the Ranny, gave me to underſtand that 
the place would be ſurrendered to him without force of arms; and I had ey 
reaſon to believe hat he ſaid, as the garriſon permitted myſelf and a number of 
Officers to ride round the fort cloſe to their walls, and examine every part of it with- 
out the leaſt moleſtation; On the third day in the morning, Omdat-ul-Omrah Be- 
hauder informed me that every thing was ſettled with the Ranny for the furrender 
of the place, and de ſired I would order the corps of grenadiers, with Capt. Rumley's 
cavalry, to be in readineſs to march and take poſſeſſion.” They'marched accordingly 
about ſeven next morning to the Plain, and halted a fmall diſtance from the fort, 
till the Nabob's Agents went in to ſettle the form of ſurrender; but after having 
waited for ſome time, I found from the meſſengers that new difficulties had 
ariſen; and by the armed troops appearing on every baſtion round the fort, 
I communicated. my doubts to the Nabob that theſe people's promiſes and 
intentions were very different, for the garriſon, ſo far from appearmg to admit 
him, ſeemed to me preparing for an attack. Several of the Nabob's people went 
and came, but all brought vague replies. I repeated my ſuſpicions to Omdat-ul- 
Omrah, and gave him my opinion that they were only ſeeking to amuſe him, 
and that it was proper to commence hoſtilities immedialtey: he waited. till four 
o'clock in the evening, and finding that no ſatisfactory anſwer would be obtained, 
e ah paocerd to the reduction of the fort. Batteries were accordingly |

the place 3000 fighting men and a number of inhabitants: many of thoſe who, 
carried arms were killed, ſome threw themſelves over the walls, and others fled 
to the Ranny's palace for protection, and there ſaved their lives, as the fliſt confuſion. 
was over before the troops advanced ſo far: the Ranny, the young Rajah, and 
Pitcha Pilla, the Dewan, are priſoners: they were found with all their effects, 
Jewels, &c. and of courſe the whole of this country muſt in a few days more fall, 


As the fort was carried by ſtorm, the booty and plunder found in the place 
became. the ty of the troops employed on this ſervice, which, for a con- 
ſideration granted to them by Qmdat-ul-Omrah, they have given up to him.

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Nabob Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder therefore gives this engagement to General 
Joſeph Smith Behauder, and all the other Officers of the ſaid troops, that on con- 
dition of their giving to him the whole of the money, . goods, and elephants, which 
may be in the ſaid fort, he, the ſaid Nabob, as an equivalent for the fame, will 
give to every Major 2400 Pagodas, to every Captain 1200 Pagodas, to every Lieu- 
tenant and Enſign 600 Pagodas, to the Paymaſter, Commiſſary, ſenior Surgeon, 
Chaplain, and Secretary, 1200 Pagodas each, and to the inferior Surgeons 600 Pa-

returned from examining the road a part of the way to Kalea-Kere, which is twelve

they apprehended any attack we ſhould make would be from that 8 ſo 
that Colonel Bonjour met with little br no oppoſition; though he had a very 
ſeyere and fatiguing march ere he reached Kala-Koil, and the Colonel is now 
much indifpoſed from the fatigue he ſuffered. The Rijah had ten (elephants,

Upon conte what hath paſſed on this ſubject, the Board are of opinion, 
that they could not, conſiſtently with their ſtations, avoid taking the ſteps they did; 


for although the. matter came before them merely by report, and not from any 


preciſe. and direct information, nevertheleſs it appeared to the Board, that however 


the circumſtances, as reported, might differ from the fact as it really happened, yet 


that ſuch a report would not be entirely without foundation; and what confirmed 
them in that opinion was, the recent inſtance of a like inſult having been offered, 


BY which the Preſident informed the Board at the time, but which they wiſhed for 
4 obvious reaſons might not appear upon their proceedings; and which they 


hoped might have beengavoided, as the Preſident made them acquainted with the 
letter he had wrote to General Smith on the ſubject, and which they could not 
but ſuppoſe would at leaſt prevent any thing of the like kind happening again.

On the 22d the corps of Grenadiers 
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Tandavaroy Pilla, defiring that an accommodation might take place, and his 


Maſter would agree to any terms that ſhould be thought proper to impoſe ; but as 
the Ramanaut people had deceived for two days in their negotiations, I cautioned 
him not to give thoſe too much time leſt they ſhould play the ſame game, and 


be only amuſing while they moved to a diſtance their families and effects. He 


ſeemed to believe they were fincere in their intentions, and would gladly embrace 
the terms offered ; however, the 23d paſt, the 24th, and the 25th at noon their 
Vackeels returned to Tandavaroy Pilla to inform him matters were ſettled, and they 
had agreed to leaving the place the next day. As I had obſerved them during 


the treaty very buſy at work repairing a barrier our troops had burned, and 


cutting a vaſt number of buſhes to cloſe up the roads with, I was reſolved not 
to ſtop Colonel Bonjour's progreſs till I was aſſured from the young Nabob of 
his having finally concluded. This information T had from him about 10 o'clock 
in the morning of the 25th, when he requeſted I would ſend orders for the Colonel 
to halt wherever the letters ſhould find him: accordingly one was given to the 
Nalcooty Man's Vackeel to forward through the woods, and a duplicate by our own 
* Hircars : unfortunately for the Rajah, Colonel Bonjour was then on his march to 
Kala-Koil; an the Vackeels, inſtead of diſpatching the letters as they ought to 
have done, the moment they received them, allied away the time in camp ; and 
when they arrived at Raneymundulum, a fort about two miles in the wood, and 
where Tandavaroy Pilla was with all their force watching our motions, the firſt 
thing they heard was the firing from Col. Bonjour's detachment ; this alarmed 
them exceedingly ; Tandavaroy Pilla went off *in great haſte and confuſion, and 
the Nabob's Vackeels, with the Marawar's, returned to camp. 


Col. Bonjour entered the place without loſs of a ſingle, man: the Rajah was 
killed near one of the gates, and ſeveral people fell in the firſt hurry of our 
troops entering: Tandayaroy Pilla and the Rajah's two brothers made their eſca 
to the weſtward. Some money and jewels were found in the fort, which the 
young Nabob ranſomed for 50,000 Pagodas; and I ſhall have occaſion to ſay 
more of it in my next addreſs. The death of the Nalcooty Man, and the ſeizure 
of the Ranny and her Son at Ramanaut, gives the Nabob entire poſſeſſion of 
both their countries, and thoſe obtained too without the loſs of twenty men. I 


haye repreſented to his Son Omdat-ul-Omrah your orders with reſpe& to the 


army, and your wiſhes that they may as ſpeedily as poſſible return to their ſeveral 
deſtinations ; he inſiſts on my ſtaying two or three days longer here, and then 
leave with him a detachment compoſed of the Grenadiers of — — firſt battalion of 
the ſecond regiment, with two ſix pounders, the firſt battalion of Sepoys, five 
companies of the 71ſt battalion, Capt. Rumley's regiment of Black Cavalry, and 
Captain Martin's Topaſſes.

Tandavaroy 
Pilla *tis ſaid is clever, and had great ſway amongſt the Polligars; he may

N my letter to the Honourable, Boatd of the agth june“, I'gave them to undef- 
ſtand that I ſhould have occaſion to ſay ſomething further on the ſubje& of the 


prize-money given by the young Nabob, Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder, in lieu of 


plunder and booty taken by the army under my command at Kala-Koil ; I ſhall now 
take the liberty to lay before them an impartial account of what paſſed there the 


26th June relative thereto. . 


— — — — 


The day following the ſurprize of the place the young Nabob and myſelf went 
thither ; and on our arrival, Colonel Bonjour informed him that he had uſed his ut- 


moſt endeavours to prevent the effects, &c. of the Rajah from being plundered z and 


that there were in the inner ſquare of the houſe two ſmall rooms lock'd, ſuppoſed to 
be his treaſury, and containing other valuable effects. The Colonel conducted him 
to the place, and opened the two doors, in preſence of myſelf, Major Braithwaite, 


Captains Baillie, Coſby, Pitman, Mr. Roſs; and ſeveral other gentlemen, whoſe 


names do not immediately-occut. Upon examining one of the rooms, there were 
found only ſome braſs pots, and a number of trifling things of ſmall value; in the 
other, ſome pots covered with cloth tied and ſealed, I raifed the firſt that came to 


hand from the ground, and found it not very weighty ; Captain Coſby lifted another,

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which appeared much heaviery and from the weight ſuppoſed muſt have contained 
gold or filyer, but none of them were opened in my preſence : there were likewiſe 
ſame ſmall_boxes covered with cloth, one of which I took from the reſt promiſcu-

ouy, opened it, and found only a jewel, ſuch as the natives wear about their necks, 


of no great worth, with ſome few trinkets. The young Nabob having ſatisfied his cu- 


riofity, centries were poſted at the doors, with poſitive orders to admit neither zwhites 
nor blacks without, Colonel Bonjour's — 1 this being done, we adjourned to 
head quarters, where the Officers of the detachment were Membled, and a number 
of gentlemen from camp, amongſt whom were Majors Horne and Braithwaite. 
The Colonel took the young Nabob and me afide, to make known that his Officers 
either expected the plunder found in Kala- Koil ſhould: be given up to them as their 


right and property, or that he ſhould give a ſum equivalent thereto; and. Colonel 


Bonjour's detachment nog having ſhared prize- money for the capture of Ramanada- 
poram, laid their claim © the whole plunder and booty in this place. 


The young Nabob liſtened to all the Colonel ſaid on this ſubject, and then made 
him this reply, as nearly as I can remember; That in the inſtructions given him 
by his Father, he had poſitively enjoined him not to grant any donation or prize-money, 
but in caſes where fortified towns were taken by breach and aſſauk; that as it had ne- 
ver, fince he could remember, been cuſtomary or uſual to grant donations or ſums 


of money to the Company's troops, when employed on ſervice againſt Polligars, 


Woods, or Pollams, he thought they had no right to what was found in the place; 
and gave as inſtances where it had not been done, the taking of Worriarpollam, Arria- 
lore, &c. when Colonel Campbell commanded the army: however, he ſaid, in conſi- 


deration of the fatigue and trouble the detachment had undergone, and for the 
taking of Tripavanam, be would conſent to give Lieutenant. Colonel Bonjour and 


his Officers the fame prize- money as the Officers ſhared at Ramanadaporam, but not 
'a Pagoda more. He further obſerved, that as the articles of peace between him 
and the Rajah were finally concluded and ſigned early in the morning of the 2 ;th 
of ſune, and in conſequence orders were immediately diſpatcbed to Colonel 
Bonjour to halt his detachment whenever thoſe orders ſhould meet him, and all 


hoſtilities to ceaſe againſt the ſaid Rajah, which inſtructions, by the dilatorineſs of 


the Rajah's Vackeels were not forwarded in time fo as to prevent the Colonel from 


adyancing and ſurprizing him at Kala-Koil, where: he had remained in full conf 
dence of the ſecurity of his perſon, agreeable to the treaty which he had reaſon to 


think was on the point of being concluded; on | theſe grounds the young Nabob 
inſiſted the troops had no right to plunder or booty; as what was found there had 


been kept for the -Circar, agreeable to the articles ſettled and concluded by him 


and the Rajah. Colonel Bonjour communicated. the young Nabob's ſentiments to 
his Officers, at which they ſeemed greatly diflatisfied; and ſoon after preſented: the 
Colonel with an addreſs to this purport 3' That if the young Nabob would give 
„ to each Captain 6000 -Pagodas, each ſubaltern .3000, and ſo in proportion, 
< they would give up all title to the plunder; but if theſe propoſals were rejected, 
« make the moſt of what they. found in the place.” The young Nabob declared 


he 
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he would not add a Fanam more than what he had firſt offered, with which, if they 
were not content, he would refer it to his Father and the Honourable Board, - As 
ſoon: as the Officers of the army underſtood that Colonel Bonjour's detachment 
claimed the whole plunder found in Kala-Koil to their excluſion, Majors Braithwaite 
and Horne waited on me, and requeſted, on behalf of themſelves and their brother 
Officers, that no agreement might be made with the ous Nabob, in which the ar- 
my was not included. When Colonel Bonjour marched from my encampment, his 
detachment was reinforced with a battalion of Topaſſes, ſome field- pieces and ar- 
tillery-men, of coutſe conſidered then as part of the army co-operating with me 
againſt the common enemp, and not in the light the Officers of that detachment 
ſeem to think. This difference in opinion brought on ſome altercations between the 
two parties, which were ſoon after ſettled amongſt themſelves; and it was agreed, 
that the Officers of the detachment ſhould receive from what might be given for 
the plunderof Kala-Koil a ſum equal to the Officers? ſhares at Ramanadaporam, and 
the remainder be carried as a joint ſtock, and equally divided amongſt the whole. 
This point being finally agreed to by all preſent, the next to be confidered of was, 
what ſum they ſhould accept of in lieu of the plunder and booty. About the time 
this was agreed to, the young Nabob made an offer of Pagodas 30,000, and left 
the divifion of it to be ſettled by the army themſelves; immediately after he retired 
with me to the Pagoda, and left them to conſider of his propoſal: but the ſum not 
being deemed adequate to the ſuppoſed wealth of the place, to which they aſſerted 
a right, the young Nabob, at my requeſt, increaſed it to 40,000 Pagodas ; I aſ- 
ſuring him, that if his Father diſapproved of this addition, I would willingly give it 

ut of my own ſhare of the Ramanadaporam prize-money, rather than the army 


would think themſelves injured or appear diſſatisfied. This propoſal was made 


wn to Colonel Bonjour and his Officers by Mr. Duffin, Surgeon to the detach- 
ment, who had been backwards and forwards ſeveral times with meſſages to me relative 
to the bufineſs, and who was the acting perſon for them during the whole tranſac- 
tion; he returned with an anſwer, that the gentlemen rejected the ſum of Pagodas 
40,900, continuing ſtill in opinion that it was inadequate to the wealth found in the 
place. Finding, after all the trouble I had taken to ſettle matters between the par- 
ties, they ſtill ſeemed diſcontented, I informed Mr. Duffin, that I could not think 
of ie . any more in ſo diſagreeable a buſineſs, eſpecially as the young Nabob 
aſſerted and declared that the troops had no right to the plunder of the place, peace 
having been concluded, between him and the Rajah, and for other reaſons before 
mentioned; and being myſelf doubtful with reſpe& to the rights of the claim on 
account of the aforeſaid circumſtances, I declared, that if this buſineſs could not 
be ſettled to the ſatis faction of both parties, I ſhould be under the neceſſity of putting 
2 garriſon. into the place, ſecure the treaſure and effects, and tranſmit an aceount of 
the whole to the Honourable Board, to be finally adjuſted by them and the Nabob : 
I alſoaffured them, that ſhould any Officer preſiime to ſeize or touch any parts of the 
effects, &c. he ſhould be put in arreſt, and ſent to Madras. While this was in agi- 
tation, hints were thrown out, that if $0,000 Pagodas could be obtained in lieu of 
the plunder, all then would be perfectly ſatisfied; and wiſhing very heartily myſelf 
ro have it ended, I deſired Captain Baillie to wait on the young Nabob, and give him

in intimation of it; he did ſoz the young Nabob came in 4 few minutes after to the 


place where we fat at dinner, and conlented to give the ſum mentioned, which 


Captain Baillie, at my requeſt, waited 

n Colonel Bonjour and his Officers, to inform them of the young Nabob's laſt 
offer, and to. know if they were fully ſatisfied with this agreement; in that caſe our 
centries might be removed, and the effects put under the charge of the young 
Nabob's people: he n and brought me for an anſwer, that the 
Colonel and his officers were fatisfied, and that he would put my orders reſpecting 
the centries in execution.

Matthews ſpoke to me at the ſame time, intimating their diffatisfaQtion. © 1 an- 
ſwered, that the Officers themſelves, then on the ſpot, had debated and ſettled the 
matter, and that it could not be altered: here the converſation dropped, and he 
took his leave. About noon Colonel Bonjour received an addreſs from Captain 
Matthews and the Officers of the detachment, with another to the young 'Nabob z 
copies of both I have the honour to encloſe, as alſo a letter ſome time afterwards 
from Capt. Matthews to Mr. Duffin, and his anfwer thereto. I cannot help here 
remarking, that it was a very extraordinary ſtep taken by the Officers of Col. Bon- 
jour's detachment, to ſign an addreſs abſolutely denying what they ſo lately had 
agreed to, and that in the preſence of their Colonel and other Officers: I could 
not refrain from rebuking Captain Ae and others of them for having re- 
canted in the manner they did (and under their Hands) what they the day before 
had given their conſent to, and which, amongſt men of honour, ſhould ever be 
held ſacred. Capt. Cotgrove teplied, that no written agreement had been made 
at the time, and he did not think himſelf bound to the obſervance of any 


other. 


You will pleaſe, Honourable Sir and Sits, to obſerve; that in the Officers“ 


addreſs to Col. Bonjour, dated June the 27th, they requeſt that an inventory may be

teſigning their right to the plunder for ſo, trifling a ſum as Pagodas 50,000 : Capt. 
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taken of the effects, &c. in Kala-Koil, though they themſelves the day before conſented 
that every thing ſhould. be given up to the young Nabob for the conſideration 
before-mentioned, and well knew the time our centries were removed from the 
inner ſquare : Lieutenant Bryne, as he commanded the Sepoys, muſt certainly 
have known it; and, if I recollect right, he was ordered by the Colonel, the moment 
the agreement was made, to deliver over the plunder to the young Nabob's ſervants. 
I was at the time highly diſpleaſed at the inconſiſtency of behaviour that appeared 
amongſt thoſe Gentlemen during the whole of that tranſaction, and ſhould moſt 
undouhtedly have proceeded againſt them as I thought their demerits deſerved ; 
but conſidering that ſuch a ſtep might have awed them from making any repre- 
ſentations to the Honourable Board on a matter wherein they afterwards imagined 
themſelves aggrieved, I forbore for the preſent taking public notice of it. 


Thus, Honourable Sir and Sirs, -I have given you as candid and impartial

After Colonel Bonjour had read the letter, he gave it to the General, who, 
upon reading it allo, gave it to the Nabob, and mentioned to him at the ſame time 
the propoſals, which were diſapproved of, and offered only a ſhare to each Officer, 


equal to what was given at Ramanadaporam ; but by the General's interpoſing, 


an offer was made ſoon after of Pagodas 40;000, Which was to be given for the 
good of the whole, our ſhares being firſt made equal to thoſe at Ramnad. I 
being preſent was deſired to acquaint; our/gentlemen of it.

General Smith having on the 1 1th inſtant addreſſed a letter to the Board, requeſt- 
ing permiſſion to reſign the ſervice ; the Preſident at the ſame time received a etter 
from General Smith, deſiring to be excuſed attending in Councih as he was bufy 
in preparing the letters and papers he had to lay before the Board; whereupon the 
Preſident cauled the Council to be aſſembled on the 13th in the morning, when the

That matters having been debated 
ſome time, and the other Members ſeeming to concur in opinion with the Preſident, 
Mr. Mackay propoſed that the queſtion might be dropped entirely, which was 
agreed to; and it was then intended that the whole tranſaction ſhould remain in 
ſilence, as there appeared no neceſſity for entering a recital of it on our proceedings. 
But as the Board are given to underſtand, that, immaterial as it appeared to thetn, it 
1s become the common topic of converſation in the town, and that they are accuſed 
of having refuſed to accept of General Smith's refignation ; and Sir Robert Fletcher 


having alſo declared, that he thought himſelf, as well as General Smith, ill- uſed by 


the Board in this affair; and as there is reaſon to believe, that the conduct of the 
Board, which has been miſrepreſented on the ſpot, may be repreſented at home with 
fill more aggravating circumſtances, they have thought it neceſſary to be thus par- 
ticular in relating the matter on their proceedings as it really happened.

ſure at ſuch unprecedented behaviour in the troops towards the young Nabob, 
who at this time was ſuppoſed to have been with his brother in the chariot. A

With reſpe& to what happened at Trichinopoly previous to this, the only 
information I eyer had was from the young Nabob himſelf ; who mentioned, that 
as he was paſſing through one of the ſtreets, an artillery-man in liquor came to- 
warts him, and aſked for prize-money ; the young Nabob, inſtead of defiring his 
attendants to ſeize the man and bring him to me, ordered the ſoldier to follow his 
Palan keen home, and there he preſented him with ſome Pagodas. I remarked to

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the young Nabob, at the ſame time, how imprudent it was in him to reward a

Letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Bonjour read as follows: - _ 
Honourable Sir and Sirs, $ 


I HAVE received your letter, encloſing your order to Major Braithwaite to Join 
me with his detachment; as I was fenfible that this was in conſequence of the fort 


of Camery having fallen into the hands of the enemy, and that fort being ſince 


abandoned by them, I propoſed leaving the above detachment in waiting in Ma- 


dura, or it's environs: but the Nabob Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder having repre- 
ſented to me the neceſſity of his going to Ramanadaporam, where he deſired I 
would accompany him with the troops I had then with me; at the ſame time repre- 
ſenting the great troubles in the ſecond Mgrawar country, he requeſted that I ſhould 
call the detachment under Major Braithwaite, in order to be diſpoſed of for it's 


rotection. Conſidering the matter, I objected, that not knowing the reſources he 
Fad in this country for proviſions, I could not, in ſuch a ſeaſon, conſent to it with- 
out being perfectly ſatisfied on this account; and he not ſufficiently. clearing this 
point to me, I only conſented that Captain Johnſon's battalion of Sepoys ſhould be 
ſtationed 'at Kala-Koil and Savaganga, where he promiſes that he will fee they are 

rovided with proviſions for three months. In conſequence of this, the above 
Captoin Johnſon marched yeſterday for the ſaid place; having prevailed with the 
Nabob to give him the command of all the forces he propoſes leaving in this coun- 


try, in order that the whole may be actuated by meaſures relative to the ſupport. of 
each party, for which I have given to Captain Johnſon ſuch inſtructions as 1 ought, 
the moſt eligible for the purpoſe. But give me leave, Honourable Sir and Sirs, to. 
repreſent to you, that in this caſe I have acted more as a man to whom it imports. 
to juſtify his conduct at any time, than from an opinion that the number of troops 


employed in this ſervice will anſwer a wiſe purpoſe. You will ſee by my letter to 


His Highneſs the Nabob, which, agreeable to order, I beg, after peruſal, you will 
tranſmit to him, That force of arms alone will not effect the ſettling and trahquillity of 


this country. This I muſt enforce, by requeſting you will ſupport my opinion before 
him; for I cannot promiſe you any thing favourable from the operations I may direct, 
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when they are not ſi ried by a ſyſtem of government, ſuitable to the genius, cuſtoms, and 


privileges of the people who are to be influenced by it. |

I HAVE received the letter you have honoured me with, and am extremely 
obliged to your Highneſs for your favourable attention to me, by increaſing my 
detachment with the troops under Major Braithwaite; but am ſorry to ſee 
this country in ſuch a ſtate of confuſion, as to apprehend that force of arms will 
not have the effect of ſettling it. For theſe people; ſenſible of their inferiority 
before our troops, and a great number of them fill animated by an attachment 
to their former Government, have fixed their attention to create a diſorder, which 
may prevent your Highneſs from receiving the revenues of this country ; ſo- that 
a war may be continued for a long time without encountering an enemy, who 
always avoid engaging when plunder is not in queſtion ;; by which the followers 
of our camp and poor village-people are the greateſt ſufferers ; at the ſame time 


the expenſes of your Highneſs's troops are conſiderable, without foreſeeing a 
probability of ſupplying to them by the produce of the above country. Con- 


ſidering this, I have taken the liberty to recommend to the Nabob Omdat-ul- 
Omrah Behauder, to endeavour to bring Tandavaroy, who is the man of the 
moſt influence among them, to your Highneſs's intereſt, by offering to him ſuch 
terms, as to make it worth his while to remain your Highneſs's faithful ſervant ; 
even by giving him, as he had before, the management of the whole country; 
which would always be ſecured, by your Highneſs having proper garriſons in the 


principal . forts, and having ſpies over Tandavaroy, whoſe power ſhould be 


limited to the authority of a renter, 


Any thing in my power ſhall not be wanting to ſettle matters to the ſatisfation 
of all parties. The rains at preſent are very contrary to the operations of par- 
tiſans, by whom only ſucceſs may be expected in furprizing the enemy, and 
taking ſome of their Chiefs priſoners. Wiſhing your Highneſs perfect health,

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people employed by him to act as Officers conſiſt almoſt wholly either of perſons, 
who having previouſly ſerved their time in the Honourable Company's ſervice, in 
the ſtation of private or non commiſſioned, have been permitted by the Honourable 
the Governor and Council, or their predeceſſors, to enter into His Highneſs's ſer- 
vice; of others, who, without having ſerved their contracted time, have been in- 
dulged in like manner of wandering ; foreign adventurers and deſerters, who have 
found their way from other Settlements; and others who have raiſed themſelves by 
means quite incompatible with the character of Gentlemen and Officers. We are 
very ſenſible that it never could be the intention of the Honourable Company, 
that ſuch people ſhould oppoſe or diſpute command with their Military Servants ; 
till lately indeed they never preſumed it: however it is very evident, that ever ſince 
the fiege of Tanjore, if has been the common language of thoſe people, that they wwould not on 
any occaſion receive orders from, or be commanded by an Officer in the Honourable Company's 
Service, whoſe rank was inferior to their tem denomination in the Nabob s. Many of them 
who now aſſume this tone, and ſome of thoſe now called Captains, were but a ſhort time 
ago Corporals or Serjeants in the Honourable Company's troops, and never were expected 
to diſpute rank with the Officers who then commanded them. | 


It is here unneceſſary to recapitulate thoſe facts, as you are well acquainted with 
them ; however we cannot help reminding you of an indignity which was offered to 
us the other night in your preſence, and which is in ſome degree the cauſe of this 
application. A man of the name of Smith, who, within theſe two years, was a non- 
commiſſioned officer in the Honourable Company's ſervice, ho, we are credibly 
informed, has not obtained his diſcharge, is now, by virtue of a commiſſion from the 
Nabob, ſtiled Captain; this man declared, in the moſt inſolent and preſumptuous 
manner, in your preſence, and in that of ſeveral other Officers, that let the urgency 
of the ſervice be never ſo preſſing, he would not receive orders from, nor be com- 
manded by any Officer of the Honourable Company's of a rank inferior to the date 
of his preſent denomination.

| Letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Bonjour read as follows: 


Honourable Sir and Sirs, | 174 We: 4 

IN my laſt to the Prefident I mentioned that I would ſoon acquaint Rim more 
particularly of the courſe of affairs in theſe parts, for which it is neceflary to ac- 
quaint you of circumſtances that came lately to my certain knowledge; by which 
ou will perceive, that altogether; the plan I recommended in my letter to the 
Nabob Waulau Jau, which letter you declined delivering to him, would not an- 
ſwer the purpoſe of abſolutely ſettling this country, if the baſis of the former Go- 
vernment is not reſtored to it's original poſition. This former Government you 
muſt in ſome meaſute conſider the ſame as thoſe formerly eſtabliſhed in Europe, 
under the denomination of Feudal Governments ; by which men had land allowed 
to them by the Lords, which land they cultivated, or had the inſpection of, and 
the produce became their property, in conſequence of being engaged to take 
arms at any time the country was expoſed, or that the Lords had occaſion for 
their ſervices. This Government ſcems to have been eftabliſhed from great antiquity in 
the Marawars; which country being formerly united under 4 Rajab, did produce an 
army of fifty . men for it's defence ; but fince it's diviſion into two pro- 
vinces, its force fell. in pr to the diſunion of the Heads, who; when we 
under took their congueft, were not only in diſcord, but alſo the people diſaffected 
by reaſons not material to report. Expecting a continuation of their ancient pri- 
_  vileges, they remained at their ploughs, and in ſome meaſure facilitated the means 


tz N of 
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of conquering their Chiefs. Since the reduction of the different forts in theſe 
countries, the people (except a few vagabonds, perhaps influenced by Tanda- 
varoy, formerly the Manager of the ſecond Marawar ; or others who, alpiring to 
ſome employs, made it their ſtudy to create confuſion, in order to entorce the 
| conſequence of the ſervices they propoſed) have remained in a peaceable manner, till 
the Nabob determined to take from them thoſe lands which they expected to retain ; ſo 
that at preſent the ploughmen, aggravated by the loſs of their lands, have taken arms all 
over the country, and even in their own villages form parties of ' obſervation againſt 
our's. In this firuation I muſt repreſent to you, that the ſettling this country in 
the manner expected by the Nabob, requires extremities of à ſhocking nature; and 
after all it is not to be {aid that matters will be adjuſted fo as to anſwer the fatis- 
faction of all parties. Thoſe people being both ſoldiers and ploughmen, have the 
advantage of appearing in what ſhape they pleaſe before our troops, and never 
expoſe themſelves without being ſure of the adyantage. When we are marching 
we find all over the country moſt villages abandoned by the men, there remaining 
in them only women and children, hom likely, if the Nabob per ſiſts in this undertak- 
ing, muſt, with other poor innocents, become a ſacrifice to ibis conqueſts For if any of our 
baggage remains behind, it is uſually taken; our parties and ſtragglers are attacked: 
this is done by the inhabitants of ſome village or other. Thoſe villages being 
pointed out to me, I cannot paſs the outrage without puniſhment ; and not finding 
the objects upon which my vengeance ſhould fall, I can only determine it by re- 
priſals; which will oblige me to plunder and burn thoſe villages, kill every man in 
them, take priſoners the women and children. Thoſe are actions which the nature of 
this war will require, for having no enemy to encounter, it is only by ſevere ex- 
amples of thatkind that we may expect to terminate it ſo as to anſwer the end pro- 
poſed. -I wiſh His Excellency the Nabob had well balanced the advantages he may 
gain with the riſk we run in this undertaking, before he determined to take from 
thoſe people the lands iti queſtion. They are beſides not fo. deſpicable as not. to 
deſerve the privilege of keeping the mentioned lands for their occaſional ſervices, 
if regulated ſo as to oblige every one to he provided with a Hſe of a fixed dimenſion 
when called to the field, and intermixed with a few Sepoys, they would be very for- 
midable to Black Cavalry, &c. being ſuch as to endure great fatigues, and to require 
but little wants. The above, Honourable Sir and Sirs, will ſufficiently repreſent to 
you my ſentiments in regard of ſettling. this country without entering into further 
details; I have communicated the ſame to the Nabob Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder, 
who ſeems to agree with my opinion, but I do not know what reſolution will 
The encloſed is a copy of a letter from Captain Johnſon, by which you will ſee 
the ſituation of affairs in the ſecond Marawar country; his not having received in- 
formation of the orders ſent by the Nabob to the Officers commanding the parties 
of his troops under him, proceeds from ſeveral of my letters being intercepted,

IN your letter to me bearing date the 1ſt inſtant, you adviſe me that you an- 
ſwered my letter of the 2oth ultimo; and in your's of the 2d inſtant you inform me, that 
you have written ſeveral others to me: I aſſure you, Sir, I have not received any from 
you but two others, bearing date the 19th October; nor have I it in my. power to 
enquire after them, as you make no mention by what conveyance they were diſ- 
patched to me. On the 6th inſtant, Enſign Bowden, with one company of my bat- 
talion, and three of the Nabob's, eſcorted the money intended for us, as well as more 
for Captain Martin's detachment ; be was ſtrongly attacked about half a mile on my 
ſide of the barrier, by which he had a Jemidar killed, and nine wounded, one of 
whom is ſince dead of his wounds. In my laſt letter to you, as well as the firft, I 
very-particularly gave my reaſons that detained here Captains Pickart and Martin, 
the want of money and ammunition, (add to that, Captain Pickart's not having bul- 
locks to carry his ſtores) and to which I refer you for many more intereſting cireum- 
ſtances, By my- inſtructions it was propoſed, that Captain Martin's detachment 
ſhould be a detachment of obſervation ; who are totally in want of tents to lie in, or 
bell rents to keep their arms from the weather, and have not a pouch or cartridge- 
box that will preſerve their ammunition if they had it. The (tate of his ammunition 
conſiſts of four barrels, beſides what the men at preſent have; that of Captain 
Pickart's'of twelve” barrels, which is a ſmall quantity for a body of obſervation, or 
to aſſiſt a Renter to collect proviſions, where they are environed on every part by 
Colleries. As to our ammunition brought with me from Madura, I have given you 
a return of it, as well as that of the garriſon, In reſpect of the Officers? want of am- 
munition whom I left at Sevaganga, there was none found there, and I left him 
what I could poſſibly ſpare ; and by my letter of the 20th October to you, I hoped for 
a ſupply ; but you have referred me to Madura, where I intend to make immediate 
application. On the arrival of Captain Martin's money, I conſented to the departure 
of him and Captain Pickart to their reſpective ſtations, (who will march as ſoon as the 
weather will permit, and ſhall be completed with what ammunition I can ſpare 
for that end) in conſequence of their private letters from the Nabob, in which they 
are immediately ordered away from Kala-Koil, and of which I received no advice. 
I had a viſit likewiſe from the Tondiman on the th inſtant, who produced a private 
letter from the Nabob, of which I had no advice, with expreſs orders for his imme- 
diate departure ftom the Barrier on a ſecret expedition, and he left it the next motn- 
ing; to keep open which Barrier will be attended with the utmoſt difficulty, with 
great loſs of men, and great conſumption of ammunition. I muſt order Lieutenant 
Monteitb, with the companies then belonging to my battalion, together with Mr. 
Simpſon, ſurgeon · aſſiſtant from Madura, to join me here. On the arrival of Captain 
Pickart from Sevaganga, I received intelligence from Lieutenant. Monteith by the 
4 eſcort, that the Tanyore; horſe had left Sevaganga; and that on the morning 
of the iſt inſtant about 2 o'clock, the Colleries attacked and plundered the village 
of Sevaganga, and deſtroyed the Buzar, at the ſame time throwing rockets into — 
fort, and firing ſome muſketry: they killed one man belonging to the Amuldar, 
and wounded another in che Choultry on the outſide of the gate; That he had re- 
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peated intelligence, that China Swamy had reſolved to ſtorm the place the night 
Loving; but that Lieutenant Campbell arriving with his company, and 4000 muſket 
cartridges that evening from Madura, put a ſtop to their r On the 2d 
inſtant, further intelligence was given, that China Swamy was to fleep in a villag: 
about 5 miles diſtant, on the Kala-Koil road: three companies of the Nabob's ar- 
riving that day from Ramanadaporam, he ordered Lieutenant Campbell and Enſign 
Bowden, with the grenadier and his other company, with 100 Nabob's Sepoys, to 
march early in the morning, and endeavour to take or kill China Swamy and his 
followers : that they 8 marched, but ſome” Colleries, who had that night 
been plundering the village, eſcaped into the woods, and gave the alarm: that the 
enemy drew up, and ſtood ſeveral platoons before they retreated into the woods: 
that Lieutenant Campbell went into the village, and loaded 29 bullocks w. th Paddy: 
that he was attacked all the way on his return, even in ſight of the fort; and that 
three grenadiers, and two of the Nabob's Sepoys, were wounded. I have received 
no intelligence of or from Capt. Gillis, or Haſſembeg, ſince my arrival here; but 
that the Colleries are very troubleſome to the latter, throwing rockets into his camp, 
and killing his horſes. I ſhall always be impatient to hear Fro you, and ſhall al- 
ways endeavour to convince' you how much Lam, *

General Smith, &c. friends, came to me and ſaid, that 
by right and juſtice it was not proved that the money fell upon the Circar; but 
they deſired, out of my favour, that the ſame might be given from the Circar as a 
preſent. As I am therefore under obligations to, and am che old friend of the Com- 
pany and the Engliſh Nation; as theſe people have and are exerting themſelves } 
in my affairs, and as I eſteem the complying with the defire-of my friends im any 
thing in my power as the firſt conſideration; agreeable to what is mentioned in 
my letter to — Governor and Council of the 2 9th of May 1772 T, to wit, that peo- 
ple of merit have oftentimes experienced my favour, but that I muſt be the judge

READ a letter from the Nabob, repreſenting the propriety of recalling part of 
the detachment under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Bonjour, and of leaving a 
body of troops under the command of Captain Brown, conſiſting of one thouſand 
Sepoys, and one hundred Europeans, with the neceſſary ſtores and artillery, to co- 
operate with Nazeeb Khan in preſerving peace in the new-conquered countries, 


From the Nabob of the Carnatick to Governor Wynch, dated and received gth April, 1773. 


BEFORE the reduction of the diſtricts of Marawar and Nalcooty, I mentioned 
that the ſame might be effected with a ſmall force; and, by God's bleſſing, ſo it has 
come to paſs. The keeping of a fmall body of troops by Omdat-ul-Omrah Be- 
hauder, after the return of the greateſt part of the Company's forces from thence, 1 
was for this reaſon, that, contrary to what has ever been uſual, a body of Hyder l 
Ally Khan's forces was aſſembled at Dindegul, which is very near hoth to the bor- 
ders of the Madura and Trichinopoly diſtricts; it did not appear proper therefore, 
under theſe circumſtances, to recall all the Company's troops at once, Omdat- ul- 
Omrah Behauder, owing to an indiſpoſition, has left the army, and is gone to Tri- 
chinopoly ; I have therefore appointed Mahomed Nazeeb Kban to the command 
thereof, and put all my own troops under his orders; and flatter myſelf, from your 
Kindneſs to me, that on account of the force ſtill aſſembled at Dindegul, you 
© will for the preſent leave in the parts aforementioned, under the command of 
Captain Brown, a thouſand Sepoys and one hundred Soldiers, together with the 
neceflary ſtores and artillery for ſuch a body of men: the remainder you will 
recall with Colonel Bonjour; and write to Captain Browne to remain with the above 
number of the Company's troops, and to act in the chaſtiſing of the diſturbers in 
thoſe parts, as Mahomed Nazeeb Khin may judge proper; and adviſe him I have 
paid the whole expenſe of the Tanjore expedition. Be fo good as to ſend me a 
particular account of what has been laid out on account of the expedition againſt 
the Marawar and Natcooty Zemindars, from the beginning thereof to the end of 
this month; alſo a particular account of the ſtores, broad-cloth &c.-purchaſed ; 
when, by God's bleſſing, I wilt pay whatever may remain due on thoſe' accounts. 
Be fo kind likewiſe as to ſend me an account of the monthly expenſe that will 
attend the field charges of a hundred Europeans and a thouſand Sepoys, chat I

GENERAL SMITH begs leave to inform the Honourable Board, that ſoon 
after the expedition againft Tanjore ended, the Honourable Preſident and Council 
took into conſideration the ſubject relative to the claim the army ſuppoſed they 
had on the Nabob in lieu of prize- money for that expedition, on account of what 
paſſed between his Son Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder and the Officers on that head, 
and what they underſtood was agreed on their behalf with the Rajah of Tanjore. 


The Honourable Board having communicated to General Smith their ſenti- 
ments on this matter, in their letter of the 26th November 17717, they were made 
known to the Officers then preſent in caotonment at Trichinopoly ; who ſubmitted: 
their claim to the deciſion of the Honourable Board, and expreſſed their hopes of 


receiving protection, and their influence in obtaining a conſideration for the fatigues 
and fervices on that expedition. 


From that time nothing has paſt relative to this affair that has come with autho- 
rity to the army; but underſtanding, a few days ago, that His Highneſs the Nabob 
had authorized his Agent, Mr. Storey, to iſſue out a certain ſum as a donation to the 
troops, which ſum he had directed him to pay to each individual, and had regu-

| mittee informed us of an application they had received from the 
Nabob, that a force might be ſent to reduce the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars, 
whoſe conduct, he alleged, he had cauſe to be diſpleaſed with. As matters were 
not finally concluded with Tanjore, and nothing could be well attempted during 
the rains, the Committee thought it unneceſſary, to come to any immediate reſolu- 
tion with reſpect to the Nabob's requeſt; particularly as, by the time the rains were 
over, we might be able to determine, from the conduct of the Marattas and Hyder 
Ally, how far it might be prudent to undertake the expedition : in the mean time 
it appeared adviſable to inſtruct General Smith to obtain, in the moſt ſecret man- 
ner, the beſt information in his power, with regard to the nature of the country, 
the number and ſtrength of their forts and troops, and to acquaint us with the force 
neceſſary for this ſervice. The Nabob however ſtill continued to preſs the un- 
dertaking, which induced the Committee to take under conſideration the pro- 
priety and expediency of complying with his defire. Their minutes and reſolu- 
tions were communicated to us, in which we entirely concurred, and to which we 
beg your Honours will be referred ; by which you will perceive, that the Com- 
mitree were of opinion, for the reaſons therein given, that the expedition ſhould 
be immediately undertaken;* previous however thereto, they judged it expedient 
that the Nabob's acquieſcence ſhould be obtained to the two following points, 
viz. Although it appears, from the whole ſpirit of your commands, that it is your 
defire we ſhould afford the Nabob all the aſſiſtance in our power for the ſupport 
and protection of his Government; yet 1 your orders of the 4th March 176%, 
paragraph KAY it ſhould ſeem that you would by no means recommend the total ex- 
tirpation of the Polligars dependent on the Carnatick ; but that they ſhould be 
only kept in ſuch a ſtate of ſubjection, as to prevent their raiſing troubles or 
diſturbances in the country, By theſe orders we thought we ought to govern 
ourſelves with reſpect to the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars; and that the Nabob 
ſhould, if poſſible, be prevailed on to remain ſatisfied with reducing them to ſuch 
aſtate-of dependenee, by ſeizing their forts and ſtrong-holds, and by fuch other 
means as might prevent their being troubleſome in future. The next point to 
 which:itwas: thought proper to obtain the Nabob's promiſe was, that he would 


ur Tagen; 
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not compromiſe or make up matters with them before they were ſubjected in the 
manner propoſed, unleſs we ſhould concur with him in the neceſſity of deſiſting 
from the undertaking.” This appeared the more neceſſary from what had hap- 
pened with reſpect to Tanjore, which we were apprehenfiye would have laid a 
Rue an for future troubles. General Smith's letter, containing an account 
of the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars, with his opinion regarding the force ne- 
ceſſary to be ſent againſt them, is entered on our proceedings“. The Preſident 
having had a meeting with the Nabob, he readily aſſented to the propofitions 
above-mentioned ; but at the ſame time recommended that the expedition ſhould 
be deferred on account of the MarattasÞ, who now threatened this province with 
fire and ſword, if we declined to aſſiſt them with the Company's forces. 


44. It is well worthy of obfervation, that Marawar and Nalcooty are the Polligars 
whom the Rajah of Tanjore attacked in the beginning of the year, aſſertin 
their dependence on his Government; while the Nabob claimed the right of 
protecting them, as tributaries to the Government of Trichinopoly. It was 
in this cauſe that the late Plenipotentiary took the field of controverſy, 
aſſerted the Nabob's pretenſions to us, who did not deny them, exaggerated 

the outrage of the Rajah of Tanjore in taking arms againſt them, and ex- 
tolled their obedience and ſubmiſſion to the Nabob's Government; and he 
will ſay he compelled us to vindicate the Nabob's ige. What honours 
are due to the Miniſter's zeal for his Friend's cauſe! Mark now the reaſoning of 
that Friend:—The Rajah hymbled ; Marawar and Nalcooty, from obedient depen- 
dants, become immediately dangerous and ungovernable delinquents; and there 
can be no ſafety to the Nabob's Government unleſs they are reduced. For our parts 
we are neither governed by the Miniſter nor the Nabob. We always diſapproved 
the conduct of the Rajah in attacking them; not becauſe they were obedient and 
faithful to the Nabob, for we knew them to be otherwiſe, but becauſe there was 
at leaſt a very good pretenſion to claim them as tributary to the Trichinopoly 
Government ; and while that pretenſion could not be ſet aſide, to attack them 
was an indirect hoſtility againſt the SupErior. In the preſent caſe, the Nabob's. 
exaggerations of their diſobedience do not determine us neither. The principle 
which rules us is this: Since your Honours take upon the Company the defence 
* of the Carnatick, we would ſeize every opportunity of putting it in as good a 
ſtate as poſſible; and if we had it in our power to accompliſh what we wiſh, not a 
Polligar in the whole-Carnatick ſhould poſſeſs a fingle fort or ſtrong-hold, from 
whence he might: annoy the Government in times of trouble; and. to this ſtate we 
wiſh to ſee Marawar and Nalcooty reduces. E |

IN our abovementioned letter, your Honours were adviſed that the Nabob had. 
renewed his application to us to reduce the Marawar and Nalcooty Polligars, and 
that we hack in conſequence deſired General Smith's ſentiments regarding the 
force neceſſary for ſuch an expedition. On the 17th April we received his anſwer+,. 
wherein he propoſed that the force ſhould confiſt of 120 artillery, 400 European: 
infantry, and three battalions of Sepoys, with fix battering cannon, which was to 
be augmented with ſome of the Nabob's cavalry and two of his battalions of 
Sepoys. The Nabob having been made acquainted therewith, the whole marched 
from Trichinopoly the 12th May, accompanied by the Nabob's eldeſt Son, (who- 
was deputed by his Father to ſuperintend the expedition) and arrived on the 
28th before Ramanadaporam, the capital of the Marawar Polligar, without 
meeting with any oppoſition during the march ;, and we had the ſatisfaction to 
learn . General Smith, that batteries having been opened againſt the place 
the ad inſtant in the morning, a practicable breach was effected, and the place 
taken by aſſault in the evening, with the loſs of only one European and two 
Sepoys killed, and four Europeans and eight Sepoys wounded}. The Marawar- 
Polligar, with his Mother, and the Dewan, were taken in the place. The Nabob's. 
Son, immediately on the capture of the fort, entered into an agreement with the 
troops to give them an equivalent in lieu of the plunder and booty found in ity.

As the expenſes of the troops are very, heavy, and as we have reaſon to hope the- 
reduction of the Nalcooty Polligar will not be attended with much difficulty, we 
have recommended it to General Smith to conſult with- the Nabob's eldeſt Son, 
and as.ſoon as the ſervice will admit of it, that the charges be reduced as much as. 
poſſible, by ordering all the troops that can be ſpared baek to Trichinopoly..

1 HAVE been honoured with your letter of the 24th November, wherein 
after ſetting forth the advantages reſulting from the alliance ſubſiſting between 
our reſpective nations, you are pleaſed to defire that a perſon may be ſent to you, 
with powers from this Government, for concerting ſuch a mutual arrangement, as 
may effectually remove every occafion of jealouſy between the two nations re- 
ſpecting their privileges and prerogatives. The happy union which has ſo long 
fubſiſted between the two nations cannot but afford the moſt ſenſible ſatis faction 
to the ſubjects of each, and it is my ſincere wiſh that nothing may happen to 
deſtroy or interrupt it: I ſhalt be always ready to embrace every occafion of ma- 
nifeſting my defre to maintain and promote that friendſhip and union fo happily 
eſtabliſhed. But as you have not communicated to me the leaft hint, by which 
I might be enabled to gueſs at the arrangement you wiſh-to take place, or the 
points to be adjuſted, were I to ſend a perſon to you in compliance with your 
deſire, it would be impoſſible for me to furniſh him with proper inſtructions ; and 
be could only receive from you ſuch propoſitions, as may be, with equal advantage,

I have never miſtruſted the Engliſh Nation, not judging of their national ſyſtem 
by the ſentiments or diſcourſe 2 ſome violent ſpirits, which are found in 
all nations: but all the world is not of my opinion: there have not wanted peo- 
ple who have endeavoured to alarm the Dutch, that the expeditions that the 
auxiliary troops of the Engliſh, in conjunction with thoſe of the Nabob of Arcot, 
have made in the country of Marawar, and in other places, tend to nothing leſs 


than the ruin of the commerce of the Dutch, incroaching upon the rights and 


privileges which we have enjoyed ſrom time immemorial, in virtue of treaties con- 
cluded with the ancient Kings and Princes of the country, and confirmed by their 
ſucceſſors. I have room to believe there are among the Engliſh miſtruſtful peo- 
ple, who imagine we have fecret deſigns to hurt their intereſt ; but the principles 
of the Dutch Company are founded directly on the reverſe, and have no 
other object in view but to preſerve their rights and poſſeſſions and commerce

To calm the turbulent tempers of both nations, nothing appears to me more 
proper than to concert an agreement, which obliges reciprocally no kind of en- 
croachtment, either directly or indirectly, on the poſſeſſions, rights, or privileges of 
either. In this manner the Engliſh may reſt aſſured, that we ſhall not enter into 
copgrrnens to the detriment of their lawful rights; and in the mean time the 
Dutch ſhall have the aſſurance of their excluſive right to trade only in thoſe 


parts, where that excluſive privilege has been made to them by the Princes of the 
country.

I WAS honoured ſome time ago with the receipt of your Highneſs's commands, 
accompanied by a letter to the Rajah of Tanjore, and the papers tranſmitted by the 
Governor Behauder reſpecting the making good of the Paddy, &c. articles belonging 
to the Company and the Merchants, inhabitants of Madras, which during the war 
the Rajah cauſed to be ſeized. I had the honour to write to your Highneſs particularly 
on this ſubject before, by which I imagine your Highneſs muft underſtand the fame. 
The Rajah has now ſent an anſwer to your Highneſs's letter. He has lately had 
the Amuldar of Tremelwaſhell (a Pundaurum) ſent for, and has told him to make 
good to the Company's People and other Merchants and Owners thereof at Madras 
the whole of the Paddy, &c. he had ſeized during the war. The Amuldar aſſerts, 
that the Paddy he ſeized is now in depoſite, and that on the owners' coming the ſame 
ſhall be delivered. To this I replied, that in your Highneſs's letter the price 
of the Paddy, &c. was fettled, amounting to gooo and odd Pagodas ; agreeable 
to which, and the papers of the Governor, he muſt anſwer for the ſame. We 
had more diſputes upon this point than I can poſſiby acquaint your Highneſs of: 
at laſt the Tanmoreans ſaid, from whence could the faid Amuldar find money ſufficient 
to pay the amount of the Paddy in ſpecie; but that the Paddy which he had 
ſcized till remained, and ſhould be delivered to the owners on their coming for 
it; and that in caſe he had taken any out of it, he ſhould anſwer for the ſame in 
Paddy. We had a great deal of altercation upon this buſineſs, and the concluſion 
of the whole is, that the Tanjoreans agree to deliver up to the owners, on their 
coming for it, the-whole of the Paddy they may have ſeized, which I am accord- 
ingly in hopes of procuring for them when they come. I have taken the liberty 
in this manner to acquaint your Highneſs of the promiſes and repreſentations of the 
Tanjoreans on this matter, and wait for your Highneſs's further orders thereon, 
More it would be diſreſpectful to add. 


The Board having determined, in conſultation of 1 3th December laft “, in the 
other department, tor the reaſons then aſſigned, to demand the account of the Com- 
pany's Paddy, with the charges thereon; and the Garriſon Storekeeper having, in 
purſuance of an order then paſſed, made out an account thereof, the Prefident is 
deſired to reply to the Nabob on the ſubject.

| rtained a Mogul in his ſervice, has ſent him, clothed in a Fackeer's dreſs, to 
the Rajah of Tanjore, with a letter, purporting that he had negotiated with Trim- 
beck Row, to — 8 if ten Lacks. of Rupees were given, immediately on the 
receipt thereof he would do every thing the Rajah ſhould deſire; and accordingly, 
if the Rajab would ſend a favourable anſwer, he, the Vackeel, would directly come 
there with ten or twenty thouſand horſe. The ſaid Mogul has been arrived here 
theſe five or fix days, and the Rajah, on peruſing the Vackeel's letter, was exceed- 
ingly pleaſed, and has ſent him an anſwer, purporting that he would give the ten 
Lacks of Rupees, of which the Vackeel might reſt affured; that he, the Vackeel, 
therefore ſhould ſdon bring with him twenty thouſand horſe to act agreeable to his 
inſtructions, in which caſe he would immediately pay the ten Lacks of Rupees.

ſettled every thing firmly, the ten Lacks of Rupees ſhould be paid without fail. 
Such is the ſubſtance of the letter the Rajah has ſent to his Vackeel, Benaileur; 
he has ſent away alſo the Mogul, and made him a preſent of twenty Chuckrams, 
and a Taurpetry Cloth, that he may come ſoon with the Maratta troops. All this 
is a ſcheme of the Rajah's own lay ing, neither Monajee nor Dobbeer know of it; 
were he to conſult wick them they would diſſuade him from it, for which reaſon he 
has carried on the negotiation privately. The Rajah has it ſtrongly in bis mind to 
put an end to the buſineſs relative to the aſſigned lands, to retake Vellum, and. not 
to continue under the Nabob's ſubjection; it is for this reaſon he has ſent for the 
Marattas, not conſulting with Monajee thereon, but carrying. on the negotiation 
through another channel.

the needy, &c. would not have experienced the ruin they have, in the injury 
duoone to the crops in thoſe parts. I make no doubt you are ec acquainted 
with the ſriendſhip hich ſubſiſted between your Father and me, and that you 
remember alſo; with what pains it was my friendſhip with you was renewed y' I 
am convinced your endeavours will be to ſtrengthen the fame, and that for triftin 
matters you will not give it up. Although it would be no vety difficult bufinefs 
to diſpatch troops in purſuit. of the runaways, wherever they may be; yet the 
_ apprehenſion of the devaſtation of the Tanjore | territories, (in the ſame manner 
as the countries of Wollenagur: and Huſſeinagur have been laid waſte) in thoſe 
arts where ſuch runaways may be, makes me cautious of ſending: them; Vour 
Pacher was very deſirous of the extirpation of the Marawar and Nalcooty Ze- 
mindars, and deſired me often to puniſh them; to which my reply always was, that 
at a proper. time I would certainly do ſo: Lately you alſo, prompted by the 
inveterate. hatred you bore thoſe Zemindars, marched: at the head of an army, 
and waged. war againſt them, without my permiſſion for doing ſo.

I NEGOTIATED: with the Tanjoreans about the money of the Company's 
Paddy, and*demanded a bill for the payment of the ſame; to which they anſwered,

thereof.” I rephed, that Monajee took upon himſelf as per Rajah's order, and was 
.endeavouring to get the money paid; but in the interim he was diſmiſſed the ſer- 
vice: that truſting upon Monajee's promiſe and agreement, I always wrote to your 
Highneſs about ir, and that it would be very improper for them to make any ob- 
jections or further delay concerning the ſame: and 1 added, that if I was to write 
to your Highneſs what they now fay, they (Tanjoreans) would certainly meet with 
your Higbneſs's reſentment, which will prove detrimental to their affairs.

Tranſlation of Intelligence relative to Tanjore. 


Ar AIRS here are as follow: The Dobbeer, Narſing Row, and Huſſein Khin Soor, | 
and others, attend the Durbar daily for the tranſaction of buſineſs. Caleel Annah 
des thither once in two or three days, and Kunk Saha Pilla has loft ſome little 
Scan in the Rajah's eſteem. Formerly he uſed to come when ſent for, and be ad- 
mitted without reſerve; #0w he attends without, ſends in his name, and only enters 
willen he is called. At preſent Govinderow Annah and Mahomed Loofee are in 
high, favour, inſomuch that they are night and day with the Rajah ; but Huſſein 
Khan Soor, with the reſt, enter the Preſence b particular permiſſion only, not other- 
wiſe.

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The Son of Damoodera Pilla, Talookdar of Ramanautpour, and the Nephew of 
Tandavaroy Pilla, Talookdar of Huſſeinagur, have been both together with 
Hyder Naigue, and have had a conference with him; in which they propoſed, that 
if he would ſupply them with ſome little force, they would recover their reſpective 
poſſeſſions, and engage to pay him two Lacks of Rupees acknowledgment: to 
which he replied, that he knew who they were, but that if they would bring a letter 
from the Rajah of Tanjore, he would then agree to give them ſome aſſiſtance and 
a force. Upon this they returned; and now one Vencata Narrain, a Talookdar 
of  Hyder's, is, arrived at Trivady, in whoſe name a packet of letters has been 
brought in; n upon which the beforementioned Pillas were received at 
a place called/Kirtakan Cody, with the utmoſt caution and privacy; and the Son 
of Tandavaroy Pilla was lodged within the fort cloſe by the Mahil, where there 
is a garden, and he has no more perſons with him than four attendants ; Kunk 
Saha Pilla is his Mediator, and his Vackeel is conſtantly with the ſaid Pilla. 
They have brought ſixty coats and ſome hats with them, and ſhewing them have 
declared, that after the taking of the diſtrict, and the coming of Omdat-ul-Omrah 
to Trichinopoly, they had killed 200 Sepoys and 100 Soldiers, and begun 
hoſtilities in the country, of which the cloth coats, &c. were a proof; all this 
they take here to be true. This correſpondence comes through the channel of 
Kunk Saha Pilla, to Mahomed Soofy, and from him to the Rajah; They have 
been arrived theſe ſix days, but have not yet obtained an audience ; they both 
declare that they, went to Hyder Naigue to ſolicit ſuccours, and that 
his anſwer was, he would aſſiſt them if they brought a letter from the Rajah; 
that therefore they wanted a letter to the following effect, viz. © That theſe 
« are two men of rank and conſequence, the acquifition of whom may anſwer 
« a variety of purpoſes; that therefore eſteeming this a matter of the firſt conſi- 
<« deration, he ſhould get their places reſtored to them: that if he (the Rajah) 
« was to give them a little help, this would be no hard matter to effect; but that 
« he has declared the fame, as he cannot be at variance with the Nabob : and 
« laſtly, that theſe men have fifty thouſand Colleries at their diſpoſal.” That the 
letter ſhould be written in this recommendatory ſtile, in order that by every means 
offible they may be enabled to ana about their deſign, and procure the poſſeſ- 
Bon of the places in queſtion z after which, whatever part of the country is the pro- 
perty of the Rajah, ir ſhall be reſtored to him. Immediately on hearing this pro- 
poſal the Rajah was exceedingly rejoiced, and ſaid, that he would give them ſo fa- 
vourable and full an epiſtle to Hyder Naigue on the ſubject, that their buſineſs 
ſhould be finiſhed agreeable to their wiſhes ; ſo that, in entire dependence on what 

they have propoſed, he intends to diſpatch them hither. They have alſo ſecretl 

ſent for Vencata Narrain, Hyder's Vackeel, from the diſtrict of Trivady, and wit 
the utmoſt caution and privacy introduced him to the Rajah, who heaped on him 
civilities, and aſked; him concerning Hyder's preſent fituation and circuniſtances. 
He anſwered, that Hyder was now on the other ſide of Seringapatam, where the 
diſtrict of Godek is fituated ; that after ſettling what he was about there, he 
would come to Seringapatam: that, for the preſent, Tippoo, the Son of Hyder, is 
in Seringapatam, with four thouſand horſe, and that on this. fide the Paſſes are 
Bergy, Sereencoduſs Row, and Meer Ally-Rezah, with three thouſand horſe : that

Upon hearingwhichthe Rajah ſhewed great ſatisfac- 
tion, and having prefented the ſaid Vackeel with a pair of pearl ear-rings, worth one 
hundred Pagodas, and a dreſs, together with 500 Chekerah (or 12 50 Rupees)in money 
for his expenſes, told him, that if he ſhould remain there the negotiation would be- 
come K ; that therefore he ſhould return to Trivady and ſtay, there, leaving his 
Gomaſtah only at Tanjore, and that at the ſame time he ſhould; write the needful 
to his Conſtituent.

. Beſides this they have written and ſent off letters for Poonah, full of the moſt 

flattering expreſſions.

SOME days ſince a Gozamie, by name Mohimgeer, arrived here as Ambaſſador from the King of 
Tanjore, with preſents to the amount of fix Lacks for the Durbar ; he is come to requeſt affiſtance 
againſt Mahomed Ally Khan : this the Durbar have refuſed, but have given him leave to raiſe ten 
ouſand horſe ; which, I imagine, is more with a view to the money than to afford him any. 
real ſuccour, as they are raifing men themſelves.. He has alſo requeſted their colours, and that the 
troops may be employed in the Peſhwa's name, but this is yet undetermined. I ſhonld* not fail to 
remonſtrate againſt this meaſure, but was I to do it, it would undoubtedly give the Durbar a good plea.

I adviſed you, in my laſt, that the King of Tanjore's Vackeel had obtained leave 
to raiſe ten thouſand horſe for the ſervice of his Maſter ; this he got privately, by means of preſents 
to ſome of the Miniſters, and in conſequence —_ to ſeveral officers to raiſe men: this coming to 
Sacaram Bapoo's knowledge, he put a ſtop to it, by pointing out the ill conſequences that might attend. 
it; and though the Vackeel has yet received no poſitive Lal, I am pretty ſure he will not ſucceed. 
Notwithſtanding the above objections were made before I addreſſed the gentlemen at Madras, I:

that he had encouraged the Colleries to ravage and lay waſte many parts of his 
(the Nabob's) country to the ſouthward ; which behaviour the Nabob repreſented 
he ſhould. not be able to bear with much longer, and intimated bis intention of fub- 
duing bim: all which he deſired Mr. Wynch to conſider of, which he promiſing 
to do, they parted.

and that the ſame proceeded from their imagining he had got the entire control of the

the Engliſh as yet to aſſiſt them was the cauſe of their ill-will towards him; 
which he brought as an argument, that whether he reduced Tanjore, or did not 
reduce it, they would {till come againſt him when. it ſuited their affairs: however, 
that by God's bleſſing, if he and Hyder were joined, together, with the aſſiſtance 
of the Engliſh, they would keep the Marattas effectually on the other fide of the 
Kiſtnab, and not ſuffer them to come on this ſide. Arn 


The Preſident aſking the Nabob's opinion what part Hyder would take in 
caſe of our proceeding againſt Tanjore, he replied, —as matter of right, Hyder, 
beyond a doubt, had none to interfere in affairs relative to the tributaries of the 
Carnarick ; but that, as jealous of his (the Nabob's) increaſe of power, he might 
probably uſe ſome endeavours to prevent the ſame. The Nabob ſaid, that every 
man knew he muſt die, but was ignorant of the particular time; ſo every man 
knew there would be a war between the Engliſh and French Nations, but no man 
could with certainty fix the preciſe time; however that, come when it would, if 
the Rajah of Tanjore was ſuffered to remain, he would be on their ſide. 


That the Dutch alſo were for aſſiſting him, and the General of Batavia had 
wrote to him (the Nabob) clearly, in anſwer to a letter from him complaining of 
the Dutch at Negapatnam having aſſiſted: the Rajah during the laſt fiege of Tan- 
Jore, © That if they at Negapatnam had done fo, it was in conformity to their en- 
gagements, which they were right in complying wit) 
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Fane, 1773. 


IN conſequence of the Rajah of Tanjore his ill behaviour and ill performance 
of his engagements, alſo with a view to procute the tranquillity of the Carnatick, 
the former Governor thought it proper to ſend an army, compoſed of mine and 
the Company's troops, to chaſtize the ſaid Rajah, to demoliſh the fort of Tanjore, 
and for me to poſſeſs myſelf thereof, in the ſame manner as the places of the 

other tributaries of the Carnatick. By my former letters, as well as my verbal re- 
preſentations, you have been particularly acquainted, that, on account of certain 
cauſes, the capture of Tanjore has been delayed. In the new treaty which the 
Rajah gave me, under his fign and ſeal, at the time of making peace with him, it 
is expreſſed, ** He is to be a friend to the friends, and an enemy to the enemies of 
the Circar; and on no account whatever, either openly or ſecretly, is he in any 
<« reſpe&t to aſſiſt the diſturbers of the tranquillity of the Carnatick :” contrary 
however to this, you will ſee by the encloſed letter from Poonah, and advice-papers. 
from Tanjore, the endeavours he is. making uſe of to raiſe diſturbances in the 

Carnatick. In the treaty with the Rajah it is expreſſed, that he is to ſend a Sardar 
with Horſe and Sepoys whenever they are required; the expenſe of whom he is 
not to aſł of me, nor are they to leave me without permiſſion ; It is inſerted alſo 
therein, that be is to, have nothing to do with Marawar and Nalcooty Zemindars, 
and is to. reſtore whatever territory and effects he may have taken from them: 
however, notwithſtanding the Circaris, and; the Company's troops went to the 
Marawar and Nalcooty's diſtricts, and the Rajah was repeatedly wrote to from. 
hence in a preſſing manner to ſend aſſiſtance, he did not aſift with bis troops ; and 
natwithitanding alſo the Chiefs of the Marawar and Nalcooty diſtricts were either 
Killed or taken priſoners, he (the Rajah), contrary to his engagements, admitted into» 
his country their turbulent ſervants, who of themſelves had it on no account in 
their power to raiſe diſturbances : theſe he has aſſiſted with men and money, pow 
der and ſhot, and is prevailing on them to create trouble in the aboye diſtricts, as. 
the Commanding-Officer of the Company's troops in thoſe parts knows; on 
which account it is that the diſturbances in that quarter have not hitherto been 
effectually removed, and that an army, the expenſe of which exceeds the revenues. 
of the country, is ſtill employed in the affairs thereof. Had not the Rajah in 
this manner given his a e, the affairs of thoſe parts would long ſince have 
been ſettled, and we ſhould have been at eaſe reſpecting them. |

In the Rajah's agreement it is mentioned, that if he has. taken any thing from the

country to create troubles in the Trichinopoly country, and gets the * 
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the Worriarpollam and Allianore diſtrifts to be drove into his country; and when- 
ever my people trace them therein, then he gives up a part of them. The amount 
of the Company's money and -P addy. likewiſe, which he agreed by my means to pay to the Com- 
pany, he has. not yet diſcharged. He prevents the Pertak of Vellum being put in a 
flouriſhing ſtate by various difficulties and troubles ; and he cauſes ſuch diſtur- 
bances in the roads by which people go ts the fort of that name, that people 
paſs from Trichinopoly thereto under the greateſt apprehenſion. Not ſatisfied 
even with this, alfo, under the plea of borrowing money, he has mortgaged 
ſome of the diſtricts of the Tanjore country to the Dutch and the Danes, which 
is not conſiſtent either with mine or the Company's intereſts. In the money 
alſo which he ſtipulated to pay in his agreement, there is a ſum ſtill remaining 
unpaid, which has been the occaſion of my being put to the greateſt difficulties 
to pay the remaining three Lacks and ten thouſand Rupees on account of the 
gratuity of the army, and alſo to fatisfy my creditors. On my part, in order to 
pleaſe the Rajah, I have not omitted the leaſt circumſtance, by ſending to him an 
elephant, jewels, dreſſes, and «a rhinoceros ſent me by the Governor of Bengal, 
and by other marks of my friendſhip; fince the Rajah however, notwithſtand- 
ing this, is exerting himſelf in this manner to diſturb the tranquillity of the 
Carnatick, on you and me, who have always that tranquillity at heart, it is in- 
cumbent to do every thing to remove the diſturbances thereof. You have wrote 
to me Tepeatedly, conformable to the orders of your Maſters, about my agree- 
ing to the three battalions of Sepoys, and I have in anſwer wrote to you plainly 
that the ſame js not in my power. My firm friendſhip for. the Company is ſuch, 
that, to the utmoſt of my ability, Iam never backward in doing what they write 
to me about: in what exceeds my power, in bat however I am remedilels. 


Tf, by God's bleſſing, and your affiſtance, the fort and country of Tamore are taken, 
and come into my hands, I will write to you my conſent to the keeping up of the 
three battalions from the commencement of the expedition; my only deſire herein being 
this, that thoſe three battalions, and the other ſeven battalions, may be known by my name. 
In caſe, however, the ſaid place and country do not come into my hands, I tell you 
plainly, it will not be in my power to keep the faid three battalions ; and let not this 
in any agreement be conſtrued in this manner, that I will afterwards be at the 
charge of theſe battalions. | In a letter to your predeceſſor, under date the 18th 
September 1771*, I ſaid, that on the taking thereof, I ſhawld have upon me condi- 
_ tionally the expenſes of my own troops, and of thoſe come to my aſſiſtance; 
alſo the Batta of the Company's troops, the charges of 'milittty ſtores, gratuity to 
the army, and ten Lacks of Pagodas to be paid to the Company in caſe of tranquil- 
lity; and accordingly I will, wich the greateſt pleaſure, on the ſaid conditions, pay all 
this, with a view to the protection of the diſtricts of the Company, and the peace and 
tranquillity of my own country. See how on every occaſion, confidering my firm 
friendſhip for the Company, I am defirous of their good and benefit. When 1 

mentioned my agreeing to the above ten Lacks of Pagodas, the former Governor, in 
his letter of the 25th September 1771+, did not accept of my offers, and added more- 
over, that he made no demand or condition whatever. I know that the Company 


wil not make ſuch a requiſition, but of my own accord J agree to the paying of

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the ſaid ten Lacks of Pagodas for their benefit, as a preſent, out of my regard, and 
as a token of my gratitude for their aſſiſtance; and, agreeable to my promiſe, will 
exert myſelf greatly to pay the ſame in caſe of tranquillity, as I am ſenſible that the 
receipt of ſuch a ſum of money at this time will give them great pleaſure. As you 
are the ſupporter and protector of the tranquillity of this country, and are my 
friend, I have wrote thus particularly to you; you ought not to let the opportu- 
nity eſcape; but as this correſpondence between me and the former Governor was 
ſettled, agreeable thereto you ſhould alſo ſhew your fayour in this matter, and write 
me ſo in anſwer. Should you neglect to aſſiſt me in the taking of this place, either 
the Marattas will lay their hands on it, or the French will poſſeſs themſelves of it: 


and then it will be out of our power to recover it from them, and the Carnatick, from 
their troubles and diſturbances, will never be in tranquillity. 


What can I ſay more ? 

P. S. After the receipt of an anſwer from you, agreeable to what the former Go- 
vernor wrote to me, and before the ſetting out of the troops, ſome certain matters 
relative to the army ſhould be ſettled between you and me, which will be of ſervice 
to affairs.

AFFAIRS here are as follow: Vencata Narrain, Vackeel to Hyder Naigue, lias 
been in Trivady theſe two or three years paſt. This man the Rajah ſent for two or 
three months ago, and told him he had no other protector; that an union could not 
by any means ſubſiſt between himſelf, the Nabob, and the Engliſh, and that it was 
incumbent on Hyder, as his friend, to come thither with all his force; that then 
himſelf would collect his own forces, as well as thoſe of Marawar and Nalcooty, &c. 
Polligars, who are all his allies, after which they ſhould ſhew what their united 
ſtrength. could do; and when ſome vigorous exploits ſhould have been performed, 
the troops of the enemy ſhould be diſperſed, that then would be the time to make an 
attack on the {ide of Arcot, and conquer Madura and Tinnevelly ; which two laſt 
mentioned countries he wayld make over to Hyder, and add ſome ſupplies of money 
beſide; that therefore heyguſt come with his army without fail: that in this 
affair he placed an entizg:Qependence on him (Hyder), and that there could be no 
fincerity between the Nabob and himſelf. That in this month he would write and 
give him letters to Hyder Naigue, and that he (the Vackeel) alſo ſhould write to 
his Maſter at large, in the moſt perſuaſive terms, to prevail on him to come ſpeedily 
with a force; that the matter would admit of no delay. In this manner he dif- 
courled largely to Vencata Narrain, wrote a long letter to the Naigue himſelf, and 
the Dobbeer wrote another; bath which letters they delivered to the Vackeel, charg-' 
ing him to ſend them with the utmoſt expedition, and bring them ſpeedy anſwers,” 
writing on the ſame ſubject alſo fully himſelf. -_ All which the Vackeel conſented 
to, and went to Trivady ; but as ſoon as he had written a long letter himſelf, and ſeot

it with the Rajah's and Dobbeer's to Hyder Naigue, the Rajah, without His (the Vac- 
keel's) knowledge, wrote another himſelf to Hyder, and ſent it by an Hircarrah, to 
this purport, that ** Before: this you muſt undoubtedly have received, by means of 
«« your Vackeel, a letter of mine explaining the circumſtances of this matter at lar 
«© and now it will be exceedinglyghappy if you come with a force ſpeedily;“ which 
having expreſſed at length, he diſpatched by the Hircarrah another way. To thofe 
letters Hyder's anſwer bas arrived, deſiring to know. how much ready money 
he would give, by what means he propoſed to take and make over to him the 
countries of Madura and Tinnevelly, and who of the Polligars were become allies. 
to bim; telling bim, that he muſt determine all this, and ſend him word, and at 
the ſame time diſcourſe on the ſubject with the Dobbeer. The arrival of this 
letter was eleven days ago; as ſoon. as it came, the ſaid Vencata Narrain ſent word 
from Trivady, that the anſwer to the letter was arrived, and that if he had permiſ- 
ſion, he would come; ſendingat the ſame time his own Vackeel, named Verdapah, to 
explain this to the Dobbeer : the Dobbeer mentioned it to the Rajah, and the Rajah 
immediately replied, that he muſt anſwer them as the circumſtances of affairs re- 
juired, After which the Dobbeer told Verdapah, that if they ſhould: call him 
The Vackeel) hither, and Rehemaun Ally Khan, who is here on the part of the 
Nabob, ſhould be informed of it, the differences, which would not otherwiſe ariſe 
till to-morrow, would immediately commence to-day ; ſo that, fays he, © While 
** Rehemaun Ally Kharr is here, we cannot call him hither,” To this Verdapah re- 
plied, © If yon cannot call him hither, do you make ſome pretence of buſineſs, and 
come to Trivady; ſay that you go to waſh, and under that colour ſettle your bu- 
fſineſs and return. We have written and ſent letters in conformity to your de- 
+ clarations, and the anſwer is come. with expedition; if now delay takes place, 
« how will chat be? Come to Trivady, treat with him, and then return again hi- 
« ther.” The Dobbeer anſwered, If I come to Trivady, Rehomkun Ally Khan 
will have notice ot it, therefore wait a day or two.“ LEV} have written to, 
Vencata Narrain to that effect, and Verdapah'is ſtill here. 24 he.

la and the brother of Damoodera Pilla, had a 
lace aſſigned them ta the-Diiitin. Mahel ; but after the arrival of Rehemaun Ally 
nan, the Rajab told them,. As the Khan is come, you muſt not ſtay here; go 
vou alſo to Hyder.“ To which they anſwered, that they would go, but begged 
he would ſend a letter with them. In reply to which the Rajah afterwards told 
them to go and ſtay at Peyence, a diſtrict of Hyder*and that he would write a 
letter, and ſend it after them; upon this they both Went to Peyence. A per- 
ſon, named Ayyenkar, uſed to be their V-ackeel with Mahomed Soofy and Ging. 
Sahab Pilla but ſince Mahomed'Sbofy has been out of favour,  Ayyenkar has left 
them and made off. After Rehemaun Ally Khan came hither, he addreſſrd himſelf to 
the Dobbeer, Govinderow, &. miniſters, and told them, '© You have given protec- 
tion ta the Marawar peaple, and thoſe of Nalcooty, and thus create Aaturtances 3

Vencatarow a letter, in which he ſays, The money due to us they pay us not, but

« if they pay us our money it is well, otherwiſe Sercemant will be diſpleaſed: 
& whatever is to be negotiated on this head, let it be done this month, and let them 
«« ſettle a mode for the payment of the money. Our forces that were ſent towards 
« Shah Jehanibad have gained a victory, and the Engliſh are routed ; for a letter to 
« this effect is arrived,” | | 


Vencatarow, on the receipt of this, attended with the letter two or three days. 
The daughter of the Dobbeer was very ſick, and he was therefore not preſent at the 
Durbar, and the conference with Vencatarow came to no proper concluſion: the 
Dobbeer however, on the above-mentioned day, came to the Durbar, ſent for Ven- 
catarow, and read the letter; after which he introduced him to the Rajah, who 
converſed with him with a great deal of civility; and after ſome conſultation the 
Dobbeer wrote at that ſame time letters in his own name and the Rajah's to Narrain 
Row, ſent them off by two ſetts of Hircars, and then diſmiſſed Vencatarow to his 
houſe. On the 28th inſtant the-Rajah went privately to the houſe of Monajee, 
and faid to him, It was from ignorance that I was diſpleaſed with you, now 
„ nothing can be done without you;” and thus went on to expreſs his great 

gratitude and regard towards him, To which Monajec replied, “ 1550 now beſet 
' © with old age and infirmity, and have no abilities left; if you will give me ſome- 
© thing for a maintenance, I will fit down quietly at home.“ To which the Rajah 
anſwered. “ Why ſhould you talk ſo? In every thing I will place my whole con- 
% fidence in you; to-morrow or the day after I will fend for you.” When he had 
ſaid thus, he got up and went away, and took off the guard from Monajee's houſe 
and accordingly yeſterday, at about eight o'clock in the evening, ſent: a couple of 
horſes to Monajee's houſe; and afterwards the ſame night his own Palankeen, called 
Ferkee, with a meſſage, deſiring him to come quickly, ſending Sambajee Punt alſo 
to him at the ſame time, Monazee Row having immediately come to the Durbar, 
and ſat himſelf down in the place called Kiſhen Pallaſs, the Rajah ſent for him, 
reccived him, enquired after bis health, and diſmiſſed him with a charge to make 
| himſelf perfectly eaſy. _ Afterwards they prepared him an apartment in the Maha- 
rajee Sabhah, preſented him with a golden mantle and turban, and ſhewed him a 
variety of favour and kindneſs ; beſides which they propoſe giving him the com- 


mand of a body of 500 Horſe and 1000 Sepoys.

on which account Geng Sahab Pilla and Trimbeck Row, the. brother of Calesl 
_Ayyah, are ſent to Negapatnam and Tranquebar, with directions to procure two 
Lacks of Pagodas at intereſt on a mortgage of lands as ſoon, as may be; befides 
which they propoſe taking up two or three Lacks of Rupees on a Jand mortgage 
of Goland Moodely, who is Dubaſh to moſt of the great folks at Madras, and

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A letter from Hyder Naigue ta the Rajah came to Trivady to the Vackeel 
| Vencata Narrain; as ſoon as it arrived he ſent the original letter hither by an 
Hircar, and ſtaid himſelf without: the fort at a place called Cadatangaddy. He 
fent the Hircar privately to Baboo Raw, who was formerly Vackeel from hence to 
Hyder, and Baboo Raw-introduced the Hircar with all privacy into the garden of 
the Daſtan Mahel. The Rajah took the letter from the Hircar, read it, and aſked 
bim queſtions by word of mouth, but the contents have not tranſpired ; when I 
am informed of them I ſhall tranſmit an account thereof. PRE.

YOUR Highnefs's letter, dated the 28th February 1773, and ſent by your own 
Hircars, came to hand the 24th April of the fame year. + 
_ - Succaram Pundut repeatedly introduces to me an hatſh mode of diſcourſe, 
intermixed with friendly reproaches ;—as thus: © I have long been at pains and 
<« trouble for the benefit of both parties, for the expulſion of the common enemy, 
and for the eſtabliſhment of friendſhip between us; I have ſent letter upon 
e letter, anda perſon of conſequence beſides ; notwithſtanding which there has ap- 
« peared no warmth of inclination on the part of the Nabob : if he were deſirous 
« of our friendſhip, it is an eaſy matter to attain, Great men are wont to further 
te the affairs of their friends merely for friendſhip's ſake ; if then this is not done, 
where both real advantage and the eſtabliſhment of amity are to ariſe from it, 
« what degree of friend{hip-muſt we take that to be? The excuſe of orders 
from Europe will not avail for years; in the general opinion that is mere 
« procraſtination ;. for in reſpelt of the unanimiiy that ſub/iſts bettveen the Nabob and 
Highneis's pleaſure to ſettle _preliminaries previous to our ſending a force into 
the Carnatick, to conſider that undertaking as his. own, and back it as ſuch, a 
« force and leaders ſhall be appointed for that purpoſe, that the enemy of us both 
may be extirpated ;, but if this be not his pleaſure, we are without remedy. 
« Friendſhip will not ſubſiſt with one party when it is wanting in the other. The 
« ſending of forces into thoſe parts is neceſſary. We wiſh for the friendſhip of 
u the Nabob, but he does not appear ſo well inclined towards us.“ The ſum 
of all which appears to be this, that to enable him to root out Hyder, the concur- 
rence of the Engliſh is abſolutely neceſſary; the attainment of this they poſitively 
- conceive to depend on the favour of your Highneſs: if that ſhould not be brought 
about, all this is nought but bluſter.. Whatever pains. I have taken to re nt 
to them the nature of the friendſhip of the Engliſh, the apparent 'meaſures of 
Madarow Jee, and my own ſentiments, they reckon them but idle tales. A letter 
was. formerly written by Ananderow to Madarow Jee, mentioning that Hyder's 
people having made a diſturbance in the diſtrict of Valkondapoor, the Nabob 
intended writing to Sercemant and Succaram Pundut in arder to procure letters to 
Madarow Ghodepora ; alſo to the Chiefs of Cuddapa and Canndul and the Fou- 
jedar of Haoſekattah, to bring them over to an alliance with the Nabob, = we

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Hyder ſhould over-run. the Carnatick; that the alarm however being in ſome 
meaſure ſubſided it was deferred, but if it ſhould ariſe again the letters would be 
ſent. Madarow Jee brought up the mention of this letter to Succaram Pundut, 
who replied, * The Nabob, when Hyder raiſes diſturbances in his country, 
«© makes us his allies ; but when Hyder is deſtroying our country, and our forces 
cc are ſent to attack him, will then afford us no aſſiſtance; what kind of affection 
.« and regard is this?” I anſwered, © The labour and pains the Nabob has 
« been at in his friendſhip for Sercemant, and for the furtherance of his affairs, 
ec as well as the ſervices he has actually done him, you muſt have heard of from 
« others ;. but ſetting aſide the trouble he has taken upon himſelf. in regard to 
e your affairs, and the money alſo he has expended towards them, this very 
„ point of his making you his ally when war is in his own country, and the 
« deſire he therein ſhews for the proſperity of Secemant's affairs, muſt be con- 
ic ſidered as the aſfiſtance of friendſhip; or elſe in what particular tranſaction

A Pandarum arrived here from Tanjore two months ago, but has ſat quiet till 
within theſe ten or twelve days paſt ; when having made Harree Pundut Padekab his: 
Uſher, he has-requeſted 10,000, horſe of the Circar, promiſing to pay the expenſe 
of them; but if they will not grant him that, he begs permiſſion to enliſt men, 
and aſſume the Maratta badge on his ſtandard, which is a golden band; in which 
caſe he will enliſt a body of horſe and carry them with him, with an intention of 
retaliating the ſeizure of their country by your Highneſs, the money taken from. 
them, a. the deſtruction of their poſſeſſions; that for this permiſſion alone he 
would give five Lacks of Rupees Nazir, and one Lack for the Durbar expenſes. 
Harree Pundut repreſented this to Succarum Pundut, who replied, © This is by 
« uo means adviſable ; between the Nabob and us there ſubſiſts a perfect unanimity; 
. 4 to take ſuch trifling and unprofitable ſteps is unworthy of us. What can ten thouſand 5 
 % horſe do? The Engliſh will apprehend nothing from them ; the place will be loſt, and 
„ wwe ſhall get @ bad name to no pur poſe: it js net adviſable ;” and thus gave him a 
plain anſwer. T his I heard from Madarow jee and. others; but Harree Pundut 
nevertheleſs has made the Pandarum eaſy on the ſubject, and promiſed him to bring, 
it about for him; in conſequence of which the Pandarum is buſy. in collecting 
troops, has enliſted about 2000 horſe and fome foot, and intends enliſting more 
when he has obtained the gold band: be has not bawever given'a man of ibem aug bi 
for his expenſes. I have two ſets of Hircars and a Braminy night and day employed: 
in ſearch of intelligence on this ſcore ; all I hear ſhalh be tranſmi tte.

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Nabob of the Rajah's application to the Marattas and Hyder Ally for aſſiſtance, 
is in ſome meaſure confirmed by the advices tranſmitted to us by Mr, Moſtyn from 
Poonah. Neither is the condut# of the Rajah in this inſtance to be wondered at: the ap- 
prebenſions he before had, have been increaſed by the publication of the Nabob's intention 
of reducing him, which bas gained credit all over the country; he knows that, in our pre- 
ſent ſituation, wwe cannot interfere in the diſputes between him and the Nabob ; that the 
Nabob did not even allow his Vackeel to viſit the late Prefident : under theſe circum- 
ſtances, it is not ſurpriſing that the Rajah ſhould endeavour to ſtrengthen him- 
ſelf by every means in his power, to enable him to withſtand any attempts of the 
. Nabob againſt him. However, ſetting all thefe conſiderations afide, it is evident, 
that, in the preſent ſyſtem, it is dangerous to have ſuch a Power in the heart of the 
province; for as the Honourable Court have been repeatedly adviſed, that unleſs the Com- 
pany can engage the Rajah to their intereſt, by a firm promiſe of ſupport in all his juſt rights, 
we look upon it as certain, that ſhould any troubles ariſe in the Carnatick, whether 
from the French or a country enemy, and preſent a favourable opportunity of 
freeing himſelf from his apprehenſions of the Nabob, he would take part againſt 
him, and at ſuch a time might be a dangerous enemy in the South. The propriety 
and expediency therefore of embracing the preſent opportunity of reducing him 
entirely before ſuch an event takes place, or before he has ſtrengthened himſelf by 
alliances with any other Powers, are evident. It remains in the next place to con- 
ſider the inconveniences or diſadvantages that may attend an expedition againſt him, 
and which ariſe from the danger of drawing down the Marattas or Hyder Ally upon 
the Caruatick. | | | 


With reſpect to Hyder Ally, we think he knows his intereſt too well to engage 
in any attempts, on ſlight grounds, which may make the Company his enemy: he 
is at preſent employed in making the neceſſary arrangements in his country after 
the long and expenſive wars he has maintained ; and we have all reaſon to beheve 
that his firſt object will be, as ſoon as he, is prepared, to recover from the Ma- 
rattas the country they have wreſted from him. 


With regard to the Marattas, we are fully perſuaded that whenever they find it 
convenient to their own affairs, they will not ſuffer the Carnatick to re- 
main unmoleſted, and that an expedition againſt Tanjore will not haſten or retard 
their deſigns. It is probable, that in caſe of the reduction of Tanjore, whenever 
it ſuits them to attack this province, they may urge that as a plea ; but it will be 
more with a view to ſhare in the booty, than out of any regard to-the Rajah. The 
Preſident is however defired to have another interview with the Nabob, and to 
endeavour to obtain from him a more full and explicit declaration of his ſenti- 
ments with regard to the part the Marattas or Hyder Ally might take in caſe of the 
expedition being derek, and this is the more neceſſary, as all the Nabob's en-. 
gagernients for the 3» 54 of money have conſtantly been on condition of -peace 

tranquillity ; and that in caſe of any troubles in the country, he has always 
declared we muſt not expect any thing from him. | 
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| Although it appears to us expedient for the ſafety of the Carnatick, and the 
Company's poſſeſſions, that the Rajah of Tatyore ſhould be reduced; and although 


we think we cannot, either with ſafety to our Conſtituents or to ourſelves, refuſe 


the Nabob the aſſiſtance he requires, yet we think we ought to ſettle ſuch points 
as may with ſafety be required on our part, previous to our putting a man in 
the field, or agreeing to the expedition. In the former expedition the Nabob 
found means to drag us on ſtep by ſtep until every thing was in readineſs, the ob- 
ject of our preparations made public, and when we could not recede without diſ- 
grace; the Nabob then inſiſted on our acquieſcence with ſuch meaſures as he 
thought proper to dictate, and refuſed to proſecute the expedition unleſs we com- 
plied therewith : this Government was obliged to ſubmit to his will, for the rea- 
ſons given at large in Committee the 10th Auguſt 1771.“ This conduct of the 
Nabob ought therefore to be a leſſon to us, and to teach us not to acquieſce with 
the Nabob's requiſition until he conſents to ſuch arrangements as appear indiſ- 


penſably neceſſary, and which are as follow : 


aſt. The Nabob muſt either make ſufficient advances of caſh to defray the ex- 
penſes of the expedition, or muſt grant Soucar bills for ſuch an amount, payable at 
ſuch periods as it may be judged the exigencies of the ſervice propoſed will require, 
an account of which will be delivered to him; or that he will engage the expe- 
dition ſhall not be at a ſtand for want of the neoeſſary ſupplies. 


| 2dly. It muſt depend on the Nabob to furniſh a ſufficient quantity of provi- 
ions of all kinds, as well as bullocks, gunny-bags, and all other neceſſaries, except- 
ing military ſtores; ſince, without a certainty of an ample ſupply, the army cannot 
take the field. | | 


3dly. As the Sepoy eſtabliſhment, ordered by the Court of Directors, is barely 
ſufficient for the protection of the Carnatick and the Company's poſſeſſions in it; as 
the proportion of the expenſe now defrayed by the Company is more than adequate to the re- 
Venues enjoyed by them, and greater than they can poſſibly afford, beſides defraying 
their own neceſſary expenſes; it is hoped, and muſt be requeſted of the Nabob, to 
conſent to diſcharge the pay already iflued to the 3000 Sepoys, which were raiſed to 
complete the Sepoy battalions from 700 to 1000 men each, and that he will agree 
that the amount of 10 battalions on the preſent eſtabliſhment ſhall continue as 
hetetofore to be charged to his account.

If the Nabob will conſent to the above propoſals, and there ſhall not be any

— although, in caſe of the reduction of Tanjore (by which he would acquire 
additional power, and the country be freed from an enemy) Hyder and he, in 
conjunction with the Engliſh, might be able to make a great ſtand againſt the 
Marattas, yet that the oppoſition could not be fo effectual as to prevent their 
ſtill ravaging the country in ſome degree: however he hoped in that caſe to be 
able to make ſome payments to the Company; but that if the expedition againſt 
the Tanjore country did not ſucceed, and the ſame ſhould not fall into his 
hands, and the tranquillity of the country be otherwiſe diſturbed, he could not 
promiſe to make any payments to the Company. That in caſe of our adopting 
the line of joining the Marattas to act againſt Hyder, great advantages would 
enſue from the ſame; the country on this fide the Ghauts would fall into our 
hands, the Company receive benefits on the other ſide of the Coaſt, and our 
country be exempted from all ravages ; but then, in caſe of ſuch an alliance, 
Tanjore ought not to be taken.

The Prefident further informs the Committee, that he waited upon the Nabob 
again this morning, and after apologizing for ſo often troubling him, told him, that 
Nog ey er informed by General Smith, that in caſe of the expedition 
apainft Tanore being to take place before the ſetting in of the rains, there was not 
any time to be loſt, and as it was neceſſary that every material point ſhould be in a 
g meaſure adjuſted before the matter came publickly under the conſideration of 
he Board, he, the Preſident, had waited on him to requeſt the favour of an an- 
ſtyer to the following queſtion ; to wit: That as it appeared His Highneſs was of 
opinion, that in caſe of the expedition being undertaken, it was not improbable but 
that Hyder might endeavour to throw ſome obftacles ig the way, by ſending ſome 
troops into the country, Whether, as all his, the Nabob's, payments were engaged on 
the condition of peace and tranquillity, he ſhould with-hold fuch payments if ſuch an 
invaſion ſhould * n? That the Nabob, without making any ditect reply to 
this queſtion, afked the Preſident whether he thought, if the expedition did not 
take place, peace and tranquillity would remain in the country; and adding, that 
if he was convinced bertel, be had better not undertake the expedition: that his 
being for it proceeded from an opinion, thar peace and tranquillity could" not re- 
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main if it was not undertaken. That the Nabob ſeemed to lay it down for ;cer» 
tain, that without ſome very extraordinary circumſtance: was to happen to divert 
their. attention to another quarter, the Marattas would come into the Balaghaut 
after the rains, and require our aſſiſtance; which if not granted, they would join 
Hyder, and in conjunction with Hyder come into this country. That his ob- 
ject was to draw one of theſe two Powers on his fide; that for this purpoſe 
e had before mentioned of forming a friendſhip with Hyder, which was the 
line to be taken in caſe of our proceeding againſt Tanjore; but that he could never 
think of forming an alliance with him to oppoſe the Marattas merely for friend- 
ſhip; that the ſame muſt be with a view to advantages to be received from him: 
and although, in caſe of the reduction of Tanjore (by which he would acquire 
additional power, and the country be freed from an enemy) Hyder and he, in 
conjunction with the Engliſh, might be able to make a great ſtand againſt the 
Marattas, yet that the oppoſition could not be ſo effectual as to prevent their 
ſtill ravaging the country in ſome degree: however he hoped in that caſe; to be 
able to make ſome payments to the Company; but that if the expedition againſt 
K the Tanjore country did not ſucceed, and the ſame ſhould not fall. into his 
hands, and the tranquillity of the country be otherwiſe diſturbed, he could not 
promiſe to make any payments to the Company. That in caſe, of our adoptin 

the line of joining the Marattas to act againſt Hyder, great advantages — 
enſue from the ſame; the country on this ſide the Ghauts would fall into our 
hands, the Company receive benefits on the other ſide of the Coaſt, and our 
country be exempted from all ravages; but then, in caſe of ſuch an alliance, 
Tanjore ought not to be taken. That he, the Preſident, wiſhing to bring the 
Nabob to a clear and explicit anſwer about his payments, that we might be cer- 
tain on what we ſhould have to depend in caſe, of the expedition taking place, 
and any incurſion happening from Hyder, put his former queſtion to him again, 
and received nearly the ſame. anſwer; the Nabob adding thereto, that he would not be 
uo prefſing upon this buſineſs of the expedition ; that he had expreſſed his ſentiments 
thereon, and if what he had propoſed was not complied with, he ſhould only ad- 
dreſs another letter to him, the Preſident, and then remain quiet : that this interim 
before the rains was the time to effect this buſineſs, and that if this opportunity 
was let ſlip, ſuch another would not offer for ſome time. That by a reference to 
his former letters, he, the Preſident, would ſee that he had foretold what he now 
mentioned reſpecting the Marattas and Hyder: that the Company and he had 
no money; in caſe therefore of their coming againſt this country, it would be 
merely a war of ſtraw-pickipg,; meaning, we ſhould be unable to make any re- 
3 ſiſtance. That if he, the Preſident, choſe it, he had no objection to meeting the 
| Committee, or committing to paper what might paſs on theſe ſubjects, - as it was 

impoſſible to remember every thing that was ſaid ; and that this, the Preſident's, 
diſcourſe to him was made on due reflexion and conſideration ; but that his an- 
ſwers were not ſo guarded, and merely what firſt occurred to him, That he, the

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accordingly took leave, the Nabob promiſing to wait upon him at the Company's 
Garden-houſe as the next morning. 


The Committee having taken the foregoing into their ſerious conſideration, 
tre of opinion, for the reaſons given in Committee the 22d inſtant, * that it is 
both proper and neceſſary that the expedition be undertaken; and that the preſent op- 
rtunity, all circumſtances ccnſidered, is the moſt favourable for carrying the 
— into execution: and as the Nabob has expreſſed his readineſs to meet the 
Committee, the Preſident is delired to acquaint the Nabob, that the Committee 
will, if it be agreeable to him, do themſelves the honour of waiting on him at 
the Garden-houſe to-morrow morning; when it is agreed to converſe with him 
on the ſubject of the propoſitions mentioned in Committee the 22d inſtant, as 
neceſſary to be adjuſted with him previous to the army's taking the field.

The Preſident opened the conference, by ac- 
quainting the Nabob, that the Commitree, having duly conſidered his letter of the 
18th inſtant , on the ſubje& of the expedition againſt Tanjore, as well as the ſub- 
ſtance of the conferences which had paſſed between him and the Nabob, which 
had been communicated. to them, hey ſeemed well inclined towards the expedition; but 
that previous to their final determination, there were ſome. points on which it was 
neceſſary to come to a clear explanation with him: and on the Nabob's expreſſing 
his readineſs to attend to whatever the Committee might have to propoſe, the 
Pieſi lent, began by repreſenting to him the neceſſity there was that the Nabob 
ſhou!d take meaſures to enſure to us the certain means of defraying the expenſes 
of the expedition, ſince without thoſe means it would be impoſſible to carry on 
our operations. The Nabob aſked what the charges might amount to; the

The Preſident then addreſſed himſelf to the Nabob, by ſaying, that as all theſe 
oints were ſettlech to the! ſatisfacxion of the Nabob and the Committee, he, the 
Preſident, could not avoid expreſſing his wiſh that the Nabob would give the 
Company one proof of his friendſhip towards them, by conſenting to defray the 
charge of the three;battalions'of Sepoys which had bean carried to his account, 
and to admit of their being charged in future.

they meant to increaſe the ſame. Upon which the Nabob ſaid, that upon theſe 
aſſurances he would propoſe a mode, which he hoped would be acceptable; which 
was, that, out of his friendſhip to the Company; he would pay the arriount o ft he 
expenſe of the three battalions to the end of April, or to any other period we 
might think, proper, as a preſent to the Company; and that from that period he 
would conſent to theit beihg charged in his accounts; that he would therefore 
ſend the books back that the charge might be taken out and inſerted in a 
ſeparate account, and that he would write a letter in anſwer to the Preſident's in 
mild terms.

thereof. A large army accordingly will ſhortly be aſſembled at Trichinopoly, under the 
command of General Smith; and he has received the inſtructions of this Government, 
when aſſembled, and every thing is in complete readineſs, to proceed with the ſame _ 
. againſt the fort of Tanjore, to reduce it, and having done fo, to put your Highneſs's 
Son, Mader-ul-Mulk Bchauder, or any other perſon your Highneſs may authorize for 
that purpoſe, in poſſeſſion thereof, together with the Military ſtores and effects 
which may be found therein in the courſe of the expedition; alſo whatever pri- 
ſoners may be taken ſhall be left at your Highneſs's diſpoſal. I cannot too ſtrongly 
however recommend and requeſt of your Highneſs, that the utmoſt lenity and 
.clemency may be obſerved towards them in general; and ſhould this be the lot of 
the Rajah and his family, that not only the above treatment be ſhewn them, but that 
ever other attention due to their quality and characters, as the cuſtom of nations and 
your Highneſs's own honour ſhall require, be obſerved towards them. I have told 
your Highneſs, that General Smith has inſtructions to deliver to your Son Mader-ul- 
Mulk Behauder, or any other perſon properly authorized for the purpoſe, the ſtores 
and effects which may be found in the fort ot Tanjore on irs reduction; I beg your 
Highneſs will underſtand me, I'mean only if taken by capitulation; for if carried by 
ſtorm, by the uſage of war, the plunder therein becomes the right of the captors 
over which plundeg, as my predeceſſor informed your Highneſs, I have no authority

1 come now to reply to that part of your Highneſo's letter, which reſpects your 
intention towards the Company in caſe Tanjore is taken, and certain conditions 
are complied with. Your Highne's ſays, ** That if, through the bleſſing of the Al- 
mighty and my aſſiſtance, the tage and country of Tanjore are taken, and fall into 
« your hands, you will write to me your conlent for the keeping up of the three

WE wrote you under date the Toth June, a duplicate of which comes encloſed. 


The Nabob having applied to us for a force to reduce his tributary the Rajah of 
Tanjore, who by his conduct hath rendered himſelf obnoxious to him, we have 


complied with his requeſt, and are now collecting troops and ſtores at Tri- 
chinopoly with all expedition, 


We have no reaſon to apprehend any interruption to our operations from the Ma- 
rattas at this time of the year, ſince they would not be able to paſs the Kiſtnah : 
indeed we do not believe that our proceeding againſt Tanjore will of itſelf be ſuf- 
ficient to induce them to take any meaſure to the Nabob's or Company's prejudice, 
unleſs it be convenient to them in reſpect to their own affairs; in which caſe ſuch an 
expedition will not, we think, retard or haſten the execution of any defigns they 
may have againſt the Carnatick. We have nevertheleſs thought it proper to give 
you this early information, as you will- with us ſee the neceſſity of keeping a moſt 
watchful eye on their conduct, and of endeavouring to obtain the beſt intelligence 
of their deſigns ; and which we truſt you will communicate to us as ſpeedily as poſ- 
ſible, with ſuch information as you may be able to procure regarding the negotia- 
tion of the Vackeel at Poonah from Tanjore, and how far he is likely to ſucceed in 
obtaining a body of horſe for his Maſter. | 


We doubt not but intelligence of the intended expedition againſt Tanjore will 
have reached Poonah before you receive this; e however think it proper that no 
intimation on the ſubject ſhould come from you.

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others, and that when the latter arrived they would engage to affiſt the Rajah ;

The ſaid Sucenewauſiow is endeavouring, by every means, to 
revail on the Rajah to agree to the aſſiſtance on the part of the French for the above 
e 64 x0 and the 24th inſtant he had an interview with the Rajah, The Dutch 
are aſſiſting the Rajah with money and warlike ſtores, and he places accordingly 
great hopes upon their aſſiſtance. Ir is reported, immediately on the march of the 
Engliſh army againſt Tanjore, Hyder Naigue will march in purſuit of their army. 
The 24th inſtant ſome more Dutch Soldiers arrived at Tanjore from Negapatnim, 
and ſay with great confidence, that they are in hopes of receiving more men from 
Ceylon. The French have ſent a Vackeel from Carrical to Tanjore, and are trying 
and ehdeavouring to get ſome villages near to Carrical, and have promiſed their 
aſſiſtance, The Vackecl is waiting for anſwers to letters the Rajah and he wrote

into his ſervice : he gave protection to my rebels, the Polligars of Arrialore and 
Worriarpollam, and failed to deliver them up to me, with their effects, according

Captain Brown, with the detachment under his command, arrived this morning, 
and encamped on the Plain at the Fackeer's Tope, and Captain Godfrey is expected 
in five or ſix days. 


The grain buſineſs is in as great forwardneſs as can be expected: the quantity of 
Paddy now in ſtore at Vellum, when beat into rice, will ſupply the troops upwards 
of forty days, and Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder is exerting himſelf to make good 
his engagements as to that eſſential article ; but by his engroſſing almoſt all the 
carriage cattle. to be had, it is become impoſſible for Mr. Davidſon to provide 
4000 in time to march with the ſtores to go from hence: this being our ſitua- 
tion, I have prevailed with Mader-ul-Mulk to aſhſt vs with one trip of 2000 bul- 
locks to Vellum, which may ſoon be performed; and will enable us to find a 
conveyance for the remainder, as Mr. Davidfon has advanced money to the 
bullock-maſters for that purpoſe. | 


Major Harper has orders to employ the people at Vellum in making faſcines, 
gabions, baſkets, &c. in ſhort nothing ſhall be left undone on my part to pro- 
mote our ſucceſs, and accompliſh the object in view. os 


The Dutch have hoiſted their colours at Nagore, under pretence, I ſuppoſe, of 
protecting that place; they have ſupplied Tanjore with guns, military. ſtores, 
money, and men from Negapatnam ; and the Rajah's people are employed to as 
much advantage as poſſible in preparing for the ſecurity of the place, which, 
from appearances, they ſeem determined to defend to the laſt extremity.

been diſperſed in ſmall parties over the country, were lately aflembled, and put 
under the command of Shinnevaſherow, it is faid to reduce ſome Polligars, who

I NOW ſend you the following intelligence, viz. 


On the 19th inſtant a Vackeel came to Tanjore from Carrical, a French Settle- 
ment, with a letter which he delivered to Monajee. There are ſome villages near 
Carrical which formerly belonged to the French, but now to the Tayjoreans. 
The Vackeel informed Monajee, if the King would part with them, the French 
would give him what he would demand for them. Three of the Jemidars of horſe, 
who remained much diſſatisfied for want of their pay, Monajee ſent for them, and 
promiſed them three months, and gave them ſome part of it then; the reſt was to be 
paid at two. payments; but he was ſo dubious of them, that he made them take an 
oath to be true to the King. Their troops are to take the field, they ſay, and are 
to be divided into four 1 5 ; two of Monajee's ſons are to command, each of 
them one, Huſſunſure another, and Huſſungrew-goody the other; they are to 
march out when our army leaves Trichinopoly, and Seek them in the field, It is 
reported, they have ſent a Jemidar of horſe to Dindegul to raiſe men. On the 19th 
at night two Vackeels from the Great and Little Marawar countries arrived at Tan- 
Jore, and informed the King, that the head Polligars would raiſe men, and do all the 
miſchief to the country and camp they could, provided he would allow them to 


keep whatever plunder they might take. 


They have at laſt put a ſtop to any thing coming from the Coaſt through their 
country. On the 20th inſtant, one of the King's principal men ſent into Tanjore 
eleven Cooley-loads of flints from Tranquebar. | en 


The King ve an order for all the wells to the eaſtward of the fort to be filled 
up, and all the filth they could meet with to throw into them; they are alſo 
letting the water out of a large Tank to the weſtward : they are till deepening the 


ditch on the north face. 


Yeſterday they pitched on af pot of ground for an encampment; one of Mona- 
jee's ſons and a principal Jemidar are to have the command of it; it is to be near 
the weſt face of the fort. The ſcaſon has been very dry in theſe parts, therefore

Major Fletcher is on the north ſide of the rivers Coleroon and Cayery ; they are 
now ſo high, that it will be at leaſt two or three days before his people and ſtores 
can paſs them; of courſe our Gentlemen coming to camp without eſcort have little 
to fear from the Tanjore horſe, If they could pals the rivers they would not do it, 
ſituated as our troops are at preſent, and as they cannot move without my 
knowledge.

I have no reaſon to complain of Mader-ul-Mulk hitherto ; he is very buſy form- 
ing his magazines at Vellum, and has this day brought in from the country a large 
ſupply of bullocks and ſheep for the uſe of the Europeans in camp : I hope all will 
be well as to thoſe articles.

Lou are my friends, and I, who, by the bleſſing of God, am à conſiderable Chief- 
tan, and hereditary Prince in this country, have been your wellwiſher ſince your firſt 
ſettlement here; on this account it is that I have now thought it expedient to ſend! 
to you a ſeryant of my own, to make known my reſolutions in the affairs of the 
Rajah of Tanjore. FT am convinced in my heart that you wilt always act in ſuch a 
manner as to make me extol your friendſhip, and therefore it is needleſs for me to 
ſay what 8 I place on you; nevertheleſs I have been informed that you have 
ſent men and warlike ſtores to the aſſiſtance of the Rajah; if you value my friend- 
ſhip in future, you muſt ſend for them all back again to your on Settlement, and 
not put in practice a ſingle point in oppoſition. to me. | 


You are men” of clear and bright underftandings, and well know what tends to 
the increaſe and ornament of friendſhip.

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Since laſt accounts they have had four mote Europeans from the Dutch, * expect 
many more; they have had ſeveral ſums of money from Negapatnam lately. The 
King wrote to the French, as did their Vackeel who was with him; and on re- 
ceiving the anſwer, he ordered Tappals to be ſtationed between Pondicherry and 
Tanjore : the Vackeel is fince returned. The King's family have been in readineſs 
to go to Negapatnam for many days paſt. Six or ſeven 9855 ago the King re- 
ceived a letter from Hyder Ally; on which the Vackeel of Hyder, who had re- 
mained at Trivere, a village near Tanjore, with little notice for one year paſt, was 
ſent. for. The King had made fome agreement with Hyder Ally, and he now 
wrote for troops; and told him he would pay the agreement, and for the troops he 
ſhould now ſend; and ordered the Vackeel to be paid nine Pagodas a day Batta. 
Some days ago the King and Maratta Vackeel both wrote to the Chief of the Ma- 
rattas, telling him, if he would ſend them horſe that lay at Goringconda, he would 
pay that money he promiſed him, beſides paying the horſe when they came. The 
troops in Tanjore are much diſcontented for want of pay; they have ſurrounded Mo- 
najee*s.. houſe ſeveral times; and the other day they did the King and Huſſinſure, 
and would not let any one go out or in; but they pacified moſt of them, at leaſt for 
the preſent. The King ſays he is afraid, was he to give them all their pay, there 
would a number of them leave him: he deſigns to engage our army in the field, 
and if his troops behave well, he will then pay them all that's due. The head peo- 
ple alſo talk, that the K ing intends to engage in the field; and if he does not ſucceed 
there, and afterwards finds he cannot keep the fort, he intends going to Negapat- 
nam, from thence to Candy, and from thence to the Marattas., They have two head 
2 at Negapatnam, getting money, and purchaſing ammunition and ſtores; they 
ad purchaſed a large quantity; but the Dutch told them they muſt have an order 
from their head ſettlement to let them have it, but if they do not get an anſwer 
very ſoon, they will conſult with the French at Carrical whether it is proper they 
ſhould let the King have it or not. When the Hircar left Negapatnam there were 
four ſhips in ſight, and it was reported that there were Europeans and Sepoys on 
board, ſent for their own ſafety if any thing ſhould happen to them at Negapatnam.

proper to diſcontinue that poſt, being afraid we were too near for them to remain 
there in ſafety, We marched on, and at day-hght diſcovered their tents, 
and part of their cavalry encamped cloſe under the walls; where they could not be 
attacked without, our ſuffering exceedingly by the fire from the town: that being 
the caſe, we recongoitzed *till noon, when we returned to Monajee's Tope to re- 
freſh the men. During all this time I had obſerved the enemy aſſembling, and 
they finding our party Fad retired, the greater part of them, from 1,500 to 2,000, 
moved out about two miles and a half from the fort into the plain; a ſmall body 
{till remained. Having now got the opportunity I wiſhed for, I ordered Cap- 
tain Rumley, who was drawn up out ef fight; with the two regiments of his 
Highneſs's cavalry, to leave: his guns and Sepoys, and charge the enemy ſword 
in 3 Captain Tonyn's troops, with ſome Grenadier Sepoys, were fo fituat- 
ed, that they might, if neceſſary, prevent the reſerved: body of the enemy from 
attacking the rear of the regiments. n ; | 
Captain Rumley took advantage of a bank of earth that covered him from the 
enemy's fight, *till he got on their flank, and between them' and the fort, which 
made it then impoſſible for them to get off without being engaged. The enemy 
Faced his Highneſs's cavalty, and as both parties were fairly pitted, I thought a 
conteſt for victory would have enſued ; but the Tanjoreans were not able to with- 
ſtand the ſhock of the regiments, who galloped down upon them, and though at 
full ſpeed kept in cloſe order. They had no ſooner cut in amongſt the enemy than 
they gave way, and endeavoured to fave themſelves by flight. When I found 
there was no danger from the body of reſerve L have mentioned, I ordered Captain 
Tonyn's troop to follow Captain Rumley, but it was then too late for them to be 
of any great uſe. Captain Rumley purſued the enemy till they got round his 
right flank between him and the fort, and were puſhing for their encampment : 
this was foreſeen, and they were raked from a gun and howitzer ordered to an 
eminence which commanded their retreat, and were played upon them with ſucceſs. 
The number of killed and wounded I think cannot be leſs than 100; among the 
former was Veerajee Ingly, the third in command: he was much reſpected by the 
\Tanjoreans; and when his body was ſent to the fort, my ſpies tell me ur much 
lamented, not only by his own family, but by the people in general. I am ſorry to 
have to tell you on our part that ö Coles, el Campbell, who commanded 
the firſt regiment, and is. am Officer who ſtands high in the opinion of the army, 
received a wound in the elbow, by which part of the bone is cut off, and will, 
ic is feared; at leaſt deprive. him of the uſe of his arm. Lieutenant Baillie was in the 
field, not on duty, charged with the cayalty,. and received a wound in his wriſt. 
One of the Black Troopers had his hand cut off, and ſeveral more of them ate 
Alightly wounded, The Officers and men behaved with great ſpirit; and Lieu-

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tenant Burrows of the ſecond regiment, in the morning, at the head of two troops

and as I learn by univerſal report, has ſent his ſon Mader-ul-Mulk, with a com- 
pletely furniſhed-*army, to Trichinopoly for that purpoſe.” Conſidering that no 
deviation of conduct can by any means be laid to my charge, and that I have 
fulfilled my engagements in r2jþe# of the payments I agreed to, I am confident you can

a very reaſonable rate. We ourfelves have, for the more to corroborate friendſhip 
between us? by a written act, put them in full poſſeſſion of Trivecotah and 
Atzaburave's diftrift ; and in the ſame written act was made mention of our ancient 
and good friendſhip's continuation. 


In the time when Daidmodigau attacked Arcot with war, the Nabob deſired of 
us to aſſiſt him with auxiliaries ; but in regard of the friendſhip ſubſiſting between 
us and the Engliſh, we did not enter into any conjunction with the Nabob without 
the conſent of our allies the Engliſ n. 


In the time when Mr, Saunders commanded at Fort St. David, did we, 
agreeable to his mediation, enter into friendly alliance with the Nabob, and 
thereupon ſent him auxiliaries ; ſince that time have we not, upon every occaſion, 
been very anxious to pleaſe the Nabob; we have even gone ſo far, that, for not to 
offend the Engliſh, we ſnewed 2 diſregard to the French, and always ſtrove to 
promote the welfare of the Engliſh and the Nabob: and what good promiſes 
and aſſurances the Nabob has made us, ate well known to the 'Englith and every

therein intend any injury. to another, that the Engliſh ſhould then be on, and - 
defend the injured parties. In confideration of the ſervices and good friendſhip the 
Engliſh have ſhewn towards us upon every occaſion, hate we given up and made them

215 abob has ateoays been uſed to dedut3, out of our yearly tribute we have paid him, the 
charges of our troops, wwhich wwe have fent him, when demanded, as auxiliaries: agreeable 
to E ſame cuſtom, and which in itſelf is ſo juſt, did we, by the mediation of 
the Engliſh, demand, that the Nabob would make good the charges of our troops we ſent 
him with Colonel Hood, the time he marched on the country Koyn Puttur; but we did 
never demand that the Nabob ſhould annul the tribute, nor did we ever refuſe to pay the 
ſaid tribute. In this our fo juſt and equitable demand Mr, Du Pre would by no 
means aſſiſt us, but turned us to the Nabob for ſelf to make up matters with him; 
which cauſed a great diſpute between the Nabob and us: this went fo far that he 
beſieged Tanjore. That notwithſtanding we did not forſake our good friend- 
ſhip with the Engliſh; but in the ſame war, whenever we correſponded with the 
Nabob's ſon, Sayba Sada, about capitulation, did we at the ſame time write to the 
Engliſh General, and were we at that time at laſt glad that peace on conditions 
formerly concluded by the mediation of the Engliſh, viz. of paying an yearly 
tribure of four Lacks of Rupees, again and anew was ratified and confirmed. 
For the faid ſums due to the Nabob have we given him ſome of our lands in pledge,

BY a letter I received this afternoon from Trecatapilly, I find Major Horne had 
arrived at that place, at nine this morning, with Captain Kelly's and Povery's detach- 
ment, and 500 of Nazeeb Khan's horſe, He ſummoned the place to ſurrender, but 
they returned their anſwer from the guns on the walls; the Major brought an 
eighteen pounder and a mortar with him, and was preparing to attack the fort. 


Hyder Naigue's Vackeel is arrived at Tanjore, with aſſurances from his Maſter of 
joining the Rajah with a body of horſe. I ſhall guard againſt ſuch an event» as 
much as poſſible, and 1 hope, it it ſhould happen, to be able to carry on the ſiege, 
but the open country I fear will ſuffer. The - perſon who writes this intelligence 
ſays, that the troops under Meer-Saib at Dindegul have been reinforced with 2000 
horſe and ſome foot, and that he is to enter into the Madura countries, and reſtore 
the Marawar people to their rights ; and that Hyder intends to puſh a body through 
the Pafs of Cuddapanatam, and ruin the Arcot countries; that Morarirow has pitched 
his tents, and is to move this way with all the Marattas left in the Serpi diſtricts ; 
that the French are to join Hyder, and in ſhort there is to be a general combination 
againſt the Nabob and the Carnatick. I ſhall addreſs the Board for their inſtruc- 
tions, in caſe theſe events, or any of them, ſhould happen. There is no dependence on 
black men, and though we cannot fee what advantage Hyder has in protecting the 
Rajah, yet ſhould he move to his aſſiſtance, it will be with a view of ſelf-intereſt. 
The Rajah is inviting all the Polligars round him to come to his aid; many have 
promiſed, and ſome will join, if troubles ſhould ariſe in the country,

From the Governor of Negapatnam to the Natok. 


| [Dated erroneouſly the 7th September, 1763, meaning (it is ſuppoſed) the gth 
Auguſt, 1773. Received. at the Durbar, 11th Auguſt, 1773.) 


I HAVE been honoured with the receipt of your Highneſs's letter, and the 
legant dreſs accompanying it; the contents of which, as well as what I learnt 
from the mouth of Ubraur Khan who brought it, have given me the utmoſt ſatiſ- 
faction. You were pleaſed to obſerve that we are your friends, which is t 
beyond diſpute; fer as we know you to be a great Prince, an illyſtrious Chief, 
and a Nazim of abſolute power, ſo we eſteem your Highneſs's friendſhip precious 
above all jewels, and of itſelf of ineſtimable value. The attachment and devoted- 
neſs we have ever diſcovered towards your Highneſs from our firſt ſettlement in 
this country, have been too evident to need explanation; nor has your Highneſs ever 
been wanting in the molt perfect favour and kindneſs towards us in the tranſaction 
of all our concerns to the preſent time. To ſpeak more particularly; your High- 
neſs's ſelf is beſt acquainted with our conſtant actual adherence to your, intereſts, 
from which we have never ſwerved; and this muſt have been, the ſource of that 
good opinion you are pleaſed to entertain of us: this adherence is {till as ſtrong 
as formerly, nor will it ever. undergo. the minuteſt variation. The ſyſtem we have 
all along followed, that we ſhall con inue to purſue ; which is ſuch as muſt be 
approved of by all the world, and is calculated to give univerſal ſatisfaction; nor 
will 1 ſuffer any meaſures to take place that are contrary, thereto : with this ſyſtem 
our conduct towards the Rajah of Tanjore entirely coincides. Some malicious 
men have informed your , Highneſs, that we have ſent him ſuccours from Nega- 
patnam in men, military flores, &c. an intelligence altogether contrary to truth, which 
wicked men alone could bring you. In all ſuch matters, however, there are two 
things that mult guide your Highneſs's impartiality and diſcernment; and if 
you meaſure this intelligence by thele, you will find it inconſiſtent with itſelf. It's 
falſehood takes away every ground of apprehenſion from us; but we muſt 
nevertheleſs: beg leave to requeſt that your Hanne will ſeverely chaſtize the 
authors of it, in order to give us the ſatisfaction due to us for the uneaſineſs it

Tranſlation of @ Paper priſented to the Nabob by Mabomed Ubraur Khan Bebauder. 


HAVING taken leave of your Highneſs's Court on the 27th July, I arrived at 
the fort of Madras; the Governor there ſhewed me great civility, ſaluted me with 
thirteen guns, and furniſhed me with his own boat: before I got into the boat 
the Admiral's own long-boat appeared alſo, I went into the Governor's boat 
over the ſurf, and then went into the Admirals, and arrived near his ſhip ; on 
this the Captain of the ſaid ſhip let down a chair for me, and at eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon I embarked. with great eaſe ; upon which the Captain ſaluted me 
with thirteen guns, and furniſhed me with the Admiral's own cabbin, and ſhewed / 
. me all reſpe& and honour due to the Nabob, and defired me to take what provi- 
fions I pleaſed. On Wedneſday, being the 28th, at eleven o'clock in the fore- 
noon, the ſhip weighed anchor from Madras Road, and failed towards Negapatnam ; 
but tor want of wind, and by force of the current, ſhe lay three days berween Co- 
velong and Sadraſs, and could not move forwards : on this the Captain ſtood out to 
ſea, where having diſcovered from the maſt an iſland called Ceylon, he ſteered for 
R | Negapatnam, 
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Kegapitnam, and on the 4th of Auguſt in the evening the ſhip anchored in Ne- 
gapatnam Road. . The Captain aſked me whether I would go on ſhore immedi- 
ately, or after notice ſhould be given of my arrival: I told him that I would firſt 
ive notice, and then go; and accordingly I ſent Meer Jaffier, my companion, 
in a boat to go to the Governor of Negapatnam ; who then went, and told him 
that I was come from the Nabob : he anſwered, that he would ſend the Second im 
Council and other Counſellors to me on board of the fhip; of which Meer Jaffier 
acquainted me by a letter; and on the 5th, at nine o'clock in the morning, the 
ſaid Second, with five other Gentlemen of the Council, &c. together with Chin- 
nama Naick Dubaſh and Meer Bauker Moonſhy, came in a boat to the King's 
ſhip, and paid me a viſit : the Captain treated them with tea. Afterwards they 
got me to go in a boat, which they prepared in a magnificent manner and brought 
there, and they alſo fat in the fame boat; and at the time of my deſcending into- 
the boat the Captain ſaluted me with thirteen guns. When I went on ſhore, I 
met there with muſic and dancing women, together with about a company of 
grenadiers, and a coach drawn by two horſes belonging to the Governor of Ne- 
apatnam. I and the Second ſat in the ſaid coach, and with all ceretnonies of 
| POE proceeded and arrived at the fort gate; at which time a ſalute of guns 
was fired. Afterwards, when we got near the door of the Governor's houſe, guns 
were likewiſe fired ; upon which we went into the Governor's room, and he, with 
two or three European Gentlemen, came from within the room, and met me at 
the door; and having defired me to fit upon a chair equal to him, enquired after 
my health: I then intended to deliver your letter and Khelaur, but the Dubaſh for- 
bad me to do it, and faid it muſt be preſented the next day : I then took leave of 
the Governor. The Second in Council and other Gentlemen, who came to meet 
me on board of the King's ſhip, accompanied me; the muſic, dancing women, 
c. ceremonies of honour, alſo came along with me as far as the houſe prepared 
for my reception. The next day, being the 6th, the Second and the other Gen- 
tlemen came to me at eight o'clock in the morning with all the ceremonies of 
honour. The Khelaut being opened, was put in a Bandaza: I got into the coach 
that was brought there, add, in company with the Second and other Gentlemen, 
went to the Governor's houſe : he came out of his room to the door, and received 
the Bandaza with the letter, and bowed twice with ſubmiſſion; and then delivered 
the Bandaza to his man, and the letter to the Moonſhy, which he read, and the- 
contents were made known ta him by rhe interpreter; and he then finding that 
all particulars were referred to my verbal account,. he defired me to explain them 
to him: I anſwered, that there was then a crowd of people with bim, and that E 
would explain. them When he ſhould be alone. At length I took leave of him, 
amd returned to my lodging. Afterwards the Governor ſent Chinnama Naick 
Dubaſn, and Meet Bauker nſny, with a Malabar writer; 1 then gave a copy 
of your orders to the-Moonfhy, which they tranſlated into Malabar. - On the fame- 
day the Gevernor ſent me the Zeafut or proviſions: on the fame evening l ſent 
him word to ſend me away ſoon with au anſwer. On the 7th was their feaſt, and 
on the 8th, being Sunday, was a day of their devotion, for which reaſon they ſaid 
they could not give me leave; and added, they would give me leave either on 
the evening of Sunday or Monday W and on the day of their feaſt, he, 
bf, 13 (meanin g 


ec» 
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(meaning the Governor) invited the Captains of the three ſhips, and they ſtaid the 
whole night.; and in the morning they paid me a vifit before they returned to 
their ſhips. ' He, did not ſend for me on Sunday evening; and Monday, being the 
gth, he ſent for me at eight o'clock in the morning with the ſame magnificence as 
above related. The coach being ſent, the Dubaſh waited upon me; I then got 
into it, and. in my way thither | ſeeing a crowd of women in a certain houſe peep- 
ing out, aſked the Dubaſh to what place they belonged ; he anſwered, that they 
belonged to a family of diſtinction at Tanjore: though I wanted ſadly to know 
their names, yet he did not tell me. Afterwards I went to the Governor in his 
rden, where there was nobody with him; and he advancing towards me as be- 
ore-mentioned, took me by the hand, and defired me to fit down upon a chair. 
He, after enquiring my health, and makingian apology for his not having had 
time for theſe two days, on account of the feaſt, &c. told me that he ſent for 
2 on that day to give me leave to return. I then told him, that it was well 
cnown to him the friendſhip ſubſiſting between his nation and his Excellency the 
Nabob from the beginning; but it was then reported that he intended to break 
| 85 old friendſhip, by undertaking to aſſiſt the Rajah of Tanjore. To which the 
| governor's anſwer was, that he has had friendſhip: for the Nabob from the begin- 
ning, and that the ſame was daily increafing, ſo that there is no change or altera- | 
tion in the ſame, even as much as the breadth of an hair; and that the reports 
raiſed by the people of his aſſiſting the Rajah were entirely falſe : he added, that he 
was very ſenſible that they could not reap ſo much advantage from others as they 
would from the Nabob,; that he retained t friendſhip and attachment to the 
Nabob from old time; and that as the Nabob was thus pleaſed to ſend me to 
him, it. increaſed his ſaid friendſhip and attachment. To which I replied, It was 
true that he had the above friendſhip and attachment for the Nabob, but what 
was the reaſon of his hoiſting colours in Nagore, which belonged to our forefathers ? 
On this the Governor anſwered, That the Rajah's mother, and the Rajah himſelf, 
owed money to them; and as the Rajah was not able to repay the ſame, he fold 
Nagore in lieu of it. The Governor's Dubaſh told me, in preſence of his Maſter, 
that beſides the above, the Rajah ſold likewiſe 5000 Chuckrams and three elephants 
due every year on account of the Peſhcuſh. I then intended to argue with him 
upon that ſubject, but the Dubaſh made me a ſign that it was then not a proper 
time, and that I muſt leave this to another opportunity; and I alſo ſeeing it im- 
roper declined it. After which the Governor delivered me an Arruzdaſht or 
letter to His Excellency the Nabob, and alſo two cheſts of preſents, her with 
a box of otta of cinnamon, and then told me to preſent the ſame to the Nabob ; 
deſiring me at the ſame time to. preſent his moſt humble reſpects to all of the 
Nabob's ſons, and to tell them that they (meaning the Dutch) would be very 
ſincere.to the Nabob: he likewiſe gave me preſents, and diſmiſſed me with a 
ſalute of guns. I ſet out on Tueſday at nine o'clock in the morning with the 
preſents. they gave, and got into the boat: the Dubaſh and the Moonſhy came 
along with me as far as the ſhip, and then I diſpasched them. The three Captains 


of the King's ſhips came to me, and two of them took leave, and having embarked 
4 75 one of 1 ſaluted me wien guns. Thus I failed, and arrived at

ing at the ſeveral 8 to obtain the beſt intelligence, and to be on their guard 

ainſt ſurprize. e ſhall alſo recommend to the Nabob, in caſe of the approack 
of any bodies of horſe towards the Carnatick, to take ſuch meaſures as may belt 
ſecure the country and inhabitants from the effects of their ravages; and we 
ſhould be glad to receive your fentiments,, if any thing further occurs to you as 
neceſſary to be done for the better ſecutity of the forts and country. We are ſen- 
fible that you will with us ſee the neceſſity, even on the report of aſſiſtance coming 
to the Rajah, to puſh the operations of the ſiege with the utmoſt vigour that as

J have had intelligence to-day. from. Meer Saib's camp before Padoor, a Pol- 
ligar fort in a wood, about eight miles from Dindegul;. he had been fixteen days 
endeayouring to reduce the place, and little hopes of it's falling on the 5th inſtant, 
when this account came away: no troops had joined him for ſome time paſt, but 
all my intelligence agree in his expectations of being reinforced,

CAME in the following letter from General Smith: 


To the Honourable Alexander Wynch Eſqutre, Preſident and Governor, c. Council of 
| Fort St. George. I 

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 

I HAD the honour to addreſs you on the 3d inſtant: on the gth the army 
marched to Vellum and on the 6th the Nabob's two regiments of cavalry, 
under the command of Captain Rumley, being ſent 6ut with a reconnoitring 
party, had a ſkirmiſh with about fifteen hundred of the Tanjore horſe, in 
which the latter loſt at leaſt an hundred men, killed and wounded ; amongſt 
the killed was Eeragee Ingly Row, the third in command; and of the latter 
four other Jemidars of leſs note. The Tanjoreans would have ſuffered much 
more, had they not taken ſhelter under the walls of the town. Our loſs is 
not worth mentioning, except that. Lieutenant Campbell, who commanded the 
firſt regiment, received a bad wound in his right arm. I have the pleaſure to 
acquaint you, that Captain Rumley,. with the Officers and men under his com- 
mand, behaved with great ſpirit on this occaſion, and that they were unſupported 
with guns or infantry. In the evening of the 6th the army marched from Vellum, 
and encamped on the ſouth-weſt. face of Tanjore fort, diſtance about two miles 
and a half. 1 2 an! 
On the 8th I ſent Major Horne, with two companies of Sepoys, to take poſſeſſion 
of Boodelour, from thence to proceed to Trichinopoly, and with the detachments 
* coming to camp, under the command of Captains Kelly and Povery, to reduce 
Trecatapilly. The former was immediately taken poſſeſſion of, but the latter 
refuſed to obey the Major's ſummons : he that night took poſſeſſion of the Pettah, 
and was next morning preparing to breach the wall of the fort, when the place 
ſurrendered. Enſign Main, with two companies of Sepoys, was left to command 
it, and next day the Major returned to camp with a detachment- I had ſent to re- 
inforce him, alſo the troops and ſtores from Trichinopoly, The priſoners were 
delivered ro Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder, and with the reſt the Killedar, who has 
been commandant of Trecatapilly ſixty years.

me as a Servant to the Honourable Company, I beg leave therefore to lay before 
your Honour, &c. all that has paſſed with me or that I Know regarding it. 


A black man to the ſouthward, with whom I have had ſome mercantile concerns, 
learning in that country the exigencies of the Rajah, has been treating with ſome of 
his people for the payment of ſome money at Madras, and made uſe of my name; 
but as he had no authority from me to do fo, he made his engagements with the 
Rajah's people ſubje& to my approval; and on thoſe terms tranimitted bills under 
cover to my people, to be delivered only in caſe I ſhould approve of his engage- 
ments. The inſtant I was adviſed of the matter I rejected it altogether, knowing 


it my duty to do fo as a ſervant obedient to the orders of the Honourable Company. 


His Highneſs the Nabob is acquainted with theſe circumſtances, and I truſt will 
do me the honour to confirm them.

loſt fince our appearing before this place; and I am perſuaded that every man in the

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army is as anxious for a ſpeedy and ſucceſsful concluſion of our operations as our 
Employers, could with. | 
Our approaches are now carried on within two hundred yards of the creſt of the 
glacis; and though the moonlight is very unfavourable to our working parties, yet 
we are puſhing, on with all the vigour in our power, and I hope by the 15th of 
September to give you a good account of what has been done, As I am engaged 
in this ſubject, I cannot in juſtice to Captain Stevens avoid mentioning him to 
the Honourable Board as he really deſerves. His courage, activity, aſſiduity, and 
diligence; ſince we broke ground, have been ſuch as to entitle him to your particular 
notice and countenance z- indeed I have ſeen few ſuch men in this ſervice, I have 
alſo the pleaſure to inform your Honour, &c. that Major Fletcher's conduct, in his 
attack of the enemy's camp, is highly to his honour ; as alſo his ſteady behaviour 
when the enemy attacked the left of our parallel, where he received two wounds.

After expreſſing 
great thanks to you for the pains you have taken in this bufineſs, and requeſting, 
as a favour, you will convince the Gentlemen of Council of my thankfulneſs 
to them for the friendly aſſiſtance they have alſo afforded me therein; conſider- 
ing the preſent ſituation of affairs in the country, in order that L may have your 
opinion, I beg leave to acquaint you of the following paſt tranſactions. 


For the good of the country you thought it proper to aſſiſt me with the 
Company's troops to take Tanjore, for which I am greatly obliged to you. My 
preſent application to my friends is this, that they will keep the troops in the 
field until the whole country comes into my poſſeſſion; for ee the country 
what ſignifies the fort? as it is the yearly revenues of this country that will en- 
able me to ſtrengthen my friendſhip with the Engliſh Company.

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The Board having met according to adjournment, the Preſident reports, that 
in conſequence of the reſolution of yeſterday, he had waited upon Sir Robert 
Harland, and communicated to him the deſire of the Board to have his preſence 
in Council, and that he had promiſed to attend this forenoon. 4 


Sir Robert Harland being preſent, the Preſident communicates to him the pur- 
port of the Nabob's repreſentation, his requeſt for the Company's affiſtance to re- 
cover from the Dutch, certain diſtricts in the Tanjore country, which they have 
raken poſſeſſion of 'with their troops, and, withheld from the lawful proprietor and 
liege Lord of the ſaid country. The Prefident then applies to Sir Robert Harland 
for his opinion, how far our acquieſcence with the Nabob's requeſt can be deemed 
a violation of any treaty ſubſiſting between the Crown of Great Britain and the 
States of Holland. Sir Robert Harland thereupon requeſts to ſee the Nabob's 
letter, which is accordingly read to him; he then delivers himſelf to the following 
purport : That it appears to him, that as the Rajah of Tanjore was feudatory to 
the Nabob of the Carnatick, he could not alienate any part of his country 
without the conſent of his liege Lord; that, as auxiliaries to the Nabob, we had 
aſſiſted him to reduce the capital of Tanjore, and in that character we might 
doubtleſs put him in poſſeſſion. of the country dependent thereon, and aſſiſt him 
in the recovery of the ſame from any Power whatever, as this was only a conti- 
nuation of the ſame ſervice. When aſked by the Prefident, whether he thought 
our acting againſt the Dutch, in putting the Nabob in poſſeſſion of theſe diſtricts, 
ſhould they refuſe to withdraw their troops, could be confidered as any infringe- 
ment of the treatics ſubſiſting between the two nations; he, Sir Robert Harland, re- 
peatedly declared, that he did by no means confider it in that light, and that the meaſure 
could be juſtified on very good grounds. That he was willing to co-operate and 
aſſiſt with the force under his command, ſhould ſuch aſſiſtance be required; but, 
in his opinion, it was better not to call in the aid of the Crown, leſt what is at 
preſent only a diſpute between the Nabob and the Dutch, ſhould be conſidered as 
a national concern. Nevertheleſs, he had no objection againſt countenancing the 
operations of the troops on ſhore, by ordering the ſhips to lay oppoſite to Nega- 

patnam or Nagore; but that he thought he could be of more ſervice to us, by his 
repreſentations of the propriety of the meaſure to Adminiſtration as a mere ſpectator, 
than by his interfering therein with the force under his command. Sir Robert 
Harland further ſaid, that, in his opinion, we might be ſubject to cenſure if we 
ſuffered the Dutch to keep poſſeſſion of thoſe diſtricts in the Tanjore country, from 
the conſequence which might naturally be expected. from ſuch an increaſe of their 
revenues, which would enable them to augment their forces in ſuch a manner as to, 
become dangerous rivals in this part of India. re Boe 4 0 

Sir Robert Harland then retires; and the Board having maturely conſidered the 
arguments which may be urged in favour of the Nabob's application, the conſe- 
quences to be apprehended from the addition of territory and power to the Dutch, 
as well as the Objections which may be made to our employing the Company's 
troops to aſſiſt the Nabob in this ſervice, are unanimouſly of opinion, and 
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accordingly determine to ſupport the Nabob in aſſerting his claim to thoſe lands, 
which the Dutch, under pretence of purchaſe, have lately poſſeſſed themſelves of 
in the Tanjore country; and even to act offenſively againſt them, ſo far as to the 
recovery of thoſe lands, if the Dutch refuſe to relinquiſh. them amicably on the 
requiſition of the Nabob. The motives and reaſons, which induced the Board to 
adopt the, foregoing reſolution are briefly recited- under the following heads : 
Firſt. As to the right the Rajah of Tanjore had to diſpoſe of and make over to 
theDutch any part of his territory, it appears to the Board, that as he acknowledged 
himſelf tributary to the Nabob, and holds his lands of him in fee, he could not, 
agreeable to the feudal - qa which prevails all over India, alienate any part of 
his country to any other Power without the conſent of his liege Lord, the Ruler of 
he Carnatick Payen Ghaut. It may be urged in oppoſition to this argument, that 
former Rajahs of Tanjore have made over certain towns and diſtricts to the Eng- 
liſh, French, Dutch, and Danes ; but it is equally certain, that when thoſe grants 
were made, the weakneſs and relaxation of the ſupreme Government were ſo 
great, that the natural rights thereof could not be enforced and maintained, by 
which means every tributary was e x0 to aim at independency. This deſire 
of independency is well known to prevail in every part of India, and it is force 
alone that can exact a due obedience to Government, If the Rajah of Tanjore 
had actually a right to make over thoſe lands to the Dutch, by the ſame rule he had 
a right to fell his whole 5 to Hyder Ally, the Marattas, or to any other Power; 
and if the claim of the Dutch to the diſtricts in queſtion be admitted, the grant 
of the whole country would alſo be good and valid. The abſurdity of ſuch a 


propoſition is too obvious and apparent to require a particular diſcuſſion. 


- Secondly. At the time theſe lands were fold or made over to the Dutch, the 

Nabob was actually in arms againſt the Rajah his tributary, and beſieging him in 
his capital: he had ſent a Vackeel to warn the Dutch againſt giving the Rajah 
aſſiſtance, as he was determined to reduce Tanjore to his obedience : e 
ſuch grants or alienations cannot be deemed valid, from the time and manner in 
which they were made; nor can the Dutch plead ignorance of the Nabob's claim 
of ſuperiority over the country of Lanjore, as he aſſerted it in his letter to their 
Government of Negapatnam; nor did they controvert or diſpute his title in their 


ſubmiſſive reply to his letter. f 


Thirdly. As auxiliaries to the Nabob, we determined to aſſiſt him in taking 
the town and country of Tanjore. The capital is now reduced; but until the Na- 
bob is put in poſſeſſion of the country, our agreement is not fulfilled ; and there- 
fore the preſent meaſure muſt be conſidered as a natural conſequence of the former 


determination, and a continuation of the ſame ſervice. . 


Fourchly. We have already in our Minutes alluded to the danger of permitting 
the Dutch to extend their poſſeſhons on the Coaſt, and thereb i" Has: conſi- 
derable addition to their power and conſequence on this ſide of India. We might 


enlatge upon this ſubject, and enumerate the many inſtances where the 1

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from ſmall beginnings, have encroached even to attempt the ſubverſion of the Go- 
vernment which at firſt tolerated their ſettlement, and afforded them protection; 
—their deſigns in Bengal, and intrigues in different parts of India ;—but we ſhall 
confine ourfelves to the point in queſtion, and only add, that in determining to aſfiſt 
and co-operate with the Nabob in putting him in poſſeſſion of the diſtricts in diſ- 
pute, beſides the other confiderations which are here recited, we had in view the 


detriment which might ariſe to the Company's trade and manufactures on the 


Coaſt, and to the Britiſh influence in India, by the Dutch acquiring additional 
ſeaports, and ſuch an extent of fertile valuable lands in the Tanjore country; and 
the opportunities they may have therefrom of fomenting diſturbances in the coun- 
to anſwer their own views, and of forming connexions and entering into in- 
trigues with Hyder Ally, the Marattas, or other Country Powers, hoſtile to the 
peace and ſecurity of the Nabob's government. For it is well known, notwith- 
anding the declarations of the Dutch to the contrary, that they aſſiſted the Ra- 
jah of Tanjore during the fiege with military ſtores ; and although we cannot at 
ſent produce poſitive and full proofs of the facts, yet it was univerſally ſaid and 
believed in Camp, that a conſiderable quantity of grape-ſhot was conveyed into 
Tanjore from Negapatnam not ten days before the place was ſtormed ; and there 
is great reaſon to believe, that the aſſiſtance they had given and had engaged to 
give to the Rajah againſt the Nabob was a part of the conſideration for which the 
grants of the diſtricts were obtained: and we may naturally conclude, that the 
troops which have arrived from Ceylon were intended not Peay for the purpoſe 
of protecting their new poſſeſſions, but for the aſſiſtance of the Rajah ; fince it is 
well known that the pretended grants were not ſent to Negapatnam until the be- 
ginning of this month, and that the troops could, not have been ſent for and ar- 
rived from Colombo in that time. 


Although the Board are unanimouſly of opinion, that it is expedient and ne- 
ceſſary to aſſiſt the Nabob in the recovery of the alienated diſtrifts ; nevertheleſs 
they are ſo averſe to any meaſures which may produce a prolongation of the war, 
or embroil us with the Dutch, that it is agreed to recommend to the Nabob, 
in the ſtrongeſt manner, to avoid proceeding to extremities until amicable mea- 
fures ſhall have been found ineffectual; and even to pay off thoſe ſums which 
the Dutch have actually lent on mortgage, or paid for certain grants of territory 
in the Tanjore country. 8 


OrxDxReD, That a letter be wrote to General Smith, to make him acquainted with 
the Nabob's application, and to deſire he will procure the neceſſary intelligence 
reſpecting the force of the Dutch, and his opinion of the force which will be neceſ- 
ſary to act againſt them, ſhould they refuſe to accede to the Nabob's offers of ac- 
commodation; and that the troops be kept in readineſs to march at the ſhorteſt

I HAVE lately heard that the Nabob Serajah-ul-Dowlah Behauder has ſent a 
Sardar with an army towards the diſtrict of Tanjore, and is thinking of ruining 
the ſame. In the courſe of the laſt year the affairs of that diſtrict were ſettled, 
ſome money was collected, and for the remainder the fort of Vellum and other 
laces were kept poſſeſſion of, and an agreement was entered into with the 
Rajah of Tanjore: poſſibly ſome miſtake may have happened in the engage- 
ments ſo entered into, This proceeding of the Nabob's however muſt be looked 
upon as tending to leflen my friendſhip and regard; and I acquaint you that 
the ſaid diſtriẽt and n belong to me. Tou will, in a proper manner, 
convince the ſaid Nabob, that he ought not to ſuffer any thing to occur to him 
which pay may diſapprove of, but that, on the contrary, he ſhould endea- 
vour to increaſe. the old regard ſubſiſting between us, which may give us both 
- pleaſure. The'Sardar therefore who has been ſent to thoſe parts ſhould be re- 
called, for I eſteem the devaſtation of that diſtrict as my own.

Letter from the Nabob of the Carnatick to Governor Wynch, dated and received 2615 
September, 1773s | 
I HAVE received your letter of the 25th inſtant, and am obliged to you for 
your congratulations on the capture of the fort of Tanjore, which gave me great plea- 
ſure likewiſe, as I eſteem the ſame as proceeding from the greatneſs of your friend- 
ſhip. I am thankful to you alſo for telling me, that, agreeable to my deſire, Ge- 
neral Smith ſhould immediately be ordered to proceed with the troops under his 
command towards the lands belonging to Tanjore, which the Dutch have lately 
poſſeſſed themſelves of, and to affiſt my Son Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder. You add 
likewiſe, that you cannot at the ſame time too ſtrongly recommend, that, before force 
is uſed, every confiſtent endeavour be firſt exerted for the obtainment of theſe lands 
amicably; and that for this purpoſe (agreeable to what I had repeatedly. mentioned 
to you) the Dutch be aſſured, that In caſe of their giving up of theſe lands to 
me peaceably and quietly, the money they may have lent on, or paid for them, 
 * ſhall be juſtly repaid, and their ancient privileges confirmed to them;“ all which 
I duly obſerved. My views are the ſame as what you mention; I am on no account 
defirous of quarrelling with the Dutch; and if they will evacuate the lands they 
have lately poſſeſſed themſelves of in a friendly manner, agreeable to what I men- 
tioned to you, I will repay them what they advanced the Rajah, and will agree to 
Thew them the ſame treatment they have from former times received. Since then 
my intention from the firſt has been in this manner, and you alfo have recommended 
the ſame to me, how can any difference happen therein? 


Encloſed I ſend you a draught of a letter I have prepared to the Governor of 
Negapatnam ; be ſo good as to make whatever alterations therein may be proper, 
and having done fo, to return it to me, that I may write to him conformably.

Copy of a Letter 10 the Governor of Negapainam. 


FROM the beginning of my Government, I have conceived that the Dutch, as a 
great and honourable nation, have been willing to eſtabliſh their, own good name; 
with a view to theſe qualities, I have ever taken pains to procure their friendſhip; 
and it has been the fartheſt, from my deſires that any-caufe of diſſatisfaction ſhould 
ariſe between us, or that any interruption Rom enſue to that tranquillity, which

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is ſo neceſſary for the increaſe of trade and the ſupport of commerce. It was on 
this account, that when the bad conduct of my tributary, the Rajah.of Tanjore, 
obliged me to ſend my Son Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder againſt him, for the pur- 
| Poſe of taking the management of that country into my own hands, I have given 
\ my ſtrict orders to my Commanders not to touch a ſtraw of what belonged to the 
ancient villages of the Dutch in the kingdom of Tanjore. At the time then that 
my intentions towards your nation were ſo replete with good will, do you reflect 
upon my aſtoniſhment when I underſtood that you had ſent men, and money, and 
artillery, and ftores, to the ſuccour of my rebellious ſubject; and, over and above 
"this, that you had received ſome diſtricts of him without my conſent, who am his true 
liege Lord; and in like manner planted Dutch colours upon Nagore, a principal ſca- 
port in that country? think of my amazement at this too? Notwithſtanding I was ſtill 
deſirous of maintaining a friendly correſpondence with you, and ſent my ſervant, Ma- 
homed Ubraur Khan Behauder, with a meſſage of the molt amicable kind to Negapat- 
nam, in order, by that means, to afford you an opportunity of increaſing that fricn!- 
ſhip that has hitherto ſubſiſted, and been current between us, by a diſplay of open- 
neſs and fincerity. Your Arruzdaſht of the 7th September 1773, penned in the moſt 
agreeable terms, in anſwer to my friendly meſſage, and the preſents that accompa- 
nied it, I conceived to be proofs of your fair intentions, and you too expreſs your 
certain confidence, that I ſhould not deviate from the ancient eſtabliſhed ſyſtem ; 
"nevertheleſs, when Mahomed Ubraur Khan demanded of you why you had erected 
Dutch colours at Nagore, you anſwered him, that the Rajah and his late Father not 
having it in their power to pay you the money they had borrowed of you, the Ra- 
jah (who is now depoſed) had, in conſideration of the amount of the debt, given 
you Nagore and it's dependencies; a circumſtance which I was in the higheſt degree 
1urpriſed at, more eſpecially as you did not mention a word of this converſation, 
which ſo paſſed between you and my ſervant, in the letter you wrote to me. But 
- "notwithſtanding all this, I am till defirous of ſettling this matter with you in an 
amicable, manner, and have therefore judged it expedient to write to you on the 
Jubje& particularly. TL 


— 5 If then this be certain, that either the deceaſed or late depoſed Rajah were in delt to 
- you, bow happens it that, when two years ago the foroes of the Circar were ſent againſt the 
fort of Tanore to bring the Rajah back to his duty, you then made no mention of theſe cir- 
* cumſtances ? How happens it that you at that time had not obtained any new difirifts there, 

nor bad the leaſt prelenſions of that kind? It was incumbent on you not to have truſted 
the Rajah with more money to enable him to be diſobedient to his Maſter, becauſe 
you might foreſee that that Maſter would not put up with ſuch bad proceedings, 
without inflicting the correction they deſerved; but hen. I ſent, my ſervant to you 
with ſo friendly a meſſage, did you think it conſiſtent with propriety to conceal your 
_ connexion, with the Rajah under a cloak of friendſhip tawards me? You well know 
that of late the unjuſtifiable meaſures purſued by the Rajah of Tanjore in reſpect of 
paying the ſums due to the Circar, and his ſiding with my enemies, have laid me 
under a neceſſity of ſending an army againſt him; notwithſtanding which you have 
- 2upported him in his diſobedience, and the hope you have given him has been 2 
© | 4 
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cauſe that he has ſo entirely refuſed any degree of ſubjection to his proper Lord, as 
to oblige my army to beſiege him in his capital. That done however, and he deſti- 
tute of all hope of aſſiſtance from every other quarter, you, underſtanding his ſitua- 
tion, brought him to conſent to every thing you deſired, and engaged to ſuccour 
him in open hoſtility againſt me. What you thus took from him you call land that 
he has given you, and yet that can by no nation be reconciled to juſtice, becauſe you 
have not performed the engagements you had made with him : beſides which the 
Rajah had no right to make ſuch a ſale, for the vaſſal has no power to diſpoſe of any 
part of his country without the conſent of his Liege, | 


By the favour of God, the whole Carnatick is under my ſway, and the Rajahs of 
Tanjore and Trichinopoly, of Marawar and Nalcooty, were always dependent on 
this Subahdary. Things thus circumſtanced, have not theſe proceedings of your's 
been totally without my conſent? Nay they muſt have been with a pernicious view 
of ſtrengthening my tributary, in order that by open diſobedience he might act in 
oppoſition to me, who have nevertheleſs been ſo much your friend. | 


Tou only expreſſed your friendſhip by fair words in your Arruzdaſht, which in- 
deed are the proceedings of thoſe that receive favours from me and remain in hopes 
of my protection. It is by your perſuaſion and encouragement that the Rajah made 
a trial of war; you may now ſee to what circumſtances the Rajah was reduced for 
your ſake; my victorious army took his fort by ſtorm, and he, with his brother and 
family, have fallen into my hands: ro] am determined to take upon myſelf a power 
of regulating the whole of his country. I obſerve that you ſent foul draughts ac- 
cording to your deſire, and demanded Saneds in three different ways, under the ſeal 
of the Rajah for the above diſtricts: before two weeks the Tanjore fort was taken; 
the ſaid Saneds remained in the hands of Narſingarow, whom the Rajah has ſent; and 


u itil the fort was taken, the Rajah, &c. were unacquainted whether Narſingarow . 


had delivered the ſaid Saneds to you or not: the money agreed on was not fully paid ta 


the Rajah ; part of the money that was agreed on by the Dutch Company: - | 


in lieu of the Saneds was only to be paid to the Rajah, and the beſt part was 
to be paid to certain Dutch Gentlemen. I underſtand” all theſe particulars 
by information given by the Rajah, Dobbeer, Monajee, Gilli Pilli, &c. mana- 

ers of the ſaid Rajah, who has now ſent me word to write to you, and re- 
call the Saneds of the diſtricts, together with a writing by which he forgave the 
uſual Peſheuſh, and likewiſe the jewels which he had pawned, as the money which 
had been received ſhall be repaid; I hope you will know this alſo by the Rajah's let- 
ter to you: I have therefore, through the bleſſing of God, given orders to my army, 
under the command of my fon Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder, to take poſſeſſion of the 
whole of the Tanjore country, becauſe I can by no means ſuffer that any part of 
the country ſhall be ſold during my government. 1 now requeſt of you to deliver 
up Nagore, and all other diſtricts of the Tanjore country, and which have fallen 
into your hands ſome time ſince by the means of any Saned of the late Rajah wich- 
out my conſent ; and in the fame manner you will deliver up the Saned under the 
Rajah's ſeal, and the jewels that had been pawned. 1ſhali agree to pay off the whole 
of your juſt debts that had been contracted by the Rajah, If you act fairly and 
friendly with me, you ſhall have my aid in your trade, and likewiſe my aſſiſtance re- 


garding 
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parding the ancient poſſeſſion of your diſtricts, according to old cuſtom, on con- 
dition of your paying the uſual Peſhcuſh to the Circar ; this wilt be a means to ce-

If you don't chuſe to comply with my requeſt (which God forbid f) I ſhall, by the 
ble ſſing of God, ute my power which he hath granted me to recover: my juſt rights; 
fo that my army will march to take poſſeſſion of the whole of the fatd country: who- 
ſocver ſhall attempt to reſiſt my arms, he ſha'l meet with ruin. If your nation chuſe 
to make a war with me, (which God forbid!) I ſhall not look upon you as my friends 
in future. If you refolve upon hoſtilities of war againſt my government and peace 
of my country, I ſhall be under a neceſſity of eſteeming you as authors of animolity ;. 
in which caſe 1 ſhall never ſuffer ſuch people to carry on trade in my country, nor to 
live peaceably under my protection. Let them underſtand, that fear of all kind, 
eſpecially aſſſictions of war, fhatl attend them from all parts of the Carnatick, from 
Camaurykinnia (fappoſed to be Cape Comorin) as far as the river Kiftnah.

THE Board having met purſuant to the reſolution of yeſterday, the Preſident re- 
ports, that he waited on the Nabob yeſterday evening, and communicated, to him 
the ſentiments of General Smith on the necefficy of having an European garriſon in 
Tanjore; and that he, the Preſident, had urged every argument he could deviſe to 
prevail upon the Nabob to acquieſce in the meaſure. That the Nabob had again called 
upon him this morning, and after much converſation on the ſubject, his ultimate 
determination was to the following purport ;— That he was not in the leaſt convinced 
of the expediency of having an European garriſon in Tanjore, as he conſidered the 
place perfectly ſecure in Ong of his own troops; and were he at preſent to 
make an application for an European garriſon, it would imply a diſtruſt, which he 
does by no means entertain, of his own troops. That for the preſent he has no oc- 
caſion for the aſſiſtance of the Europeans in Tanjore; when he has, he will then ap- 

ly for them. As another reaſon for not adopting the meaſure, the Nabob ſaid, that 
be had promiſed the inhabitants not to admit Europeans into Tanjore, as they were 
afraid of their killing cows, which is forbid by the tenets of the Gentoo Nad 


— 


The Preſident further added, that the Nabob expreſſed much uneaſineſs, and ap- 
peared to be much alarmed at our preſſing this meaſure ſo ſtrenuouſly. | 


The Board are much concerned at the Nabob's reſolution, as they can by no 
means be convinced that Tanjore is altogether ſecure in the charge of his Sepoys, 
ill-paid, and conſequently diſaffected to his ſervice, without good diſcipline, or a pro- 
per regard t6 military ſubordination ;' but as this Government has diſcharged it's 
duty, in pointing out the danger, and urging the expediency of providing for the 
ſafety of Tanjore, by having an European garriſon in the fort, and ſince the Nabob 
is determined againſt the meaſure, it remains to be conſidered what line we ought 
to follow; whether to march the troops, and aſſiſt him to recover the diſtricts from 
the Dutch, agreeable to our former reſolution; or, in conſequence of his refuſing to 
admit an European garriſon, as General Smith recommends, that we order the troops 
to their reſpective ſtations.” But before we enter into a minute diſcuſſion of the 
queſtion, it is neceſſary to premiſe, that as it was through neceſſity determined to deliver 
over the fort of Tanjore, as ſoon as ſubdued, to the Nabob, it 1s optional with him, whe- 
ther to admit an European garriſon or not, We could urge no abſolute obligation in 
the Nabob to come into our meaſure; we could only recommend it from it's uti- — 
licy, and point out the conſequences to be apprehended, if Tanjore is leſt with it's 
preſent garriſon. 5 |

Me come now to conſider what might probably happen, ſhould we refuſe to aſ- 
ſiſt the Nabob in recovering the lands from the Dutch, and to order the army im- 
mediately to their reſpective garriſons, in caſe he ſhould till refuſe to admit an Eu- 
ropean garriſon into Tanjore, Were ſuch a meaſure allowable from the nature of 
the ſyſtem ſubſiſting between the Nabob and the Company, and could we believe 
that this reſolution would induce the Nabob to alter his determination, we ſhould nor 
be averſe to make the experiment; but when there is every reaſon to apprehend it 
would have quite a contrary effect, and moſt certainly would produce violent diſguſt 
in the Nabob, we could not think ourſelves juſtified in adopting a meaſure, which 
might be attended with very diſagreeable conſequences. It is evident to the whole 
Board, from the diſpoſition of the Nabob; that” the more this meaſure is urged, the 
more ſtrenuouſly will he oppoſe it; his fears will be alarmed,” and he will readily 
believe that there is foundation for the report which went abroad, that the Gover- 
nor and Council wanted to keep Tanjore for the Company. Such a report circu- 
lated in the Settlement during the former ſiege, and if it found ids way to the Dur- 
bar, which is not improbable, it would operate very powerfully on the mind of the 
Nabob, It mult alſo be conſidered, that if in the preſent caſe the ſatiety of T anjore 
is the object in view, it will be equally, if not more ſecure, while the troops are in 
the field, than it would be were we to order the troops to their Teveral gat riſons, and 
leave the Dutch in quiet poſſeſſiun of their late acquiſitions. For theſe and many 
other reaſons hich might be produced, the Board are una aimous in their opinion, io 
adhere to the former reſolution ot aſſiſting the Nabob with the Company's troops, in

The Rajah wanting immediate aſſiſtance from 
money, refuſed the jewels, and wrote himſelf to the Dutch; as alſo inſtructed his 
Ambaſſadors to acquaint them, that if they did not pay the money, or return the 
lands, he ſhould confider the lands as taken by force. The Dutch detained the 
"two Ambaſſadors, from whom the Rajah had not heard *rill a week before the 
ſtorm.

With this 
force it can never be imagined they'll truſt themſelves without the walls of Ne- 
gapatnam, unleſs it is at Nagore, which it is ſaid they are fortifying with bat- 
teries and other works, and where they have at preſent ſtationed ſome Europeans 
Knd Scepoys; but againſt the Nabob's troops alone they might think themſelves 
capable to act.

Scarce any rain has fallen in this country during the whole ſeaſon ; the weather 
threatens much, and in all probability the new moon will bring with it a deluge ; 
and the Tanjore country in the rainy ſeaſon is a perfect ſwamp, and impaſſable to 
troops, being interſected with many rivers and water-courſes, which require boats 
or ſame ſuch means to paſs them: in ſuch circumſtances it will be impoſſible for 
us fo return to the Southward ; but if the troops are quartered in pfoper time. 
which might be in Tanjore and it's dependencies, when the rains are over, the men 
will be recovered from their late fatigues, and ready to execute with health and 
vigour any ſervice the Honourable Board may have occaſion to employ them on. 


Lieutenant Owen has very particular buſineſs in Bengal, and as his fervices 
from the army can now be difpenſed with, I requeſt the Honourable Board will 
grant him their permiſſion to procecd thither, to return early in the next year. 


Serjeant Jones, who led one of the forlorn hopes on the ſtorming of Tanjore, 
having been particularly recommended to me by many of the Officers in the army 
as a very deſerying young man, and one who on former occaſions had diſtinguiſhed 


himſelf ; and as it is, uſual in caſes of this kind to promote men of real merit who 


are above pecuniary rewards, I requeſt the Honourable Board will appoint him a 
Cadet, and grant him a commiſſion in his turn,

YOUR letters of the 29th ultimo and iſt inſtant 1 have been honoured with, and 
this morning I marched to Marima-Koil, four miles to the eaſtward of Tanjore, on 
the Nagore road, with that part of the army I propoſed taking with me. I 


waited on Mader-ul-Moulk Behauder in Tanjore, to make known to him the in- 


ſtructions I had received from the Honourable Board, and to learn when he in- 
tended to join the army ; I at the ſame time mentioned the near approach of 
the rainy ſeaſon, and that no time ſhould be loſt in finiſhing the campaign. He 


told me there were not proviſions in camp to enable the army to move, and that 


it will require three or four days for cattle” and ſheep to come from Trichinopoly; 


beſides he had ſeveral matters to ſettle in the fort before he could attend the army. 
J repeated the inconvenience that muſt ariſe from delay, and that ſome conſidera- 
tion ſhould be had for the Europeans; he faid it was true, but they could not 


proceed till a month's proviſions was in readineſs, which will neceſſarily detain us 
ſome days; and I think it certain that the Monſoon will break ere we reach any 


place where the troops can be cantoned, This being the caſe, I have Mag to

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Mader - ul-Mulk Behauder my ſentiments; and informed him, that in place of 
taking the European corps with us, the four battalions of Sepoys and the ſix 

unders will be quite ſufficient, to put him in poſſeſſion of thoſe places he fo 
much defires ; and the Europeans may be either cantoned in Tanjore or elſewhere 
immediately *rill the rains are over. I cannot conceive why the Nabob wiſhes, at 
this juncture in particular, to take ſuch a body of troops through the Tanjore 
country; which is a ſucceſſion of Paddy fields, and only the villages and high 
roads that troops can encamp in. The low part of the country is ſo ſwampy, that 
travellers are up above their knees every ſtep. I own I am concerned that the 
Nabob ſhould ſolicit you ſo late in the year to keep your troops on foot, eſpecially 
where much oppoſition cannot be expected, even when the ſeaſon becomes ſo 
favourable as to admit the troops taking the field. If the Dutch do not ſee it 
neceſſary to ſubmit to the Nabob's demands, and are not amicably inclined, they 
never will with the force they now have oppoſe us, but retire to Negapatnam, 
and there wait 'till they are in a condition to act againſt us with a probability of 
ſucceſs. In the former caſe you cannot hurt them, without attacking their fort 
and driving them out of it; and in the latter, time muſt diſcover what is to 
bappen. : 


The Nabob's Son does not mean to take any of His Highneſs's troops with 
him but the Mogul cavalry and fix companies cf Sepoys : the latter are not ſufficient 
to protect Nagore and the ſeveral diſtricts now in queſtion ; it is evident therefore 
that he means to apply for the Company's troops for that purpoſe. With regard 
to your troops garriſoning Tanjore, that neither the Father or Son ever intend to 
ſolicit for them I verily believe, till compelled by neceffity; and then, as at every 
other — when danger is near, the Company's troops muſt defend and ſupport 
their honour. | | 4 


The Nabob has lately obtained acquifitions that will require an addition of 
troops to defend them, eſpecially if he leaves five battalions in Tanjore; in this 
caſe what is to become of the Marawar and Madura countries, from whence the 
moſt of them have been withdrawn? to what end does he make theſe conqueſts, 
if they are not maintained, and the inhabitants encouraged and protected? This 
will require his conſideration; and I hope for his own intereſt he will be perſuaded, 
that raifing Sepoys is a meaſure which ought to be adopted immediately, and 
that they ſhould be under the Governor and Council's orders and directions. 


After leaving part of the artillery and Captain Brown's detachment at Vellum,

478 £1283 280%% ' r, ale 1 ot aber er, 1773» F 0 
WE arrived at Trivalore on the 7th.inſtant, and acquaiated Chinnama Naick, Du- 
bah to the Governor of Negapatnam, of our arrival by letter, who communicated 
the ſame to the Governor; and an order was ſent t their guards in different places on 
the road not to ſtop us. On the 8th we approached from Trivalore and arrived at the 
village of Chickul, where 2 officers, with 50 Hat- men, 200 Sepoys, and 2 guns, were 
Poſted, it being tvᷣo Coſs from Negapatnam. The ſaid two officets carne &ut of their 
poſts and met us, and ſhewed us great civilities; we did the fame in return; and 
from thence we went to Munchgulla, a ſmall Pettah ſituated within one Cols 
from Negapatnam, where we halted, On the gth, the Governor of Negapatnam 
Tent his people, who ſtayed with us, and procured us a place to lodge in on the 
road between Nagore and Negapatnam, within one Coſs from the fort; and then 
ſent to acquaint the Governor thereof, who Tent two Counſellors, one the ſixth 
in Council, named Samooſe, and the other the fifth in Council, named No#2le,

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vice. + Theſe came in a coach, attended by three companies of Sepoys, with muſic, 
dancing people, &c. as alſo with Juggal Naick Dubaſh and Subbia Dobbeer, 
and viſited us in the place we lodged at; and then having received His High- 
neſs's and your letters with great reſpect, they placed them in a ſilver plate 
covered with a gold cloth, which they took in their hands; and then both the 
Counſellors and we went together in the coach to the Governor, who was in the 
Company's garden near to the fort, with another Gentleman of diſtinction. The 
Governor 6auſed the Europeans, e &c. to be drawn up in two lines, and 
on our getting out of the coach and going into the garden, they ſaluted us with 
the ſame number of guns they did when Mahomed Ubraur Khin came here. 
The Governor came out of the houſe, and received the plate, in which the letters 
were placed, with reſpect from the hands of the Counſellors; and having em- 
braced us, deſired us to fit down upon chairs. We then informed him in aà pro- 
per manner of His Highneſs's and your regard and favours towards him, with 
other particulars conducive to the increaſe of friendſhip and diſpatch of buſineſs ; 
all which he heard; and ſaid, that his prayers to the Almighty were, that His 
Highneſs's favour and your's might daily increaſe towards the Company; adding, 
that as we were juſt then arrived from a journey, and as it was twelve o'clock in 
the forendoon, we ſhould go and reſt ourſelves in his own garden; ſaying, that 
after he had peruſed the letters, he would ſend for and ſpeak to us on the ſubject 
thereof as the next day.

as they are, until he receives an anſwer from your Highneſs's court, to which he has 
ſent two Europeans. Encloſed I tranſmit to your Highneſs a copy of my letter to the 
Governor and his anſwer, and a copy of Rehe maun Ally Khan's letter on the ſub- 

ct of negotiation, by which your Highneſs will be informed of all particulars. 

. The Dutchman has ſent two Europeans to negotiate at your Fhghneſs's court: in 
the firſt place, it will take a ſpace of fourteen days for them to reach it by land; 

the rains are hanging over our heads; and every day's delay brings with it the 
fruitleſs expenſe of the army upon your Highneſs. The Dutch are defirous to 
gain time, as we ſhall not be able to make war during the rains; and in eafe of the 
nen being carried on at your ne court, it will leſſen the eredit of

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your ſlave, who is ſo near them, and who was ſent with a victorious army on this 
very buſineſs. I flatter myſelf, cherefore, that your Highneſs will diſpatch another 
letter by the Tappals to the Governor of Negapatnam ; telling him, that you had 
diſpatched your flave (meaning me) to ſettle all matters, that I am very near. to 
him, and that he ſhould negotiate with me and adjuſt his concerns; in which caſe 
they would be ſoon terminated. Agreeable to the GeneraPs advice, I wrote æ 
letter to Rehemaun Ally Khan and Mahomed Sydee; telling them to acquaint the 
Governor of Negapatnam, that if he was deſirous of negotiating in a friendly 
manner, to ſend two of his Council with them for that purpoſe ; in which caſe I 
directed the ſaid Rehemaun Ally Khan and Mahomed Sydee ; to accompany them 
or elfe to ſpeak to the Governor, to get a clear and plain anſwer from him, and to 
come away z when whatever might be judged conſiſtent with the times ſhould be 

ut in execution: I expect an anſwer to this by the evening, and will adviſe your 
Highneſs thereof. The General ſays plainly, that he will not lead out the Com- 
pany's troops againſt the Dutch; that be brought them for the name; that the 
Circar's force here is well known, and that they have only four companies of two 
battalions, two companies with me, the two regiments of horſe, and the horſe with 
Rauce Mucunderow. On the road the General was. deſirous of ſending even 
theſe away, but by dint of preſſing I kept them. I am exceeding uneaſy and 
puzzled at this buſineſs of the Dutch being delayed. This is the ſituation of 
affairs here; I mention them for your Highneſs's information. I ſhew great at- 
tention to the General, and conſult his diſpoſition exceedingly; he is pleaſed. Ta 
ſay more would be exceeding the bounds of reſpect. 


Copy of an Arrugdaſht from Ummeer-ul-Omrah, Nlader- ul Milt Bebauder, to the Nabob, 
dated 14th in the Forenoon,. and rece: ved 171% October, 1773, at Night. | 


IN the forenoon I addreſſed an Arruzdaſht to you, thereby informing you of my 
determination, on the 19th at night, to go to Nagore jointly with General Smith, 
who adviſed me to it; and in the evening he came and told me, that as the Dutch 
flags are ſtill flying over the villages near the army, and at Nagore, &c.. and they 
fill detain our agents with trifling excuſes, he does not think 1t proper to march the 
army from the place where it then lay, notwithſtanding the Dutch in appearance 
ſhew themſelves to be humble to us: and he added, that he could not fend out the 
Company's troops, becauſe of the peace between the Engliſh and the Dutch; and 
that if your Highneſs's troops go, and they declined to oppoſe them, it was well, or 
otherwiſe it would be attended with bad conſequences. I then aſked him what was 
proper to be dene; and, upon our joint conſultation, it was determined that I ſhould 
write poſitive orders to Rehemaun Ally Khan and Mahomed Sydee., in the manner 
following, viz, [66s 5 | as W493 


« The Dutch talk of ſending their people to His Highneſs's court, and for 
« \whoſe arrival there it will take up 14 days; and at laſt His Highneſs will*fend 
them to me, becauſe the army arrived hither on account of the ſame buſineſs. I 
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< am empowered from Court to ſettle all affairs, and came ſo near and remain in the 
army ; if it is the intention of the Dutch to maintain the friendſhip, and to'deliver

YOUR Highnefs's letter of the 14th inſtant, by four regiment horſemen, we 
have had the honour to receive, You were pleaſed to ſay, that“ The next day, 
* being Thurſday, you would ſet out with your army, and come to Nagore; and 
* that we ſhould tell the Governor of Negapatnam to withdraw his garriſon from 
„ Nagore, and recall them to Negapatnam before your Highneſs's arrival, That 
of the two letters was to the Governor of Negapatnam, and encloſed under a 
< flying ſeal; and that if it ſhould meer us on the road, we ſhould, after peruſal, 
* loſe ir, and diſpatch it to the faid Governor.“ | 


Now on the firſt arrival of the four horſemen with the letters, the Dutch carried 
them before the Governor; and as the letter-bag was not under our name, the Go- 
vernor enquired about letters from your Highneſs ; and having aſked his own letter 
of the horſemen, received it himſelf, and ſent us the letters that were directed to us. 
As ſoon as we underſtood the contents of your Highnels's letter, we ſent the Go- 
vernor word, that he might pleaſe to fend his letter allo to us, that we might come 
and deliver it in form; he replied, © That as the letter was directed to him, he had 
©< taken it;“ to which we returned for anſwer, © That in our letter alſo there were 
& circumſtances which it was neceſſary to acquaint him with, and that therefore we 
« ſhould wait upon him ;” the Governor ſent us word, that he was buſy in the 
tranſlation of the letter, and we muſt excuſe him, but he would ſend his Dubaſhes 
to us; which he accordingly did, to wit, Chinnapah Nayer, and Vencatachelum

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Copy of a Letter from the Nabob to the Negapatnam Council, who are coming to his 
© Court by the permiſſion of the Governor of that Place, dated 0th Oflober, 1773. 


TO-DAY I received an Arruzdaſht from the Governor of Negapatnam, wherein 
he mentions that he had ſent you to pay his congratulations to me on the conqueſt 
of the fort of Tanjore. The matter is this: until this day (between which and the 
capture of the faid fort a ſpace of a month and four days have elapſed) the nego- 
. tiation for, and the ceſſion of the lands belonging to Tanjore, poſſeſſed by your 
nation, have been delayed, and in conſideration of my old friendſhip for your 
nation I have hitherto waited ; if you have power to ſettle matters, come to my 
court, and you ſhall 1 h my favour ; but if you are only coming to con- 
gratulate me, remain at Sadraſs, and ſend me an anſwer to this letter ſoon ; after- 
wards whatever meaſure ſhall be proper for the tranquillity of the Carnatick ſhall 
be put in execution. 


Arruzdaſht from the Governor of Negapatnam, encloſed in one from Ummeer-ul-Omrab 
Bebauder, and received at the Durbar, 21ſt Oflober, 1773. 


AFTER the uſual preamble. 5 


The letter which at this time your Highneſs has been pleaſed to tranſmit, I 
have been honoured with the receipt of. Vou are pleaſed to ſay, That a perpe- 
„ tual flow of kindneſs and good -will has been all along ſhewn by your Highneſs, 
« and the former Subahdars of the Carnatick, towards the furtherance of the con- 
« cerns and commerce of the Dutch Company, ſince the time of their firſt ſet- 
« tlement in the country; on which I beg leave to obſerve, that we have not the 
ſmalleſt doubt or heſitation in ſubſcribing to that aſſertion; but that, at the ſame 
time, I can venture to. affirm as a ſelf-evident fact, that neither have the Dutch 
Nation, from the beginning of that period *till now, been in the leaſt deficient in 
amicable meaſures, real friendſhip, or declarations of attachment ; and thar, for my 


own part, it is my earneſt defire, that unreſerved affection and good-will may every 
day increaſe between us. 


This your Highneſs muſt know by experience, nor will it ever undergo the 
minuteſt variation. I am night and day praying for an increaſe of your honours 
and dignities, as well as for your favour towards us; and when the Rajah of Tan- 
Jore received. the reward of his bad actions, in falling before your victorious army, 
under the command of Ummeer-ul-Omrah, Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder, the happy 
news imparted to the Dutch Company and myſelf the higheſt degree of joy and 
ſatisfaction; which I expreſſed in an Arruzdaſht ſent your Highneſs on that occaſion, 
and at the ſame time acquainted you, that for a fuller diſplay, of our attachment, 
three European Gentlemen of rank would wait upon your Highneſs to give you joy 
on the late event, and petition. your future favours, in like manner as we had expe- 
rienced your paſt ; thoſe Gentlemen have accordingly. ſet out for Madras,

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Your Highneſs has alſo been pleaſed to ſay, That the Dutch Company, forget. 
tc ting all the obligations they owed to you, and being affected with enmity againſt 
« the Circar, had ſent military ſtores and aſſiſtance to Tanjore; and that, from a depen- 
« dence on our ſupport, the Rajah bad been induced to go the lengths he has done.” 
All this is utterly contrary to the true ſtate of the caſe, as I.repreſented in mine of the gth 
Auguſt laſt,* at which time I alſo anſwered theſe complaints, by word of mouth, at 
full length to Ubraur Khan, and repeated that reply again at parting with him; 
and is no credit to be given to theſe repeated aſſeverations? ſb 


I now beg leave, however, to lay the matter before you more explicitly. That the 
Dutch Company have at all aſſiſted the Rajah with ammunition and military flores is abſo- 
lutely falſe, and therefore, as to that point, our hearts are altogether at eaſe: but I 
now. beg leave to ſhew in what reſpect ſome men who have come to your High- 
neſs have calumniated us, - and how your Highneſs has been led to give credit to 
their information. Mahomed Ubraur Khan on his coming here was a witneſs at how 
high a rate we valued 2 friendſhip, and what an unreſerved and amicable conduct 
we purſued ; he therefore, we hope, has done us juſtice in that reſpect before your 
Highneſs ; though ſome other perſons of bad principle, finding it conducive to their 
own intereſt and views, have endeavoured to diſturb the unity ſubſiſting between the 
Circar and vs, by repreſenting us in a different light. Such men, though they have 
but too well ſucceeded in their deſign, will not however be long without their due 
reward. Now your Highneſs may well conceive, that the Dutch Company, even 
for the ſake of their own reputation, and the increaſe of their credit with you, would 
nof a& contrary to their own folemn 2 and declarations: and it is evident 
that nothing more is wanting to eſtabliſh and increaſe a good underſtanding between 
us, than for your Highneſs to be convinced of the falſity of the aſperſions thrown upon 
us in regard to our ſuccouring Tanjore; to evince which I beg leave to ſay, that I am ſure 
no mention of any ſuch connexion will be found in the Rajab's own papers, and that no 
proof can be brought of it. Ubraur Khan, at parting, aſked us, why we had erected 
Dutch colours at Nagore; to which we returned for anſwer, not as your Highneſs 
has been informed, That the late Rajah, unable to diſcharge the debt his Father 
* had contracted with the Dutch Company, had therefore ſold us Nagore and it's 
© dependencies ;” for that the Father of the late Rajah did never contract a debt 
with our Company is univerſally known, and as clear as the day; and fince of 
courſe no ſuch circumſtance can be mentioned on the Rajah's records, we could noc 
but know, (as your Highneſs alſo may conceive) that to pretend to ground our pro- 
-ceedings on ſo glaring an untruth, would be to bring ole into the greateſt diffi- 
culties for ſuch miſconduct. But what was the fact? that the late Rajah not being 
able to diſcharge the ſums he himſelf had borrowed of us, we had on that account 
purchaſed of him Nagore and it's'dependehciesz nor did any other converſation on 
that head paſs between Ubraur Khan and us.” And the 4 of our not taking no- 
tice of it in our letters to your Highneſs was, that we had finiſhed the letter, 
ſealed it, and delivered it, without Ubraur Khin's making the leaſt mention of ſuch a 
ſubject; but he afterwards brought it up in a moment, unprefaced and unexpected: 
ſurely had he delivered us the queſtion in writing, we ſhould at that very time have

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inſerted our anſwer in the Arruzdaſht. Let but your Highneſs weigh theſe cir- 
cumſtances impartially, and you cannot but clear us from every degree ot blame. 


That we did lend money to the late Rajah is moſt true; for when, in the year 1771, peace 
was concluded between your Highneſs and him, on the condition of his paying a flipulated ſum 
to the Circar, we ſupplied him with money to diſcharge that ſum : excepting which, what 
could induce us to take ſuch a ſtep? for To do it with any evil intention towards 
ce your Highneſs, or in order to aſſiſt the Rajah againſt you, or to reduce him from 
te the path of obedience,” was what we never dreamt of. And as we forbore to lend 
him money before that peace was concluded, from a conviction that the very men- 
tion of it, on our parts, would have been highly improper, at the ſame time that it 
would have been equally unjuſt in the Rajah, either to aſk or to receive a loan (and 
neither did he); ſo after his treaty with your Highneſs had authoriſed ſuch a pro- 
ceeding, we were induced to it by the conſideration, that ſhould we decline aſſiſting 
him, our neighbouring country would be ſubject to a ſecond invaſion, and be made 
deſolate, it's revenues ſuffer conſiderable loſs, and ſcarcity and famine impend over 
it's inhabitants. - When however, on our requiring the principal and intereſt of the 
ſum we had lent him, he was unable to anſwer our demand, he agreed to ſell us Na- 

ore and it's dependencies, and this was the cauſe of our making the purchaſe. Far 
from taking this ſtep after your Highneſs's victorious army had moved againſt the 
place, or after Ubraur Khan had come to give us notice of that meaſure, in “ Order 
« (as we are accuſed) to injure your Highneſs's intereſt ;” far from any ſuch inten- 
tion as this, our bargain was fair and equitable ; nor had we any ſiniſter views or ex- 
pectation from the Rajah in doing fo, as your Highneſs, on a review of the whole, muſt 
conclude; and contrary to which, whatever any principal inhabitants of Tanjore 
may advance in your preſence, we beg leave to aſſure you is inconfiſtent with 
truth, 8 | 


Your Highneſs has been pleaſed to obſerve, That the tributary Rajahs of 
* Tanjore have never mortgaged or ſold any part of their lands ;” in reply to 
| which, we beg it may not be deemed impertinent if we advance ſome inſtances to evince the 
contrary. The ſtate of the Tanjore Government, from it's beginning to it's fall, has been 
very well known, and the freedom of it's deciſions in every reſpect undiſputed ; the 
magnanimous Engliſh, as well as the contemptible Danes at Tranquebar, are equally well 
acquainted of this, Were it not ſo, how came it to paſs, that inthe year 1738 they 
(the Rajahs) ſold the diſtrict of Carrical to the French? And how happened it, that 
in the year 1505 alſo they fold the port of N __ to the Dutch, who thence de- 
rived the privilege of erecting their colours at that place? Had they not been abſolute 
lords of their own country, how could they have taken ſuch ſteps as theſe ? Agreeable here- 
to the Rajah, ſince that period, has ſought our friendſhip, has granted us an Enaum 
of two villages in perpetuity, and engaged his word to us in the moſt poſitive man- 
ner, that if he diſpoſed any part of his country, it ſhould be to us, and none elſe ; 
has fince ſet on foot a friendly communication with the Dutch Company, and carried 
on with them pecuniary negotiations, which finally have produced the ſale of Na- 
gore and it's dependencies ; all which proceedings tend to ſhew, that he was Maſter of 
bis own country, a point that we are weil aſſured of, Not to mention, that the Dutch Com-

- pany bave lent money on mortgage, firte your Highneſs's war in 1751, even to the Maba- 
Jans, who are alſo ſo far maſters of their own paſſeſions; and yet your Highneſs did not a; 
that time diſpute the point, nor have your predeceſſors, the former Subabdars of the Carna- 
tick, given any directions to the Dutch Company, or any other nation, concerning the ſale of 
lands, or the grant of Enaums ; but, on the contrary, have acquieſced in the conduct of Ih 
Rajahs, who have granted Cowles to whomſoever they choſe even in your Highneſs"s time, 
without having any of thoſe acts annulled or diſapproved, nor has any one *tull: now cver 
diſputed their authority. Were they not lords of their own country, they could not even iſ; 
orders in their own name for the collection of their revenues: nor need we. other proof of 
this point, than the abſolute power with which the Bahevars reigned in Tanjore, before 1/: 
Marattas took poſſeſſion of it ,, who iſſued Cowles, and granted Enaums to whom they pleaſed ; 
to which the former Subahdars of the Carnatick conſented, and the payment of 
their Peſhcuſh ſuffered no delay. | 


Now a Peſhcuſh is twofold ; firſt, be Peſhcuſb of him wwho is maſter of his country; 
and ſecondly, the Peſhcuſh of him who 1s not maſter of his country : that which is 
paid to the Circar is of the former kind ; but of the latter are the amount of the rc. 
venues, the amount of the ſtipulated Peſhcuſh, and the amount of the elephants that 
were purchaſed of us, for the payment of which a mortgage has been given to the 
Dutch Company of lands and jewels; of which ſum, after deducting the principal 
and intereſt, we have got a receipt from the Rajah's ſervants, Narſingarow and Gan- 
gaſavah Pilla, for the remainder, as they had received of us to that amount at va- 
rious times. | | | art 

| * SR, 
Now after having got a receipt, we need no longer any teſtimony from the Rajah's 
accounts; but your Highneſs muſt not be ſurpriſed that I did not anſwer you ex- 
preſsly to the letter you tent me on this ſubject, encloſing one from the Rajah to the 
{ame purport ; as the truth is, that we have not obtained the proper Saneds from the 
Rajah; nor did I think it proper to riſk the credit of the Dutch Company, by pro- 
ducing their accounts againſt thoſe of a man depoſed from his government, and a 
priſoner, ſince it might prove a great impediment to our future commercial: negoti- 
ations, as well as an object of contention between the Cirtcar and us, At the tame 
time we are in no need of teſtimony from the impriſoned ſervants of the Rajah, 
either with.regard to the terms of agreement between him and us, or with regard to 
the completion or non-completion of the payments due upon the Saneds; for we 
are ſurely better acquainted with theſe points than they who had no ſhare in the 
tranſaction, nor even enquired into the particulars of it. Our teſtimonies are the 
letters and Saneds of the Rajah brought to us by people of conſequence, of whom 
one was particularly appointed to this buſineſs, and the receipts of ſuch perſons on 
our delivering them the ſeveral ſums ; of which ſums neither myſelf, nor any of the 
Council here, have any ſhare ; and whoever has informed your Highneſs of ſuch a 
. circumſtance; has been totally regardleſs of truth: for my own part, I am in the higheſt 
degree aſtoniſhed how your Highnels could give ear to ſuch a ſtory, of which the 
author deſerves little leſs than capital puniſhment. Conſider, Sir, I and my Council 
are bound by oath to our Superiors for our fidelity; and how then ſhould it enter our 
minds to purſue. meaſures, that muſt inevitably bring diſhonour and diſcredit _w 
5 them 
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them, as well as ſhame and diſgrace upon ourſelves ? Heaven will pour it's vengeance 
upon thoſe who are the inventors of ſo unjuſt a report. God forbid that we ſhould 
ever be guilty of ſuch an action. We earneſtly hope that 'ere long thoſe who have 
taken ſuch pains to create a miſunderſtanding between your Highneſs and the 
Dutch Company, and to diſturb the peace that hitherto ſubſiſted between us, will 
meet with that correction and puniſhment they ſo richly deſerve ; and we pray for 
the protection of Heaven from ſuch men's malevolent deſigns. 


The Saned for the diſtrict of Keelore is to the amount of three Lacks and 
ſixty thouſand Pagodas, and that for the Pergunnah of Terpoondee twenty-four 
thouſand Pagodas ; both which Saneds the Rajah ſent by the hands of Narſin- 
garow and Gangaſavah Pilla ; but when the ſum of the revenues of both theſe places 
was caſt up and determined, thoſe of Keelore were found to make no more than 
three Lacks and thirty thouſand Pagodas, and thoſe of Terpoondee only twenty- 
thouſand Pagodas ; ſo that far from having paid us to the full amount of the Sa- 
neds, as they have treacherouſly informed your Highneſs, they abſolutely endea- 
voured to cajole us out of the remaining thirty thouſand Pagodas on account of 
the former, and the defective four thouſand in the account of the latter. However, 
the diſtrict of Keelore was afterwards valued at three Lacks and ten thouſand ; but 
that being diſputed, it was at length determined at three Lacks and thirty thouſand 
Pagodas ; which ſum they accordingly received, and ſent the copy of that Saned 
to the Rajah. | 


Your Highneſs has been pleaſed to ſay, © That you would particularly enquire 
t into this circumſtance, whether thoſe two perſons or we had ſent the copies of 
“ thoſe Saneds to the Rajah; and that if the juſtice of our proceedings would 
« bear this teſt, you would continue your accuſtomed favour to the Dutch Com- 
„% pany.” We caſt the utmoſt dependence upon this iſſue, We know to whom 
we are anſwerable for our conduct, and that every thing will terminate agreeable to 
their commands; we have therefore ſent thither an account of all that has paſſed in 
this affair as well as the original Saneds, and this being the caſe, we hope your 
. Highneſs will not be offended at our not being able to produce them, For the reſt; 
your Highnels is well acquainted with the cuſtoms and regulations of Europeans, 
and therefore will not be ſurprized at my declining to act further in this matter, 
till I receive orders from Batavia relating to it; and with regard to delivering your 
Highneſs thoſe Saneds at your requeſt, believe me I ſhall not fail to do, in the 
utmoſt extent, whatever I am commanded from thence, _ 


For a fuller explanation of the above particulars, and for the eſtabliſhment and 
increaſe of a ſincere and firm friendſhip between the Circar and us, as well as for 
the averting of every degree of diſſatisfaction in future, three Gentlemen of the 
Council of this Settlement will wait upon your Highneſs, I can only add, that I 
pray to Heaven that a good underſtanding may be ſettled between your High- 
nels on the one part, and the Company and myſelf on the other. 


The 
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| The Company have lent upon jewels to the amount of eighty thouſand Pago- 
das, and private merchants to the amount of one Lack; bur this ſum of one 


Lack and eighty thouſand Pagodas has ſince been included in the Saneds, and 


we have got Narſingarow's and Gangaſavah Pilla's receipt for the principal and 
intereſt of that ſum, In conſequence of this, the two laſt mentioned perſons have 
been deſirous of diſpoſing of the jewels ; which being apprized of, I have kept 
them yet under my own care and under the ſeal of the Rajah, till I could adviſe your 
Highnels of the circumſtance. Whenever therefore the three Gentlemen that are 
about to wait upon you have ſettled the matters in diſpute that relate to the 
Company, I am ready to deliver up the jewels into your Highneſs's poſſeſſion ; and 
am in hopes that, out of your great favour towards the Dutch Company, you will 
condeſcend to bring matters to a ſpeedy determination with thoſe deputies, and ſuffer 
them to return as ſoon as poſſible, which I ſhall eſteem a very ſingular obligation. 
In the mean time, I mult entreat that no violence be offered by the ſervants of the 
Circar to any department of our affairs, but that.every thing go on as uſual till 
this determination takes place ; and I will venture to engage that the Dutch 
Company ſhall never in future deviate from the path which gives ſatisfaction to 
your Highneſs, but ſhall take all opportunities of diſplaying the utmoſt zeal and 
fidelity in your ſervice. . * 


Some of the Tanjore people came here at the time of the ſiege, whom I have 
ordered to return with their effects; but I am unacquainted who they are particularly, 
and therefore cannot be anſwerable on that ſcore. Two perſons were mentioned to 
me particularly, in a letter from Ummeer-ul-Omrah, Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder ; 
but thoſe two ſent their compliments to me the day after Tanjore was taken, and 
left the place: ſo that though I have the utmoſt deſire to comply with your Highneſs's 
and Mader-ul-Mulk Behauder's inclinations in every inſtance, yet in this it is out 
of my power to do what you deſire in delivering them up. - | : 

Having ſaid ſo much on all theſe ſubjects, I have only now to repreſent to your 
Highneſs, with the utmoſt reſpect and ſubmiſſion, that in caſe any unjuſtifiable or 
arbitrary meaſures ſhould be' purſued in regard 'ta the diſtricts of the Company, 
ſeeing that no ſuch proceedings have taken place on our parts, your Highneſs alone 
muſt anſwer for the conſequences, whether good or bad; we can bear no ſhare of 


the blame, for no fault can be proved upon us; but the Dutch Nation, whatever 


conduct your Highneſs chuſes to purſue, will undoubtedly act agreeable to the rules 
of equity and Juſtice, It was my duty to repreſent this to your Highneſs, and I 
have done ſo, May the Sun of your life, proſperity, fortune, power, magnifi- 
cence, and glory, continue to ſhine with luſtre and reſplendence! 


P. S. The whole amount of the Saneds is five Lacks, eighteen thouſand, five 
hundred and forty-five Pagodas, of which ſum two Lacks and fifty- three thouſand 
Pagodas are due to the Company.

I HAD the honour to receive your favour lately, together with that of His 
Highneſs by Rehemaun Ally Khan and Mahomed Sydee Khan, and obſerved the con- 
tents. As the government of the Tanjore country is now under your power, we hope to 
carry on the Dutch Company's affairs in the ſaid country with daily ſucceſs and 

_ proſperity. , Regarding their mercantile affairs, His Highneſs, and the former Na- 
bobs of the Carnatick Country, ſhewed their | favours beyond meaſure in the 
affairs of the Dutch Company's trade; we hope therefore that the former favour 
may. daily increaſe ; no doubt that the Dutch Nation will always merit the ſame, 
and that the Company's affairs will meet with ſucceſs, and the good friendſhip will 
increaſe. . In your ſaid letters you have wrote every thing juſt and true in anſwer to 
what we have addreſſed, but the expreſſioun which you have made uſe of, that the 
Dutch were people of bad conduct was entirely falſe ; and for other matters I 
referred His Highneſs to the Arruzdaſht which I have addrefled to him ; and 
you will on your part know them by the verbal accounts of the ſaid Rehemaun Ally 
Khan, and Sydee Khan; copy of the ſaid Arruzdaſht comes encloſed.

The Board's Minute. 


FROM the evaſive and ambiguous manner in which the letter from the Gover- 
nor of Negapatnam is wrote, as well from General Smith's letter of the 15th, it 
) fhould ſeem the Dutch have at preſent no other object in view than to procraſti- 
nate and amuſe the Nabob with negotiations, until they can receive dire&ions 
from their Superiors at Batavia, or their Employers at home; and in the mean 
time it is certain they are in hourly expectation of receiving further reinforce- 
ments of troops from their other Settlements. The Board taking all theſe circum- 
ſtances into conſideration, UNaniMovusLY DETERMINE, That General Smith be 
directed to march immediately with the troops under his command, on the re- 
quilition of the Nabob's Son; and te put him in poſſeſſion of the diſtricts poſſeſſed 
by the Dutch, if they ſhould refuſe to evacuate them in an amicable manner on 
the approach of the army.

I HAVE been honoured with: your commands of the gthi, th, and 12th 
inſtant: in obedience to the former a battalion of Sepoys was. ordered to proceed 
to Vellour without loſs of time; and, in conſequence of your inſtructions of the 
7th, an hundred of the beſt draught cattle, with: the heavy guns, were kept; the

Though TI don't hold the force the Dutch have at preſent in a very reſpectable 
light, yet as I found I could ſecure the regiments from the weather, I had con- 
tinued my route with them and the Sepoys, and nearly reached this place before 

our letter of the 7th inſtant arrived. The Europeans were lodged in a Choultry, 
which is ſufficiently large for the whole; the Sepoy corps are not ſo well off, 
and the Officers' quarters very indifferent; however they are ſatisfied to diipenſe 
with them. | 


I have the honour to acquaint you, that Golam Ally Khin and Sydee Khin, 
two Vackeels, who had been ſent from hence to Negapatnam to treat with the 
Dutch, are returned; and that this morning, in order to know what paſſed, I 
had a meeting with Ummeer-ul-Omrah Behauder and Eagee Huſſein Khan, the 
Nabob's Dewan.. - _ : 


The Vackeels faid they had laid the powers granted to Ummeer- ul· Omrah before 
the Governor Van Vliſſingen, required his delivering up to the Nabob the diſtricts 

the Dutch had lately taken poſſeſſion of belonging to the Tanjore country, and: 
_ propoſed to ſettle the mode of reimburſing him the money he had. advanced to the 
Raab: in reply, the Governor ſaid he would conſult his Council; and after they 
had met he not only refuſed to give up the diftticts on payment of the money, 
but alſo to treat with Ummeer-ul-Omrab, alleging that he intended. to fend two 
of his Council to the Nabob at Fort Sr. George to treat with him: the Vackeels 
urged there was no occation, as his Son and Repreſentative had full power to 
negotiate the buſſneſs; the Governor's anſwer was, that he had acquainted the 
Nabob of his intentions to fend Ambaſſadors to Madras, and could not depart: 
from his purpoſes 


The Vackeels complain they have been treated with great diſreſpect by the 
Dutch, and are of opinion they do not mean to give up the lands claimed by the 


Nabob on any terms, but that their ſending Ambaſſadors to Madras is intended to 


do 


in time. That they have refuſed to treat with Ummeer-ul Omrah I can have no 
ubt of, as the Governor has wrote him a letter of apology, telling him Am- 

dors were gone to his Father, and therefore he could not enter into any 
negotiations here. 2 | | 


The Governor Van: Vliffingen having rejected every propoſal made to him by 
Ummeer-ul-Oinrah, or even to treat with him, and: referred this buſineſs to Madras, 
he may next refer to Batavia, and from thence to Europe; therefore ſhould: 
Ummeer-ul-Omrah make a requſition of the Company's troops from me to aſſiſt to 
put him in poſſeſſion of the lands in queſtion, agreeable to your inſtructions of 
the agth of September, I nal give him every aſ/fſtance in · my power for that 
purpoſe. The Dutch have mounted their guns on the walls of Negapatnam and 
en that Pettah ;. upwards of 2000 people are employed clearing the eſplanade

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and repairing the glacis ; they are alſo taking every other meaſute for defence : 
and as they expect a further remforcement of Europeans from Colombo, a con- 
ſtant look-out-is kept at the flag-ſtaff head; and by my intelligence this after- 
noon ſome veſſels were in ſight, which gave great ſpirits to the people of Nega-

HAVING ſent Ambaſſadors for the Dutch Eaſt-India Company to the Subah 
of Carnatica, Mahomed Ally Khan, in order to ſettle: ſome affairs concerning 
the kingdom of Tanjore, I have the pleaſure to inform you by this thereof; and 
as they ſhall reſide in or about your Prefidency, be ſo kind as to aſſiſt them in caſe 
it ſhould be neceſſary; and with this hope I flatter myſelf, in conſideration of the 
friendſhip which exiſts between both nations, and which makes me alſo be aſſured 
that the fincerity of your generous proceedings will have no other end but the 
continuation of friendſhip, which is and muſt be the obſervation of the treaties of 
ace and alliance made and contracted by both our Sovereigns, that truly muſt 
be accompliſhed : but notwithſtanding this my hope, I muſt and am obliged to 
aſſure you; that it is with ſome concern that I have heard that Brigadier-General 
Joſeph Smith, -Commander in Chief of the Engliſh troops on this Coaſt, is in the 
army of the Subah, who threaten us with war; and this not only, but alſo 
that he has joined, and is come down to Trivalore; though I am not of opinion 
that he will a& or do any thing which can give occaſion to any difference between 
both Powers. | |

Extract of a private Letter from General Smith to the Governor, dated 21ft October, 
1773. 


IN conſequence of what I wrote to the Board on the 18th inſtant, this morning 
Ummeer-ul-Omrah, with two troops of cavalry, eight companies of his on Sepoys, 
and ſome light guns, attended by his own Officers, and followed by his two regiments 
of Mogul cavalry, marched from Trivalore, and entered the countries poſſeſſed by 
the Dutch. At their firſt poſt, three miles from Trivalore, there were ftationed ſome 
Malays and Sepoys to guard a paſs, and a flag in a tree, Mr. MeAlliſter, a Na- 
bob's Officer who, led this detachment, told the people to leave the poſt quietly, 
and if they made no refiſtance they ſhould not be moleſted; accordingly they 
marched off, and the Nabob ſtruck the flag. This detachment of Dutch moved 

to another party on the high road, commanded by a Captain, and amounted to 
upwards of 100 men: when the Nabob's Officer approached this poſt they got under 
arms, and for ſome time oppoſed their paſſing, coching their firelocks, and puttin 
on an appearance of defence; however, after ſome puſhing and ſcuffling, they 
thought it prudent to retire, and join their main body ſtationed at their old 
limits, confiſting of 300 men and four pieces of cannon, The young Nabob 
continued his route towards Nagore, and on entering a plain near the town, the 


Dutch detachment, commanded by a Captain, and in force about 70 Europeans, 


as many Sepoys, and ſome Topaſſes, beat to arms, and formed near the village of 
Nagore. The young Nabob halted and formed his troops, and marched forward 
towards them. The Dutch Captain ſeeing this, enquired for the Nabob and 
General, as he ſuppoſed the latter to be there; but on being told there were no 
Engliſh troops with the detachment, he deſired to fee Ummeer-ul-Omrah, and then 
delivered him a formal proteſt from the Dutch Government; and told him his 
orders were to retire, and not to make any oppoſition; this he was permitted to do; 
and from the hour that the Company's troops moved they neither ſaw Dutchmen, 
Malays, Sepoys, nor any other perſon in arms, nor even a flag except Fagueers ; 
and when they arrived at Nagore the Nabob's flag was hoiſted, and he in poſſeſſion 
of the place and countries. The Dutch Governor and his Council have proteſted 
in form againſt me as the leader of your troops; I have encloſed copies of both 
their Proteſts to the Honourable Board. Yeſterday they received 70 Europeans 
from Ceylon in boats. They are gathering together from all quarters what troops 
they can; and I am aſſured by a very conſiderable Merchant, that they never 
meant to reſtore theſe countries, or to compromiſe matters with the Nabob; on 
the contrary they have wrote, it's ſaid, letters to the Marattas, wiſhing for their 
aſliſtance to recover Tanjore for the Rajah: and I think if the Nabob does nor 
conclude this affair with them in a ſatisfactory manner to both parties, that they'll 
give him ſome uneaſmeſs yet, and this Government their ſhare of the cenſure. 
The people of England are now- a- days fo diſpoſed to receive every unfavourable 
impreſſion vvith regard to the conduct of the Company's Servants abroad, that even let 
them have right on their ſide, yet they will be condemned for every act wherein 
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Nabobs are concerned; as the motives which lead you to their ſupport or depreſſion are 
always conſtrued as rapacious, and from mere ſ-Ifiſh views. The Nabob is now in 
poſſeſſion of all the Tanjore country; what is next to be done with your troops? 
who is to take care of Nagore, and where are we to refreſh, for the next campaign? 
as I look on this as a certain fact, that the reduction of Tanjore, and his diſpute 
with the Dutch, will keep your troops on foot at leaft for another year. You 
| have a great deal to reflect on ;—the ſtate of your Europeans, your Blacks, the Car- 
, natick, and the ſituation the moſt of our garriſons are in; Madras without walls; 

Hyder's formidable army, and which he is recruiting with horſe and foot with all 
the vigour in his power; the death of Narrain Row; Ragobah's hatred to Euro- 
. peans; his difpleaſure at the Rajah's reduction, and what ſcenes may be opened 
early in the next year; the ſcattered ſtate of your forces; the caſh cheſt; and in 
ſhort a thoufand things that will readily occur to you, Sir: all theſe require your 
very ſerious attention. | 


Letter from Governor Wynch to the Nabob of the Carnatick, dated 23d October, 177 3. 


I HAVE been honoured with the receipt of your Highneſs's favours of the 
17th and 20th inſtant, with the papers encloſed. To ee ſhould have re- 
plied before, had not your Highneſs informed me verbally, on the ſucceeding day, 
of your intention to direct your Son Ummeer-ul-Omrah Beh auder to remain in his 
preſent poſt, until he ſhould be adviſed by your Highneſs of the reſult of the nego- 
tration with the Gentlemen coming from Negapatnam. By your Highneſs's favour 
of the 2oth inſtant, it appears you are convinced (and I mult ſay I think there is a 

great foundation for ſuch conviction) that the object of the Dutch is merely the 

gaining of time; and you deſire therefore that without delay, on the, requiſition of 

mmeer ul-Omrah Behauder, the aſſiſtance of the Company's troops may be grant- 
ed, for the putting you in poſſeſſion of the lands in queſtion : agreeable to your 
Highneſs's defire, directions have been ſent to General Smith to co-operate with 
" Your Son to this purpoſe if called upon. The letter you propoſe writing to the . 
Governor of Negapatnam appears to me very proper. HI SF

+ AFTER the capture of Tanjore, I diſpatched Rehemaun Ally Khan and Ma- 

homed Sydee to you, with a letter from His Highneſs, and one from me, with certain 

propoſals; after which I marched with my army to the Cuſba of Trivaloxe, which 
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is very near to Negapatnam, and have waited a great while in expectation of ſettling 
the matter with you in a friendly manner, and that two Ambaſſadors would be ſent 
by you to negotiate with me, who am appointed from His Highneſs's court to 
terminate your buſineſs, Notwithſtanding however I ſent you word by my Ambaſ- 
fadors, and mentioned alfo in my letter, that J would agree to every reaſonable 

ropoſal you had made to the diſpoſſeſſed Rajah at the time of taking poſſeſſion of 
his country, and with the greateit openneſs alſo ſent you friendly meſſages, purport- 
ing that I would take your concerns upon me as a loan; but you neither agreed to 
my offers, which were fair and juſt, nor feat Ambaſſadors to negotiate with me, 
nor removed the flags you had hoiſted in the country belonging to Tanjore, nor yet 
gave me a clear anſwer. My Ambaſſadors alſo, who in conſequence of your preſ- 
Eno defire, and in the hopes of ſettling matters, remained a long time at Negapat- 
nam, ſeeing that the proſpect of terminating affairs was at a diſtance, and that a 
great deal of time elapſed in daily affurances of friendſhip and obedience, were under 
a neceſſity of taking leave and returning to me. The Arruzdaſhts befides which 

ou wrote both to his Highneſs and me, are ſuch as I cannot clearly underſtand 
their meaning; for all which reaſons I am under the neceſſity of marching from 
hence with my army to Nagore, which belongs to the Circar, and is very near 
to you, where an equitable negotiation, on account of it's vicinity, may be 
ſoon managed. I now alfo deſire that you will order your people to remove all 
the flags Pom the diſtrict of the Circar belonging to Tanjore, and ſtrengthen: 
the old friendſhip ſubſiſting between His Highneſs and your Company. Do not, 
for a few trifling things, in any wiſe act contrary hereto, for no injuſtice will be 
done on my part. |

IN the beginning of my expedition againſt Tanjore- in conjunction with you, 

Lat every time informed you very fully of what I learned concerning the Dutch 


at Negapatnam Fort, and of their aſſiſting the Rajah of Tanjore with ammunition 
and money; as alſo of their głwing encouragement with hopes of aſſiſting him- 


with their forces, and of their ſeizing the diſtricts of Tanjore and the port of Na- 


gore, (the capital port of the Tanjore Country) and hoiſting their colours in that 
place; you om your part alſo acquainted me with what you heard of the Dutch 

afſiſting the Rajah with ammunition, money, and other neceſſaries- His High- 
neſs has wrote to the Dutch by way of friendſhip to decline aſſiſting the Rajah; he 
alſo diſpatched Mahomed Ubraur Khan Behauder, embarking him. in the King's 
2 with his letters and friendly meſſages to the Governor of Negapatnam, and 

forbad his aſſiſting the Rajab, who was a tributary to him. The Governor of Ne-

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apatnam wrote in anſwer in his Arruzdaſht {under date of the 19th of the Moon 
C thereby expreſſing his warm friendſhip, and in the ſtrongeſt man- 
ner, that he will not act contrary to the friendſhip and attachment to the Circar, 
nor will he do any thing contrary to old cuftom. Nowithſtanding which, the 
Dutch affiſted the Rajab under various pretences, and even not failed to continue 
the ſame until the day of conqueſt of the fort; and, very unreaſonably, took the 
countries dependent on Tanjore from the Rajah, who had no power to ſell the 
country without His Highneſs's knowledge, becauſe His Highneſs was maſter of 
both him and his country ; beſides they did not perform even a fingle article of 
the conditions,” which they made with the Rajah when they took the country of 
him; and after the Tanjore Fort was taken, there arrived the Dutch ſhips with 
great haſte, full of ſoldiers and Malays : by which their proceedings, I obſerve, 
Bad it been fifteen days longer to take the Fort of Tanjore, undoubtedly the Dutch 
would have ſent ſome ſoldiers to Tanjore as aſſiſtance. After Tanjore Fort was 
Conquered, although the Governor of Pondicherry and the people of Tranquebar 
have ſent their letters of congratulation according to their cuſtom, yet the Dutch 
did not write till twenty days, or until they received. the news of the camp's being 
ſet out from Tanjore, The whole of the Muttaſeddies, ſubſtantial perſons, and 


companions of the Rajah, kept their families and effects in Ya 56 hap before 


the fort was conquered ; and after the fort was taken all of them fled, to whom 
the Dutch gave protection and kept them. The whole of theſe particulars are 
evident to all ranks. of people as well as yourſelf, By the bleſſing of God, His 
Highneſs is a firm Subahdar of the Carnatick ; and in order to keep this country in 
peace, and to 3 the honour and credit of his government, he thinks it 
neceſſary to cauſe all the people to be kept within their old and uſual bounds, and 
not to do any ching contrary to cuſtom; therefore, to do what may be conducive to 
the intereſt and peace of the Carnatick country, he wrote the preſent ſituation of 
affairs with the Dutch to the Governor and Council of Madras; upon which the 


Governor and Council thought it proper to write an order to you to aſſiſt me in 


this affair, and to regain me all the countries of the Circar dependent on Tanjore 
that were poſſeſſed by the Dutch; His Highneſs has alſo wrote an order to me, 
(who am empowered by him to ſettle affairs with the Dutch) to ſet out in con- 
junction with you, and ufe all endeavours in my power te induce the Dutch to ob- 
ſerve their old and uſual ways, and likewiſe to get the diſtricts of Tanjore, which 
they poſſeſſed by deceit from the late Rajah. Before I fer out from Tanjore, | ac- 


quainted you word by word of the contents of the letter that His Highneſs has 
wrote to the Governor of Negapatnam, and ſent it, together with my own letter, by 


Rehemaun Ally Khan and Sydee Khan, the Circar's Ambaſſadors, to Negapatnam. 


From the beginning of the. ſaid Ambaſſadors' going, I always acquainted you with 


the whole purport of this negotiation that paſſed by the Dutch; and after their 
return, I got them to repreſent to you every particular by word of mouth. It is 
well known to you that His Highneſs empowered me to ſettle the affairs with the 
Dutch, as alſo what he was pleaſed to mention in the letter to the Governor of

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Lou know very well that the Governor and Council of Negapatnam uſed me 
very ill, and diſhonoured me very much; that is, after the two Ambaſſadors ſent 
by me, which in reality were from His Highneſs ; and they, in their conferences at 
Negapatnam, expreſſed and declared, that His Highneſs was pleaſed to empower 
me to ſettle the affairs with them (the Dutch), which will be known by a letter 
ſent to them by His Highneſs ; and they (the Ambaſſadors) likewiſe adviſed and 
repeated, that I was ſent from the Court to regulate the affairs; that I came to 
lay here in conjunction with you (meaning the General) with a large force upon 
the ſame buſineſs, and that I ſent them to negotiate- and ſettle the reaſonable 
affairs of the Dutch; ſo that they (the Dutch) ſhould ſend two of their Counſellors 
ſpeedily to me in this very place: notwithſtanding all which, the Ambaſſadors 

rom the Governor of Negapatnam were ſent to His Highneſs's Court on the 
fourth day, Beſides which, during my Ambaſſadors? ſtay at Negapatnam, they 
perceiving great differences every day in the converſation of the Governor, and 
of his elapſing the time by evaſive promiſes, in expreſſing his friendſhip, 
lengthening the negotiation at every time, deſiring at the ſame time to ſettle the 
affairs by way of friendſhip according to his requeſt, and of his preparing 
ſtores of war in the fort of Negapatnam, and clearing the ground round abour 
it, and receiving the repeated reinforcement of ſoldiers and Malays, and his 
daily inliſting Sepoys, and his giving out by beat of Tom-Tom an order for the 
inhabitants that were within the town-wall of Negapatnam to go away; notwith- 
ſtanding I was ready, according to His Highneſs's order, to comply with their 
reaſonable requeſt by fair means, and to pay the reaſonable ſums which they gave 
to the late Rajah for taking the country; induced them (the ſaid Ambaſſadors) to 
take leave of the Governor and return to me; and I got them to repreſent to 
you the whole purport of the negotiation that . between them and the 
Dutch. We (meaning you and I) have been laying here ſince theſe nine days with a 
large force, and with heavy expenſes, without doing any buſineſs. This time of 
the year is ſo nice, that every hour we are apprehenſive of the rains; if the 
rain begins, we ſhall not be able to do any thing at preſent: it is therefore I 
requeſt, and at the ſame time think it proper, that you will, through favour, 
not let this opportunity ſlip ; but will, agreeable to the Governor and Council's 
orders, afford your aſſiſtance in the recovery of the countries which are poſſeſſed 
by the Dutch. I uſed my endeavours to the utmoſt that the affairs with the Dutch 
might be ſettled in an amicable manner ; but by their proceedings, and by the 
negotiation, as alſo by the letter which the Governor of Negapatnam ſent in 
anſwer to my letter, I could not underſtand the meaning of it clearly, which is 
well known to you. 


Paragraph of a Letter from General Smith to Magder-ul-Mulk, dated 20th October, 
bh 1773.

YOUR letter on the ſubject of the buſineſs with the Dutch, and deſiring me to 
aſſiſt you with the Company's forces, I have recived, and obſerved the contents. 
If the affairs between you and the Dutch ſhould have been ſettled in an amicable 
manner at Madras it is much better, and I wiſh the ſame; but if they are not 
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ſettled by way of friendſhip, and you defire me to aſſiſt you with the Company's 
forces, I am ready to act according to the orders of the Governor and Council.

IN my letter, dated the 20th inſtant, I ſent you a copy of one I wrote to the 
Gentlemen of Council belonging to Negapatnam who are coming to me; and en- 
cloſed I tranſmit their Arruzdaſht in anſwer, by which you will ſee that the coming 
of theſe three Counſellors was not in the leaſt to ſettle matters juſtly.

Myſelf, Mr. Dormieux, Chief of Pullacat, 
and Mr. Blaaukamar, Chief of Sadras, have been appointed to pay our reſpects to 
your Highneſs's court. At preſent I can ſay no more, having hitherto received no 
order for the ſame from Negapatnam ; I am continually however expecting ſuch 
an order. As this is the rainy ſeaſon, I ſet out in haſte for theſe parts before the 
Tains might begin.

That the Dutch are endeavouring to gain time is now 
more evident than before, ſince they have ſent to me, after a conſiderable time has 
elapſed, one of the Council at Negapatnam, without giving bim any powers, as 
his Arruzdaſht, which I ſent to you yeſterday, plainly ſhews. Encloſed I tranſmir 
a copy of my letter to him in. anſwer, alſo a copy of a letter from Ummeer-ul- 
Omrah Behauder, who, by God's bleſſing, with the General, is arrived at Nagore, 
and a copy of my anfwer to Ummeer-ul-Qmrah. - I: obſerve the order you have 
given to the General to aſſiſt my Son in the recovery of the diſtricts poſſeſſed by 
he Governor of Negapatnam, and am obliged to you for the ſame.

I LAST night ſent your Highneſs advice of our reſolution of ſetting out with 


the General and the whole army for Nagote, which advice I conclude you have 


received. This morning, at about two o'clock, I left the town of Trivalore, with 
ſix companies of your Highneſ®'s Sepoys, eight pieces of cannon, both regiments. 
of horſe, and the horſe of Mokoonderow; and on ſetting out, agreeable to the 
General's advice, gave orders to the Sepoys of the Circar to keep their fire ; and 
in caſe the Dutch ſhould fire upon them, to attend to the orders that ſhould then 
be given them. When we were got about three miles from Trivalore, a body of 200 
Malays and ten horſe, with a Dutch Officer, who were ſtationed there, ſhewed ſome 
oppoſition to a few of our Sepoys and horſe that had preceded the army about a 

un-ſhot diſtance in front; but at length, not reliſhing the appearance of our men, 
they moved off. From thence I marched directly to the town of Nagore, where 
were an hundred Europeans and 300 Malays : as ſoon as we arrived within a mile 
and half of the place, the Dutch came out of the town, and ſhewed an inclination. 
to engage ; upon which, having halted a little on the plain to arrange the troops, 
I advanced in readineſs for action; ſending at the ſame time an European Officer 
of your Highneſs's, who ſpeaks Dutch, on before to defire the Dutch Officers who 
were halted on the plain to give us way, as the Nabob's army was come to take 
poſſeſſion of and regulate the diſtrick. The two Dutch Officers perceiving the 
formidable figure of our army, left their own troops and came alone to me: I was. 
then on horſeback : they told me they had been hitherto ſtationed there by order 
of the Governor of Negapatnam, but that ſeeing that I was arrived with the army, 
they would leave the place: to which I replied, It is now a long time that 1 
have been waiting at Trivalore in expectation of Deputies from your Governor 
© to bring matters to a determination between us, and I am now come to Nagore, 
* which is a part of the Nabob's poſſeſſions, in order to be nearer to Negapatnam ; 
„ your affairs may now therefore ſoon be treated of and ſettled ; and I deſire you 
© will preſent my compliments to the Governor and tell him, that, if he will ſend 
« two deputies to me every thing will be determined.” Upon this, notwith- 
ſtanding their former ſeeming inclination to engage, they went away with the 
molt compliant complacence; and I, Deo favente, having entered Nagore, took 
down their colours and erected thoſe of the Circar. After which I viſited the 
ſhrine of our holy Saint Kader Saheb, and after performing the Fatiha at his 
tomb with becoming reverence, and begging his aid and bleſſing for the ſucceſs 
of our deſigns, I returned at noon to the camp, which is pitched without the 
town. At three o'clock I received your Highneſs's favour, dated Tueſday the 
Igth inſtant, and learnt your Highnets's directions “ Concerning my waiting the 
event of the two Dutch Deputies, who were coming to your preſence, treating 
wich your Highneis, and with regard to my not troubling the Dutch who 
; 5 © were 
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« ere ſtationed in the villages.” I had then already arrived at Nagore with 
the General, and had taken down the Dutch colours according to your Highneſs's 
former directions; had but this letter reached Trivalore a day ſooner I ſhould 


by no means have ſtirred a foot: however we ſhall ſee whether the Dutch ſend any 


one to treat or not; otherwiſe I ſhall remain ſilent in Nagore *till I receive an anſwer 
to this Arruzdaſht, nor ſhall I ſay any thing about the money. 


P. S. Two Members of Council from the Governor of Negapatnam are juſt 
arrived; I ſhall receive them in the ſame form I did the Rajah, and ſhall write 
your Highneſs to-morrow an account of what paſſes between us. 


Copy of a Letter from the Nabob to Ummeer-ul-Omrah, Mader-ul- Mull Bebauder, dated 
| Sunday, 24th October, 1773. 


THE letter you ſent me, dated at Nagore the evening of the 21ft inſtant, 
J have received, and obſerve the contents: therein you acquainted me with your's 
and the General's ſafe arrival at Nagore ; the viſit you had from the two Dutch 
Officers ſtationed there; the meſſage you ſent by them to the Governor of Nega- 
patnam, and their departure for that place; your having taken down the Dutch 
colours from Nagore, and having erected thoſe of the Circar in their room; and 
your viſit to the ſhrine of Kader Saheb : all which gave me great ſatisfaction. 
With regard to what you ſay. as to declining to treat with the Dutch fince the 
receipt of my letter in Nagore, which had you received at Trivalore you would 
not have ſtirred from thence, I need only take notice to you, my dear Son, that 
having reflected on the late unreaſonable proceedings of the Dutch, I wrote you 
a letter, directing you to march to Nagore, on the very day on which you actually 
went to that place, to wit, the 21ſt inſtant, which you muſt ſome hours before 
this have received; and after that you muſt alſo have received another letter from the 
Governor to the General concerning your march thither. I now ſend you encloſed, 
for your information, copy of a letter from Mr. Wynch to me of the 23d inſtant, 
and of one which I wrote in anſwer to the Arruzdaſht of thoſe Members of the 
Dutch Council that were coming as Deputies from Negapatnam ; they will now come 
to you. You mentioned the arrival of two other Counſellors deputed to you from 
the Governor of Negapatnam; you will, as you have promiled, ain me of 
what paſſes between you. On your part you will obſerve to treat with them with 
the utmoſt complaiſance about paying them the amount of the debt due to them, 
and of their giving up the country they had taken poſſeſſion of, as well as the 
jewels, &c. under their charge, and perſuade them to abide by the accuſtomed 
and eſtabliſhed regulations. At the ſame time you will, without any marks of 
diſpleaſure or reſentment, but in an open and ingenuous manner, take poſſeſſion 
of all the diſtrits they had in their hands, and remove their colours; and in caſe 
any of the Dutch ſhould; oppoſe. theſe proceedings by force, you will, by the 
favour of God, chaſtize them. Tou will alſo be careful, as much as may be, not 
to let the negotiation ſpin out to a length of time, and prevent the ill effects of 
their bad intentions, that the Circar may haye it's own again, 


Confidering their obſtinacy and deafneſs. to all advice, it was not neceſſary to 
pay them the ſum in queſtion, for I have been at the utmoſt pains and trouble to 
* * . 
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preſerve the country peaceable and undiſturbed ; but theſe have been at the bottom 
o the Her bremer has undergone, and have in fact been the ruin of the Rajab 
and bis family : however, with reſpe& to the ancient friendſhip of the Dutch 
Nation, it is abſolutely incumbent on me and you to give them what is their 
due, and redeem the diſtricts, papers, &c. which Tuljaujee has given them. 


Do not let a variety of affairs be a load upon your mind; ſubjection and 
dominion have each their appointed time. In the time of my honoured father (to 
whom God be merciful !) 1 was ordered on the expedition to the Balaghavt and 
Payenghaut, and have ſince reaped the fruits of that paternal diſcipline. By the 
favour of Heaven, and the activity of my beſt friends the Engliſh, I truſt this 
is the time of your attaining a knowledge of affairs, and of having your diligence 
put to the trial. 


From the Nabob to Mr. Fobnſon, @ Member of the Board of Negapatnam, dated 24 
Ockober, 1773. 8 


- The Arruzdaſhts you ſent me, dated at noon the 22d inſtant, adviſing me that 
-yourſelf and the Chiefs of Pullicat and Sadras were deputed to me from the Go- 
vernor of Negapatnam, but that you could not at preſent treat of any thing elſe in 
particular, as you had not as yet received orders for that purpoſe from Negapatnam, 
aving ſet out in haſte for this place on-account of the approach of the rainy ſeaſon, 

I have received and peruſed. It is now a month and nine days that, by the favour 

of God, the fort of Tanjore has been taken, and all this time has elapſed in ex- 
1 of Depuries from Negapatnam : ſince, notwithſtanding the many letters 
I have received from thence, not a word has been ſaid about giving up the diſtricts 

of the Circar that depend upon Tanjore, I have been neceſſitated to fend orders to 

my Son Ummeer-ul-Omrah Behauder, to march from Tanjore to Trivalore, and 

thence ſend a meſſage to the Governor about reſtoring the diſtricts he had taken 

poſſeſſion of; and though my Son has been arrived there more than fifteen days, 

and has ſent Vackecls and a variety of meſſages, he has yet received no ſatisfactory 

reply. Now that they have diſpatched you hither, it is evident from what you 

write that they have not given you any power to act; and as you are apprehenfive 
of the breaking in of the rains, I alſo, who have an army under my Son in the 
field, ſhining in arms and coſtly accoutrements, am apprehenſive of a change of 
weather; which has induced me to write to my Son, that he leave Trivalore, and, 
by the favour of the Moſt High, $9 to Nagore, which is a ſtep nearer to Negapat- 
nam, in order to regulate the of the reve, Hi ; 


The inſtances of friendſhip that have been interchanged between the Dutch Na-

It is therefore that we, who repreſent in theſe countries the body of the 
Government, in the name and on behalf of the High and Mighty Lords, the 
States General of the Free United Provinces of the Netherlands, the Honourable 
Directors of our Company, the Honourable High Regency at Batavia, proteſt in 
the. woſt earneſt manner againſt thoſe doings, leaving all loſſes, damages, and 
other prejudices, already reſulted, and which may in future reſult from them, with 
the conſequences and particulars acceffary to them, directly and indirectly, to your 
charge and account, or of thoſe who might have authorized you hereto, and in 
their perſons, as being the only and real cauſe thereof, to the charge and account 
of the whole nation; for we hold ourſelves, and, in our perſons, the whole nation, 
entirely out of fault: and we have given not the leaft occaſion to it, but much 
more to affiſt us in a caſe as this; with reſpect to which, by virtue of the aforeſaid 
covenants, we reſerve then to ourlelves. as yet the power of ſummons ;z and in the 
mean time we ſhall not omit to repreſent theſe doings to our Sovercigns.

The Nabob having requeſted that the troops may be all kept together at .

them there; and the Nabob has wrote to his ſon to ſupply: the neceſſary materials 
for erecting ſuch Pandals as you ſhall think requiſite for accommodating me troops, 
and to allot houſes for quarcering the officers.

HAVING learnt that . Pigou, Commander of the Huntingdon, is bound 
for Batavia, my friendſhip for you induced me to lay hold on the opportunity of 
writing to you on the ſubject of your concerns in this country ; and I dare ſay, that 
on ing you acquainted with them, your diſcernment is ſuch, that you will know

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immediately how to rectify whatever has happened amiſs; and that you will apply 
yourſelf to the confirming and eſtabliſhing the friendſhip between us, which the im- 


proper conduct of your Governor at Negapatnam had well nigh put for ever a ter- 
mination to. | 5 


Tt is not conſiſtent with my dignity to ſet about proving my right of dominion over the 
kingdom of Tanjore ; it is ſufficient to obſerve thus much, that the flouriſhing ſtate 
and extent of that country depended upon my pleaſure; that the Rajah, by the 
' . treaty of peace, was my iributary, and, by a right of old ſtanding, was my ſubjeft : agree- 
able to which, the forces of Tanjore, in the time of Pertaupa Sing, accompanied my 
army to the ſiege of Madura ; and Tuljaujee, the late depoſed Rajah, was obliged to ſend 
his forces under my orders when I was at war with the Regent of Myſore. Seeing then that 
the forces of 'Tanjore were under my orders, and that the country was tributary to me, 
ſurely it was the utmoſt ignorance in your Governor of Negapatnam, to imagine that 
I ſhould ever conſent to the meaſures he purſued, in ſeducing the Rajah from his obe- 
dience, and aiding him in a war with me, and at the ſame time in ſeizing himſelf a 
part of that country which was to reimburſe my extraordinary expenſes in the war, 
and reward my army for the labour they had undergone, without reſenting ſuch un- 
warrantable proceedings; for indeed your ſaid Governor, in order to enable my tri- 
butary to carry on a war againft me, has aſſiſted him with money, ammunition, and 
men likewiſe, without my permiſſion ; and juſt as the fort of Tanjore was about 10 
be given up, has purchaſed lands, and procured Saneds for them, without even performing 
the conditions agreed on with the Rajah. Nay, if all the Governor's proceedings be 
examined into, it will be found, that between him and the ſervants of the Rajah ſome 
chicanery has been practiſed, by which the money that the Rajah ſo earneſtly requeſted 
never came to his hand. Tuljaujee's miſconduct brought me to a reſolution of ſend- 
ing an army againſt him; by the favour of God, conqueſt declared for me; the fort 
of Tanjore was taken by aſſault, the Rajah fell into my hands, the whole count 
became ſubject to my authority, and all the European Powers, within the verge of my 
command, {ent me congratulations on the conqueſt 1 had made; your Governor of 
Negapatnam alone forgot to pay me the compliment, but remained in poſſeſſion of 
thoſe diſtricts which made a part of my dominion, and which 1 could not by any 
means ſeparate from the reſt of my Circar. As ſoon as my army appeared before 
Tanjore, my friendſhip for your Nation led me to ſend Mahomed Ebraur 
Khan Behauder as my Ambaſſador to the Governor of Negapatnam ; which Am- 
baſſador I ſent in a ſhip of war of the King of England, who is my friend and ally, 
in order to treat with your Governor, if by any means I might eſtabliſh the friendſhip 
that is between us, and reſtrain him from engaging himſelf in tranſactions that would 
prove a cauſe of diſturbance to the peace of the Carnatick; all which, on the arrival 
of my Ambaſſador, he fairly promiſed and agreed to; but he thought better of it, and 
loſt bis underſtanding. Immediately on the taking of Tanjore I ſent another Am- 
baſſador, from amicable motives and intentions, and particularly for the ſake of paying 
the whole ſum which truly and juſtly ſhould remain due from Tuljaujee to your 
Company, on condition that thoſe diſtricts ſhould be reſtored ; but they committed 
my counſel to the wmds, and in hopes that they might be able to procraſtinate till 
the breaking in of the rains, when my army would be obliged to leave the diſtricts, 
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they put off the buſineſs with continued delays, When however I perceived that 
my.rank and dignity would be injured by ſuch unworthy proceedings, I ſent my 
Son Ummeer-ul-Omrah Behauder orders to march with the army under his command, 
in order for a diſplay of that power which the Moſt High had put into my hands, for 
the purpoſe of putting in execution thoſe friendly and equitable meaſures which J 
ſo much deſired to purſue ; and Heaven in juſtice granted me ſucceſs ; for Nagore 
and it's dependent diſtricts fell into my hands without a drop of blood being ſpilt, as 
indeed I had given ſtrict orders to the Commander of my troops not to touch an 
hair of the head of ſuch as ſhould retreat without oppoſition. | 


By the favour of God, I am Lord of the whole Carnatick, of which Tanjore is a part, 


and the Kings of Great Britain and France, by the 11th article of the Treaty of Paris, 
have bound themſelves to preſerve it in tranquillity in my hauds : notwithſtanding which 
] am ſtill deſirous of ſettling this matter with your nation in a friendly manner, be- 
cauſe I am not willing to attribute to the whole, the bad actions of one individual, 
Your diſcernment and reflexion will ſoon convince you, that you could not be poſſeſ- 
ſors of thoſe diſtricts. At the ſame time, though it be not abſolutely neceſſary that I 
ſhould pay the money lent to the Rajah, yet on this occaſion alſo I am ready to ſet 
aſide the right of conqueſt, and ſatisfy whatever juſt demands your Governor of 


Negapatnam may have upon the Rajah ; however I muſt alſo give ſome conſide- 


ration to my extraordinary expenſe in keeping an army in the field, and of courſe it 
becomes neceſſary for me to be preſſingly importunate for the ſending back thoſe 
troops which your Governor of Negapatnam has brought into the country. The 
performance of theſe conditions alone will preſerve a mutual friendſhip between us, 
and my good will towards your nation, in procuring an uninterrupted commerce, 
and the poſſeſſion of your accuſtomed rights and privileges, will be a perpetual 
ſource of proſperity and wealth. But to your Governor of Negapatnam I have 
given a warning, that from the impropriety of his conduct he had nothing to ex- 
| peR; but that my country ſhould be ever ſhut up from him, and his commerce and 
ſeaports of courſe be ruined ; and that every profit which his nation had hitherto 
reaped, from Cape Comorin to the river Kiſtnah, would by this means be put an end 
to; for that ſuch conſequences might eaſily ariſe from the effects of my diſpleaſure. 
And indeed, to ſay the truth, ſuch at laſt muſt be the end of a perſeverance in 
ſuch meaſures ; and therefore I truſt, that when 'you have duly weighed all theſe 
circumſtances, the advantages accruing from my friendſhip will naturally induce 
you to uſe the neceſſary means for attaining it. 


I have no other view in this explanation than to convince you of my friendſhip, 
and to effect that you enjoy my protection in your commercial concerns, in your 
ſea-ports, and in a continuation of all your ancient privileges, as well as that you re- 
ceive the amount of the debt due to you from the late depoſed Rajah of Tanjore: nor 
do 1 defire any return on your part, than a bare return of amity; and that which is 
merely the duty of your people, that they meddle not with the country under my 
authority. From which conduct the good-will of both ſides muſt increaſe, and 
your commerce in the Carnatick flouriſh under my protection. 11

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1 have taken leave to recommend Captain Pigou, the Captain of the Hunting- 
don, to your favourable notice, and hope you will ſne him ſuch marks of your re- 
gard as it becomes your beneficence i grant. | 


It gives me great ſatisfaction that I am enabled to inform you, by news juſt ar- 
rived, that my ſon, and the deputies from Negapatnam, have ſettled all differences 
in an amicable manner, and that they are — over the diſtrifts to me. As 
for the money that may remain due from the depoſed Rajah to your people, I ſhall, 
as far as I am able, take ſuch care to give ſatisfaction, that the Hollanders 


may hence forward put an entire dependence on my friendſhip, favour, and protec- 


tion; atthe ſame time that I ſhall be exceedingly glad to do my utmoſt endeavour 
for the proſperity of their concerns, wherever my power extends. 


I have ſent you a few things, of which I beg your acceptance, as an indication of 
my eſteem ; had time allowed, I ſhould have ſent ſomewhat of more value, and 
better proportioned to the regard I bear you; I ſhall however, pleaſe God, tranſmit 
them per firſt . in the mean time I have hope, that my having adviſed

.,.THE Preſident acquaints the Committee, that conſidering the great expenſe 
attending the army in their preſent poſition, the advices he had received of then 
arrival of repeated” re-inforcements to the Dutch, and the probability there was, 
if matters were not ſhortly accommodated between them and the Nabob, that 
they might attempt to form connexions either with the Marattas of Hyder, 
which might in their conſequences be very prejudicial both to the intereſts of 
the Nabob and the Company ; he, the Preſident, had waited on the Nabob on 
Saturday morning, as well to find out the train the negotiation with them was 
in, as the ultimate intentions and reſolution of the Nabob reſpecting them. 
That the Nabob read to him a letter from Uſhmaun Ally Khan, giving an ac- 
count of what had paſſed between his Son Ummeer-ul-Omrah, and the people 
ſent by the Dutch two or three days preceding; and told the Preſident, that 
the ſucceeding day, or the day after, he ſhould aſk his ſentiments reſpecting the 
terminating of the matter with them one way or the other. That he, the Pre- 
fident, accordingly waited on the Nabob yeſterday morning ; that the Nabob ob- 
ſerved, there were but two lines to take with the Dutch; the one, to inſiſt by 
force, if neceſſary, on their complying with his requifitions ; the other, to com- 
ply with what they directed. That with regard to the money they demanded, 
they inſiſted on the receipts of Narſingarow and Gangafavah Pilla being the 
ſtandard for aſcertaining ; but at the ſarne time refuſed to produce theſe perſons, 
under pretence of their not being at Negapatnam, That although, by this mode of 
terminating the matter, he knew he ſhould be a confiderable loſer, and that a 
compliance with their requiſition muſt be attended with diſcredit ; yet confidering 
the preſent fituation of affairs, his inability to pay the expenſe of the army at 
this time of the year, and the coming of the Vackeels of Hyder to negotiate a 
treaty, who in the courſe thereof, if they ſaw his forces engaged againſt the 
Dutch, would undoubtedly take advantage of the fame; in his opinion, it was 
better to make up matters with them; and therefore, that he would-write a letter to 
his Son 1n his own hand, as yeſterday morning, to conclude the buſineſs. That this 
afternoon, he, the Preſident, received a meſſage trom the Nabob requeſting to ſee 
him; that accordingly he waited on him in the evening, when the Nabob informed 
him, that he had received a letter from his Son Ummeer-ul Omrah Behauder, 
and he found his Son's ſentiments were conformable to his own; that the Na- 
bob then read the letter, which contained a particular account of what had paſſed 
lately in negotiation with the Dutch, and their determination not to conſent to two

N the 28th inftant in the morning I was honoured with your commands of 
the 25th teſpecting the cantonments of the army, &c. but the weather having 
threatened us with a heavy fall of rain, the troops were ordered to march into 
their quarters on the 27th in the evening, and are accommodated as well as could 
be expected from the nature of the buildings in general in this country. 


At preſent I cannot confider the army in any other light than in the field; for 

ſhould the Nabob's buſineſs with the Dutch terminate otherwiſe than amicably, 

the troops may be under the neceſſity of marching out of their cantonments at a 

moment's notice. I am therefore of opinion the Coolies, carriage and draught cat- 

- "tle of the army, &c. muſt be continued; if diſmiſſed, they cannot ſoon be replaced, 

perhaps not in a month, and we may be exceedingly diſtreſſed in taking the field, 
when the ſervices of the troops are moſt wanted. | | N 


The Dutch have forbid their people ſupplying the army with any thing, par- 
. ticularly proviſions ; Carrical and Tranquebar afford nothing; Cuddalore is but

a poor 
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a poor market; ſo that our ſupplies muſt come chiefly from the Preſidency at a 
heavy expenſe : and let me add, that not a ſervant will ſtay here without camp 


wages. This being our ſituation, I do not ſee how the Batta can be with-held 


from the Officers. As to the Soldiers, if they are not victualled, they will find 
it very difficult to ſubfiſt on their pay. Rice and every other article of proviſions 
are full as dear here as in camp. You will therefore pleaſe to give your orders 
reſpecting theſe matters, that they may be regulated accordingly. | 


The additional field expenſe of this army is no doubt very conſiderable, and it 
would give me pleaſure to point out the means of leſſening it; but until matters 
are finally ſettled between the Nabob and the Dutch, in my humble opinion you 
cannot make the leaſt alteration regarding the troops now here, 


Ummeer-ul-Omrah Behauder entertains very ſanguine hopes that a few days 
will put a favourable end to his negotiations ; I hope it may; but the Hollanders, 


notwithſtanding this, continue to bring ſupplies of men from Ceylon and their other 
ſettlements. 


His Highneſs's - two regiments of cavalry (except one grenadier troop) have 
marched, the firſt to canton at Trivalore, and the ſecond is gone to Mellour in 


the Marawar country; and Captain Manoury is on his return to Madras, agree- 
able to your orders. 


My preſence in cantonments can now be diſpenſed with ; I ſhall therefore, in 
conſequence of the liberty your Honour, &c. have given me, ſet out in a few 
days on my return to the Preſidency ; and as this may be my laſt addreſs while 
here, I beg leave to obſerve, that the thanks of the Honourable Board, when 
communicated by me to the troops, for their ſpirited behaviour during the cam- 
paign, were received in the army with the greateſt ſatisfaction; and I have no 
doubt their conduct will merit ſuch favourable notice on every future accafion.

THE Dutch at Negapatnam having taken poſſeſſion of Nagore and ſome 
diſtricts dependent on Tanjore, under the pretence that they had been ſold to them 
by the Rajah, the Nabob 7 to us for the aſſiſtance of the Company's troops 
to enable him to diſpoſſeſs them. Our troops accordingly proceeded towards 
Nagore, and thoſe belonging to the Nabob having advanced to that place, the 
Dutch abandoned the diſtricts in diſpute on their arrival, and before our troops 
came in ſight. The Nabob is now however endeavouring to accommodate matters 
with them. 2 | | | 


We are well aſſured that before and during the expedition againſt Tanjore, the 
Rajah received from the Dutch ſupplies of Ttores and ammunition; and it is ſaid 
that the Dutch have even ſent an embaſſy to the Marattas, in order to obtain their 
affiſtance in ſupport of the Rajah, We cannot fay how far this report may be 
erue, although we think it not improbable, as they have greatly increaſed their 
force at Negapatnam ; we therefore requeſt that you will uſe your beſt endea- 
vours to come at the truth thereof, and adviſe us of the reſult ; fince, if it be fo, 
it will be neceffary for us to be the more watchful of their views and defigns, 
which may tend to the obtaining an influence in this part of India very incompa- 
tible with the intereſts of our Honourable Employers.

baſſador hither to ſolicit ſuccours for the King of 'Tanjore, as I was under the neceſſity of dipatching 
letters to camp for intelligence; for though I was certain no perſon had been here, either publickly or 
privately, in that character before Ragobah left Poonah, yet I could not groan to ſay whether 
or no they might not have ſent an Embaſſy to camp.

ENCLOSED I ſend you copies of two letters from my Son Ummeer-ul-Omrah 
Behauder ; one dated the zoth ultimo, and received yeſterday evening, the other 
dated the 31ſt ultimo at ten o'clock in the morning, and received to-day : in theſe 
letters I received copies of ſome letters from him to the Governor of Negapatnam, 
and copies of the ſaid Governor's anſwers; all which 1 alſo encloſe for your in- 
Formation. Owing to the want of rain, the crops of the dry grain and corn, as 
well as the grain that was ſowed of the Sumbah crop, have been loſt; and ſhould 
it now rain, it appears to me it will be with difficulty that ſix Annas are collected 
inſtead of a Rupee; on which account, as well as on account of my pre- 
ſent debt, and my endeavours to pay the debt of Tuljaujee to Europeans, 
added to the gratuity-money to the army, render it entirely out of my power to 
ſupport in future the extaordinary charges. The apprehenſion alſo I am under 
from Hyder Ally Khin, who, after collecting his troops together, diſpatched his 
Vackeels to me, and the friendſhip I 1 which ſubſiſts between him and 
Ragonaut Row Purdhaun, give me great uneafineſs. On the ground of receipts 
from Gangaſavah Pilla and Narſingarow, which they produce, but whoſe 

erſons they refuſe to deliver, the Dutch want an additional ſum of two Lacks of 
agodas, as ſo much received by Tuljaujee, and their force alfo they refuſe to 
leflen. If you approve of it however, for the conſiderations I have before-men- 
tioned, as an act of neceſſity, I will for the preſent drop my requiſitions reſpecting 
the above two people, and their leflening the number of their troops, and conſent 
even to the loſs of the two Lacks of Pagodas, and ſo ſettle the buſineſs with them 
but then my fears are; leſt our eaſineſs and kindneſs in agreeing to thoſe matters 
ſhould add to the preſent haughtineſs of the Dutch. In caſe however of their 
raiſing any further troubles and diſputes, and ſtarting freſh difficulties, I think, as 
their inſolence is prejudicial both to the Company's and my affairs, after ſeeing the

the number of their troops; and perſiſted invariably, in that declaration, maugre all 
my Faden mild and ſevere, and my remonſtrances on the bad conſequences 
vf their non-compliance. They till perſevere in a poſitive denial, and ſay they 
Know not whither Gangaſavah Pilla and Narſingarow went after the taking of Rau- 
dernagor (Tanjore) ; but that they have their receipt, agreeable to which they 
muſt be paid in ſpecie, and they will then deliver up to_ your Highneſs the lands 
and jewels that have been mortgaged to them. I preſſed them particularly cloſe on 
the ſubject of diminiſhing their force; to which they ſaid thus much in reply, that 
this matter reſted on the will of the General of Batavia; that men would come 
from thence to Negapatnam, and would thence be appointed to other ſettlements ; 
and that in thoſe two particular points they begged to be excuſed : for the reſt, 
Tuch as giving up the lands, and taking the money in lieu of them, and fo on, 
they were ready to comply with our defires. When I ſtill continued preſſing on 
this head, they told me they would go to the Governor of Negapatnam, and having 
acquainted him with the particulars I propoſed, would return in a couple of 
days. They went therefore, but the Governor has not ſent them again. On the 
29th inſtant Chinnama Nayer, the Head Dubaſh, with a conſiderable Chitty Man, 
_ and Mahomed Bauker Moonſhee, were ſent hither. I defired Mahomed Auſim 
Khan Behauder, the Dobbeer, Rehemaun Ally Khan, and Mahomed Sydee, to talk 
with them; who enquiring of them the purport of their meſſage, were told, that 
the ſurrender of Narſingarow, and the diminution of their force, could not be 
agreed to; that in thoſe articles they begged leave to be excuſed, but were ready 
to aſſent to the reſt. Auſim uſed various arguments, rough and ſmooth, of one 
kind or other, to gain this point, but they were inflexibly firm in their firſt de- 
clarations. Afterwards Chinnama Nayer alone came to the chamber where I was, and 
told me ſoftly, that out of regard to the welfare of the Circar, he aſſured me it was 
by no means adviſable for us to kindle this matter into a flame; he ſaid this, I ſup- 
poſe, from a probability he had conceived of our being terrified by ſuch expreſſions. 
Fankvered him, that, by the favour of Heaven, we were ſo amply ſupplied with troops 
and implements of war, that we had not the leaſt reaſon to be apprehenſive of 
conſequences ; that the fate of Pondicherry was no ſecret to the world: that 
rom - a friendly and artleſs mode of procedure, we now treat in thoſe mild 
and gentle terms ; but were we :nclined we could ſoon convince them of the 
power we poſſeſs, by ſhutting up all their ſupplies, flopping the commerce of their 
ſettlements, and bringing them in every reſpect to the utmoſt extremity of diſtreſs. 
To which the Dubalh, * Suppoſe,” ſaid he, A perſon ſhould have conducted 
« himſelf in every other reſpect with becoming propriety, but in one inſtance 
« only has been ſo unhappy as to commit a fault, what is he to do?” L 
replied, “ If he has done a fault, let him confeſs that fault and beg forgiveneſs, 
« which by that means ſurely he may-hope to obtain, To ſpeak more plainly, do 
« you but bring hither Gangaſavah Pilla and Narſingarow, and acknowledge the 
& offence you have committed, and all ſhall be excuſed,” He was confoundet 


at this, and faid it was no fault of their's ; he alluded to his orders, which af to 
dn l elwer 
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deliver ſuch a meſſage from the Governor, and he had no authority to enter upon 
other topics. After this, about eight o'clock at night, they took their leave, and returned 
to Negapatnam. Yeſterday the whole day elapſed in expecting the return of their 
Deputies z at night I wrote the Governor a letter, of which, and of his anſwer, 
that arrived this morning, I ſent your Highneſs copies encloſed, which need no 
further comment. The truth is, that from what the Governor writes on the one 
hand, and what the Deputies have ſaid on the other, it 1s evident beyond diſpute 
that they will not conſent to give up Gangaſavah Pilla and Narſingarow, or to 
reduce the number of their forces: in theſe points they diſcover an inexorable 
pertinacy ; and from their thraſonical geſtures and confident conceits, it is plain 
they depend on the arrival of a marine armament z when, if your Highneſs 
ſhould perſiſt in theſe demands, they will do all they can to bring about hoſtilities, 
and put forth their utmoſt efforts in warlike preparations. Hence I have thought 
it incumbent on me to repreſent matters as they appear, without concealment or 
reſerve. 


If then your Highneſs ſhall be pleaſed to order the payment of the ſum ſpecified 
in the receipts of Gangaſavah Pilla and Narſingarow (copies of which, and of the 
deed of ſale, i have already tranſmitted) by which the Circar muſt loſe about 
two Lacks of Pagodas, and ceaſe your demands concerning the delivery of thoſe 
two perſons, and the diminution of their force, there will be then good reaſon 
to expect the concluſion of a peace with the Dutch, and the writings will be 
redeemed; but if not, be pleated only to honour me with diſtinct orders on the 
occaſion, and let the Governor fend his inſtructions to the General, that I may 
proceed to hoſtilities ; and, pleaſe God, in three or four- days we ſhall be in 
poſſeſſion” of the fort of Negapatnam. Nor is it at all inconſiſtent to hope for ſuch 
ſuccels, for at preſent nothing can be more eaſy than to give them a good thraſhing ; 
though after two or four months it will not be poſſible, as they will become 
every day more and more capable of giving us diſturbance, by the coming of their 
ſhips of war with ample ſupplies of men and ſtores ; the preſent therefore is 
the only fair opportunity, more eſpecially as the times ſerm fraught with diſorders, 
and the Clijefs of the Balaghaut countries are burning with reſentment at the cap- 
ture of Raudernagor.F Your Highneſs will be pleaſed to weigh well the benefits 
and advantages, as well as the evils and bad conſequences, that may be produced 
by the circumſtances herein enumerated, and adviſe me of whatever may be 
deemed moſt conducive to the preſent and future welfare of the Circar ; for my 
own part, whatever ſhall ſeem moſt for your Highneſs's intereſt, whether peace 


or war, I am equally ready to execute your commands.

to ſatisfy it, from the departure of thoſe perſons after the capture of Tanjore, and 
feeing more eſpecially that the circumſtance has already been mentioned in my 
former Arruzdaſht, and fully explained by our Deputies to your Highneſs, is, I 
mult beg leave, with all due deference, to obſerve, very unjuſt, and altogether 
unfriendly. Your Highneſs is happy in diſplaying upon all occaſions a quick 
diſcernment, a clear apprehenſion, a love for juſtice, generoſity, and benevo- 
tence ; but this requeſt neither conſiſts with reaſon, nor correſponds to equity or 
good will. x 


Wick regard to the return of our Deputies, as nothing more can be added to

on board five hundred European ſoldiers ; for the reception of whom the Gover- 
nor of Negapatnam has ordered a very large ſhed to be erected to ſerve by way 
of barracks, and yeſterday he diſpatched two large loops and one chelinga 'tis 
ſaid to bring thoſe troops from Jafaypatnam. | 


I am ſorry to inform you, that I do not find the Nabob punctual to perform his 


promiſe as I could wiſh ;- the Sepoys have been ſerved with rice this day ſomewhat 
2 than they have had for ſome days paſt, but there is ſtill a famine among 
the ſervants and other followers of the camp. 


I am not apt to complain, but I do affure you, Sir, that my ſituation at pre- 


ſent is a very diſagreeable one. 


His Highneſs informs me that he has ſettled this buſineſs with the Dutch, and 


that he intends going to Madras in a few days; in conſequence of which he has or- 
dered two troops of his cavalry to proceed to Chingleput, there to wait his ar- 
rival, and to eſcort him to the Preſidency.

Ummeercul-Omrah ſent for 
Mahomed Auſim Khan, and corrected that copy of the treaty in moſt parts where 
it differed from the other.

ſuperiority we poſſeſſed on our firſt arrival at Nagore ſeems totally annihilated. 


The Members of Council from Ne patnam, who are now at Madras, having 
been openly informed by the Governor, and other perſons of note there, have writ- 
ten the Governor of Negapatnam, that the Engliſh Chiefs abſolutely and tags 
| F-22 | ther 
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ther renounce any intention of war with the Dutch; hence therefore they aſſume the 
moſt domineering airs z. and notwithſtanding that Ummeer-ul-Omrah has treated the 
Dutch Counſellors with all the civilities and complailance they could deſite, and 
received them in the moſt warm and friendly manner, the Governor, apprized of 
the Engliſh withdrawing; their aſſiſtance, diſcovers the utmoſt tenaciouſneſs in his 
demands, and ſeems reſolved to ſtand, out. The aim of his double proceedings 
ſeems to be this; that as the Engliſh 1c made themſelves maſters of the country 
about Madras, and are by that enabled to maintain a formidable body of troops in 
this parc of the world, ſo they in Iike manner, having forcibly got poſſeſſion of the 
diſtrits about Negapatnam, may keep a conſiderable force like the Engliſh in this 
country. The Dutch have not their eyes upon Nagore only, their views are much 
more extenſive ; ſo that the withdrawing of the Engliſh, which has brought mat- 
ters to this paſs, has been a pernicious meaſure ; and that not only with regard to 
the injury done to the Circar, but the great damage the Engliſh themſelves will alſo 
receive by the increaſed power of the Dutch, For ſome of the Chiefs of the Ba- 
laghaut, who are enemies to the Circar and the Engliſh, on being apprized of the 
- independency of the Dutch, will naturally have recourſe to Negapatnam ; and by 
promiſing, them the grants of other diſtricts, will ſtrengthen themſelves with their 
alliance; and then the country will become immediately ſubject to the calamities of 
a war, which will be highly prejudicial both to the Circar and the Engliſh, 


. Agreeable to your Highnels's commands, Ihave thus taken the liberty to repreſent, 
without reſerve, what I have ſome time apprehended, as well as what ſtrikes me 
from the preſent face of affairs 3 your Highneſs will pleaſe to purſue ſuch mea- 
ſures. as ſeem beſt in ſuch a ſtate of things. If, immediately on the capture of 
Tanjore, we had, without waiting. at Trivalore, applied ourlelves to the /ei/ling of 
affairs at Nezapainam, how could they have had time to receive advices from 
Japan, &c? agreeable to which ſentiment, I at that time took Ummeer-ul-Omrah 
aſide, and told him that great expedition. in this affair was requiſite.

AFFAIRS here ate as follow-: the Teep for the Dutch is ready; the Coun- 
ſellors who were deputed to me from Negapatnam, after agreeing to the Teep 
and all other propofals, returned thither, and at parting deſired I would fend the 
copy of the Treaty, which they would get executed and bring back with them 
again. I accordingly ſent the Treaty, two articles of which the Dutch at Nega- 
patnam diſputed, and ſent me their objections; the articles are theſe: iſt. That 
the Friends of the Circar ſnould be their friends, and the enemies of the Circar 
“ ſhould be their enemies ;“ and the other, That the forces they have ſent for 
'« more than the uſual eſtabliſhment be returned, and thoſe maintained here be kept 
« at the cuſtomaty number.” To this Ireplied, What then you will not ſign theſe two 
« articles? Well, what matters it, write only this then; That you will never aſſiſt the 
cc enemies of the Circar:” And as to returning the © Supernumerary forces, as you 


have 
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e dave given me your word on that heud, you will cettainly do as you have pro- 
4% "miſed,” But befides this, they Have brought up a_new.demand, which they 
never mentioned before; it is this; That if Nagofe, Topetoor, &c. tountries, 
which they had poſſeſſion of, mould perchance at #4 futute time be. given away, 
they be given to them in preference to others, as tit Rajah Pertaupa Sing had pro- 
miſed them under his hand. On (hearing this out-of-the-way inconſiſtent requeſt, 
I was exceedingly furprifed, and told theim it would be no credit to them to talk 
of ſuch 4 circumſtante, hor was it Worthy of us to liſten to it; that, by the favour 
of God, the Nabob was Maſter of the Carnatick, and would not give a (pa of 
the country away to any one; nor could ſuch a ubs ever be done, and that to 
demand it was altogether a wrong proceeding, For theſe ten days paſt, the Coun- 
ſellors of Negapatnam have not Cotne” near me, and yet every time they come 
they have ſome new perplexing propoſal” to make. The truth is, I have now 
thoroughly perceived that the Du ch are exttemely defigning, ' crafty, faithleſs, 
and miſchle vous, and are of a low dire diſpoſition. I lte got intelligence that the 
Dutch have had letters from Japan, exhorting them to be ſteady, a$ they ſhall be 
able to affiſt them; and that they have written them from Batavia to this effect: 
„Why have you given up Nagore, &c. countries to the Circar without firſt 
% adviſing vs ?” Colonel Bellingham alſo acquainted me with this. |

I am ſecretly informed from Negapatnam, that the Dutch Counſellors who are 

at Madras have written the Governot of Negapatnam, that the Governor of Ma- 
| dras told them, that * He had ſent the Company's forces to Nagore on account of 
the rains, and that he had abſolutely no intention of hoſtility ; that his people 
e ſhould not ſet foot upon one ſpan of their diſtricts:“ the Dutch from hence are 
« become exceedingly arrogant, and are buſied in repairing their fort and barteries, 
I have again ſent for the Counſellors ; when they come 1 ſhall talk with them, 
and whatever is concluded on ſhall ſend your Highneſs advice of it. However, 
I muſt beg your Highneſs will not vex yourſelf about this matter, as perhaps 1 
may be able to ſettle it conſiſtently with your dignity and honour, 


Colanel Bellingham has told me, that from the meaſures the Dutch are taking, 
it will be proper to call the regiment of cavalry from Trivalore: I anſwered him, 
that there was no need of regiments of horſe, and that as the roads were dirty 
many horſes would be lamed ; that four battalions and one regiment of ſoldiers 
might ſuffice, as General Smith had already told me they were enough, and had 
written to the Governor to that purpoſe. Now that it has rained plentifully, 
and the roads are fo muddy, many horſes will be deſtroyed. - The Colonel how- 
_ ever gives this as his opinion, and has alſo written the Governor an account of the 

bad conduct of the Dutch; he has told me too, that he thinks they have a deſign 
of ſurprizing us in the night-time, At night I fleep at the tomb of Cader Sahe b, 
which has alſo been written the Governor. LG ee . |

AFTER the recent ſucceſs of our arms in reducing to the Nabob's obedience 
the fort and kingdom of Tanjore, by which he has acquired fo great an increaſe of 
territory and revenue, and the vigo:ous and chearful-\upport we have given him in- 
his late meaſiires with the Dutch, as far as we could go, conſiſtently with the peace 
and amity ſubſiſting between the Crown of England and the States of Holland; 
after ſuch recent obligations to the Company's affiſtance, and ſuch proofs of the 
ready concurrence of this Government in every meaſure which tends to the advan- 
tage of the Circar, we are ſurprized and concerned that the Nabob ſhould declare, 
that the inactivity, or paſhiveneſs of his friends, has encouraged the Dutch to ar- 
rogance in their negoriations with him. On a review of every thing that has 

aſſed ſince theſe matters were in agitation, we can venture to ſay, that the Dutch: 
fave received no encouragement from the meaſures of this Board, or the operations 
of the army; on the, contrary, it is evident, that if our reſolutions to ſupport 
the Nabob had been leſs firm, and if the army had not co-operated vigorouſly 
with his Son, the Dutch would not ſo cafily have relinquiſhed their acquiſitions. 
in the Tanjore count y. We now proceed to take into confideration the two points 
on which the Nabob deſires to be ſatisfied. Firſt, — Whether, in conſequence of the 
proceedings of the Dutch, and their views to acquiſition in the country, we can 
avowedly chaltiſe them, and keep them to their ancient limits, —The anſwer is 
obvious ; we cannot as ſubjects of Great Britain a& openly and avowedly againſt 
the Dutch, unleſs. ſuch acts ſhall proceed from the neceſſity of. ſelf-defence, as 
long as the treaty of friendſhip between the Crown of England and the States-Ge- 
neral continues in force. As to the ſecond, Whether not appearing openly in the 
chaſtiſement of the Dutch, will we aſſiſt the Nabob with the Company's ſoldiers, . 
and Sepoys belonging to him: If the Nabob-only means by this queſtion, whether 
we will aſſiſt him. with the Company's troops in caſe he is attacked by the Dutch; 
the anſwer is, moſt undoubtedly, we will aſſiſt him, and repel ſuch attacks to the 
utmoſt of our power; but farther we cannot go, until it is evident, on the ſureſt: 
grounds, that the intentions of. the Dutch. are hoſtile to the tranquillity of the: 
Carnatick.. 


Ach ER D, That an anſwer to the Nabob's letter, to the purport of the foregoing: 
general obſervations, be drawn out, and laid before the Board for their approbation.. 


As the Nabob has repeatedly alleged, that the Dutch wilfully. impede the 
negotiations at Nagore by evaſtions and unneceflary delays; the Preſident informs 
the Board, that he this morning defired the Nabob to ſhew bim the terms of ac- 
commodation which he required from the Dutch, that the Board may have the 
ſureſt grounds for their future meaſures, ſnould this negotiation not be terminated: 
in an amicable manner: the Nabob promiſed. to comply with the Preſident's

I undertake therefore to repeat, that the Dutch have in agitation ſomething 
more than defenſive. Four ſhips are arrived at Colombo with men, am- 
munition, and ſtores; I need not ſay how ſoon they may reach Negapatnam from 
thence. Great preparations are making both within and without the fort, and 
every thing on their part has the appearance of an approaching war. 


As to their treating with the Nabob, I ever thought, and now am nearly con- 
vinced, that it was all fineſſe ; His Excellency, I dare ſay, now thinks ſo too, but 
| probably he may not in his letters chuſe ro declare it; for this reaſon I am the

Purſuant to the Minute of yeſterday's Conſultation, an anſwer has been prepared 
to the Nabob's letter of the 21ſt inſtant, which having received the approbation of 
the Board, is ordered to be wrote fair and diſpatched. 


From Governor Wynch to the Nabob of the Carnatich, dated 25th November, 1773. 


I HAVE been honoured with the receipt of your Highneſs's favour of the 2 iſt 
inſtant, with the papers encloſed. The due fapport and protection of your High- 
neſs's government, in all it's juſt rights, being a part of the traſt repoſed in me, I 
cannot but feel in the moſt ſenfible manner every thing which can carry with it 
the leaſt idea of my having been deficient therein, Your Highnefs ſays, that by 
the paſſiveneſs of your friends (meaning evidently the Repreſentatives of the Com- 
| pany) It is certain the Dutch have acquired great arrogance”. In your letter of 

he 21ſt September laft, your Highneſs requeſts that the troops may be ordered to 
march towards the lands belonging to the Tanjore country, which the Dutch keep 
in their poſſeſſion through deceit, and to oblige them to give up the ſaid lands to 
your Highneſs ; that it is not your intention however to quarrel with them, and 
that it will give you great pleaſure to enter into a friendly and amicable negotia- 
tion In anſwer to this, in my letter of the 25th of the ſaid month, I informed 
your Highneſs, that, agreeable to your deſire, General Smith ſhould. be ordered to 
proceed immediately, with the troops under his command, towards the lands in 
queſtion, and, on the requifition of your Son, to aſſiſt him in the recovery of them; 
recommending however, that before force were ufed, every confiſtent endeavour. 
ſhould be employed for the obtainment of them amicably. In conformity to this, 
General Smith was ordered, and he in conſequence marched to the caſt fide of the 
fort of Tanjore; where he was obliged. to remain ſome days for proviſions, and for. 
the junction of. your Highneſs's ſaid Son; who having at length joined him, he con- 
tinued his march towards the lands in queſtion; and I uaderſtand, in conformity to 
his inſtructions, the ſucceeding day after your Son's requiſition of the aſſiſtance was 
made, afforded him that aſſiſtance; and in conſequence, that poſſeſſion —

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end is £1 held of the lands in queſtion, Now give me leave to aſk your Highneſs, 
wherein does this paſſiveneſs on thepart of your friends appear? whether, on the 


contrary, it does not appear they have done every thing your Highneſs yourſelf de- 
fired ; and whether the throwing of ſuch a reflexion upon this Government is a pro- 
per return for ſuch a conduct? The negotiation has all along been entirely in the 
hands of your Highneſs. I ſhall now proceed to reply to the two queſtions your 
Highneſs puis to me; the firſt is; — Seeing the bad proceedings of the Dutch, and 
their views of acquiſition in this country, prejudicial in the higheſt degree to your 


Highneſs, and even to the Company, can I avowedly chaſtiſe the Dutch, and keep 
them in their ancient limits ? 


In anſwer to this, I am to inform your Highneſs, that there is a treaty of peace 
and friendſhip ſubſiſting between the Crown of Great-Britain and the States-Gene- 
ral of Holland, which the ſubjects of both nations are bound duly to obſerve ; and 
that accordingly, as a ſubject of the former nation, bound by that treaty, while that 
treaty continues in force, I cannot avowedly (that is to ſay, as a principal) act 
hoſtilely againſt the ſubjects of the latter nation, unleſs ſuch act ſhall proceed from 
the neceſſity of ſelf-defence. Your Highneſs's ſecond queſtion is, Whether not 
appearing myſelf in the chaſtiſement of the Dutch, will I aſſiſt you with the Com- 
pany's ſoldiers and the Sepoys belonging to your Highneſs ? | 


To which I anſwer, that if your Highneſs's meaning in this queſtion be, whether 
I will aſſiſt you with the Company's troops if attacked in any ſhape by the Dutch; 
my reply is, moſt undoubtedly 1 will aſſiſt you to the utmoſt of my power: but 
if it be as I conclude, whether I will ſend the Company's troops, in the character 
of auxiliaries to your Highneſs, to act offenſively againſt the Dutch in their ancient 
poſſeſſions ; I aniwer,—I cannot, until either by an open act of hoſtility on their 
part, or otherwiſe on the ſureſt grounds, their hoſtile intentions againſt the tran- 
quillity of the Carnatick ſhall be fully proved. |

Behauder, Munſoor Jung, Sepoy Sardar, Mahomed Ally Khan, Subah of the 
Carnatick on one part, and the Honourable Reinier Van Vliſſingen, Governor 
and Director of the Coaſt of Coromandel, &c.

made and concluded for to make increaſe more and more the great friendſhip 
which has a long time ſince ſubſiſted between His Highneſs the Subah and the ſaid 
Company, concerning his being come with his army, and having conquered the 


Fort Tanjore and the countries belonging to that kingdom; to wit, as

Firſt, The Dutch Company acknowledges, and declares to have received, on ac- 
tount of His Highneſs the Subah, a Teep, or obligation, of Collandy Mudaly, 
factor of Mr, Paul Benfield at Madraspatnam, and Nullabaram Tarwaddy of 
Budarſy, the Brother's Son of Buckericery, for 484,545 Pagodas, being 425,000 
new Negapatnam Pagodas, which the ſaid Company has paid for the diſtricts 
bought from the ſubdued Tanjore Prince Tuljaujee Rajah ; conſiſting of the Pro- 
vince Kiwalore, which contajneth eight Maganams ; the ſea towns, Nagore and 
Topetoor, and the Maganam Terpondee, from which amount there has yet been 
deducted or kept back a ſum of 180,000 Pagodas, for which the ſaid Prince had 
before given in pawn jewels, which now unmoleſtedly are ſecured for it, and 
59,545 Pagodas paid by the ſaid Governor and Council for to buy off the duty 
of the money of recognizance and that of elephants. 


Secondly, The ſaid Company promiſes to give over and deliver to Collandy 
Mudaly, factor of Mr. Paul Benfield, and Nullabarum Tarwaddy, factor of Budarſy, 
after the receipt of 180,000 Pagodas, the jewels which have before been given 
in pawn by the Prince for 180,000 Pagodas, which amount afterwards is paſt in

ſaid Governor and Council declaring likewiſe to have from henceforth never the

Thirdly, And becauſe there are, in the aforementioned Teep or obligation of the 
factors of Mr. Paul Renficld and Budarſy, comprehended alſo thoſe 59,545 new Nega- 
patnam as well as Porto Novo Pagodas, which the Company has paid tor to buy off 
the duty of the money of recognizance, amounting to 5000 Pardoes annually, and that 
elephants, conſiſting of one with large teeth and two with ſhort ones for every year; 
the ſaid Governor and Council promiſe to ſend annually the ſaid elephanrs, according 
to cuſtom, to Trivalore, and to deliver the money in ready caſh at Negapatnam to 


him that brings the receipt of His Highneſs for it. 


Fourthly, Whereas the five original bills of fate, and one receipt of Gangaſa- 
vah Pilla and Narſingarow, which are of the tenor as the copies delivered thereof 
to the Circar, have been ſent to Batavia, the Company promiſes alfo to deliver them 
in the month ot June or July, of the enſuing year 1774, to Collandy Mudaly, factor 
of Mr. Paul Benficld ; declaring that, beſides the ſaid bills of ſale of the afore-men- 
tio ed diſtricts and recognizance, they have no others, neither of the Prince him- 


ſelf nor of his Miniſters. 


Fifthly, His Highneſs the Subah has, by the Grace of God, a long time ſince 
been the Lord of this country, the Carnatick, therefore His Highneſs's own flag 
ſhall, by God's bleſſing, always fly at Nagore and Topetoor, places belonging 
to Tanjore. | 

Sixthly, The Company promiſes to deliver up to His Highneſs's people ſuch 
of His Highneſs's people, as well inhabitants as others, that might come for 
ſhelter to 13 as fugitives; as likewiſe is promiſed, on behalf of His 
Highneſs, to deliver up the Company's ſubjects and | awe ſervants that might 
run over into the territories of His Highneſs. N | 


Further, the Honourable Company promiſes to obſerve in all things the former 
cuſtoms ; as, on His Highnels's part, is likewiſe promiſed to ſhew the favour to the 
Honourable Company, to let every thing always be treated and managed according 


to the cuſtom. 


Thus done, contracted, and agreed to at Nagore, and ſigned at Negapatnam, 
in the caſtle, the twenty-third day of the month of November, in the year one 


thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-three.

What you mention 6f my knowledge that the Company have at heart the protec- 
tion of the whole of my poſſeſſions, and that you have ready a proper garriſon to | 
ſtation in the fort of Tanjore, I clearly underſtand. It is very certain that the | 
Governor and Council ſhew their kindneſs in the protection of my poſſeſſions, and, = 
agreeable to wy wiſh, are herein bound, out of the greatneſs of our friendfhip, on 
the part of my beſt friends the Engliſh Eaſt-India Company, and have at all times power 
to afford me aſſiſtance as I may deſire; for which kindneſs I am thankful to them.

for the aſſiſlance of your troops to ſubdue. bis tributary, the Rajah of Tanjore, who 


had, as he repreſented, failed in the engagements he entered into at the late peace; 
and the Committee having alſo laid before us their reaſons for judging it expe- 
dient to acquieſce in the Nabob's requeſt, we were unanimous in our opinion in 
favour of the meaſure for the reaſons ſet forth in our proceedings, witch /hall wait 
upon your Hloucuss by our firſt general diſpatch. * The troops were.accordingly ordered 


to aſſemble at Trichinopoly under the command of General Smith; they marched 


from thence the 3iſt July, and arrived before. the capital of Tanjore the 6th 
Auguſt. The particular occurrences and detail of the ſiege will appear from Ge- 
neral Smith's letters entered in our Conſultations; at preſent we ſhall only inform 
your Honours, that the army broke ground before the place the 2oth'of Auguſt, 
and the, 17th inſtant at noon it was carried by aſſault, with a very inconfiderable loſs. 
The Rajah with his family and principal people are, now priſoners with the Na- 
bob's ſecond Son, tho accompanied the army on this expedition. 3 
3. We haye the pleaſure to acquaint your Honours, that this important con- 
quelt has been made with a more inconfiderable loſs than could have been expected.

4. On the arrival of General Smith with the army at Trivalore, a populous 
village about 14 miles from Negapatnam, he, lodged the Europeans in the Choul- 
tries and Pagodas to ſhelter them from the rains, and waited the reſult of an 
embaſſy ſent by the Nabob's Son, Mader-ul-Mulk, to Negapatnam. At firſt the 
Dutch ſeemed willing to come into the Nabob's meaſures, congratulated him on 
bis ſucceſs, and profeſſed the moſt ſincere attachment to his Government; they 
however, as we are informed, trifled with his Vackeels, put them off with evaſions 
from day to day, and at laſt declared that they would not treat with the Nabob's 
Son, but would fend a deputation from their Council to negotiate with his Father 
at Madras; and we underſtand that the ſaid deputies are now on the road towards 
this place. At the ſame juncture the Nabob received a letter from the Governor 
of N params couched in the moſt evaſive 'and ambiguous terms ; the purport 
of it however was evident, that they did not mean to accede to the Nabob's pro- 
poſals, and that they would not evacuate the diſtricts, nor deliver up the Saneds 
or grants from the Rajah, without orders from Batavia, or their Conſtituents at 
home. This letter, and the others which have paſſed on this ſubje& between the 
Nabob, his Son, and the Dutch, and likewiſe from the Vackeels at Negapatnam, 
will be entered in our Country Correſpondence, From all theſe circumſtances it 
was evident, that the Dutch had nothing more in view from their negotiations 
than to gain time until they could receive reinforcements from Ceylon and Batavia, 
and which they ſeem to e daily, or until the Monſoon was ſo far advanced as 
to tender it impracticable for our troops to act before the month of January, when 
the tranquillity of the Carnatick might be diſturbed by Hyder Ally or the Ma- 
rattas; and the Nabob in a letter having earneſtly preſſed our acting with vigour 
and diſpatch, we met in Conſultation the 2 1ſt inſtant, and after the moſt ſerions

6. In our addreſs to your Honours dated the 2oth ultimo, on "the capture 
of Tanjore, we mentioned in general terms the application of the Nabob for 
the aſſiſtance of the Company's forces effectually to reduce the Rajah, and to 
take poſſeſſion of his fort and country.

4. In our addreſs of the 28th February 1772,“ per Lord North, we expreſſed 
ourſelves very fully on the little reaſon there was to expect that the peace which had 
been fo fuddenly concluded between the Nabob and the Rajah of Tanjore could be 
of any conſiderable duration. It appeared evident. that the Nabob deſiſted from 
the entire conqueſt. of Tanjere, not from any want of- inclination te obtain” ſo 
important an acquiſition, but from an apprehenſion that the Company might-at 
a cohvenient opportunity get poſſeſſion thereof. As to the Rajah, we ſaw plainly 
that his.acceding ta-the terms of the treaty was a mere act of neceſſity, and we had 
no doubt but he would avail himſelf of the firſt favourable opportunity of freeing 
himfelf from his dependence on tlie Nabob. It was on theſe conſiderations that 
we expreſſed an earneſt deſire to obtain your ideas and ſentiments on the conduct 
to be obſerved by this Government, ſhould.it be neceſſary to take a determined 
line with reſpect to the Nabob and the Rajah of Tanjore.

Par. 1. IN our addreſs by the Mercury Packet, we gave your Honours a gene- 
ral idea of the moſt material occurrences in this Government, and endeavoured to 
lay before you a ſuceinct account of the ſteps we had been obliged to take regard- 
ing the Dutch after the reduction of Tanjorez the march of the army, on the re- 
quiſition of the Nabob, to put him in poſſeſſion of the diſtricts wreſted from the 
late Rajah by the Dutch, and the final accompliſhment of this object, after a faint 
ſhew of reſiſtance made by the Dutch guards who were ſtationed in and about Na- 
gore. Previous to our reply to your ſeveral commands of laſt ſeaſon, we ſhall beg 
2 to purſue this ſubject, and relate the moſt material circumſtances until the 
final accommodation of matters between the Nabob and the Government of Nega- 

patnam. It appears to us neceſſary to be circumſtantial on this head, that your 
Pronouns may be furniſhed with ſufficient materials to refute any miſrepreſentations 


in Europe. 


2. Nearly about the time that the Nabob was put in poſſeſſion of Nagore and 
the other diftrifts, a deputation from the Government of Negapatnam arrived at 
this place, with preſents to the Nabob, and congratulations on the ſucceſs of his 
arms againſt the fort of Tanjore. The Chief of the aid deputation, when they 
waited.on our Preſident, preſented, a proteſt on the part of the Dutch Company 
againſt this Government for the aſſiſtance we had afforded the Nabob. 


3. It is not our intention here to enter into a minute defence of our conduct, or 
to deſcend to a particular refutation of the complaints exhibited in the ſaid proteſt; 
the moſt material parts are already anſwered by our proceedings on that ſubje&!; 
to theſe proceedings we beg your Honours. to be referred, in which are contained 
the reaſons Which determined us to afliſt the Nabob in allefting. his juſt claims 
upon the Dutch.

remain at Nagore, a ſea port within three miles of Negapatnam, to give weight to 
the negotiations of his Son with the Dutch; who, notwithſtanding their thundering 
proteſt, were all this time endeavouring to make the beſt bargain they could with 
the Nabob, For the circumſtances and the progreſs of this negotiation, we be 
your Honours will be pleaſed to refer to the Conſultations and the Country Corcer 
pondence : ſuffice it to ſay, that after many evaſions and delays on the. part of the 
Butch, matters were at laſt finally accommodated ; and for your information we 
have tranſmitted a copy of the articles of agreement in the packet. 


5. It is inſerted in the treaty of agreement, that the Dutch at Negapatnam are 
zn every reſpect to conform to their ancient cuſtoms ; from which it was inferred, 
that their military eſtabliſhment was not to be increaſed, and that the troops which 
they had brought to Negapatnam from Ceylon and Batavia ſhould be ſent back as 
oon as opportunities offered: but as this is a ſubje& which has given riſe to a cor- 
xeſpondence between us and Sir Robert Harland, we ſhall have occaſion to write 
more fully upon it in the courſe of this addreſs. 


| 29. Having now replied to your ſeveral commands reſpecting this department 
feceived-in the courſe of the ſeaſon, we ſhall now proceed to give your Honours an 
gecount of our ttanſactions ſince the laſt general advices. : 


30. We informed your Honours immediately on the fall of Tanjore, by the way 
of Bengal and Bombay, of the ſucceſs of your arms on that expedition. Our Con- 
ſultations, which wait upon your Honours by this diſpatch, together with the pro- 
ceedings of the Select Committee that were ſent home in the Mercury, will give 
you a particular account of our deliberations previous to the expedition, and the 
material occurrences during the ſiege. In the courſe of this addreſs we ſhall have 
occaſion to relate the meaſures which we wiſhed the Nabob to adopt for the ſecu- 
rity of this important conqueſt. | 


39. Vour Honours will perceive, by a reference to our Conſultations, a letter 
addreſſed to us by Sir Robert HarlandF, regarding the warlike preparations of the 
Dutch at Negapatnam, and deſiring to receive from us a particular account there- 


of, repreſenting chat the ſuddenneſs of this armament, made it a matter of conſe- 


quence that Gernment ſhould be made fully acquainted. with it. Our reply con- 
tained the fulleſt and moſt authentic intelligence that we could procure. In a few 


days we received another letter from Sir Robert Harland, communicating his appre- 
henſions from the preparations which the Dutch were making at Negapatnam, and 


offering to remonſtrate agaivit their keeping ſuch a force upon the Coaſt, if we were 
of opinion that their preparations indicated any hoſtile intentions. We are at all 


times ready to co-operate with Sir Robert Harland in meaſures wherein his influence 


or the force under his command can be uſed bag pun advantage; but in the caſe 
mo before us, it did not appear that any good purpoſe would be anſwered by

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calling in the Admiral. We had reaſan to think that the Duehqngeally intend. 
ed to afford aſſiſtance to the Rajah of Tanjore, and for that purpoſe drew troops 
from Ceylon and Batavia; but theſe troops were afterwards; kept for their own ſe- 
curity, while the Nabob was treating with them at the head of a large army, with- 
in three miles of their Settlement, Should the Dutch however make an actual 
increaſe of their ſtanding military eſtabliſhment at Negapatnam, and ſhew, by war- 
like preparations, that they have other views beſides the defence of their ancient 
poſſeſſions, we ſhall then think it proper to remonſtrate againſt ſuch proceedings. 
Our reply+ was to this purpoſe, and we declined in polite terms recommending 
the meaſure which he propoſed ; and here the correſpondence dropt. 


50. By a reference to our conſultations the 273th and 28th Septemberf, your 
Honours will perceive our preſſing repreſentations to the Nabob on the expediency of provid- 
ing for the ſecurity of bis new conqueſt, by admitting a garriſon of Company's troops into 
" *Tanyjore ; you will further obſerve. his determination not to he in what we recommend- 
ed; and in our minutes are fully fer forth the reaſons for our not proceeding any 
further in puſhing the meaſure at that juncture. But when the danger of an inva- 
"ion from the Marattas called upon us, the protectors of the country, to provide for 
the ſecurity of the whole, we then addreſſed a letter to the;Naboby, repreſenting 
the bad conſequences which might ariſe from truſting ſolely to his own troops for 
the defence of Tanjore. To this letter we have not received any anſwer, but, ac- 
. cording to his uſual mode, it is probable we ſhall receive it after we have cloſed 
our diſpatches. Whatever line the Nabob may adopt, we have the ſatis faction to 
reflect that we have not been deficient in our duty, in recommending thoſe mea- 
ſures which appeared to us the moſt for the ſecurity and welfare of his country.

No perſuaſions, however, could induce him to concur in reſtoring the Rajab; he 
faid he would not oppoſe the execution of your orders, but would never conſent to

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give up the Tanjore country. So circumſtanced, we determined, in conſequence 
of the orders you had been pleaſed to ſend us by the Grenville, to reſtore the Ra-

:gth May; and we have now the pleaſure to tell you, that the Rajah is put into the 
poſſeſſion of the whole country his Father held in 1762,* when the treaty was con-

His fort is not only garriſoned by your troops, but his country protected by them 
alſo. He has, on this account, engaged to pay into your caſh 4, 0, ooo Pagodas an- 
nually ; and will keep no other troops himſelf, but what are neceſſary for his guards; 
the number not to exceed 500. We have the greater ſatisfaction in informing you 
of this, as every meaſure we have taken, has been at his requeſt. peck 


And the encloſed copy of the Rajah's letter will, we flatter ourſelves, give your 
Honours perfect ſatisfaction. We did not think it right to accept any additional coun- 
try near Deva Cotah. We have complied with the Rajah's requeſt in all other re-

I ſhall ever conſider myſelf as nouriſhed and protected by the Company; and 
ſhall therefore never aſſiſt or ſuccour their enemies. No meaſure ſhall ever 
proceed from me that is contrary to their intereſts 5. nor will I ever ſet on foot any 
connexion with other Powers, without the Company's conſent. This I have writ- 
ten, as a means of increaſing the friendſhip that is between us. In the preſent con- 
dition of my country, the placing a garriſon of the Engliſh troops in the fort and city 
of Tanjore is exceedingly neceſſary ; but, beſides this garriſon, if the Company will 
allow ſome more troops likewiſe for the protection of my whole country, this alſo will 
be highly proper. It, by the favour of Heaven, this be put into execution, neither I 
nor any of my family will need to apprehend that the calamities of war will fall upon 
this country again; and if the Company wilt only favour me thus far, I will, with 
pleaſure, aſſign them out of my revenues the ſumot four Lacks of Pagodas per annum 
for their military expenſes. The mode of pay ment as follows: November 20,000, 
December 40,000, January 40,000, February 100,000, March 100,000, April.

For my body- guard, I ſhall keep a body of men, from one ßundred to. ve hun- 
dred; and I want not to have one man, either horſe or foot, more than. that number. 


As my finances are in utter diſorder, and the ſtate of my country all in confu- | 


fion, I muſt throw myſelf on the Company for my prelent ſupport; I therefore 
wiſh them to buy of me, at a reaſonable rate, all the grain of the preſent year, ex- 
cepting what my country may be in need of. By this meaſure the Company will 


not be burthened, and I ſhall be enabled to defray the expenſes-of my government, 
without running in debt. . 


Finally, as the fort of Deva Cotah, has no country annexed to it, I beg the 
Company will take what they think proper as a dependency thereon.

wer and influence may daily increaſe, and that your colours may be always ſpread 
this country, for the prefervation of thoſe, who, like myſelf, look up to you for

Permit me to lay before you ſome of thoſe inſtances of friendſhip which my an- 
ceſtors and myſelf have ſhewn to the Nabob, and the very bad return he has made 
for them: - When Chunda Khan, aſſiſted by the French and Hidaid Moden Khän, 
had poſſeſſed themſelves of the Carnatick, had killed the Nabob's Father, and be- 
ſieged himſelf in the fort of Trichinopoly, my Father, Rajah Pertaupa Sing, at the 
requeſt of the Engliſh, aſſiſted him with money and troops, and gave him the head 
of his enemy, Chunda Khan, | 


Some time after, during the war with Myſore, when Lord Pigot formerly go- 
verned Madras, the farther aſſiſtance of a like nature, which was given to enable 
him to vanquiſh his enemies, is well known to you. - | 


When the French, under Mr. Lally, befieged the garriſon of Fort St. George, 
the Nabob, his wife and children, were obliged to take refuge in it; the gentlemen 
of Madras having ſent him on board a ſhip to Negapatnam, we offered him cvery 
alſiſtance and relief; invited him to Tanjore, treated him there with the utmoſt 
reſpect and attention, and ſent him with an eſcort to Trichinopoly. 


Beſore his Lordſhip departed for Europe the French were all overcome, and 
the peaceable poſſeſhon of the Carnatick was delivered over to the Nabob: his 


Lor — knowing the aſſiſtance this country had afforded, and being willing that 
weſh 


| d remain on a good footing with the Nabob, he concluded a treaty in 
the year 1762, which was guarantied by the Engliſh, and which 1 have ſtrictly 
abided by. Some time after, when the N abob marched ever the Ghaut to invade 
Hyder Ally, both he and the Engliſh defired that I would aſſiſt him with money 
and troops, which I accordingly did : it was agreed that whatever forces I ſent to 
the aſſiſtance of the Subahdar of Arcot ſhould be paid by me, and that the extra- 
ordinary expenſes and Batta incurred ſhould be deducted out of the annual Peſhcuſh : 
when 1 endeavoured to ſettle with the Nabob in this manner he would not look 
at my accounts, but declared to the Gentlemen then in the Government that [ 


. refuſed to pay the Peſhcuſh, and laid many other falſe accuſations to my charge. 


I made every circumſtance of my caſe known. to my Vackeel at Madras, and 
defired that he would communicate it to the Gentlemen in charge of the Company's 
affairs, but the Nabob would not allow him to go near them. In the year 1771, 


he ſent an army under his eldeſt Son againſt my country, which deſtroyed a great 


art of it, and did me great miſchief ; he at laſt forced my conſent to give him 
ity Lacks of Rupees, twelve Lacks and a half of which was paid down in ready 
money ; the remainder was to be paid in two years; ſome countries were given 


* a mortgage for this amount, and the Nabob ſent his own to take charge 
7 o injured the country very much. Beſides the itipulated fifty ——

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during the years 1771 and 1 Woh the Peſhcuſh paid amounted to eight Lacks 
more: I gave one and a half Lack as a preſent to the Nabob's eldeſt Son: for 
the expenſes of the people at Madras I paid Rupees 52,382 : 12 Annas; ſo that 
notwithſtanding the collections made in the country during two years, and the 
121 Lacks paid down in ready money, there remained a balance due of Rupees 
11,63, 110: 6.) eleven Lacks, fixty-three thouſand one hundred and ten, and 
75 and a half Annas. The Nabob having declared he would not diſtreſs my 
country, I mortgaged to Mr. Benfield thoſe diſtricts which were formerly in the 
poſſeſſion of the Nabob; and when this Gentleman's Dubaſh came to Tanjore, I 
got him to write a Teep for the amount of this balance, payable by one of the 
people about the Nabob, and which was ſent to Madras and delivered to him: 
upon receiving it he declared that his accounts with me were ſettled, and that he 
had no further demands upon me. Things were thus ſituated, when the Nabob, 
Having forgot all the good offices that were done for him, and being determined, 
through the moſt deceitful and unjuſtifiable means, to get poſſeſſion of my king- 
dom, he vſed his influence with Mr. Benfield and his Dubaſh ; ſent for the latter 
down to Madras, made him declare that hehad never wrotetheabove-mentionedTeep, 
and prevailed upon him to raiſe many other aſperſions to my prejudice : the Nabob 
had equal influence with thoſe in charge of your affairs at Madras; and in the 
year 1773 he ſent an army againft me under the command of his ſecond Son, who 
took my fort, put myſelf and my family in cloſe confinement, ſtripped me of 
my cloaths, my jewels, my elephants, my horſes, and every thing about me that 
was valuable; he hkewiſe plundered my fort, my treaſury, my armoury, and 
practiſed an unheard-of cruelty in even robbing my women of the ornaments 
-wore : according to the accounts taken, he carried away to the amount of one 
Crore, five Lacks, and ten thoufand Pagodas: he enjoyed the revenues of my 
country for two years and a half, in which he collected fifty Lacks of Pagodas 
more, and reduced it to a ſtate of the utmoſt poverty and diſtreſs. | 


The Nabob having heard by a ſhip from Europe, that Lord Pigot was coming 
to take charge of the Government, he gave Mr. Benfield and others Tuncaws upon 
the Tanjore country, to what amount he thought proper. After his Lordſhip's ar- 
rival at Madras, before he came to Tanjore, or ſent an Engliſh garriſon to take poſ- 
ſefffon of it, I remained a clofe prifoner, under conſtant apprehenfion of being cut 
off; from this dreadful ſituation his Lordſhip releaſed me, and put me in full poſſeſ- 
fron of my fort and of my kingdom. Before Lord Pigot's arrival, the Nabob car- 
ried away the guns and every thing elſe that was valuable in the fort, and left only 
the bare walls deſtitute of every thing! this was ſeen by his Lordſhip; who, after 
having enquired into the ſtate of my finances, and every thing elſe relating to me, 
departed for Madras. An account of the whole will be ſeen by you in his Lord- 
ſhip's letters, and in that which I have addreffed to him, dated Tanjore, the 13th 


April 1776. |

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The Nabob has not as yet quitted all thoughts of governing this country, and he 
is uſing every means to diſtreſs me, that his invention can point out to him; he ſtill 
with-holds from me the countries of Arny and Hanamantagoody, together with 
ſome other forts which were declared to be mine by the treaty concluded in the 

| year 1762. This year the Cavery flowed to an extraordinary height, and broke 
| down the bank near Kellore, which ſeparates it from the Coleroon; if it is not re- 
”  -paired, the country can produce no crop, as the water of that river which fertilizes 
the ſoil, would then run into the Coleroon, and by that channel fall uſeleſs into the 
ſea; when any part of the bank is demoliſhed, we always dug earth in the Trichi- 
nopoly country for the repair of it; but the Nabob will not allow of this at pre- 

| ſent, though it has been cuſtomary to do ſo for upwards of 100 years. 

When he heard, that the kingdom was to be reſtored to me, he gave all his cre- 
ditors Tuncaws upon the country for double the amount of their debts, and after 
my reſtoration he conferred on me a freſh inſtance of his regard, by throwing this 
- burthen from off himſelf, and by endeavouring to make me pay the balance due to 
the Tunkadars; it does not appear juſt that I ſhould diſcharge his debts, after he

The ſum of one Lack of Pagodas, over and above what the country can produce, 
is now wanted as an advance to the farmers, and for the repair of the bank; as my 
finances are ſo circumſcribed, and as the Nabob watches every opportunity of in- 
- Juring me, I dread the evils which his treacherous, zemper may involve me in, my 
whole dependence is upon the Company; I know that they will never ſwerve from 
the path of juſtice ; what they have done. for me will be as laſting as the moon, and 
I place the moſt thorough confidence in their friendſhip. 


I am informed, that Colonel Stuart is coming to take the command at Tanjore ; 
- if he does, I fear he will interfere in the affairs of government, and foment diffe- 
Y rences betwixt me and the Governor and Council. 


Had you not been pleaſed to ſend Lord Pigot to relieve me from priſon, I ſhould 
before now have been deprived of my life and of my honour. I am at a loſs to ex- 
-preſs my gratitude to his Lordſhip for having, by your direction, relieved me from 
priſon, tor reſtoring me to my kingdom, and for the great reſpect and attention he 

was pleaſed to ſhew me; judge then of my diſtreſs at hearing of his confinement,

I feel much concern in obſerving the complaints which have been made to your 
Highneſs by Tondiman and Ally Newaz Khan, of the diſturbances occafioned in 
diſtricts of your country by the inhabitants of Tanjore; this matter I will im- 
mediately repreſent to the Rajah, and at the ſame time point out to him the 
neceſſity of taking ſuch effectual meaſures as may prevent the Ike complaints in 


future, 


The Rajah of Tanjore having repeatedly repreſented to this Government the dif- 
Kevlties he has met with in repairiag the Annacut, I am under the neceſſity of 
repeating to your Highneſs my former requeſt, that you will be pleaſed to give 
ſuch orders as may be neceſſary, that no aſſiſtance may be withheld from the Ra- 
Jah's people in repairing the Annacut, in like manner as was cuſtomary in the time 
of Pertaupa Sing. 1 | 


Now that your dominions are in perfect tranquillity, and that your Highneſs is 
Freed from every apprehenſion of either foreign or domeſtic trouble, the harmony 
and unanimity that ſo happily ſubſiſts between your Highneſs and this Govern- 
ment, and the earneſt defire I have, that not only your revenues ſhould be im- 
proved, but that your country and government ſhould experience every kind of 

oſperity and ſucceſs, induced me to believe your Highneſs will pardon the liberty 

YE in requeſting your attention at this period to the ſtate and ſituation of your 
affairs. . | | A $a: wa ** ; 


Na Power or State can be in a condition to make a proper exention of their force 
in times of neceſſity and danger, the expenſe of whos peace - eſtabliſnment exceeds 
their annual income; the time of profound peace is the proper time to form and 
execute plans of reformation. Your. own intereſts and dignity as a Prince, and 
your peace and quiet as an. individual, depend upon your calculating: your expen- 
is in proportion to your revenues; and the. more independent you are with reſpect 
to finance, the more conſiderable you will appear, not only in the eyes of the 
Company, but of the Crown of Great Britain, and allo of the neighbouring Euro-

pean and Country Powers. 
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I do not preſume to dictate, or interfere in the preciſe mode of this wiſhed-for 
reform; your own wiſdom will ſuggeſt, that what is not abſolutely neceſſary ought _ 
to be retrenched ; and this conduct, believe me, Sir, will ſhew real magnanimity. 


Your Highneſs knows my ſentiments with reſpect to you ſo well, that I truſt I 
ſhall need no apology for having faid ſo much. In the ſtation that I have the ho- 
nour to hold, there is nothing 1 wiſh more fincerely than your happineſs ; believ- 
ing this reform a neceſſary ſtep towards your attaining it, my regard to your High- 
© nels, as well as duty to the Company, have prompted me to be thus explicit. 


Hon the Nabob of the Carnatick to Governor Strutton, dated 2d February, 177% 


I HAVE received and peruſed your letter of the 2gth October 1776 in which 
you ſay, that Lord Pigot laſt June acquainted me with reſpect to the affair of Hana- 
mantagoody, that after the records had been conſulted, it was found, by my own in- 
ſtructions to Mr. Du Pre, that Hanamantagoody was ia the poſſeſſion of the Rajah 
in the year 1762; and therefore, in purſuance of the Company's orders, that it ap- 

eared to you and the Council it ought to be reſtored to the Rajah, and that you 
— it would appear in the ſame light to me. I have ſearched for a copy of the 
ſaid inſtructions in my office, but cannot find it; be kind enough to ſend thoſe in- 
ſtructions for my peruſal, Hanamantagoody does not belong to Tanjore, but to 
the diſtrict of Ramanaut. 


In the Government of Mr. Du Pre, Tuljaujee, notwithſtanding the ſaid Gover- 
nor and I forbad him, drew out his army againſt Ramanaut, which is tributary 
to me; and if he had taken it, it would not have belonged to the Talook of Tan- 
jore. In the ſame manner Hanamantagoody is in the Talook of Ramanaut; and 
though Tuljaujec's Father took poſſeſhon of it in the year 1762, yet nevertheleſs 
it does not belong to Tanjore. I was not pleaſed with the treaty of Tanjore made 
the ſame year, as may be ſeen by my letter to Lord Pigot of the 17th July 1762, 
and Mr, Palk and others can teſtify Lord Pigot's tyrannical and violent conduct in 
the execution of this buſineſs. The agreement that was made regarded Tanjore only, 
not every diſtrict which was at that time unlawfully in the poſſeſſion of the Tanjore- 
ans, for which there is alſo an agreement made. When thoſe inſtructions were deli- 
vered to Mr. Du Pre, you, Sir, who was one compoling the Council, looked upon 
theſe inſtructions as binding. a WITTY 12 | 


That ſame Mr, Du Pre, who is very wiſe and clever, in the time of his Government, 
and when Mr. Haſtings was here, (whoſe conduct the King of Great Britain, the 
Parliament, and the Company, have ſo much approved, and whom they have ap- 
pointed their Naib) ſettled the affairs of Tanjore in the year 1771. Tuljaujee wrote 
me letters to give up Coiladdy, Arny, Hanamantagoody, Vellum+, and Elan- 
gad, when he was very ſtrong in Tanjore, and when the Maratta army had 
paſſed the Payenghaut to- his aſſiſtance, which they both approved; and the 
King of Great Britain's Miniſter, Sir John Lindſay, and Admiral Harland,

As you have wrote me I ſhould have aſſiſted as formerly, but that the people of 
Tanjore are unſpeakably troubleſome, I have encloſed your letters from Rehemaun 
Ally Khan on this ſubject. : ;

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L am very thankful and grateful for what you have wrote to me concerning the 
leſſening wy expenſes, and ſettling my buſineſs, which. I know proceeds from the 
greatneſs of your friendſhip and the warmth of your heart. I have formerly ac- 
quainted you very particularly, that on account of Tanjore, my debts and the pay 
of my army was increaſed. Without receiving the arrears-due to my army and cre- 
ditors, I ſhall meet with great difficultics in ſettling my affairs, which gives me great 
uneaſineſs, I have leſſened my expenſes as much as poſſible, Agreeable to what I 
have wrote, you certainly will do me the favour to baniſh. my. difficulties and the 
uneaſineſs of my mind.

ſum the people at Negapatnam paid me a part only, and the remainder continued 
due by them at the time Ummeer-ul-Omrah took my kingdom in the year of the 
Phaſely 1183 and they have never paid that balance, nor have they ſettled their 
accounts. Part of the money I received was given to the Nabob, and part was 
given to my people; the remainder continued in the country in ready money, 
and was carried away by Ummeer-ul-Omrah with the reſt of my effects. 


My reaſons for diſpoſing of the above countries were as follows. . When Om- 
dat-ul-Omrah firſt came, attacked my country, and forced my conſent to pay 
him fifty Lacks of Rupees, I gave ſome part of that ſum in ready money; and 
that he might receive the remainder in the ſpace of two years, he made me 
mortgage to him a part of my country. In the countries thus mortgaged he ſtationed 
his own people, and made them collect the revenues; but having declared that 
he could not by this means receive his money in the time limited, and having 
threatened me with the conſequences of mot paying it, to make up the deficiency 
that might be in theſe mortgages I gave part of my country as a mortgage to the 
Negapatnam people; upon which I received a loan from them, and thus paid the 
whole amount of what was due to the Nabob, together with the ſum of fifty 
Lacks of Rupees ſtipulated. I paid the Nabob the Peſhcuſh for two years; by 
this means I bad no money to Pay my people, or to anſwer my own expenſes. 
When I was labouring under theſe various difficulties, the Nabob thought it a 
proper time to invade my country, and therefore ſent his ſecond Son, Mader-ul- 
Mulk, with an army for that purpoſe. As I was in diſtreſs for money to give 
my people, and as the Negapatnam people had failed qf their engagements, I 
determined to ſell theſe diſtricts to them; for when 1 endeavoured to borrow 
money at Madras, the Nabob prevented. the people there from lending it. It was 
therefore my misfortune to be obliged. to borrow money from the Dutch, and, as 
the laſt reſource, to diſpoſe of my country. n Jpn | .

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The whole of Mannargoody was mortgaged to Mr. Benfield on account of 
his debts; all the money collected in this diſtrict was entered in the Combeconum 
accounts, and muſt have been received by him when collected. As the accounts 
have been carried away, and as the Mutteſeddy, Subaraw, who kept the treaſury 
accounts, is gone to Madras, the amount of Mr. Benfield's. receipts are not 
known. N | | 


The above ſtatement is made out from vouchers, yet the particulars are not 
known to me, as the Nabob'carried away the accounts. SomeTnoney muſt have been 
received from the Combeconum Treaſury by the European Tuncawdars, which cannot 
be known in the abſence of the Mutteſeddy and of the accounts, nor can it ever be 
known until theſe accounts come here to be examined. Should any perſon be cu- 
riousto know what grain has been received by the Tuncawdars, how much grain has- 
been collected and marked, and what part of it was damaged, I muſt inform 
them, that the cuſtom of my country is, after the farmers Woe received their 

roportion, to fix a price for the Government's ſhare of the grain, at which rate it 
is delivered over and paid for by the farmers ; but no grain has ever been received 
from them in lieu of revenue. The Nabob, however, knowing that the country: 
would not continue with him, and that he had not time to raiſe collections from the 
farmers,. received grain, heaped it up, marked it, and thus left room for diſpute. 
But the Nabob's Tuncawdars have nothing to do with the grain; their accounts are 
not well known here, and the balance due to them, over and above what they 
have received from the farmers, muſt be diſcharged by the Nabob.

Account of Tuncaws and Towjees given by the Nabob to his Creditors and Servants on the- 
* Tanjore Country, in the Year 1185 of the Phaſely. 


In the year 1185 of the Phaſely, when the Tanjore country remained in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Nabob, he having heard that Lord Pigot was coming from England, 
made haſte to give his creditors and ſervants Tuncaws upon that country. After 
Lord Pigot arrived from England, and was endeayouring to procure the reſtoration 
of Tanjore,. he gave many more Tuncaws and Towjees to Europeans and to his ſer- 
vants; the amount of theſe, and of the money ſent to him, was Chuckrams.

The foregoing, is an account of ſome part only of the Tuncaws and Towjees, 
which were given when Lord Pigot was uſing his influence with the Nabob to 
reſtore Tanjore; the Nabob knowing that the kingdom wauld not continue with 
him, was unbounded in his grants to Europeans and others, As the Nabob 
granted Tuncaws and Towjees both before and after Lord Pigot's arrival, I have 
not been able to-diſtinguiſh, ſuch people as received them at theſe different times ; 
particularly as the Nabob carried away the accounts out of the country, and many 
of them were defrayed by the Mutteſeddies: the above ſtatement. was taken from 
ſuch accounts as have fallen into my hands; if they: are in any. reſpect defective, the 
errors will be cleared. up when the. proper accounts. are examined. The Nabob 
continued to, give Tupgaws upon the Tanjore Councry until the Dobbeer Punt ar- 
rived at Arrialore. The above is taken from the accounts in my poſſaſſion.

N. B. The above account was tranſmitted from Tanjote in Chuckrams, which I 
have exchanged into Pagodas, as the other is a coin little known; the different 
calculations were made by people well acquainted wich the rates of exchange; and 
I have literally tranſlated their accounts, and examined them according to the fol-

I AM favoured with the letter you were pleaſed to addreſs to me, dated aõth 
December; in it you ſay, That you had frequently wrote me concerning the 
« claims of the Nabob upon the Tanjore country, and of the reſolutions made in 
% conſequence by the Governor and Council; that you very much regret being 
again obliged to addreſs me upon the ſame ſubject. The opinion of the Preſident 
„ and Council was, that during the time my country remained in the hands of the 
„% Nabob, he ſhould receive the government ſhare of that crop he ſowed and 
<< rearedz and if he had mortgaged that ſhare to any one, that ſuch mortgage 
& ſhould be made good by me: this being your determination, you were much 
4 ſurpriſed at my having evaded a compliance with it, and at my not having given 
% one favourable anſwer to the letters you wrote me.” | 


IT am ſurpriſed at your ſaying, that I have not wrote you one anſwer to the letters 
you ſent me concerning the claims of the Nabob, and the reſolutions of the Council 
concerning them; to your letter of the 10th December on that ſubje& I ſent an 
immediate anſwer, and I have done the ſame to all the ſucceeding ones: but after 
doing fo, if you cenſure me for not having wrote to you, what can I ſay? When Mr. 
Benfield came to this country, you ſent by him a letter, dated the 5th September; 
the contents of it were as follows: In a letter addreſſed to you ſome time ago by 
Lord Pigot, he: ſtated the claims of Mr. Benfield, and the reſolutions formed 
by the Council in conſequence. Mr. Benfield is only entitled te the govern- 
« ment's ſhare of the crop; you will act juſtly, and limit a proper time for the 
„ payment of it; pay attention to the letter wrote you by Lord Pigot ; Mr. Ben- 
field is defirous to wait upon you on his own private buſineſs;“ together with 
ſome other things of a like nature. My anſwer at that time was, My Lord 
«©. Pigot has wrote nothing to me concerning Mr. Benfield's buſineſs; I have no 
* knowledge of it, nor do J underſtand the meaning of your letter; you will there- 
fore be pleaſed to ſend me the letter wrote by Lord Pigot, together with the re- 
«. ſolutions of Council: 1 ſhall enquire what is juſt to be done, and act in conſe- 

- « quence,” After the expiration of a month and ſome days, you on the 21ſt of 
October wrote me, With regard to Mr. Benfield's buſineſs, according to the reſo- 

_ « lutions of Council, and the letter wrote to you by Lord Pigot, the burthen of 
4 theſe claims are thrown upon you; we beg of you to act juſtly upon the occaſion, 
as this buſineſs entirely depends upon you. We now ſend you copy of the 
letter addreſſed to you by Lord Pigot in conſequence of the reſolutions of 
Council, and we deſire that you will attend to it.“ | 
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I then too wrote to you, That Lord Pigot had addrefſed no ſuch letter to me; 

that I had wrote you before I knew nothing of it, and that my firſt information 
arxoſe from the copy you then ſent me.” You, from your enquiries, muſt now 
certainly know whether it is true or falſe that Lord Pigot addreſſed ſuch a letter

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to me. When the original is no where to be found, what am I to think of your 


now Tending me a copy? For theſe reaſons you on the 1oth December rate me, 
Lord Pigot wrote a letter to you, dated zoth Auguſt, and we addrefl-& you one. 


* on the 21ſt October, which you muſt have received : in theſe we into mol yous 
that after having made ſtrict enquiry, , we found that the governmen.'s thare of 
„ the revenues of your country for the laſt year juſtly belonged to the Nabob. be- 
„ cauſe he advanced money, ſowed the ground, and reared the crop, during the 
time the country remained in his hands; we therefore earncitly .equeſt ot you to 
e give orders for making out true and juſt accounts of the gove: nment's ſhare, to- 
r gether with the accounts given in by the farmers to the Circar, and that ydu diſ- 
patch theſe accounts immediately to us: if you properly contider this requeſt, 
* you will think it juſt and reaſonable” with many other things to the ſame pur- 


pole, I on the 24th wrote you an anſwer as follows: ** I have twice informed you 


* that Lord Pigot has not addre ſſed me on the ſubject you mentioned. The Na- 
* bob took my kingdom by force, carried away my jewels, my furniture, my 
©: horſes, elephants, and other cattle; plundered my houſes, my treaſury, and my 
% armoury, and enjoyed the revenues of my country for two years and a half, 
collected a great ſum of money in it, and carried away all the accounts and re- 
«cords belonging to the kingdom. After having ſuſtained theſe loſſes by the 
6 Nabob, 'ſhould all of them be forgot? or does it appear juſt that I ſhould pay 
him the produce of my country becauſe he ſowed the ground? Such a reſolution 
* 'was never ſeen or heard of.“ My anſwer contains many other arguments, which 
J hope will prove convincing, if you are pleafed to examine them; theſe anſwers 
immediately ſucceeded your letters, and I am very unhappy to ſee you perſevere, in 
ſaying that I have paid no attention to them; I have therefore recapitulated ſome 
part of what I wrote before. Ak N | 11.27 


I ſome time ago gave orders reſpecting the grain which Mr. Benfield has heaped 
up in . and with regard to the money due to him by the farmers, I 
Have de ſired that he would bring true and authenticated accounts of that money, 
that I might limit a time for the * of it, proportionable to the ability of his 
ereditors ; the neceſſary orders for ſtopping this money, out of the inhabitants 
ſbate of ile etop have been ſent to the Ryots and Amuldars. Mr. Benfield's Go- 


maſtah is now preſent here, and overſees his affairs. In every thing that is juſt 1 


wilingly obey the Governor and Council; if they, out of their regard for my 
kingdom, will be pleaſed to examine the arguments 1 have made uſe of, 1 doubt 
not hut they will think them juſt and proper; ſhould this happily be the caſe, my 
ingdom will be protected, and great honour will ariſe to the Company: I am cer- 
rein that the Engliſh Company will never deviate from the path of -juſtice, and in 
that e find ſecurity, With regard to the propriety of the argument you 
make uſe of, that whoever ſows the land ſhould reap the crop, I made anſwer to it 
in my letter of the 24th'; but as it is repeated in the letter now before me, 1'muſt 
again lay my reaſons before you, which I ſhall endeavour to do in the coneiſeſt 
manner. The year the Nabob took my country from me by force, I ſowed the 
' round, and he received the whole produce of it; the laſt year likewiſe, _ _ 
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Nabob ſowed the ground, he received almoſt all of that crop likewiſe, When the 
Company Were ſo good as to reſtore me to my kingdom, what remained to be col- 
lefted in it Was very anne and not ſufficient to pay my expenſes. If it is juſt, 
that becauſe the Nabob ſowed the ground laſt year, he ſhould poſſeſs that part of 
the revenue collected by him, and that I ſhould reſtore that part which was received 
by me, it muſt likewiſe be juſt that the Nabob make reſtitution of the whole pro- 
| 0 e of my country the year he forced it away from me. You were pleaſed to ſay, if 
the Government's ſhare of laſt year's crop was mortgaged to any one, that I ſhould 
make good that mortgage :—give'me leave to ſtate this circumſtance ;—Suppoſe any 
one was to mortgage your goods without your conſent, and that your own was 
again reſtored to you, who would you think anſwerable for'the mortgage ? but this 
though could not have eſcaped your wiſdom, and why ſhould I mention it? 


Tou have further wrote me as follows; I know it will be difficult to make 
«« juſt accounts of what is due from your country to the Nabob; he ſays, that it 
4 will be impoſſible for him to do it without the aſſiſtance of Dobbeer Pundit, 
« as he kept the whole accounts, and managed the affairs of the country, and 
<< therefore they can be ſettled by him only; the Company will demand theſe ac- 
«© counts from us, I therefore deſire, that you will give immediate orders to the 
„ Dobbeer Pundit, to Nandiga, Ameer Shing Moonſhey, to his Muttaſuddy, 
«© Amuldar, and Parſhcar, to repair here without loſs of time; and that they may 
<© not be in any danger on the road, I have ordered Colonel Harper to ſend an 
eſcort of ſepoys along with them: upon their arrival here, they ſhall be made to 
« ſtate true accounts of what balance is due to the Nabob and to his creditors, 
«© and copies of theſe. accounts ſhall be forwarded to you; but as the ſettling of 
* them will take up much time, a ſum of money muſt be paid immediately to the 
«© Nabob ; this you muſt find means to perform, and as the Company have a right 
«© to enforce ſuch payments, I defire that you will comply with the reſolution we 
„have made reſpecting you.” The Dobbeer Pundit, Ameer Shing Moonſhey, and 
the other Muttaſuddies, have always been my ſubjects, and not ſubjects to the Nabob; 
for two years and a half that he poſſe ſſed the Tanjore country, he forced them into 
his ſervice. When the Company were pleaſed to reſtore me to my kingdom, I told 
Lord Pigot, that as the accounts belonging to it were known to the Dobbeer Pundit 
and Muttaſuddies only, it would be ĩmpoſſible to govern the kingdom without them. 
and that they muſt therefore be brought back if poſſible; his Lordſhip, in con- 
ſequence, was ſo good as to procure their return, I have aſked the Dobbeer Pundit 
and other Muttaſuddies, what was the amount of revenues collected by the Nabob 
in the kingdom, at the time he took it from me by force, and plundered me of 
every thing ; that T wanted this information for the Company, who defired to be 
acquainted with it: They told me, that when the Nabob heard Lord Pigot was 
coming to Tanjore, he carried away every page of the accounts that remained in 
it; he like wiſe took ſome of the old accounts belonging to the kingdom; that there 
were therefore no Records from which they could collect the information I wanted. 
Whatever time the Company will be pleaſed to reſtore to me all 1 have been de- 
prived of by the Nabob, and when ke delivers up thoſe accounts belonging to 
. a ; 93 me, 
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me, of which he has poſſeſſed himſelf, I ſhall then give him the information he 
deſites ; but things being in the preſent ſituation, I am very much aſtoniſhed that 
you would ſend for people, who were always my ſubjects, to determine the balance 
due to the Nabob and to his Creditors; why ſhould I ſend Muttaſuddies to make 
him acquainted with his own accounts? The Amuldars and other ſervants the 
Nabob had under him here belonged to himſelf, the Records, Perſian and Eng- 
liſh, remained in their hands; he kept my ſubjects only that they might acquaint 
him with the different cuſtoms; all thoſe accounts he took away with him, toge- 
ther with the old Records of the kingdom, and he has by that means left me 
quite ignorant of the accounts. The Nabob well knows the balance that is due 
k | to him and to his Creditors, and the Company have a right to. enforce payment 
of it; but have they not likewiſe a right to make the Nabob reſtore to me the 
things which he deprived me of, the revenues which he collected in my kingdom, 
* together with a true account of theſe things? It would. be conſiſtent that the 
Governor and Council decided in every thing with equal regard to both parties; 
but if that is not the caſe, and that they, through their attachment to the Niabob. 
order my ſubjects to be ſent to him, ſuch conduct can in no ſhape appear juſt to 
me. The Company, through their goodneſs, reſtored my loſt dominions, and have 
promiſed to protect myſelf, my authority, my country, and my people, in all 
their rights and privileges; after this, ſuch a behaviour to me could only ſerye 
to make me contemptible. I am indebted to the Company for my preſent ſitua- 
| tion; whatever. tends to-exalt or degrade me, the honour or nur of that 
"2 action will revert upon my protectors. The Company are wiſe, generous, and 
good, and it will not appear juſt to them that I be tormented with ſuch indig · 
nity z if ſo, they would not, though you have favoured me ſo highly, and have 
ced me on the throne of my anceſtors; what am I to think ? All theſe things 
cannot be unknown to you; if the Governor and Council are inclined that the 
Nabob and 1 ſhould ſettle accounts, I am willing to conſent to it; and the me- 
thod of performing it, is to aſcertain from the farmers in different places the 
amount of what money was collected by him. The farmers are very numerous, and 
are at preſent ſo poor, that they are in want of the neceſſaries of life; this king- 
dom contains 3000 Villages, to each of the Villages there are ten or twenty 
part owners, theſe will amount to twenty or twenty - five thouſand men, and can all 
of them come down to Madras; as you have formed a reſolution, it is neceſſary that 
the people mult be diſtreſſed, and my affairs muſt be ruined. Though my ene- 
mies chuſe to propoſe ſuch things, do they appear juſt to you? If the Dobbeer 
Pundit, Paiſhcars, and Farmers all go to Madras, Who ſhall I have left to collect 
- the revenues, cultivate the crop, keep my accounts, and to overſee my affairs ? 
Shall I remain here alone to govern the kingdom? If the Nabob invents. ſuch 
ſchemes to ruin what. the Company have eſtabliſhed with ſo much honour to them- 
ſelves, does a conduct of this nature appear juſt to the Governor and Council? 
ſuch things have never happened. If thoſe accounts are to. be ſettled, let the ac- 
counts of different countries be ſettled in the countries to which they belong; but 
to ſend the Farmets, Amuldars, Paiſhears, and Muttaſuddies to Madras, is a thing 
impoſſible. If the Governor and Council be pleaſed to conſider, and inſtead of What 
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idar's accounts, which he carried out of my country, I will then ſettle 
the accounts he deſires, and give a ſtatement of the revenues he collected in my 
kingdom for two years and a half, together with all the jewels, horſes, ele- 
phants, cattle, furniture, guns, ammunition, and other valuables which he de- 
prived me of; theſe ſhall be preſented to the Company, and left to their juſtice, 


and whatever they in conſequence determine ſhall be complied with. 


Tou have further been pleaſed to write to me, A large balance is due from 
the Nabob to his troops, which. muſt be well known to you; theſe troops were 
« raiſed to prevent enemies from coming into the Carnatick, and ſerved to pro- 
*« tet Tanjore as much as thoſe which belong to the Company; you® ought to aſſiſt 
* in paying the debt that is due to them, as this claim is juſt, and as the Nabob 
is much in want of money; I. wiſh that it may appear to you in the ſame light: 
«* it does to me: The balance that is due to the Nabob mult be paid, according 
* to the reſolutions formed here by the Governor and Council; if this money 
«« is not given, it will prove very. prejudicial to his affairs, as well as to the affairs- 
* of the Company.“ The protection the Nabob's troops have afforded to me 
is well known. to God and all mankind, and you yourſelf have been a witneſs. 
of it, You ſay that the Nabob's and the Company's troops are the fame. The 
Nabob maintained troops, and with theſe troops ſeized my. country ; the Com- 
pany, out of their great goodneſs, have reſtored that country. to me; will. you ſay. 
that theſe two are the ſame ? If, according to your opinion of juſtice, you deſire me 
to give money to the Nabob, what can I do, to whom muſt I appeal? Should the 
Company, after due conſideration, think it juſt that I diſcharge the balance due 
to the Nabob, be aſſured that I will do nothing to give them offence ; in the mean: 
time, either the Governor and Council muſt attentively conſider. their reſolution, .' 
and the arguments 260 againſt it, or they muſt ſend me the directions they ſay. 
they have received from the Company regarding theſe claims, that I may. obey. 
them; or elſe let this cauſe be referred to the Company, and let their determina- 
tion be concluſive : but if, regardleſs of all theſe, you deſire me to pay this balance 
to the Nabob, I am without reſouree. I ſhall never throw any obſtacle on the 
intention of the Company; I ſhall never fail in any of my engagements to them, 
nor object to the. juſt claims of the Nabob ; but an extraordinary demand is now- 
made on me; I think it neceſſary to accquaint the Governor and Council with: 
my ſituation, and I hope that they, out of their friendſhip for me, will turn their 
faces towards truth, and act by me with juſtice. You have been pleafed to write 
me, That with regard to the money which was demanded of me, it. would, be. 
proper to conſider my'circumſtanges, as the burthen was thrown upon my. 
s ſhoulders.” What you ſay is exceedingly right;. further, . That in future, 
* without having well conſidered things, it does not become you to make ob- 
jections, You ought to fix your attention on this claim; and if you conſidered: 
the orders of the Company, and the reſolutions of Council, you would. ſee the 
«wants of thole who were in power, and would think. a compliance requiſite. 
This is a time in which you muſt have an overplus of grain. in your hands, 
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« this does not admit of a doubt; and if you failed to give the neceſſary aſſiſtance, 
and was relieved yourſelf, without affording relief to others who wanted it, 
* the Company will have reaſon to think you are deficient in that part you 
* ought to perform: If you oppoſe the opinion of us, who are your friends, 
« what can we-ſay? the prelervation of the Carnatick ſheuld be the deſire of 
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I before requeſted you would make me acquainted with the orders of the 
Company, and I now again make the ſame requeſt. The Governor and Coun- 
cil have deſired that I would act up to the inſtructions that came from England, 
with regard to my reſtoration; if you furniſh me with a copy of theſe inſtruc- 
tions, | ſhall not fail to comply with them. The crop of! laſt ſeaſon has been 
very deficient, on account. ot the many obſtaeles it met with; theſe were the 
breaking down of the bank; my having failed in obtaining leave to cut earth for 
the repair of it at the uſual place, until it was very late in the ſeaſon ; and a want 
of water in the Cavery, which was a natural conſequence ; beſides, before the 
bank broke down, the freſhes came with ſo much violence, that the ſeed in the 

round was deſtroyed. As there was no money in the country, I requeſted the 
Joan of one Lack of Pagodas from the Company, which they were unable to give 
me; and the incurfions made by the Polligars produced great diſturbance, ſo 
that the crop in ſome places does not exceed one half, and in others three 
quarters, of what was cuſtomary. Now that the ſeaſon for collecting the revenues 
is come, there will prove a deficiency for want of "troops ; money is due to the 
Company, according to the ſtipulated Kiſts; my own expenſes, the expenſes, of 
my attendants, together with the cuſtomary allowances' to the Pagodas, and the 
uſual charities, muſt all be diſcharged ; every thing is to be begun, nothing re- 
mains of what I formerly poſſeſſed but the bricks of my fort; I have not a 
carpet, or any other neceſſary, that has not been lately purchaſed : if the Com- 
pany will be pleaſed to aſſiſt me, the kingdom will riſe from it's preſent condition. 
When ſuch is my caſe, what am I to think of your ſaying That I muſt in this 
<« ſeaſon have an overplus of grain in my hands without doubt; and if I faited 
to give the neceſſary aſſiſtance, and was relieved myſelf, without relieving 
„% others who wanted it, the Company will have reaſon to think I am deficient in 
«© that part which 1 ought to perform; if I oppoſe the opinion of you, who are 
«© my friends, what can you fay ? the preſervation of the Carnatick ſhould be the 
« defire of every one.” — + 4abht Boat 


If it was juſt that I ſhould pay the balance due to the Nabob, I would, in con- 
ſrderation of the times, pay that debt; I would requeſt that the Governor and 
Council allowed me a reaſonable time to pay it in: when it is unjuſt that I ſhould pay 
it, where is the uſe of that conſideration in me? In what part of my conduct have I 
deviated from my engagements, that they ſhould have caule to find fault with me ? 
the Company are thoſe to whom I am obliged for my kingdom, and from them I 
expect protection, and from none other; they are my only friends, and I wiſh to ſee 
the Engliſh colours always ſpread in this country; I ſhall endeayour to * | 
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friendſhip, and from that ſhall ariſe my ſecurity and happineſs. As I am under 
the protection of the Company, tis their's to ſecure me from all moleſtation what- 
ever; it therefore appears improper that the claims made by the Nabob for a 
balance ſhould be laid on, me, and that I be deſired to pay them. I earneſtly 
requeſt that the Governor and Council will permit me to perform my engagements 
with the Company without any deviation, and that the treaty made in the year 
1762 with the Nabob, through the mediation of the Company's Repreſentatives, 
be carried into execution, and ſtrictly complied with. If you demand more from 
me than J have ſtipulated, I ſhall be unable to perform it; I therefore repeat my 
repreſentations to you every week. Oblige me by paying ſome attention to m 
kingdom, and by doing what is juſt and proper; thus the fame of Engliſh juſtice 
will ſpread itſelf all over the earth. Do not diſregard what I write to you, but pay 
attention to my requeſts,

THE. treaty and engagements, to laſt for ever, which were entered into between 
the Company and my Circar, through your's and the Council's means, are well 
Known, and it was merely through hopes of our junction and union together, that 
for theſe. two years paſt I have carried on a war with the Marattas. It is the 
cuſtom of the Maractas by cunning and deceit, to throw diſſenſions between two 
Powers, and thereby effect their own purpoſes ; and it is by this artful and decei;ful 
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conduct that they have acquired their poſſeſſions in the Indoſtan and Deckan 


as to yourſelf; *till lately, however, they never came into theſe parts; and their 
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countries, by firſt effecting the reduction of one Power, and then commencing: 
that of another. This circumſtance indeed is known to the whole world, as well 


now coming is owing to the various perſuaſions and inducements, as well by meſſa- 

es as letters, made uſe of by Morarow Gorparah, and other Sardars, through a 
groundleſs hatred and enmity; who have alſo cauſed them to winter here. By 
Morarow's perſuaſion likewiſe it is their fixed reſolution to take the Subahſhip of 
Arcot, which indeed they have a long time been deſirous of; and for this purpoſe 
have in view the reducing of ſome places in my country, and to fix an eſtabliſh- 
ment therein; which done, to commence the conqueſt of the faid Subahdary. 
It is well known that the cuſtom of the Marattas is, when they commence hoſ- 
tilities againſt any Power, till his reduction is accompliſhed they ſend letters and 
embaſſies, and make uſe of the ſweeteſt language, and the beſt of treatment, in 
appearance, to any other Power; but as ſoon as the former Power is reduced, they 
attack the latter; and there is no doubt, if they ſhould effect their eſtabliſhment 
in my country, they will proceed againſt the Arcot province; indeed I underſtand 
the ſame by ſome letters from ſome truſty people ia the Maratta army, who are in 
friendſhip with me, and are my fincere well-wiſhers. 


The conqueſt of the whole country of the Carnatick has been the deſign of the 
Marattas for this long time, and it is for this reaſon. they will not agree to the offer 
I have made of paying the reaſonable Choute, but demand impoſſibilities; and with 
a view, as above, of reducing the whole Carnatick, have commenced their diſtur- 
bances againſt one part of it. By God's bleffing you are a man whoſe conſidera- 
tion extends far, and who are acquainted with all matters ; I flatter myſelf there- 
fore you will reſolve all theſe things thoroughly in your mind, and conſult your 
principal Counſellors thereon, that our troops may be joined together, and the Ma- 
rattas expelled this country without obtaining their object, and thereby both our 
countries remain for ever in peace and quiet from their diſturbances. By the fa- 
vour of the Almighty, in caſe of ſuch a junction between us, the Marattas will 
not be able to oppoſe us in the field. Between Morarow and Trimbeck Row a 
treaty and engagement has been entered into, by which the former is bound to 
remain with the latter *till the conqueſt of the whole Carnatick is effected; and 
after taking the Carnatick, Trimbeck Row 1s to give Morarow Trichinopoly. 


As it is evident I bear you the ſincereſt friendſhip, and, as I. have not the leaſt 
enmity or. ill-will againſt the Nabob Serajah Dowlah, you will yourſelf be the 
mediator to clear up matters between us ; for it 1s for the good of both our affairs, 
and tends to the perpetual tranquillity of the Company's and my countries, that 
harmony and union ſhould ſubſiſt between me and all the Company's well-wiſhers. 
It is not ſelf-intereſt only that prompts me to write this to you, but really with a 
view to both our benefit that I mention it out of my regard and friendſhip. For 
ather. matters I beg leave to refer you to Venajee Pundit, Vackeel, and Mahomed 
Uſmaun. May your happineſs and proſperity laſt for ever! |

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The Preſident acquaints the Committee, that the Vackeels had informed him, 
that they were inſtructed by their Maſter to repreſent, that their Maſter had no ill- 
will to the Nabob, but that he was deſirous to be on the moſt friendly terms with 
him, and to engage in the mutual ſupport of each other againſt the Marattas; as 
a proof of which, and of their Maſter's deſire of commencing a friendly correſ- 

ndence with him, they were charged with a letter of condolance to the Nabob + 
on the death of the Begum. 


The Preſident alſo acquaints the Committee, that he-communicated to the Na- 
bob the letter from Hyder Ally Khan, as alſo the purport of what the Vackeels 
had repreſented reſpecting their Maſter's deſire of an union with the Nabob ; that 
the Nabob thereupon informed the Preſident, that it had been intimated to him 
that Hyder Ally had propoſed making an offer to the Company of the Baramahaul 
country, with the diſtricts of Salem and Ohtour, and twenty Lacks of Rupees, 
for their aſſiſtance; and that if his propoſals were not accepted, the Vackeels had 
inſtructions to apply to the French for aid. Upon which the Nabob obſerved, that 
the offer propoſed to be made by Hyder Ally to obtain the Company's aſſiſtance 
appeared improper, as their friendſhip and ſupport were not to be purchaſed by 
money; but that if aſſiſtance were to be given, Hyder Ally ſnould agree to be an- 
ſwerable for all the damages the Carnatick ſhould ſuſtain thereby. The Nabob-- 
added, that the contents of the letter from Hyder Ally, regarding the deſigns of 
the Marattas, were he believed true; that he had received the like intelligence 
from the Maratta camp, as well as from Bazalet Jung, by whom he was referred 
to Saffdir Jung, who had repreſented that he (the Nabob) was the only Mooriſh - 
Power capable of making any oppoſition to the Marattas, and therefore propoſed - 
and recommended a junction between him (the Nabob) and Bazalet Jung for that 
purpoſe. That the Nabob ſeemed at a loſs how to act with reſpect to the letter 
ſent him by Hyder Ally, and deſired the advice of the Preſident therein, Who 
had recommended his receiving the letter privately; Ac ; 


The Committee think it unneceſſary here to repeat their opinion frequently 
expreſſed of the expediency of ſupporting Hyder Ally againſt the Marattas, for 
the reaſons ſet forth in many parts of their proceedings, 'provided the revenues - 
and reſources. of the Carnatick were under our control, We fincerely hope that 
the Colebrooke and Lord Holland may bring us the clear and preciſe ideas and 
inſtructions of the Court of Directors on a ſubject of ſo much importance; in the 
mean time it appears expedient to aſſure Hyder Ally of our good inclination to 
ſupport him from friendſhip and mutual intereſt, but that we muſt wait for in- 
ſtructions from our Superiors on this ſubject before we can take any deciſive mea- 
ſure, A draught of a letter is therefore now prepared, which the Preſident is 
deficed to communicate to the Nabob.

very probable, and your intimations are kind; 1 confeſs alſo that your reaſonings 
on this ſubje& are perfectly juſt, except only in the reference you make to the 
Treaty and engagements which were entered into between the Company and your 
Circar : you intimate, that it is from thence you derived a hope of our junction 
and union together, and in that expectation you have ſupported a war thoſe two 
years, Give me leave to recall to your remembrance an expreſs ſtipulation in the 
treaty, that if the party who aſks for aid ſhall have been the aggreſſor, the other 
party is freed from the obligation of yielding any; allow me alſo to refer you to 
a letter L had the pleaſure to write you the 27th of July of the year 1769; and 
after conſidering theſe, if you will take the trouble to compare them with your 
operations for ſome months after your return into the Balaghaut in the year 1769, 
I perſuade myſelf you will be as much convinced as I am, that the engagements 
of the treaty are in the preſent caſe entirely out of the queſtion.

N the 19th of laſt month I had the pleaſure to write to you in anſwer to 
your friendly letter dated the 15th. September. Now lately I have had the 
pleaſure of receiving 3 letter of friendly contents from you, dated the 13th 
of October; in which, after relating ſome particulars of what has lately paſſed 
between you and Trimbeck Row on the ſubject of peace and his future intentions, 
out of the fincerity of your regard and friendſhip, and in confidence of mine, 
you defire my advice, whether to make peace or continue war with the Marattas. 
I ſhoald but ill deſerve the true regard and friendſhip you manifeſt in aſking my 
advice upon ſo important a concern, if in giving it I were to conſult my own 
intereſt alone ſeparately and diſtinctly from your's. You welt know that my 
fituation is very different from your's : you may determine in your affairs with- 
out aſking the 1 of any one; I muſt follow the inſtructions I receive from 
the Company. I acquainted you in my laſt letter that I was waiting for their 
orders with great impatience ; I expected to have received them before now ; but 
by fome unforeſeen impediment it is probable the ſhips are gone to Bengal with- 
out calling here, ſo that this may occaſion a delay of a month longer before I can 
receive them. I cannot at . ſay any thing more certain upon this ſubject 
than T have already done. You are wiſe, and can beſt judge what may be moſt 
conducive to the N ſafety and proſperity of your affairs; and whatever 
uce that effect your wiſdom will certainly prefer to any tem- 
me object.

* HAD the expedition againſt Tanjore been undertaken at that ſeaſon of the year 
when it was firſt propoſed, we are of opinion till, as we were then, that the Marattas 
would have made an effort to aſſiſt the Tanjoreans. Our advices from the Maratta 
army for ſome time paſt, mention the preſſing inſtances of the Rajah of Tanjore to 
Trimbeck Row for immediate affiſtance, and his promiſes of giving it. By our 
laſt intelligence we are informed, that bills for a very conſiderable ſum ſent by 
the Rajah were received by Trimbeck Row; who having thereupon called a Coun- 
cil, it was reſolved to leave a part of the army to oppoſe Hyder, and to march 
with the reſt to the relief of Tanjore: but it muſt be obſerved, that the letters 
which accompanied thoſe remittances repreſented the ſiege of Tanjore as advanc- 
ing, and the place to be in great danger of falling if not ſpeedily relieved ; and 
at the receipt of the letters, it was not known in the Maratta army that a peace 
was concluded: we remain therefore in doubt whether, upon the receipt of the 
news'of the peace, the Marattas will defiſt from their above-mentioned intentions 
of entering the Payenghaut or not; if they ſhould purſue that deſign, we muſt in a very 
few days hear further of their motions; and if they ſhould paſs the Ghauts, it is certain 
we muſt for the preſent deſiſt from all thooghts of reducing the Marawar and Nal- 
cooty Polligars, and collect a force nearer the center. If, upon the news of a peace 
with Tanjore, they ſhould defiſt for the preſent, but till keep in reſerve their 
deſign of invading the Payenghaut, which we ſtill think is _ probable, in that 
caſe it is not likely they will carry that intention into execution till the latter end 
of January or February, unleſs they ſhould ſooner conclude a peace with Hyder. 
Our reaſon for this opinion is, that from January to May an army of Marattas 
might beſt be ſubliſted in the province, and their ravages would be moſt ſeverely 


felt; the crops being then on the ground, part unreaped and part in ſtacks, and 
but little ſecured in the forts. | 


Extract of Proceedings of the Select Committee at Fort St. George, 22d November, 1771» 
THE following intelligence was this day received from the Nabob: 


Purport of Advice from the Maratta Camp, dated 10th N ovember, and received by 
ke Nabob, 22d November, 1771. 


TRIMBECK' ROW intends to leave 10,000 horſe under the command of 
Jakaramhurry in che Balaghaut, and himſelf to march to the plains. of Offore

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and Anikel, and from thence to ſend Balaventraw's Son to the aſſiſtance of 
Tanjore. Subaraw, the Tanjore Vackeel, 1 Trimbeck Row a bill for five 
Lacks of Rupees, with a pair of piſtols; he brought the Rajah's letters to him 
and to the other Sardars. Trimbeck Row told him he would defer his campaign 
againſt Hyder and go to the aſſiſtance of his Maſter, ſo that he ordered the 
Vackeel to go along with Balaventraw's Son, and gave anſwers to the Rajah's 
letters. Trimbeck Row directed Narſingarow Gavick Vaudy, Vankajee Mooty, 
Cadapa and Cundanore troops, as alſo the Polligars of Chitteldurg and Hur- 

erhully, &c. to accompany him: he joined 4000 horſe belonging to the Circar 
to the ſaid Jakaramhurry's command. The Tanjore Hircar repreſented to Trim- 
beck Row, through the means of Balaventraw's Son, that he ſhould ſend away 
the Nabob's news- writer and that of the Engliſh out of the camp; but he did not 
conſent to it, ſaying that his army is very ſuperior, ſo that there was no matter 
who comes in or goes out of it: at length he told him that he would give orders 
accordingly. The Marattas took poſſeſſion of Garycode and demoliſhed it, after 

lundering the ſame. The army moved from the ſaid place, and arrived near 
Buſſohully, one Coſs from Meddore, and is fighting there, Jakaram, in his 
return from Negapoor, took poſſeſſion of Beerhully, and plundered the ſame, 
The Tanjore Vackeel being aſked concerning the army in the Carnatick, he in- 
formed Trimbeck Row as follows; 2000 l 10,000 Sepoys, 4000 horſe, 
and twenty guns, now before Tanjore; to which half of the troops from the garri- 
ſons of Amboor and Sautgada, as well as Bangar Y achem Naick's forces, &c. joined 
them. The Vackeel told him further, that if he (Trimbeck Row) enters the 
Ghaut at this time, Amboor and Sautgada will be eaſil en; that the Nabob 
has 100 horſe and 500 Sepoys with him; that the Engliſh at Madras have onl 
200 Eurcpeans and 1000 Sepoys; and that there was ſufficient water and graſs 
to be got for the Maratta army. Trimbeck Row told the Vackeel, that he wrote 
ſeveral letters to the Nabob concerning Tanjore, but received no anſwer ; that 
Madavarow ſent letters, and infiſted upon his ſending aſſiſtance to Tanjore; that 
if the Nabob finiſhes the Tanjore affair before he enters the Payenghaut, and 
ſends his troops to join him, as he promiſed, he will then write in the Nabob's 
behalf to Madavarow. Morarow told me, that if the Nabob makes peace 
with the Tanjoreans, and acquaints him with it, he can prevent the Maratta 
army from entering the Ghaut. Hyder's Vackeel told Trimbeck Row to reſtore 
Colar, and write to Madavarow about Belapoor ; but he anſwered him, that he 
is going to Tanjore, and that Narrain Row will ſoon come, when he will tell him 
of it. It is talked here, that Narrain Row, with 20, ooo horſe, arrived at Kiſtna 
River; that 4000 of them arrived at Tungabadra; and that 500 horſe, with a 
proper Sardar, joined the army. If the Marattas ſhould arrive towards Baramahaul, 
ſome Hircars ſhould be placed at Ambaor and Mallappaudy, kes

NEWs was brought that Vankatraw, relation to Trimbul Row, from Vellour, 
ſent twenty Sepoys to Arny country, and ſeized 1000 cattle, &c, but two Peons 
belonging to the Tachorians fired againſt them, upon which they left the cattle and 
Went away.

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News was brought alſo: from Vaniambaddy and Tripatore, that the Polligar of 
Coimbetoor, by permiſſion of Trimbeck Row, comes along with Balaventraw's 
Son, who intends to enter the Ghaut with 10,000 horſe, through Cangondy Canama, 
to take poſſeſſion of Jagadave, &c. The ſaid Balaventraw's Son is now at Chinna- 
patam, and not yet removed from thence... 

The foregoing intelligence agrees with the advices received by the Preſident“

IHE Preſident acquaints the Committee, that by intelligence papers received 
from the Balaghaut, he learns that Trimbeck Row had determined to enter this pro- 

vince and for which purpoſe he had diſpatched Balaventraw's Son, with a body of 10 

or 12,000. horſe, as an advanced party, who had arrived within a few Cols of 
Ouſcotah. That the Preſident had converſed with the Nabob on the ſubject, who 

informed him that he had received the ſame intelligence. That he imputed this 

reſolution of Trimbeck Row to two motives. . The firſt, that having received bills 

for a conſiderable amount from the Rajah of Tanjore, and which were not payable 
unleſs aſſiſtance were ſent to the Rajah, and hearing that matters were likely to be 

accommodated, he had made this motion to convince the Rajah of his readineſs to 

aſſiſt him on receipt of the bills; that in caſe the Rajah ſhould compromiſe his 
diſputes with the Nabob, he, Trimbeck Row, might inſiſt on the amount of the 

bills, alleging that it was the Rajah's own fault in making peace, and not waiting 
the arrival of the troops which were marching to his aſſiſtance. The other motive 
aſſigned by the Nabob was, that he has advice that Narrain Row, brother to 

Midavarow, is appointed to the command of the troops in the Balaghaut ; that 
upon his arrival Trimbeck Row's powers will ceaſe, who is therefore deſirous of 
collecting what he can previous ro Narrain Row's arrival. That the Nabob then 

propoſed ſending a meſſage to Ttimbeck Row, through the means of Madarow 
Sadaſive, the Maratta Vackeel, to the following effect: That he learns that Trim- 

beck Row is advancing this way, with an intention of entering the Payenghaut; 

that he, Trimbeck Row, has been frequently advifed, that the Engliſh could not 
take part in the war in the Balaghaut without orders from Europe; that thoſe 
orders might now be daily expected to arrive;. that he, the Nabob, would advile 

him not to make any attempts before they arrived; ſince, if they were for the 
Engliſh to aſſiſt him, he might expect their aid; and if they were not authorized ſo 
to do, he ſhould be frankly informed of it: but that in caſe he entered the pro- 
vince, 'or committed the leaſt hoſtility in it, he muſt not expect the aſfiſtance of

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the Engliſh, ſhould the orders they may afterwards receive emppmer them to 
join him. 


The Cemmitece are of opinion, that * motives aſſigned by the Nabob for this 
motion of the Marattas are natural and probable; and they much approve of the 
meſſage * by the Nabob to be ſent to Trimbeck Row.

importance to his affairs, he has made ſeveral attempts to effect it, but all 
have proved unſucceſsful ;. and a body of, ive hundred horſe, eſcorting twenty pieces 
of cannon. with other military ſtores from, Biddenure, in the beginning of June, 


were intercepted by the Marattas, and fell into their hands. 


As the Nabob, from the ſituation of his enemy, added to the ſmall body of 
troops now in Biddenure, muſt be under ſome apprehenſions for the ſafety of that 
place, he abſolutely determined about two months ago on leaving Syringapatnam, 
in the command of his brother-in-law, and coming himſelf to Biddenure; for 
which purpoſe he demanded a paſſage through the Coorga Rajah's country, and 
abſolutely made over to the Rajah a conſiderable diftrict contiguous to Managa- 
lore for this permiſſion, which was granted; but juſt at that juncture, a body of 
the Maratta army moving ſuddenly towards the borders of the Coorga country, 
left Hyder no room to Toubt of the Rajah's treachery; it is therefore ſuppoſed 
he will not put himſelf in his power..

AFTER compliments. 


The agreements that are ſettled by your Honour, as well as the Governor of 
Madras, his means, and with the Engliſh King's ſeal, are very well koown. The 
Marattas, notwithſlanding my promiſing to pay them their juſt Choute, are mak— 
ing a demand of Mahal or country; and to take poſleſſion of all the Carnatick 
country, they have raiſed diſturbance in my dominions : they bad long ago this 
intention of taking the Subah of Arcot, and all the country of the Carnatick, but 
they are now reſolved to put their above- mentioned deſign into execution: this you 
may believe to be true, as I heard it by letters from ſome of the princi- 
pal officers of the Marattas, who privately keep on good terms of friendſhip 
with me, and are my well-wiſhers. The ways of the Marattas are to play 
tricks with one Governor out of two who may be at war with each other; 
and when one of them is broke, they begin their endeavours to break the 
other: by theſe means they have taken poſſeſſion of the countries of Hind and 
Deckan, Now they wiſh to take poſſeſſion of my dominions to abide there, 
in order to uſe their means about taking the Subah of Arcot; and when they 
ſhall be ſettled in this country, and have taken ſome poſſeſſion of my dominions, 
they will certainly put their hand over the Subab of Arcot, and all the country of 
the Carnatick : it is therefore right and good that your Honour, the Governor of 
Madras, and I, ſhould join together (meaning againit them); when the Marattas 
will not, pleaſe God, dare to remain in this country, and to keep their bad inten- 
tions againſt my dominions and the Company's. Your Honour is prudent, and very 
wiſe; f therefore hope that you will take all the above- mentioned circumſtances 
into your conſideration, and write the Governor and Council of Madras to ſend 
their forces for my aſſiſtance, agreeable to our agreements; when I aſſure you the 
Maratta army will be unable to ſtand before our forces, and will very likely return 
to their dominions, and will never think to come in this country again; my 
dominions as well as the Company's will then ever remain unmoleſted. The 
whole world, as well as your Honour, is very well acquainted with the Marattas“ 
tricks; your Honour therefore ſhould look wpon their friendly letters, ſhould 
they write any either to you or the Governor of Madras, to be deceitful ; for their 
cuſtom is, as I have before mentioned, to keep friendſhip with one Governor firſt 
againſt the other ; and when he is broke, they begin to break the other,

benefit of both the Company and myſelf. Your Honour will always pleaſe me 
with your friendly letters, therein giving me an account of your welfare.

AFTER compliments. 


The treaties entered into between iny Circar and the Governor and Council of 
Madras and Bombay, with the Company's own Seal affixed to them, you have 
feen, and are well acquainted with the purport of them. Now I haye engaged to. 
pay the Marattas their juſt Choute, but this will not content them ; they want 
nothing leſs: than all the country of the Carnatick and the Subah of Arcot, in 
Which they hope to ſucceed : this they have long had in view, and now they 
are determined to exert their utmoſt efforts to accompliſh their ambitivus de- 
figns; and to which end they have begun the war in my country, and poſ- 
fefſed themſelves of many ſtrong places, that they may have a firm footing 
therein; their next object will then be the Subah of Arcot, with the whole 
country of Carnatick, Theſe deſigns of their's I am very particularly acquainted 
with from ſome of their principal Sardars, who have long kept friendſhip with 
me, If therefore the Governor and Council of Chinnapatam and Bombay would 

to join me with a military force, the Marattas could not do any thing, 

nor would they be able to ſtay longer in my country. You are the friend of 
my Circar, and muſt therefore addreſs the Governor and Council of Bombay, and. 
ocure their letters to Madras, for aſſiſting me with a proper force; and then, 
pleaſe God, the Marattas will never more return to give this country trouble. 
F have not wrote this on account of my neceffities ; it is as much the intereſt of the 
Company as it is mine to put a ſtop to the defigns of the Marattas. It is a cuſ- 
tom with them to endeavour to make a breach between two Powers, that they may 
have an advantage over one; and when that one is reduced, they turn their. arms. 
againſt the other: in this manner they have conquered Indoſtan and the Deckan :. 
| ſhould they therefore write letters of friendſhip to the Governor and Council of. 
Bombay and Madras, they ought to be diſregarded. You will write all this. 
- both to the Governor and Council of Bombay and Madras, and endeavour as. 
ſoon as poſſible to get a proper body of the Company's troops to join me. I have 
now wrote a letter to the Governor of Bombay, which 1 defire you will forward, 
and get me an anfwer immediately; and acquaint him that 1 Have great occafion for 
3 or 4000 muſkets, which I requeſt may be ſent.

WI. have this inſtant received your letter of the oy October, and reply to it 
immediately. 


| From the beginning of the preſent conteſt between Hyder Ally Khin and the 
Marattas, we have been of opinion, that it would be beſt, and moſt conducive to 
the future ſecurity of the Company's poſſeſſions in India, to ſupport Hyder Ally 
Khin, in caſe he ſhould at any time be in danger of finking under the ſuperior. 
power of the Marattas ; but at the ſame time we were of opinion, that we ſhould 
forbear to take any part in this conteſt until ſuch a crifis ſhould happen, and 
thereby render it neceſſary, This was merely an opinion, which, however defirous 
we might be of carrying it into execution, from a full conviction of it's propriety, 
we ſaw clearly we ſhould never be able to bring into practice; becauſe the plan 
and ſyſtem of the Nabob of Arcot ſtood in direct oppoſition to it, and the warmeſt 
' repreſentations have been made to us by him and by the King's Miniſter to affiſt 
the Marattas to reduce Hyder Ally, which we refuſed to comply with. It is: 
true, that the tenor of all the late letters from the Court of Directors indicate 
their opinion to be, that the power of Myſore ſhould be ſupported as a barrier 
againſt the Marattas ; yet in one of their late letters they enjoin us not to inter- 
fere in the quarrels of the neighbouring Powers, unleſs there ſhould be an abſo- 
lute neceſſity, which proviſo muſt always remain to be conſtrued after the event. 


We have not failed to repreſent to the Honourable the Court of Directors the 
ſituation of their affairs and connexions under this Prefidency, and particularly by 
the Lapwing ; we have not to this hour received any other orders than ſuch 
as we have mentioned above; but we may reaſonably hope and expect to re- 
ceive their deciſive directions on this very important ſubject by, the Lord Holland, 
which ſailed, as we are informed, the 1ſt of June, or by 1 the Britannia, which 
was to fail about the middle of the ſame month. | 


In expectation of inſtructions, we have to this time temporized both with the 
Marattas and with Hyder Ally, and muſt continue to do fo until we receive fur- 
ther inſtructions from our Conſtituents, unleſs we ſhould be compelled to act by 
being attacked; which at this time ſeems not improbable, as our advices from the 
Balaghaut are repeated and ſtrong, that Trimbeck Row now hath taken the re- 
ſolution of moving towards the borders of the Carnatick F 


We have lately received letters from Hyder Ally Khin of the fume tenor as

I AND Trimbeck Row have wrote to you two or three letters,. which I hope

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is no diſtinction between us. I, with an intent to increaſe the friendſhip and 
brotherly union, wrote to Madavarow about the perſonal conference we have 
had, and ſent for his anſwer concerning your requeſt, that it might make you eaſy, 
which you are well acquainted with; notwithſtanding which you have not yet paid 
any regard to the brotherly friendſhip of the ſaid Madavarow, which is not 
proper. I, with a view that your deſign may meet with ſucceſs, and you gain a 
name, and obtain your deſire by the compliance with your requeſt, ſpoke to- 

Trimbeck Row in the beſt manner, and got him to write a letter; but I do not 
know in what light the people in your place explained the matter to you. The 
affair of Tanjore is not of any importance; the Tanjore Rajah will, not neglcct- 
to behave amicably, or manifeſt inſtances of his friendſhip. Although there was 
a friendſhip between you and the ſaid Rajah, yet you have ruined the Tanjore coun- 
try, and erected batteries againſt the fort of Tanjore. The Tanjore Rajah ſends 
his letters to us. Hyder Naigue is weakened ; Trimbeck Row left Vamenray 
with an army about Syringapatnam, and by continual marches is arrived near the 
Ghauts : he detached a body of about 10, ooo horſe, under the command of 
Kiſnaraw and Seickaramhurry, as alſo with my army, againſt Hyder's country 
in the Payenghaut; Vankatraw and Candaraw, Sardars of my army, are with 
the ſaid Kiſnaraw and Seickaramburry ; theſe will ravage Hyder's country: 
Trimbeck Row's army is alſo arrived near the Ghaut. The friendſhip: be- 
tween us is very great, wherefore I ſpoke to Trimbeck Row what was ne- 
ceſſary, and out of regard to your friendſhip ſettled in ſuch a manner, that 
the army may not proceed againſt your country, nor raiſe any diſturbance ; you 
will therefore be mindful of the important meaſures to be taken, and get your 
bufineſs diſpatched, for this is the time to do it. Pleaſe to regard Madavarow's 
friendſhip : come and pay a viſit ; otherwiſe ſend my nephew, Omdat- ul-Omrah 
Behauder, with an army and warlike ftores. Trimbeck Row told me what was 
requiſite ; I alſo told him on my part. Don't delay at this time, but ſend a proper 
perſon along with Madarow Sadafive. If you write about my coming, I ſhall 
come to your place, make you eaſy, and get you to viſit Trimbeck Row, or other- 
wiſe I ſhall take with me my ſaid nephew; by all means I ſhall be a mediator ; 
there is no cauſe to doubt in any reſpect; Trimbeck Row is a very wiſe man. I 
ſhall do what may be conducive to diſpatch your buſineſs, and to gain you a good 
name.

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Tranſlation of a Letter from Morarow to his Vackiel, . Seereput Row, the Original of 
ich is ſaid is be in Moraroto's own Hand, dated 23d November, 171. 


I HAVE wrote a letter to the Nabob, a tranſlation of which you will get made, 
and ſhew the whole thereof to him ; his anſwer ard your anſwer you will ſend by the 
Tappals with all expedition. You will inform the Nabob that ſuch another opportunity 
will not offer; that he has quitted the object on this fide, and has undertaken 
an expedition againſt Tanjore, employing thereon the whole army, both Europeans 
and Indians, with their artillery, under the command of his Son, and eſteeming 
that expedition as of more importance than this object. If the Rajah of Tanjore 
would nat pay the money juſtly due, Trimbeck Row and I, after our interview 
with the Nabob, would have brought the Rajah into the proper road, and procured 
the money for the Nabob. The Nabob has liſtened to the repreſentations of people, 
and undertaken that expedition ; but what matter of importance is it? In con- 
ſequence of the receipt of repeated letters from the Rajab, that both his reputation 
and country would be loſt, Trimbeck Row is thinking of ſending 1 5,000 horſe 
to his aſſiſtance, and to croſs the Ghauts himfelf with 20,000 more ; conformable 
to which plan, by repeated marches, he is arrived between Bodicotah and 
Ancuſgurty. I have explained matters to Trimbeck Row in every mode, and 
agreeable to my deſire he has determined to encamp at the Paſſes; and as the con- 
ſequences of the whole army being together would be ſuch as to render it difficult 
to procure water and forage, he has diſpatched 12,000 horſe under the command 
of Kiſhur Row, the Son of Oppaw Buluwunt Row, Seickaramhurry, and the Sons 
of Vankatraw Gorparah and Cundhurow Gorparah, to Hyder's country on the 
other fide of the Paſſes, and they are accordingly arrived in the countries of Sittee- 
maurunhully, Coverypatnam, &c. and are ſporting and hunting there. I have by 
various modes held Trimbeck Row not to enter the Nabob's country, and have 
procured orders conformable to the ſeveral Commanders of the army. My atten- 
tion is towards the Nabob's friendſhip, between him and Madavarow likewiſe a 
friendſhip will be eſtabliſhed, and the diſpoſal of matters on the other fide of the 
Ghauts will come into the Nabob's hands. Sometime ago the Nabob entertained 
deſigns againſt the Chief of Myſore, but it did not ſucceed ; now however, if the 
Nabob, with an army of Europeans and Sepoys and their great guns, will join 
Trimbeck Row and me, and exert himſelf in the expedition in hand, it will gain him 
the approbation of Pundit Purdhaun, and be the means of retrieving his loſt 
reputation. Madarow Sadaſive has been there ten months, and as many times 
has wrote letters adviſing of his having been negotiating, but the ſame has not been 
credited; now let the Nabob hs $6 a truſty perſon with Madarow Sadaſive 

to ſee Frimbeck Row and me, and after engagements entered into reſpecting this 

buſineſs, diſpatch his Son with an army of Buropaike and Sepoys and heavy 

artillery, and acquire a great name: ſuch another opportunity will never offer; 

and in this plan is the Nabob's good alſo, and friendſhip will be eſtabliſhed. If 

the Nabob will ſend a truſty perſon with Madarow Sadaſive here, and will ſend 

for me to him, Iwill proceedthere, and after mutual engagements being entered wy.

If the Nabob, liſtening to the repreſen- 
xations of the Europeans, ſhall affift Hyder Naigue, Madavarow's army is large, 
and may be able to cope with bath parties, and the whole country of Arcot and Tri- 

Should the Nabob's 
Vackeel and Madarow Sadafive come here, you likewiſe will enter into the nego- 
tiation, and come to me.

What can I ſay more ? 


The following extracts of intelligence received by the Nabob, and delivered by 
Him to the Prefident at the ſame time, are alſo now read: 


Extratts of Intelligence received by the Nabeb from the Mara!ta Army, under date the 
' 28th November, 1771. 


ADVISE, that the 25th in the evening Trimbeck Row ſent for Appajee Ram, 
Hyder Naigue's Vackeel, and aſked him what his Maſter had wrote; that the 

V ackeel told him his Maſter had mentioned he would pay the ſum of fifty Lacks 
of Rupees in ready money, and give Soucar bills for twenty more, payable at a 
fixed period, and would alſo ſend his Son Tippoo with a force to meet him: to 
which Trimbeck Row replied, telling him to inform his Maſter, “In four days he 
«ſhould acquaint him.” The Intelligencer then ſays, that Trimbeck Row's intention 
is this ;—that as, by the advancing of his troops, the affair of Tanjore has been 
adjuſted, a terror muſt now be {truck in the Arcot country; the Choute that is to 
be given by the Nabob paid (a Lack of Rupees, more or leſs); aſſiſtance obtained; 
and if the Nabob will not come to ſee him, that one of his Sons would come; 
and peace being eſtabliſhed, that he then ſhould proceed againſt Hyder with the 
troops of aſſiſtance ſo obtained: and if the Nabob would neither give money nor 
aſſiſtance, but be in friendſhip with Hyder, in that caſe ſome favour muſt be 
ſhewn to Hyder, the Ghauts paſſed, and an expedition undertaken againſt the 
Arcot country. 'That the 26th November Appajee Ram received further letters 
from Hyder, telling him at all events to make peace, and that he would agree to 
ſend aſſiſtance; in conſequence of which the ſaid-Appajee Ram went to Morarow, 
and acquainted him thereof. After which they both went to Trimbeck Row; and 
the former told him, © You have hitherto, Sir, been of opinion your defires were 
not complied with; I have now a letter from my Maſter, ſaying, that he will com- 
Ply therewith ; ſhew your kindneſs therefore, and make peace: the ſum of fifty 
Lacks of Rupees ſhall be paid you in ready money, and a Soucar's bill given, 
and Tippoo Saib will come to your aſſiſtance with 2000 horſe, 4000 Sepoys, and 
ten pieces of cannon.” That after this Morarow alſo cold Trimbeck Row,

Hyder's Vackeel ſays he will act agreeable to your deſire ; give up therefore ſuch 
of the diſtricts you have taken as may appear to you proper, and ſome how or 
other make peace.” To which Trimbeck Row replied, 4 After my arrival. in the 
Arcot country I will give an anſwer reſpecting this buſineſs : the caſe is this, that 


if the Nabob will make peace, and (ſend his affiſtance, Bengalore muſt be taken, 


but if they f, being in friendſhip with Hyder, neither make peace nor ſend aſſiſtance, 
but on the contrary come to make war againſt us, in that caſe ſome favour muſt be 
ſhewn to the Naigue,—the whole of the countries I have taken from him, Chock- 
bellapore excepted, reſtored to him,. - what money he gives accepted, —his aſſiſtance 
taken, — and then we muſt proceed againſt the Arcot country. The Nabob, it is 
true, is in friendſhip with Sercemant; but he may poſſibly think. L am inſolent, 


and muſt be puniſhed, and on that account has entered into no negotiation, nor even 
ſent away my Vackeel.” That after this converſation Trimbeck Row and Morarow 


had a private conference together, and it was determined to diſpatch letters to the 
Nabob, which accordingly each of them has done. That Tippoo, Hyder's Son, 
had attacked the detachment under. Waumanrow, which had attempted the ſiege 
of one of Hyder's forts, defeated the ſame, and took fifty horſes and an elephant; 
in conſequence of which Waumanrow had wrote to Trimbeck Row for a reinforce- 
ment of 4000 horſe, but no anſwer had been ſent to his letter at the time of this 
intelligence being diſpatched. That upon the march of the Maratta army lately, 
Hyder's horſe likewiſe had attacked the rear thereof, and carried. off three 
camel-loads of artillery and ſtores, and four camels, and between fifty and fixty 
bullock-loads of baggage belonging to the army. That ſecret advice had been 
received at the Maratia camp, that Hyder had collected together 4000 horſe, 
10,000 Sepoys, and 10, ooo Carnatick Peons, and had got fifty pieces of cannon 
ready mounted upon their carriages. That upon the reprefentation of a perſon in 
the Maratta camp to Morarow, that if the army was to proceed to the Arcot country 
where there are a great many Pagodas, the country would be plundered ; and 
that he, Morarow, as a friend to the Nabob and Madavarow, ſhould prevent the 
army from paſſing the Ghauts; Morarow ſaid, that he had wrote a letter to the 
Nabob, to which if a proper anſwer was received, it was well; if not, he would go 
himſelf to the Nabob, taking with him only a Palankeen and two horſes, and perſuade 
theNabob, and bring him back with him, The Intelligencer here ſays he is of opinion 
that an anſwer ſhould ſoon. be diſpatched to Morarow's letter; for if. not, he 


+ thinks the advanced part of the army will paſs the Ghauts. That Trimbeck Row 


had received a letter from Upparow, adviſing of his having croſſed the Paſs of 
Bodicotah, and arrival in the country towards Paulcout and Singarapettah ; and 
that Trimbeck Row, in conſequence of the great diſtance Upparow's and Wau- 
nanrow's corps were from him, would march from Huſſoor, by the road of Bodi- 
cotah, croſs the Coopum Pals, and proceed towards Coverypatnam and.Kiſtnagherry. 


The Committee think it neceſſary to obſerve, that the advices we receive from 


the Nabob upon any critical occaſion generally lead to the queſtion, and ſupport the 


meaſures the Nabob wiſhes us to take. Hyder Ally, in the above intelligence- 
+ Suppoſed to mean the Nabob and the Engliſh, 


paper, 
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puper, is repreſented as not only ſoliciting for peace, but offering to join the Marattas 
to enter this province; this is contrary to our advices; and the Preſident acquaints 
the Committee, that Hyder Ally Vackeels aſſured him, that although their Maſter 
had a Vackeel with Trimbeck Row, yet there was one article inſiſted on which their 
Maſter would not conſent to, viz.—to join the Marattas to invade the Arcot country. 
How far the Nabob's intelligence may be depended. upon, or what credit may be: 
given to our advices and-the aſſurances of the Vackeels, we. cannot ſay. P 


Fhe Preſident acquaints the Committee, that the Nabob had informed him, that: 
from the above letters and intelligence, he thought there was now no room to doubt 
but the Marattas would enter the province, and therefore deſired that the Committee 
would immediately deliberate on the meaſures to be taken. 


It is with infinite concern the Committee obſerve; that notwithſtanding the re- 
peated and earneſt repreſentations of the Board and this Committee, is their ſeverab 
addreſſes of 31ſt January, 6th: April, 4th June, 1oth Auguſt, and 29th Sep- 
tember, 1770, to the Court of Directors, of the very critical ſituation of affairs with 
reſpect to the Marattas and Hyder Ally, which were ſo fully and clearly explained, 
in order to enable them to give us their ſentiments and orders with reſpect to the 
conduct they would wiſh us to obſerve in ſo important and intereſting. a matter, 
we till find ourſelves. not only without orders, but without the beaſt intimation of. 
their opinion thereon. It is true, that the expectation and non-arrival of thoſe or- 
ders have furniſhed us with a plea: for procraſtination. for ſome time paſt ; but we. 
fear that will not long avail us, at leaſt with regard to the Marattas, whom, as we 
are told, nothing will divert them from their inteation of entering this. province, 
but our ſending a force to aſſiſt them in reducing Myſore. The Committee think 
therefore they can no longer delay taking under their moſt ſerious conſideratiom 
the meaſures neceſſary to be purſued in this moſt critical juncture; and although 
our ſentiments thereon ſhould not be conformable to the orders we may hereafter re- 
ceive, yet we can never be accuſed of rafhly adopting meaſures, without having firſt 
fully explained all circumſtances to the Court of Directors, and waited their orders ag, 
long as poſſible, conſiſtently with the ſafety of the Carnatick and the ſecurity of 
the Company's. poſſeſſions. | | 


The better to enable the Committee to determine on this important ſubject, it is. 
neceſſary to ſtate-in brie the preſent, fituation of the Marattas, Hyder Ally, the Na- 
bob, and ourſelves.. | | | 


The Marattas have now been engaged in a continued war of two years with 
Hyder Ally, and have ſhewn a determined reſolution to deſtroy him, and annex the 
' Myſore dominions to their preſent poſſeſſions. The Myſore country. is already im-- 
ee and depopulated, and all but. the principal forts have fallen into the 
zands of the Marattas, The Nabob aſſures us, that they have cut off all commu- 
nication with the Biddenure country, from whence Hyder uſed to draw his ſup- 
plies z and as he is unable to oppoſe them in the field, he can have nothing to depend. 
on but the proviſions laid up in his principal forts, which muſt of: courſe be greatly 

ö 2 | exhauſted. 
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exhauſted. The Marattas have publiſhed their intentions of invading the Carna- 
tick, and have actually advanced to the borders, and ſome ſtraggling parties have 
plundered Calaſpauk. The Nabob is of opinion they will certainly enter the pro- 
vince as ſoon as the ſeaſon ſhall favour them, which will be about the beginning of 
January, when the crops are on the ground, from which time they will have till the 
latter end of April to ravage and lay waſte, even ſhould. they propoſe returning into 
their own country this ſeaſon. By late advices we learn, that Narrain Row, with 
a body of 20,000 horle, was on his march to join them; and whether they be in- 
tended to reinforce the troops now in the Balaghaut, or to relieve ſome of thoſe who 
have been long on ſervice, ſuch a body of freſh troops will be a great addition to 
their ſtrength. | | 


n | With reſpe& to the Nabob, he ſeems, as well he may, to be under great appre- 
| henſions of the conſequences of their entering the province; and declares, that as the 
country will be entirely ruined, the army will have nothing to ſubſiſt on but the 

P | grain in the forts; that it will be utterly out of his power to turmſh any money for 

| the expenſes of the troops beyond that now due from him for the current charges, 


amounting to about four Lacks of Pagodas. 


With regard to ourſelves, we have not the means of providing ſupplies for the 
army, or of procuriag money for our current expenſes, but by the aſſiſtance of the 
Nabob ; the hole revenues and reſources of the Carnatick are in his hands, and 

when the country is ravaged and deſtroyed they mult of courſe fail. 


This being the preſent ſtate of affairs, it remains to be confidered, what meaſures 
appear the moſt eligible for the ſecurity of the Carnatick, and the Company's poſ- 
\ ſeſſions in it; and for this end there appear but three modes to be purſued, ' 


' 1ſt, Either to join the Marattas, which for the preſent, may prevent their enter-

* With reſpect to the firſt propoſition of joining the Marattas, it might here appear 
needleſs, after having ſo fully and clearly expreſſed our ſentiments on the ſubject in 
many parts of our proceedings, and in our letter to the Court of Directors, to enter

Although we have not yet had any anſwer from our Conſtituents to our repeated 
repreſentations of the embarraſſments we labour under, for want of their clear and 
preciſe inſtructions with reſpect to our conduct in the preſent critical ſituation of 
affairs, yet it is evident, from the whole ſpirit of their orders to this and the other 
Preſidencies for ſome years paſt, that they look upon the growing power of the 
Marattas with jealouſy and apprehenſion, and that they eſteem it a very dangerous 
ſyſtem to lend them any aſſiſtance to reduce or weaken the few remaining Powers 
of India capable of oppoſing their ambitious views, which evidently tend to the 
conqueſt of all Indoſtan: in theſe ſentiments we have frequently expreſſed our 
clear and hearty concurrence : we cannot therefore ſuppoſe that the orders we may 
receive will be contradictory to, or inconſiſtent with them ; eſpecially when it will 
appear to the Court of Directors from our late advices, that there is every day freſh 
cauſe to be apprehenſive of the growing power of the Marattas, by reaſon of the. 
advantages they have acquired in the northern provinces, and the ſuperiority they 
have gained over Hyder Ally. 


We come now to the ſecond conſideration which hath weighed with us in re- 
fuſing to aſſiſt the Marattas, viz.— Our treaty and engagements with Hyder Ally. 


In the article of the treaty with Hyder Ally, reſpecting the aſſiſtance to be af- 
forded to either party, it is provided nevertheleſs, that if the party requiring ſuch 
aſſiſtance ſhall have been the aggreſſor, the other party ſhall not be obliged to fur- 
niſh any aid. This clauſe was inſerted, as we expected that he might by acts of 
hoſtility bring a war upon himſelf, and we ſhould then ſtand excuſed from aſſiſting 
him, without a breach of our engagements, in caſe we found it inconſiſtent with the 
intereſt of the Company, or inconvenient to our affairs, to afford him any ſupport. 
We will not pretend to ſay that the attack made on him by the Marattas was oc- 
caſioned by the ſteps he took after the concluſion of the peace in 1769, which how-. 
ever were ſufficient to give umbrage; we believe that their attempts to ſubdue 
him would have been equally the tame, had he refrained from every thing which 
might be conſtrued an aggreſſion againſt them. He had not diſcharged a ſum he 
had agreed to pay them upon a compromiſe with them in 1767 ; his military and 
enterprifing genius made him a dangerous neighbour to them, and ſuch a one 
as might, if ſuffered to gain more more 5 moſt effectually oppoſe their plan 
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of conqueſt” in the ſouth: thefe were motives: ſufficient to draw on him the Ma- 
ratta war, which has oppreſſed him now more than two years. Nevertheleſs, as his 
conduct towards his neighbours, in levying contributions on them, and even not 
ſparing ſome diſtricts belonging to the Marattas, or under their protection, may, 
without forcing the ſenſe, be conſtrued an aggreſſion in reſpect to them, the clauſe 
in the treaty orniches us with a juſt plea to decline zan him: but although 
we thus ſtand excuſed from complying with his requiſitions for aid, we are clearly 
of opinion, that we could not, without maniteſt breach of the treaty, affiſt his ene- 
mies; and we have declared to him, that although many circumſtances have pre- 
vented our uniting with bim, yet that he may be aſſured that we will not take part 


with the Marattas againſt him, 


We next proceed to the third conſideration againſt aſſiſting the Marattas, Viz. 
The opinion of the other Preſidencies. | 


The very valuable and extenſive poſſeſſions which the Company enjoy in Ben- 
gal, together with the advantage derived from their trade on. the Malabar Coaſt, 
are certainly objects which demand our moſt earneſt attention, to the ſecurity and 

ermanency of which we ought to pay the greateſt regard in all our engagements. 

he Nabob is defirous of aſſiſting the Marattas, and is ſupported by the King's 
Miniſter; he is not under any compulſion or reſtraint from us, and is at liberty to 
purſue ſuch ſteps as he ſhall judge moſt conducive to his own intereſt ; but if his 
plans and meaſures are oppoſite to the ſyſtem recommended by the Company, ſhall 
we ſuffer ourſelves to be dragged into them contrary to our judgment, and contra- 
ry to every warrant of our Conſtituents ? It was from an earneſt deſire that the three 
Preſidencies ſhould act upon one uniform plan, and that no meaſures ſhould be 
adopted at one Preſidency which might any ways claſh with the intereſt or views 
of. the others, that we have conſtantly communicated to the Gentlemen at Bengat 
and Bombay our ideas and opinion of the ſtate of affairs; and there is no point 
which has been more attentively diſcuffed by the ſeveral Preſidencies than that now 
before us, and no one in which we have more clearly and expreſsly concurred in 

opinion; we could therefore never be juſtified in an alliance with the Marattas, in 
direct oppoſition to the ſentiments of the other Prefidencies, and after a clear and 
manifeſt conviction of the dangers of ſuch a meaſure. It has been the conſtant and 
uniform tenor of the Company's recommendation to this, and we believe alſo to the 
other Preſidencies, to be mutually aſſiſting to- each other, and to concert meaſures 
for that purpoſe; and they expreſsly tell us, that Bengal is the object of their great- 
eſt attention, and that this Preſidency is only valuable as a barrier to it. See Sepa- 
rate General Letter, dated 17th March 1769, Par. 25 land Letter to the Select 
Committee, 14th March 1769, Par. 2 and gf. We have in former miputes re- 
fe;red to the many paſſages in the late letters from the Court of Directors, which 
expreſs. their ſenſe of the power of the Marattas, the danger of raiſing that power, 
and the expediency of ſupporting the power of Myſore as a barrier againſt them in 
the ſouth; we refer to them again, viz.

Par. 45. THE, Marattas, inſtead of being reduced, are like to be aggrandized 
by their conqueſts of the Myſore dominions, which brings them ſo much nearer” 
to the Carnatick ; the Subah's weakneſs and indigence ſeem beyond all relief ; and 
Hyder Ally, if leſs formidable to the Subah and the Marattas, is more likely to be 
an enemy to us, and to embrace every opportunity of diſturbing the Carnatick.

Par. 7. TT is with the utmoſt concern we find that the victory you have gained 
tends to involve us ſtill farther in this chaos of treaties and engagements, and that 
you ſhould ſtill think your enemy ſo formidable as to call in foreign aſſiſtance;. 
though you have a moral certainty that the attack of the Subah's dominions from 
Bengal muſt oblige him to a precipitate march to his capital, and though the My- 
fore dominions and Hyder Ally's poſſeſſions on the Malabar fide all lay expoſed to 
your attacks : that you ſhould have recourſe to the Marattas for that affiſtance, is. 
{i} more alarming ; and from the ſpirit of your negotiations with Madavarow, and 
your wild propoſal to Bengal of putting up one of Shah Allum's Sons, we fear all 
the barriers to-the Maratta power will be broken down, and that they will add the. 
Deckan and Myſore dominions to their extenſive empire, and. haſten that event: 
you deſigned to avert, we mean the conqueſt of the whole, 


8. We ſhould have hoped that the experience of what has paſſed in Bengal 
would have ſuggeſted the proper conduct to you; we mean, when our Servants, 
after the battle of Buxar, projected the extirpation of Sujah Dowlah from his domi-- 
ions, and the giving them up to the King. Lord Clive ſoon diſcerned that the 
King would not have been able to maintain them, and that it would have broken. 
down the ſtrongeſt barrier againſt the Marattas and the northern Powers, and there- 
fore wiſely reſtored Sujah Dowlah to his dominions. Such too ſhould be your con- 


duct with reſpect to the Nizam and Hyder Ally, neither of whom it is our intereſt:

6. Whether the Marattas have accepted or not of your offer, certain it is they 
will make the moſt uſe they can of the embroils of others; it is by this conduct 
they have arrived at their preſent degree of power; and our beſt policy is to check 
their growth by every opportunity, or at leaſt to avoid lending our own force to 
their aggrandizement, which we certainly do as often as we engage in wars with 
the few remaining Chiefs of India who are yet capable of coping with them. 


7. Nizam Ally and Hyder Naigue are two of thoſe Chiefs, and it is our true

Par. 12. THE Marattas and Hyder you ſay were at war, and it undoubtedly 
was our intereſt, 'on many accounts, to ſee the power of the Marattas, if not af both 
the. contending parties, weakened, but by no means to interfere in the diſpute. 
Every Maratta that fell in the conteſt, might almoſt be conſidered as one of our 
enemies ſlain. But you have diverted Hyder 


The Honourable Court are, if poſſible, ſtill more explicit in their orders to Bom- 
bay; ſee Extradts (ſent us by the Select Committee there, in their letter of — 
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sth May 1771) from the Honourable C ny's commands, under date the zoth 
June 1769, entered in the minutes of this Committee gth June laſt, in which they 
expreſsly ſay, that the whole tenor of their letters to the other Preſidencies are to 
the ſame effect. Accordingly, in our correſpongence with thoſe Preſidencies on 
the ſubject of the Marattas, it appears that they adhere to the ſyſtem recommended 
by the Court of Directors; and Bombay enters ſo heartily into their ideas, that 
they are on the eve of actually declaring in favour of Hyder Ally Khan, in oppoſi- 
tion to the Marattas. Suppofing then we were ever ſo well inclined to gratify the 
Nabob, to indulge his revenge againſt Hyder Ally Khan, and gain him the preſent . 

favour of the Marattas, by ſending the Company's forces to conquer for them the 
Myſore country, and eſtabliſh their power at our door, how could we juſtify the 

oppoſing the Company's forces of this Preſidency, by acting with the Marattas, to 
the Company's forces of the Bombay Preſidency that may be acting with Hyder 

Ally? for we have reaſon to believe, from their laſt letter of 21ſt October, ſt that 
they wilt ſend him aid, if he ſupplies them with money. We are aware of the an- 
fiver, for it is already uſed by perſons of high character; it is this :—Orders from 
home can only be temporary; and as times and circumſtances change, ſo meaſures 

and ſyſtems ought to be changed. It is a ſenſible obſervation, and as a general 
maxim we adopt it; let us conſider how it may be applied to the particular caſe be- 
fore us. When this Preſidency, in the year 1769, was on the very brink of ruin for 
want of money, and by that want was compelled to conclude a diſhonourable 
peace, ſtrongly impreſſed with the neceſſity of eftabliſhing ſome reſource in time of 
danger, and in failure of ordinary ſupplies, we ventured to recommend to Bengal 

the making a prudent reſerve; and Bengal, as ſtrongly convinced as we, concurred 

in opinion with us, Private or perſonal motives could not poſſibly have any part 
in this propoſal ; ſafety to the Company's valuable poſſeſſions was the ſole obje&. *Tis 
true we had no expreſs authority to make ſuch a propoſal, but there were no orders 
againſt it; and we ſurely had the general authority implied in our truſt, of doing 
the beſt in our judgment for it's preſervation in caſes unprovided for. Had we 
erred in judgment, as the intention was laudable, and on public motives, we ſhould 

have thought it might have ſufficed to ſay, the plan was not ſuitable to-the circum- 
ſtances of the affairs of the Company at home, and therefore at all riſks muſt be 
hid ade. But we are not to expect ſuch gentleneſs. We are ſtigmatized for 
making a peace, to which we are compelled for want of money to wage war; we 
are harſhly cenfured for propoſing means to avoid ſuch another diſgrace, or worſe. 
This is the language in which we were reprimanded. We are told, that nothing 
but infatuation could have produced a ſyſtem of guarding againſt diſtant evils abroad, 
by ſuffering the Company to fink under immediate diffireſs at home; the diftant evils 
were thoſe of war with the French, che Marartas, or other powerful neighbours, of 
which we are in confant danger; the immediate difireſs at home, is the neceſſity of 
paying a large ſpecific fum to our own Government, which ought to protect us, and 
a large dividend to the proprietors of ſtock, who have their capital at ſtake. We 
are commanded to lay afide fo deſtructive a plan; to wit, that of guarding againſt dan- 
gers abroad, by entailing preſent advantages at home; and a pofirive injunttion is ad- 
ded in theſe words; © That you do not at any time engage in plans of h important 
a nature without our knowledge and-concurrence, as it behoves you to concert 
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© with ut only ſuch ſyſtems as materially affect the very exiſtence of the Company :”* and 
after this, ſhall we either deviate ourſelves, or concert with the other Preſidencies a de- 
viation from a general ſyſtem eſtabliſhed for them all; a ſyſtem which does indeed 
molt materially affect the very exiſtence of the Company? Forbid it prudence! 


We come now to the fourth and Jaſt conſideration againſt an alliance with them, 
viz, The danger and fatal conſequences to be apprehended from ſuch a meaſure, 


We believe no one can doubt but the views of the Marattas evidently tend to 
the ſubjection of all India; this has been manifeſted by their conduct for ſome 
years paſt, but more eſpecially of late; and the advantages they have gained over 
the Jauts and Rohillas, the obtaining poſſeſſion of the Mogul and his family, to- 
gether with the ſuperiority they have acquired over Hyder Ally, are circumſtances 
but too favourable to their ambitious deſigns. Their purpoſes would be anſwered 
in ſeveral ways, if we could be prevailed on to ſend the Company's forces to their 
aſſiſtance. Firſt, it would enſure to them the conqueſt of the Myſore country, the 
principal forts of which, without our aid, may yet hold out a long time, and put 
them to the expenſe of a great farce to ſtarve them out, If we join them, they 
mult ſee that neither Bengal or Bombay can oppoſe them; for they cannot think the 
Company's ſyſtem ſo abſurd, as that one Preſidency ſhall oppoſe another; but if 
we do not join them, they know that Bengal, and Bombay too, look upon them 
with jealous eyes. If we once join them, we mult not expect that our labour will 
end with the teduction of Myſore; we mult follow them to the conqueſt of Bidde- 
nure, or wherever they pleale to carry us, or fight our way back through them, and 
through a vaſt and deſolate country, without proviſions ; and thus our ſtrength be- 
ing waſted in making conquelt and acquiring wealth and ſtrength for them, what 
ſhall afterwards give protection to the Carnatick and the Company's poſſeſſions un- 
der this Preſidency ? The Nabob will anſwer it in two words, and the late Plenipo- 
tentiary: would echo back his reply, MaRAT TA Farrn—MarartrTa Farta! Of all the 
faithlels Powers on earth, the Maratta is moſt faithleſs; and ſhall we then ſubmit 
our necks to ſuch a yoke ? Some excuſe may be made for the Nabob, but what 
ſhall be ſaid for the late Plenipotentiary, who, charged with the honour of the 
Crown, could nevertheleſs humble himſelf before the Muſnud, and ſubmit to become 
the inſtrument of inſulting us, wantonly inſulting us, with the 7ime when, the place 
where, and the manner how, the peace was made with Hyder; a peace to which the 
want of aid from his Idol compelled us; and yet, without a bluſh, could urge us to 
comply with the threats of a Maratta Chief, and at all perils ſend the Company's 
forces, the Britiſh, forces to his aid. Such are the honours the late Plenipotentiary 
endeavoured to acquite for the Crown of Great Britain the honour of humbling 
the Eaſt- India Company before the throne of Mahomed Ally Khan! Hyder Ally 
was the Power in the ſouth beſt able to withſtand their efforts, and oppoſe their de- 
ſigns ; the reduction of him therefore they looked upon as a neceſſary ſtep to 
their views of univerſal conqueſt: and it is certain, that were they once poſſeſſed 
of the Myſore countty, the Carnatick would be next expoſed to their ravages, by 
which means the country muſt be ruined; and if we have not money to pay our 
troops, and proviſions to ſubſiſt them, the forts muſt ſoon fall into their _ | 
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the Deckan has now but little power of reſiſtance, and would become an eaſy prey 
to them; and they would then be enabled to bend their whole force againſt the 

northern Powers, Theſe are the conſequences naturally to be expected from the 
reduction of Myſore; and although the Nabob may flatter himſelf that a junction 
with the Marattas, to enable them to accompliſh it, might for the preſent free 
himſelf from their ravages, we are fully, perſuaded that ſuch a meaſure would in 
the end be productive of ruin to the Carnatick and the Company. 


From all which reaſons and conſiderations, the Committee are clearly of 
opinion, that they ought not to enter into an offenſive alliance with the Marattas ; 
and that the Nabob ſhould be acquainted, that we never will engage in ſuch a 
meaſure, unleſs commanded by the Court of Directors. 


We come now to the ſecond propoſition, via. To join Hyder Ally, provided 
he can furniſh money for the expenſes of the army, and can procure ſupplies of 
proviſions for their ſubfiſtence. 


We have, in our deliberations on this ſubje&, frequently declared it as our 
opinion, that the ſupporting of Hyder Ally, that is the Myſore Government, as, 
a barrier to the Maratta Power, would tend the moſt effectually to ſecure the 
peace and tranquillity of this province ; and that in caſe the whole power and 
reſources of the Carnatick were at our command, ſuch a ſyſtem would be the 
moſt prudent and eligible. But while the Nabob not only objects to ſuch a 
meaſure, but urges the propriety of joining the Marattas to ſubdue Myſore, and 
in which he has been ſupported by His Majeity's Miniſter, it would be imprudent 
in the Company alone to undertake it; as not having the means of carrying it 
into execution, and as it might cauſe a ſeparation of intereſts, which we ought 
as far as poſſible to avoid. We have annexed to the propofition the condition 
of Hyder's being able to furniſh money and provifions, ſince without them it 
would be impoſlible to undertake any thing in his ſupport. With regard, to mo- 
ney, we know not how far his abilities may extend; but as to proviſions, we 
think it impoſſible he ſhould be able to furniſh ſuch ſupplies as would ſuffice for 
our army, unaccuſtomed to the hardſhips the country troops often ſuffer ; we 
had proof enough of this in the late war. In this ſtate of uncertainty, and con- 
ſidering the Nabob's utter averſion to any meaſures in ſupport of Hyder Ally, we 
think we ought not to join him, or make any declaration in his favour ; particu- 
larly as ſuch a declaration would in fact be an open declaration of offenſive war 

ainſt the Marattas, which might endanger the Company's Charter ; at leaſt 
ſuch has been the doctrine of His Majeſty's late Miniſter, If we are attacked, it 
will be neceſſary we ſhould take meaſures for our defence; and whatever ſteps 
ſhall appear expedient for that purpoſe will be juſtifiable : which brings us to ** 
the third and laſt propoſition, namely, ; . 


. To collect a body of troops in ſome central poſition, where they may beſt 
rotect the country, either by detachments or otherwiſe, and diſtreſs the enemy

cutting off their ſupplies. | 
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= We have frequently declared it as our opinion, that it is impoſſible for infantry 
effectually to prevent the ravages of horfe ; in theſe ſentiments we ſtill eontinue: we 
are nevertheleſs of opinion, that we ought to oppoſe them as far as we are able; and 
it is not impoſſible but that, bx vigorous and active meaſures, ſome advantage 
might be gained; or at leaſt that the enemy may be fo diſtreſſed by having their 
convoys intercepted, as to be obliged to abandon the province: whereas, were 
we to put the troops into garriſon, and ſuffer the enemy to ravage and lay waſte 
at pleaſure, our reſources and proviſions would be exhauſted to no purpoſe, and 
no one advantage could accrue. We are therefore of opinion,” that General. 
Smith ſhould be inſtructed, after placing ſufficient garriſons in the forts in the 
fouth, to hold the remainder of the army in readineſs to march; that the Na- 
bob be conſulted with regard to the moſt proper ſtation, and the ſupplies of moncy 
and proviſions he can furniſh. And as it will be neceſſary to prevent if poſſible 
8x Hyder Ally trom making up matrers with the Marattas, which he will no doubt 
= do, if he hath no hopes of aſſiſtance from us; the Committee are of opinion, that 
a letter ſhould be wrote expreſſing our good inclination towards him, but that we 
are at preſent unable, for want of orders from Europe, to take any meaſures; that 
theſe orders are ſhortly expected; and that in the mean time he be deſired to inform 
us what affiſtance of money and proviſions we may expect from him, in caſe the 

orders we may receive ſhould authoriſe us. to join him. 14

FOR theſe: two years: paſt, out of the greatneſs of my regard, I have been 
writing to you letters of friendſhip ; and the anſwers L have received from» thence. 
have been full of expreſſions of the warmeſt regard, accompanied with fine evaſions. 
The wintering of my victorious: army in this country has been merely to 1 72 
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Hyder Naigue, and accordingly he has been puniſhed; but it is the gracious plea- 
ſure of Sercemant that the enemy ſhould be puniſhed effectually; and in the lame 

manner I underſtood from Morarow was your fixed intention; to wit, to join 
in the Circar's affairs, and to have your revenge on your enemies; and after taking 
Syringapatnam, &c. places from the enemy, to give them to the Circar. You are 

thoroughly acquainted with the ſincerity of the friendſhip of the Engliſn, and by 
the performance of this buſineſs, you will ſhew it ſo clearly and plainly. By a letter 

from Madarow Sadaſi ve, above two months fince, I underſtand: that the Gover- 

nor and you, fitting together in private, ſent for him, and ſtnore to him, ſaying, you 

both would ſend a proper force, and in the ſpace of fix weeks“ time join e; and- 
as you had heard the troops were coming on that ſide of the Ghauts into Hyder's 
country, that he, Madarow Sadaſive, ſhould: prevent the ſame by writing to me, 
or elſe, by the coming of thoſe troops, that the country near to you both would be 

ruined ; accordingly, in conſideration of their being no diſtinction between us, I at 
that time put a ſtop to the march of thoſe troops, reſting aſſũred that in the time afore- 

mentioned your forces would come; but all at once I was informed of batteries 
being erected, and ſiege laid againſt Tanjore. In conſideration of the friendſhip ſub- 

ſiſting between us, on this buſineſs likewiſe I wrote to you repeatedly, but have 
not yet received an anſwer from thence on that ſubject; and every day brought me 
news of the ſtreights to which the Fort of Tanjore was reduced: being under a 
neceſſity therefore, I diſpatched a light army to aſſiſt the Rajah, and to paſs like - 
wiſe through Hyder Naigue's country. Between Sercemant Saheb and you a 
friendſhip moſt undoubredly ſubſiſts, and the performance of ſuch unbecoming 
meaſures from Madras appears highly improper, and may not be attended with 
good to either party. Moſt likely by this time a peace has been eſtabliſned between 
the Maha Rajah and you; but if not, I will come myſelf, and be the means of 
concluding a- friendſhip between you; and that done, conformable to our intention, 
join you invariably in the Circar's affairs, and perform the great matters, which are 
agreeable to the pleaſure of Sercemant Saheb. The great hopes I place on the 
«;friendfhip' of you, who are the fountain of friendthip, are very great.“ For 
further particulars I refer to Sunayputty's letter, and the verbal repreſentation of 
Madarow Sadaſive.

A bare friendſhip of 
Madavarow is eſteemed more ſuperlatively high than that of others with advan- 
tages; he being ſo great a Sardar, you can reap not the leaſt profit by being his 
enemy; but on the contrary, it would be much more advantageous your being 
numbered among his friends ; ſo that it is not proper that you ſhould be evaſive in 
your queſtions. The expedition againſt Tanjore was far from right ; it is good for 
you to ſettle the buſineſs of that place, preſerve the inclination of this fide, and 
act according to the agreement. Had I been arrived to the aſſiſtance of Tanjore, 
I would have paid a viſit to you, and would have carried on important opera- 
tions, as alſo gained a good name. But while I ſtand as a mediator no enmity can 
take place. Don't be doubtful of our entering the Payenghaut with the army. If 
you have made a peace with theRajah, it is well; if not, it will be incumbent on me 
to endeavour to preſerve the friendſhip of Trimbeck Row for you, as well as the 
pleaſure of Madayarow ; it behoves you likewiſe to be mindful of this ſubject: 
what can I write you more than this? You will ſoon ſend an anſwer to this letter. 
I have ſpoke to Trimbeck Row, and got orders to the army that entered the 
Payenghaut; they will not moleſt your country. You will ſend a proper man 
along with Madarow Sadaſive and Seereput Row. By all means I wiſh for your 
good. Don't delay to ſend an anſwer to this very ſoon. 1

The Committee think it only neceſſary to obſerve on the above letters, that 
without forcing an inference, it ſhould ſeem from them, as well as from other 
letters and adyices from the Balaghaut, that the Nabob has not contented him- 
felf with barely making excuſes for not complying with the demands of the 
Marattas for aſſiſtance; but that he has gone further, that he has actually pro- 
miſed it ; and which he might be induced to do from three motives. The firſt, 
that by promiling to aſſiſt the Marattas in the reduction of Myſore, in which 
they would acquire great advantages, he hoped to prevail on them to defer their 
demand on htm for Choute : Secondly, as he 1 ray to annex to his poſſeſſions 
the Barahamaul country, &c. which it appeared, by the letters he lately received 
from Trimbeck Row, had been promiſed him as a Jaghire: And thirdly, to 
gratify his revenge, as is expreſſed in Trimbeck Row's letter. The Nabob, it is 
true, well knew how ayerſe we have conſtantly been to ſuch a meaſure; but he 
has all along entertained hopes, that either by the influence of His Majeſty's

P. S. Since I wrote the annexed letter, a body of Maratta cavalry, ſaid to be 
about fix thouſand, have appeared a few miles to the weſtward of Syringapatnam 
I ſhall take what ſteps I think neceſſary in conſequence, and be glad to receive 
your inſtructions concerning the troops and their operations. The general 
orders reſpecting the artillery promotions have come to hand.

The Preſident lays before the Board the following extract of a letter wrote 
yeſterday by him to General Smith: | 


Extract of a Letter from the Preſident to General Smith, dated 8th December, 1771. 


IHAVE no doubt but that the plundering the villages in the Nabob's country 
was by order of the Maratta Chief, tho' they pretend twas by miſtake. Perhaps 
it was done to merit the money remitted to Trimbeck Row by the Rajah of Tan- 
Jore juſt before the concluſion of the peace; perhaps 'twas to get ſome money 
from the Nabob; perhaps 'twas to frighten us into a junction with them: in 
the laſt they will not ſucceed, unleſs we ſhould receive orders from the Company 
to affiſt them ; orders which I think the Company will not give. 


We are told Narrain Row, with a freſh army of 20,000 horſe, is under orders 
for the Balaghatt, and a part of them advanced as far as Junjabudra; I think 
it therefore very probable that we ſhall have a very powerful invaſion in 
January. The Nabob is of opinion, and ſo am I, that the army had better not 
take the field until we learn further of their intentions; in the mean time J 
Mall be obliged to you for your opinion what force to leave in the ſouth in all 
the garriſons, and that done, what force you can put into the field out of thg 
troops in the ſouth. How are the Nabob's battalions now diſpoſed of ? How 
many are there? What horſe has he beſides Matthews' and Rumley's ? Are they 
— for any thing ? | 


Whenever the army moves, it appears to me neceſſary that you take with you 
from Trichinopoly as much proviſion as will ſerve you, at leaſt 'till you can 
reach Wandewaſh, or other principal forts, where you may get freſh ſupplies; for 
it appears to me impoſſible to ſubſiſt an army in the field in any other way, when 
the enemy is ſuperior in cavalry. I wiſh you would ſpeak to the young Nabob upon 
this ſubject, that preparations may be made. I will urge the Nabob here to order 
proper quantities of Paddy to be beat and kept ready in rice in the ſeveral *

Since writing the above, I have received advice that Trimbeck Row, with the 
main body of his army, was in motion, and was arrived within five Coſs of Kiſt- 
nagherry ; that an advanced party of 5000 were actually arrived near to Kiſt- 
nagherry, and that a detachment had been made towards Coverypatnam. As the 
party under Upparow and Kiſhen Row, which firſt entered the Baramahaul, plun- 
dered Calaſpauk, and proceeded towards your parts, was ſufficiently ſtrong to 
ravage all Hyder's country on this fide, the Ghauts, it is natural to conclude, 
that Trimbeck Row's coming with his main body muſt' have ſome further ob- 
ject; I begin therefore to think we ſhall, haye them upon us ſooner than I ex- 
pected; we mult however remain as we are, until the Nabob conſents to the 
army's taking the field: I have not ſeen him ſince the receipt of the laſt news.

6th. ALTHOUGH my opinion will not be found to differ very materially from 
that of the Board, as contained in this article, yet I think it neceſſary to explain the 
ſenſe in which I can with propnety aſſent to it; becauſe, as it ſtands, it implies a 
doubt of the powers of this Government where I have none; and the reſolution 
expreſſed in it, though ſuitable to the preſent occaſion, appears too peremptory 
and determinate. | | | 


The conſtant tenor of all the Company's orders forbids any kind of alliance with 
the Marattas, exprefling the ſtrongeſt apprebenſions of their power, and recom- 
mending it as the“ Beſt policy to check their growth by every opportunity.“ In 
their orders to the Preſidency of Bombay, now before us, they reproach them for 
bearing with the menaces and inſults of the Maratcas ; and plainly intimate, that 
they ought to have attacked, and even deſtroyed, the Maratta Fleet, when it cruized 
off their harbour; although no hoſtilities had been actually committed, nor does 
it appear that any were intended. We may ſafely conclude, from this inſtance, 
what would be the ſentiments of our Superiots on the late behaviour of the Ma- 
rattas towards this ee They have demanded aid; they have threatencd ; 
they have done more, they have committed hoftilities, not againſt the Company 
indeed, but againſt the Nabob, the firm friend and ally of the Company; and this 
the Court of DiteKtors declare, in the paflape above quoted, they ſhall conſider as

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equal to an offence oommitted againſt themſelves; and that they ⁊vill never ſuffer a 
people, under their protection, to be diſtreſſed and plundered under any pretence whatſoever. 


Wĩ are therefore already authoriſed by the Company to make offenſive war againſt 


the Marattas, if to prevent an inſult, or to prevent a determined injury, be to 


I muſt give it as my opinion, that if the Nabob were diſpoſed to unite and co- 


operate heartily and ſteadily with us, and we could be aſſured of the neceſſary 


ſupplies of proviſions, the reſolution of this Government ought to be taken imme- 


diately, not to defend the Carnatick when it ſhall be invaded, but to prevent an 


invaſion, by carrying the war at once into the Balaghaut; and in ſupport of this 


opinion, I beg leave to offer the following reaſons : 


Becauſe we are aſſured, and the Marattas themſelves have declared, that they 
will invade the Carnatick. | 


- Becauſe their preſent force in the: Balaghaut has been much harraſſed and Wea- 


kened, and of courſe rendered leſs fit for that kind of war in, which their ſupe- 
riority confiſts, by the fatigues and diſtreſſes of a long campaign. 


Berauſe they expect to be reinforced: by a: freſh army of 20, ooo horſe, under the 


command of Narrain Row; which may yet be detained; ſame time, as they muſt 


bring their proviſions with them. 
Becauſe the: Marattas could. not ealily find a ſubſiſtence in the Payenghaut before 


the new crops are ripe. FS 


Becauſo at ſuch a time, therefore, it would be more eaſy to eut off their ſup- 


plies, by attacking their Bunjarees; their only actual means of ſubſiſtence. 


In a word, becauſe an ffenſive ar begun and carried on at a time moſt conve- 
nient to ourſelves, in a foreign country, and againſt an enemy not fully prepared, 
but determined to begin with us if we do not begin with them, is on every account 


to be preferred to a deſenſve war in the heart of our own country, begun by the 


enemy, with the choice of their own time, with every advantage of the ſeaſon in 


their favour, with all their force collected and every preparation made, and Hyder 
Ally, "whoſe power might yet avail us ſomething, totally reduced, as he probably 


would be, and his country and it's reſources at their command. 


But as the Nabob will not conſent to ſuch a meaſure, and even perſeveres in 


urging us to aſſiſt the Marattas, and we cannot act without him, I therefore agree 


with the Majority of the Board, that it would be moſt expedient to wait for the ar- 
rival of the expected orders from England, before any deciſive ſtep be reſolved on; in 


the mean time, I think that every previous diſpoſition ſhould be made, which would 


have been neceſſary had the reſolution paſſed for an immediate aud, offenſive war :

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I mean, that the preparations to be made ſhould have an offenſive war for their 
object; that is to ſay, to move the army, and form detachments, - It might take 
up a fortnight or three weeks to make ſuch diſpoſitions ; in that time the expected 

orders from the Company may arrive; theſe may be ſo clear and deciſive, as to cut 
off every hope which the Nabob may yet entertain of their aſſenting to his plan of 
a Maratta alliance, and to induce him to ſubmit to the only 8 left him of op- 
ofing the Marattas. But ſhould it ſo happen, that any accident, not improbable 

Fe om the lateneſs of the ſeaſon in which the Lord Holland and Britannia left Eng- 
land, ſhould retard their arrival, and the Nabob, in the mean time, ſhould be indu- 

ced, either by freſh provocations of his enemies, or by a change of ſentiment, to 
form the reſolution of returning their hoſtilities, or commencing hoſtilities againſt 

them; in ſuch a caſe I think this Government will not only be juſtified in aſſiſting 
him without waiting for further authority, but will be liable to the reproach of a 
diſobedience of orders and infidelity to their Ally, beſides much worſe conſequences, 


if they do not. 


8. I do not approve of this article, becauſe I fear it may encourage the Nabob to 
ſend his own forces to aſſiſt the Marattas. All they want is a diſciplined force and 
artillery to reduce Hyder's principal forts ; this purpoſe may be effected by the 
fortes in the Nabob's ſervice : and notwithſtanding the intimation given him, that 
the Company may order us to act againſt the Marattas, I apprehend ſuch an order 
may come too late, when the Nabob ſhall have entered into ſo cloſe an alliance with 
them, as to make it impoſſible to act againſt them without becoming his enemy at 
the ſame time; which we are pretty certain no orders of the Company can juſtify, 
while the conſtant and invariable ſpirit of all the orders is, that the confirmation 
of their alliance with the Nabob, and the ſupport of his Government, are to be 
the ruling ag wh of all our political tranſactions. If therefore, on ſuch a lati- 
tude given to the Nabob, he ſhould precipitate himſelf into a Maratta alliance, 
this Government is tied to him, and muſt neceſſarily follow him in it, in ſpite of 
all orders the Company may give; unleſs they expreſsiy authorize a total ſeparation 
from him, which is \mpoſhble. l 


WARREN HASTINGS. 


The Board think it neceſſary to make the following remarks on Mr. Haſtings' 
diſſent to the 6th article: | 

It has never been denied that the orders of the Company againſt any meaſures 
which may tend to an increaſe of the Maratta Power are very plain and expreſs ; 
in theſe ſentiments the three Prefidencies have as clearly and heartily concurred : 
it is our ſteady perſeverance therein that has been the principal cauſe of difpute 
with the Nabob ; and we have fully expreſſed our reſolution to him not to depart 

therefrom, without the expreſs directions of our Superiors. 


1 arguments urged by Mr. Haſtings in favour of the plan propoſed by him, 
that our operations ſhould not be confined ſimply to the defence of the — 
SITY 3 | when 
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when it ſhall be invaded, but to prevent an invaſion, by carrying the war at once 
into the Balaghaut, have great weight: but there is one inſurmountable objection 
to ſuch a meaſure ;—the Nabob is againſt it. This objection Mr. Haſtings admits ; 
and therefore, ſetting aſide our inability, it remains only to be conſidered, whe- 
ther we ſhould be juſtified in adopting ſuch a plan without his concurrence. 


The orders of the Company are not more expreſs againſt aggrandizing the 
Maratta Power, than they are againſt our entering into offenſive wars; indeed 
we have been told, that the Company are not authorized by their Charter to make offenſrve 
wars. The conduct and threats of the Marattas are againſt the Nabob's country: 
whatever may be his motives for ſuffering their inſults and depredations, we can- 
not take up arms in his ſupport without his concurrence, as ſuch a ſtep would in 
fact be engaging in an offenſive war, in which we muſt make ourſelves the prin- 
cipals : we ſhould expoſe ourſelves to the imputation of dragging the Nabob into 
meaſures contrary to his inclination; and if the country be plundered and laid 
waſte, if an accommodation be thereby prevented, or whatever conſequences may 
happen, they would be laid at our door. 


The orders of the Court of Directors to the Preſidency of Bombay do by no 
means imply that we are to aſſiſt the Nabob againſt the Marattas whether he will 
or not; they declare, that they look upon the Nabob as their firm friend and 
ally, and that they never will ſuffer a people under their protection to be plundered or 
diſtreſſed. But the Nabob does not, or would not, ſeem to look upon the conduct 
of the Marattas in thac light, or to regard them as enemies ; he not only does 
not defire our affiſtance to oppoſe them, but is utterly averſe to any meaſures 
againſt, and even preſſes a junction with them.

I do not know what artillery the Nabob has,, I know only that he has 
Engliſh officers to command it; and though that corps may not yet be ſufficiently 
ſtrong, or ſufficiently provided, to perform the ſervice for which they may be re- 
quired, yet my apprehenſions go further than I before ventured. to expreſs on re- 
cord, but which 1 will now declare to be, that if the Nabob ſhould reſolve to aſſiſt 
the Marattas againſt Hyder Ally, he will apply to the Admiral for a detachment of 
his ſeamen or marines, and with ſuch an addition his artillery may. be equal to 


the propoſed ſervice. 


To the zd and 4th articles I will only ſay in two words, that there is no medium; 
we never can act a neutral part while the Nabob takes an active one, but we muſt 
be with him or againſt him. It is not very eſſential to the preſent queſtion to prove 
this aſſertion, and it would lead to endleſs argument.

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 


OUR advices for ſome time paſt have given us cauſe to apprehend that the de- 
signs of the Marattas were to invade this province, with a view of compelling us

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into a junction with them againſt Myſore ; and we now think it neceſſary to inform 
ou, that the main body of their army is already on this fide the Paſſes, and confi- 
derable detachments have been made into the Baramahaul country, which lies alſo on 
this ſide, and belongs to Hyder Ally. Straggling parties have actually entered this 
province, and plundered ſome villages ; but their actions have been diſavowed by 
the Maratta Vackeel at this place, and they have retired out of the country, car- 
rying with themtheir plunder. We alſo learn, that a reinforcement of 20,000 horſe, 
under the command of Narrain Row, is on the march from Poonab, and we have all 
reaſon to believe that a very formidable invaſion will be made on this province. 


The Marattas ſtill perſiſt, as we have before adviſed you, in demanding the aſſiſt- 
ance of the Company's forces againſt Hyder Ally, and we perſiſt in refuſing them. 
The Nabob, who, ſupported by Sir John Lindſay, urged us in the warmeſt manner 
to unite with the Marattas, finding us determined againſt ſuch a meaſure, ceaſes to 
preſs us ſo violently, but ſtill retains the ſame ſentiments. Having wrote in the 
ſtrongeſt and cleareſt manner on this ſubject to the Court of Directors in every letter 
from January 1770 to the diſpatch of the Lapwing in October 1770, without re- 
cciving a word of reply to this time, we cannot doubt but that the advices expected 
by the Lord Holland will bring us deciſive inſtructions ; our preſent reſolution 
therefore is to hold ourſelves in readineſs, but to take no hoſtile ſtep, unleſs the Car- 
natick ſhall be attacked, until we receive inſtructions, We have already ſaid, that 
we expect the Carnatick will be ſhortly invaded; in that caſe our army muſt take 
the field ; our expenfes will be great, our means inadequate ; but we have no choice. 
The Nabob tells us, that if the province is invaded; he ſhall not be able to ſupply 
us with money, we cannot therefore place any dependence on him; our own re- 
fources, ſuch as we can depend on, will not extend beyond the expenſes of four or 
five months; we beg therefore to be informed, whether you can give us any or what 
aſſiſtance. in ſpecie, for we do not think we ſhall' be able to negotiate bills on your 
Preſidency for any confiderable amount. We are apprehenſive that this may be 
diſtreſſing you, but as our exigencies will probably be very great, we doubt not but 
your will aſſiſt us all in your power. We are, | |

From Nydur Ally Khan to Governor Du Pre, dated 234 November, and received 6th 
| — er, 1775, 


I T was with pleaſure and ſatisfaction I received your letter of the 19th of Oc- 
tober laſt.F You tell me, You do not doubt but I ſhall do whatever may be beſt 
e for procuring permanent ſtability to my affairs, and that you write to me in all 
< truth and fincerity.”} It has been merely out of conſideration of the ſincerity of 
your friendſhip and adherence to your engagements, which makes me eſteem our 
intereſts entirely as one, that I have given the Marattas this plain anſwer ;—that be- 
tween the Engliſh Company and me a treaty of perpetual peace, confirmed by 
every tye, ſubſiſts, and that I would on no account fend my troops to accompany 
them, in caſe of their making irruptions and railing diſturbances towards Arcot. 
This plain anſwer has been given them; notwithſtanding Trimbeck Row their Sar- 
dar and I had been quarrelling and diſputing this yery matter for four or five months. 
They have now left theſe parts, with an intention of paſſing into the Arcot Payen- 

haut; I have ſtationed troops, both Sepoys and Peons, to ſtop the Paſſes, and 
—_ diſpatched a body of brave and well mounted horſemen, to the amount of 
5000, to attack their van and rear, and-to keep moving round them ; accordingly 
every day, by God's bleſſing, an hundred and two: hundred horſes are taken by 
them, as I make no doubt you have alſo heard from other hands. You likewiſe 
will keep on your part two truſty Sardars, with troops, the one at Changama, and 
the other at Amboor, with directions to chaſtize the Marattas wherever they may 
make their appearance; to your Talookdars alſo you will give orders to ſend away 
the inhabitants and cattle belonging to the open towns — villages to the woods 
and other places of protection. Belides running about the country, and carrying off 
it's cattle, what can the Marattas do? your firſt care therefore as above ſhould be 
to ſend the afore- mentioned orders to the Talookdars. Reſpecting the inhabitants 
and cattle, I mention this out of the greatneſs of regard ſubſiſting between us. 
Always let me have the pleaſure of receiving letters from you adviſing of your 
health, that I may rejoice? 5

P. S. Strengthen your forts and garriſons, and ſend orders to your Killedars and 
Talookdars, that in caſe of the Maratta troopyentering into the Arcot country, and 
the Circar's troops following them with a view of chaſtiſing them, that they (the 
Killedars and Talookdars) procure whatever ſecret intelligence they can reſpecting 
the Marattas, and adviſe the Sardar of the Citcar's troops thereof.

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The Prefident alſo lays before the Committee the following intelligence 
received yeſterday from the Nabob :

HYDER's Vackeel applied to Trimbeck Row, and after deliveripg his Maſter's 
letter to him, told him, by his Maſter's order, that if he would make peace with 
his Maſter before he enters the Payenghaut, he was willing to ſend an aſffiſtance 
of a force along with Muckdoom Naigue to enable him, the ſaid Trimbeck Row, 


to take poſſeſſion of all the Arcot forts, and to commit hoſtilities as far as Madras; 


he told the ſame thing to Morarow : but Trimbeck Row anſwered, that as his 
Maſter did not hearken to him before, he had no occaſion to talk about it at preſent; 
and he added, that if he was unable to do what he talks of, he will then aſk for his 


aſſiſtance. On this the ſaid Vackeel got one Vadavaput to ſpeak to Trimbeck Row, 


that the Nabob always made an excuſe to ſend his aſſiſtance, ſaying, that the 
Europeans were not under his direction; if ſo, how came they to fight the Tan- 
joreans according to his direction? which Trimbeck Row communicated to Mo- 
rarow, who ſpoke in favour of the Nabob; that it was not right to comply with 
Hyder's requeſt; but that it was better to be in peace and friendſhip with the 
Nabob, as it will be impoſſible for Hyder to cope againſt the European force. 
Trimbeck Row anſwered him, to endeavour to ſend for the Nabob ſoon to join 
him. Morarow replied, that by the time the army arrives at Kiſtnagherry, the 
Vackeel and the aſſiſtance from the Nabob will join. him. Morarow ſeeing me 
and the Company's Hircar, told us the ſame ; ahd ſaid that 1 ſhould write to the 
Nabob to act in ſuch manner, that what he ſpoke to Trimbeck Row may ſtand good, 
that the Nabob's country may be ſaved from plunder, and that the der 
ſoon come to the army while it may remain at Trinamel, that the aſſiſtance may be 
ſent for from the Nabob.

IN conſequence of what youwrite to me, I did not fend my army before into the 
country below the Paſſes; yeſterday however I paſſed the Ghaut of Bodicotah, 
and with my troops am arrived in the ſaid country. The Tongedar of Cuddapah 
formerly, when he ſettled his matters with the Circar, gave up thereto the Barama- 
haul diſtrict; but ſome confuſion happening in the management of affairs + ark

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Hyder Naigue got it into his poſſeſſion : the Circar's government however muſt 
now be eſtabliſhed therein. A friendſhip ſubſiſts between the Nabob and me, and 
Sercemant Pundit eſteems him as his own. I have wrote in various modes to 
Court ; Morarow Gorparah Surmyaputtee alſo has done the ſame; and it is now 
near a twelvemonth ſince you were diſpatched from thence, The fruit of friend- 
ſhip between people of diſtinction is mutual benefit; had the friendſhip between 
the Nabob and me been attended with that effect, that friendſhip would have 

ained ſtrength, and in the eye of the world appeared well. The extirpation of 
Hyder Naigue is my fixed intention, and with this view I am arrived near; 
there muſt now be an interview between us: you ſhould bring a truſty perſon 
with you on the part of the Nabob, and e of truſt alſo ſhould be ſent to 
him from hence, and the affairs of both parties be accompliſhed ; this will 
doubtleſs be agreeable to Pundit Purdhaun, and be the means of effecting im- 

rtant objects: the making uſe of excuſes herein is neither conſiſtent with 
wiſdom nor prudence. The plan on which the large armies of the Marattas * 
are conducted is this 1: they have with them great quantities of ſtores, and 
thouſands of horſe conſtantly going round them at a conſiderable diſtance; and 
the Nabob knows that this is not a mode merely of to-day : he ſhould nor 
think any thing of this; for ſuppoſing the army of a father to paſs by 
the village of a ſon, or the army of a ſon to paſs by that of a father, the large- 
neſs of the army will cauſe ſome damage to be done, but they are never in 
conſequence of orders from the Sardar: the Pandauras and plunderers accompany- 
ing the army plunder even great cities. Should the horſe, on account of my near 
approach, plunder the Citcar's villages through ignorance, do not conſtrue it in 
any other light; I have given them poſitive orders on this head, and therefore 
acquaint you of it. My views are theſe ; your coming, an intetview with the 
Nabob, and the accompliſhment of the objects before us; ſhould the Nabob 
think any otherwiſe, you will imprint in his mind the above matters, I have 
acquainted you clearly of the thoughts of my heart: let not the Nabob think of 
things detrimental to our friendſhip ; I have not, but have wrote to you plainly. 
Your coming to me with a truſty perſon of the Nabob's, the obtaining advantages 
for both ſides, and liſtening to my word, are all matters which will give pleaſure 
to Pundit Purdhaun. I will alſo liſten to what meſſages you may report to me 
in a proper manner on the part of the Nabob, which will give him pleaſure. It 
is on this account that I have ſo frequently wrote to you in ſo f undiſguiſed a - 
manner, and now write this; ſend me your anſwer ſoon, as, in expeCtation of the 
ſarne, I am waiting here to conquer the Baramahauk country and reduce it's garri- - 
ſons.

1 OBSERVED. what your Exceltency was Nr to acquaint me concerning 
your treatment to the Marattas, and of courſe I ſhould make myſelf eaſy with 
regard to their committing hoſtilities, give encouragement to the inhabitants, 
collect the prefent year's money, and ſend a quantity of Paddy, amounting to one 
Lack of Rupees, to the Fort of Vellour. Agreeable to your orders I rode as far as 
the diſtrict of Nermetty, and gave all poſſible encouragement to the inhabi- 
ſtants; but they would not believe me, or place any confidence in my ſayings. As 
the Maratta horſe invaded the neighbourhood of Tripatore and Vaniambaddy, the 
inhabitants of Codypollam, &c. were diſperſed ; which news reaching to the in- 
Habitants of my diſtri, they went away with their families, cattle, &c. to the woods 
for ſhelter, and are, ſtill going away, leaving only one man in their reſpective 
houſes. Caur crop is Polling away for want of people to cut and to gather them, 
which occaſions great loſs to the produce. It is impoſſible for me to write the 
great impediment that attends in collecting the revenues, and in carrying on the 
cultivation, on account of the inhabitants being diſperſed as above.

impoſſible foruthem to ſtay and mind their buſineſs. © If you ſend 200 Sepoys and 
| Peons to me, it is well; if not, you will fend an order to me, that I might enliſt 
Sepoys, repair all the Gadies as aforeſaid, place proper garriſons in different 
places, and ſettle the affairs of the diſtricts, after making the inhabitants eaſy as 
is required, Tf the Marattas ſhould ſtay any longer in Payenghaut, (which God 
forbid!) the inhabitants will never ſettle themſelves in the country, but on the 
— .contrary they will go and ſettle in that of the Marattas. It. is highly neceſſary 
1 to repair the Gadies, and to place the Tannas in different places, that the inha- 
5 bitants might thereby beenzhled to mind the buſineſs of cultivation; I am ready 

to obey your orders concerning this ſubje@. 


Agreeable to your repeated orders, 4 have lately ſent 5100 Cullums of Paddy, 
and have now ſent about 4000, through the means of Fatta Mahomed Khan. 1 
will in the time of the harveſt of Caur, Sumbah, &c. crop, ſend the Paddy of the

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From Governor Du Pre to Hyder Ally Khan, dated 11th December, 1771+ 


LATELY I had the pleaſure, to write you two letters, the firſt dated the 
* 19th October, the laſt dated the + 8th November; in both of them I informed 
you, that I was waiting with great expectation for letters from Europe; and that 
until I ſhould receive them, I could not determine any thing on the ſubject con- 
cerning which you wrote to me within theſe few days. Your Vackeel has com- 
municated. to me the contents of a letter he has received from you, offering to 
come down with your forces, and unite with thoſe of the Company in the Payen- 
ghaut to oppoſe the invaders. This I confider as a proof of your ſteadineſs and 
firm friendſhip ; but as to this time I remain in the ſame uncertainty in reſpect to 
the inſtructions which are coming to me, and which are not yet arrived, I think 
it beſt, on all accounts, that your forces be yet a little while employed entirely 
in the protection of your own country. It is impoſſible to ſay exactly at what time 1 
ſhall receive the inſtructions I expect, for no man can control the winds and the 
ſeas; but as I have news of the ſailing of two ſhips from England, I think their 
arrival may be expected in the courſe of a month or ſix weeks. In the mean time, 
there are two things of which I wiſh to be aſcertained, that in caſe I ſhould be 
authoriſed to comply with your propoſal, there may be no obſtacle; the one is 
money for the payment of the army, the other .is proviſion for their ſubſiſtence; 
both are eſſentially neceſſary. As to money, I have no doubt of your ability to pro- 
vide amply, and that you will do fo in this place; but in refpe& to proviſions, 
the cruel ravages which your country has ſuffered, will perhaps make it difficult, 
if not impracticable, to furniſh ſuch as may be requiſite. In -confideration of the 
friendſhip between us, I think it proper to mention to you theſe thoughts which 
have occurred to me. It will always give me »pleaſure to bear of your health 
and proſperity. | What can I ſay more? 


P. S. Since writing the foregoing, I have received your letter dated 23d No- 
vember. Your peremptory refuſal of the propoſal made you, to employ. your 
troops to the injury of the Payenghaut country, is at once a ftrong proof of your 
wiſdom and of your friendſhip. For theſe two years paſt I alſo have been ſoli- 
cited, with entreaties and with threats, to ſend the Company's forces againſt your 
country; I have always refuſed. My ſentiments towards you and your affairs I have 
in former letters explained, they remain firmly the fame. I thank you for the 
good advice you give me; proper orders will be iſſued accordingly.

Foreſeeing the ruinous 
conſequences to this province if ſuch an alliance ſhould take place, and in order, 
if poſſible, to prevent, or at leaſt to delay the concluſion, we wrote to Mr. Brome, 
then Refident from the Government of Bombay at Poonah, to make ſome overtures 
to Madavarow for alliance with him againſt Hyder Ally and Shuſhrow. Your Agent 
at Poonah was intruſted, on the part of your Excellency, to open a negotiation 
with Madayarow for the ſame purpoſe. *Tis true that the propoſal never was made 
on our part, for before our letter reached Poonah, the treaty tor invading this pro- 
vince was concluded, and Mr. Brome was returned to Bombay; having, before he 
left Poonah, wrote us repeated letters, aſſuring us, as a fact undoubted, that ſuch a 
treaty was concluded: theſe letters were received the beginning of December 1768; 
your Excellency at the fame. time received and communicated-to us advices to the 
ſame effect. An undoubted confirmation of the fact is, that Madavarow wrote in 
- expreſs terms to the Governor of Bombay, that his deſign was to demand the Choute 
of your Excelleney ; they could not then colour their proceedings with a pretended 
jealouſy of our friendſhip with Hyder Ally, for we were at open war with him, and 
Shuſhrow, on your part, was ſoliciting their aid againſt him; they declared their real 
motive, which was the demand of the Choute. Madavarow's intention, it is true, was 
prevented, after he had proceeded ſeveral marches towards the South, by the hoſtile 
appearance of Janqjee Bouncello in the province of Berar, which- obliged Madava- 
row ſuddenly to return; and the whole ſcaſon wu, employed in reducing Jano- 
jee, the ruin of this province could not be undertaken, that year. But though the 
defign was thus, by an unforeſeen event, delayed, it was not dropped; Madavarow 
has perſiſted in it uniformly ; for in the latter end of 1769, Madavarow, with a power- 
ful army, invaded the Myſore country; and in the beginning of 1770 he {ent his 
Vackeel, Bulraum, to demand the Choute of your Excellency, and affiſtance from us, 
as your Excellency informed us. It is certain, that deſirous of driving off the evil 
day, we have avoided-giving a deciſive anſwer, under pretenee, firſt, that the Com- 
"= miſhoners were og who had full powers, but that our hands were tied; and this 
| | plea wafted the ſeaſon of 1770. Early in 1771 another Vackeel, Madarow 
Sadaſive, a man of higher rank, was to make the like demand; our plea to him 
»was, that the Commiſhoners being loſt, we could not act without orders, which we 
certainly expected to receive in the courſe of this ſeaſon ; and thus we are brought 
down to the preſent time. Our declarations to the Marattas have conſtantly been 
moſt pacifick ; we have given them the ſtrongeſt aſſurances of our defire to live in 
peace and friendſhip with them. Your Excellency ſays, they have requeſted our 
aſſiſtance. It is not the cuſtom of Nations, of Princes, or of States, to inſult each 
other in words; even during the rage of war their language to each other is polite , 
it is nevertheleſs univerſally underſtood, that to requeſt in the ſmoother language, 
and to hold a drawn ſword over one's head, is to demand with threat and outrage. 
4 | & Your 
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Your Excellency aſks, What motive can there be to induce you to conſent to your 
country being ruined, and it's inhabitants plundered of Lacks, by being at enmity 
with the Marattas ? And you ſay, you think the entering into a war with them is be- 
getting freſh diſturbances in the country; and after ſuſtaining. vaſt loſſes, it does 
not appear to you impoſſible to extirpate them. Give me leave to obſerve, that 
there is a great difference between making or entering into war againſt a Power, 
and defending one's ſelf when attacked. I am utterly averſe to war with the Ma- 
rattas, I declare, in the moſt poſitive manner, I have not the leaſt intention to 
make war againſt tle Marattas; though they make unreaſonable demands upon the 
Company, ſuch as I am not authorized to comply with, and enforce them with 
threats; yet I am paſſive, and feek peace; but if they proceed to actual hoſtility, 
if they invade the Carnatick and the Company, I think it neceſſary to defend both 
to the utmoſt of our power, and by the beſt means we can. I am far from think- 
ing we can protect the country from ravage and devaſtation ; it is not in that idea 
that I propoſed a plan of operation; I propoſed it as what appeared to me the beſt 
to diftreſs them in caſe they ſhould attack us, not as an attack upon them to pre- 
vent their invaſion: if your Excellency can propoſe a better plan of defence, Iwill be 
guided by it. At preſent I oblerve your Excellency's propoſal is to give them 
aſſiſtance, in order to preſerve tranquillity in the country. I much fear that expedient - 
would procure only a temporary tranquillity ; and that when they ſhould, by our 
aſſiſtance, have ſtrengthened themſelves by the conqueſt of the Myſore country, 
and waſted our. ſtrength in wars for their benefit, the Carnatick and the Company 
too will then become an ealy prey. 


I have read to your Excellency a paſſage of a letter from the Company to the 
Government of Bombay; your Excellency may underſtand from thence what their 
ſentiments are with reſpect to the Marattas and the Power of Myſore ; their orders 
to us-are conformable thereto : we cannot deviate from that ſyſtem without. autho- 
rity from our Conſtituents ; and therefore we cannot now, nor in future, unleſs we 
receive ſuch authority from our Conſtituents, give any aſſiſtance to the Marattas: 
nevertheleſs, as this reſolution reſpects only the Company's forces, over which we 
have control, and not your own proper troops, over which we bave no control, 
if your Excellency ſhall be clearly of opinion, that to unire with and aſſiſt the Ma- 
rattas with your own troops will not only preſerve your country from impending 
danger, but conduce to it's permanent proſperity and ſafety, your Excellency is in 
no wile reſtrained by our reſolution in reſpect to the Company's forces from ſending 
your own; 2 we mult ſay, ſuch a meaſure is contrary to our advice; becauſe 
i is contrary to the ſyſtem which the Company have recommended to all their 
Preſidencies; becauſe we cannot take a contrary part, wichout oppoſing; one part of 
the Company's ſyſtem againſt another; and becauſe we think the preſent tranquil- 
Hty it may produce will be but a palliative, and end in certain and utter ruin. If your 
Excellency ſhould nevertheleſs adopt that meaſure, we muſt in that caſe beg leave 
to recall the Officers we have lent to diſcipline and command ſome of your troops; 
and we ſhall then put all the Company's troops in the Carnatick in garriſon, and 
obſerve a ſtri& neutrality, until we ſhall receive the Company's orders, which have 
been, and muſt continue to be, the guide of our conduct, Your Excellency has

-promiſed, at all events, to reimburſe the Company now ſhortly the current charges 
-expended by them on your account to the end of October laſt, amounting to very 
near four Lacks of Pagodas, If I rightly underſtand what your Excellency ſays in 
your letter to which I am now replying, it amounts to this ;—that in caſe the Marar- 
tas ſhould invade the country, as you ſhall not be able to collect any revenues, ſo 
you ſhall not be able to aſſiſt the Company with any money, meaning beſides the 
abovementioned four Lacks of Pagodas. This gives me the deepeſt concern, be- 
cauſe, as I have already affured you verbally, I have no means of ſupporting the 
military charges beſide the four Lacks of Pagodas; therefore, unleſs your Excel- 
lency ſhould find ſome method of procuring further ſupplies, when that ſum is ex- 
pended, certain ruin muſt enſue. I obſerve alſo what your [Excellency ſays about 
grain; that in ſome forts there is ſufficient for the people there for ſix months, and 
in others ſtill more, ſufficient for the fighting men in the Company's army, I did 
underſtand from your Excellency in converſation that there was enough in ſeveral 
forts for years; I beg the favour your Excellency will be pleaſed to let me know 
particularly the quantity in each fort, that I may form a calculate of the time the 
army may be ſubſiſted in the Carnatick: and all I can ſay on this ſubje& is, that as 
long as the army can be ſubſiſted, paid, and kept together, the Company will 
never forſake you; but when all the money, proviſions, and reſources are gone, all 
is gone. 


P. S. Having verbally communicated to your Excellency ſome reſolutions and 
opinions of the Council on the preſent ſtate of affairs, and underſtanding that your

YOUR Excellency was pleaſed to ſay, that as Trimbeck Row and Morarow 
have ſent friendly letters to you, it appears that they have no bad deſign at preſent, 
but on the contrary they are inclined to cement the friendſhip with you ; I ſhould 
therefore give encouragement to the inhabitants to collect the preſent year's re- 
venues, and ſend you money as often as poſſible: all which I obſerve, and take 
the liberty to acquaint you, that after the Maratta horſe plundered and laid 
waſte the Calaſpauk, &c. diſtricts, they on the 2d inſtant committed hoſtilities» 
in the villages of Audoor Mangal, as well as the diſtricts of Trinamel and Chen- 
gam. The Amuldar of Sancarapoor and Pandalum writes, that they ravaged and 

lundered the villages belonging to the ſaid diſtricts. As this is an open country, the 
orſemen not only carry away the cattle, &c. wherever they meet them, but cut

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and wound the inhabitants, which obliges them to diſperſe and go away for ſhelter. 
Although the different Amuldars, by my order, gave all poſſible encouragement to 
the inhabitants, yet they do not believe them, on account of their being ſtruck 
with confternarion of their horſes. For want of rain in due ſeaſon the inhabitants 
were greatly diſtreſſed, and, in addition to which, they are now in the laſt extre- 
mity by reaſon of the hoſtilities of the Marattas; of which I thought fit to ac- 
quarnt you. | 


I am always ſending neceſſary proviſions and Sepoys to different forts, with or- 
ders to the Killedars to be upon their guard. 


Purport of a Letter from Verdappa, Amuldar of Ravetnellore, to Atchena Punt, dated 
34 December, 1771. 


AFTER the Maratta horſe plundered the diſtrict of Calaſpauk, they went 
and laid waſte the villages dependent on Chengam diſtrict. It is reported that 
ro, ooo of the Maratta horſe lay encamped at Auttore and Anantaghery, and are 
committing hoſtilities in the neighbourhood of the ſaid diſtricts. On the 3d of 
December they plundered Paupen, Cuppom, Puttore, &c, villages belonging to 
Chakary, which is ſituated about the diſtance of five Coſs from Ravetnellore. 


It is, reported that Chunda Saib's Son, with 5000 horſe, arrived at Ravetnellore, 
and has a bad deſign. 


The Maratta horſe came to the villages of Paukoon and Curvanore, and after 
wounding Vancatnaib the inhabitant of the ſaid villages, and demanding money 
from him, ſet fire to the ſaid villages, and then went away, thro* the way of Cul- 
curchy, after plundering Puttore, &c. 88 | | 


This day the Maratta horſe came to the villages of Ravetnellore and Sancarapoor, 
and are committing hoſtilities there, which obliged the inhabitants of that place to

Thirdly, Our advices inform us, and which are confirmed by the Nabob, that a 
detachment of 20,000 horſe, under the command of Narrain Row, is on the march 
to reinforce Trimbeck Row ; and if their invaſion be deferred until that detach- 
ment joins, the force they will be able to ſend into the Carnatick will be con- 
ſiderably increaſed. zach 


- Notwithſtanding all which reaſons and conſiderations, as the Nabob is 
averſe to the army's moving, and as we are not empowered to take any

WROTE the following letter per Tappals to the Select Committee at Fort

"Honourable Sir and Sirs, 


WE wrote you laſt under date the roth inſtant, a duplicate of which comes en- 
cloſed ; ſince when we have been favoured with your letter of the 10th November. 


In our above-mentioned letter we adviſed you of our apprehenſions of an invaſion: 
from the Marattas, who had advanced on this ſide the Paſſes, of their demand of 
aſſiſtance from the Company, of the Nabob's defire that we ſhould unite with them, 
and of our reſolution not to commence hoſtilities, but to make preparations for 
our defence. It is now neceflary to acquaint you, that the demands of the Ma- 
rattas for aid are more peremptory than before; and that Sir Robert Harland, 
His Majeſty's Plenipotentiary, who till this time had not publicly interfered in the 
buſineſs, hath eſpouſed the Nabob's cauſe in favour of an alliance with them: a 
ſyſtem ſo contrary to the ſentiments of the Court of Directors, as well as to our own 

judgment, and repugnant to the plan which your Honour, &c, and the Preſidency 

of bi ſeem to us to have adopted, that we have declared to the Nabob our reſo- 
lution not to accede to his propoſition, and the Maratta demands, unleſs we ſhalt 
receive the poſitive commands of our Conſtituents ſo to do; which we can never 
expect, after they have ſo repeatedly and clearly expreſſed their apprehenſions to 
this and the other Preſidencies of the growing power of the Marattas, and the 
danger of any meaſures which may tend to increaſe it. In theſe ſentiments your 
Honour, &c. have repeatedly expreſſed your hearty concurrence z and the Gentle- 
men at Bombay are ſo fully convinced of the propriety thereof, and of the expe- 
diency of ſupporting Hyder Ally Khin as a barrier to the Marattas, that they 
have inſtructed Mr. Sibbald, their Reſident at Onore, to learn from Hyder Ally 
Khan, whether he can and will depoſit a ſum of money adequate to the expenſe:

We have hitherto declined making any declaration in favour of Hyder Ally, as 
ſuch a declaration would in fact be a declaration of war againſt the Marattas ; in 
order however to keep up his ſpirits, and prevent his concluding a peace with the 
Marattas, we have defired he will inform us what ſupplies of money and proviſions 
he can furniſh, ſhould the orders we expect ſoon to receive from Europe authoriſe 
us to aſſiſt him, It is nevertheleſs our preſent reſolution not to commence hoſti- 
lities againſt the Marattas, unleſs they ſhall compel us to do ſo by an actual inva- 
ſion of the Carnatick.. 


From the foregoing account of our ſituation, your Honour, &c. will per- 
ceive that we cannot expect 00 to remain in peace; and as it appears to us 
that a diverſion in your part of India might favour our operations againſt the 


Marattas, ſhould we be attacked by them, we ſnhould be glad to be informed how 
far it might be practicable to encourage the Powers in your neighbourhood to act 
againſt them. We do not mean by this to recommend to you any meaſures 


which 
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which in your judgment may be prejudicial to the. ſafety and intereſt of the Com- 
pany's affairs under your management; we only mention it on a ſuppoſition 
that the ſeveral Powers, who have lately ſuffered by the encroachments of the 
Marattas, would readily embrace ſuch an opportunity of recovering their poſſeſ- 
ſions and influence; and we are fully aſſured that your Honour, &c. will exert 
every means in your power, conſiſtently with your own ſecurity, for our ſupport; 
and for this purpoſe we ſhall conſtantly adviſe you of every material occurrence. 


The Gentlemen at Bombay write us, that they purpoſe' diſpatching the Dept- 
ford to fill up at this place; but as it is uncertain when ſhe may arrive, and as it 

is neceſſary, in the preſent critical ſituation of affairs, that the Court of Directors 
ſhould have the moſt early intelligence of every occurrence, the Prefident and 
Council now addreſs your Board, to requeſt one of your latter ſnips may be or- 
dered to touch at this place, to convey to the Company duplicates of our advices, 
as well as ſuch further intelligence as may be neceſſary for their information.

Advice from the Maralla Camp, gated 17 th December, 1771. 


O the 15th inſtant, in the forenoon, Trimbeck Row ſent his garriſon to the 
caſtle of Bujungadaga, and the Maratta flag was hoiſted on the ſame ; he got the 
late Killedar of Jagadavy, who is now with him, to write to the Killedar of Ka- 
dore Gada, ſituated five Coſs to the north-eaſt of Jagadavy, ſummoning him to 
ſurrender z but the Killedar returned an anſwer, ſignify ing his reſolution to fight. 


Trimbeck Row received letters from Madatow Sadaſive at Madras by a Camel, 
ſetting forth that the Nabob had complained to him very much about his troops 

lundering Calaſpauk, and ſome villages alſo near Trichinopoly ; and that while 
1. the ſaid Madarow Sadaſive, was ne otiating for aſſrſtance, it was not roper 
to ravage the Nabob's country: upon which Trimbeck Row and Morarow having 
conſidered together, wrote to Balaventraw's ſon open that head; and it is now 
talked in the camp, that they have determined to ſend Beeny Appazey with orders 
to the ſaid Balaventraw's fon to returnz and to draw near their camp. Anſwers 
were ſent to the ſaid Madarow Sadaſive by the Camel on the 16th, as it is ſaid to 
make the Nabob eaſy about what had paſſed; and it is faid alſo that they have 
ſcat letters to the Nabob upon the ſame ſubject.

Hyder, and try once more to ſettle it with him according to his deſire; but I 
have a ſtrong notion that Hyder will never agree to aſſiſt the Marattas in their 
intended invaſion againſt the Arcot country. 


It ſeems the ſaid Vackeel will leave the camp in a day or two. 


News was brought that Ebram Saib, Killedar of Bengalore, is dead; Trim- 
beck Row has ſent a Camel to Ouſcotah to bring him a true account thereof. It 


has rained here for theſe two days, and the army remains to this day in the 


plains of Jagadavy.

into which I have endeavoured. to ſtop, by ſtationing Peons and Sepoys there; 
I have likewiſe diſpatched a truſty Sardar, with a body of 5000 brave and well- 
mounted horſemen, to fall upon the van and rear of their-army, and to keep going 
round them; accordingly 100 and 200. Maratta horſes are taken every day by 
that body, of which I make no doubt you Have heard from other hands: do you 
likewiſe keep two corps of your troops under the command of two truſty Sardars, 
one at Chengam and the other at Amboor, with orders to puniſh the Marattas 
whatever route they take; and diſpatch directions to your Talookdars to ſend all 
the inhabitants and cattle belonging to the open towns and villages into the 
woods and other places of protection: it is well known that the a can 
do nothing but ravage a country, and plunder it of it's cattle; your firſt order 
therefore ſhould be (and that is neceſſary) to the Talookdars as above reſpecting 
the inhabitants and cattle, On hearing the news of the Marattas proceeding

1 HAVE lately, fince my arrival in theſe parts, wrote to you frequent letters, ex- 
preſſing my deſire of increaſing the old friendſhip between us, and that you ſhould 
acquire, in an extenſive manner, the good-will of Sercemant; I informed you alſo 
that Morarow and I were mediators between you both, and mentioned likewiſe ſome * 
other matters, From the happy hours of our interview you have conferred great 
favours upon me, and my with is, that the ſame be increaſed, and the face of our old 
regard, by the waters of the fountain of a ſecond friendly interview, acquire freſh 
ſtrength, and in the eyes of the whole world produce fruit that may be remembered 
in the annals of fleeting time, and ſuch as, by yielding benefit and advantage to you, 
may add to your reliſh of that regard. Impreſſed with theſe ſentiments, it was my 
intention to defer *cill late the taking poſſeſſion of the enemy's country below the 
Paſſes, and the ſettling the diſtri of the Baramahaul, when I learnt of the war 

againſt Tanjore; upon which I diſpatched a light army into the Naigue's country be- 
low the Paſſes, and came myſelf afterwards into the Baramahaul ; where hearing of 
your having made peace with the Maha Rajah of Tanjore, I wrote to the Sardars of 
the light army, adviſing them thereof: but poſſibly, before the arrival of theſe letters, 

the Pandauras, &c. whoſe profeſſion is plundering, ran before, and ranſacked the Pet- 
tah of Calaſpauk ; I ſwear however by the Almighty, that immediately upon hear- 
ing the news thereof, I diſpatched two Sardars from my preſence, to puniſh and brin 
to me under a guard thoſe thieves; and the ſame Almighty knows, that the Badais, 
&c, had plundered the places in your country before the arrival of thoſe Sardars; 
the news of this probably reached you from Trichinopoly and other parts. What 
I tell you reſpecting this is the truth; however, leſt you, the Governor, &c. Sa: dars, 
ſhould conſtrue it in any other manner, reflect only on this ;—ncither eye nor car has 
ſeen or heard, that where the pen expreſſes in the milder language the moſt perfect 
friendſhip, the heart ſhould bear ill-will; : beſides, in a buſineſs that Morarow, you, 
and I have exerted ourſelves in, and are in hopes of it's taking effect, how is it poſſible 
that I ſhould be guilty of ſuch an unbecoming conduct? You will therefore, by any 
mode you think beſt, explain this matter to the Governor, &c. Sardars, and remove 
from the minds of every one any improper ſentiments relative thereto, I know the 
ene my, clothing the ſame under a ſpecious but falſe pretence, writes to the Governor, 
&c,'Sardars, telling them ( not to truſt vs;” and he probably tells and writes to you 
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likewiſe that he is in friendſhip with you, although he is ready to ſhew his enmity = 
he colours over alſo the little valour and exertion he has ſhewn, by making it ap- 
pear, that notwithſtanding the defeat he met with, his vanity has not yet left him; 
this ſecret intelligence reſpecting him I earned for certain from Syringapatnam. It 

is moſt probable that ſome people however will take this in another ſenſe, and tell 
you of it; do not you however, on any account, admit any thing in your mind 
but friendſhip, and fee in what manner the Pandauras, &c. ſhali be puniſhed for 
their improper plundering; advices thereof indeed you will receive from other 
hands, and your mind thereby be ſatisfied. Further, reſpecting the promiſed friend- 
ſhip which, for this ſome time paſt, by various modes has been negoriating, and is. 
now ripened, the fame continues firm; I am in hopes therefore that you will in. 
the beſt manner bring others to reaſon, and ſend me a proper anſwer the ſooneſt poſ- 
fible. You will exert yourſelf alſo, that, by the mediation of a truſty perſon, the in- 
terview between us may take place; the ſtore of our friendſhip be enlarged ; the key 
of the door of our wiſhes come within our hands; and the regard between you and 
Sercemant Saheb be ſtrengthened, by his ſatisfaction being carried to the higheſt 
pitch. Make no difficulty in A . that Morarow and J are and ſhall remain 
entirely at your pleafure ; of this indeed keep your mind at eaſe, nor admit any con-

As we are now furniſhed with the orcers of the Court of Directors, which clearly 
indicate their diſapprobation of our interfering in the quarrels of the Countr 
Powers, and earneſtly recommend our confining our views ſolely to the defence of 
the Carnatick and the Company's poſſeſſions, the Committee think it neceſſaty that 
the Nabob ſhould be made acquainted therewith, and with our final reſolution to 
obſerve the line preſcribed by our Superiors. And as we can no longer have a pre- 
text for dechimiag to give the Marattas a plain and direct anfwer to their demands 
of aſſiſtance, and as the delaying it can anſwer no good end, the Committee are of 
opinion that a letter ſhould be wrote to Trimbeck Row in anſwer to thoſe received

' From Hyder Ally Khan to Governor Du Pre, dated 1 5th December, 1771. 


I HAVE lately wrote to you repeated letters of friendſhip, which I make no 
doubt you have received and peruſed. The matter is this; - the Marattas negotiated 
with me in various modes to give them my aſſiſtance, for the purpoſe of accompany- 
ing them in making incurſions and raifing diſturbances in the diſtricts of the Arcot 
Payenghant ; and although the diſpute about this point laſted for a term of fix 
months, till my anſwer to them was deciſive. They lately, with a view of proceed- 
ing into the above country, wanted to paſs 12 the Ghaut of Holeedury, but 
there they found the Circar's people firm and ſteady; upon which, after being well 
beat, they retired from thence, and went to the Ghaut of Teerut, belonging to 
Morarow, which they paſſed, and from thence have diſperſed themſclves in the 
Arcot country. Trimbeck Row likewiſe, the Sardar of the Maratta army, has paſ- 
ſed the above Ghaut with the whole of the baggage, poor people, attendants on the 
army, plundering Pandauras, and an innumerable quantity of cattle, making alto- 

ether an amazing crowd. The other Sardars of the Maratta army repreſented to 
Frimbeck Row the impropriety of taking with him the baggage and cattle afore - 
mentioned, and that it was much better the horſe ſhould go as light as poſſible; 
co whick Trimbeck Row replied, that his view in taking them was to ſhew 1 
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crowd and multitude; if you will therefore obtain private intelligence from other 
quarters how many the real army, fighting people, conſiſts of, and how much bag- 
gage, and what is the number of Bunjauras, &c. the Marattas have with them, you 
will the nſee clearly the truth of what I ſay. The five thouſand horſe which I ſent, 
under the command of a truſty Sardar, to attack the van and rear of the Maratta 
army, and to keep moving round it, carried off 300 horſe in the plains of Kiſt- 
nagherry belonging thereto; and when the ſaid army was paſting the Teerut Ghaut 
my horte plundered a great many of the Bunjauras, Pandauras, and baggage peo- 
ple, bringing off thouſands of cattle, and other ſpecies of plunder an innumerable 
quantity; I make no doubt you will hear of this from other hands. In confidera- 
tion of our mutual friendſhip and regard, and that our countries are as one, I have 
given directions to the Sardar of my troops to keep moving round the Maratta 
army, and to give it conſtant alarms while it remains in the Arcot country, and alfo 
to cut off the diſperſed parties of horſe and plunderers belonging thereto, to- 
gether with it's forage ; you will alſo at this time ſend for your troops from Tri- 
chinopoly, and aſſemble a very large body in the plain of Trinomallee, which is 
in the centre of the Arcot country, and whenever an opportunity offers puniſh the 


Marattas. If it is really and truly your fixed intention to unite with me, and that 
the Company's troops and mine ſhould join, you will acquaint me of it, when I will 


come myſelf, with an army and a good train of artillery, into the Baramahaul 
country; and, by God's bleſſing, the junction of the Company's forces and mine be- 
ing effected, the Marattas will with eaſe be drove out. I mention this conformable 
ro our friendſhip and for both our good, and flatter myſelf with ſoon having the 
pleaſure of receiving a favourable anſwer thereto, for which I am waiting. 


May your happineſs and proſperity increaſe! 


Letter from Trimbeck Row read, accuſing us of not having ſent the Com- 
pany's troops to his aſſiſtance, agreeable to the promiſe given in letters to him and 


in conyerſation with the Vackeel, and cenſuring us for proceeding againſt Tanjore; 


repreſenting the friendſhip which has long ſubſiſted between the Company and 
Madavarow, notwithſtanding which we have delayed to fend the Company's troops 
under various pretences; adviling of his ſucceſs againſt Hyder Ally, and ſetting 
forth the advantages of cultivating the friendſhip of Madavarow, 


From Trimbeck Row to Governor Du Pre. Received 30th December, 1771. 


THE Sardars of the Company have from former times maintained a friend- 
ſhip with Sercemant Pundit Purdhaun, and never fince the. eſtabliſhment of the 
Engliſh in this country has any one, by God's bleſſing, ſeen the leaſt doubt to ariſe 
in the firmneſs of bat friendſhip with Madras, 


Within theſe few years, when your troops went againſt Hyder Naigue, the Sar- 


dars of the Company wrote in various modes to Sercemant Saheb; but he was at

that-time employed in an expedition againſt Bouncello, and Hyder came down of a 
ſudden as far as Madras; on which, in conformity to the times, you made up mat- 
ters with him, and ſbut your eyes a liitle., But the plan on which the Company con- 
duct their engagements is better known than is even the Sun in the Heavens; to 
wit, that they do not deviate in the breadth of a hair from their old contracted 
friendſhip for any repreſentation of ſelf-intereſted people. This 1s the third year 
that the armies of the Circar have ſtaid in this country to puniſh the Naigue, in 
which interim letters have been received once or twice from thoſe parts, and an- 
ſwers returned immediately, purporting an increaſe of friendſhip ; after which, 
Morarow and I, with a view 27 doing what would be to the Company's benefit, and 
to both our reputation, and ſerve to ſtrengthen the friendſhip with Sercemant 
Saheb, diſpatched letters expreſſed in ſuch terms to him, that he in conſequence 
wrote both to the Nabob and you, and ſent ſuch a truſty perſon as Madarow Sa- 
daſive, who is one of his learned companions. From that time till now you have 
been writing and ſaying, that after the arrival of the ſhips, and the receipt of letters 
from Europe, What was to be done you would then do in conjunction.“ In the 
courſe of the laſt year, aided by the lucky auſpices and enemy-cruſhing fortune of 


Sercemant Saheb, Hyder Naigue with his whole powers and force were totally 


defeated ; but Hyder himſelf, having ſome days longer to live, ſaved himſelf by 
running away, What term however can wiſe men give to his behaviour ſuble- 
quent thereto, except that of the higheſt impudence; when, inſtead of being 
aſhamed at ſuch a defeat, he writes to you, diſplaying his valour, and the wiſdom 


of his meaſures. War of old has been deſcribed to have two heads, victory and 


defeat; and the Sardats whoſe lot it is to meet with the latter, hides himſelf 
through ſhame ; but the leader of all thoſe who are deſtitute of modeſty, inſtead 
of being aſhamed, glories in it. It is ſurpriſing therefore that, notwithſtanding this, 
Sardars of the greateſt wiſdom and penetration ſhould till entertain any idea of 


his conſequence. . 'This is the man alſo, who, forgetting his duty, has impriſoned 


his own Maſter, and by that means acquired ſome power; how can his actions 
proſper. from Him that knoweth all things? Your adding freſh ftrength to the 


. friendſhip where it has ſubſiſted from old time is moſt proper, as the ſame will be 
of great utility to Sardars, maſters both of country and power. Suppoſing even the 
ſon of ſelf-intereſt, who has advanced his fame as the diſturber of mankind to the 
' ſkies, ſhould- at any time agree to terms even innumerable, how can they be ap- 


proved of in Europe, or be acceded to by you? Weigh this in your friendly mind, 
to wit, the ſtrength that buſineſs muſt poſſeſs in which Morarow and I are the 
mediators. In every large army there are both renowned Sardars, and thieves, 
who rob on the high- way, ſo in the army there are Pandauras and others, in great 


numbers, whoſe profeſſion is plundering, and who every where run before the 
army and ravage places; do not however regard thoſe inconſiderate people: I ſwear 
- moreover by the Almighty that immediately upon hearing of their having ranſacked 


the Pettah of Calaſpauk, I diſpatched two Sardars from my preſence to bring to 
me under a guard thoſe plunderers ; and you may reſt fully aſſured that to every 


one of them, each in proportion to his crime, ſhall effectual puniſhment be given. 
Although I have wrote to the Nabob on this ſubject, fill do you allo explain this 


matter 
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matter to him in any way you may think beſt, and remove far from his mind any 
doubt on this head; act in ſuch manner alſo that interviews may take place between 
us, and meaſures of importance be reſolved on, and agreeable to the promiſe con- 
cerning this buſineſs, which was before determined on in ſeveral modes, that the 
Nabob and the Sardars of the Company reap advantage, and acquire reputation 
throughout the whole country, and their friendſhip with Sercemant Saheb alſo be 
eſtabliſhed. TI bear nothing in my mind but friendſhip both for the Nabob and to 
you; the recalling of my light army was to prevent any harm happening to the 
Nabob's country; and J have ſent the Circar's horſe and Bunjauras, with orders to 

rotect the Fort of Malapaddy, &c. places belonging to the Nabob in theſe parts. 
bn order to ſettle the Baramahaul country I remain here, and have already re- 
duced four forts upon hills, and, by God's bleſſing, in a ſhort time ſhall reduce 
the remainder. I flatter myſelf you will ſend me a favourable anſwer to this ſoon, 


and think there is no difference between us. It would be ſuperfluous to ſay 
more.

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 


IN our letter of the 1oth ultimo, a duplicate of which comes herewith, we 
adviſed you of the motions of the Marattas, of their demands of aſſiſtance, of che 
Nabob's deſire that we ſhould comply therewith, of the expectation we were in of 
receiving orders from the Company with reſpect to the meaſures to be taken, and 
of our reſolution in the mean time to hold ourſelves in readineſs, but to take no 
hoſtile ſtep until thoſe orders arrived, unleſs the Carnatick were actually at- 
tacked, We are now to acquaint you, that the long expected orders are arrived; and 
it is with pleaſure we find, that the temporizing conduct we have obſerved with re- 
ſpect to the Marattas and Hyder Ally is entirely approved. by the Court of Di- 

id if poſſible raking 
part with either, and confine ourſelves ſolely to the protection of the Carnatick, 
and the Company's poſſeſſions. in it. Under theſe circumſtances, we have it not in 
our power to afford any aſſiſtance to Hyder Ally; and although we much dread the 
conſequences of his entire reduction by the Marattas, we cannot be 22 in in-

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We hope this letter may reach you before you ſhall have come to any final de- 
termination upon the anſwer you may receive from Hyder Ally, or at leaſt before 
you ſhall have taken any meaſures, or given him any affurances in conſequence; 
for although the Company's orders to you, and the ſtate of your affairs, might 
juſtify your oppoſing the Marattas by aſſiſting Hyder Ally againſt them, yet it 
is poſſible that you would be obliged to deſiſt after having begun; for we muſk 
inform you, that His Majeſty's Miniſter Plenipotentiary has communicated to us 
his intention of averting the diſtreſs with which the Maratras threaten this pro- 
vince by a negotiation with them, which may poſſibly end in a national treaty 
of peace and friendſhip ; and we are of opinion, that in caſe fuch a treaty ſhould 
take place, the Company cannot lawfully appear in arms againſt them We ſhall 

iſe you conſtantly of the progrefs of this negotiation ; for if it ſhould not ter- 
minate in ſuch a „it muſt end in an invaſion of this province: in ſuch an 
event, as it would be impoſſible for us to prevent the ravage of this province, even 
with all our forces, and we cannot from hence carry the war into the Maratta 
country, we think a reſpectable part of our forces ſent round to you, might, in 
conjunction with your's, and aſſiſted by His Majeſty's Squadron, be employed to 
advantage. It would be preſumption in us to propoſe a plan, as you muft be 
more competent judges of what may be effected on your fide ; but we have ſuffered 
ourſelves to think, that the Marattas might be diſtreſſed in their navy and ſea- ports; 
and as their capital is not many days march from your coaſt, perhaps even thar 
might not be beyond the reach of a vigorous effort: theſe conſiderations however 
we ſubmit to you. If ſuch a plan ſhould take place, as the greateſt part of our 
forces is now at Trichinopoly, we ſhould think it beſt to march a detachment ob 
four or five hundred Europeans, with two good battalions of Sepoys, to Anjengo,. 
where the Squadron might take thera on board and proceed to Bombay.

The Prefident informs the Committee, that he eommunicated to the Nabob the 
draught of the letter propoſed to be wrote to Trimbeck Row; who expreſſed his 
apprehenfions that it might be attended with one of theſe two conſequences, viz. 
either that it might induce Hyder Ally to make up matters with the Marattas, in 
which caſe they would probably leave 10,000 horſe in the Myſore country, and enter 
the Carnarick in conjunction with him, when neither would acknowledge themſelves 
to be the principals, and the country would be entirely ravaged and laid waſte; or that 
Hyder Ally might be reduced, when we might be aſſured that the Marattas would: 
take revenge on the Carnatick for. oar not having (ent them any aſſiſtance. The 
Nabob therefore propoſed to acquaint Trimbeck Row, that he had done all in his

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power to prevail on us to ſend the Company's troops, but that the orders we had 
received would not permit us; that, as a proof of his friendſhip to Madavarow, he 
was ready to ſend his own troops, provided he obtained a formal renunciation of 
all demands of Choute, and a ceſſion of Syringapatnam conformable to agreement. 
The Nabob further obſerved, that his troops could be of very little ſervice, and 
that he did not think Trimbeck Row would accept of the offer of them. To which 
the Preſident replied, that the Nabob had already been informed of the ſentiments 
of the Board on this ſubject; but as he now thought proper to reſume the ſame, 
he would take the opinion of the Committee thereon, and communicate the ſame 


to him. 


The Committee having taken the above propoſal of the Nabob into conſidera- 
tion, are of opinion that they cannot deviate from the line they have laid down for 
their conduct. They are fully ſenſible of the many and dangerous conſequences to 
be apprehended from the leaſt appearance of a ſeparation of intereſts between the 
Nabab and the Company, and which not only the Marattas, but every other Power, 
would be ready to avail themſelves of; but as we have repeatedly told the Nabob 
his troops and revenues are his own,—we have not, nor do we pretend to any con- 
trol over him or them, —he muſt be left to act as he ſhall judge beſt for the ſe- 
curity of his own country: all we can do is to adviſe, to remonſtrate, to repreſent 
to him the dangerous conſequences of ſuch a meaſure; and if after all the Nabob 
ſhall determine to adopt it, and to ſend his own troops, it will be neceſſary to re- 
queſt he will return the Company's Officers and Soldiers now doing duty with

The Committee cannot avoid obſerving, that the propoſal of the Nabob to ſti- 
pulate for the ceſſion of Syringapatnam to him, as recited in the foregoing con- 
ference, explains a paſſage in the letter from Trimbeck Row to him received the 
4th December, which the Committee did not before comprehend; to wit, 
<< I underſtood from Morarow it was your fixed intention to join in the Circar's 
C affairs, and to have your revenge on your enemies; and after taking Syringapa- 
* tam, &c. places from the enemy, to give them to the Circar”, + This is the more 
worthy of remark, as it is a proof of the ſecret negotiations carrying on by the 
Nabob, and in ſome meaſure accounts for his earneſt ſolicitations to us to ſend our 


troops to the aſſiſtance of the Marattas.

From Governor Du Pre to Trimbeck Row, dated 7th January, 1772. 


Within theſe few days I have had the pleaſure to receive two letters from you. 
In one of them you relate, that laſt year the Nabob and I wrote you friendly letters, 
purporting our reſolution to ſend our troops in a ſhort time to join in the affairs of 
the Circar of Pundit Purdhaun ; and that this year, the Nabob and I ſitting in 
private, and conſulting together, ſent for Madarow Sadaſive, and in the moſt ſolemn 
manner told him to write to you, that we would ſend our forces to your aſſiſtance 
in the ſpace of ſix weeks time, and defired that the armies which we heard were 
coming into the Payenghaut country might not be ſent; that we both wrote to 
you alto in the ſame manner by Aunundarow Kiſhen, and then erected batteries 
againſt Tanjore: that you never knew any Company's ſervant, or indeed any Eu- 
ropeans whatever, from times paſt, like this, ſay one thing and do another. In the 
other letter you ſpeak of the friendſhip which has been maintained in former times. 
with Sercemant Pundit Purdhaun ; that it is well known the Engliſh never deviate 
in the breadth of a hair from their old contracted friendſhip ; that this is the third 
year the armies of your Circar have ſtaid in thoſe parts; that in conſequence of 

our repreſentation to Sercemant Saheb, he ſent Madarow Sadaſive, who is one of 
his truſty and learned companions, to the Nabob and me, and wrote letters to us; 
that from that time *till now we have been writing and laying, that after the arrival 
of the ſhips, and the receipt of letters from Europe, what was to be done we would do 
in conjunction; you relate the ſucceſs of your operations in the Balaghaur, ſet forth 
the advantages of cultivating a laſting friendſhip with Madavarow Pundit Purdhaun, 
and declare that you bear nothing in your mind but friendſhip both tor the Nabob 
and me: all which I have duly obſerved and underſtood. 


Let me inform you, that when, by a longer intercourſe of friendſhip between 
vs, you ſhall have acquired a certain knowledge of my character, you will then 
know, that in all my tranſactions I ſpeak nothing but the language of my nation, 
which is the language of truth. It is very certain that a long and firm friendſhip

hath ſubſiſted between the Company and the Nabob and Madavarow Pundit Purd- 
haun, and it is equally certain, that the Nabob and the Compeny have always been, 
and continue to be very deſirous of continuing and even increaſing that friendſhip; 
on which account, when Madavarow Pundit Purdhaun firſt made application to the 
Nabob and to me, by the means of Bulraum, for aſſiſtance of troops, I ſaid that J 
had not power to ſend the Company's troops to the aſſiſtance of any one in foreign 
wars without the permiſſion of my Superiors in Europe ; that however three Sarda s 
were expected ſoon to arrive here, who had fult powers, and that I would relate 
to them the friendſhip of Madavarow Pundit Purdhaun in a proper manner. It 
pleaſed God that the Lida who were expected have never arrived, but by what 
accident the ſhip they were in, together with every foul in her, have pe- 
riſhed, I cannot tell. As ſoon as I began to loſe hopes of their arrival, I wrote 
very fully to the Company in England of the propoſals that had been made to me 
on the part of Pundit Purdhaun; but, until theſe very few days, I received no in- 
ſtructions from them upon this ſubject; and the reaſon every one muſt under- 
ſtand, who knows the diſtance between this country and England, and the vari- 
ous accidents and detentions which ſhips are liable to from winds and weather in ſo 
long a voyage. While I have been waiting for theſe inſtructions, what I have wrote, 
and what I have ſaid to Madarow Sadafive and others, was this; — that I could not 
take upon me to ſend the Company's forces to the aſſiſtance of any one without their 
permiſſion z that I had wrote to them about it, and if I recerved their permiſſion, I 
would then ſend them, and not before; I am therefore exceedingly aſtoniſhed at what 
you write. Friendly letters I have certainly wrote to Sercemant Pundit Purdhaun 
and to you, and friendly letters I hope will pafs between us and our ſucceſſors to 
the end of time; let me defire you to peruſe yourſelf with attention the letters I 
have heretofore wrote you, and you will then underſtand the matter as I now re- 
late it. As to what paſſed in a conference with Madarow Sadaſtve, I cannot tell. 
in what words he may have related it to you; the plain truth is this ;—the Rajah 
of Tanjore had refufed to pay the Peſheuſfi which had been due for a conſiderable 
time to the Nabob; the Company, who flood engaged as a mutual friend to 
both parties, were obliged to affift the Nabob in calling the Rajah to an account, 
and compelling him to perform his engagements ; this the Rajah refufing, our 
armies were preparing to force him to do that which good ſenſe and juſtice 
ovght to have induced him to do, when it was reported that your army was pre- 
ring to enter the Baramahaul country: as fuch a motion would undoubtedly 
Favs encouraged the Rajah in his obſtinacy and imuſtice, the Nabob and I there- 
fore fent for Madarow Sadafive, and re nted this to him; adding withal, that 
if your intentions towards us were really friendly, as you profeſſed, ſuch a motion 
with your army would be improper at ſuch a time: 5 it which he defired that 
wwe would give him a preciſe anſwer as to the aſſiſlance he had defired; my re- 
ply was the fame as before, to wit, that 1 could not give any poſitive anſwer 
until I ſhould receive letters from the Company; which, as alt the Company's ſhips 
enerally arrived before the beginning of the rains, I expected would be in about 
x weeks: he rephed, but ſuppoſe at the end of ſix weeks you ſhould not have 
received letters, what then? I anſwered, why then you muſt take what meaſures 
you think proper, for I cannot ſend the Company's forces to aſſiſt any one with- 
out their permiſſion, I defire you will ſend a copy to Madarow we *

I'now- write, he will not deny it to be the truth. It has ſo happened that by 
contrary winds the ſhip which ſhould have come to this place is arrived at Ben- 
al, and I did not receive the Company's letters from thence till within theſe very 
days; which enable me now to write you clearly and poſitively, that it is the Com- 
pany's earneſt defire to maintain peace and friendſhip. with every one, but particularly with 
Pundit Purdbaun ; but as it is not their deſire to poſſeſs more than they already enjoy, neither

IN amy letters. of the 3th June, 17th Auguſt, and 25th November, 1771, and 
2th April, 49th;July,:and 25th of: December laſt, I related to you, in very particular 
terms, the friendſhip ſhewn by the anceſtors of Madavarow to the Company and me, 
alſo his (Madavarow's) friendſhip to us both, his power both in the Indoſtan and 
Deckan countries, his defire of an aſſiſtance of European troops, &c. from you 
and me; and the kindneſs be © propoſed ſhewing to us both in return for that 
aſſiſtance. In conſequence of the letters we have been writing for years paſt, and 
the verbal replies we have ſent them, the Maraitas, in hopes of receiving aſſiſtange 

from hence, did not commit any hoſtile act either on mine or the Company's 

countries. As. a gteat length of time however had paſſed in expectation, and they 

in ſome meaſure began to diſpair of aſſiſtance, Trimbeck Row, &c. Saxdars be- 
longing to Madayarow, under pretence of laying waſte Hyder Ally Khan's country, 
have more than a month fince come below. the Ghavts, deſiring and waiting for a 
clear anſwer reſpecting the giving or the not giving aſſiſtance to them. You are ac- 

. Quainted, as well from my repeated letters, as the advices I frequently ſent you, 
in what manner the plundering horſe are raiſing diſturbances in my country, in 
17 B conſequencs 
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conſequence of the near approach of the Maratta army thereto; ſhould they en- 
tirely deſpair of aſſiſtance from us, what I mentioned in my letter of the 7th April 
laſt; reſpecting their negotiating a friendſhip with Hyder Ally Khan, ſeems now 
likely to take place. It was from this conſideration -I have frequently wrote to 
you, that the maintaining of friendſhip with Madavarow was productive of tran- 
quillity to both the Company's and my countries; you: however did not approve 
of my plan. Urged by the motive of protecting my on country, which is quite 
open and expoſed, as an act of neceſſity, I think it incumbent on me to eſtabliſh 
a friendſhip with Madavarow ; and for this purpoſe, the laſt ſcheme I can think of 
is this; That I ſhould ſend Trimbeck Row, &c. Sardars a meflage, purporting that 
it is not in the power of the Governor and Council to ſend aſſiſtance without their 
Maſter's permiſſion; that they are waiting for orders from Europe, and that there 
is no difference on this account with reſpect to their regard for Madavarow ; that 
however, the troops in my ſervice, who receive their pay from me, ſhould be ſent if 
he approved of it, and would agree upon the arrival of my troops to the condi- 
tions he had before offered. Although it does not appear to me, that merely 
by the ſending of my own troops, conſiſtent with reaſon, I can hope that the 
Marattas will deliver up the country below the Ghauts, ſtill, with a view to the 
tranquillity of the Company's and my countries, I am deſirdus of making the 
trial. In your letter of the 15th ultimo“ you tell me, that you do not oppoſe 
my {ſending my own troops on any account; notwithſtanding which, as I 
am the Company's invariable friend, and regard the good of both as one, I did not 
think it proper to mention this matter elſewhere, without again aſking your ſenti- 
ments. If you approve of it, by God's bleſſing, Iwill begin about it; and ſhould 
it anſwer according to my ſcheme, the Company's and my countries, through the 
Almighty's favour, will remain in tranquillity,” the minds of the inhabitants ſet at 
eaſe, and the cultivation of the country go on, together with the Company's trade. 
In this caſe alſo, ſuppoſing the Marattas either to make peace with Hyder Ally 
Khan, or that they prove victorious over him in war, in either ſituation, the 
kindneſs ſhewed in ſending my troops will certainly operate for the protection of 
the Payenghaut country from their diſturbances. Notwithſtanding all this, ſnould 
you not think it adviſable to ſend even the troops ꝶ in my ſervice to the aſſiſtance 
of the Marattas, I ſhall think that the good fortune of the inhabitants of this

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vou, who are judges of friendſhip, are convinced thereof. The great pains which 
the Governor of Madras and I, ever fince Pundit Purdhaun has been tiring for our 
friendſhip, that is to ſay, deſiring our aſſiſtance to accompliſh his objects in view, 
have been taking to bring about the ſame, are ſo well known as to need no expla- 
nation. As every thing however has it's allotted time, owing to the intervention of 
ſome family affairs, it neither ſuited the Great Row at that time to come himſelf, 
nor to ſend even his troops. How ſhall I tell you the loſs which the Company and 
I ſuſtained thereby, with a view of pleaſing the Great Row ! The Company, on be- 
ing informed thereof, ſent orders to the Governors of their ſeveral Settlements in 
India, to maintain friendſhip with every one, to reſt ſatisfied with the affairs they 
are in poſſeſſion of, and not to undertake any operation without their permiſſion ; 
the Governors therefore are bound by theſe orders. They were in great hopes that 
the Commiſſioners, that is to ſay, Mr. Vanſittart, &c. Sardars, who were coming 
with full powers to theſe parts, would arrive, and that their powers would extend 
even to this buſineſs ; but owing to the adverſity of the times, the ſhip they were upon 
was loſt, and they never came: after the expiration of a long time, all hope of ever 
ſeeing them has been given up.

objects in view) to bring about the ſame, are ſo well known as to need no expla- 
nation, As every thing however has it's allotted time, owing to the intervention 
of ſome family affairs, it neither ſuited the Great Row at that time to come himſelf, 
nor to ſend even his troops., How ſhall I tell you the loſs which the Company and I 
thereby ſuſtained, with a view of pleaſing the Great Row ! The Company, on being 
informed thereof, ſent orders to the Governors of the ſeveral Settlements in India, 
to maintain friendſhip with every one, to reſt ſatisfied with the affairs they are in 
poſſeſſion of, and not to undertake any operations without their permiſſion; the 
Governors therefore are tied by theſe orders. They were in great hopes that the 
Commiſſioners, that is to ſay, Mr. Vanſittart, &c. Sardars, who were coming with 
full powers to theſe parts, would arrive, and that their powers would extend even 
to this-buſineſs ; but, owing to the adverſity of the times, the ſhip they were upon 
was loſt, and they never came; and after the expiration of a long time all hope of 
ever ſeeing them has been given up. On Madarow Sadaſive's arrival here from 
Pundit Purdhaun, I procured him an interview with the Governor, and he is well 


acquainted with the ſincere friendſhip there ſubſiſts between the ſaid Governor 
and me. . | | 


It is well known to the wiſe, that when a dependant receives an order from 
his ſuperior, forbidding him to meddle in any buſineſs, ſuch dependant, al- 
though he thinks he ſees advantages in ſuch bufineſs, cannot venture to under- 
take the ſame. The Engliſh Nation, in particular, are exceedingly ſtrict in paying 
obedience: to the orders of their ſuperiors; eſteeming a compliance with the ſame 
of ſuperior conſideration even to their religion, lives, and property. The Gentlemen 
here therefore are tied. Out of the great regard the Company and I bear to the Great 
Row, we have not conſented to the requeſt of his enemy for aſſiſtance, which he 
has been making to us for years, with various offers to induce. us thereto, nor in 
future ſhall we conſent. You will find all theſe matters mentioned in the letter 
from my invariable friend; and by Syed Mahomed. Aufim Khin Behauder, and 
Madarow Sadafive, who are noted for their wiſdom, you will be particularly 
informed of my friendſhip and attachment. I have fent you a ſmall preſent, con-

From Governor Du Pre to the Nabob- of the Carnatick, dated 16th Fanuary, 177 2; 


I HAVE the pleaſure to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 13th in- 
ſtant ; by which I learn, that out of your regard to the Company, and to avoid the 
appearance of a ſeparation of your intereſt from their's, you have reſolved not to ſend 
your troops to join the Marattas; but neverthelefs that you propoſe a continuance 
of friendſhip : this is entirely agreeable to the part I am authoriſed to take 
on behalf of the Company, and the draught of the letter, you propoſe writing to 
Trimbeck Row is alſo conformable thereto, I have therefore the pleaſure of re- 
turning it to you without any other remark, | | 


Your declaration of firm umon with the Company will ever be agreeable to them, 
and fix their's to you on an immoveable foundation, Ir is much to be lamented, 
that where ſuch a perfect inclination to perpetyate friendſhip exiſts, there ſhould ever 
be wanting the means of ſupporting it with advantage to both; the Company 
never have been, and never will be wanting on their part. Your country is now 
threatened by the Marattas, and' they declare they have no demand on the Com- 
pany; I have repeatedly declared to you, that if they ſhould attempt to execute their 
threats, I ſhall Exert myſelf to protect it by every means in my power. If the caſe 
were reverſed, if the Company was in danger, and your Excellency in ſecurity, in 
conſideration of paſt friendſhip, it would be natural to hope for every aſſiſtance from 
you; but even as the caſe is, to wit, that your country is in danger and the Com- 
pany in ſecurity, you repeat to me, that I muſt not expect from you tlie aſſiſtance 
even of one Pagoda towards bearing the charges of defending it; for the two 
Lacks of Pagodas, which you promiſe to pay me, I cannot conſider as any aſſiſtance 
on your part ; that ſum is the Company's own money, already diſhurſed on your 
account; and over and above that ſum there is now actually due to them the money 
they have expended on your account for the current charges of the months of No- 
vember, December, and the preſent month, beſides the charges of the Myſore war, 
concerning which I ſhall ſhortly have occaſion to addreſs you, If your Excellency's 
refolution be really ſuch as you have declared, what can Fiay-to it more than I have 
already faid ? I cannot do impoſſibilities; I have told you all my means of ſupport- 
ing the army, and I have told you the conſequence after thoſe means are exhauſted; 
J can only repeat, that whether your Excellency aſſiſt me or do not afſiſt me, I will 
do all I can for the protection of your country; and if after all it ſhould not prove 
| ſucceſsful, I ſhall at leaſt have the conſcious fatisfaftion which mult. ever reſult 

from endeavouring well, | |

It was with pleaſure I received your letter; but before it's receipt, relying on 
the old friendſhip ſubſiſting between us, I had. diſpatched; agreeable to your deſire, 
Syed Mahomed Auſim Khan Behauder, together with Madarow Sadaſive. I make 
no doubt, on their ſeeing Trimbeck Row and you, they will inform you both of the 
friendſhip and regard the Governor and I have for a long time borne to the Great 
Row and to you both; and as you, my Brotber, are there, my mind is entirely at 
eaſe reſpecting that quarter.

READ a letter from the Nabob, in anſwer to the Preſident's of r;th December,“ 
on the ſubject of aſſiſting the Marattas, and containing the Nabob's reaſons for ſuch. 
a meaſure ; which being only a repetition of the arguments which have been re- 
peatedly urged by him and anſwered by us, the Board think it unneceſſary to make 
any remarks thereon. | 


From the Nabob of the Carnatick to Governor Du Pre, dated 25th, and received 26th 
| December, 1771. | 
. YOUR letter of the 15th. inſtant, in anſwer to mine of the 14th, IL have received. 
You tell me of Ruckun-ud-Dowlah's going to Madavarow in the year 1768; of the 
forming an alliance between them for proceeding againſt the Carnatick Payen-- 
haut; of Mr, Brome's negotiation ; of Madavarow's writing in c_ terms to the 
overnor of Bombay, that his defign was to demand the Choute from me; of the 
execution of the ſame at that time being prevented by his quarrel with Janojee 
Bouncello; of his(Madavarow's) arrival afterwards with a powerful army in the Myſore 
country, and of his ſending Balraum to demand the Choute from me, and aſliſtan

| from 
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from you: all which, together with other circumſtances regarding the ſame, related 
by you very particularly, I fully obſerved. In the extracts from the minutes of the 
Company's Council (Minute the 4th) mention is made, that as the Marattas have 
No colour of right to require che aſſiſtance of the Company's forces, a demand of ſuch 
aſſiſtance (in whatever terms, whether in the form of a propoſal, or otherwiſe, —whe. 
ther directly, or by intermediation) accompanied with threats of laying waſte the 
Carnatick Payenghaut, and by actual hoſtility; as in the plundering of Calaſpauk and 
other villages, is a very great inſult; and in Minute the 5th, of the ſaid extracts, you 
ſay, that ſuch a demand 1s certainly diſhonourable, | 


If the term . intermediation” alludes to me, for your better information I am to 
acquaint you, that Governor Pigot, in his agreement with me of the 23d June 
1760, expreſſes himſelf thus: By the bleſſing of God there is no difference be- 
« tween you.and the Company ; all affairs of the country, and negotiations with 
« Salabat Jung Behauder, Nizam Ally Khan, or other Chiefs, ſhall be carried on 
& with your advice, which I eſteem much more than the advice of any others ,” 
Governor Bourchier likewiſe, in his agreement with me of the 11th of April 1768, 
expreſſes himſelf to the ſame purpoſe : and, conformable hereto, when Unberut 
Row, a Sardar of the Maratta army, came to Madras, Governor Pigot conducted the 
negotiation with him by my means; and during the ſiege of Pondicherry, that Biſ- 
ſaujee, another Sardar of the Marattas, came with an army into the Balaghaut, in 
conſequence of Governor Pigor's letters to me, I kept him from aſſiſting of the other 
fide, although our enemies by various offers endeavoured to draw him thereto ; parti- 
cular mention of which is made in my letter of the 19th of July laſt, What you ſay 
reſpecting Mr. Brome's negotiation, and Madavarow's writing to the Governor cf 
Bombay, I make no doubt is true; but ſtill I did not underſtand from the letters of 
Shuſhrow, who was at that time at Poonah, of any requifition being made of the 
Choute, or that Madavarow was diſpleaſed with either me or the Company; which, if it 
had been ſo, he would have mentioned it to me. On enquiry of Madarow Sadaſive 
here on this ſubject, he informs me, that one Mr, Moſtyn came from Bombay to 
Poonah, and negotiated in a proper manner; that Madavarow talked to him in the 
warmeſt terms of friendſhip, and then diſmiſſed him, That Mr. Brome, who came 
there, put three queſtions to Madavarow, to which he deſired a clear anſwer ; to wit, 
Whether he would aſſiſt the Engliſh? aſſiſt Hyder Ally Khan? or remain quiet? 
That Madavarow on this thought the deſign of the Governor of Bombay was to ſet 
up Ragonaut Row, his uncle, againſt him; ſurpriſed therefore thereat, as well as at 
Mr, Brome's manner of negotiating, he turned to his Council, _—_ them to ob- 
ſerve in what manner Nagorow, who had brought letters from the Nabob and the 
Governor of Madras, had negotiated, and in what manner that good man Mr. 
Brome was then talking: that Madavarow's Council in reply repreſented to him, that 
his buſtneſs was with the Nabob and the Governor of Madras; that after therefore 
making uſe of ſome friendly expreſſions to Mr. Brome, he ſhould inform that Gen- 
tleman of his intention to-proceed himſelf towards the Carnatick, where he ſhould 
| negotiate reſpecting both country and money. The meaning of which is this; — that 
Governor Bourchier and I ſome time ago made a propoſal to Madavarow, by the means 
of Nagorow, ” him to join in repelling and extirpating Hyder Ally Khan; 1 
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the Rajah of Myſore was to be eſtabliſhed in the government of that countty, the 
country belonging to the Payenghaut given to me, the expenſes of his and my troops 
taken from the Rajah of Myſore, and the countries of Biddenure, &c. to be taken 
1 poſſeſſion of by him. The Governor of Bombay probably hearing of this negotia- 
tion, carried on through the channel of the Governor of Madras and me, might 
write to Europe about it. For the propoſal which Bulraum brought on the part of 
Madavarow, I beg leave to refer you to my letter of the 7th,of June 1770, where 
particular mention is made of it. You tell me, „That the Marattas had reſolved 
on coming into the Carnatick in the year 1768 :” give me leave, for your infor- 
mation, to recite ſome tranſactions preceding that time; I mean the time that 
Nunderauze, the Delawaure of Myſore, in conjunction with the French and Madava- 
row, raiſed diſturbances in this country, and Balajee Row, Madavarow's father, with a 
view of collecting money, arrived near to Syringapatnam at which time Nundarauze 
and the French made an offer to Balajee Row of the ſum of fifty Lacks of Rupees, 
provided he would come into the Payenghaut county, and fight againſt me and the 
En gliſh, and aſſiſt in the recovery of the places we had puſſeſſed ourſelves of; Mon- 
ſieur Buſſy alſo, at that time in the Deckan, had made Balajee his friend, by procur- 
ing for him a country worth a Crore of Rupees, together with the city of Boorhaun- 
pore z notwithſtanding all which, Balajee, in conſideration of his friendſhip for the 
Englith Company and me, and what the Admirals Watſon and Pococke, and Lord 
Clive, had done out of regard to him, to wit, The recovery and ceſſion to him of 
'© the forts and iſlands poſſeſſed by Angria,” would on no account agree to the offer 
from the French and Nunderauze, but continued his friendſhip to the Engliſh and 
me. When Monſieur Lally alſo came againſt Madras, Bifſajee, a Maratta Sardar, 
who had arrived at Tripetry with an army, diſpatched 4000 horſe therefrom to the 
aſſiſtance of the Engliſh ; accordingly they advanced as far as Trivatore, where they 
plundered the troops with Ruzau Ally Khan, Chunda's ſon, and the French horſe, 
and then returned. Neither this deſire of aſſiſtance on the part of Madavarow, nor yet 
his friendſhip for the Company, are merely of to-day. In my letter to the Field De- 
uties of the Toth of October 1768, a copy of which, together with copies of other 
1 were encloſed to Governor Bourchier in a letter under date the 11th of the 
above month and year, particular mention is made of the ſending of Hurry Pundit, a 
truſty perſon, during the time of the expedition againſt Madura, and of his interview 
with Governor Palk, through my means, on his arrival at Madras; and Madavarow, 
- notwithſtanding his expedition in the purſuit of Janojee Bouncello, ſtill, out of his 
friendſhip to the Company and me, agreed to ſend a body of ten thouſand horſe to 
our aſſiſtance ; which Shuſhrow accordingly advifed me of by a letter diſpatched by 
| Madavarow's camel Hircarrahs, and a tranſlation of which letter I encloſed to Gover- 
nor Bourchier in mine to him under date the 26th January 1769. From all theſe 
circumſtances it is clearly evident, that Madavarow's view was triendſhip to the Com- 


pany and me; ſor if it had not, why were thoſe things done? 


You ſay, Lou have read to me a paſſage of a letter from the Company to the 
„ Government of Bombay,—that their orders to you are conformable thereto,—that 
«© you ſhall not deviate therefrom without orders from your Conſtiruents,—and here- 
* fore cannot now, nor in future, unleſs you ſhould be ſo ordered by your Conftituents, 


give any aſſiſtance to the Marattas. That this reſolution however only reſpects the 
17 E « Company's 
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* Company's forces, and not my own troops. That if I am clearly of opinion, that unit- 
«© ingwith and aſſiſting of the Marattas with my own troops will preſerve my country” 
&* from the preſent danger, and conduce to it's permanent proſperity and ſafety, [ 
sam in no wile reſtrained by your reſolution reſpecting the Company's forces from 
c ſending my own ;” but you tell me, that ſuch a. meaſure is contrary. to your ad- 
vice, becauſe it is Contrary. to the ſyſtem which the Company have recommended 
4 to all their Preſidencies, and becauſe youthink the preſent tranquillity it will pro- 
4 duce will be but a palliative, and end in certain and utter ruin: that if I ſhould 
e notwithſtanding this adopt the meaſure, you muſt in that caſe recall the Officers tlie 
Company have lent to diſcipline and command my troops, and ſhall then put the 
« Company's troops in the Carnatick in garriſon, and obſerve a neutrality, until you 
 <. ſhall receive the Company's orders: all which I obſerved. 


True it is, that it is incumbent on dependants-to comply with the orders of their 
ſuperiors; but here (as my letter of the 25th of November 1770, mentions) tlie 
fame has in ſome inſtances been diſpenſed with. Be impartial. What can be the 
reaſon that the. apprehenſion of the laying waſte of the country does not ſtrike now, 
in making an enemy of a Sardar, maſter of two hundred thouſand horſe, and of 
powerful reſources, when, in the year before laſt, the Governor and Council; after 

the Carnatick had been ravaged a hundred times more than Calaſpauk was, thought 

it proper to conclude, and accordingly did conclude a peace with a Chief of fix or 
feven thouſand horſe, for the ſake of tranquillity, although that Chief had no friend 
to ſupport him, and although the concluſion of that peace was oppoſed by me warmly, 
as well in converſation as by letter ;. yet his actions were not conſidered as inſults, 
nor the making of peace with him as diſhonourable.. The view of the Marattas in 
defiring our aſſiſtance is not becauſe they, of themſtlyes have not the fuperioriry 
over Hyder Ally Khan, but that by our aſſiſtance they. may reduce the forts he 
he bas poſſeſſed himſelf of, and foon have done with the expedition; and ſhould 
they deſpair of our aſſiſtanoe, they will. ravage my country ſo effectually as not to 
Leave one ſingle place in repoſe. 


You ſay, That if, without the Company's troops, by afſiſfing the Marat- 
* tas with my own farces, the country can be preſerved” from the preſent im- 
'« pending danger, and permanent proſperity and ſecurity. be thereby obtained, 
&< you by no means oppoſe the ſending. of thoſe forces; but that the fame is con- 
& trery to your advice, and. in that caſe: you. ſhall recall the Company's Off- 
« cers.” I efteera the Company as the perperual protectors of myſelf and country; 
they have been my invariable friends for this long time, and having tried their 
friendſhip, evi ry part of me is impreſſed with a ſenſe of their obligations; they 
alſo have tried my friendſhip. As to the Officers, I have honoured' them according 
to the cuſtom in Europe; and if, notwithſtanding they reecive what pay from me 
they deſire, the Company recall them in times of ſervice, what can TI ſay to it? 
Judge only what diſt inction our enemies will thereby ſee ſubſiſts between the Com- 
pany and me. My letter of the 19th July laſt contained my reply to this ſubject regard- 
ing the Officers. As to what you lay, © That I am by no means reſtrained from ſend- 


= 
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jag my own troops, but that it is a meaſure contrary to your advice ;” I reply, that 
through the friendſhip of the Company and theEngliſh Nation I am under no appre- 
henſions from any war, either with the French, or any other Power of this country, 
except the Marattas, convinced that, by God's bleſſing, you will puniſh them well; 
I muſt own however I am afraid of the Maratta ravages. Many people there are ir 
the world who remember their ties of friendſhip with others, and continue ſteady 
by their engagements}; and many alſo there are, who, after their purpoſes are an- 
. ſwered, throw their engagements into the grave of forgetfulneſs As for inſtance = 
when General Caillaud went to Hydrabad, and made a peace with the Deck an power, 
he thought that peace would have laſted for ever; but the Subah's mind, full of vexa- 
tion, at laſt ſhewed itſelf. Afterwards however that Ruccun-ud-Dowlah came down 
here for peace, and that, conformable to the cuſtom of the country, ſome people of 
conſequence were taken as guarantees thereto, not the leaſt infringement has 
hitherto happened-therein. My motive of mentioning of which is this;—(hat if, 
confidering the preſent ſituation of affairs, now that the Marattas ſtand in need of 
aſſiſtance, that aſſiſtance be given, after receiving a treaty, from them, (to which they 
ſhould be bound on oath} and taking ſome of the principal Sardars of that nation 
as guarantees thereto, I make no doubt that the engagement ſo entered into would 
be laſting. God forbid it ſhould ſo happen; but ſhould they prove victorious over 
their enemy without receiving aſſiſtance from hence, with their minds full of that 
aſſiſtance not being granted, although deſired by them for ſo long a time, what is 
the havock, the deſtruction, that both now and hereafter will not be brought upon 
this country? and who is there that will agree to the deſtruction and loſs of Lacks 
of the inhabitants and cattle ? 


The country that Hyder Ally Khan has poſſeſſed. himſelf of in the Balaghaut, 
and dependent on. the Payenghaut, .can on no account, either by his own power, 
or by the aſhſtance of any one elle, be protected from the ravages of the Marattas 
who poſſeſs the ſame power of laying waſte, my country at preſent, as they can 
have after the removal of Hyder Ally Khan. is effected. Allowing however that 
they fhould not be guilty of any actual hoſtility againſt my country, and only 
leave their troops in the country belonging to the Payenghaut poſſeſſed by Hyder; 
in-that caſe even, it they are not in friend/hip with us, the inhabitants of my coun- 
try, which joins to the country poſſeſſed. by Hyder Ally Khan, through fear of their 
incurſions, will by no means be perſuaded either to attend to the cultivation of the 
lands, or to remain in the reſpective villages ; indeed they will go to the places 
8 by the Marattas, and for this there is no femedy but friendſhip with the

. You ſay,. I have promiſed at all events to reimburſe the Company ſhortly the 
current charges expended by them on my account to the end of laſt October, 
« amounting, to very near four Lacks of Pagodas. That if you. rightly underſtood 
the meaning, of my letter, to which your letter was in reply, it amounted to this; 
* that in caſe the Marattas ſhould invade the country I ſhall not be able to collect 
< any revenues therefrom ; that this gives you. the deepeſt: corcern, becauſe you,

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* have already affared me verbally you have ho means of ſupporting the military 
charges beſides the'ſaid four Lacks of Pagodas ; and therefore, unleſs I can find 


ſome method of procuring further ſupplies, when that ſum is expended, certain 
ruin muſt enſue: all which 1 duly obſerved. 


The eight Lacks of Rupees, the amount of the two years“ Peſheuſh from the 
Rajak of Tanjore, were engaged by me to be paid to the creditors, and it was my 
intention accordingly to pay that ſum to them; in one of your letters however 
you told me, that the amount of the current charges to the end of laſt October was 
very near four Lacks of Pagodas, which you deſired might be diſcharged. Some 
time ago I paid, on account of the current charges to the end of laſt April, the ſum 
of five Lacks, thirty-two thouſand, two hundred and eight Pagodas ; and although 
in that ſum are included alto laſt year's expenſes, ſtill the ſame was paid by me this 

ar. You tell me likewiſe, that the charges for ſix months more, to the end of 
Jef October, amount to very near four Lacks of Pagodas ; if therefore to theſe two 
ſums be added the expenſes for the then remaining part of the year (the month of 
November, andthe preſent month) which may be eſtimated another Lack, the whole 
which has been, and is to be paid on account of the current charges in the ſpace of 
one year, may be eſtimated at more than ten Lacks of Pagodas. If therefore, not- 
withſtanding the payment of ſo large a ſum of money, the protection of my coun- 
try is not effected, I think it is neceſſary I ſhould take ſome mode for it's protection, 
and leſſen my charges, which are more than I can bear. Beſides the above money, 
my creditors likewiſe have received ſome ; and excluſive thereof are the expenſcs 
of my own troops and other 3 charges to be defrayed, which accordingly, 
in theſe critical times, have been defrayed as well from the revenues of the coun- 
try, as by loans taken up for that purpoſe. Imagining that the charges of the ſeven 
battalions of Sepoys in my ſervice, kept up by means of the Company, would in 
the courſe of the year amount to near two Lacks of Pagodas, I promiſed the pay- 
ment of ten Lacks to my crediors ; and although I have neither ſeen a general nor 
particular account of the charges to the end of laſt October, till, in conſequence 
of your letter to me, I ſhall pay you the four Lacks of Pagodas. 


From Tanjore there has been received the ſum of eight Lacks of Rupees in bills, 
on account of two years' Peſhcuſh ; beſides which the Rajah gave alſo to Omdat- 
ul-Omrah Behauder a bill for three Lacks of Rupees, and ro Mader-ul-Mulk Be- 
| hauder an obligatory writing for one Lack of Rupees, making in all twelve Lacks 
of Rupees; but if the writing in favour of Mader-ul-Mulk be ſet a one fide, the 
ſame for the preſent being mere paper, there are only bills for eleven Lacks of 
Rupees. I have now paid two Lacks of Pagodas to the Company, viz. one Lack 
to you in ſpecie, and another I have ordered my Son Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder 
to pay to Mr. Hay, the Company's Paymaſter at Trichinopoly. You are well 
acquainted borh 'with my want "of money, and the ſtoppage of the revenues of 
the country through two cauſes the firſt, the want of rain; and the ſecond, the diſ- 
turbances of the Marattas; the fame indeed are ſo evident as to need no explana- 
tion. By God's bleffing, however, the remaining ſum of near two Lacks of Pa-

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You ſay, Lou underſtand from my letter, that in caſe the Marattas 
* ſhould invade the country, I ſhall not be able to collect any revenues there- 
« from,” It is very evident, that in caſe of their troubles in this country, which 
is entirely expoſed to their ravages, I ſhall neither be able to collect nor to pay any 
thing therefrom ; for as on this country depends my maintenance and ſupport, it 
that be ruined what can I do? God forbid it ſhould fo happen! but in that caſe 
my troops will diſband, and I ſhall be unfit for any thing. If in the preſent fitua- 
tion of things, to wit, the mere plundering of Calaſpauk, &c. by ſome Pundauras, al- 

though the Maratta army has not entered the province, the inhabitants have fled 
to places of ſecurity for protection, carrying with them their wives, children, 
and cattle with which they plough the lands, without however the neceſſary pro- 
viſions for their ſupport z. that reapers alſo cannot be procured for cutting down 
the grain ripened by water from the wells ; that the unripe grain is drying up for 
want of water being given to it; that the collections from the country are en- 
tirely ſtapr, and in addition thereto the troubles of the Polligars and thieves ; I 
ſay, if in the preſent ſituation of things ſuch are the conſequences, in caſe of the 
whole Maratta army entering the province, (which God forbid ) what poſſibility 
can there be of receiving any thing therefrom ? Since the Company therefore have 
no money ready to avert the diſturbances of the Marattas, and I have no ability to 
furniſh any, confider on this ſubject what is the advantage you have in view in diſ- 
pleaſing ſo principal and powerful a Sardar, on whoſe friendſhip depends the tran- 
quillity of the Carnatick, the collection of it's revenues, the payment of money to 
my creditors, and the Company's trade being on a proper footing ; and who may 
without doubt aſſiſt the Company ſeaſonably with a body of cavalry, ſhould they 
have any buſineſs ſtart up. For my own part, on a thorough conſideration of this ſub- 
ject, to me it appears clear and evident, that the conſequence of diſagreeing 
with the Maratta is certain ruin to the country. Indeed, in our preſent deſtitute 
ſituation for money, ſhould an order come from my benefactors the Company (with- + 
out being accompanied with a force and a treaſury from Europe) to make war with 
the Marattas, as I am the Company's ſincere friend, it ſhould not even then 
be my advice to you to quarrel with him; nor at any rate until we had two or 
three Crores of Rupees in our treaſury, and the King, the Nation in general, and 
the Company, would undertake his puniſhment in his own country, 


You ſay © You underſtood from me in converſation, that there was grain enough 
in the forts for years; and defire that I would let you know the particular quan- 
« tity in each fort, that you may calculate the time the army may be ſubſiſted in the 
«© Carnatick : and that all you can ſay on this ſubject is, that as long as the army 
scan be ſubſiſted, paid, and kept together, the Company will never forſake me; 


«*. but when all the money, proviſions, and reſources are gone—all is gone :” all 
which I obſerved. _ | 


Apreeable to your defire, I now encloſe to you an account of proviſions laid up in 
ſtore in ſome forts for the conſumption of the army, to which I beg leave to refer; 
beſides theſe, there is alſo in the other forts belonging ro the Carnatick a ſtock ſufficient

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for their reſpective garriſons for a term of fix months. Formerly,the Company's Repre- 
ſentatives, during the wars with the French and their friends, fought as men ought, and 
after my money was expended, puniſhed their enemies effectually; laying out therein 
a great fum of the Corapany's money, and taking upon themſelves vaſt pains to that 
end. It is true indeed, in times of tranquillity, the whole of the money they had 
_ diſburſed was repaid, according to the ſeveral accounts tranſmitted to me by the 
Company; never however was the word “ forſake” either thought of or expreſſed 
regarding me: the peruſal therefore of what you now ſay, © That as long as the arm 
c can be ſubſiſted and paid,” (meaning thereby, as long as the four Lacks of Pagodas 
paid by me, and the proviſions in the forts ſhall laſt,) *the Company will never tor- 
, « fake me; but when all the money, proviſions, and refources are gone—all is gone ;” 
the peruſal of this, I ſay, cauſed in me the greateft aſtoniſhment and uneaſineſs. 
When you did me the favour to come to my houſe the 11th inſtant, you told me, 
That the Council were agreed in this point, to wit, the non- aſſiſtance of the Ma- 
te rattas; that the Company had no money here to enable them to fight againſt the 
& Marattas, nor had they any even either in the Circars or Bengal; that the ſtate of 
« the latter was this, — they had drawn bills on Europe for a Crore of Rupees, 
e and had nothing there but paper; that as long as the four Lacks of Pagodas I was 
to pay on account of the current charges ſhould laft, you would oppoſe the Ma- 
<« rattas, and when that was gone remain quiet.” I aſked you, what you would do 
with the troops; you ſaid, © You would fend them to the Circars.” I replied, . Su 

& poſe the Marattas ſhould go to the Circars?“ you ſaid, . You would ſend them to 
c Bengal :” And ſuppoſe, ſaid I, the Marattas ould alſo proceed to Bengal, 
« what would you then do?“ you anſwered, © That ben all was gone”. From this 
converſation, as well as from your letter, to which this is in reply, it appears to me 
certain, that as long as the four Lacks of Pagodas and the proviſions in the fort ſhall 
laſt, the Company will fight with the Marattas; but by that fighting the protection 
of the country cannot be effected; and after that the ſaid money and proviſions 
ſhall be expended, they will of themſelves quit the whole ; and in cafe the Marattas 
ſhould proceed to the Circars and Bengal, they will alſo quit thoſe countries. 


The conſideration of it's being entirely out of my power to furniſh any other 
money or- proviſions than what are before-mentioned, in cafe of the Maratta trou- 
bles, gives me now the additional apprehenſion, that befides my own country, the 
Circars, &c, countries belonging to my friends, will alſo be loſt. My motive before 
for preſſing to have peace with the Marattas was merely with a view to the good of 
the inhabitants of my own country; but now that I learn, as well from your conver- 
ſation as your letter, that the Company have no money, the taking care of the tran- 
quillity of both my own and the Company's countries is become more and more in- 
cumbent on me. When you did me the favour to come to my houſe, in Pan | 
with Mr. Stracey, the 24th inſtant, after much other diſcourſe, you ſaid, That in caſe 
« of the Maratta diſturbances, as long as the four Lacks of Pagodas on account of the 
« current charges you was to receive from me ſhould laſt, you would take care of the 
« forts; but that if the troops received no pay, they would mutiny, and the forts of 
„ Amboor, Vellour, &c. be loſt,” To this Ireplied,** That during Maratta troubles, the 
« conſequence of which was the deyaſtation of the country, where was L. to get any 

| | money, 
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e money; and therefore the fort of Vellour even muſt be loſt.” You anſwered, That 
tc if no money was received, the forts of Veliour, Amboor, &c. would be loſt,” and, 
taking Syphe-ul-Mulk Behauder as a witneſs, you ſaid, * Your Father probably 
ec thinks 1 fay this to frighten him, but what I ſay is not with that view, it is the 
truth.“ 1 replied, © Well then, if the Company have no money, nor I any money, 
& nor any ability to procure money during troubles in the country, relying on what 
e ſupport is it we are to quarrel with the Marattas ?” better is it we ſhould aſſiſt him 
agreeable to his deſire, by which the country will be preſerved from their devaſta- 
tions, and the forts remain in ſecurity, Your anſwer was, „That if it was to 
« coſt you your life even, you would on no account aſſiſt the Marattas.“ What 
is it that has taken ſuch root in your mind, that, on account thereof, you neither 
regard the benefits ariſing from the Carnatick country remaining in tranquillity, 
nor the loſs of Lacks of the inhabitants or others? Let the Governors of Bengal 
and Bombay, by ſupporting of others, raiſe whatever troubles, and ſhew whatever 
enmity- they pleaſe againſt the Marattas, I have no objection ; but the Governor 
of Madras, who 1s the protector of mylelf and country, on him it is incumbent 
to conſult me in what ,may be for my good, the good of my country, and the 
Company's good, It was through an apprehenſion of this I made the oppoſition 
at the time of the peace with Hyder Ally Khan; but my advice was not attended 
to; and it is this which has been the cauſe of the Marattas inſiſting mote ſtre— 
nuouſly for our aſſiſtance. 


The Company, in their letter of the 4th of March 1767,“ (at which time 
you were one of the Directors) wrote to me reſpecting the ſettling of the 
Ghauts, and Governor Pigot's promiſe to me; you know afterwards the Go- 
vernors Palk and Bourchier alſo gave me promiſes in the ſame manner. If, not-- 
withſtanding my firm friendſhip with the Company for a term of 24 years, all 
their poſitive promiſes are not remembered, to what am I to impute the ruin of 
my country, but to the pleaſing of a man, who, having betrayed his maſter, has- 
got poſſeſſion of his country by force, and has nothing to do but to make uſe of 
artifices and deceits ? If views of advantage however ate the cauſe, whatever kind- 
neſs that man in his diſtreſſed condition offers to the Company, the Maratta alſo, 
poſſeſſed of all his power, will give them in the Biddenure country, as my former 
letters to you mention. The fubſtance of all, in ſhort, is this: Let Hyder Ally 
Khan clothe his requeſt for affiſtance in whatever dreſs he pleaſes, I by no_ 
means agree thereto ; and if, out of the people who, by the ceſſion of a Jaghire, 
and by the receipt of pay from me in this country, are the ſupport and protectors. 
of myſelf and country, one man be ſent to his aſſiſtance, I on no account agree 
to the taking ſuch a dangerous ſtep. The whole of my views in ſhort are theſe ;. 
to be in firm friendſhip with the Company and the Engliſh Nation, and that the- 
tranquillity of the Company's and my countries be perpetual ; and as you are the. 
protector of myſelf and country, my wiſh is alſo that you would affiſt the Ma- 
ratta, agrecable to his defire ; and in this diſtreſſed fituation both of the Company 
and myſelf for money, that you would protect my forts and country, and thereby. 
extend your reputation to Europe; and the Company, who are both wiſe and prudent,, 
on ſeeing our ſituation at ſuch a juncture as this, will approve and commend the 
plan of friendſhip with the Maratta to obtain this end, to wit, the preſervation. 
of the forts and country.

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Should this advice of mine however not be conformable to your pleaſure, 
'the maintaining of my firm friendſhip to the Company, and the tranquillity of my 
country, to the utmoſt of my power, are above all effential to me; for it is this 
friendſhip and this country which are the pillars of my honour and fortune, the 
means of the Company's receiving their money on account of the current charges, 
of the creditors likewiſe receiving their money, and my being enabled to pay my 
-own neceflary expenſes. As I am the Company's fincere friend, as there is not 
the leaſt diſtinction between us, and as you are their Repreſentative here, I have 
mentioned all theſe things plainly to you. Had I not. wrote an anſwer to your 
letter, you would have imputed it to neglect; for before, when, owing to the in- 
tervention of buſineſs, a little delay aroſe in my ſending anſwers, I perceived it 
gave you diſpleaſure, repeatedly coming yourſelf and ſending meſſages for them; 
and when I do write to you, as it is neceſſary to be explicit, I am unealy leſt it 
ſhould be diſpleafing to my friends: however, in conſequence of your former 
defire in this reſpect, and the fituation of the country, I thought it proper, in re- 
ply to your letters, to mention all theſe circumſtances, which you will accordingly

READ a letter from Hyder Ally Khan, ſetting forth the advantages of our join- 
ing him againſt the Marattas, and the meaſures neceſſary to be taken by the 
troops of this Coaſt and Bombay; repreſenting that there are ſufficient ſupplies of 
proviſions in all his principal forts. To which a draught of an anſwer is now 
read and approved, informing him, that the orders we have received from the 
Company prevent our ſending their troops out of the Carnatick to the aſſiſtance 


of any one. 


From Hyder Ally Khdn to Governor Du Pre, dated 31ſt December, 1771. Received 
| | 24th January, 1772. 


THE 29th inſtant I had the pleaſure and ſatisfaction of receiving your letter 
of the 11th, acquainting me that The Marattas for theſe two years paſt have 
<« been ſoliciting you, with entreaties and with threats, to join them with the 
Company's forces, which you have refuſed ; and that in the ſpace of a month 


« or fix weeks you ſhould receive the Company's inſtructions, when you ſhould 
5 | „ * comply 
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“ comply with my propoſal:“ all which I duly obſerved. By God's bleſſing 
you are a wiſe Sardar, and well informed of all circumſtances. I am entirely 
convinced both of your friendſhip and the fincerity of your engagements, and that 
you will act conformable to your promiſe, and to what you wrote to me. The 
Marattas have by various modes likewiſe deſired my aſſiſtance, as you have been 
adviſed by ſeveral letters lately ſent; and they have not even yet laid aſide all 
thoughts of it, although my anſwers to them, both before and now, have been and 
are clear and explicit. Indeed this matter of aſſiſtance is now the chief point in 
diſpute between the Marattas and me, and the bar that prevents the adjuſtment of 
matters; conſidering therefore the keeping of a Vackeel with their army as en- 
tirely to no purpoſe, I ſent for him to me, and accordingly he arrived here the 
27th inſtant. 


With an eye to the future as well as for both our benefit, I informed you 
that the Marattas were all deceit, watching their opportunity of taking ad- 
vantage of others; that their aim was to ſpread their ravages as far as 
poſſible ; that their coming into this country was attended with various bad con-' 
ſequences, and therefore that the Company's and my troops ought to be joined 
in the puniſhing and expelling them therefrom. I now alſo, conformable to the 
ſincerity of friendſhip ſubſiſting between us, and with a view to our mutual good 
in future, beg leave to mention, that by our junction and union, the enemy, im- 
preſſed with the utmoſt awe and dread, will deſiſt from their troubleſome requiſi- 
tions and demands, and with ſhame be expelled from theſe parts without the 
attainment of their object. But ſhould it ſo happen, that the Marattas this time 
acquire even the ſmalleſt thing from the Company's territories, it will be a bad 
precedent ; for in that caſe, having once got a taſte of the ſweets, they will every 
year, prompted by their inſatiableneſs, invade their country, requiring impoſſibili- 
ties : whereas, ſhould their hopes of this nature be now entirely cut off, they will 
never dare to caſt ſo much as a look towards the Company's poſſeſſions, and both 
our countries will ever remain in tranquillity and ſecurity. The confideration of 
which, agreeable to the friendſhip and union between us, induces me to mention, 
that if, conſulting your name and reputation, and the good of affairs in future, 
you ſhall poſitively determine on the junction of our forces to expel the Marattas, 
and will adviſe me thereof, I will come myſelf with my troops and a confidera- 
ble artillery into the Baramahaul country; when the junction of our forces being 
effected, by God's bleſſing, the expulſion of the Marattas will with the greateft 
eaſe be accompliſhed. I have been informed by my Vackeels, agreeable to what 
you mentioned to them, that it is moſt probable-I ſhall be aſſiſted by the Gover- 
nor of Bombay, as he had wrote to you on this ſubject; he has alſo wrote to me 
thereon ; and what is conſiſtent with the friendſhip and engagements ſubſiſting be- 
tween us is this, that in time of need we ſhould join and aſſiſt each other. 
The plan that occurs to me for the Company's benefit, the extending the re- 
putation of all their Sardars, and the reducing the 1 of the enemy, is, that the 
troops dependent on Madras and my troops ſhould go together, and take as their 
line the oppoſing and puniſhing of the Marattas here; and while this is doing, that 
the troops dependent upon Bombay begin tbeir operations from thence towards 
conquering and reducing the ſeveral places in the Cocun country, a country worth a 
Crore of Rupees, and ſituated near to Bombay, Conformable to this plan, I have lately 

WF: -* wrote 
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wrote to the Governor of Bombay, telling him that the Marattas were engaged in 
theſe parts, and had left the Cocun country entirely expoſed; chat ſuch another op- 
portunity would never offer for the conqueſt and reduction thereof; that having 
therefore firmly reſolved on the ſame, he ſhould acquaint me of it, when I would 
diſpatch my fighting ſhips, with four or five thouſand experienced people uſed to 
the ſea on board, and under the command of a truſty Sardar, to join him ; and what- 
ever forts belonging to the Cocun diſtricts, ſituated either on the hills or on the 
plain, might be taken, together with whatever money or effects, ſhould belong 
to the Company, I have nothing to do therewith, my object being The increaſe of 
« friendſhip between us“. As this is the time for buſineſs, and for acquiring a re- 
putation, you will alſo write to him ſeparately an this ſubject whatever may be pro- 
per, in conſideration of the friendſhip and freedom of communication (void of 
ceremony) ſubſiſting between us. | | | 


Tou tell me, That proviſion is eſſentially neceſſary for the ſubſiſtence of the 
troops, &c. and that as my country has ſuffered through the incurſions of the 
© Marattas, in caſe of the Company's forces proceeding there, it will be difficult, 
« if not impracticable, to procure the ſame.” The Marattas, it is true, have taken 
and plundered five or fix ſmall weak forts belonging to my country, places of 
reſidence for the inhabitants; but, by God's bleſſing, in the principal forts 
and places thereof proviſions of all ſorts are in ſuch quantities as to lay in heaps ; 
indeed I may ſay, that each place has enough for the conſumption of the Com- 
pany's and my armies for the ſpace of a twelvemonth ; make yourſelf therefore 
entirely at eaſe in this reſpect. By the Almighty's favopr, in cafe of the Company's 
and my troops joining, not only the Marattas will not be able to remain 1n this 
country, but immediately on our ſaid junction they, will ſet off, nor ſtop even to 
take breath till their arrival at the river Kiſtnan. 


I flatter myſelf that you will reflect on all theſe circumſtances, and ſoon let me 
have the pleaſure of receiving a favourable anſwer to this letter; in expectation of 
which 1 ſhall wait : for further particulars I refer you to my Vackeels. Always let 
me have the pleaſure of receiving letters from you, adviſing of your health.

ENCLOSED I ſend for your information a letter I have received from 
Mahomed Aufim Khan, under date the 13th inſtant. Thanks to the Almighty 
that the ſcheme for throwing at a diſtance the diſturbances of the Marattas has 
now taken effect, and thereby the uneaſineſs we laboured under of their army pene- 
trating into the Carnatick removed. The letters which Mahomed Aufim Khan 
mentions to have diſpatched to me before are not yet arrived ; when they do, I ſhall 
adviſe you of their contents. At our laſt interview you afked, when ſhould we 
receive 'advices of peace with the Marattas, that you might diſtribute the Com- 
pany's troops into different places, and diſmiſs the bullocks, &c. entertained on 
account of the Tanjore expedition, and thereby leſſen the expenfes; ſince, by God's 
bleſfing, as we propoſed fo it is come to paſs, I am to requeſt, from your kind- 
neſs to me, that you will from this time exert yourſelf in ordering the Company's 
troops to places where the expenſe of their Batta may be leſſened, and in dif- 
miſting the bullocks, &c. and as you well know the debts I labour under, and the 
little rain which has fallen in the country, you will leſſen the Batra of the ſoldiers 
alſo at Trichinopoly as much as poſſible, that I may thereby be eaſed in the ex- 
penſes hrough oy kindneſs. In my letter of the 3d of November laſt, 1 in- 
formed you of the particulars of both the Marawar Zemindars' not afliſting in the 
Tanjore expedition either with troops or proviſions; befides which, they have alſo 
re- poſſeſſed themſelves of the country the Rajah of Tanjore took from them; and 
the few troops which they ſent after the Tanjore expedition was over went away 
of their own accord; of all which their inſolence you are not unacquainted. When 
Mahomed Aufim Khan therefore took leave of me, I told him, that if the nego- 
tiation for peace with the Maratta Chiefs took effect according to our wiſh, he ſhould 
immediately adviſe me thereof, as it was neceſſary thoſe Zemindars ſhould be 
puniſhed agreeable to their deſerts; accordingly the ſaid Khan, directly on the 
Marattas' 3 for the Balaghaut, adviſed me thereof. My views, by God's 
bleſſing, are, that herein no time be loſt; and in conſequence I have wrote to 
Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder to go to thoſe parts with the Circar's troops. Your 
favour in this buſineſs is alſo neceſſary to aſſiſt Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder 
with as many of the Company's troops as you. may be able, or may be proper, 
agreeable to what you were ſo good as to agree to before. The remainder of the 
Company's troops ſhould not be kept together at one place, for then there will be 
a great crowd; but they ſhould be divided, and ſtationed at Cuddalore, the ſeveral 
places in the. Company's Jaghire, Madras, and alſo the Circar's forts. Through 
apprehenſion of the diſturbances of the Marattas ; in conſequence of your deſire, 
I gave orders for the collecting together a number of ſheep, and for the keeping 
ready of rice in different places; accordingly of the ſheep collected together a 
great number have died, and I have loſt a great deal of rice: reſpecting the re- 
mainder of both ſheep and rice, whatever you my write to me that I ſhall do.

I HOPE your Excellency has received the letter which I addreſſed to you on 
the 5th inſtant, and is acquainted thereby with what paſſed the firſt day;

fince which, or from the 6th to the 13th, I wrote to you a full account of what 

aſſed, acquainting you of a peace, and delivered it to the camel man, which I 
| hen is brought to you by the way of Vencatagherry and Sautgudda. I muſt in- 
form your Excellency, that Trimbeck Row and Morarow are become firm friends 
to your Excellency and the Company, all the Sardars of the army declared them- 
ſelves in your friendſhip; the money you gave on account of the Zeafut or enter- 
tainment, as well as the preſents of cloth, &c. were divided little by little among 
all the Sardars, Managers, and Muttaſuddies ; they were vaſtly pleaſed, and thought 
themſelves under an obligation at receiving the Admiral's letter and the Go- 
yernor's preſents, and ſaid very few people had treated them with ſuch kindneſs 
and civility as they had met with from the ſaid Gentlemen. By the bleſſing of 
God, a peace has taken place at preſent, and we are freed from apprehenſions; in 
reality Hyder's country was ſaved by your means: they wanted to halt their 
army at Kiſtnagherry, and ſend their parties as far as Guntoor and Dindegul ; but 
conſidering that it will be diſagreeable to you, becauſe the Pandauras or common 
robbers in the camp cannot be kept under command, notwithſtanding the ſtrict in- 
junctions that — 3 laid upon them, and in conſequence the inhabitants of the 
Circar's country will be diſperſed, and moreover being informed of all theſe circum- 
ſtances both from Madarow and myſelf, they declined to halt at the ſaid place, but 

roceeded to the Balaghaut country : you may therefore begin the wedding of your 
3 and ſend i detachment to join Hamanulla Khan and Captain Budden, who were 
ordered upon the expedition againſt Morarow, and puniſh him ; don't loſe the 
time. By the bleſſing of God, as the army is in readineſs at Trichinopoly, it may 
be fitted out in a week, and the bullocks are alfo ready in the Circar's ſervice. 
You will be pleaſed to ſend your orders to the Circar's country to ſend in the 
money, and to free themſelves from the apprehenſions which they had conceived.

However I am convinced, through God's 
bleffing, and the hopes of your friend(hip and aſſiſtance, that my taking poſſeſſion of the Deckan, 
agreeable to the dgſires of the Sardars of thoſe parts, may be accompliſhed with the greateſt 
eaſe; in which caſe I ſhall have it in my power, and ſhall alſo gratify my own wiſhes, 
that of conferring on the Company, by way of Jaghire, four Circars, out of what- 
ever part of the Deckan ſhall be agreeable to them.

HONOURABLE, | 


IHA D before (28th September 1769) the pleaſure of anſwering your letter 
of the 17th March 1769. I always imagined you were made acquainted with every 
tranſaction relative 10 the affairs of this country, (but underſtand by your letter that 
you were acquainted with no particulars) as you undoubtedly deſire your ſervants 
to be very punctual in that matter, and their not interfering with my country 
government. If you were truly informed of my ſituation, you would find me per- 
haps the only firm friend -amongſt the Turband wearers, which perhaps is the 
reaſon of my being ſo often treated with diſreſpect. I now take this opportunity to write 
you, and let you know, that ſome of your ſervants are ſo greatly interefted in their own 
affairs, that it much hurts both yours and mine; and likewile to inform you, that after 
the fall of Pondicherry, the Marattas were beat by the Abdallies, Hyder Naigue 
was beat by the Rajah of Myſore, and Salabat Jung was killed by Nizam Ally 
Khan; none of thoſe Powers had any pretenſions or force, and the Engliſh were 
Juperior in the country; if they had, conformable to their agreement, given me the 
aſſiſtance of their army, I could have cleared the Company's debt in a year. The 
Zemindar of Myſore offered with pleaſure to deliver the Paſſes of the Carnatick 
into my poſſeſſion, which I could have been ſecured in ſuch a manner, that the whole 
force of Indoſtan could not have taken them from me; and that my treaſury would 
have been filled, and the Company's trade would have flouriſhed alſo. I do not 
mean this as a complaint, but that we might be puactual in our agreements. A 
copy of the letter which I wrote to the Governor and Council after the reduction 
of Pondicherry is encloſed. Aſterwards they obliged me, wwithout' the leaſt reaſon, to 
take the field againſt Uſoff Khan at Madura, which coſt me about one Crore of 
Rupees, beſides the revenues of that country for two years, which I loſt alſo ; after 
ms SM e | | . *which 
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lich abey laid their hands on ibe Cirrars in au impraper time, and made peace with 
zam Ally Kbao, and promiſed go take Bengalore fort for him; which obliged 
yder Naigue to buy his peace with Nizam, and joined their forces to inveſt the 
Carnatick; and peace made a ſecond time with the Nizam, they aſked and had the 
Dewanneeſhip of the Myfore country given them in the Company's name; which 
enraged Hyder Naigue ſo much, that he came again into the Carnatick with a great 
body of horſe, and deſtroyed the country entirely. I have loſt a great deal of money 
by my taking the field on the Governor and Councils deſire in the Myſore country, 
by ſupplying your army with rice, cattle, &c, When Hyder Naigue came near Ma- 
dras, General Smith's army was very near him; and Colonel Lang's army was ſo 
{tationed, that he would have faund it a difficult matter to have got to -his own 
country with his army, ſo much diſabled with fatigue : yet when they made peace 
vith him, I defired them ſeveral times not to-pramite him any thing of their aſſiſt- 
ing him againſt the Marattas; but they would not take my advice, the conſequence 
of which now appears. Madavarow is now marched againſt Hyder Naigue, and 
- alks your aſſiſtance to reduce him; and declares, that if you do not comply he will 
deſtroy the Carnatick; Hyder Naigue ſent his man alſo with the ſame meflage, gnd 
aſks your force agreeable to your promiſe; Nizam Ally Khan is marched from 
Hydrabad, with an intention to inveſt the Myſore country; he will likewiſe ſend 
his man to demand your promiſe: aſſiſtance cannot be given to every body, but 
they will jointly enter into the Carnatick and deſtroy it; if it ſnould not fo happen, 
Hyder Naigue, upon the retreat of Madadarou, will certainly do it. 


After the reduction of Pondicherry not one year has paſſed without diſturbance. 
I do not think I ſhall ever have an eaſy mind, nor the affairs of this country ſettled 
or brought to a proper method of government, without your ſervants will act in 


concert with me. 


L have paid to the Company the ſum of five Lacks of Pagodas this month, in 
part of the balance of your account ſettled by your Governor and Council to the 
end of December 1769, as alſo one Lack of Pagodas:for January Kiſt of 1770, on 
account of the Company's Jaghire, all agreeable to your deſire. The balance 
againſt me is not more than ſeven Lacks and ninety-two thoufand Pagodas the 
iſt January 1770, which I hope to clear, if the country be in peace, before you can 
anſwer this letter. The charges of the Myſore expedition they have charged to my 
account, the ſum of ten Lackes of Pagodas; which I left to your conſideration; and 
after reading all the letters paſſed between the Governor and Council and me, from 
the beginning of the expedition to the 3uſt of January 1770, if you think it juſt 
that I ſhould pay it, I will agreeable to your deſirr, but ſhould be glad to have a 
little time allowed me.

I wrote you before of the great ſtrength and power of the Marattas, their demand 
of aſſiſtance and friendſhip from your ſervants on an expedition againſt Hyder Ally 
Khan, and that a proper Vackeel had been ſent on this occafion. The Marattas have 
in theſe days obtained a fignal victory over Hyder Ally Khan without aſſiſtance from 
hence. Their cordiality towards us is leſſened by our. not complying with their 
demands, and it ſeems they now intend to bring troubles into my country. 


Beſides this, the Rajabs of Tanjore, ever fince there was a Rajabſhid in that country, 
baus paid tribute and obedience to former Subahdars and myſelf; but now, by the accu- 
mulation of great wealth, the reaſon of which you well know, or will be informed 
of, the Rajah has marched into the country of the Marawar, Nalcooty, and Tondiman 
Polligars, dependent upon Trichinopoly, who alſo pay tribute and obedience in the 
ſame manner as the Rajah does, and has demanded and' recewed tribute from them 
inſtead-of paying his own to me. After theſe inſtances, how much more ſhall I ac- 

quaint you of the bad deſigns againſt my country? you will underſtand the a

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particulars witch are contained in 22 letters of intelligence upon Tanjore affairs, 
and the anſwer I wrote on the 6th Jehiz, 1184 Hegyra, or 4th March, 17%, to 

the letter I received from.the Governor and Council. I have always repreſented to 

your Governor and Council whatever had happened, or was likely to happen. The 

chief thing is this.; ſo Jang as you, who have wrote me that you will aſſiſt me for 

ever, do not look favourable upon the affairs of theſe parts, and take little notice 5 
of them, the buſineſs of the country cannot be carried on properly, nor can J extri- | 

exe myſelf from my debts. and difficulties. . By your favour Lhave hopes of being in 

8 better condition in every reſpect, I therefore trouble you on this occafion. 


Notwithſtanding theſe things, I have, after much trouble and pains, fully cleared off

YOUR letter of the 23d of March 1770 was delivered to me by the Gover- 
nor and Council in a very ceremonious manner; and I received ĩt with the greateſt 
honour, in the preſence of all the people of my Durbar, which rejoiced me exceeding- 
ly: my receiving this letter in theſe days full of concern gave ſtrength to my heart. 
You ſent me, out of your great regard and old friendſhip, two bridles, enriched 
with jewels, which I have received. I have obſerved the curious and elegant 

v workmanſhip of them, and am much pleaſed. -Your ſending them to me from ſo 
= great a diſtance is more regarded by me than the curiofities themſelves ; wherefore 
 angyvery thankful. 


You wrote me, that, by your ſhip Thames, you had received an account that an 
end had been put to the miſeries and devaſtations of war in my country, by the con- me 
cluſſon of the treaty. of peace and amity ; a point upon which you could not but 
obſerve that I had been totally ſilent; that you cannot, at this time and diſtance, com- —_ 
municate your ſentiments on this event, until explanation of the circumſtances at- 


— rr 
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. tending it are received from the Commiſſioners for your affairs in India; all which 
„ underſtand. By misfortune the Commiſſioners have not arrived, otherwiſe 
you would have fully underſtood that my filence was better than any thing 
could have ſaid on this occaſion. In my letter of the roth Jamaudeſany, 

' 21 84 Hegyra, or 1ſt October, 1770, I referred you to the letters I wrote to the 
Governor and Council on the 28th and 31ft January, 4th February, 15th and 2oth 
March, 1769, before the treaty was concluded; by which I think you will under- 
ſtand a little concerning that buſineſs. As I did not fign nor affix my ſeal to the 
treaty with Hyder Ally Khan, wherein an alliance was made with him; and as the 
Governor and Council wrote friendly letters to the Marattas, and they were inform- 
ed. that the Commiſſioners were coming; for theſe reaſons they have had hopes of 
receiving aſſiſtance, and have ſo long torbore to involve this country in trouble. 
The Governor and Council, with a defign to preſerve tranquillity, citbaut my conſent, moſt 
weakly. entered into an alliance with a perſon who keeps but few troops, As I am moſt 
defirous of preſerving tranquillity in my country, I thought it neceſſaty to write to 
the Governor and Council of the power of the Marattas, the meſſages they had ſent, 

F | and my own opinion, that friendſhip ſhould be made with them; and therefore did 
write to the Governor and Council on the 7th June, and 17th Auguſt, 1770, and 

7th April, 1771. There are two ways of preſerving tranquillity in the country; 

one is, to maintain a ſufficient force, and not depend much upon others for aſ- 

ſiſtance; that when any enemies ariſe, they may be vanquiſhed without ſeeking al- 

g : fiſtance from others. It is not at all in my power to undertake this; nay, even in 

my preſent circumſtances, I am not able to take any great charges upon myſelf. 

The other method is, to form connexions with thoſe 4 whoſe friendſhip may 
prevent all diſturbances ; thoſe perſons are the Marattas; by being in friendſhip 
with them, we ſhall not live under any fears or apprehenſions for your country or 
mine from all the Sardars of Hind. If you are at variance with them, it will be 
neceſſary that you ſend out a great body of troops, and a large quantity of warlike 
ſtores. © Bearing in mind the firm friendſhip'T have for the Company, I ſhall always

The nature of my friendſhip you will underſtand by the letter I 
wrote on the 2d Shawall, 1183 Hegyra, or 3oth January 1770, in anſwer to letters 
from the Governor and Council. Although I have had ſo long friendſhip with the 
Company, labouring night and day in the buſineſs of the country, on account of va- 
rious troubles therein, I nevertheleſs reap no benefit, but am greatly involved in debt. 
Gaining perpetual friendſhip with the Company and Englith Nation I regard as a 
moſt weighty advantage to me; I am well aſſured that, by their conſtant favour 
and friendſhip, the buſineſs of my country will be well conducted, and I and my fa- 
mily ſhall be at caſe. | | 


You. wrote me to maintain harmony and peace with the Country Powers; this is 
the beſt advice, and, indeed, my utmoſt wiſh ; I pray the Almighty to inſpire the 
ſame ſentiments into the hearts of the people here, My opinions from the firſt 
have been conformable to your's, that in time of peace and tranquillity as much 
treaſure as poſhble ſhould be collected, to be of uſe when troubles ariſe. If my 
country had not been "+= ra in the troubles. raiſed by Nizam-ul-Dowlah, and 
Hyder Ally Khan, Uſoff Khan, and others; and I had not been in debt, on account 
of paying off the money which the Company had diſburſed, if I had enjoyed my 
Government uninterrupted, as former Subahdars have done ; I might have laid up 
as much treafure as poſſible, that if an enemy made troubles in my country, by. 
the favour of God, be might be chaſtiſed. 


You will readily underſtand what I wrote and told to every Governor relative to 
the affairs of the Tanjorean, if you will do me the favour to peruſe all my letters, 
particularly that of the 6th Zechez, 1184 Hegyra, or 24th March 1771; what J 
wrote many years ago is now found to be right. While I am full of theſe con- 
cerns, I am informed from England, that all differences are ſettled between the two 
nations; otherwiſe, had there been a war, what injuries would not this man have 
committed? his aſſiſtance would have been given to the enemy. 


You wrote me, that you moſt confidentially rely that I will cautiouſly avoid and 
guard againſt the artifices and intrigues of deſigning men near my perſon. On this 
ubject I wrote the Governor and Council in my letter of the 2d Shawall, 1183 He- 
711 or zoth January 1770, and 5th Rabbiſany, 1185 Hegyra, or 19th July, 1771. 
At is impoſſible for a man to pleaſe every body; I therefore hope you will not give ar, 
againſt ſuch an old friend as me, to thoſe people who mind only their own intereſt ; becauſe the 
buſineſs at this place is two-fold ; if it be managed well, they take to themſelves the merit 
of tt ; if not, they then lay the blame upon others. I have ſuch firm friendſhip with you, 
that there has not been the difference of a hair z you may be eaſy in every reſpetl. 


You wrote me, that poſſeſſed of unalterable ſentiments of friendſhip and regard 
for my perſon, family, and government, you firmly perſuade yourſelves that I will 
with candour and juſtice liſten. to and comply with the application you have directed 
to be made, for enquiring into and defraying in an equitable manner the very heavy 
charges occaſioned by the late war, and for taking the proper meaſures for that pur- 
poſe; all which I underſtand. What power of language can expreſs a true [coſe 
of my obligations to you who-ſupport me? bc: wrote me in great regard, that you

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will affiſt me and my family always; I wrote you briefly concerning the affairs of 
the late war in my letter of the 1ſt October 1770. 
You wrote me, that it was with feat pleaſure you obſerve the attention I have 
paid to the diſcharge of the great ſums which your attachment to the ſupport of my 
authority has from time to time obliged you to. adyance, and you truſt that I will 
punctually adhere to the engagements I have made for the payment of the whole in 
the three fixed periods I have pledged myſelf to your Governor and Council, which 
T underſtand. That I diſcharged the full demand of the Company before the very 
ſhort time agreed upon for payment, and the ſtrength of my friendſhip for the Com- 

| pany, I wrote in my letters to the Governor and Council on the 27th Zecaud, 1183 
Hegyra, or 26th March 1770, or the 12 Mohurrum, 1184 Hegyra, or 22d May 
1770, the 7th and gth Shabaun, 1184 Hegyra, or 26th and 28th November 1770, 
and ;th Rabbiſany, 1185 Hegyra, or 19th July 1771; my repeating the particu- 
lars will give you trouble, which I'wiſh to avoid. I have ſince cleared off the cur- 
rent expenſes to the end of April 1770, agreeable to, the accounts of the Governor 
and Council, as I wrote them on the 3d Shawall, 1184 Hegyra, or 2oth January 
1771, to which they returned a letter of thanks on the 11th Shawall 1184, or 28th

ſend them the money; whenever they give me the account, if it be not in four

Jou wrote me, that by the influence of ſome of Your former ſervants.I was prevailed 
upon to make payments to individuals, which interfered with your demands. I am 
not under ſuch N to the Company, that I ſhould liſten to the perſuaſion of 
others contrary to their intereſt; clearing the Company's money, agreeable to the 
defire of the Governor and Council, in preference to individuals; s the 
current expenſes to the end of April 1771, agreeable to the accounts ſent me by 
the Governor and Council; and the rents of the Jaghire; all theſe are witneſſes of 
my true friendſhip for the Company. Regarding the loans of money. which were 
made to me, I wrote to the Governor and Council in my letter of the gth Rajeb, 
1180 Hegyra, or 12th: December 1766, which will give you information, In what 
words can I expreſs my thanks to you; you ſhewed great regard to me in reducing 
the intereſt of the creditors, which has given me power to diſcharge the whole in 
time of peace. Notwithſtanding I have taken much trouble, and made many pay- 
ments to the creditors, yet the load of my debt, which became ſo great by intereſt 
and compound intereſt, is not cleared.* As thoſe people lent their money when I was 
eatly in want of it, depending upon my honour and juſtice, it is proper that I 
ſhould maintain my reputation by paying them. After 1 had cleared my full debt 
to the Company, and the rents of the Jaghire, with the approbation of the Gover- 
nor and Council, I promiſed to pay to the creditors ten Lacks of Pagodas in rhe 
courſe of the year 1771, if the country be in peace; you wrote me never to enter

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into any ſuch engagement again; you wrote this in full favour and friendſhip to 
me, to increaſe my happineſs, for which I am greatly obliged. to you. Bearing in 
mind what you have wrote, and the many troubles I have ſuſtained on account of 
my debts, I am fully reſolved (unleſs I cannot help it) not to borrow upon any ac- 
count hereafter. Do me the favour to. write to your Repreſentaiives to give me no mors 


trouble on ſuch occaſions, by which my debt has increaſed... You regard my affairs, there- 


fore I wrue you a little concerning them. 


. Beſides the connexions which my great Grandfather, my Grandfather, and my- 
Father had with the Company from long time, I have myſelf entered into the 
Company's friendſhip for 24 years paſty during which time the Company, through

regard to their own intereſts only. In the laſt letter which I received from you 
in theſe days, I find very little difference from what was wrote to me in this place; 
wherefore I find it neceſſary to give you a clear underſtanding of every particular, 
by writing to you plainly. When the Company's Repreſentatives ſent me on

account of the Company into the Myſore country, the labours and loſſes which I 
ſuſtained will be known to you. by peruſing the letters I wrote the Governor and 


Council, and particularly by the copy of the articles concerning money, which 
were encloſed to me by the Field Deputies in their letter of the 21ſt October, 
1768, and which they had received from the Governor and. Council. Although 
the war was carrying on in the Balaghaut, yet they, by order of the Governor and 
Council, preſſed me to return to Madras. I replied to the Field Deputies, that 
my departure before any thing was ſettled would be the means of bringing the 
war into the. Carnatick, as I wrote in my letter of the 28th Jamadelowell, 1182 
Hegyra, or roth October 1768, to the Field Deputies ; and afterwards I received 
a letter from the Governor and Council, dated 28th Jamadeſany, or gth Novem- 
ber, 1768, wherein they deſirèd me to repair to Madras; I thought proper to 
fulfil the deſires of the Governor and Council, and return to Madras. My words 
proved to be true. What afterwards paſſed in my conferences with the Governor 
and Council you will underſtand by my letters of the 19th, 22d, and 26th Ram 
zaun, and 6th and 11th Zecaud, 1182 Hegyra, or 28th and 31ſt January, 4th- 
February, and 15th and 2oth March, 1769, to the Governor aud Council. After 
the peace had been concluded with Hyder Ally Khän, the Governor and Council 


wrote me in their letter of the gth Zechez, 1182 Hegyra, or 17th April 1769, 


to pay Pagodas 650,000 per annum, on account of the articles which were tent. 
to me by the Field Deputies from the Governor and Council, and the letter Which 
L'received from you, wherein you deſired me to pay off your debt. I was polt - 
tively determined to diſcharge in full what I owed to-the Company at any rate, 
that ſuch things might not be mentioned again between me and my triend-  . with 
this view, and that you might be much pleaſed, I aſked for the paiticulars of my 
accounts in my letter of the 18th Jamadeſany,,1183 Hegyra, or 19th Octuber 
1769, according to the cuſtom ot the whole world, but your Repreſentatives. 
thought it was for the ſake of altercation ; therefore I could not help,it, and 
cleared off the money on a promiſe to grant me a diſcharge, which you will un- 
derſtand by my letter of the..11th Shabaun, 1184 Hegyra, or zoth November. 
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1770, to the Governor and Council: they then to procure a diſcharge from 
you, 8 the ſtate of my debts, and the ruinous condition of the coun- 
try, I requeſted the Governor and Council, in ſeveral conferences, and in ſeveral 
letters, to reduce my current expenſes; nevertheleſs, in a groſs account which I 
have received for one year to the end of April 17%, I found the current expenſes 
amounting to Pagodas 4, 60,828. Without waiting for anſwers to the letters which 
I wrote you the 28th September, 1769, 5th February, 1ſt and 8th October, 1 770, 
and 18th January and 26th March, 1771, I now write you, and am perſuaded 
that you, who are deſirous of promoting my welfare, do not incline that my life 
"ſhould be { ſo ; therefore I write you underneath ſomething of my preſent 
deſire in four attieles, which if you agree to, myſelf, my family, and all my ſub- 
jects will be under obligations to you, and you will not be any loſers by it. 


Article 1. The villages in the Company's Jaghire, and thoſe of my country, 
are contiguous to each other; if the Jaghire be put under ſeparate management, 
there is reaſon to apprehend many diſputes will happen concerning the boundaries 
of the territories: upon this account I wrote to the Governor and Council, 
in my letter of the 8th Rabbiſany, 1177 Hegyra, or 16th October 1763, and 
deſired it might not be put under the management of my enemies. Concerning 
the Giſcharge of the rents of the Jaghire, you will be informed by the letters I 
wrote to the Governor and Council 14th Shawall, 1184 Hegyra, or 3 iſt January 
1771, and the anſwer of the 7th Zecaud, 1184 Hegyra, or 23d February 1771. 
1 am deſirous that the Jaghire ſnould be managed by my means. 


Article 2. By the providence of God 1 have paid off the money which the 
Company had before diſburſed for me on account of current expenſes to the end 
of April 1771, - agreeable to the accounts fent to me by the Governor and 
Council, and hope to have a full diſcharge for the money, according to the 
agreement of the Governor and Council, from the beginning of the tranſactions 
to the end of April 1771, under the ſignature and ſeal of the Company. 


Article 3. As the Governor and Council have power to exerciſe and adminiſter 
juſtice within their own diſtricts, in like manner I hope ſuch authority for the 
adminiſtration of juſtice within my diſtricts may reſt in me, free from the inter- 
poſition of others. | = 


Article 4th. I wrote to the Governor and Council on the 7th Shabaun, 1184 
Hegyra, or 26th November 1770, concerning Sepoys, and I hope, through your

I have fully 
paid, though I could not prevail on them to give me any accounts till very lately, 
and even thoſe are wrote in ſuch a manner that neither I nor any of my people 


can well underſtand them; however, from the beginning of my tranſactions to the 


end of October 1771, there is not a Daum due from me to the Company. The 
Governor and Council, in December 1769, thought proper to charge to my account 


ten Lacks. of Pagodas as my ſhare of the expenſe of the Myſore war: they have fre- 


quently mentioned in their letters to me that I acknowledged this as a juſt debt, 


and promiſed to pay it; and I underſtand from your letters that they had been at 


great pains to write in the ſame manner to England. During the Myſore war I 
expended large ſums, as I maintained the whole army, paid the expenſe of the 


troops, as well thoſe employed in the war as in the defence of the Carnatick at 


the time. By what management then could the extraordinary expenſes amount 
to ſuch a ſum ? This is the ſenſe I have always had of the agreement I entered 


into with the Governor and Council in 1768, that I was to be put in poſſeffion of 
the conquered country, out of the revenues of which the whole expenſe of the 


war was to haye been paid; the event of the war is well known; and in every 
one article the Governor and Council failed on their part, even in fuck as I efteemed 
eſſential to my honour, as well as to my intereſt and that of my country. I deſire 
you to. conſider this matter well, and am certain that you will then ſee it in 
the light 1 do; and I appeal to yourſelves whether you think it probable I 
ever could be brought voluntarily to acknowledge this demand as a juſt debt in 


Fuch circumſtances, 


As to my private creditors, many of them lent me their money when J greatly 


Vanted it, both to anſwer the purpoſes of my own Government, and even to pay

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to the Company; therefore I am anxious to diſcharge it in an honourable man- 
ner, both from inclination and gratitude, I have always had this very much 
at heart, and regret exceedingly that the diſtreſſes of my country, and the repeated 
importunities of others, have ſo often put it out of my power to fulfil my inclina- 
tions. I have now hopes of being able ſoon to ſet my mind at eaſe in this matter, 
as I make no doubt, if peace remains to my country, a very ſhort time will put it in 
my power to fulfil my engagements. with them to the utmoſt. My honour is en- 


gaged in the faithful diſcharge of them, and I therefore hope I ſhall not meet 
with any interruption from others. s 


The propoſed agreement between you and my private creditors I apprehend is 
therefore unneceſſary ; as my friends meant it for my eaſe, which the Governor ex- 
preſſes in his letter of the 1ſt February 1772, I make no doubt therefore, when you 
are informed that I look on my own way of payment as moſt for my honour 
and happineſs, you will readily acquieſce in my wiſhes; nevertheleſs I have no 
objection to any agreement between the Company and my creditors, I only wiſh 
to pay them their money as ſoon as poſſible. I have expreſſed my ſentiments upon 


this buſineſs in my letters to the Governor and Council, dated 18th February and 
18th March 1772. | 1 ce 


Ever ſince my coming to the Government of the Carnatick my utmoſt inclina- 
tions have been to keep peace in my country, and friendſhip with you and the 
Engliſh Nation. It is peace alone which can make me an uſeful ally to you, and 
to preſerve this in a firm and durable manner, I have frequently wrote to the 
Governor and Council, recommending the propoſals of the Marattas to their 
acceptance; notwithſtanding which I received a letter. from them, dated 15th 
December 1771,“ encloſing their reſolutions to the contrary; and that the whole 
burthen of the expenſe of the war, ſhould the Marattas raiſe troubles, would be 
charged to my account: all this made me exceedingly unhappy, as it is entirely 
.owing to the connexion of your ſervants with Hyder Ally that I and my country are ex- 
poſed to the reſentment of the Marattas. This war therefore, to which my country 
was expoſed, could not be aſcribed to me; on the contrary, had my advice been 
followed it had never happened; yet I am now told by the Governor and Council 
that ſhould my country be ruined and depopulated by the Maratta troubles, I 
muſt alſo pay the 5 2 7 of the war. How can I think of ſuch ruin and deſo- 


lation, with the pro pect of an accumulation of debt upon my head, without the 
' greateſt concern? g cools gut | 


As ſoon as the Maratta army appeared on the frontiers of my country, requiring 
, aſſiſtance againſt Hyder, as they had been fed with hopes from hence, the inha- 
bitants began to leave their houſes, and all cultivation was ſtopped, for ſeveral 
villages were deſtroyed by their plunderers ; all which made me ſuſtain great 1olſs;. 
and I ſaw plainly, that unlefs thoſe troubles could be removed, my country 
would be inevitably ruined ; therefore, on the refuſal of the Governor and Coun-

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cli to do any thing which I thought abſolutely neceſſary for the preſervation of 
my country, I was obliged to take other meaſures, and left nothing undone to ſave 
my people, to preſerve my country, and to enable me to be ſtill an uſeful. friend 
to you, I accordingly ſent my Dewan to the Maratta camp, with the conſent of 
the Governor and Council, on purpoſe to negotiate with them, and to declare 
the friendſhip which I had for them ; by which means the fears and apprehen- 
ſions of troubles are for the preſent baniſhed from the minds of the inhabitants. 
I ſee that the preſervation of my country, and of the Company's, depend upon 
the friendſhip of the Marattas; and beſides the benefirs which both may re- 
ceive from ſuch a connexion, there is one very material advantage, that then all 
the Powers of Hind could not be able to ſtand before ſuch an alliance. It is the 
intimate union between my intereſts and thoſe of the Company that moves me 
to give you this information. I have no other intereſt in wiſhing for the Maratta 
alliance, but as the only means of preſerving and giving ſecurity to my country. 
You are wiſe and conſiderate, and no doubt are well acquainted with the corre- 
K between me and the Governor and Council, which will fully explain 
thoſe matters to you; and I make no doubt but you will give ſuch directions, as 
may be productive of moſt advantage to my affairs and your own intereſt. I have 
nothing-ſo much at heart as endeavouring by every means to make my friend- 
ſhip with the Company ſtronger and ſtronger ; and therefore, in my laſt letter 
by the ſhip Lord North, .I told you that the next ſhip ſhould bring you accounts 
of my friendfhip, that you might ſet your minds at eaſe. What is money to me 
without your friendſhip? or what ſum can equal the value I have for you? 
Therefore, ſince you have been told that I N pay you ten Lacks of Pagodas, 
I now tell you, that out of pure friendſhip, and merely as the reſult of my own 
free will and choice, I will in time of peace any tranquillity pay to my friends, 
the Eaſt-India Company, ten Lacks of Pagodas; I aſk nothing from you in re- 
turn but your friendſhip, which I doubt not you will readily grant. | 


Ten Lacks of Pagodas for the Myſore-demand, the current expenſes, the money 
due to the creditors, the expenſe of the Tanjore expedition, and the expenſes of 
keeping off the Marattas, altogether amount to a very large ſum ; I have remitted 
large ſums of money to the inhabitants of my country for want of rain: you will | 
therefore underſtand, by my letter to the Governor and Council of 18th March 1772 
the method I have taken for paying ten Lacks of Pagodas in ſuch manner that it 

may not be troubleſome to me or my country, and how much I ſtudy to pleaſe you 
by agreeing to pay this money. Notwithſtanding the great loſs I have ſuſtained, 
on purpoſe to pleaſe you, who are my old friends, I have agreed to pay ten Lacks 
of Pagodas as an equivalent for the Myſore money; I therefore expect, through 
your favour, you will grant ſome trifling requeſts, as expreſſed in my letter of 20th 
July 1771,* by which you can loſe” tiothing, but will make me wiſh to oblige you

HONOURABLE, 


ON the 20th day of the laſt month I had the pleaſure of addreſſing a letter ts 
you, which, with a duplicate of one I wrote on the 2oth July laſt, was ſent by 
the Governor and Council to England by the —4 Deptford; and as that letter 
fully expreſſes my ſentiments upon affairs in theſe parts, I have only to tranſmit 
you a duplicate thereof by the ſhip Lord Holland, now under diſpatch, and ſhall 


ſend it to the Governor and Council, that they may cauſe it to be conveyed to 
you in the ſafeſt manner. | 


I have always eſtemed myſelf happy when I had it in my power to oblige my 
friends the Company ; and as your Governor has repreſented to me that it will 
be very inconvenient to your affairs if I do not pay ſeven Lacks, fixty- ſix thou- 
ſand, ſix hundred and fixty-fix (7,66,666) Pagodas, including current expenſes,

venience than my friends ſhall ſuffer; therefore I readily agree to do my utmoſt, +

1. BY your Letter of the 25th March 1772, which I had the happineſs of re- 

ceiving from the Governor and Council of Fort St. George the-26th af October 

laſt, I was pleaſed to find that you had received my Letters of the 26th March and 

20th July 1771, as they would inform you of many things relative to my ſitua- 

tion; yet as I find there are many things {till neceſſary to be explained to you, I 

have thought proper to trouble you with this Letter. This I meant to have ſent 

by the laſt ſhips, but I was made fo unhappy by the diviſions and diſagreements 

between your ſervants, whom I could have wiſhed to reconcile, as ſuch quarrels 

amongſt the Members of your Government affect my intereſt nearly as well as 

your's, therefofe-T wiſhed for a more fortunate hour to tranſmit my beſt wiſhes to 

my friends; and although my endeavours to bring about a reconciliation were 

without effect, yet as I now have the ſatisfaction to intruſt my Letter to Colonel 

Archibald Campbell, who is a man of honour and ittegrity, I look upon it as a hap- 
py omen, and a forerunner of good fortune, 1 

2. It makes me extremely happy that you are pleaſed with my declarations of 

firm friendſhip, and that the teſtimonics which I have given you of my invariable 

: attachment to your intereſt are ſatisfactory; the confidence you have in my good 

| faith and honourable principles gives me the greateſt joy, and the attachment which 

9 | - you expreſs for my perſon, family, and government, of which your orders to continue 

| * -. the renting of the Jaghire to me, and your readily acquieſcing in my holding the 

- uninterrupted adminiſtration of Juſtice within my diſtricts, are evident proofs; 

' theſe make me ſo happy, that 1 want words, to expreſs to you how much I feel my 

' friendſhip increale to the Honourable Company. | | 


3. In all theſe acts of kindneſs, and warm demonſtrations of-friendſhip, I can 
ſee the hand-writing of my friends, with whom I have been ſo intimately connected 
for theſe thirty years, and whole interefis are fo connected with mine that there can 
be no difference between us. How drfferent, how greatly different, are thoſe teſtimonies 
of your regard, and the condut of the ſervants, through whoſe hands the Company's 
affairs bave paſſed to me for theſe ſeveral years paſt ! Ot theſe you muſt no doubt be 
acquainted from the writings which have been tent to you, particularly by the ſhips 
of laſt year; theſe have made me very unhappy, and as 1 am conſcious of the 

-. warmeſt friendſhip for the Company, it hurt me to the laſt degree to think that your

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ſervants ſhould, unknown to me, endeavour 'to give you unfavourable ideas 
of my attachment to you; I therefore reſolved to write to your Gover- 
nor and Council, requiring to know if they had written againſt me, and if 
they have, what they have ſaid, that I might have an opportunity of giving you 
and them evident proofs of my friendſhip, by expoſing the villainy of thoſe who 
have, by ſuch falſe repreſentations, endeavoured to ſow diſſenſions between you 
and me: but in their anſwer, which I have received, they do not think proper to 


give me any ſatisfaction on this ſubje& ; therefore I have thought it right to write 
this long Letter to my beſt friends, - 


| 4 Were it neceſſary to adduce proofs of my friendſhip for the Company, 1 
could inſtance every action of my life in evidence to the ſincere attachment which k 
have always ſhewn to their intereſts. But as I am on the ſpot, I can ſee much farther 


into the real mctives of the words, of the writings, and of the aflions of your ſervants, 
than you can do, N

5. I was not a regard to your intereſt which was the ſole cauſe in beginning the war 
with the Nizam in 1765, and with Hyder afterwards. It was not for your intereſts 
that the Myſorean war was conducted in ſuch a ſhameful manner, which the whole 
hiſtory of that period evinces. The peace of 1769 had not your intereſts for the 
only motives of it's being concluded. It never could be for your intereſts to enter 
into ſuch ſtrict connexions with Hyder Ally, and to bid open defiance to fo great 
and ſo powerful a nation as the Marattas, who ſought your friendſhip and courted 
your alliance, Nor could it be for your intereſts that your ſervants endeavoured to 
- miſrepreſent me to you, or to perſuade you to take the renting cf the Company's 
Jaghire lands from me. If all theſe things were againſt the real intereſts of the 
Company, they are ten thouſand times more againtt mine, and againſt the pro- 
ſperity of niy country and the happineſs of my people ; for your intereſts and mine 
are the ſame. M bat were they owing to then? To the private views F a few indivi- 
duals, who have enriched themſelves at the expenſe of your irfluence and of my coun- 
try; for your jervants have no trade in this country, neither do ycu pay them high wages, 
yet in a y years they return to England with many Lacks "of Pagodas. How can you + 
er I account for ſuch immenſe fortunes, acquired in ſo ſhort a time, without any viſblæ 
means of getting them? | hinted at theſe matters in one of my former letters, which 
may in a great meaſure ſerve to account for my repreſentations againſt fome of your 
ſeryants, and why ſome of them have written too unfavourably againſt me. You 
Thall-be the judges between us. I agree with you that a ſteady neutrality, if it can 
be preſerved, is certainly the ſureſt way to perpetual peace; but if any thing ſaid 
or written to you from hence, have induced you to believe that I am in the ſmalleſt 
degree diſinclined to maintain it, you are deceived, and you are impoſed upon ly the 
- artful infinuations of others. It is my wiſh to maintain peace, and 1 have paid 
dearly for the tranquillity which my country has enjoyed amidſt the jarring intereſts 
of my neighbours z but 1 have frequently recommended proper meaſures to your 
ſervants, and fuch as were dictated to me from ſound policy, and they have always 
tejected my counſel, and refuſed to follow my advile, © © NO 
E | 6.

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6. Your intereſts are a firm union amongſt yourſelves, between all your three 
Preſidencies of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, by ſuch means as you may think 
proper to eftabliſh, Lou may depend upon my alliance and my country; and 
you ſhould fo arrange yeur Country Goverament in Bengal, as to be able to all out the im. 
menſe reſources cf that Kingdom, which, under jroper management, might eaſily be done; 
then you might command the reſpe& of the greateſt Power in India; you could 
then be under no apprehenfions from their growing greatneſs; and you might then 
| embrace their friendſhip, when, with the force of the three Preſidencics, and 
| that powerful ſquadron of ſhips, which His Moſt Gracious Majeſty. has been 
pleaſed to ſend into this country for the proteflion of his ſubjects and allies, you 
would have it in your power to check the progreſs of any Power in India when 
vou pleaſed. This great Power, with whom your intereſts as well as mine are 
naturally connected, is the Marattas; and from whom great advantages might 
be had, sf the management of ſuth a negotiation were in proper hands. The Ma- 
rattas united in firm friendſhip with the Engliſh and the Carnatick, no force, 
either European or Indian, could ſhake your power in Indoſtan. But you muft 
have men of integrity to be your rulers and the commanders of your armies, of good heads 
and with boneſt bearts; who will not be led from their fidelity and duty by the temptation 
of wealth, and in ſearch of the acquifition of riches, but who will ſteadily adhere to 
the real intereſts of the Company. I ſhall then have occaſion to aſk nothing, for

7. The war with the Rajah of Tanjore does not ſeem to be ſo well underſtood 

in England; for had I been permitted to ſend-the+Cirtar troops under Captain 

Matthews into the Tanjore Country in the month of February 1771, when he was 

unprepared and unprovided with arms, ammunition, proviſions, and engineers, all 

which he received afterwards, the Rajah might have been brought to reaſon with 
little expenſe to me, and almoſt without the loſs of a man to the Company. 7 

know nothing of the negotiations of the Rajab of Tamjore with your Preſident, nor of 

what nature they might be; but I know that the delay of near eight months put ic 

in the Rajah's power to prepare himſelf in ſuch a manner for defence, while your 

army lay inactive, that it has coſt me an immenſe ſum of money, and many lives 

both to me and to the Company; and at laſt, from one cauſe or other, which it 

would not be eaſy to explain, a pecuniary accommodation was agreed to in the 

room of great advantages both to the Company and to me, as I mentioned in my 

Letter to your Governor of the 18th September 1771, or the 8th Jamadeſany, 

: 118; Hegyra; your late Governor aud others can beſt account for theſe negotiations, 

and the cauſes of ſuch delays, At this day the Rajah, by the diſpoſition he is 

7 making, ſeems determined to take th advantage. of the firſt opportunity to | raiſe 

. 5 troubles in the Carnatick; which in caſe of a war, particularly with the French, 
may, from the vicinity of Pondicherry, be very prejudicial both to your intereſts 

and to mine. | . 


8. The Jaghire lands in my poſſeſſion yield you a greater revenue than any 
one elſe can afford to give, as the renters muſt maintain themſelves out of their 
. 1 2 revenues, 
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revenues, befides the high 1 which they muſt give to your ſervants and the high 
Intereſt which they are obliged to pay for money to anſwer the ſeveral kiſts; whilſt 1 
defray all theſe extraordinary expenſes out of the revenues of my own Country; 

and you will readily aHow, I hope, that the ſecurity of the Prince of the Country 
is better than that of individuals. My reaſons for being ſo anxious to have that 
continued to me, are to prevent the diſturbances that would certainly happen be- 
tween my ſubjects in thoſe diſtricts under my own direction, and thoſe in the 
Jaghire lands, about boundaries, water-courſes, manufactories, and others; and to 
prevent others from eſtabliſhing an intereſt amongſt your ſervants, which might 

be attended with fatal conſequences to that harmony which fo happily ſubſifts 
between you and me. e 


9. The ſame reaſons induced me to apply frequently to your late Preſident, 
requeſting to have the renting of the Nizampatnam Circar; becauſe the lands of that 
Circar are fo intermixed with mine, that diſputes conſtantly happen between the 
ſubjects of the two Governments, and which it's impoſſible to prevent; this is 
greatly to the prejudice both of your intereſt and mine. I therefore propoſed to 
give ten per cent more than any one elſe ſhould offer for thoſe lands, but my ſuit 
was rejected; I added, the Company would do me a great favour by ſuch a mark 
of friendſhip, yet I was refuſed, and told that the Company were diſpleaſed with 
me. I think, as it could not be for your intereſt, you would not have refuſed me 
uch a reaſonable indulgence. I now apply to yourſelves ; conſider this matter 
* and do me the kindneſs, through friendſhip, to ſend me a favourable 
anſwer. 


10. The Company's ſmall farms. are no doubt let ſo cheap, that the renters might pay 
heir rents regularly and get rich; and alſo all the Amuldars, who formerly rented 
theſe lands under. the Company's ſervants before they were granted as Jaghire: 
get whence happens it that all thoſe people who have rented lands of the Company 
have been ruined? of this there are many proofs; and had nor I paid near two 
Lacks of Pagodas to redeem property abſolutely purchaſed from the renters of the 
- Jaghire by your ſervants, all theſe people had been enuirely ruined, and obliged to 
leave the country. | 


„11, The hopes of improving your revenues, by letting the Jaghire to others, 
are vain, and are only meant to anſwer other purpoſes ; the tranſactions between the 
renters and others could not be ſo well known then as now, and then much more 
mould probably go to the forming of ſeparate intereſts than now, yet you muſt not 
think that all my diſputes with your ſervants-here have been without foundation, 
Diſputes with the Company 1 never had any for they have always expreſſed them- 
delves in the, moſt friendly terms to me, and no friendſhip can be ſtronger than 
mine has always been to them. But your wiſdom ſhould examine well, and you 
will then find, that under many ſpecious arguments your ſervants have made you believe 
#hey were attentive to your intereſts only, when their own private views were the real

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12. The northern Circars ſhould be 4 Crest object of your attention. I have 
no objeftion to your ſervants making princely fortunes, if it be your pleaſure they 
do fo, provided my country. and people do not ſuffer. But I am your friend, 
therefore I mention theſe matters; you ſhould attend to the permanency of your 
intereſt in that country, bh . | 


13. You know my mind already about the ten Lacks of Pagodas, which I 
call the Myſore demand ; 1 ſhall not therefore, through friendſhip, ſay any thing 
more on the ſubject. I have paid part, and I hope, by the Providence of God, 
in time of peace and tranquillity to diſcharge the whole in the times I have ſtipu- 
lated ; but I acquaint you that I have done this out of pure favour and friendſhip 
for the Company, that I might convince them my friendſhip is invariable, not- 
withſtanding the endeavours and miſrepreſentations of my enemies. God forbid that 
ever I ſhould diſtruſt the Company's honour ! nor did I ever wiſh to invalidate 
any agreement made with the Company; but it is the cuſtom of every Durbar to 
get dilcharges regularly every year for all the former debrs 4 day of pay ment; 
this was one reaſon of my requeſting a diſcharge; and if I owe the Company 
nothing, ſurely their honour cannot ſuffer by my aſking, nor by their granting me 
a diſcharge. But my debts have formerly accumulated in ſuch a manner as I 
could not underſtand, the diſcharge therefore of my friends would have been a 
reſtimony to my poſterity, that I had fully anſwered. all demands on me by the 
Company; and when the Myſore money ſhall be paid, is it not reconcileable to 
your cuſtoms to grant a diſcharge, or even to do ſo now with that exception? It 
is with your ſervants I tranſact ſuch buſineſs here, not with the Company; 
think of this matter well, and give me a favourable anſwer. | 


14: Although I pay the expenſes of ſeven Battalions of Sepoys who are 
under the Companys orders, they never are ſuffered to be of the ſmalleſt uſe to 
me; yet I have willingly agreed to keep thoſe in my pay to oblige the Company, 
in hopes that they will give ſuch inſtru&ions to their ſervants as to make them 
ſerviceable to the Circar, and that I may have a right to adviſe their deſtination. 
Should a war happen in the Carnatick (which God forbid !) not only three additional 
* *batrralions of my Sepoys ſhall be joined to the Company's, but my intereſt is ta 
aſſiſt them with the whole force of my country. Were your forces properly em- 
loyed, you have enough, when joined with mine, to make your name reſpectable 
In India; but if, after all that I pay to the Company, my open avowed enemy 
is to be encouraged, and thoſe Who are willing to be my friends ſhall be brought 
To threaten the Carnatick with an hoſtile invaſion on account of the impolitick con- 
"Hexions of Jour ſervants, how do you think I am able to pay ſo much money for 
maintaining troops to defend my country? and yet in the day of danger I ſhall be 
| "obliged to purchaſe a peace, and to Femove armies from my frontiers by other 
. | 'means; I refer you to the tranſactions of laſt year for an explanation of this. I

16. I have repreſented the affair of Juſtice to your ſervants here, but notwith- 
ſtanding your orders, I have been put to inconvenience on this account; ſo much 
ſo, that one of my immediate fervants has been arreſted at the gate of my Durbar 
by your ſheriff's officer, for a ſuppoſed debt to a Frenchman, which this ſubject of 
France avowedly declares was contracted on account of the collection of my reve- 
nues, when my country was in the hands of our mutual eneniy. Should my friends 
in this manner aſſiſt my enemies againſt me? Was not the loſs I ſuſtained by the 
war enough? Muſt I even now have the happy days of peace interrupted by vexa- 
tious ſuits, proſecuted by my enemies in your Courts of Juſtice? Are theſe the 
proofs of friendſhip?

Nothing could have diſturbed our tranquillity after the fall of Tanjore but the 
bad behaviour of the Governor of Negapatnam, who contrived to take advantage of the 
Rajab's neceſſties,” and to get Saneds for countries, which he, as my tributary and ſubjef, 
had no right to diſpoſe of, nor had they any right to purchaſe without my conſent. I have 
told the Dutch that I cannot conſent to this purchaſe, but I have made them offers 
of my friendſhip, and every thing that juſtice and equity could dictate; I have 
told them that I will reimburſe them for all the money which they have paid to the 
Rajah in a full and ample manner, on condition of their reſtoring the countries, &c. 
but they have been deaf to my repreſentations ; I have therefore exerted the power 
which heaven has put in my hands to do myſelf juſtice, and my ſecond ſon, Ummeer 
ul Omrah Behauder, by my orders, at the head of my army, hath taken poſſeſſion 
of thoſe countries, driven out the Dutch, and taken down their colours. 


It is neither your intereſt, Gentlemen, nor mine, that any other European na- 
tion ſhould have eſtabliſhments and territory on this Coaſt but yourſelves, and I am 
determined not to ſuffer it. Were the Dutch or any other nation permitted to have 
territory, they would maintain a ſtanding army, they would make alliances with 
our enemies, and hence endanger the Company's poſſeſſions, and diſturb the peace 
and tranquillity of the Carnatick. You and I are one through friendſhip; our in- 
rereſts are inſeparable and the ſame ; and the beſt policy is, to prevent the growth of 
any power, capable of giving us diſquiet, while in the bud. The Dutch talk of treaties; 
but ſurely no treaties can juſtify them for taking away part of my country without 
my permiſſion, If I can ſettle this buſineſs amicably I certainly ſhall, and I ſhall 
leave no means unattempted for that purpoſe ; but if the Dutch refuſe. my offers of 
friendſhip, their trade and poſſeſſions muſt ſuffer through che whole of my dominions. 


I am very happy to hear that Governor Haſtings has done ſuch great things for 
the Company in Bengal; and as I rejoice in all your good fortune, I deſire you will 
accept my hearty congratulations on the proſperity of your affairs,

always uſed every means to diſturb this country, and who are ſtill doing ſo. Thank 

God the Fort and Country of Tanjore have been reduced by your aſſiſtance, ſo 
that one of thoſe cauſes of troubles is removed. 3 |

F have paid five Lacks and fifty four thouſand Pagodas into the Company's caſh 
in part of ten Lacks of Pagodas of the Myſore money, to the end of January 
1774; and by the aſſiſtance of God, if peace remain by the end of April this 
year I ſhall have paid two thirds of that money, beſides extraordinary expenſes ; 


the remaining part of the Myſore money, with other expenſes, if peace remain, 
ſhall be paid' off by the end of April 1775. 3 

As Lam at all times ready and willing to beſtow marks of my friendſhip to my 
friends, and to give them every poſſible advantage in my power conſiſtent with 
my own affairs, therefore I promiſed to preſent an Enaum of ten Lacks of Pa- 
godas to my beſt friends, the Eaſt-India Company, as an acknowledgement for 
my obligations to them tor the aſſiſtance given by the Companys troops in the 
reduction of.

For the regula- 
tion of current expenſes. 4th. With reſpe& to the Sepoys, which I pay under 
the order of your Preſidency, I hope you will be pleaſed to give orders to your

I have always conſidered your intereſt and mine to be the ſame; your enemies 
have been mine, and I and my country have chearfully ſuffered in your cauſe in 
the wars with the French, &c. My enemies, who ſeek my deſtruction, and the 
ruin of my peace and tranquillity, muſt be enemies to your: intereſts alſo. I wiſh 
your ſervants could be prevailed on to think in this manner; but although an 
army of Maratras at this time threatens to enter and to plunder my country, I 
cannot prevail on the Preſidency to aſſiſt me even with their pen to preſerve the 
tranquillity of my country.

ON the 21ſt Zecaud, 1187 Hegyra, or 3d February 1774. I had the plea- 
ſare to ſend a friendly letter to you through the Governor and Council, by which 
you. will clearly perceive the ſtrength, of my friendſhip and attachment to you, 
and the, endeavours I have made to diſcharge the | monies due from me; of that 
letter I now ſend you a Duplicate. EN | 


No European can comprehend the nature of the affairs of my country ſo clearly 
as 1 do. In like manner, the forts in my country have been garriſoned with the 
Company's troops, by my deſire expreſſed to your repreſentatives, and again theſe 
troops have been GEES from ſuch forts when I have defired it; they did not 
with to part the Company's troops in any of my garriſons on their own account. 

When the fort of Vellum, dependent upon Tanjore, was taken, the people of 
that country came to me, repreſenting, that to that time no bullocks had been 
ſlaughtered there, and that they would return and dwelt there if I gave them a 
Cowle, confirming to them their ancient uſages. Upon confideration, it was thought 
both by myſelf and Mr. Du Pre, that a ſtock of provifions of every kind which 
would be wanted ſhould be laid up for the people poſted in Vellum, in the ſame 
manner as for people in a ſhip, bound om a voyage to ſea, that the people of the 
country might not become diſpirited and neglectful of their buſineſs.

For theſe reaſons, when I car to the reſolution of taking the fort of Tanjore, 
which had been in the poſſeſſig of the Hindoos, I defired your late Governor 
Mr. Du Pre, to continue in the poſſeſſion of my people the country. of Tanjore, 
with all the forts in it, in the fin manner as they were. poſſeſſed by the late 
_ Rajah. Mr. Du Pre; in his letter of the 15th Jamadeſany, 1185 Hegyra, or 2 

September 1771,“ informed me, that whatever ſhould be taken from the Rajah 
of Tanjore, whether forts, countries, military-ſtores, or effects, ſhould be put into 
my poſſeſſion; Governor Wynch alſo wrote to me to the ſame effect. Depending 
upon the words of theſe Governors, I granted a Cowle to the people of the country, 
promiſing that Europeans, of whom they were greatly afraid, ſhould not be ſta- 
tioned therein, and thereby ſet their minds at ceaſe; the people were pleaſed, and 
returned. to their houſes to follow their different occupations.

When I cleared the debts of the Dutch at Negapatnam, and took poſſeſſion of 
Nagore and other countries, the Dutch were apprehenfive that the Engliſh 
would aſk for the Nagore country, which might prove a means of injury to their 
commerce; and urged, that if I did not make them a promiſe that Nagore ſhould. 
not be given to any others, matters could not be ſettled between us, nor would 
they withdraw their troops. Although I told them, that a firm agreement was ſubſiſt- 
ing between me and the Engliſh, that they never would aſk me for ſo much as a foot 
of ground more; yet this did not ſatisfy the Dutch, therefore conſidering the power 
of the Dutch, and that my friends were cool in my buſineſs, and the increaſing ex- 
penſe of the army, and the apprehenfions from the approach of the Marattas, to 
prevent all diſturbance from the Dutch, I have ſaid that I would keep that country 
to myſelf for eyer. The Dutch earneſtly wiſhed to have from me a grant of Na- 
gore and other countries dependent upon Tanjore, and promiſed to behave ever 

afterwards with ſubmiſhon to my Government, and to be firmly attached to it ; 
as I wiſh not to be connected with any other power except the Engliſh, upon 
whom alone I depend, I was deaf to their entreaties. So great has been the ex- 
perience of friendſhip between the Engliſh nation and you and me for a long time 
— that further proofs of it are quite unneceſſary; I am ever thankful for your 
aſſiſtance. . |

Notwithſtanding what I have thus written, the Governor and Council re- 
quired in their letter of gth Zecaud, 1187 Hegyra, or 22d January 1774, that the 
Company's troops might be ſtationed in Tanjore; I ſent a reply thereto on the 
2oth Zecaud, 1187, or 2d February, I acquaint you with all thoſe particulars, 
leſt others may miſrepreſent facts, and ſow in your minds the ſeeds of doubt towards 
me. I hope, as I expreſſed to you in my letter, dated the 27th February 1772, 
that you will not liſten partially to what may be mentioned to you concerning ſo 
old a friend as I am, "2 


In Lord Pigot's Government, I defired him to ſend Captain Caillaud, who had 
then the rank of Major, to command the fort of Trichinopoly. He ſaid in an- 
ſwer, that I ſhould ſend an officer of inferior rank who would obey my orders, and 
that Iſhould never appoint officers of high rank to command my garriſons. Now 
Majors and Cclonels are appointed to command my garriſons —and the real cauſe 
is this, — that theſe are appointed to command foi ts, wheſe intereſts are attended to; they 
are not ſent merely to defend the works, but to 28 their own .advantage : beſides, by 
means of Dubaſhes and ſervants, many of the inhabitants are harrafled and ruined, 
which is injurious to my honour. a 


My country is not free from trouble, or the apprehenſions of trouble every year; 
for upon the report of the approach of an enemy, the Governor and Council ſta- 
tion a proper number of troops in the forts, and ſend the reſt into the field. In the 
firſt place, much time is loſt in aſſembling the troops from different places where their 
ſervices are required ; in the ſecond, the countries through which they march ſuffer 
greatly, and thoſe they immediately paſs over are entirely deſtroyed. This may ap-

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pear like a complaint, but it is not my intention to complain againſt any one, 
Some time ſince, when the defigns of Ragonaut Row againſt this country were pub- 
lickly known, very great trouble and heavy expenſe attended the afſembling the 
troops in the field from different places.

It is impoſſible to aſſemble troops in the field with expedition when they 
may be wanted and it is neceſſary that troops for actual ſervice ſhould be 
aſſembled at one place, to fruſtrate the deſigns of foreign enemies.

I acquainted you by His Majefty's ſloop the Swallow of the unhappy and unjuſt 
diſputes between ſome of your ſervants here and me, which have been carricd on, 
on their part, contrary to former cuſtom, and contrary to your intentions, 


From my firſt connexions with the Company I have been their invariable 
friend; I depend on your hearts and attachment, I have no doubt of your reaſon and 
juſtice. People, here make frequent applications to me to withdraw the papers 
relative to our diſputes, and to bury them in oblivion, but I choſe to ſubmit them to 
your judgment. My pen unwillingly writes complaints againſt any body, nor 

oes 1t care to move in ſuch a bufineſs; there are bad people in every country ; 
T act with friendſhip even towards ſuch, when Engliſh, as Vi ſo great an at- 
fection for their nation. From my earlieſt youth I planted your friendſhip in my 
heart; I knew the value of it before I poôſſeſſed it, and I place my truſt in the 
Company and the Engliſh nation. I regard the hour of our connexion as the 
happieſt of my life; our affairs are ſo united, that they can never be ſeparated ; I 
have the ſtrongeſt confidence in your friendſhip and affiſtance, a confidence which 
always ſupported my mind in time of trouble, I, my country, and my family, are 
now in peace and tranquillity ; I leave it to you to determine how long this tran- 
quillity will laſt, when I explain to you the ſituation of the Country Powers who 


Are 
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are capable of deſtroying it. You and I always value the of our country; 
we are not deſirous of war, which always brings miſery with it; we ſhould at all 
times avoid it, but if neceſſity requires, we muſt engage in it. Many reaſons con- 
vince us, that without entering into a war ſometimes, we cannot eſtabliſh peace 
hereafter, and induce us ſometimes to unſheath the ſword, | 


You'll be informed by your ſervants here. of the: ſtate of the Marrattas; there- 
fore *tis needleſs that I ſhould deſcribe it to you; my mind has ſhared in your 
troubles with them; however they will be attended with good conſequences. 
The Maratta ſtate is now ſo much divided in itfelf, that their neighbours are increa- 
their power, which gives me apprehenfions for the peace of the Carnatick. Hyder 
Ally avails himſelf of this opportunity greatly, as will appres to you, when I af- 
ſure you that he has increaſed his troops to double their tormer eſtabliſhment, and 
has alſo taken poſſeſſion of part of the Maratta country. All the inferior neigh- 
bouring powers are in dread of the increaſe of Hyder's dominion ; before you 
receive this letter, I fear he will be in poſſeſſion of Currapoi and Curnoul, nor 
ſhould I be ſurpriſed if he took Adony alſo. I wiſh, as long as it is conſiſtent 
with my honour, to remain in peace and tranquillity z I do not mention this with 
a defire of engaging you or mylelf in a war; but I can truly ſay, that if Hyder is 
allowed to proceed as he has done for theſe two years paſt, the Carnatick, and the 
Company's poſſeſſions and commerce, will be in danger. I have written to your 
Government here the proceedings between Hyder and my Ambaſſadors during 
their ſtay with him; you'll underſtand thereby his intentions towards us: I for my 

art think, that he watches his opportunity to take advantage of us; for he is a 
friend to the French, and connected with them; and I fear, that if we do not 
check his ambition in time, we may repent, when it is too late, our having looked 
tamely on the riſing and increaſing power of a man; whom we never had any 
reaſon to ſuppoſe our friend: but I leave this to your conſideration, for on you 
I depend for the happineſs of myſelf and family, and the ſecurity and proſperity 
of my Government. | Io ? . 


I have cleared off the Company's balance to the end of April, except a trifle, 
which I am now paying monthly, as alfo the current expenſe as per agreement; 
you will be informed of this by the Governor and Council. 


The ſcarcity of rain for theſe two years paſt has much diſtreſſed my, country; 
this, added to the expenſes attending the reduction of my tributaries of Tanjore, has 
retarded the payment of my creditors : however, I have no doubt but in the next 
ſeaſon, which has a more favourable appearance, I ſhall have it in my power, if by 
the bleſſing of God peace continues, to clear off the whole ſum due to my creditors, 
and I will be eaſed of this burthen. 


In my lat interview-with General Smith 1 opened my mind to him without 
reſerve, I ſhall therefore refer to him for the particulars that then paſſed. Was 
I to mention to you, my beſt friends, every thing I would with to ſay, I ſhould

Al happy io the receipt of your friendly letter of the 12th April 17/5. 


delivered me by Lord Pigot; I acknowleged the receipt thereof by my letter 
of the 14th December. laſt, forwarded by his Lordſhip in the Saliſbury Indiaman, 
but deferred. my anſwer to the next opportunity. I now trouble you my friends 
with. that anſwer, explaining in ſome meaſure my ſituation. You write me, that 
hen you obſerved that your ſervants refuſed to liſten to the ſupplication of 
the Rajah, when he was ſolicitous of being reſtored to my. favour through their 
« mediation, that indeed you confeſs yourſelves at a Toſs to conceive what motives 
* could induce them to decline the office of mediator between me and the Rajah, 
at a time when their friendly interpoſition might have prevented the horrors of 
* war, and more eſpecially as they were compelled by ſolemn ſtipulation to 
„ guaranty the treaty of 1762. That as Lord Pigot was perfectly acquainted 
cc 


wich your ſentiments reſpecting the proceedings of your ſervants, and inſtructed 
by you to reſtore good government, and introduce a regular ſyſtem for the

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% management of your affairs in general, you would not at this time trouble me 
« with further remarks thereon, That you are convinced that all poſſible. atten- 
& tion will be given by his Lordſhip and Council to my intereſt and the Com- 
© pany's, and conſequently to the welfare of the Carnatick y and that you reſt 
« ſatisfied that I will cordially unite with your ſervants, and readily concur: in 
every meaſure which ſhall be adopted towards the completion of theſe juſt and 
& honourable purpoſes.” , 1 n

Lord Pigot ſent me in writing an extract of the order you gave him relative to 
Tanjore. From the commencement of my connexion with the Company my 
buſineſs has been tranſacted with the Governor and Council; and I have regarded 
their words and writing as your's, and they have correſponded with me under the 
Company's ſeal; and they have written to me, in their letter of the 24th of May 
1775, that they are repreſentatives of the nation. pd 


Though your two late Governors, and Council, by your poſitive orders, gave 
me their aſſiſtance fully in regard to Tanjore for ſeveral years paſt, yet your pre- 
ſent Governor has brought a freſh order lately from you, entirely contrary to the 
former ones: this perplexes me. How am I to depend on the aſſurances of your 
repreſentatives ? « | | 


I am the fitſt friend to the Engliſh Nation and the Company, and I have ſpent 
the beſt part of my days in their friendſhip; in all times of proſperity and adverſity, 
and in the battles with the Company's enemies, I have been joined with the 
Engliſh Nation ; and I did not heſitate in offering my life and fortune, and in ſa- 
crificing my ſons in their ſervice; and I bave always ufed my beft endeavours to 
add to the honour, proſperizy, and advantage of the Company. I hold the friend- 
ſhip of the r in ſuch eſteem, and place my dependence ſo ſtrongly on it, 


that I never think any thing too dear or too good for the ſupport of it. 


During my long attachment to the Company, our intereſts have been ſo cloſely 
united, that what prejudiced the one muſt prejudice the other. All the power by 
which the former Subahdars of the Carnatick puniſhed their enemies, Zemindars, 
Polligars, and the rebellious inhabitants and diſturbers, and reduced them to 
obedience, is ſupphed to me by the friendſhip and aſſiſtance of the Company and 
the Engliſh Nation; for they have firmly promiſed to aſſiſt me in preſerving tran- 

quilliy in my country, and to regard my enemies as their own, I entirely depend 
upon this, and am therefore entitled to explain it to you, who are my aſſiſtants 
and friendly protectors, as well as any matters which are prejudicial to my govern- 
ment, honovr, and the tranquillity of my country; therefore 1 hope you will, 
through your juſtice and candour, take ſuch meaſures as may ſecure my honour, 
and reſtrain my enemies; for I am your true friend and invariable well-wiſher, and 
I re,,ard your friendſhip and fayour as the treaſure of my life, oe 

You, Gentlemen, are good judgts of buſineſs in your part of the world, but 
you cannot have ſo thorough an acquaintante with matters here as 1 ou

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fore it is neceſſary for me to give you my opinion of the meaſures Which appear 
moſt proper to be purſued for the tranquillity of the Carnatick, and to repreſs 
-our mutual enemies, which I know to be your wiſh, 


In my letter of the 17th of July 1762 I wrote to your Governor and Council 
a ſtate of affairs from the time that the anceſtors of Tuljaujee rebelliouſly poſſeſled 
themſelves of the Tanjore country; a copy of that letter I encloſe for your 
peruſal. 


During the Subahdaree of Zulphecar Khan, Subahdar of the Carnatick, | 
Tuhaujee's anceſtors having given him an obligation in writing for the payment 
-of thirty Lacks of Rupees yearly, and for remaining under his command as his 
ſervants, the country was again put under their management. 


During the Subahdaree of Daoud Khin and Satullah Khän they "preſerved their 
obedience, and beſides ſuch tribute as was demanded of them they gave frequent 
preſents of large ſums of money. 


During the Subahdaree of Ally Doſt Khan the Zemindars of Trichinopoly and 
Tanjore became a little diſobedient, and he ſent his ſon Subder Ally Khan to re- 
-duce them; who poſſeſſed himſelf of their countries, and appointed Meer Aſud 
Ulla Khan his deputy in the Tanjore province, and Sheik Lutf Ulla to the com- 
mand of the fort, and allowed a ſmall penſion to Purtaupa Sing, the father of 
Tuljaujee. | | 


As Ally Doſt Khan and Subder Ally Khan were lain, Shaik Lutphullan de- 
livered up the poſſeſſion of the fort to Purtaupa Sing, whereby the Tanjore country 
remained no longer in the management of the Subahdar of the Carnatick, 


In ſome time after the deceaſed Nizam-ul-Mulk marched from the Deckan at 
the head of a large army, and ſent a detachment under the command of Cojah 
Abdullah Khan to take Tanjore; but the Vackeels of Purtaupa Sing met him, and 
-agreed to pay a tribute of fifty Lacks of Rupees. My deceaſed father during his 
Subahdaree was often under the neceſſity of puniſhing him, and he obliged him 
to pay ſums of money, and took into his poſſeſſion Combeconum and other coun- 
tries, and appointed his ſervant Mortuza Khan Hamildar there, 


All this Thave faithfully related to you, whereby you will underſtand the manner 
in which the. anceſtors of Tuljaujee got an eſtabliſhment in Tanjore, and the 
dependence in which they poſſeſſed it under the Subahdars of the Carnatick. 


When 1 became Subahdar of the Carnatick, Purtaupa Sing was obedient to me 
and under my command, and his troops were employed in my ſervice. Seeing that 
The Gentlemen of the Company and the Engliſh Nation are my firm friends and 
alliſtants, I thought that my authority in Nin tribute from the Aemindar of 
Tanjore would have been greater than chat of n Subahdars; but during the 

ö | wars 
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wars of the French and athers he ſeized the opportunity of freeing himſelf from 
the | ayment of any tribute, and enjoyed himſelf at his eaſe. Seeing that my coun- 
try was deſtroyed, and the expenſe of ſupporting the war with the French and 
others fell upon me, he ſhould have conttibuted is ſhare, as he had done in the 


— 


time of former Subahdars. 


After the reduction of Pondicherry the tribute was ſettled in the year 1762, but 
I had it not in my power to oblige him to pay the extraordinary aids as former 
Subahdars had done. I was of opinion that this arrangement would have pre- 
vented Purtaupa Sing from promoting diſturbances, and would have determined 
him in obedience to me; but contrary to this he applied to Uſoff Khan to aſſiſt 
him in deſtroying the tranquillity of the Carnatick; and when Uſoff Khan became 
a rebel, he aſſiſted him, by ſending him troops, with a number of Frenchmen 
who were in his ſervice, and by giving him advice and every other encourage- 
ment. After Madura was taken, and Uſor Khan killed, Purtaupa Sing's letter 
to him came into my hands, of which I informed your Governor and Council in 
my + wah of the zoth of October, 1764, a copy of which I encloſe for your 
peruſal. | | | : 


After the death of Purtaupa Sing, Tuljaujee of his own accord became his ſuc- 
ceſſor; and, contrary to the rules and cuſtoms of this country, he neglected 
aſking my permiſſign to the ſucceſſion, nor did he do homage to me as was his 
duty. The gentlemen of the Company know very well, that when any Zemindar 
in Bengal and Bahar, or in Chicacole, Rajahmundry, and other countties, dies, 
his ſon cannot ſucceed him without the Company's ꝓermiſſion. Upon this ſubject 
] beg leave to recall to the memory of my friends the inſtance of the Rajah of 
Benaras, a more powerful Zemindar than Tuljaujee, and dependent upon the 
Nabob of Oude in the ape manner as Tuhaujee is on me. On the death of the 
Jate Bulwant Sing, -his ſon\Cheyt Sing did not enjoy the Zemindary *till he had ob- 
rained the confirmation of it from Sujah-ul-Dowlah, for which he paid a large ſum of 
money to that Nabob, and agreed to increaſe his annual tribute to him. Of all 
this you have been informed by the letters of your ſervants. Fujah ul Dowlah was 
not, like me or my father, the ancient friend of the Company, but an enemy, 
who had been a few years before in arms againſt them. Therefore, according to 
the cuſtom of this country, of which I have given an example, Tuljaujee was not 

entitled to the ſucceſſion without my confirmation, nor yet to the protection of 
the guarantee, which was only for his. father. | | 


When Hyder Ally Khan invaded the Carnatick, the Governor and Council and I 
repeatedly wrote to Tuhaujee to ſend his troops to join our's, but he paid not the 
leaſt attention; a copy of one of the Governor's letters is encloſed. He ſhewed no 
honours to Mr. Ardſey, ſecond in Council at Fort St. George, and to Syed Muck- 
doom Ally Khan, who were jointly deputed to him to require his aſſiſtance :. and in 
the beginning of the war with Hyder he feat only a few of his croops to join Colonel 
Wood); and though the Colonel repeatedly wrote to him to ſend money for Le 
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port of his troops, he did not ſend any; therefore the Colonel was obliged to ſupply 
them out of his own pocket; and when he had no more money to ſupply them with 
they left him: Tuljaujee yet owes the money that the Colonel advanced to his 
troops. Beſides all this he ſent his Vackeel to Hyder, and formed a connexion with 
Him, and gave him great aſſiſtance, by ſending him - money, elephants, horſes, 
dreſſes, jewels, proviſions, &c. which enabled him to ravage the Carnatick at his 
pleaſure; he advanced even near Fort St. George, and concluded a treaty with au- 
thority. | | 
| "F | 

I have encloſed you copies of Tuljaujee's letters to Hyder Ally Khan, in regard 
to ſending him money and other ſupplies, and Hyder*s anſwers, adviſing him not 
to pay tribute to me, and offering to ſupport him. After Hyder's war was at an 
end in this country, Tuljaujee, depending upon his aſſiſtance, refuſed to pay the 
tribute, and gave no attention to your repreſentatives letters and mine on that 
ſubject, but, contrary to all rules of ſubmiſſion, marched his army againſt the Ma- 
rawar and other countries, who are my tributaries, and dependent upon Trichino- 
poly; and though the Governor and Council and 1 forbad him this proceeding, he 
was too proud and haughty to mind us, but took forcibly from thoſe countries 
their money, Jewels, and elephants, and then returned to Tanjore. Although the 
Governor and Council and 1 wrote to him to reſtore the things taken from the Ma- 
Tawar countries, &c. and to ſubmit to me and pay my tribute, it had no effect, but 
he prepared for war. 


Governor Du Pre, who went to Purtaupa Sing at Tanjore in the year 1762 to 
ſettle the guarantee, was in his government ſenſible of the bad conduct of the 
Rajah, and according to the advice of Mr. Haſtings, (who was at that time ſecond 
in Council at. Fort St. George, and in whom you now place your confidence, and 
have appointed Governor-General to all your ſettlements in Indoſtan) and other 
Counſellors, who were alfo ſenſible of his bad conduct and of my rights, thought 
proper to aſſiſt me in puniſhing him; and for that purpoſe employed the Company's 
troops, under the command of General Smith, in the year 1771, according to your 
orders contained in your letter of the 17th March 1769 * to Governor Du Pre. 
'The paragraph is word for word as follows ; | 


It appears moſt unreaſonable to us, that the Rajah of Tanjore ſhould hold 
= poſſcſton of the moſt fruitful part of the country, which can alone ſupply our 
<+ armies with ſubſiſtence, and not contribute to the defence of the Carnatick. We 
** obſerve the Nabob makes very earneſt repreſentations to you on this ſubject in his 
<< letter entered in the book of Country Correſpondence, wherein he takes notice, 
that the Zemindars of the Carnatick have been ſupported, and their country pre- 
« ſerved to them, by the operations of our forces employed in his cauſe; and that 
* nothing was more notorious, than that three former Princes of the Carnatick had 
received from the Tanjore Rajah 70, 80, nay even a 100 Lacks of Rupees at a 
Gy: | 17 U | 1 
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« time; that to the preceding Nizam he had paid a contribution of 50 Lacks; 
* and the preſent, if he had met with any ſucceſs againſt our army, would not have 
% been content with leſs than a Crore of Rupees from this Rajah. How: juſt then 
& does it appear that he ſhould be made to pay ſome part of the expenſe of thoſe 
% meaſures, to which he owes his ſecurity and the peace of his country? We 
* thegetore enjoin you to give the Nabob fuch ſupport in his pretenſions on the 
© Rajah of Tanjore as may be effectual; and if the Rajah! refuſes to contribute a 
« juſt proportion to the expenſe of the war, you are then to purſue ſuch meaſures 
« as the Nabob may think conſiſtent with the juſtice and dignity of his govern-

Before the troops marched from Madras or from Trichinopoly, we ſent admo-- 
nitions to Tuljaujee, recommending it to him to ſubmit to me and diſcharge the 
tribute; but he was too proud to attend to them, and ſent harſh and diſrepectful 
anſwers, and treated diſreſpectfully Syed Muckdovom Ally Khan, my. Ambaſſador, 
and ordered him out of his prefence ; and before General Smith and my Son Um- 
dat ul Omrah Bahauder marched from Frichinopoly, he took the field with his. 
troops and prepared for battle, and oppoſed our army at the diſtance of three or 
four eoſs from Tanjore, and ſeveral times cut off their proviſions. After the defeat 
of his troops, and rhe fiege of the fort was carrying on, where many of the Com- 
pany's troops and mine were killed, Tuljaujee repented, and ſent meſſages, offering 
to diſcharge the tribute due, and to pay it in future, as was cuſtomary to former Su- 
bahdars, as alſo the expenſe of our army on the expedition; he likewiſe made over. 
ſome diſtrits belonging to his country till theſe ſuris mould be diſcharged.. 


It was my intention only to take tribute from him, and that he ſhould: ſubmit to 
me, that my country might enjoy tranquillity ; and after he had entered into a 
ſolemn engagement in writing to- that effect, F ſent orders to the army to raiſe the 
fiege. On the ryth Rajeb, 1185 Hegyra, or 2oth of October, 1771, peace was 
eoncluded, and the Company's troops and mine returned to T richinopoly.. 
Tuljaujee ſoon broke his agreement, and preyailed on Trimbeck Row, a Maratta 
Chief, who was at that time with forty thouſand: horſe in Hyder Ally Khan's coun- 
try by offering him large ſums of money, to aſſiſt him with twenty thouſand horſe. 
Trimbeck Row accordingly croſſed the Ghauts on the 2 th Shawmll, 1185 Hegyra, or 
3d of December 1771, and his troops plundered my country as far as Calaſpauk, 
which is but fourteen coſs from Arcot. I perſuaded Trimbeck Row to retire, having 
ſent Syed Aufim Khan Behauder my Ambaſſador to him, with large ſums of 
money, jewels, elephants, &c. MA REA OT 0.4 . 


When Tuljaujee had nothing further to expect from Trimbeck Row, he ſent Pan- 
darum to Poonah to raiſe troops for him, and to bring him aſſiſtance from the Ma- 
ratta. My agent wrote me from thence, that Pandarum had entertained ten 1 57 
” REIN Rs ſan 
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fand horſe, and that the managers at Poonah had engaged to furniſh ten thouſand 
more for hire, and that the, twenty thouſand were preparing to march into the Car- 
natick to deſtroy it. Mr. Thomas Moſtyn, who was then refident at Poonah from 
the Government of Bombay, wrote likewiſe this account to the Governor and 
Council at Fort St. George. Tuljaujee alſo applied for aſſiſtance to Hyder Ally 
Khan z and, without either my knowledge or that of your repreſentatives, ſold ſome 
diſtricts of his country to the Dutch, on condition that they ſhould aſſiſt him; and 
agreed to make over to them the Subah of Mannargoody for the payment of ſuch 
troops as they ſhould furniſh him with. This will appear from the letter of the 
Governor-General of Batavia to me of 26th July 1771. Tuljaujee mortgaged to 
the Danes ſome other diſtricts, and ſold to the French others negr Carrical, with 
a view of obtaining their aſſiſtance ; he ſent a Reſident to Pondicherry, and ſhewed 
great favour to the Governor of that place. His view in ſoliciting all this aſſiſt- 
ance, and in aſſembling troops, was to get poſſeſſion of the whole Carnatick, and 
to raiſe ſuch diſturbances as my friends and I would find very difficult to ſuppreſs. 


All thefe proceedings, and your letter of the 15th March 1769, determined the 
Governor and Council of Fort St. George, in order to promote the tranquillity of 
the Carnatick and the rights of my government, to give me aſſiſtance in taking the 
fort and country of Tanjore from 'Tuljaujee. He, in hopes of ſuccours from our 
enemies, (for the Dutch had then a thouſand Europeans, and three thouſand Ma- 
lays and Sepoys, at Negapatnam) delayed acknowledging obedience to us, or 
entering into a negotiation with General Smith, and Ummeer-ul-Omrah Behauder, 
my ſecond ſon, till the day of the ſtorm. We at laſt carried the fort, by which the 
interior diſturbances of the Carnatick, mentioned by you in your letter of the 4th of 
March 1767, are at an end. 


This you ſeemed much to wiſh for. Tuljaujee has ever fince lived in his palace 
in proper honour and dignity, and all his family are continued with him as fotmerly ; 
and there is no alteration in his or his family's table. All his friends, Mutta-- 
ſuddies, Bramins, Fackeers, Pagodas, Choultries, &c. are kept up as during his 
government. From this repreſentation, every circumſtance of which is founded upon 
truth, my beſt friends will ſee that there was the greateſt neceſſity for reducing the 

power of Tuljaujee; and that what has been done has been done with juſtice, and: 
tor the good of the Company and the Carnatick.. = go 


It is now five years fince Governor Du Pre gave poſitive orders to take the fort of 
Tanjore, and employed the Company's troops fer Kar purpoſe; and it is near three 
aj that Tanjore has been taken, as has been known to the Company at home, 
but they have been ſilent on that ſubject. . 


I have paid large ſums of money to the Europeans of other nations, which they 
demanded from Tuljaujee for the releaſe of ſome diſtricts which he had fold to 
them, as I have already related; beſides I paid. confiderable ſums of money which 
he owed to individuals and to his army, as. alſo the expenſe of the Company's _

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and mine; and I have prevented the Marattas from comibg into this Country, by 
buying them off with a large ſum of money. I have borrowed confiderable fums 
from Engliſh Gentlemen, who lent them to promote the capture of Tanjore ; l 
have beſides borrowed from the people of the country large ſums of money, which 


IJ expended in improving it, in repairing the water-courſes, the mounds, and the 
fortifications, which laſt was done by Major Stevens a Company's Engineer. 


I have made great advances to the inhabitants towards buying bullocks and 
| ſeed grain, and I have borrowed paddy ſeed from the country people, &c. and 
iven to the inhabitants, which has made the Tanjore country flouriſh more than 
in Tuhayee's time, I have conſented to paying three additional battalions of 
. Sepoys out of the revenues of the Tanjore country only. I have paid confiderable 
. prize-moneyto the army for their trouble and fatigue and other expenſes for pro- 
" viſions, &c. and for the Zemindars and Colleries, who came to my aſſiſtance in great 
numbers. It would be very tedious to write all the expenſes attending theſe two 
expeditions. The money due to thoſe who lent it to promote the capture of the 
Tanjore country, depending upon my honour, lies upon me, and my money de- 
pends upon the revenues of that country, | | dire preg 


It is well known to every one that Tanjore has belonged to the Carnatick from the 
beginning, and chat I am, by the bleſſing of God, lawful owner of that country. 
It was only by the favour and aſſiſtance of you, Gentlemen, that I got poſſeſſion 
of my rights, and I am thankful to you day and night. This buſineſs was carried 
into execution purſuant to your orders, and the apprabation of your repreſentatives 
and the Miniſters of the King of Great-Britain, which was in fact the approbation 
of the whole nation. | r 3 


At the end of five years you, Gentlemen, have given orders to Lord Pigot, that 

T ſhould return the fort and country of Tanjore to Tuljaujee; this has given me 
_great affliction; and I am convinced, that had you received a full account of 
this affair, and a juſt repreſentation of my rights from the Governor and Council, 
you would not have given ſuch orders to your ſervants. Though Lord Pigot has 
brought your order ſo great a diſtance, mentioning that if any civil or military 
ſervant ſhould obſtruct the execution of this order, or refuſe to give him his aſſiſtance 
in it, his Lordſhip ſhould diſmiſs ſueh perſon your ſervice; yet people, to whoſe 
integrity and juſtice the whole world can bear witneſs, ſay, that right is on my fide; 
and even his Lordſhip, in negotiating this buſineſs, ſeems ſenfible of my rights, 
Hut ſays he has got poſitive orders in his hands, and cannot avoid obeying them. 
His Lordſhip alſo ſays, that you were aſſured that Tuljaujee was in the fort of 
Trichinopoly, and had therefore given him orders that he ſhould on his arrival ap- 
RR guard for the ſecurity of his perſon. I aſked his Lordſhip what accounts he 
ad received here, and he told me that he had heard that Tuljaujee was at Tanjore : 
I then defired his Lordſhip to obſerve from this and many other matters how dif- 
ferently circumſtances appeared here and in England; his Lordſhip agreed to this 
obſervation. Had you, Gentlemen, given orders to his Lordſhip to 1 
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cording to juſtice, after he had thoroughly informed himſelf of the true ſtate of affairs 
and my rights, every body here is as well convinced as I am that affairs would not 
have been carried on as they are at preſent. From the firſt eſtabliſhment of the Carna- 
tick, Tanjore has been dependent upon it, and the Zemindar of that place has been 
always ſubject to the Subahdar of the Carnatick. Perceiving the enmity of Tuljaujee, 
IT took poſſeſſion of my right at a great expenſe, and through the favour of my friends. 
This right my friends now mention in their order to be but four Lacks of Ru- 
pees yearly; and they have determined to re- inſtate the enemy of the Carnatick, and 
re-eſtabliſh the government of Tanjore under firm conditions, which tend to the 
advantage of the Company. Is it juſt or right that they ſhould intend to make 
conditions, and gain advantage from my ſubject in his preſent weak ſtate ? If the 
Company have their own advantage in view, they ſhould expect it from. their old 
friends. It would anſwer their intereft, and eſtabliſh their reputation with the 
whole world, as they would not infringe the rights of their friends, and might not- 
withſtanding attend to their own advantage. f am aſtoniſhed that you ſhould want. 
to put this order in execution, for it will not only deſtroy my rights, but be hurtful 
to the honour and intereſts of me and my family, as alſo to the honour, juſtice, and 
intereſt of the Company and the Engliſh Nation, and will be prejudicial to the 
tranquillity of the Carnatick for ever. | 


His Majeſty the King of Great-Britain has been graciouſly pleaſed to write me 
a letter of congratulation, wherein he mentions that my troops, and the troops of 
the Company, have been ſucceſsful againſt my ſubject, the Zemindar of Tanjore. 
This letter was read by His Majeſty's Plenipotentiary publicly in my Durbar, in the 
preſence of all my people, and the Vackeels of the neighbouring Powers; and the 

ing of Delhi and other Kings, and all the Powers of Indoſtan, and the Eu- 
ropeans alfo, being convinced of my rights, wrote me letters of congratulation. 


By this change in affairs your juſtice will appear in an unfavourable light, and 
my rights will be greatly infringed. I hope through your friendſhip and affiſt- 
ance to increaſe my honours and authority; you have always increaſed them. I 
therefore truſt that you will ſo act, that my character and conſequence may not be 
leſſened in the eyes of other Powers; and that you will do juſtice to your old friend, 
who has ſpent his youth in your friendſhip, and whoſe chief defire of power is to 
teſtify his regard to you: he now waits in expectation of your juſtice. | 


You mention in your orders that you are guarantees to the treaty of 1762. 
That treaty fo guarantied was with Pertaupa Sing only. Even Pertaupa Sing, 
by his bad conduct (as appears by a letter of his in my poſſeſſion) as I have before- 
mentioned, did not merit the protection of the ſaid guarantee. You may beſides 
conſider, if, ſuppoſing Tuljaujee guarantied in 1762 as well as his Father, he did 
not loſe all right to ſuch guarantee by his bad conduct, ſince he deſtroyed the 
133 by drawing his ſword. I too have been guarantied in my rights as law-

- favour. By guarantee I have always underſtood a protection to a friend in his 
rights, and not a protection to an enemy againſt a friend. 2 


I cannot conclude this letter without requeſting that you will depend upon what 
I'fay, for Iopen my heart to you in the greateſt ſincerity. It has been my wiſh and 
deſire, from the commencement of my government, that there ſhould be no other 
power inthe country except your's and mine; in conſequence of which, with great 
trouble and expenſe, I releaſed the countries which Tuljaujee had fold to the 
Dutch; and the diſturbances of the Tanjore country, which lies in the heart of m 
dominions, are through your favour at an end. There was no other road by whic 
an enemy could enter the Carnatick but the Tanjore country. Your now re-inſtating 
Tuljaujee is juſt the ſame as eſtabliſhing the French in this country, becauſe when 
they bring their forces here, and intend hoſtilities, Tuljaujee will provide them 
with bullocks, coolies, proviſions, &c. which will much add to their ſtrength. 


_ Your giving the revenues of the Tanjore country into the hands of Tuljaujee, is 
Juſt furniſhing proviſions, coolies, &c. to the French, Hyder, and the Marattas, 
in their diſturbances. Should it remain in my hands you will be able to drive any 
enemy out of this country, and it will be in my power to confine them in getting 
proviſions, coolies, &c. from any part. | 
You will now, Gentlemen, remember that I now foretel what is to happen. 
Though, by the promiſes of your repreſentatives, I was not to have a. Company's 
2 in the fort of Tanjore, yet as I have been from the beginning your firm 
riend, and under obligations to you, and as our friendſhip has been eſtabliſhed by 
the loſs of my father's life, by the loſs of our fortunes and effects ſaved in a ſeries of 
years, and by the ſpending my youth in your alliance; and further, as it is my ut- 
moſt wiſh that your favour and aſſiſtance ſhould be in the ſame manner continued to 
my. poſterity, I have written to Lord Pigot of the 22d of January laſt, and 3d in- 
ſtant, and in the latter encloſed him an order to my repreſentative at Tanjore to re- 
ceive your garriſon into the fort, in the ſame manner as at Trichinopoly, and encloſe 
you copies thereof for your peruſal. | 


ls have defired Lord Pigot to be pleaſed to write to you what he finds here to con- 

tradict the reports that prevailed in England, and to repreſent my firm friendſhip to 
you; his Lordſhip: has promiſed that he will do this, and alſo recommend me 
to you. | | 

As I am always your invariable friend, I humbly beg that you will be pleaſed to 
ſend orders to your repreſentatives not to interfere in my r of the. Tanjore 
country; this favour will eſtabliſh me in my right, and I ſhall be eaſed from my 
heavy burthen of debts, I am and ever will be thankful for your favour. 


You write me, that you have heard that the diſtreſs of my creditors is very great, 
and that it is faid to be owing to their property being in my hands; and you men-

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tion this circumſtance, as the moſt powerful argument to induce me to make*ſpeedy 
. proviſion for their payment; that you entertain no doubt of my honour in this re- 
| ſpect, or that I will immediately attend to this ſubject: this I underſtand. 

It is my firſt duty to diſcharge my debts to my creditors, who. have lent their 
money depending upon my honour, and I am always taking meaſures for that pur- 
poſe. Tuljaujee in the year 1725 promiſed to pay his arrears of tribute, and gave 
a bond for the amount, which I affigned to my creditors ; but as he did not pay 
me, I was under the neceſſity of remaining in their debt. | | 


L am now obliged to you for your favour in reminding me of this affair, and by 
the bleſſing of God theſe debts ſhall ſoon be cleared off.

AS my beſt friends muſt, long before now, have received my repreſentations 
relative to the oppreſſions I have ſuffered in the buſineſs of Tanjore, and as you are 
gentlemen who have ever approved yourſelves juſt and honourable, I addreſs you 
on this occaſion, with a heart full of happy expectation, - though I am ſurrounded 
with trouble and diſtreſs. _ | | Kg © ae 


Had I ever put it in the power of my enemies to produce one fingle proof to you 
-of my infidelity to the ſacred engagements of friendſhip and alliance, that have for 
more than thirty years united us as one Power, I could then find a reaſon in my own 
heart for the orders you ſent about Tanjore. But the truth is, you never meant to 
Violate my rights, nor have I ever given you the leaſt cauſe to break any one pub- 
lic engagement made to me by your. repreſentatives,” or under your own ſeal,

FVou will now underſtand from your own ſervants, as well as from public reports, 
that every diſtreſs which I foretold in my letter to Lord Pigot of the 22d of Ja- 
nuary 1776 is now coming to paſs.

'-Y O'UR' favour of the 1oth inſtant, acquainting me of the contents of the Company's letter to 
you lately come to hand, dated 17th May 1766, I received; by which I underſtand, that ſome of the 
Company's ſervants and officers are ſuſpected of extorting an exorbitant intereſt on monies lent, or 
ſaid to be lent to me; and their poſitive orders in conſequence, that in future no greater intereſt than 
10 pe cent. ſhall be received. I am convinced that the Company's ſending ſuch an order proceed- 
ed from their Juſtice; increaſe of friendſhip, ſincere regard, and defire of extending my itz and 


moreover by this alſo am certain, that their intention is to ſettle my affairs, to prbtect and ſhew favour 
=_ me. Indeed, neither myſelf nor ſons can too often {s the greatneſb of our obligations to 
| Company, who, during the whole of the troubles, our patrons and protectors. My defire 
however being to do juſtice to every one, I will now ſet forth the truth, hbping that, through your 
ancans, the Company may be informed of the neceflity I was under to borrow money from many of 
their ſervants and others. In the time of the French war, when my father, on accoung of his * 
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it can be done with propriety; neither preſſing the Nabob beyond his ability, nor 
indulging him more chan neceſſary. We take notice that, by your calculation, 
2 | | the 
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ſhip and affiſtance to the Engliſh Nation, was killed, the money and jewels he had in the camp with 
him, as well as what were in the forts of Gingee and Covelong, were all taken by the enemy ; ſome 
little however ſtill remaining in the fort of Trichinopoly, with the aſſiſtance of what I could borrow 
from the Soucars and other opulent men, and the revenues of the ſouthward countries alſo, I exerted 
myſelf, ſo as to be able to defray the expenſes of the war till the end of the year 1752 ; after which, 
my income not being ſufficient even to afford me ſuſtenance, the Company were ſo kind, together 
With the aſſiſtance of their PIs to take upon themſelves a great part of the charges till the year 
1759 ; but ſtill the few troops of my own, and my other expenſes, remained unpaid, After the battle of 
Wandewaſh, and the retaking of Arcot, when, by God's bleſſing. my affairs began to put on a better 
aſpect, on condition of my paying the Company, in the next year, the ſum of fifty Lacks of Rupees, 
the Governor and Council were pleaſed, in the year 1760, to deliver over to me the whole of the 
Arxcot country. On my finding afterwards the impoſſibility of paying ſo much money, I repreſented 
the ſame in ſtrongeſt manner, as well by letter as in perſon, but without effect, as the Company 
at that time, were in great diſtreſs for money; nay, inſlead of fifty, ſixty Lacks of Rupees were paid, 
and this at a time too when the diſtricts of Gingee, Trenomally, Tyatgudda, and Waldour, were in 
the hands of the French and others; thoſe of Madura and Tinnevelly, together with the forts, in the 
entire and abſolute poſſeſſion of Uſoff Khan, for a very trifling rent; the whole of the Ne!lour diſ- 
trict received and conſumed by Nuzabulla Khan; that of Vellour, &c. in the poſſeſſion of Gullaum 
Murtezau Khan; and the 'I anjore Rajah, and the other Zemindars, did not pay a caſh. In ſuch a 
caſe as this, what could I do but borrow money, in any manner that it was to be had ? large ſums there- 
fore were taken up, from every one that was willing to lend, at the rate of from 3o to 36 per cent. 
r annum. From that time the heavy burthen I now bear increaſed upon me every year. A great ſum 
was,to be paid to the Company, to fulfil my agreements; with whom (out of regard to their friendſhip) 
I agreed to every difficulty; and I conſented alſo with the greateſt pleaſure, that on condition of their 
giving me the value of the ſtores taken at Pondicherry, &c. the expenſes attending that expeditios, a3 
well as thoſe of the defence of Madras, ſhould be placed to my account. In return moreover tor the 
Company's fayours, and their conſtant aſſiſtance to me and my ſons, I delivered up to them for ever a 
large extent of country, by way of Jaghire; for the rent of which I have ſince given my ſecurity, and hive 
in conſequence been obliged to add a large ſum to make up the annual rents, the produce of which has 
conſtantly fallen very ſhort of the three Lacks 24000, the amount flipulated for this Jaghire, excluſive of 
the one formerly given. Had the rents of this, as I frequently and moſt ſtrenuouſſy requeſted, _ and 
which indeed I, thought but juſt and reaſonable, been carried to my credit, agreeable to my 
requeſt, and had they aſſiſted me ſooner, after the capture of Pondichercy, to collect che reaſonable 
Peſhcuſh, my debt to the Company and private people had both been paid off years ago; and the new 
1 hire, which was not conferred upon them *till the Ju of Phaſely 1173, had been given to them 
Pre alſo, I have beſides diſcharged a great part of the ſums due from Ninar, &c. All this I did 

as a proof of the ſenſe I had of their obligations, and that they might not imagine I omitted the 
leaſt.opportunity of doing any ry Lay might be of ſervice to them ; for their advantage I have 
ever _—_ upon as my own in the higheſt degree. To effect all this though I was under a neceſſity of 
running my:clf in debt, and in the years 1763 and 1764 I was forced to increaſe my debts, to ena- 
ble me to defray the immenſe expenſes of the expedition againſt Uſoff Khan, that ſtrong enemy: 
and as the country, on account, of the many years troubles, was exceſſively impoveriſhed, and the 
Nabob Nizam Ally Khan moreover in that year had ravaged Chitoor, Tripetty, and Nellour, and 
the whole country north, as far as Ong and Pulnaud, carrying off the women, children, and cat- 
tle of the inhabitants, I was neceſſitated, in order to buy catcle, and forward the cultivation of the 
lands, to advance more money than had ever been done before by my. predeceſſors ; my motives for 
all which (viz, my endeavours to put the country in a Houriſhing condition, my ſupporting theſe 
heavy expenſes, and my taking ſo great a taſk upon myſelf) were nn that the Company's

money might be paid; and that their inveitment, as well as other might not, for want of the 


Jame, ſuffer any prejudice; and that in ſhort they might be pleaſed. To enable me however to do 
his, many of the Engliſh Gentlemen, at my req (not Company's ſervants alone) aſſiſted me 
| | with 
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the whole may be cleared off by the end of 1768; peace is nevertheleſs in fact 
the cricerion, on which we are to reſt our hopes of this event; and this, as well 
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with ſums of money; which it would have been difficult for me to procure from the country people 
on any terms whatever, and for which I paid only 25 per cent. inſtead of the high premium I had 
before been obliged to pay; and for this ſervice I have ever conſidered myſelf as extremely obliged 
to them, as it ſupported my credit, and by that means enabled me to continue my affiitance to the 
poor inhabitants. Afﬀeer the reduction of Madura I arrived at Madras, and, with a view of ſet- 
tling my affairs, eſtabliſhed the intereſt bf my bonds at 20 per cent. per annum inſtead of 25, (and 
which my creditors, willing to aſſiſt my affairs as much as poſſible, readily conſente d to,) determining 
to pay oF all as faſt as money could be collected from the country; but by this time an immenſe ſum 
was due to the Company, for which, and the yearly - of their * together, I agreed to 
pay the ſum of ſeven Lacks of Pagodas per annum. What I acquaint you of is the real truth of the 
Company's debt down to the end of the preſent year 1766, the expenſes attending the defence of 
Madras and capture of Pondicherry included, amounting to about 85 Lacks. If you will pleaſe to 
examine my account - current with them, you will find, that from the beginning of the year 1750, down 
to the end of this year 1766 (excluſive of the revenues of their old and new Jaghire, amounting to 
about twenty Lacks of Pagodas) I ſhall have paid them the ſum of ſeventy-nine Lacks, thirty-five thou- 
ſand, ſeven hundred and ninety-two Pagodas: how improper ſoever it may be to 7 favours 
done to friends, yet I have been obliged to ſay thus much, that you may be informed of the reaſon 
of my contracting freſh debts. You may eaſily judge it would have been impoſſible for me to make 
theſe large payments without borrowing, when I acquaint you, that the laſt year, throughout 
the whole of my government, notwithſtanding it + extent from the Kiſtaah to Cape Comorin, and muk- 
ing ſome allowances to the Zemindars whoſe territories were laid wafte by the Subah's march, the 
ſum of forty-five Licks of Rupees only were collected, out of which nee were paid to the Com- 
pany ; and there ſtill remained my own houſe expenſes, thoſe of the troops, the intereſt of the ſums I 
m indeþted, and the repairs of forts, &c. to be defrayed : my borrowing of money therefore was 
out of neceſſity, and not in conſequence either of importunities or compulſive meaſures of the Com- 
pany*s ſervants or officers: more than half of what I am indebted belongs not to Company's ſervants 
or officers. I am in hopes therefore that the Company will ſee by chis, that the ſums lent me were- 
truly and juſtly lent me, and that they had no preference, as my heceſſities were ſach, as rendered it 
neceſſary for me to take money wherever it was to be had ; for whatever ſams I have taken, have 
given bonds under my own ſeal. 3 | 

Excuſe the trouble I have given you in this long letter, as it related fo much to my own affairs, 
and to perſons whoſe conduct ſꝛems to be cenſared ; I thought it incumbent upon me, with a view 
to joſtice only, to be thus particular. In the above I have ſet forth, with great truth and ſincerity, 
the particu'ars of my dittrefſes ; I muſt now therefore requeſt the favour of your advice and affiit- 
ance, how I ſhall extricate myſelf from the difficulties which will occur in caſe of the Company's 
orders being put into execution. 'The fir!t requeſt I have to make to you is, that the above orders 
may not immediately take place, becauſe I am certain that in that cafe every one will directly demand 
his money, which 1 have it not in my r at preſent to diſcharge. With regard to the reduction of 
the intereſt, it is by no means reaſonable that any abatement ſhould be made therein hefore the expi 
ration of the terms of the bonds, which are drawn out for one year; and much leſs fa, that when 1 
am ſenſible moſt people can make more advantage of their money than ten per cent. I ſhouli keep it 
in my hands at 1 rate: ſhould every one therefore demand his —_— and I unable to pay the 
fame, my credit will ever be ſuſpected, and I ſhill be in the greateſt of difficulties ; no Soucars or 
o hers in future will ever truſt me: all this gives me the greateſt concern and uncafineſs. I am 
convinced that this meaſure is much for my good in the main, though at JH ”u b 1s cue 
as I am to pay, in conſequence of what has been agreed upon, the ſum of five Lacks of Rupees, as a 
preſent to Nizam Ally, within this month, and at the end thereof the ſum of two Lacks and thirty- 
three thouſand Pagodas to the Company; to whom alſo, at the end of the next January, on ac- 
count of the Kiſt for the Jaghire, I am affſwerable for the ſum of one Lack of —_ which 
- ſum, in reality, is the loſs y ſuſtain yearly by being ſecurity for the Jaghire : © conſider therefore, 
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25 almoſt every other conſideration, ſhould: excite your beſt endeavours to prevent 
his creating wars; ſuch as may happen, unſought for, muſt be repelled in the 
beſt manner you are able. Pl n 
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that in the courſe of two months here, I have near ſeventeen Lacks of Rupees to pay; more than this, 
this time, how is it poſſible for me to furniſh ? Should the whole amount of my bonds be de- 
manded, my honour, my reputation, and credit, will be entirely loſt, both with the Europeans and 
country people. If, agreeable to my deſire, the making known the Company's orders cannot be 
avoided,” the leaſt requeſt that I can make is, that the principal of every bond, together with the 
preſent eſtabliſhed intereſt, be continued *till the expiration of one year from the date hereof ; by 
which means my creditors will, in ſome meaſure, be ſatisfied, and I ſhall have leiſure to think of 
ſome remedy for this ſore. In this interim, till the diſcharge of my creditors, I ſhall leſſen all my 
expenſes ; and out of my troops alſo, through neceſſity, ſhall new diſmiſs a great many, depending 
for the ſafety of my affairs upon thoſe of the Company. I ſhall moreover Hen certain revenues to 
the management o — ple, that they may not be touched on any other accounts: and that the 
- Whole thereof, till the diſcharge of all my debts, may go by a yearly proportion to the payment of 
all my creditors. As this is the only ſcheme in my power, I muſt requeſt, in the moſt earneſt and 
preſſing manner, that you will ſtand my friend, explaining all theſe real circumſtances in their pro- 
per light; and, *till IL am able to pay my debts,” exert yourſelf in ſuch a manner that my creditors 
may be ſatisfied ; for which I mal think myſelf under the greateſt obligations to you. Hitherto, 
by the bleſſing of God, my word has remained unſtained ; how is it poſſible therefore that I ſnould 
break m enga ments? It would be an additional uneafineſs to me to ſee-people, who, with ſuch a 
frankneſs and fincerity,- have relied upon me, ſuffer any loſs. 1 am afraid I; have diſpleaſed you by 
this long detail; but it is a nice affair, and requires a very particularexplanation. Iam ſo far from having” 
any cauſe of complaint againſt any of the Company's ſeryants or officers, that, on the contrary, I have ever 
| ſeen them ſhew the utmoit readineſs to ſacrifice even their lives for my ſervice ; and I muſt, in juſtice to the 
characters of both Company's ſervants and officers, entirely clear them, or any of them, from ever hav- 
ing extorted money from me, either by exorbitant intereſt or otherwiſe j they have, on the contrary, 
t to eſteem the Company's affairs and mine as one and the ſame ; they have never offered me any 
oppreſſion of any kind; than all which what can I ſay more? except that 1 have already made a re- 
gulation for the diſcharge of my debts, and by this means making my creditors ealy. One third 
of the-whole ſum, in-the courſe of the next year, io caſe of no diſturbances, ſhall be paid into the 
hands of truſtees appointed to keep the accounts; and I have ſettled a method for immediately redu- 
citg ten thouſand Sepoys, and many other extraordinary charges, which in the year will cauſe a 
reduction of a very great amount. TEK | |

IT appears by the minutes of conſultation the gth December, that upon an application made to 
the ſaid creditors for the loan of all the money which ſhould be received of the revenues aſſigned by 
the Nabob for payment of his debt to them, a verbal report was made to the Board, that the ſaid 
creditors conſented thereto for the ſpace of three months, provided the Preficent and Council would 

grant bons for the ſame at the intereſt of 10 per cent. per annum; that the Preſident and Council, 
upon mature conſideration and weighty. reaſons, having 3 to acquieſce in that propoſal, but 
perſiſting nevertheleſs to deſire that the ſaid money ſo to ariſe be lent to the Company; confidering 
the threatening danger and then preſent neceliity, the creditors did verbaily conſent, that all the money 
which ſhould be ſo received by the truſtees until the end of February, ſhould be lent to the Preſident 
and Council at the rate of 8 per cent, per annum; the Board therefore conſidering that point as a

In reſpect to the term which the creditors in the ſaid minute propoſe as the term of payment to be

we are diſpoſedto enter into an accommodation with the Nabob's private credi- 

tors, or to intereſt ourſelves in their behalf, in caſe the arrival and interpoſition of 
our Commiſſioners ſhould not have produced any alteration in the meaſures purſued 
by the creditors at the time of your laſt advices. And we. muſt firſt apprize you, 
that as an abſolute exertion of the Company's right to priority of payment would

THE Committee. proceed to take into confideration the ſeveral matters particu- 
larly referred to them in the Honourable Court's letter of the 17th March, “ 
in order that the neceflary meaſures may be taken in conſequence. 


THE. Honourable Court are already adviſed from the other department of the 
particulars of the riſe and ſtate of the Nabob's debt ; it only remains for us to 
endeavour to carry their commands into execution for the liquidation thereof; and 
for our guide herein they have been pleaſed to trace a line, in purſuing which we 
cannot greatly err.

IHE Prefident acquaints the Committee, that late laſt night he was informed 
of the Nabob's having ſent fixty thouſand Pagodas in money and bills to the 
truſtees for his private creditors. That being much ſurpriſed at this conduct in the 
Nabob, ſo unexpected, he had waited on him this morning; to enquire concerning 
it, and to endeavour to obtain the recall of the money. That the Nabob ſeemed 
much alarmed and agirated on his opening the ſubje to him; ſaid that he did not 
underſtand what Had paſſed between the Committee and him as meant to prevent 
his paying the creditors what he had promiſed; but if he underſtood it ſo, he ſhould 
nevertheleſs have paid it, as he had promiſed it; that his honour was concerned, 
which the Company mould not injure, though they might diſpoſe of his fe. The 
Preſident further informs the Board, that he had rhe leſs reafon to ſuſpect any de- 
ſign in the Nabob of making any payment fo ſuddenly to the creditofs, as there 
remained *till laſt night, when he ſent in fome money, a deficiency in the Auguſt 
Kiſt; as the Nabob had pretended ſo much diſtreſs for money, as induced him to 
defire that a ſmall quantity of Paddy delivered out of the Jaghire for our garriſon 
ſtore might be taken in part of payment of that Kiſt, although he well knew the 
- whole ſum was barely ſufficient for our current expenſes; and as he hud but yeſter- 
day morning complained heavily of rhe great difficulty he found in making good 
his ſtipulated monthly payment, and in order to anſwer them, he was aſked even 
10 per cent. per menſem for money. The Preſident adds, that confidering the 
ſtep now taken by the Nabob as tending to fraftrate our views founded on the 
orders of the Court of Directors, he had judged it necefiary to loſe no time in 
aſſembling the Committee, to conſider of the meaſures neceſſary to be adopted, for 
- obviating as far as poſſible the difficulties which may ariſe from this very extraor- 
dinary conduct of the Nabob. In the converſation which the Committee had with 
the Nabob at the garden-Houſe, as recired in our minutes of the 224 inſtant,“ he

AT my departure from India for Europe in 1563, I left ſome effects under 
the; charge of my attornies; intending that the amount ſhould have been remit- 
ted to me as convenient opportunities might offer. A large deficiency appear- 
ing in the Import Warehouſe by the frauds of the Conicoplies, for which I was 
accountable to the Company, and not knowing to what amount I ſhould have to 
make good, I wrote: to my attornies to lend the Nabob what money they might 
have in their hands of mine, inſtead of remitting the ſame to me as 1 before 
deſired; in conſequence whereof I became a creditor to the Nabob the latter 
end of the year 1765, and further in the courſe of the year 1766; ſo that on 
the general arrangement, which was made in reſpect to the Nabob's private debts 
on the 1ſt January 1767, he ſtood indebted to me Pagodas 18,800 ; and on the 
iſt January laſt the debt was reduced to the principal ſum of Pagodas 1 5,350. 


I have foreborne hitherto to ſeparate myſelf publicly and declaredly from the 
body of the creditors, becauſe I have expected ſome preciſe orders from the Court 
of Directors on this ſuhject; my ſentiments and declarations have nevertheleſs been 
uniformly ſuch as they are now that we have received thoſe orders: this I think it

The converſation on theſe ſubjects was carried on with great temper, and laſted 
near three hours.

That the money he had bor- 
rowed of individuals had enabled him to pay the Company ſums which he other- 
wiſe could not have done. That he had given his word and honour to the cre- 
ditors that he would pay them. That if he were now to fail in the mode he hac 
promiſed, and that the money he owed: to individuals were now to be paid through:

From the Nabob of the Carnatick to Governor Bourchier, dated and received 18th October, 
1769. 


AS by the tenor of the letter lately ſent me by the Company, and by what you- 
Have told me, I find that the Company are in great want of money; and as in my 
letter to them, under date the 1oth of March, I acquainted them, that on account of 
the ſpeedy departure of the ſhip at that time, and the troubles in the country, I could 
not then adviſe them of the ſtate of their balance on me, but ſhould do it another 
time; the conſideration thereof, added to my obligations to them, make me extreme- 
ly deſirous of clearing off their balance; and without underſtanding the particulars 
of their account, I cannot write to them about it. Lou mentioned to me in a let- 
ter ſome time ago concerning the giving me the books of accounts, and repeatedly - 
in perſon alſo in the ſtrongeſt terms told me the ſame; I am therefore to requeſt 
that you will be ſo obliging, agreeable to your promiſe, to ſend me the whole of 
the books containing the accounts particular from the beginning *cill the end of the 
year 1768 of the Chriſtian Era, when the buſineſs will be ſoon ſettled. The books of 
accounts which yon ſent me before were returned, as the connexion was not kept 
up, the middling and latter accounts not being there, My wiſh is merely by theſe 
accounts particular to ſettle the account between us (my old deſire) in the moſt agree- 
able manner, and in the times of peace and quiet to employ myſelf in the clearing 
off the balance. The ſooner the accounts are ſent to me, the ſooner I ſhall buſy 
myſelf in ſettling them. ee ;

AGREED, That the receipt of the above letter be acknowledged, and that the 
Nabob be informed of the ſatisfaction it gives us to obſerve the deſite he ex- 
preſſes to diſcharge the balance due to the Company. We cannot however avoid 
expreſſing our apprehenſions, that his intention in requeſting at this time to examine 
into all the particulars of his accounts, which whe” be a work of many months,

THE letter I had the honour to receive from your Excellency yeſterday gives 
me great ſatisfaction. As you ſeem nom to be convinced how much the Company 
is in want of money, and conſequently of the neceſſity of reimburſing them 
what they have expended out of friendſhip to you; your aſſurances of your 
deſire to accompliſh this give me warm hopes that you will readily concur in 
the meaſures that may be neceſſary to enable you to do ſo. I did, by the ſhips 

ich ſailed from hence in March, and by another ſince, adviſe the Court of 
Directors very explicitly of the ſtate of your account; nevertheleſs I ſhall be 
better pleaſed that the Company ſhould alſo be informed of it by yourſelf. It is true 
that I have, by letter and otherwiſe, often aſſured your Excellency, that I will 


readily furniſh you with whatever books, +; and accounts you may 3 
U tending 
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tending to elucidate your account; I repeat the ſame z and if you will be pleaſed 
to order one of your accomptants to attend at the proper office, and inform me 
what books you want, they ſhall be ſearched for. Whatever article you may 
think exceptionable ſhall be examined, and if it be found erroneous ſhall be 
- corrected ;, I doubt not but that you will, on your part, as chearfully conſent that 
any omiſſions which may have been made to the prejudice of the Company may 
now. be inſerted. All this will be a work of time, and many months way be em- 

. ployed in the way you propoſe ; I cannot therefore conceive it poſſible that your 
xcellency ſhould mean to poſtpone the deliberations propoſed to you at your laſt 
conference with the Committee, touching the ways and means. of providing for 
the diſcharge of your debts, the arrangement of your finances, and the eſtabliſh- 
ment of your troops; I ſay, I cannot conceive it poſſible that you ſhould mean to 
- poſtpone theſe important deliberations for an object ſo nugatory as that of ex- 
amining for poſſible errors, which, after all, may not be found to exiſt ; becauſe the 
ſtate of the times are urgent, and will not admit of delay; and becauſe you did 
- yourſelf aſſure the Committee the examination you propoſed would be the work 
only of a few days: however, to remove all doubts upon this ſubject, I earneſtly

Letter from the Nabob read as follows. 


From the Nabob of the Carnatick to Governor Bourchier, dated and received 1 gth 
41535 October, 1769. | | | 


As by the tenor of the Company's letter to me, and by What you have told 
me, I find that the Company are in want of money ; in conſideration thereof, as 
well as what I wrote the Company in my letter of the roth March, that I ſhould 
afterwards ſend them an account of my balance, I am extremely deſirous to pay 
off my balance to them; and beg that my account particulars may be ſent me, 
when this buſineſs may be immediately ſettled : ſome books of accounts, which were 
before ſent, were indeed a little explicit, but then they were not complete, owing 
to ſome books of the latter and intervening times not being there; my requeſting 
theſe books is, that I may have the ſatisfaction of ſettling the accounts between 
us (which has been my deſire for this long time) and that, by God's bleſſing, I may 
pay off the balance. Some time fince, as well before as in Mr. Pigot's govern- 
ment, the Governor and Council ever told me that they would ſend me my ac- 
count particulars every three months; you alſo, out of your friendſliip, wrote to me 
that you had no objection to give me the whole of my accounts, and repeatedly, 
in perſon alſo, in the ſtrongeſt manner, confirmed the ſame. Although I labour 
at this preſent time under various diſtreſſes, yet I will not excuſe myſelf from 
ſettling my account, by whatever means it may be, till the end of December 1768, 
of the Chriſtian ra; as nothing can prevent my deſire of forwarding thoſe affairs 
that tend to the good of the Company, who are my particular and beſt friends. 
The balance that is brought upon me to the end of December 1768, is ten Lacks, 
ſeventy-ſeven thouſand, fix hundred and four Pagodas, twenty-eight Fanams, fifty- 
four Caſh. In my account ofthe goth April 1762, three Lacks, twenty-one 
thouſand and two Pagodas, twenty-one Fanams, and fix Caſh, are inſerted as ex- 

nded for the pay of Sepoys, Hircarrahs, Laſcars, &c. belonging to Madras, 
Forr St. David, Devecotah, &c. and it is allo mentioned, that it appears to the 
Governor and Council that the expenſe ſhould be included in my account; to 
which I ſay, that if there is any written authority from me for theſe expenſes, it 
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is my requeſt that ! be acquainted with it. In the ſame year, in which I agreed 

with the greateſt pleaſute that the expenſes of the fiege of Madras ſhould be 
laced to my account, is inſerted the ſum of two Lacks, forty thouſand, three 
Euadred and eighty-ſix Pagodas; twenty-ſeven Fanams, and forty-five Caſh, on 
account of the ſiege of Pondicherry ; to which I. ſay, that I conſented to this, 
on condition of the ſtores of that place being given to me. Mr. Pigot told me 
to agree to that money in lieu of che ſtores, and it was with him that I made 
this agreement; but 1 have not got the ſtores. 'In Mr. Palk's time (the 27th of 
October 1766) credit was given me on account for theſe ſtores to the amount of 
one Lack, ſeven thouſand, three hundred and feventy Pagodas, thirty- one Fanams, 
and fifty- four Caſh, and that Gentleman is well acquainted with the particulars 
thereof; but in my account of the 3 iſt December 1768 you have again debited 
me for the ſame, agreeable to the Company's orders. Doubtleſs the Company 
thought it right that this ſum ſhould be taken out of my account, but they 
ſhould alſo have thought it neceſſary that the two Lacks, forty «thouſand, three 
hundred and eighty · ſix Pagodas, twenty-ſeven Fanams, and forty-five Caſh, on 
account of the liege of Pondicherry, be taken out of my account alſo. I now ſee 
that you haye inſerted many articles in my account relative do Madras, Fort St. 
David, Cuddialore, Devecotah, Carrical, Chingleput, Poonamallee, and Trepa- 
ſore; all theſe places, the reafon of which I cannot comprehend, beſides other ar- 
ticles, alſo are mentioned, which eannot be inſerted in the account till you fend me 
the account particulars ; there fore I cannot ſpeak reſpecting chis; and in the ac- 
count you ſent me before, there were articles to the amount of more than two 
Lacks of Pagodas inſerted, which ought not to have been inſerted. In the ac- 
count likewiſe you ſent me, the 3 iſt December 1765, to the goth April 1566, 
the balance that is brought upon me is Pagodas twenty-two Lacks, twenty-fvt 
thouſand, three hundred and feventy-three, one Fanam, and forty- five Caſh; and 
in the Tame year, and under the ſame date, the account whick I received, ſigned 
by Mr., Barker, the Keeper of the Company's books, it is æxpreſſed, that the ba- 
lance is twenty-one Licks \ixty-two thouſand, eight hundred and fifteen Pagodas, 
twenty-five Fananis, and forty-nineCaſh; the difference therefore between che xws

We obſeryed at ur laſt meeting, that the requeſt made by the Nabob, eo ex- 
mine all his accounts from the commencement of dur connexion with him, before 
he would enter into any deliberations with us for the arrangements we ſo ſtrenoui - 
ly recommended | could we apprehend be With no other view, than to poſtpone our 
wacering into thole deliberations to which he hach all along ſhewa 10 great 2 reluc« 
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tance. The objections he now makes to the ſeveral articles in his account, after ſo 
long an interval, ſince the time they were carried to his debit, is a further convin- 
cing proof of the juſtneſs of our ſuſpicions ; and gives us but too much cauſe to 
fear, that all our endeavours to bring the Nabob to coincide with us in any mea- 
ſures for ſettling the very important points propoſed to him will be ineffectual. 
It is however agreed that another letter be wrote him, informing him, that the rea- 
ſon of our having requeſted a promiſe from him, that he would pay no more money 
on account of his private debts, until he had come to fome concluſion with us on 
the arrangement propoſed, was, that without ſuch promiſe, if the next ſtipulated 
payment he informed us he intends making to his creditors ſhould become due, 
before we have agreed upon the mode of adjuſting their debt, it might produce 
occaſion for freſh uneaſineſs, which it is our ſtudy to avoid. He is allo to be re- 
minded of the long friendſhip and attachment that have ſubſiſted between him and 
the Company, the great aſſiſtance he has received from the Company as well as 
from the nation, and the diſtinguiſhed marks he has received of the royal favour ; 
from which he muſt be ſenſible that it is with the greateſt reluctance that we enter 
into any diſputes with him, particularly on ſubjects which require ſtrong and 
forcible reaſoning, and which cannot but tend to change the temper, by which the 
minds of perſons whoſe intereſts are ſo connected ought to be regulated in the 
diſcuſſion of their common concerns. He muſt be ſenſible that his letters upon ſuch 
ſubjects being once entered 5 our records, would, if they remained unanſwered, 
be perpetual memorials of the hard and unjuſt treatment he met with from the 
Company and their repreſentatives ; for which reaſon it is incumbent on us to reply 


to them fully and ſtrongly, and which we ſhall endeavour to do with all poſſible 
candour and reſpectfulneſs. | 


With regard to the very urgent requeſt the Nabob makes to be furniſhed with 
all the particular of his account, he is to be informed, that he hath already been 
furniſhed with his account ſtated to the end of the year 1768, in the manner it has 
always been drawn out, and in which he hath hitherto received it, without any ex- 
ception ; that we could not conceive till very lately, that by deſiring the particulars . 
of his account, he meant a minute detail of every ſtore 3 and of every 
Hircar, Cooley, or Laſcar employed in the ſervice of the Carnatick, during the 
courſe of more than twenty years ſpent in continual war and troubles; an exact 
ſerutiny into which muſt neceſſarily be a work of great length of time, and it would 
be impoſſible for the Nabob's Mutteſuddies, unacquainted as they are with our me- 
thod of accounts, to comprehend them. We cannot therefore avoid expreſſing our 
doubts, whether the requeſt now made by the Nabob may not be at the inHgalion of 
Jome perſons about him, in order that they may have an opportunity of manifeſting their 
malignancy againſt the Company and their repreſentatives, by ſuggeſting doubts 
where none ought to have-place, and by P his mind with unjuſt tuſpicions 
and jealouſies. We cannot ſay we can fix on the perſons thus ſuſpected; but the 
great change of temper, which manifeſts itſelf in the Nabob in our conferences with 
him at diffrent times, too cyidently rig es that there are perſons about him who. 
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are not ſatisfied with our government; and to whoſe adyice he pays too much te- 
gard. Indeed a further cauſe for our ſuſpicions is, the Nabob's unwillingneſs to 
confer wich us, and chuſing rather to tranſact all affairs by a correſpondence of 
letters; as he well knows, that he cannot have that opportunity of conſulting with 
theſe adviſers in our conferences with him, as he might in a correſpondence by 
writing. That the Nabob may however ſee that we are deſirous of giving him all 
poſſible ſatisfaction on any points he may require, it is agreed to propoſe to him 
to ſend ſome of his Mutteſuddies daily to the office, where they hall be attended by 
one or two of the Company's ſervants, to explain to them all matters; and for 
which purpoſe, the ſub- accomptant is to be ordered to draw but a liſt of the books 
of the ſeveral employs which have any relation to the Nabob's account, and Mr. 
Alexander Davidſon, with the ſub- accomptant, are appointed to attend the Nabob's 
Mutteſuddies in the examination of them. The Nabob is at the ſame time tobe ear- 
neſtly requeſted not to ſuffer this ſcrutiny to delay matters of much greater mo- 
ment, and which dò not materially depend on the reſult of that examination. 


Although we would at this time avoid making any remarks on the articles of 
his account he has taken notice of as exceptionable, as they cannot materially 
affect the diſeuſſion of the very important matters now under conſideration; never- 
theleſs, as he has thought proper to mention them, he will naturally expect ſome 
reply thereto, and our ſilence might be conſtrued by him as an acknowledgnienc 
of the juſtneſs of his remarks regarding them. 


He firſt takes notice of the ſum of three Lacks, twenty-one thouſand and two 
Pagodas, twenty-one Fanams, and ſix Caſh, expended for the pay of Sepoys, Hir- 
carrahs, Laſcars, &c. belonging to Madras, Fort St. David, Devecotah, &c. and 
aſks if we had any written authority to place thoſe charges to his account; which 
implies, that if there be no ſuch written authority, he means to diſpute them. In 
anſwer to which he is to be informed, that we know of no ſuch written authority from, 
him fer the diſburſement of the immenſe ſums by the Company on bis account from their 
firſt connexion with him; that had there been ſuch written authority we do not con- 
ceive it would have availed, ſince he now diſputes the charges of war with Hyder 
Ally, although he has entered into an agreement under his hand and ſeal to be 
anſwerable for them. It is impoſſible: for us to fay that every particular Sepoy, 
Hircarrah, or Laſcar, whoſe pay is included in that ſum, was ſolely employed in the 
affairs of the Carnatick, and none other, becauſe we have never been able, nor is 
it now practicable, to draw ſuch a preciſe line. The foundation of the charge is this. 
The eſtabliſhment of Sepoys, Laſcars, Hircarrahs, Coohes, &c. for the ordinary duty 
of the Company's Settle ments, amounted to a certain number. After the Company's 
connexion with him it was found, that the war in which they were engaged for 
the defence of the Catnatick required a much larger eſtabliſhment ;' and as theſe 
people could not be procured on any emergency at a day's warning, it was judged 
expedient to entertain ſuch additional numbers in conflant pay, as were found ade- 
- Quate to the'exigencies of the ſervice. And although ſome of thele people might 
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occaſionally be employed on duties in the Company's garriſons, as thoſe particularly 
appertaining to the Company's garriſons were at that time employed in the 
ſervice of the Carnatick, it is but reaſonable that the Carnatick ſhould bear the 
charge. And the Nabob is to be acquainted, that in caſe he inſiſts upon objecting 
to the whole or any part of this charge, we muſt in that caſe ſtate an account of interſt 
with him, for the ſeveral ſums advanced on his account by the Company; and which they 

have hitherto avoided even the mention of, in conſideration of ſeveral articles of 
this nature charged to him, in which preciſion could not be obſerved, and which

As to the charges of the ſiege of Pondicherry, which he now objects to, and 
which he ſays he only conſented ſhould be carried to his debit, on condition that 
the ſtores taken there ſhould be given to him, and to which he- alleges Mr. 
Pigot agreed; he is to be informed, that the Company were no doubt deeply in- 
tereſted in that event as well as the Carnatick, and that they have ſuſtained many 
very heavy and ſevere loſſes and expenſes in that war, befides what are placed to 
his account: that nevertheleſs, if this account were to be ſtated with all ſtrict- 
neſs, ſome part of this charge might fall upon the Company; but the difficulty 
would be in laying down a rule for dividing the charges. After the ſiege of Madras, 
when the French and their allies were in poſſeſſion of the whole Carnatick, it was 
by means of the Company's forces, and the Company's money, that the whole 
was recovered and reſtored to the Nabob, and that the French were drove within 
the walls of Pondicherry. Had the Company reſted there without proſecuting the 
liege, and retired to their own Settlements, leaving the Carnatick to the pro- 
tection of the Nabob; he would not at this hour bave been in poſſeſſion of one village. 
We have all reaſon to believe that Mr. Pigot could never give the Nabob an 
abſolute promiſe that he ſhould have the ſtores taken in Pondicherry, as he well. 
knew that the right to them was diſputed, being claimed by. the King's Officers 
and by the Company, and that the King alone could determine the affair. He 
was indeed. promiſed, that in caſe His Majeſty ſhould decree the ſtores to the Com- 
pany, that we would op of the Company that their value might be. carried 
to his, the Nabob's, credit; and as it was concluded in Mr. Palk's government, 
from the length of time. that had elapſed without any deciſion, that -the ſtores 
would remain with the Company, the amount was carried to his credit, and tae 
Company requeſted to confirm the ſame : but the Company having lately becn: 

obliged to pay a large ſum to the captors, as an equivalent for theſe ſtores, be- 

fides conſiderable charges incurred on that account, they, have been induced to 
order us to transfer the value of thoſe ſtores from the Nabob's credit to his debit 
and to acquaint us, chat when they ſhall have aſcertained the ſum they are to * 
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the captors, and the'coſts and charges they have ſuſtained, that the amount ſhall 


be deducted from the value of the ſtores, and the ' remainder placed to the Na- 


bob's credit. This is the true ſtate of the caſe, with which the Nabob is to be 
made acquainted ; and ſhould he nevertheleſs be of opinion that he ought not to 
bear this charge, that the intereſt account wwill fully indemnify the Company for the 
whole. | | | 


As to the articles mentioned by the Nabob to be inſerted in his account, relative 


to Madras, Fort St. David, Cuddalore, Devecotah, Carrical, Chingleput, 
Peonamallee, and Trepaſore, which he ſays he does not comprehend, it is 
impoſſible for us to reply thereto, unleſs we knew the particular articles to 


which he objects; he can only be informed, that if, upon an examination of his 
accounts in the manner propoſed, any articles ſhall appear to have been errone- 
ouſly carried to his debr, ſuch miſtakes ſhall be re@ified, but that it is impol- 
ſible for us to litigate or explain any article by letter. 


With regard to the difference mentioned by the Nabob in the two accounts 


delivered to him, dated in December 1765, it may probably have ariſen from the - 


diſcovery of ſome error at the cloſing of the books, which will be explained in 


the courſe of the examination propoled ; it is however a ſufficient proof of the 
impropriety of delivering him his account every three months, as he deſires : and al- 


though ſuch a promiſe may have been given in order to pleaſe him, yer ſuch ac- 
counts can by no means be depended on ; fince, for want of the accounts from 


the ſeveral diſtant garriſons, 228 the articles muſt be ſuppoſitious, and will 
neceſſarily require correcting at the cloſe of the year, when the books art balanced. 


Mr. Wynch reports to the Committee, that having peruſed the former pro- 
ceedings, and paid particular attention to the minutes of the ig ch ultimo, ꝓ he en- 
tirely agrees with them in opinion, and approves of the meaſures which have

Extract of Proceedings of the Sdef3 Committee at Fort St. George, 24th Other, 1769. 


The following letter was this day wrote to the Nabob. 
From Governor Bourckser to the Nabob of the Carnatick. 


YOUR Excellency's letter of the 19th; inſtant informs me in the beginning, 
to the ſame effect as your former letter, that you find, dy the Company's letter 
to you, they are in want of money; that you are very deſirous of ſending them 


an account of your balance, and of paying off that balance: to which I view

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only reply as before, that theſe declarations give me much ſatisfaction, and can be 
exceeded by nothing but the accompliſhment of them. | 


Your Excellency then goes on to at your deſire that the particulars of your 
account uy be ſent you, that the buſineſs may be immediately ſettled ; you take 
notice that ſome books of accounts which have been ſent you were a little ex- 
plicit, but incomplete; that it has for a long time been your deſire to ſettle your 
account, and you now deſire theſe books that you may do ſo, and pay off your 
balance: that as well in Mr. Pigot's time, as before and ſince, the Governor and 
Council have told you they would fend you your account-particulars every three 
months ; that I alſo, by letter and in perſon, confirmed the ſame : that although 
at this preſent time you labour under various diſtreſſes, you will on no account 

excuſe yourſelf from ſettling it to the end of December 1768 : —all which I per- 
fectly underſtand. |

When lately, with many entreaties, I preſſed your Excellency to enter into de- 
liberation with me in my public character, as Preſident for the Company's affairs 
on this Coaſt, or with the Select Committee, touching the very important ſubjects. 
we have in charge from the Company, and which have been communicated to you, 
your Excellency expreſſed the greateſt reluctance to ſuch deliberations, repeatedly 
excuſed yourſelf from entering on them, and urged the expediency and propriety 
of ſettling ſuch points by a correſpondence of letters: your Excellency neverthe- 
leſs, upon my {till urging you thereto: by letter and perſonally, did at length 
conſent to one conference with the Committee; in which every thing being fully 
explained to you, the reſult was, that you expreſſed your deſite of making the

you have alſo received diſtinguiſhed. marks of the royal favour of the King, my 
moſt gracious Sovereign, whom God long preſerve! Mindful of theſe circumſtances, 
and of the friendſhip which hath taken ſuch deep root between your Excellency and 
the Engliſh Nation and Company, from a long intercourſe of reciprocal aid, and a 


participation. of the ſame; good and ill fortune, it muſt be with extreme reluctance 


that I take up the pen of controverſy on ſubjects that require ſtrong and forcible 


expreſſions, and which have a direct tendenty to FR the temper, by which 


minds ſo united ought to be regulated in the diſcuſſion of their common concerns. 
You cannot but be ſenſible that your letters upon ſuch ſubjects | being once entered

ſervice of the Carnatick, during the courſe of more than twenty years continual 
war, ſiege, or expedition; het theſe are the accounts you now demand, and pro- 


poſe a ſcrutiny into them as the work of a few days; accounts ſo voluminous, that if 


all the Company's writers were to be employed on them, to the total neglect of all 
other buſineſs, they could not be tranſeribed in many months; and when tranſcribed, 
could not be intelligible to you or yout Mutteſuddies, ignorant of the forms and 
intricacies of out method af accounts; but they might it is true afford ample mate - 


rials to the ſecret enemies of our Government, ſbould any ſuch unfortunately find 


admittance to your counſels, to manifeſt their malignancy againſt the Company and 
their repreſentatives, by ſuggeſting doubts where none ought to have place, and by 
poiſoning your mind with unjuſt F and jealouſies. The proper, the open, 
the candia manner of proceeding in this buſineſs would be, for you to appoint ſome 
of your truſly Mutteſuddies on your party I will appoint ſome proper ſervants on be- 
halt of the Company; let them meot daily at a proper office, which 1 will appoinc 
for that purpole, and proceed methodically in this examination. I will not com- 


plain ſhould the ſcrutinꝝy laſt for years, if you may be ſatisfied ; but let not I entreat 
you ſuch intricacies be at this time the cauſe for delay ig matters of much greater 


moment, which depend not materially on the event of that examination.

| the ſeveral articles, you take notice of in your acceunt.as being exceptionable, I ſhall

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The firſt article you take notice of is the ſum of three Lacks, twenty-one thou- 
ſand and two Pagodas, twenty-one Fanams, and fix Caſh, expended for the pay of 
Sepoys, Hircars, Laſcars, &c. belonging to Madras, Fort St. David, Devecotah, 
&c,—and the remark you make on it is this;-that if there is any written authority 
from you for placing thoſe charges to your account, you defire to be acquainted 
with it; which implies, that if there be no ſuch authority, you mean to diſpute the 
charge. I anſwer, that I know not of any ſuch authority from you, nor do I know 
that there is any particular written authority from you for the diſburſement of 
about a Crore of Pagodas, from the beginning of the Company's connexion with 
you to this time; but if there were ſuch written authority, what would it avail ? 
does not your Excellency now diſpute the charges of the Myſqgre war, although I 
have an agreement expreſsly, under your hand and ſeal, that you will be anſwerable 
for them? Such groundleſs diſputes are ſo far beneath the dignity of your lation, that I 
mut beg leave to vindicate your character, by ſuppoſing that they cannot be the genuine 
production of your own mind, they muſt ſpring from the ſuggeſtions ef evi/-minied and 
intereſted counſellors. I will not take upon me to ſay that every Sepoy, Hircarrah, or 
Laſcar, whoſe pay is included in that ſum, was employed ſolely in the affairs of 
the Carnarick, and none other; becauſe it never has been poſſible, nor is it practica- 
ble even now to draw ſuch a preciſe line. The foundation of the charge is this. The 
eftabliſhment of Sepoys, Laſcars, Hircarrahs, Coolies, &c. for the ordinary duties 
of the Company's Settlements, amounted to a certain number. It was found after 
the Company's connexion with your Excellency, that the war which they were 
engaged in for the defence of the Carnatick required a much larger eſtabliſhment. 
The draughts which were made frequently of Sepoys for eſcorts and other ſer- 
vices, the ſending out of garriſon and often receiving back artillery, arms, ammu- 
nition, and ſtores, required in the courſe of the war; the neceſſity of extraordinary 
- Hircarrahs for conveying advices, and obtaining intelligence of the enemy's mo- 
tions; all theſe ſervices could not poſſibly be executed without additional numbers, 
which could not be procured at a day's warning; it was neceſſary therefore to enter- 
tain ſuch additional numbers in cenſtant pay, as were found adequate to the de- 
mands of the ſervice. And can your Excellency think it reafonable, that becauſe 
ſome of theſe people were at intervals employed on the duties of the Company's 
garriſons; as thoſe peculiarly appertaining to the Company's garriſons were alſo at 
intervals, when neceſſary, employed on the ſervice of the Carnatick; I ſay, can your 
Extellency think it reaſonable, that therefore the Carnatick ſhould not bear the charge, but 
that it ſhould be ſuſtained by the Company? if that is your opinion, be it ſo; I conſent to your 
ſtriking” out any part,” the' whole if you pleaſe, F that article; but then in return permit me:

The charges of the ſiege of Pondicherry is the next article againſt which you 
except, 9 to two Lacks, forty thouſand, three hundred and eighty-ſix 
Pagodas, twenty-ſeven Fanams, and forty-five Caſh. To this I ſay, that the Com- 
pany were no doubt very deeply intereſted in that event as well as the Carnatick, 
and have ſuſtained many heavy and ſevere loſſes and expenſes. in that war beſides 
what are placed to your account nevertheleſs ; if this account were to be ſettled 
with all ſtrictgeſs, ſome part of this article might fall upon the Company: but I 
beg to be informed by what rule your Excellency would propoſe to divide the“ 
charges.

Your Excellency takes notice, that in two Teyeral accounts delivered to e | 
from December 1961 to December 19765, the balances differ ſo largely as the tum 

I have not had time ſince the receipt of your letter 
to examine how this aroſe, probably from ſome error diſcovered in cloſing the 
books and corre&ted; however this {ball be explained in the courſe of the exami- 


nation propoſed. 


The inſtance you now give us is a Tufficient proof of the ill conſequences of 
delivering you. your account every three months; and if it has been promiſed 
you, it was injudiciouſly promiſed ; ſuch accounts can only be by eſtimate, becauſe 
the tranſactions in the ſeveral departments from Palamcotah to Palnaud, which 
muſt be brought together inte one account, cannot be completely collected and

From Governor Bourchier to the Nabob of the Carnatick, dated 25th Oftober 1 769. 


IN my laſt letter I informed your Excellency, that I would order a liſt to be 
drawn out of all the books in our poſſeſſion any way relative to your accounts; I 
have now the honour to encloſe the ſaid liſt for your peruſal, and I am ready to 
ſend the books therein - mentioned, as I am above all things deſirous that the exa- 
mination you propoſe may be made without delay. 


I took notice in my ſaid letter, that as many errors unavoidably happen in ſuck 
extenſive accounts as thoſe between your Excellency and the Company, all ſuch as 
are from time to time difcovered are corrected upon cloſing the Company's general 
books at the end of the year ; it may be neceſſary therefore to refer to thoſe general 
books, whenever you ſhall think it proper to inſpect the corrections that have from

He declined all manner of 
argument and reaſoning, and confined * himſelf ſolely to entreaty, that we would 
ſave his honour with his creditors, and ſpare him on that ſubject. We repreſented 
to him the great indignity offered to the Company's authority by the inhabitants of this 
colony, who refuſing even io propoſe any thing by way of requeſt to the Company, had ſet 
themſelves in oppoſition, and thereby put it out of our power to take any other meaſures than 
by application on the Company's behalf to him; and we recommended to him to fignity 
to his creditors, in any way he ſhoald think beſt, the great difficulties and extremi- 
ties to which-they expoſed: his affairs, by thus inſiſting on the rigid performance of 
the promiſe he had made; a promiſe which appeared to us no more binding than the 
promiles he had upon many other occaſions made to them and to us, but which a 
change in the circumſtances of affairs had obliged him to deviate from. To all 
which he only replied, that it belonged. to the Company to puniſh their diſobedient 
ſervants, and not to him; that he could not think of making any ſuch repreſenta- 
tion to them; and therefore ſtill perfiſted in his requeſt, that we would ſave his 
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- honour, and ſpare him upon that ſubjet. Finding therefore that he was not to be 
moved, and the evening being far advanced, we took leave, deſiring him to reflect 
on what had paſſed, and think of ſome means whereby his creditors might be in-

THE Preſident informs the Committee, that he had this morning a long 
conference with the Nabob, in which he had renewed his inſtances that he would 
enter into meaſures with us for the common good; the reſult of which was, that 
he moſt earneſtly entreats that his account with the Company may be ſettled with 
the utmoſt diſpatch. That with reſpect to the articles of which he expreſſed 
doubts, he only deſires we will explain to him why we are of opinion he ought to 
admit them, and he will object no further; that we will examine as minutely as we 
can into the ſeveral articles of his accounts; and having done this, and ftruck _ 
the balance as preciſely as can be done with ſuch materials as we have in our 
hands, he will then pay off the ſaid balance, in money and Soucar ſecurity, before 
three months are expired.

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In conſequence of that reſolution, certain articles were propoſed by the Nabob to 
the Prefideat and Council in April 1768. By the 2d article the Nabob under- 
took to defray all the charges of the war; the charges ſo incurred and diſburſed 
by the Compatly were therefore always conſidered as a debit due from the Nabob. 
Ahead was nevertheleſs opened upon the Company's books, and intituled War with 
Hyaer Ally; not with any intention of diſcharging the Nabob from the obligation 
he had entered into to bear theſe charges, but in order to aſcertain with greater 


preciſion the amount of the debt incurred in the courſe of that war, ſeparately and 


diſtinctly from the debt conſtantiy accruing on account of the ordinary charges of 
the Carnatick. After the concluſion of the war, as the Nabob had not benefited 
by it in the manner he expected when the agreement was made with him in April 
4768, che Preſident and Council, willing to relieve him as fat as they in reaſon

It is true the Company will have received ſome intimation of the ſtate 
of thoſe lands in the ſeparate letter from the Board per Thames, and we could have 
wiſhed to have received their orders in conſequence before we had come to any 
reſolution thereon; and notwithſtanding the repeated aſſurances we have of the oppreſſions 
exerciſed in thoſe diſtrifis, we ſhould have been unwilling to have deprived the Nabob 
of the Cowle betore the expiration thereof, without the expreſs directions of the Ho- 
nourable Court: but as the caſe now ſtands, and the Nabob ſeems determined to 
drive us to ſuch diſagreeable extremities with him, and it may be ſuppoſed that the 
oppreſſions will by that means be rather increaſed than diminiſhed, it becomes 
neceſſary to convince him that we will never ſuffer him thus to countenance and 
ſupport individuals living under the Company's protection, in direct oppoſition to 
their government and authority.

Ia conſequence of the foregoing, reſolutions, the Committee being aſſembled 
at the Garden- Houſe this morning, the Preſident ſent a meſſage to the Nabob, 
. (whoſe houſe is diſtant from thence about a quarter of a mile) that if it were con- 

venient to him the Committee deſired. to wait upon him. The meſſenger returned 
with an anſwer, that the Nabob would meet the Committee at the Garden-Houſe; 
and in a few minutes after he arrived, and was received with the teſpect and attention 
due to him. After ſome converſation on indifferent ſubjects, thePreſident informed 
him, that, agreeably to his deſire, orders had been given to the Company's ac- 
comptant to draw out his account to the lateſt period poſſible; as alſo an account 
of the charges incurred in the war with Hyder Ally ; that to complete ſuch an 
account with any degree of exactneſs would require ſome time, as many articles 

were to be collected from different departments, and even from different ſettle- 
ments. That as the day was approaching, on which he had intimated to the Com- 
mittee his purpoſe to make another payment to his creditors, the Committee 
had judged it neceſſary that they ſhould requeſt of him his ultimate reſolution on 
certain points previous to that day. That the Committee, in order to be the more 
firmly grounded in the propriety of their meaſures, had conſulted the Council at 
large; and that what we had now to communicate was not only the opinion of 
the Committee, but that of the Council allo.

and ſome others, had already ſubmitted themſelves, and claimed the Company's 
protection, and we expected others to follow their example. The Nabob having 
enumerated the demands he had to provide for, and greatly exaggerating the 
total, ſaid, when he conſidered theſe demands, and the ſtate of his affairs, 
he was bewildered and loſt, and knew not what to do. We replied, that 
certainly under ſuch difficulties the proper reſolution would be to unite to the 
Company, and not oppoſe their - meaſures z that our propoſal was founded in 
reaſon and equity, ſince we meant not to oppreſs him, and only wiſhed to obtain as 
much as he really and truly could pay in preference to his private creditors ; the 
grounds and reaſons of which demand had been often urged. Upon the repe- 
tition of this demand, the Nabob aſſuming the countenance of one who, upon 
an intereſting ſubject, had received ſome new light, and now comprehended what 
before he had not underſtood, ſaid; with an air of amazement, that if this were 
whar we meant, he wondered why we had not explained it to him before, and in- 
timated that he thought it but juſt; adding, that he would have complied on the 
firſt mention of it, fad it been ſo propoſed to him; ut that be bad underſtood us 
always as claiming the debt due to bis privute creditors in behalf of the Company, and ts 
their prejudice.

A conſiderable time hath elapſed ſince I firſt had the honour to communicate 
to you the Company's ſentiments, in reſpe& to the debt due to them from your 
Excellency, and that which you owe to thoſe who reſide under their juriſdiction, 
Both the Committee and myſelf have had ſeveral conferences with you on the 
ſame ſubject, in which we have endeavoured to explain to you the equity and 
reaſonableneſs of what we propoſed ; nevertheleſs, in the converſation which I had 
with your Excellency this morning, I perceived that the difliculties which have- 
hitherto prevented a general arrangement on the important matters the Committee 
are charged to lay before you, have ariſen entirely from, your not perfectiy com- 
prehending the propoſitions I have had the honour to make to you; I now there» 
fore beg leave to explain to you in writing the firſt propoſition, on which many 
others depend, and which being granted the reſt will meet with no difficulty, 


The Company, from various accounts, underſtanding. that the ſums your Ex- 
cellency had borrowed of the European inhabitants of this colony were to a very 
2 amount that your Excellency had been urged and preſſed beyond meaſure 

or the re- payment of the ſame, inſomuch that you had been induced to make an 
aſſignment of part of your revenue to truſtees for the quieting of your ſaid cre- 
ditors, and that the ſaid revenues were accordingly appropriated to their uſe in excluſion of 
abe Company, expreſſed their diſapprobation of ſuch meaſures; chiefly, becauſe they will not 
Juffer any perſons under their authority to diſtreſs your affairs; neither will they allow 
thoſe who owe theny obedience to maintain any pretence to rights independent of 
them in the Eaſt- Indies, By which the honour and dignity of the Company muſt 
be injured, much lefs to aſſert thoſe rights in oppoſition to their ſuperior claims 
and the exigencies of your State. Another circumſtance on which the Company 
have expreſſed their anxiety, is the very precarious ſtate of affairs on this Coaſt. In- 
volved, as they ſuppoſed us to be, in an actual war, and liable to frequent troubles, 
they ſaw the danger of depending wholly on the precarious receipt of your revenues, 
ariling from a country which muſt be thus continually expoſed, and the neceſſity 
of ſecuring the means of defending that country, before the ravages and hazards 
of war deprived it of it's reſources , and how could they conſent, that while theſe 
means remained unprovided, while they continued unable to yield your Excellency 
that aſſiftance, which it has ever been their firſt wiſh to afford you, the wealth of 
the State,winch was due to it's ſupport, ſhould'be diverted into other channel:? For 
theſe reaſons it was that they directed the Select Committee to demand of your 
Private creditors a renunciation of that independent right which they had ſet up; 
not with any intention to deptive tem of their property, or to prevent their re- 
ceiving from your Exceltency, in a convenient time and manner, what may be due 
to them, but in order that your Excellency's affairs may not be diſtreſſi d thereby. 
Strong as the reaſons are which induced the Court of Directors to ſend us theſe or- 
ders, 1 might add many, ariſing from the ſtate of your affairs here, which they 
1 . * could

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eould not foreſee. Our utter inability to raiſe or procure money by any means, 
even for dur current expenſes, beſides what we receive from + you, has been often re- 
preſented to you, and the dangers with which Ae is threatened by the 
neighbouring Powers you have as often communicated to me; how are they to be 
averted or repelled, if that firſt great principle of war be wanting money? It is un- 
neceſſary to dwell more upon the ſubject; theſe things are as clear as the ſun; what 
I have therefore now to requeſt of your Excellency, as the firſt neceſſary ſtep upon 
luch an arrangement as may beſt enſure the ſafety of your Excellency's and the 
Company's poſſeſſions, is, that your Excellency will be pleaſed to ſignify to me, 
that I may be enabled to certify the Court of Directors, to whom JI am about to 
write, that out of your friendſhip and attachment to the Company, and for the 
general good, you will pay off and diſcharge the debt due to them in preference to 
that due to individuals reſiding under their protection; that done, I ſhall be ready 
to attend your Excellency at ſuch times as may be moſt convenient to you, to deh- 
berate and ſettle with you the moſt proper manner of doing it, and whatever elſe 
the preſent ſtate of affairs may require. N

Company; the idea of which they will not ſuffer to be entertained, and therefore 
they require all the creditors to ſubmit to their authority; in which caſe they pro- 
miſe their protection for recovering what is due to them, after what is due to the 
Company ſhall be diſcharged ; our letter leads to this point, and to nothing more.

Purſuing the ſpirit of the orders as expreſſed above, the Select Committee 
have demanded a renunciation of that excluſive claim ſet up by the creditors; 
and the Council have ſummoned the Company's ſervants, and read to them the 
orders of the Court of Directors. In conſequence thereof, Meſſieurs Call, Bour- 
chier, and Mackay, who had 'till then acted as truſtees for tranſacting the affairs 
of that excluſive claim, have ſubmitted themſelves to the Company's authority, 
and have relinquiſhed their truſt. Now Meſſieurs Roſs, Cuthbert, Smith, De 
Caſtro, and Powney, who are not ſervants of the Company, refuſe in 3 to

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ſubmit & the Company's authority, and defire our conſent that they may ſtep 
into the plate of the fotttier truſtees, in order to execute the very. ſame purpoſes 
which the Company's orders oppoſe, and which the former truſtees now decline 
to Execute becauſe = ate fo oppoſed. - The fpirit'of the n 
is not to the individuals charged with ſuch tranfactions, but to the tranſactions, 
and more efpecially to ſuch tranſactions under the ſanction of their repreſentatives;

The Gentlemen who diſſent are of opinion, that the late prohibition of correſ- 
ponding, or tranſacting affairs with the Country Government, cannot extend to 
affairs which had their commencement prior to the order. The queſtion” is not 
whether that order paſſed in conſultation the 6th November“ can extend to theſe 
tranſactions; but ſuppoling that order do not extend to them, whether it is not 
now neceſſary to pals ſuch an expreſs prohibition. It would carry us to great 
lengihs were we to aſſign all the reaſons that make it neeeſſary 5 the ſum in a 
few words is; — that ever ſince the receipt of theCompany's ord rs by the Grafton, 
now above two months, the Select Committee have been uſing all their endeavours.

Such an unreſtrained correſpondence through us would certainly be improper, 
and productive of more evil than an immediate and unlimited cbrreſpondence;

Theſe out Jeaſons being intended merely to refute the principles of the diſſents,

dence here particularly meant can be no other, than that which muſt neceflirily 
ariſe in executing the office of truſtees, otherwiſe it could not be ſuppoſed to 
affect the intereſts of the Nabob's creditors in general. Now Mr, Call having 
ſubmitted himſelf and his concerns in the Nabob's hands to the protection of the 
Company, upon the aſſurances which were given him in the Committee's letter 
of the 23d September, f that the ſanction of the Company's authority would be 

iven to ſuch meaſures as ſhould be concerted with the Nabob for the paymeat of 
Fs private debts; having alſo, ſince his thus putting himſelf under the Com-

Ath. The legality of the Company's claim of preference. 


The mere demand of preference, or the endeavour without violence to obtain a 
preference, would not we conceive be deemed unlawful, even between ſubject and ſub- 
get, ſanding on the ſame ground in England; and therefore the point of legality or 
illegality cannot we think be with any propriety made an objection to the letter. 
But as all acts of all men are ſubject to the unalterable laws of equity and reaſon, we 
will, conſider the olaim of preference under theſe rules. The doctrine that has 

enerally been maintained, in reſpe& to the rights of individuals, compared with 
thoſe of the Company, to obtain payment from the Nabob of what he owes to 
either, has been founded on the idea of the rights of the ſubjects of England 
to recover debts of an equal nature from another ſubject of England, and by the 
laws of England. The principle we think erroneous, and conſequently all the ar- 
guments founded thereon. We conſider the Company not only as a body enjoy- 
ing an excluſive right of trade, but as the depoſitaries of the intereſts of the 
nation in India, and exerciſing the ſovereign authority in India, ſubje& only to the 
control of the Supreme Legiſlature of Great-Britain, in reſpect to their tranſacti- 
ons with the Princes of India. In this character the Company have expended 
large ſums in ſupporting the Nabob, a Prince not ſubject to the laws of England, 
and in protecting his country; without which expenſe, and without which pro- 
tection, it is highly probable the Nabob would not now poſſeſs that country. The 
Company is ſtill diſburſing ſums- for the ſame purpoſe; if they were to ceaſe to do 
fo, and to withdraw their protection, is there a man wha doubts of the conſe- 
Qquence-? Is there a man who believes he would in” the ſpace of twelve months 
poſſeſs one village? And can it then be made a queſtion, whether the State thus 
Protecting at it's own riſk a certain country, independent of the laws of Great-

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Britain, hall in reafon and equity have a claim and right to be reimburſed that 
charge, . and by that means to be put in a condition to continue that protection, 
in preference to individuals of that State, who have lent their money for profit, 
then it is almoſt certain that the recovery of the money ſo lent depends entirely on 
that protection? Withdraw the protection, the Whole will probably be loſt ; con- 
tinue the protection, the whole will probably e but the protection 
cannot be continued without a preference. Can there be a plainer caſe ? The 
ſimple propoſition is this Shall the intereſt of the State, that is the intereſt of the 
whole, be firſt provided for, or the intereſt of a few individuals of that State, to the 
prejudice and rifk. of the whole ?

It appears that the Company, leaving the old debt as it was on the 1ſt May 1767, 
have acually diſburied, and ate in advance, eighteen Lacks, thirty-ſeven thouſand 
N .

But it is further faid in the diſſent, that although it is not reaſonable that 
the Company ſhould have a preference, yet it is teaſonable that the creditors ſhould 
bear a part of the charge of defending the countries out of which they expect to 
be paid.. This is plauſible ; but we are not informed by what Jaw the Com any are 
empowered to tax the creditors for the defence of the Carnatick. Were the Com- 
pany to demand a quota by way of tax or proportion, then indeed there might be 
cauſe to appeal to law, and to cry out that the liberty of the ſubject was endanger- 
ed. This proportſon then or quota muſt be voluntary; and we, who have known the 
difficulty even of borrowing of the creditors at 8 per cent. upon the Company's ſe- 
curity, in time of danger and diſtreſs, may judge how much would be raiſed by 
voluntary taxation. | 


Mr. Ardley's Obſervations. 

If the declaration of the Board, that they cannot 1 being re⸗ 
ceived from the produce of the countries aſſigned by the Nabob to diſcharge his 
debt to private creditors, and the ſubſequent injunction of obedience to the late 
publiſhed prohibitory order againſt any intercourſe with the Country Government, 
except through the Preſident and Council, and that channel avowed to be reſtricted 
by tue Company's intereſt, is not tending to an extremity with reſpect to what I 
look upon as the right of the private creditors, I am miſtaken in my idea of the 
meaning of the letter I object to; but reſpecting that right, I cannot help till 
thinking it holds good, as to the agreement made with the Nabob, againſt any ex- 
, cluffve claim the Company can have; although I again repeat it to be my opinion, 
in caſe of a real deficiency in the Nabob's other abundant revenues, to indemnify the 
Company for their advance of caſh in protecting the countries, or even to furniſh.

this, that although the Committee by their letters forbad the payment of the 
money, yet His Excellency has paid you the laſt Kiſt, I perceive that all theſe ſo- 
licitudes of the Committee to diſcharge the balance of the Company, which runs 
without intereſt,” at firſt are owing to their Maſters* orders, and the neceſſity of the 
times, and want of money in the Company's caſh ; when I refle& upon all which it 
gives me greater concern, becauſe His Excellency lies under great obligations to 
the Company, and he and myſelf are always endeavouring to increaſe the friend- 
ſhip, and to retaliate their former good offices, | 


With regard to the creditors, our word and promiſe are inſerted under our ſeal 
and ſign ; now in the preſent year we muſt pay two Lacks of Pagodas, beſides the 
Tanjore Peſhcuſh; it is a difficult point to appeaſe theſe two parties. The wicked 
enemy has ruined the aſſigned country to ſuch a degree, that even the Governor and 
Council allow that nothing can be got from them fer a whole year, ſo that other 
diſtricts will be in the ſame ſituation : beſides which, it is neceſſary for His Excel- 
lency to pay ſomething to the Sepoys in his ſervice that are employed in 
ſeveral forts and Tannahs in the Carnatick ; (becauſe the people dependent 
on the Company remain ſtill in ſome places;) it is alſo neceſſary to pay 
the horſemen in his ſervice, as well as to thoſe that came from Hydrabad, &c. 
being ſent for before the peace, according to the advice of the Governor and Coun- 
cil: beſides which, the neceſſary expenſe of the houſhold mult be ſupplied. Con- 
ſidering the preſent ruinous ſtate of the country, it will be a difficult matter to diſ- 
charge at once both the money agreed on to pay the Company and the creditors 
out of the produce of it, but it may be paid by degrees. On my ſeeing the melan- 


choly ſituation of His Excellency, and being myſelf crouded with r and ap- 


prehenſions, a methed hath occured to my mind all on a ſudden, and if that is exe- 
cuted, perhaps may be agreeable both to the Company and the creditors ; for I 
do not ſee-any body like myſelf well-wiſher to His Excellency, a friend to the Com- 
pany and creditors, that can give his advice in this affair. At this time of diſtreſs to 
the Company, whoſe proſperity His Excellency, myſelf, and you are always wiſh» 
ing, you'll think of obliging both His Excellency and myſelf, in what I am going 
to requeſt; which is, that you'll be pleaſed to conſent to receive only the intereſt on 
your money for the ſpace.of ſixteen months; during which ſpace, by the bleſſing 
of God, His Excellency will pay off che balance of the Company in cafe of peace; 
this balance was Pagodas 10, 77, oco and upwards to the end of the year 1768, which 
being added to the preſent expenſe, they ſay will amount to thirteen Lacks and 
ſome thouſands of Pagodas. They were ſo honourable. as to tell me ſeveral times, 
that upon their inſpection of the articles thereof, if there be any erroneous article 


they will take it off; in which caſe the ſaid amount may be diminiſhed, for the eaſe 
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of the Circar. The Governor and Council may probably be obliged tot you for 
your civility or aſſent in this requeſt. After the Company's balance is paid, they 
will never interrupt the payment of your debts, according to your bonds undet the 
ſign and ſeal of His Excellency; on the contrary, they will communicate all theſe 
E civilities to the Court of Directors. If you agree to this my requeſt, I ſhall 
much obliged to you; becauſe my intention is, that the hearts of His Excellency, 
the Company, and yourſelf, may be united more than at preſent, for our good; that 
is your's-and mine, depend on that of the Company. There is another reaſon for it, 
which is, that all the Powers in Indoſtan envy the proſperity of the Company; they 
look at it with the eyes of hatred; I am afraid, in caſe of a difference, (which God 
forbid?) the affairs may be brought to ruin; beſides which, ſeveral of the creditors 
in the Company's ſervice delivered a writing to the Committee, to abide by their 
choice. If you approve this my firſt requeſt, which proceeds from my inten- 
tions to His Excellency's welfare, as well as to the Company and the creditors, I ſhall 
think it a good omen to myſelf; I ſhall meet with good opportunity to aſſiſt you. 
His Excellency, by his good luck, procured the friendſhip of the Engliſh; he and 
- mylelf will exert” our endeavours, that after the Company's debts are fully dif- 
charged, to pay your money, according to the deed of aſſignment, without interrup- 
tion in cale of peace; wherefore you ſhould not entertain any other thoughts. After 
your money is, paid, the deed of aſſignment ſhall be returned to me according to 
your agreement. I wrote you the above as it hath cccurred to my mind, in the 
preſent ſtate of my confuſion and apprehenſions; and if it be diſagreeable to any 
of the Gentlemen, I hope they will be kind enough to excuſe me. I deſire you will 
ſoon let me know your pleaſure, as I am your friend. I wiſh you health, peace, 
and proſperity. I have nothing further to add, than that of the friendſhip of the

* Purſuant to the reſolution of this day, the following letter was wrote to the Nabob. 
From Governor Bourchier to the Nabob of the Carnatick, dated 18th November, 1769. 


On Monday laſt, the 14th inſtant, I received a letter addreſſed to myſelf and 
che Council, ſigned by Meſſieurs Andrew Roſs, Arthur Cuthbert, George Smith, 
Daniel De Caſtro, and Thomas Powney, informing us, that your Excellency had 
nominated them for the purpoſe of receiving and paying certain monies, which 
had been appropriated for the diſcharge of your private debts. Your Ex- 
. cellency, in your letter of the 1ſt November, + having informed me of the deſire 
of Meſſieurs Call, Bourchier, and Mackay, to reſign) that charge, which they did 
*til then execute, and deſired to kaow whether I would recommend any other 
perſons to ſucceed them; in my reply, dated 2d November, I took the liberty to 
2nform your Excellency, as I have alſo done numberleſs times in converſation, not 
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only chat q could not conſent to the appointment of any others, but that I ob- 
jected, on the part of the Company, to any ſuch nomination; and my reaſons are 
expreſſed in my ſaid letter, to which I beg leave to refer. Having thus explained 
myſelf on this ſubjaft verbally and in writing, and frequently informed your Ex- 
cellency of the dangerous conſequences to the Company, from their ſervants 
and inhabitants acting in oppoſition to their orders and eſtabliſhed rules, and that 
ſuch a nomination made by you would encourage them in their diſobedience, I 
did not expect that your Excellency would have made ſuch a new appointment, 
in oppoſition to theſe remonſtrances; and I was the more ſurpriſed at this, becauſe 
it was in .conſequence of your application to me for my advice upon this ſub- 
ject that the letter aforeſaid was written.

The moſt remarkable paſſages in the letter to the creditors, are thoſe whercin 
they are informed of the preſſing inſtances of the Select Committee to obtain 
payment of what is due to the Company in preference. That although the Select 
Committee, in many letters and conferences, had forbid you to pay any money to 
the creditors conformable to your agreement, yet that you had paid the laſt Kiſt, 
as a proof of your defire to perform your engagement. 


It is certain that, upon the receipt of the Company's orders, I did communicate 
their ſentiments to you very clearly; I thought alſo that I had requeſted of you 
not to pay any more money to the creditors, until we could agree on ſome general 
plan and arrangement for the ſecurity and payment of the whole of your debts, 
public and private; and I then thought you underſtood my requeſt, and aſſented 
to it ; nevertheleſs, when I took the liberty to repreſent to you the impropriety of your 
paying that Kiſt, after what had paſſed between us, and before any thing had been 
concluded or even diſcuſſed, your reply to tne was, that you did not underſtand 
my requeſt as extending againſt the payment of that money to the creditors. I 
am glad now to find, unſought for, a proof that you dig underſtand me, bur 
| Chole to do the contrary z becauſe on this proof will ret my juſtification to my 
ſuperiors. Upon this article I ſhall beg leave to make but one remark more, and 
it is on the word forbid, a term which the reſpect I bear to your dignity will never 
permit me to uſe.

Conſidering the ſtate of your's and the Company's affairs, which ought to be one, 
the regular payment even of the intereſt on your privare debts is a great effort;

not gladly accept it, yet ſuch there are. What further ſtrikes me on this ſubject 
is, that the term propoſed for ſo allowing intereſt and clearing off the Company's 
balance is limited to 16 months, and hr balance is ſaid to be thirteen Lacks and 
odd thodſand Pagodas.

In the ſecond article, it muſt be confeſſed that the creditors have made a moſt 
extraordinary effort of generoſity and condeſcenfion. I take it from your Excel- 
leney, and it appears to me to be the genuine truth, that the ſecurity they now 
have is very precarious. A war with France, perhaps not far diſtant, may deprive 
them of it totally. An army of Marattas, of which this province ts every year 
in danger, may leave them their aſſignment, but deprive them of revenue. Ano- 
ther war with Hyder Ally, which your Excellency ſeems not very ſolicitous to pre- 
vent, would not leave them in. a better condition than the Maratta, and moſt 
affuredly worſe, unleſs. the Company ſhould again riſk their eſtate in defence of 
what they call their ſecurity. Troubles of any other kind, by enemies or by dearths, 
may fruſtrate their hopes. This. ſhadowof ſecurity they will condeſcend to Os in 

| - conuderation 
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conſideration of hat? Something that carries with it a certain binding ſecurity 
for the payment of their property lent to you. But what can that ſomething be? 
they have already your bond, and they have been told. that they ſhall have the 
Company's protection and aſſiſtance after the Company's balance is cleared; beyond 
this what do they defire? the Company's abſolute ſecurity, or that of Soucars ? 
the firſt I am not empowered to give, and if your Excellency can give the ſecond, 
I requeſt it firit for the whole of the debt due to the Company. 


In the third place, if ſuch ſecurity and certainty of payment be not given 
them, then they call upon your Excellency to fulfil your engagements of the 1ſt 
January 1767, and your promiſe in your letter of the 14th Auguſt laſt. 


Far be it ever from me to adviſe your Excellency, even by the moſt diſtant inſinua- 
tion, not to fulfil your engagements; on the contrary, I have on every occaſion re- 
queſted, and do now molt earneſtly repeat my requeſt, that if your Excellency hath 
any reſources, by which you may be enabled to diſcharge your debts both to the 
Company and to your private creditors, you will exert every power to accompliſh. 
itz your own and your family's ſecurity, the. proſperity of the Company, and 
the happineſs of individuals, depend upon that event. But here I muſt beg leave 
to remark and prove to your Excellency, that your engagements to the Company 
are prior to any you have entered into with the ereditors, and to ſay ſomething in 
ſupport of the claim of preference which I make on behalf of the Company. 

ere I to enter at large into the reaſonings that flow from the relation between 
the ſuperior and the dependant, the protector and the protected, the State and the 
individual, the arguments croud on me in ſuch abundance I ſhould find no end; 
1 will paſs them all over, and ſpeak only to that engagement of the 1ſt January 
1767, which your creditors call upon you to fulfil. I will forbear at preſent to- 
recall to your remembrance any particular letteis, negotiations, or agreemenis- 
made with you ſince the commencement of your connexion with the Company; 
E will only requeſt of you to trace back the whole, and then determine in your own. 
mind, whether the Company have not a claim, preferable to all other claims; 
upon every foot of land and every place under your Government, as a ſecurity 
for the repayment of the charges they are at in protecting and defending that 
fame land; and particularly, permit me to aſk, whether, when the French had diſ- 
poſſeſſed you of the whole in 1758, and when afterwards the Company re-conquered 
the whole, and reſtored the whole to your management, I ſay, whether it was not 
ſo reſtored to you, ſubject in the firſt place to the payment of what they had ex- 
pended in the re-conqueſt, and ſhould further expend in the protection and preſer- 
vation thereof? If this be a true ſtate of the caſe, which I think will not be diſ- 
puted, then it follows that the Company have a prior claim to any other upon: 
every part of the Carnatick which they reſtored to you; and your honour ſtands. 
pledged to them, in the firſt place, for the reimburſement. of what is due to- 
them. | | 


_ Having thus clearly ſtated that your engagements to the Company were prior to- 
thoſe which the creditors claim the performance of, and, as I think, eſtabliſhed: 


che 
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the Company's right to a preference, leſt my motives ſhould be miſunderſtood, I 
muſt beg leave to inform your Excellency, that how great ſoever my ſolicitude 
has been and is to obtain from you the dilcharge of the debt to the Company in 
preſerence to that of individuals, I am equally anxious that the debt to thoſe in- 
dividuals be alſo paid in due time. As a man I feel and intereſt myſelf for my 
countrymen ; but as the repreſentative of the Company, and in that character re- 
preſenting the nation, I am in duty bound to protect the property of the ſubjects 
of the King my Sovereign; not on account of their clamours, as ſome amon 
them may vainly think, but becauſe the wealth and property even of the worſt ſub- 
j of England is the wealth and property of England. | . 
I have thus explained to your Excellency the principles on which I act; permit 
me now to convince you, that far from having given the Company hitherto the 
preference to which they are thus entitled, that preference has been given to your 
private creditors. | | 


On the 1ſt January 1767 your debt to your private creditors was near twenty- 
three Lacks of Pagodas; I ſpeak in grols ſums to avoid fractions; ſince that time 
they have received from you, on account of the principal and for intereſt, about 
ten Lacks and a quarter of Pagodas, and the principal debt due to them is reduced 
under eighteen Lacks of Pagodas; fo that they have received of their principal, 
beſides intereſt, about five Lacks of Pagodas : this is the ſtate of the creditors” 
account, Permit me now to enquire What has been done for the Company. 
Upon reference to the accounts which have been delivered to you, it will appear, 
that the balance now due from you, on your own particular account, for the cur- 
rent charges of the Carnatick, amounts to thirteen Lacks and twenty odd thou- 
ſand Pagodas (13,22,036).. On the 1ſt May 1767 the balance due from you 
was nine Lacks, thirty-eight thouſand and odd Pagodas (9, 38,347); ſo that by 
comparing the one with the other, it will appear, that far from receiving one 
Daum from you in abatement of your debt in May 1767, you have not even de- 
f.ayed the current expenſes of the Carnatick, and the Company have actually, fince 
that time, advanced for you above three Lacks and eighty thouſand Pagodas 
(3,383,689); to which if we add the charges of the Myſore war, being at 
preſent above fourteen Lacks and a half of Pagodas, it will prove an inconteſtible 
fact, that in addition to the old debt, the Company have advanced above eighteen 
' Lacks of Pagodas for the protection of the Carnatick, whilſt your private cre- 
ditors have been receiving out of the revenues of that ſame Carnatick above ten 
Lacks and a quuter of Pagodas, ' Since then a preference has thus hitherto 
been given to the creditors, if the Company ſtood only on an equal footing with 
them, in common juſtice a preference ſhould now be given to them. ;

NOTWITHSTANDING the long debates, and the reſolutions in conſequence, as 


minuted in Committee 11th*,/16th+ and 18th} inſtant, as not one meaſure had been 
taken (or got publicly taken) in conſequence: thereof, the Committee deſired a. 
meeting with the Nabob this evening, when to their ſurpriſe he renewed again the 
ſame ſubject; and his difficulty appeared to be entirely in reſpect to the manner of 


communicating the arrangement he had made with us to his creditors, and in reſpect 
to the payment of the intereſt. We informed him that with regard to that part 
which related to us, we could net depart from what had before been agreed on, 
and which is minuted under date the 16th inſtant. After much time ſpent, he for 
the third time gave his entire conſent. Ihe Committee then propoſed to him the 
ſettling the Kiſts, but he begged that he might not be preſſed, and intimated that 
we ſhould not be diſlatisfied with him on the ſubject, and that the whole ſhould be 
ſettled 10 days before the Governor's departure. The Committee, after repre- 
ſenting to him the neceſſity of our knowing ſomething of his intentions as to the 


time and ſums, in order to determine how much we might apply in diſcharge of 


our debts, how much to the inveſtment, and how much to our general charges, and

cover the amount; but that as the Nabob, who is very preſſing on this occaſion, and 
urges that the grain and proviſions ſo delivered would have produced ready money 
to him, had they not been en for the public Service; it is agreed upon a 
repreſentation of the ſtate of the caſe being made by the Members now preſent 
who compoſcd the council in 1767, that all the grain furniſhed by the Nabob or 
his managers ta the: reſidents at aur garriſons, or to our Officers after appheation 
to the Nabob in July 1767, ſhall be charged to the War with Nizam Ally, till the 
peace concluded. with him, and that the Company ought to endeavour to recover 
from their Officers or others all that the Nabob can aſcertain, by receipts or depo- 
ſitions nat excepted to, ta have been delivered. during that period. It is alfo 
agreed, that the money actually received for the ſale of the rice, delivered to the 
deputies and credited in the Commullary General's baoks, be carried to his immediate 
credit: as alſo ſuch further ſims as may be recovered by the Committee of Enquiry ; 
and when the Committee do report that they ſee no proſpect of recovering any more, 
that then the reſidue ſhall be carried in the general books to the debit of the Jar 
with Hyder Ally, by ſuſpenſe account of proviſions: ſupplied by the Nabob.

Fruſtees; nor are you ignorant how much the intereſt of the Creditors has alread 

ſuffered by this delay, and how much more hurt and damage will befal them if 
the ſame ſhould be continued; to remedy. which, we the underwritten Creditors, 
and Attornies for Creditors, for ourſelves and for our conſtituents, as well as

THE Committee, according to appointment, met the Nabob this morning at 
the Garden-Houſe, and after expreſſing our diſappointment in receiving fo ſmall a 
part of the promiſed five Lacks in ready money as is mentioned in yeſterday's mi- 
nutes, informed him of the manner in which we to ſettle the Kiſtbundee ; 
which being explained to him, he only took notice, that monthly payments were 
inconvenient to him, becauſe his Amuldars did not account with im monthly for 
the collections; that he wiſhed the terms of payment might be as the diſtance of 
four months ; nevertheleſs, if we could not (with. them ſo, he would conform to our 


mode, We informed him, that if he could make a large payment in February, or

THE calamity with which this province ſeems to be threatened from an in- 


vaſion of the Marattas, makes it neceſſary that the earlieſt and moſt effectual mea- 
ſures be taken to obviate the effects of it. The moſt alarming is the ſcarcity of 
grain. We may hope to be ſupplied by ſhipping with a ſufficient quantity for a. 
garriſon ſtore ; but for the conſumption of the inhabitants of the Black Town, our 
natural reſource, and indeed our only one, is in the produce of our own lands. 
The NVabob's orders to bis Amuldars fer appropriating all the grain of the Jeg bire 19. 
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10 bis own uſe, prevent us from availing ourſelves of the plentiful crops of this ſea- 
ſon without an authority from him; we have therefore reſolved to apply to him 
for that purpoſe, and have accordingly deſired a i with him this morning, 
hoping it may afford us at the ſame time an opportunity of reſuming the ſubject of 
the Kiſtbundee, and coming to ſome concluſion upon it. 


The Nabob expreſſed himſelf very deſirous of giving us all the aſſiſtance in 
his power, objecting only to the difficulty of procuring a ſufficient number of bul- 
locks for tranſporting the grain to Madras; this he deſired we would under- 
take, promiſing to furniſh us with as much as we could bring away ; he pro- 
poſed alſo to cauſe a quantity to be collected at Vellour, if we would fend boats 
to receive it, and convey it from thence by fea, which would be a cheaper and 
eaſier method than a carriage by land. Though we doubt that we ſhall be able to 
procure cattle without force, yet to avoid the ill conſequences of ſuch an act of 
neceſſity, we conſented to theſe pn of His Excellency. He then deſired 

we would fix upon the mode of aſcertaining the prices of grain; to which we 
objected, defiring, as the earlieſt and moſt expedient method for both, that his 
people might continue to have the charge of the grain, diſpoſe of it in our Buzars, 
and account with him for the amount. There are indeed but two modes by which 
we could receive the rice as our property, both equally exceptionable ; the one, to 
take it at the current rate of the place where it is delivered, which would be the 
cauſe of great diſputes between his people and our's, and an intricacy in our ac- 
counts; the other, to agree on a fixed price, which would be ſubject to leſs diffi- 
culty, but great expenſe, as we have agreed to pay the charges of tranſportation 
and it would be for the intereſt of the Nabob to ſupply us with all the grain of 
the moſt diſtant parts of the Jaghire; but the Nabob expreſſing great oppoſition 
to the propoſal of having it ſold for his account, we conſented to receive it for 
the Company, leaving the price to be adjuſted by a proper enquiry. 


The Nabob having given us an intimation that he wag defirous of accomodating 

the difference between us on the ſubject of his future payments, we requeſted that 
he would acquaint us with the expedient which he had to offer. The ſubſtance of 
his reply was as follows. He obſerved, that the balance now demanded of him 
aroſe from the account cloſed the 31ſt Auguſt, in which ſome articles were omit- 
ted, and others have appeared fince, which ought to be brought to his credit; 
theſe were the amount of his grain account not yet ſettled, the errors diſcovered 
by Mr. Jourdan in the revival of the books of the Commiſſary General, and the 
ſums agreed to be transferred to his credit, in conſequence of the enquiry made by 
Meffieurs Haſtings and Call; to theſe he added 65000 Pagodas received on ac- 
count of the Jaghire, which he defired might be taken on his Carnatick account, as 
there was a deficiency of that amount in the rents, n . 


He 
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He declared it was always his intention to pay off the whole balance of the Car- 
natick account, and he inſiſted on the deduction of theſe ſums, principally with the 
view of reducing that balance to an amount anſwerable to his ability to diſcharge 
it. If we would conſent to theſe deductions, he offered to pay off the remainder 
Immediately ; if we diſapproved of this, and refuſed to abate any thing of our 
former demands, he faid he was willing to put an end to the contention, by ſub- 
mitting implicitly to them, and agreeing to pay the monthly kiſts punctually, and 
without any condition, *till the arrival of the gentlemen who were expected ſoon 


with full powers from the Company, to whoſe deciſion he would refer the mattet 
in diſpute, leaving it till then ſuſpended, 


It is needleſs to repeat the arguments urged in reply upon the ſeveral articles 
above-mentioned; in general we informed him, that we ſhould credit him of courſe 
for ſuch ſums as had been actually received by the Company, but that it would be 
irregular to debt the Company for any receipts, the amount of which remain un- 
adjuſted, We reminded him that he had engaged to pay the full ſum of 13 Lacks 
within the next fix months without any deduction, and we had confined our de- 

munds to that amount, more with a view to our neceſſary and urgent expenſes, than 
to the diſcharge of his debt, of which this was but a part ; becauſe, though his 
Carnatick account ſhould not exceed thirteen Lacks, or even fall ſhort of that a- 
mount, by allowing him the deductions which he required, yet the proportion to be 
paid by him of the charges of the Myſore war was allowedly as much a part of his 
debt, though yet undetermined, as the former, and the juſtice of the Company's 
claim to ſuch a part of it as their neceſſities required could not be denied them; 
we therefore inſiſted on his conſent to the full and unconditional payment of the 


twenty-five Lacks ſtipulated in the Kiſtbundee, without any deductions what- 
ever. 


After ſome debate, the Nabob, wich much apparent good humour, gave up the 
argument; deſiring only, that credit may be given him in account for ſuch ſums as 
had been adjuſted ſince the cloſe of the laſt account, and that his account- current to 
the end of December might be ſent to him, with thoſe articles inſerted, as a voucher 
for his claim to them hereafter, He promiſed to pay the remainder of the five 
Lacks immediately, and gave ſoucar bills for the remaining eight Lacks of the

I-HAVE now the honour to ſend your Excellency, agreeable to your deſire; 
Jour account-current with the Company to the 31ſt December laſt ; I muſt however 
obſerve with reſpect thereto, as I have before done relative to former accounts. 
that as the ſeveral articles in the ſaid account, fince the cloſe of our general books 
ending 3oth April laſt, are taken from the monthly accounts of the ſeveral employs, 
in which there poſſibly may be ſome errors, which, notwithſtanding the niceſt 
attention, may not have been diſcovered, nor will be found our 'till the cloſe of our 
general books the 3oth April next, I cannot poſitively aſſure you that the account 
encloſed is entirely juſt; nevertheleſs, ſhould any miſtake appear on the adjuſt- 
ment of our general books the goth April next, it ſhall be properly rectiſied. 
As all accounts are very liable to error, it is aur invariable cuſtom to ſign no ac- 
count with any perſon whatſoever, nor even our general books with the Company, 
but with the exception of errors excepted z we do the ſame with thoſe between 
you and the Company; and as you have had many inſtances of our having, after 
the cloſe of ſeveral of your Excellency's accounts, carried ſundry articles as well 
to the credit as to the debit of your ſucceeding accounts, I have no doubt bur 
that your Excellency will be ſatisfied to receive the account in this ſtate.

"THE Nabob having fent word early in the morning to the Preſident that he 


had ſome buſineſs to communicate to the Committee, he accordingly came to 
the fort. 


The Nabob, after beſpeaking our favourable interpretation of what he was going 
to ſay, informed us that he had brought with him two Lacks and twenty thouſand 
Pagodas, the balance of the five Lacks which he had agreed to pay this month ; 
that he had been endeavouring theſe two days paſt to perſuade the Soucar to agree 
to the teeps or bonds, which he promiſed for the remaining eight Lacks, to be paid 
by the end of June, but without effect. The reaſon for his refuſal he ſaid was, 
that he had received a letter from his Maſter at Mannamungoo, near the place where 
the armies of Madavarow and Hyder Ally were encamped, informing him that 
his Maſter's Brother had been to pay his reſpeQs to Madavarow; and that while 
he was in camp Hyder Ally's Vackeel had arrived there, and had agreed with him 
for a ſum of money (the amount not afferted) for the Choute of Myſore, and a 
further ſum in addition as an aid for the intended expedition in the Payenghaut. 
The Soucar preſent confirmed the ſame intelligence, adding that he was a ſervant, 
and did not think himſelf authoriſed to make. his Maſter reſponſible for ſo large 
a ſum, in the preſent certain and immediate proſpect of troubles, 


The Nabob ſaid he did not mention this with the intention of availing himſelf 
of ſuch intelligence to ſet afide his engagements, or of troubles hereafter to with- 
hold his payments, but to obviate the imputation which would fall on his credit 
and honour if he ſhould be unable to make good his promiſes; he therefore re- 
verted to his former propoſal of paying the two next months Kiſts of four Lacks 
without condition, and the ae Kiſts in caſe of peace in the country; and 
in caſe of war, to refer future adjuſtments to the expected Commiſſioners. To 
this he added, that whether there was peace or war, he would engage to pay the 
half of each of the remaining Kiſts; it was his firm intention and reſolution to 
pay the whole agreeable to his promiſe, but that he apprehended the poſſibility 
of it's being put out of his power, and made this proviſſon only for the ſafety of 
his word. e urged to him the diſtreſſes to which this uncertainty of his pay- 
ments would ſubje&t the Company's affairs; but fince he perſiſted in the declaration 
of his inability to make any payments hut from his revenues, or to anſwer for any 
other conditions, we told him we ſubmitted to a neceſſity for which we had no 
temedy, but ſhould inſiſt on the Ta payment of the ſtipulated Kiſts until

The Nabob expreſſed himſelf obliged for the compliance, and aſſured' us that 
it would make no difference in effect, as he held himſelf as much engaged to 
fulfil the terms of the Kiſts as if he had formally ſigned them without expreſſing.

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reſentations than what might ſerve to enforce the opinion which the creditors had 
med, that thoſe who were creditors in their own right, and til] leſs the attornies 

of others, could not conſiſtently comply with the demanded renunciation on the foot- 
ing it was aſked ; and that therefore any ſteps which might be taken for that pur- 
pole, or conftrued to have that tendency, would draw after them grievous conſe- 
uences, and be attended with a deviatipn from thoſe obligations which the cre- 
itors in their own right owed to themſelves and to the reſt, and which thoſe who 
are attornies do alſo owe to theſe and to their conſtituents. But as this does 
not ſeem to have had that weight with you, which many of the creditors in their 
own right, and (as it ſhould ſeem) all the attornies of thoſe who are abſent, 


thought that it merited, it may not be improper to make more particular men- 


tion to you of ſuch material circumſtances, as may bring the cauſe and intereſt of 
the creditors further to your remembrance. 


There is not then any doubt that the money of the private creditors was chiefly 
lent to ſupport the joint operations of the Company and of the Nabob in critical 
times, and on occaſions of great exigency, and alſo to enable him to diſcharge a 


large ſhare of his debt to them for the immediate ſupport of their trade ; and in- 


both caſes at times when no other means could be found to procure ſo quick a 


ſupply of ſuch large ſums as were then abſolutely neceſſary at fo eaſy a rate, and 


with ſo much advantage to the public credit of the Nabob ; with which that of the 


Company was then eſpecially fo blended, that thoſe who lent their money to him 
did in effect confider! that connexion of intereſt as a great obligation upon the re- 


preſentatives of the Company, who conducted theſe affairs, and to whom therefore 


a great part of the money muſt have been paid by the Nabob, to ſee the debt diſ- 


charged.

of impediment and delay, give full conviction that the firſt intereſt was not equi- 
valent to the riſk. That that reduction of intereſt was ſubmitted to, in confidera- 
tion of the ſecurity which, was granted for the payment of the debt, and of the 
rank and influence of thoſe gentlemen (being the Council) who took the truſt 
upon them; that it was ſettled agreeable to rhe meaſures pointed out by the Com- 
pany's repreſentatives, and under their ſanction and authotity; that it has been ſo 
continued and enforced for near three years ; that it was known to the Honourable 
the Court of Directors for about twenty months before their late orders in relation 
to it were tranſmitted by them; that rheſe orders are or ſeem to be founded in an 


erroneous conception of circumſtances, which have never in effect exiſted, and do 


riot exiſt, arifing from want of ſufficient information, or from miſapptehenſion; 
that later and further information has been--ſent to, the Company by the Prefident 


aud Council, which may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to produce different orders, and 
ſuch as may be more favourable to the creditors, and may be expected by the firſt 


| - ſhips; that no very material detriment can probably ariſe, if che orders already

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pdf ten per cent. to which the Company have limited their ſervants, That the preſent 
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received ſhould be delayed for ſo ſhort: a time as that within which the further 
orders may be expected, ſeeing that the creditors, have, by our two former ad- 
dreſſes to you, conſented to lend their money to the Company to ſupply their pre- 
ſent declared exigencies, which alſo ſhews the ſame uninterrupted diſpoſition to 
aſſiſt the Company as they have all along manifeſted, e by che large 
loans which they made during the laſt war with Hyder Ally, though theſe are ſtill 
unpaid, unleſs to ſuch creditors whoſe bonds were diſcharged by means of pur- 
chaſes of Company's goods at their ſales. That it muſt be well known to you that 
the creditors could employ their money. on much better terms than at the intereſt 


tranquillity did revive the hopes of the Nabob and of the creditors, that this 
debt would be diſcharged in a ſhort time, and from his late expreſs promiſes (if 
the country ſhould continue in peace) within two years. That preſent great loſs 
-and diſtreſs to many of the creditors, and ſtill greater dread of future calamities, from 
their ſituation and circumſtances, which have been more particularly intimated in 
former addreſſes to the Prefident and Council, and pointed out in the late addreſſes 
to you, will unavoidably attend the late impediments which have cauſed a dela 
and 'hinderance in the recovery of their property. That the old orders, whic 
Have been revived, and have produced theſe purpoſes, are ſaid to have been formed 
by the Court of Directors on an occaſion very different from, if not oppoſite in 
it's nature and tendency to the preſent, and cannot therefore, without injuſtice, be 
applied thereto. That theſe orders, though now on their revival ſtiled irrevocable, 
and never to be departed from, have been buried in oblivion for above half a century, 
and ſo were totally unknown to almoſt every body, nor held in force by any when 
this debt was contracted on the faith of public credit; and therefore ought not 
in reaſon or juſtice to be brought forth, or. ſtrained to the preſent occaſion, in 
obſtruction and prohibition of the rights and of the recovery of the property of 
thoſe creditors, who were alſo equally ignorant of them when the 1ntereſt was 
reduced, and a better ſecurity granted » po that reduction by the authority of 
the Preſident and Council; though the * now, by means of theſe abſolute 
orders, put upon a far worſe footing than any of the Indian natives who live 
under the Company's protection, and who lend their money to the , Nabob, and 
to other Princes or Governors of the country, or to their Renters, Officers, and 
Agents: and finally, that the meaſures which have been taken to accompliſh this, 
in conſequence of and ſubſequent! to theſe orders, may alſo, not be found ſuch. 
competent and regular acts of adminiſtration. as ſhould, affect the affairs of the 
creditors. From all which, and from many. other conſiderations and circum- 
ſtances, which cannot eſc your penetration, it may well be apprehended 
that many of the diſtreſſed creditors will (though. they do ſincerely wiſh to 
avoid them) be forced to an exigency of mraſures, in ſupport of their natural 
and national rights and of their property, unleſs ſome due and adequate ſatis- 
faction is given them; and that ing arther delayed and refuſed, it is truly 
their opinion and hopes, that ſuch meaſures of redreſs and ſatisfaction, as their 
ſituation and circumftances may make it neceſſary for them to take, will appear 
excuſable to the whole world, and in particular to the Honourable the 5 of

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Directors, who it is not doubted will ſnew a diſintereſted and impartial regard to 
the conſiderations abovementioned ; to which many others might be added with 
truth and juſtice, but that it would ſwell this addreſs too much, but may here- 
after be taken due notice of, if it ſhould be found neceſſary, in ſupport of the 
intereſt of the creditors. But they being always very ſenſible how much more 
eligible it is to avoid ſuch great inconveniences as muſt ariſe from delays and 
diſtant applications, though in ſupport of their rights and the recovery of their 
property, did in the firſt addreſs to you (in which alſo they offered their money) 
requeſt to be informed, whether any other and what means of adequate ſecurity 
and ſatisfaction could be given to them inſtead of that which they now poſſeſs, 
and which is found to be ſo inconvenient to the Company; and having received 
no other anſwer to this than a ſecond requiſition from you to renounce their 
ſecurity, though ſo founded and eſtabliſhed, ſimply and unconditionally, they 
found it neceſſary to deſire us to tranſmit a ſecond addreſs to you, and alſo to 
give the anſwer to the young Nabob, for the inſpection and attention of his 
— as well as of the Preſident and Council and yourſelves, which was tranſ- 
mitted through your hands, and no doubt went accompanied with your remarks ; 
though it has not at any time been thought ſo conſiſtent with the ſituation and 
- circumſtances of the creditors to make propoſals to, as to receive them from the 
Company's repreſentatives, who however ſhould allow to the creditors (eſpecially 
in a matter of ſo great and general a concern, and in which the welfare and 

roſperity of ſo many of His Majeſty's ſubjects abroad, and of others who are at 

me, is ſo nearly connected) the natural right of all mankind, and particularly 
of Britiſh ſubjects, the liberty of judging what may in reaſon 44 juſtice be 

deemed an adequate ſatisfaction or confideration for their own property, upon a 
demand of a renunciation of their duty; and in the preſent caſe, whether ſuch 
demand can be complied with, on the indefinite and precarious terms on which it 
is offered, conſiſtent with the indiſpenſable obligation which it is apprehended 
that every individual creditor owes to the reſt, eſpecially ſuch as are attornies for 
abſent creditors, and for a breach of which the party may be involved in trou- 
ble and loſs; accompanied alſo with thoſe juſt n which all ſuch creditors 
as ſtil} think that no disjunction or ſeparation of the parties ſhould happen in 
ſuch a manner, and . ſuch a footing, have a natural and equitable right to 
make in their own caſe, in regard to thoſe who did at the beginning unite and 
agree with them in the acceptance of the propoſed terms, and of the ſettlement 
which was made in ' conſequence thereof, which inconveniences - and reflexions 
thoſe who ſtill do attend to theſe honeſt conſiderations alſo claim the right of 
avoiding. | : | | 


Theſe being the general ſentiments of the creditors who were aſſembled at the 
laſt meeting on the 1th inſtant, and probably of ſeveral others who were then 
abſent, and conſidering that the ſteps and endeavours which they have hitherto 
taken have not produced the wiſhed- for effects, they did further confider, that 
there is one direct prop6ſal which they may now make confiſtent with their ſitua- 
tion, and with the general intereſt of the creditors, and which has alſo been lately 
recommended by very conſiderable creditors at Bengal, which gives them further

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room to imagine that all will conſent to it, as well thoſe who are attornies for 
others, as who are creditors in their own right, and which the meeting did 
therefore agree that we ſhould offer; That the creditors ſhould part with the ſe- 
 eurity of the aſſigned rents and revenues, by making it over, reaſſigning, or tranſ- 
ferring it to the Company forthwith for the preſent amount of the debt, as it runs 
at 10 per cent. intereſt; and that the Company's bonds ſhould thereupon be 
granted to every creditor for his own ſhare, payable in five of ſeven years or ſooner, 
in the option of the Company, at 8 per cent. intereſt, in ſuch proportions as ſhall be 
agreed upon; by which the Company would gain 2 per cent. per annum in the 
intereſt, and they would doubtleſs receive the money in a much ſhorter time, as 
their influence and power would enable them ſo to do to their particular emo- 
lument. And it is alſo preſumed, that theſe delays and obſtructions, which retard 
their affairs, and do ſo very materially hurt their intereſt, by means of prohibitions 
and otherwiſe, will ſatisfy the Nabob that his creditors are now juſtifiable to him 
alſo, if he ſhould feel any inconvenience in it, for purſuing this meaſure ; and that 
his conſent thereto will be obtained, as being the moſt probable means to ſatisfy 
the Court of Directors on the one hand, and to quiet the minds of the creditors on 
the other; and being alſo the only propoſals that theſe creditors think they can con- 
fiſtently offer to you: if they ſhould not take place, or if ſome other juſt and ſecure 
equivalent, ſuch as may be likely to meet with general approbation, (the terms of 
which you are beſt qualified to point out) be not recommended by you, the cre- 
ditors will immediately be driven to the hard neceſſity of ſeeking remedy and redreſs 
at home; having now no other means of obtaining it here at preſent againſt any 
of the parties who ſtand accountable to them, not even in His Majeſty's Courts, 
as all the members of the Mayor's Court, as well as thoſe of the Court of Appeals, 
one gentleman. of the laſt excepted, are alſo creditors of the Nabob, and ſo as 
parties diſqualified to be judges. So general and fo public is this debt, the ſecurity 
of which is deſired to be renounced ſimply and unconditionally ; but it is to be 
that you will ſtill ſee the great neceſſity, reaſon, and juſtice there is of giving 
other ſatisfaction to the parties; for whom therefore we entreat a favourable

ou alſo know that the tribute of 4,00,000 Rupees, owing by the Rajah of Tan- 
jore for the. laſt year, and two ſtipulated payments from the Nabob himſelf, one 
of 60,000 Pagodas in the middle of November, and another of 80,000 Pagodas .. 
at the end of laſt month, ought to have been received by the truſtees; nor are + 
you ignorant how much the intereſt of the creditors has. already ſuffered by this 
delay, and how much more hurt and damage will befall them if the ſame ſnould 
be continued. To remedy which, we, the underwritten creditors, and attornies for- 
creditors, for. ourſelves and for our. conſtituents, as well as for ſuch other creditors · 
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as may deſire to preſerve the effect and validity of that ſatisfaction and ſecurity, 


which has been granted to us and to them by means of the aſſigned rents and 


reveaues, do hereby intimate to you, that you ought to proceed in the execution 
of the truſt without further delay; and on your failing ſo to do, that we appre- 
hend you are and will be anſwerable, jointly and ſeparately, in your proper per- 
ſons and eſtates, for all and every damage or loſs which may happen through 
any lapſe, inactivity, or neglect of your's ; ſeeing that no reſignation, transfer, or 


ſurrender has been made of the truſt to others, and eſpecially that the probibi- 


tion thereof is an act in which you have immediately joined; ſo that the truſt 


muſt be confidered as ſtill remaining in you, Gentlemen, who were duly conſti- 


tuted, and have acted as truſtees without interruption *till you applied for a 


reſignation, which has been ſo ſtopped from going into other hands. Nor does 


it ſeem improper to bring to your remembrance in few words, that this truſt was 
- created by means of an application in writing to the creditors from, and ſub- 


ſcribed by the firſt two of you, Gentlemen, jointly with Mr. Pybus, by virtue 
of a power of attorney from the Nabob, for the ſpecial-purpoſe, 'and in nature 


of propoſals from him for conſolidating, ſettling, and paying his debts to theſe 
.creditors.; in which addreſs the ſame Gentlemen were propoſed as agents for the 


- creditors alſo, and being accepted of, they were appointed by the deed of aſſign- 
-ment, with the mutual confidence of both the debtor and his creditors, 'to the

to me fully and without reſerve certain matters, relative to this and other ſubjects, 
which you have in W. from your Superiors, and which require cool and diſpaſ- 
hat having received from my creditors an anſwer to your 

propoſitions, and being deſirous of adviſing with me thereon, you beg that I will ap- 
point a time and place, when and where we may have the ſatisfaction of ſeeing each 
other.

I HAVE received your letter of the 1ſt October. You tell me, in conjunction 
with the other Gentlemen of the Committee, you had communicated to me in confi- 
dence the orders you had received from the Company, to demand from my private 
creditors the renunciation of the; alignment for the payment of my debt; and had 
informed me of the right of preference the Company claimed of the payment of a 
debt contracted for my intereſt, and the preſervation of my country, to that of indi- 
viduals ariſing from motives of private advantage. That you had deſired that you 
might meet me again, when you had received their anſwer, to concert together the 
means which ſhould then be taken for an equitable liquidation of both debts ; that 


I agreed to this; and you expected, as the interval could not be of much length, that 


I would have waited the expiration; thereof, and not involved you in freſh diſputes 
with my creditors, by paying of money to my creditors without giving you advice 
thereof, and notwithſtanding my having urged my. inability. to, furniſh the current ex- 
penſes; your ſurpriſe at all which was very great; and alſo, that inſtead of aiding and 
Joining you ia the relief of the neceſſities which your ſupport of me had drawn upon 
you, I was taking-ſuch ſteps to defeat your counſels, and perplex you in the mea- 


ſures you had imparted to me in confidence of the friendſhip ſubſiſting between us:

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ceedings with my creditors, I would not make any further payments to them. All 
this I underſtood, | 


It is very certain that you did communicate to me the Company's orders to you, 
and I did agree likewiſe that I would concert with you the means for an equitable li- 
quidation of both debts ; I can by no means help, however, your underſtanding that 
I would wait till the time of your negotiations with the creditors was expired. My 

agreement was to join you in the means of paying off both debts, and not to ſtop the 
payment of what I had promiſed to my creditors. In Mr. Pigot's time, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſum of fifty Lacks of Rupees was deſired of me, yet was I obliged to 
give ſixty ; and at that time, owing to the wars in the country, the ſame was not in 
a ſituation to anſwer the furniſhing of ſuch a ſum ; but now it is {till worſe than before, 
as well on account of the war with the Subah, and. the laying waſte thereof by Hy- 
der Naigue for theſe two years paſt, as the ſupplying of proviſions, bullocks, &c. 
to the Engliſh army. In this ſtare of diſtreſs, ſome of the Engliſh, who were ac- 
quainted with me, taking compaſſion thereon, aſſiſted me with the loan of ſome mo- 
ney ; which knowing the Company's neceſſity, and deſirous of pleaſing them, I bor- 
rowed at whatever intereſt it could be procured at, „ 


Mr. Pigot, on finding the burthen and debt I laboured under, from motives of 
coinpaſſion, juſtice, and pity, wrote to me in his letter of the 23d of November 
1762 ; On account of the money you paid the Company laſt year, you have 
ce been obliged to borrow a large ſum from Soucars, and to uſe ſeverities to the 
« people beſides in collecting of money from the country; had I known that the 
ce collecting of laſt year's amount would have been ſo diſtreſſing, | would doubtleſs, 
ce have ated conformable to your ability ;” after which, he abated conſiderably in 
the yearly ſums he took from me. Mr. Palk alſo, in the time of his government, 
for the above reaſons, ſhewed me great lenity, and was deſirous to fix the intereſt 
at eighteen per cent ; but at laſt the fame was ſettled by him and the Council at 
twenty: the Company however being informed of all theſe circumſtances, ſent 
directions from Europe that only ten ſhould be received; and here how ſhall I 
expreſs all my obligations to the Company, through whoſe favour it is that I 
have a proſpect of paying off my debt? It was on this account that I have given 
my creditors ſuch firm promiſes ; and actuated merely by the principles of hone 
and gratitude was it that I made thoſe repeated repreſentations on their behalf, 
and not with a view of perplexing your Councils. If, in conſideration. of a ſingle 
obligation then conferred: on me by thoſe that lent me money, I have recom- 
mended and exerted myſelf ſo much in their concerns ; when there are ſuch as the 
Company and their repreſentatives, whoſe favours and obligations the hearts and 
minds both of myſelf and children overflow with, how is it poſſible for me to act 
contrary to what you deſire either in perſon or in writing, eſpecially when I know 
that my good is intended thereby? Agreeable therefore to what you write to me, 
till the payment of the Company's money is effected, which is without intereſt, 
and moſt certainly was expended in the preſervation of the country, out of the

_ Honourable Gentlemen, 


THE under- ſigning creditors of the Nabob of the Carnatick find themſelves 
under the neceſſity of appealing to you, on behalf of themſelves and their conſti- 
ruents, for relief, remedy and redreſs, in the recovery of the debt which he owes 
them; which is founded upon bonds granted by the Nabob and his eldeſt Son, and 
for the further ſecurity of which, an aſſignment of certain rents and revenues, and 
of a certain annual tribute, was conveyed in truſt for the uſe of the whole of 
his private European creditors. . The circumſtances of this debt have long ſince 
been made known to you by your Prefident and Council, and you have been 
informed that it was conſolidated and ſettled, and the payment fo ſecured in 
December 1766 and January 1767, by their expreſs recommendation, and under 
their ſanction and protection, in conſequence of the conſtruction which was at 
that time put upon orders tranſmitted by you in May 1766, for limiting. the 
Intereſt of money which ſhould: be lent in future by your ſervants to 10 per 
cent per annum; by which means occaſion was then taken to reduce the intereſt 
upon the Nabob's debt to that rate, although it was but the half of what he 
had engaged to pay to his creditors; and to this, ſo great reduction of intereſt, 
thoſe who were not in the ſervice did alſo acquieſce for themſelves and their 
conſtituents, in conſideration of the ſecurity which was ſo founded, and ſo eſta- 
bliſhed. Seeing it was put upon the equitable footing of a conſolidated debt, 
which was to bring every ſeparate claim into one aggregate fund, to give an equal 

oportion and ſhare to each creditor ; who thereby alſo becoming united in 
intereſt with the reſt, this gave a confidence of the ſecurity, which yielded ſatiſ- 
faction to all, upon the reaſonable ſuppoſition that no ſeparation or disjunction 
could happen but what muſt tend to narrow the intereſt of the whole, and 
therefore, as well as from principles of juſtice and honour, would be avoided. 
Nor was it at all imagined that any internal accident or circumſtance could 
ariſe to impeach or hinder the due and effectual recovery of a debt ſo ſettled by 
your repreſentatives, and for which the public faith of your firm and ſteady ally 
the Nabob, together with that of his eldeſt Son, was pledged to them and tohis creditors 
in the moſt ample and beſt form that could be deviſed here. And it was moſt firmly 
believed, that your Preſident and Council would eſpecially think themſelves 
bound in juſtice and honour to ſee the ſame fulfilled, on the equitable conſidera- 
tion that the money. when the debt was originally contracted, was borrowed to 

ſupport the joint operations of the Company and of the Nabob, and to pay off a great 
part of his debt to them on particular emergencies, and when it would have been 
extremely difficult, if not impoſſible, t raiſe the ſums which were neceſfary in any 
other manner. In theſe expectations the creditors were not diſappointed for the 
firſt two years, and the greateſt | ors of the laſt ; and if the unfortunate! war with.

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theſe laſt muſt undoubtedly have found a very conſiderable reduction of their 
claims: but even this, though it proved the cauſe of much diſtteſs to them, gave 
them a further opportunity of lending their aſſiſtance to the Company, by ſupply- 
ing them with about Pagodas 3, 2 5,000, (a large ſhare of what they had received 
from the Nabob) at a time when it would have been. extremely difficult to raiſe- 
money otherwiſe for the public occaſions, and when the creditors themſelves were 
exceedingly diſtreſſed by the ſcarcity thereof; which loans to the Company they alſo 
conſented to make at the common intereſt of 8 per cent. though the Nabob pays 
10, and though many of them were obliged to pay at that rate for what they bor- 
rowed of others; which they did alſo repreſent to the Preſident and Council, who 
promiſed to report it to you, and the creditors do ſtill hope from your juſtice for 
an allowance of the difference.

. + Their affairs being in this ſituation for near three years, and- the late war being. 
| At an end, they entertained the flattering hopes that a conſiderable reduction of 
7, their debt would ſoon take place; and the Nabob ſeemed alſo, by his particular in- 
timations to them, to aſſure himſelf of the fame deſirable proſpect ;. nor had they. 
any reaſon to doubt the fincerity of his intentions, as he had taken certain means topay 
within the laſt year 25 per cent. upon the principal. With theſe expectations in 
their view, and having always the moſt firm and abſolute dependence upon the 
faith, honour, and protection of your repreſentatives, under whoſe ſanction, and at 
| whoſe recommendation, theſe means of the recovery of their property had been 
. eſtabliſhed, it will eaſily be imagined how great was their diſappointment, and how 
J 8 their ſenſations, when a requiſition was lately made to them by your Select _ 
ommittee, in conſequence of orders received from you, for a renunciation of 
their aſſigned ſecurity, without the offer of any definite or certain exchange of 
fome other mode or means of payment, that could be ſuppofed to carry any equi - 
valent to the preſent; ſo that it was found altogether incompatible, if not a- 
breach of truſt, ſhould the attornies of abſent creditors (who are nearly the half in 
value, and many of them in Europe) take ſo great a hazard upon themſelves. 
The renunciation therefore of the ſecurity, upon the footing it was demanded, 
was abſolutely impracticable, though thoſe who are creditors in their own right 
ſhould have conſented to it, as it muſt have been an act of the whole to diſengage 
every creditor from the ſhare he has in it. But it appearing plainly to the creditors, that 
theſe orders were founded on a miſtaken idea of the nature and terms of their ſecurity, 
either from a want of doe information or a miſapprehenſion thereof; and know- 
ing that the Preſident and Council had, in March laſt, intimated to you, that you had 
not been ſufficiently informed of the moſt material circumſtances of this caſe, that 
they therefore did give you a further and better information, with their own ſenti- 
ments, and a repreſentation from the creditors, together with authenticated copies 
of the deed of aſſignment, and of all the other material papers; the Creditors 
id take occaſion to repreſent this to the Select Committee, on their, application for 
a renunciation of their affignment, in the hopes that a further conſideration of 
theſe circumſtances, and of the opinion which had been generally formed of the 
ſpirit and intentign of your orders, as they had been communicated: to the credi- 
tors in a letter from the Select Committee, who have never favoured them with any

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copy or. view of the original, would weigh ſo far with the Committee, as to Jet 
-the affairs of the creditors proceed upon the eſtabliſhed footing until your fur- 
ther ſentiments ſhould be known, as theſe might now be ſoon expected. But the 
creditors receiving no anſwer to this addreſs, and their truſtees declining their 
charge, accompanied with a requeſt that others might be appointed in their ſtead, 
and with a declaration that they would not receive any more money on account of 
the creditors, although another payment of 60,000. Pagodas was then near due, 
and ſoon after tendered, and a further payment of 80,000 Pagodas approaching, 
| beſides the Tanjore tribute of four Lacks of Rupees for the laſt year, which was 
ſtil} unpaid; a further addreſs was made to the Select Committee on the behalf 
of the creditors, with the hopes that the difficulties which had ariſen might ſtil be re-

foundation for ſuch claims to the creditors; and this is very apparent from” an 
_ expreſs. clauſe, whick is inſerted in the deed of aſſignment, prohibiting the truſtees 
from removing or diſpoſſeſſing the officers placed by the Nabob in the diſtrias 
for the ſole management and collection of the aſſigned, rents and revenues, That 
the Company's repreſentatives were only now ſolicited not to withdraw their coun- 
tenance and en \ 6 from the creditors, and eſpecially not to bar or impede them in 
the recovery of that property (which had bren ſo ſecured) from their debtor, 
who had ſhewn a good inclination to perform his engagements, and had 
too juſt a ſenſe of his long and cloſe connexion with, and obligations fo the Com- 
pany and to the Nation, to break through, a ſecurity, of ſo great, ſo general, and 
public a nature, and in which he had alſa joined his eldeſt Son for greater 
aſſurance to the creditors, of whoſe particular ſervices alſo done to him and to his

. particular acknowledgments, That the creditors are all ſubjects of Great-Britain, 
who had lent their money on the faith of that connexion of -intereſt, friendſhip, 
and alliance which ſubſiſted, and which they had reafon to believe would always ſubſiſt 
between the Nabob and the Company; | whoſe repreſentatives therefore they firmly 
believed would ever be ready and willing to grant them the , moſt effectual aſſiſt- 
ance in the recovery of money ſo lent and ſo employed ; of which indeed they 
had a teſtimony in the ſettlement; which was pac of the pteſent debt, 
and the ſecurity which was granted for the payment of it lyy means of theſe 
repreſentatives. That it was under this faith and confidence that many 
of the creditors had lent their. all, and others the. greateſt part of their pro- 
perty, as a ſecure fund which might yield them comfort and ſubſiſtence; ſo that 
many of them, eſpecially widows, orphans, and ſuch others as have not now any 
other means of ſupport, can but ill bear ſuch, leffes and diſappoinments as muſt 
ariſe from delay. That many of the creditors are alſo widely diſperſed, ſbme in 
other parts of India, more in Europe, and ſome alſo Executors, whoſe general 
conſent (ſince attornies cannot in this caſe | anſwer for abſentees) cannot for a 
long time be procured; a compliance in ſuch creditors in their own right as are 
upon the ſpot cannot have the intended effect. That many of them are not in 
the Company's ſervice, nor ſubject to any covenants ; that the acts of ſuch as are 


ſo, though they ſhould ſubmit their claims, and even make à renunciation fi 


and wiconditionally, could not be legally binding upon others, to affect their 
rights and the recovery of their property, though ſuch conduct might make them 
anſwerable to other creditors for any detrimental conſequences which might ariſe 
from them by ſuch ſteps, as might be inconſiſtent wuh the joint agreement, by 
which they ſtood engaged, and had accepted of a joint ſecurity to receive an equa- 
ty of payment; and furthermore, that the circumſtance of ſome creditors be- 
ing upon the ſpot and others abſent, or of ſome being ſervants of the Company, 
or bound by covenants, and others not fo, ought not in juſtice nor in reaſon to be 
advanced or-enforced on the preſent occafion, becauſe it is a matter entirely ad ven- 


- titious, and not founded on he juſt confideration of the ſubject itſelf. 


| To theſe and other matters of repreſentation, which were more particularly ſet 
forth in their addreſs, no further anſwer was given. But in the mean time the

creditors found that meaſures were determined upon and purſued to impede 
and bar the recovery of their property, and the due effects of the aſſignment. A 
public intimation was given by the Preſident and Council, that an order of the 
year 1714, prohibiting all manner of correſpondence, and all money tranſactions, 
directly or indirectly, with the Country Government, but through your Preſident 
and Council, was revived,.and was till irrevocable and never to be departed from; 
and in the ſame intimation, your order of May 1766, which limitted the rate of 
mtereſt for your ſervants only, was now ſaid to include others alſo, and was con- 
ſtrued not to take away the prohibition in the order of the year 1714, though 
the Preſident and Council, who received and publiſhed it, had conſtrued it to per 
mit the lending, and, as indeed it plainly meant, an univerſa] liberty to lend money 
at the limited intereſt, without any diſtinction of borrowers ; and was the very 
means by which your Preſident and Council did ſettle this debt of the Nabob, and 
reduced the intereſt thereof. This intimation however was ſent by the Board to 
the Gentlemen who had been nominated by the Nabob, and approved by the 
creditors, upon their acquainting the Preſident and Council of their being ap- 
pointed to be truſtees in the room of Meſſieurs Call, James Bourchier, and 
Mackay, who had dgfired leave to reſign, with an expreſs declaration of the neceſſity 
there was that others ſhould be appointed without delay, to whom they might 
deliver over the truſt, with the books, papers, &c. belonging thereto ; and at the 
ſame time theſe nominated truſtees received a letter from the Prefident and Council, 
expreſsly prohibiting them to accept of the truſt or act in that capacity; to which 
the ſignatures of the ſame Gentlemen (as Members of the Council) did appear, who 
had immediately before, as truſtees, deſired that the nomination might be made, 
and as creditors had approved of it; ſuch palpable inconſiſtency did meaſures ſo 
unprecedented and ſo extraordinary produce :—and as they were hurtful 
to the creditors, they defired the nominated truſtees to repreſent to the Council 
their opinion of them ; particularly in regard to the revival of the order of the 
year 1714, and the grievous effects and tendency of ſuch a proceeding ; but ſtill 
without effect, though they were only ſoliciting the countenance and protection of the 
Prefident and Council to be continued, as it had before been granted to the means 
which had been eſtabliſhed by themſelves for the creditors, when theſe and all other 
e ignorant of the obſolete order of the year 1714, which prohibits ſuch loans, 

new only that of 1766, which directly permitted them. By ſuch means however, 
the acceptance of the truſt by others being rendered impracticable, and the real 

truſtees {till declining the truſt, though no reſignation could be made until it was 
delivered over to others, many of the creditors in their own right, and ſome of the

private creditors ; and no other terms, equivalent, or exchange, being obtained by 
the creditors, either through the Sele& Committee 'or the Nabob, they were in- 
duced to add another repreſentation to the three former, and to propoſe the only 
direct and clear offer which they could conſiſtently make. | X 


A transfer of their aſſigned ſecurity, with the intereſt of ten per cent. to be 
made immediately to the Company for their bonds to the creditors ſeparately at 
eight per cent. per annum, payable in five or ſeven years, or ſooner, in the op- 
tion of the Company, upon a ſuppoſition that all the creditors (as well the 
attornies of others, as the creditors in their own right) would accede to; it 
without delay, upon a preſumption that the Nabob's conſent would be obtained; 
and though this would at once be the means of quieting the minds of the 
creditors, and affording content to all the Settlement in general; and though 
there is not the leaſt doubt that the Company's agents would recover the money 
in a much ſhorter time than the creditors. could do, and probably within three 
years, whilſt they would alſo enjoy in the mean time an advantage of two per 
cent. in the intereſt, which advantage, and the more ſpeedy proſpect of recover- 
ing their money, the creditors were willing to give up for the ſake of harmony 
and unanimity ; and as a further teſtimony of their attachment to the intereſt of 
the Company, and of their duty to you upon all occaſions, as far as the regard 
which they owe to themſelves, and to thoſe who are connected with them, will 
permit ; yet in this laſt ſtep alſo they find themſelves diſappointed, the Select 
Committee having anſwered them by the following ſhort letter from their Se-

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This being the ſubſtance of the proceedings of the creditors with your Repre- 
ſentatives, that every thing which has paſſed on this important buſineſs ſince the 
application of the Select Committee may be clearly known to you, we herewith 
ſend you a tranſcript of the whole ;* to which we do humbly requeſt a reference 
and attention, as containing a more particular explication of the caſe of the credi- 
tors, and adducing a teſtimony of the moderation of their conduct, in trying every 
conſiſtent meaſure and means that could tend to procure here an equitable accom- 
modation and ſettlement of their juſt claims, and avoiding diſtant. applications, 
at the ſame time that you will perceive from it their conſtant care to preſerve a due 
deference and reſpect to the Honourable Company's Repreſentatives in the whole 
of their proceedings. We do therefore, on the behalf of ourſelves and our con-

eye, with a view to the good and proſperity of their affairs, Which in return for 
their obligations are eſteemed by me ſuperior to every thing, I, in conſideration 
of my firm friendſhip and regard for them, being, as from the beginning, their 
ſame invariable friend, took upon me to pay off their money in preference. You. 
may remember the Governor and Council ſome time ago repeatedly mentioned, 
„That there were only 60, ooo P as in the Company's treaſury, and that they 
&« would take the ſame care thereof as the blood in their bodies.“ My anſwer to 
which was, That I would pay the Company whatever money was in my power, 
conformable to my engagements; in which, notwithſtanding my own occaſions 
for money to re-eſtabliſh the affairs of the country, and the report gf troubles 
from the enemy, by which frequently the inhabitants of Madras have been made 6 
uneaſy, and every one's furniture brought in from the Mount, fo that the dread 
thereof throughout the country may eaſily be conceived ; I fay, notwithſtanding - 
all this, in conformity to my engagement, even indeed before it became due, 
have paid ſuch a ſum of money to the Company, that they have never been in 
feffion at Madras of ſuch a treaſury before, either in times of trouble, or even 
in thoſe of peace and tranquillity. The flouriſhing ſtate of their treaſury indeed 
is clearly evident from their having paid-Lacks to their creditors, ' given money 
for their inveſtment, cleared off the whole of their debt, and till are in poſ- 
ſeſſion of a large treaſure; which is matter of great ſatisfaction to me, as it is my 
wiſh that my friends ſhould be at their eaſe. From the firſt commencement. of 4 
our money concerns till the end of the year 1769, agreeable to your accounts, | 
there is due from me to the Company to that period the ſum of Pagodas one 
Lack and ninety-two'thouſand, eight hundred and twenty, three Fanams, and 
ſixty· one Caſh ;' which, by God's bleſſing, in caſe, of peace ſhall be paid in the 
ſpace of a few weeks, as I have at all times in view the proſperity and advance- 
ment of the Company's affairs. By the Governor and Council's advice it was 
ſome time ago ſtipulated, that till the clearing of the Company's debt for the 
ſpace of eighteen-months, reckoning from the 1ſt of January laſt, the creditors 
ould receive their intereſt; and the ſame promiſe which was made to the Com- 5 1 

pany reſpeCting the clearing of their balance in - preference,” was likewiſe made to 
the-creditors concerning the paying of their. intereſt, and bat tqo with the ko. 
ledge and advice of the Governor and Council. There needs indeed no further ex- 
patiating on this matter, as the Governor and Council are particularly acquainted 
with every circumſtance, from the commencement of the debt till the agreement 
of paying only the intereſt to che creditors. As to the two bodies amongſt them, 
thoſe who have thrown: themſelves on * Company, and hoſe: who eue 
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the Company's mediation, I have nothing to do with either; my conſideration is to 
my bonds, and with whomſdever therefore my bond is lodged, to him ſhall I pay 
the intereſt, For inſtance, ſuppoſing a itor who has rejected the Company's 
protection, hould fell his bond to one who has reſigned his power to the Com- 
, or one of the latter party ſhould ſell bis to one of the former, or ſtill 
that both parties ſhould fell their bonds to a third, my buſineſs is to pay 
my 1 Pp te and as it never was, nor in future will be my inten- 
tion to deliver the principal and intereſt of both parties to the Governor, ſo never 
will it be my intention alſo, without ſuch Governor's knowledge, to divide amongft 
thoſe es a Pagoda even, either on account of principal or intereſt. 1 
thought we ſhould have had no further ſuch particularizing correſpendence on this. 
ſubje& ; however, as you have wrote to me thereon, it is neceſſary for me alſo- 
to mention a little of the paſt tranſactiona. 1s; 


The ad or 3d of April (I do not remember exactly which) you were ſo obliging 
as to come to my houſe, and, aſter other ſubje&s, mentioned the de re of the 
Europe ſhip to be as on the 5th of that month. As I bad promiſed my creditors 
to pay them their intereſt on the Sch, it oocurred to me to mention it to you, 
which I accordingly did, faying, that I ſhould write you 2 ſhort letter, and with 
your knowledge ſend the three months* intereſt money to my creditors. You then 
defired me to wait a few days, which I told you could not be, as the creditors had 
my promiſe thereon; and on your again deſiring that I would ſtay till Mr. Van- 
ſittatt o "arrival, I acquainted you that I had promiſed my creditors to pay them 
their intereſt on the 5th; you aſked me to when I had made that promiſe; I 
ſaid to Mr. Johnſon; you again aſked me, whether that gentleman came to me; 
I replied, yes, and on the recommendation. of the Governor was a ſervant of 
mine; you ſaid you would forbid his coming, nor would yourſelf do ſuch a thing 

at Arcor without acquainting me of it; I ſaid; that was true, but that I had not 
informed you of this in your character of Governor, only out of friendſhip, and 
requeſted therefore you would net ſpeak of it to Mr. Johnſon. Conformable to 
my engagement with my creditors, | I had prepared ready the ſum of forty - nine 
thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty-one Pagodas, twenty-ſeven Fanams, and eight 
Caſh, the amount of their intereſt for three months; alſo bat of fifteen thouſand 
five hundred Madras Pagodas, and twenty-two thouſand fix hundred and ninety- 
one Porto Novo Pagodas, to pay the in my ſervice, owing to whoſe ſtay 
at Arcot folely in theſe times of trouble, the eaſe and quiet of the in- 


 habitants; beſides which fums, I was to receive from Soucars, the 6th and th 


of the above - mentioned month (April) the form of Star Pagodas thirty- eight 
thoufand, to wit, two thouſand the | 6th, and ſomewhat leſs than fixteen 
thouſand the yth. Tn the interim however of this I received your letter of the 
it of that month, "adviſing of there being a balance due, on account of the Jag- 
hire, of Pagodas thirty- four thouſand fix-hundred and ninety- ſeven, ten Fanams, 
and fifty-eight-Caſh ; which was contrary to what I had imagined, for I thought 
"there would have been nothing due thereon, and in conſequence had kept no 
money to anſwer it; notwithſtanding which, as I eſteem the Company's receiving 
their. money as ſuperior to every thing, the fame alſo being my wh . | 
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ſatisfaction, I therefore, out of the money by me intended for the creditors, to 
whoſe term of payment there were two days wanting, ſeat them, the zd of the 
above month, the ſaid ſum, of Pagodas thirty-four thouſand fix hundred and 
ninety-ſeven, ten Fanams, and fifty-eight Caſh, being in full of the balance on 
account of the Jaghire ; by which you may ſee my friendſhip for the Company, 
that in a difference only of two days, in which the creditors” money was to have 
been paid, I ſtill gave the Company the preference. In confequence however of 
the term of payment to my creditors being ſo near at hand, I exerted myſelf in 
procuring Star Pagodas, which now are very difficult to be had, on acount of 
the aſſemblage of that ſpecie of Pagodas in the Company's treaſury : in order 
though that I might do every thing in my power to prevent any breach of my 
promiſe to my creditors, and at the ſame time act conformable to my engagement 
with the Soucars, in not demanding. the money from them till the 6th and 7th 
of the above month, when it became due, I ſent my Son Omdat-ul-Omrah to 
you on the 5th of that month in the morning, deſiring, that in lieu of Madras 
and Porto Novo Pagodas, you would let me have for a very ſhort term (my own 
money from the Soucars being to be received in two days) ſome Star Pagodas. 
Your anſwer to which was, that I ſhould have thoſe Star Pagodas, and that with- 
out any pledge or depoſite in their ſtead ; for which I eſteemed myſelf much 
obliged to you, and accordingly ſent Unberapondy Vencatachelum, a ſervant of 
mine, to expreſs my thanks on the occaſion, and to acquaint you, that in Mr. 
Bourchjer's government likewiſe you had both in friendſhip and obligation made a 
purchaſe of me, by faying at a time when, contrary to. whatever been my 
cuſtom, a demand of ſecurity was made of me for the payment of the thirteen 
Lacks and twenty-two thouſand Pagodas, the Company's balance to the end of 
Auguſt 1769, © That the Nabob's word was of equal credit with a Soucar's ſecurity ;” 
and that what I had now occaſion for was Star Pagodas thirty- eight thouſand, 
which I requeſted you would let me have, receiving a depofite of Madras and 
Porto Novo Pagodas in their ſtead. Your reply to which was the ſame as the for- 
mer one, That there was no occafion for a depoſite, and that without it I ſhould 
« have the Star Pagodas.”” Accordingly, on learning the ſame from Vencatachelum, 
1 eſteemed myſelf, by this confirmation of your former meſſage, ſtill more 
obliged, and the ſame day ſent you by the ſaid Vencatackelum, and 'Suncarow, 
my Treaſurer's Gomaſtah, beſides the ſum of Star Pagodas twelve thouſand, boſe 
of Porto Novo. Pagodas twenty-two thouſand fix hundred and ninety-one, and 
Madras Pagodas fifteen thouſand five hundred, being defigned for the pay of my 
Sepoys, and which I propoſed taking again, after paying to you the Star Pagodas 
due from the Soucars the 6th and th of the above month; accompanying this 
money alſo I wrote to you a very ſhort letter, encloling one to Mr. Johnſon, On 
the return of the above people, they acquainted me that they had delivered the 
money with your permiſſion to a Shroff; and that reſpecting. the giving the Star 
'Pagodas, you had told them to come and receive them the next morning. Accord- 
ingly, agreeable to pope deſire, the 6th in the ana. Vencatachelum went to 
ou to receive thoſe las; his relation of what then is this; — that 
in anſwer to what he mentioned, told him You had a great deal of buſineſs on

me; and afterwards, on his ſaying that it was neceſſary the creditors' money ſhould be 
paid, and for that reaſon the Treaſurer's Gomaltah allo was come from the Circar, 
u told him „ That the Nabob had mentioned nothing thereof to you in his meſ- 
* ſage by Omdat-ul-Omrah Behauder,“ which was very true; and for this reason, 
becauſe 1 had told you in perſon before that I ſhould fend you a letter with the 
money on the 5th of the above month; and as T intended accordingly on that very 
day to ſend the ſaid letter directed to yourſelf and the Council, I therefore did not 
at that time mention it to you. In my letters however, both to you and Mr. 
Johnſon, 1 took care not to mention the words Star Pagodas, for fear Pagodas of 
that ſpecie ſhould not be procurable; and that in lieu of the creditors* money, 
the above money and letter might be ſuffieient My letter to Mr. Johnſon, which 
you returned to me by Choliapah, Moodoo Kiftnah's Son, I opened immediately 
fore his face, and ſhewed him there was no mention of Star Pagodas. The 
Sith of April I received twenty-two thouſand Star Pagodas from the Soucars, 
| which 1 ſent to you by Vencatachelum and my Treafarer's Gomaſlah, telling 
them, in lieu thereof, after fiſt acquainting you, to bring away whatever Porto 
Novo and Madras Pagodas might be equivalent thereto ; and that on paying the 
remaining Star Pagodas, the remaining depoſite alſo of Madras and Porto Novo 
Pagodas ſhould be ſent for, which they would accordingly procure an order 
for from the Governor. The ſald people, conformable” hereto,” acquainted 
your Dubaſh ;' Who told them, that they might go and receive from the Shroff 
de equivalent for the twenty-two” thouſand Star Pagodas; that he would ſpeak 
to the Shroff about it, and give an order for the money paffing the gates; 
and they accordingly brought the ſame to me. The next day, being the 7th 
April, having received from the Soucars the amount of what was due on that day, 
ſomewhat leſs than 16,000 Star Pagodas, 1 ſent the fame by Rauce Venca- 
taſhadaſs, telling him to pay that money {likewiſe to the Company, and after 
adviſing you thereof, to bring away the remaining Madras and Porto Novo Pagodas 
depoſited in it's ſtead; accordingly the ſaid ' Vencaraſhadaſs went to the fort, and 
told your Dubaſh, that the whole of the Star Pagodas; on account of the creditors, 
had been paid to the Shroff, amounting to forty-nine thouſand feven hundred and 
fifty: one, twenty-ſeven Fanams, and eight Cath, and that he, the Dubaſh, therefore 
ſhould procure an order from the Governor for the returning of the Madras and Porto 
Novo Pagodas on account of the Sepoys. Towhich the Dubaſh, after finding that the 
Shroff had really received the whole of the Star Pagodas, told Vencataſnadaſs that 
% The Governor is at this time preparing his letters for Europe; this is not a proper 
4 time fot talk ing to him; Iwill give an ordet to the Shroff, and you may take your equi- 
e y1lent Pagodas and go.“ Vencataſhadaſs repeating his deſire that he would ſpeak 
to the Governor, and procure his order; the Dubaſh with energy ſaid, I will 
give you an order, and ſend to the guards not to ſtop or moleſt you.” On which 
Vencataſhadaſs, after leaving the Star Pagodas there, and by the Dubaſh's order 
receiving the depoſite Pagodas, returned to me; when I ordered him to fend them 
away as faſt as poſſible on that day to Arcot for the pay of my Sepoys, whoſe term 
of payment was expiring; and having done fo, gave him leave to go home; E 
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accordingly went to the door of my houſe, and was ſtanding there for his Palan- 
keen, when all at once three Company's Peons, running one after another in great 
haſte, came there, bringing a note with them, and told ſomebody thar it was the 
Governor's order to bring again to the fort with him (the perſon ſpoken to) the 
Madras and Porto Novo Pagodas, which bad been carried away the 6th and 57th 
of the above month; and on Vencataſhadaſs telling them that he had brought 
away the Pagodas by order and not by Realth, they ſaid, What do we know about 
« jt, aut orders are to bring again both you and thePagodas, and we have brought 
e a'note wich us.” Vencataſhadzſs and Vencatachelum on this came and acquainted 
me of the matter; and I muſt own I was not a little ſurpriſed at the Peons com- 
ing in ſuch a hurry, at that time of the day, at twelve o'clock, when the Sun 
is at it's greateſt heat, and conſulted thereupon ſome of my Mutteſuddies who 
were then preſent, whether I ſhould or ſhould not ſend the money. What they told 
me was, That the money on account of the Circar's balance to the Company had 
been paid previous to it's becoming due, and that on account of the Jaghire 
cleared; that the Kiſt of the two Lacks of Pagodas of the iſt May, and fat of 
the April Kiſt for Poonamallee of four thouſand Pagodas, would !ikewiſe be paid 
agreeable to their reſpective terms; ſo that it might be ſaid the Company had 
and would receive in the ſpace of four months, from the iſt January laſt, the fum 
of twelve Lacks, forty-nine thouſand, ſix hundred and ninety-feven Pagodas ; - 
namely, eleven Lacks on accbunt of the Circar's balance to the end of Decem- 
ber 1769, and one Lack and forty-nine thouſand, fix hundred and ninety-leven 
Pagodas, on account of the Jaghire and Poonamallee : that moreover the creditors? 
three months” intereſt money had been ſent, and that the money which the Gover- 
nor had now ſent for again was on account of the Sepoys, to whom during theſe 
times of trouble in the Balaghaut it was. neceſſary to give their pay, nor ought 
there even to be a moment's delay therein. Such was the advice of my Mutteſud- 
dies. My reflexion however on the matter was, that as, by God's bleſſing, I was 
the Company's ſincere friend, and they were the protectors both of me and my 
country, ſuppoſing there was ſome ſlight on me in ſending for the money again, 
what did it ſignify: I therefore told Rauce Vencataſhadaſs to go with Vencata- 
chelum to the fort with the Peons, to take with them all the Madras and Porto 
Novo Pagodas which had been brought at both times, and to carry the ſame to 
the Governor; and as at that time there were no Golurs, Palankeen Boys, or 
Laſcars preſent, I went myſelf down ſtairs, and having taken away the muſkets from 
the Sepoys on guard, I loaded the money on them and ſent them away; telling at 
the ſame time to Vencataſhadaſs and Vencatachelum to do whatever you might 
order, either reſpecting the leaving or bringing away the money. Beſides the three 
Peons who came to my houſe, two more allo met Vencataſhadaſs on the road; on 
whoſe arrival at the fort with the money you were gone to dinner, but the Du- 
baſh was waiting there; who, on Vencataſhadaſs's ſpeaking to him concerning the 
ſending for the money again in ſuch a hurry, ſaid, * What could I do? the Governor 
“ has been extremely angry both with che Shroff and me, and has ſent for the money. 
te again; do you therefore leave the money and return.” When they cameT was fitting 
waiting for them, and they acquainted me of all this, and ſaid, that agreeable to 
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your-Dubaſh's defire, they had left with the Company's Shroffs the ſum of Star 
odas forty-nine thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty one, rwenty-ſeven Fanams, 
and eight Caſh, on account of the creditors? intereſt ; and /ho/e of twenty two thou- 
ſand fix hundred ard ninety-one Porto Novos, and fifteen thouſand five hundred 
Madras Pagodas intended for my Sepoys' pay, making in all Pagodas eighty-ſeven 
thouſand nine hundred and forty-two, I am the Company's firſt friend, and am 
in hopes of the increaſe both of that friendſhip and my honour; for I came here 
in conſequence of the Governor and Councils defire, who ſent General Caillaud 
for me with a letter and meſſage concerning the giving me the Circars. There 
are now five years moreover elapſed ſince I was at home; it is incumbent on you 
therefore, as [ am your gyeſt, to pay attention both to my honour and reputation. 


You tell me, That by thruſting a ſum of money into your hands by ſurprize for 
te the uſe of the creditors, could a method be contrived, ſome good purpole might 
« be anſwered by it, either to me or thoſe creditors,” The cafe is this :—As at the 
time of agreeing to give the payment of the Company's balance the preference, 
it was ſtipulated alſo that the creditors ſhould receive their intereſt with the know- 
ledge of the Governor and Council; I therefore ſent the amount thereof with a 
letter to Mr. Johnſon to you, that you might give the ſame to that gentleman to 
divide amongſt the creditors; for I am the giver and they the receivers of the 
money.z and Þ write this very truly and honeſtly, that in ſending the creditors? 
money to you, I had no other benefit except that of your being thereby ac- 
quainted with it; and as to your expreſſion of by ſurprize, the ſame never entered 
into my thoughts. If I had propoſed to myſelf any advantage in ſending you the 
money by /urprize, why did I previouſly acquaint you of my intention of paying 
the intereſt to the creditors ? or why did I encloſe my letter to Mr. Johnſon on 
that ſubje& to you, when that Gentleman is a, ſervant of mine, and has, with the 
conſent, of the Governor and Council, been for a long time employed in the

- creditors bufineſs ? and why alſo did my Fre AFR this matter to you? My 
i | reaſons for ſending that money to you were merely thoſe of openneſs and 
friendſhip ;/ for it is my deſire to de every one with the utmoſt openneſs, 


and particularly to the Company, whoſe firſt friend I am amongſt all the people 
of this country, and between whom and me I know not the leaſt diſtinction or 
difference, It was agreeable to the Governor and Council's defire that I made a 
freſh promiſe to my creditors, of paying them their intereſt till the Company's 
debt was cleared; be impartial therefore; you have cleared off the debt due from 
the Company, and although my friendſhip for them is eaſily to be perceived 
therein, ſtill if after four months, even notwithſtanding that the amount thereof 
is leſs than fifty thouſand Pagodas, and that the payment of the ſame was 
agreed on, in conformity to the defire of the Governor and Council, I ſhould 
10, pay the creditors the amount of their intereſt, it certainly would be very 
f inconſiſtent with fair and juſt dealing: for at the time of promiſing this there 
was no talk of the coming of the Gentlemen from Europe; God however grant 
4 they may ſoon come! As the ſupport however of many infirm people, and wo- 
. . men without friends, depends upon the receipt of this intereſt, if = delay 
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happens therein, what diſtreſs will they not ſuffer ! You write to me not to pay

You tell me, „If I eſteem the above tranſactions conformable to the principles 
« of friendſhip and good faith, it would be in vain to reaſon on them.” It is very 
certain that every one, both high and low, are ſtudious of acquiring good to them- 
ſelves. You ſay, That you will immediately cauſe a liſt to be drawn out of the 
e names of thoſe creditors who have deſired to receive their intereſt through the 
«© means of the Company, together with an account of what is due to each of them, 
te reſpectively, as well for the odd balances as for three months intereſt ; wh ch liſt 
c and account you will ſend to me as ſoon as completed; and the amount of Which

In the former part of this letter I have expreſſed my ſentiments to you freely on 
the ſubject of the creditors. You are a man of juſtice and lenity, and were you in 
my ſituation would act juſt as I now do; which is this ;—that with this letter I have 
ſent you the ſum of Star Pagodas, twelve thouſand, and am to requeſt your ſending, 
the ſame,' together with the ſum, ſometbing leſs than Star Pagodas thirty-eight 
thouſand, which have been depoſited in the Company's treaſury fince the 6th and 
th of the above month, and both which fums together make that of forty-nine 
thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty - one, twenty-ſeven Fanams, and eight Caſh, to Mr.

Caſh, on account of the odd balances in the principal; and that of forty-five thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and twenty-ſix Pagodas, and nine Fanams, on account of 
three months incereſt, from the iſt January to the 31ſt March, 1770.

S0 much time has been neceſſarily employed, in the intervals of other more 
urgent buffnefs, in tranſlating your Excellency's very—very long letter of the 3d 
inſtant, that I have not had the tranſlation 'till within theſe three or four days; 
having alſo been honoured with another letter from your Excellency, dated the 
12th of this month, relative to the ſame ſuhject, I beg leave to reply to them both 
at once. In your laſt mentioned letter you are pleaſed to ſay, “It is much to be

Company the ſums they have expended on your account, with which you at length 
condeſcended to comply; and had your Excellency liſtened to the Committee's 
cordial advice, and done ſo at firſt, which was in your own option, not being as 
we are accountable to Superiors, many months ſpent in vexatious litigations might 
have been profitably employed in the public ſetvice: even now, and for ſome time 
paſt, the Committee have not ceaſed to urge you to a declaration of your ſentiments 
on the preſent ſtate of affairs, that meaſures ſuitable thereto might be taken in con- 
junction with you; nevertheleſs we ſtill remain in ſuſpenſe.

The Board taking the foregoing repreſentation of Mr. Mackay into conſidera- 


tion, they cannot avoid ſaying, that Mr. Johnſon's conduct appears very myſterious 


and anjuſt, fince-the truſtees have certainly an; unddubted tight tocall ſuch books 
and papers as can tend to their juſtification in their tranſactions between the Nabob 
and his creditors, and that Mr. Johnſon, who acted as theit clerk, and with whom 
they were of courſe obliged to intruſt the ſaid books and papers, can have no right 
to detain chem; but that he ſhould even refuſe to give a receipt for the ſaid books 
and papers in his cuſtody is more extraordinary, and muſt tend to-impreſs every one 
with no very favourable idea of his intentions. The Board do not ſee that they 
have any authority to compel Mr. Johnſon to deliver up the: ſai books and papers, 
and therefore the making a demaud of them might probably expoſe them to a re- 
fuſal, which it would be improper forthe Board fubFel themſelves to. The only 
courſe which appears to us for Mr. Mackay to take, is to commence an action in 
the Mayor's Court againſt Mr. Johnſon ; and as the truſtees were appointed with 
the approbation of the Board, and afterwards refigned their charge in conſequence 
of the orders of the Company, the Board are of opinion, that they ſhould be indemnified 

for any charges they may ſuſtain in the recovery of the books and papers, to which 
they have fo clear and juſt a right, And it is agreed that the Secretary do write to 
Mr. Johnſon, defiring he will inform us whether a demand has been made on him by 
Mr. Mackay for the ſaid books and papers; whether he has or intends. complying

Governor Pigot during his government, the 4th of March 1763, wrote to me, 
adviſing that Chillatya and other Renters were indebted to the Captains Gurthur 
Tod; &c. which he deſired I would give my orders about and procure for them, and 
that he (the Governor) would give directions that in future no European ſhould 
lend money to the people of the country; my anſwer to which went the 27th 
of the fame month. In conſideration of the ſaid Governor's deſire, and with the

Some- 
time ago you recommended Mefheurs Monckton, Smith, &e. to me ; in conſideration 
of which, reflecting that it would be difficult to receive all this money from the 
country Amuldars and inhabitants, I took the inhabitants bonds from thoſe gen- 
tlemen, and inſtead thereof gave them my own bonds ; and on finding afterwards that 
the payment of the reſt of the Kiſt of the Company's Jaghire and Mr. Smith's debt 
fell on the ſame day, I requeſted, as this is not the time for receiving the revenues 
from the country, as I ſhould find it difficult alſo to diſcharge them both in one day, 
and as the payment of the Company's Kiſt was the moſt neceſſary, that you would 
recommend it to Meffieurs Smith, Monckton, &c. to wait ſome days longer, and 
then receive their money; which you agreed to, and was accordingly fo Lind as 
to recommend it to thoſe Gentlemen, but they would not hear what you ſaid. Now 
it is neceſſary that I ſhould ſend this money with your knowledge; under that 
neceſſity, agreeable to my engagements, I have borrowed and ſent to Mr. Smith the

There might have been a queſtion of difficulty "me time ago, when the Nabob 
conformed himfelf to the arrangement of the Company, and afted, or appeared to

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The Preſident's Opinion. 


I AM of opinion that the money ought to be ſent to Mr. Monckton, according 
to the Nabob's deſire, I decline now to enter into a. diſcuſſion of the ſubject, re- 
ſerving my reaſons upon the general merits, until the anſwer of Mefficurs Smith 
and Monckton, which has been required of them, ſhall bring-the caſe before us 
at large; at preſent therefore I ſhall only ſay, that although E have from the be- 
ginning diſapproved of and condemned the original tranſaction, yet as the matter 
now ſtands, I think we cannot with propriety refuſe to paſs the money to Mr. 
Monckton ; becauſe, by the general prohibition of. intercourſe between the indi- 
viduals of the colony and the Nabob, he is regular in ſending the money in this 
mode. It is true he does not obſerve the injunction upon other occaſions, or upon 
any occaſions but thoſe that ſuit his own purpoſe ; nevertheleſs, when he chuſes to obſerve 
it, we ought not to refuſe without ſufficient reaſons ; and I ſee no ſufficient reaſons 
in the preſent caſe; for ſuppoſing both Mr. Smith and Mr. Monckton to appear 
upon full enquiry to be culpable in the higheſt degree, — that is to ſay, of a preme- 
ditated breach of the Company's order, without alleviating circumſtances, what 
are the penalties we are ordered by the Company to inflict ?—to ſuſpend them or 
ſend them home, not to ſeize or confiſcate their money, or to arreſt the payment: 
but ſince the Nabob cannot pay it, according to the injunction, (which he chuſes in 
this. inſtance to obſerve) without our permiſſion, or through us, which amounts to 
the ſame thing, to refuſe to paſs the money, or to refuſe our permiſſion to Mr.

Honourable: Sir and Sirs, 
WE have had the honour to receive Mr. Sitoviary Stone's letter of the 15th Oc- 


ben encloſing the copy of one from His Excellency the Nabob to your pours 
" Co 
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accuſing us of having lent large ſums of money to the Amuldars, &c. of the 
Honourable Company's Jaghire, at a very exorbitant intereſt, | 
We firſt beg leave to apologize for not having ſooner delivered in our anſwer, and 
to inform your Honour, &c. that it proceeded ſolely from our Dubaſh Andiapah's 
being abſent from the Preſidency, and ſo fituated, that it was with much difficulty 
we could get him to return. In the next place, we muſt beg leave to ſubmit our 
caſe to the favourable conſideration of the Honourable Company, and of your Ho- 
nour, &c. being fully ſenſible, that we have been guilty of a breach of their expreſs 
orders, when 0 $a in their ſtrongeſt meaning and extent, though we flatter ourſelves, 
what we have to offer in extenuation of our deviating from the letter of the order 
ctabliſhed by the Honourable Court of Directors, will have ſo much weight with 


you, as to induce you to recommend our caſe to the ſerious conſideration of our Ho- 
nourable Employers. 


True it is, that we have at times lent money to the Amuldars, &c. and at a higher 
intereſt than that ſtipulated by the Honourable Company, and what might in any 
other country but this be deemed very exorbitant ; bur it is well known to every one 
who has been any number of years in India, that it has, for time immemorial, been 
a conſtant practice for renters of countries, at a certain ſeaſon of the year, to borrow 
large ſums at a very high intereſt, from Soucars and others, even as far as 6 per 
cent. per menſcm, in-order that they might make their regular payments to the Na- 
bobs, &c. from whom they rented theſe countries; and it is notoriouſly known, that 
they could even afford to give this high intereſt by. the gains they made from the 
produce of the grounds, &c, ſooner than be obliged to ſell off the grain the moment 
it was cut, in order to make good their ſtipulated kiſts; they alſo frequently borrow 
money to advance to. the e in order to enable them to prepare and culti- 
vate their grounds, and receive from them grain in return, at ſuch a rate as fully 
compenſates for all the intereſt they have paid thereon; at the ſame time we beg 
leave to aſſure your Honour, &c. in the moſt ſolemn manner, that we never received 

more than three per cent. per menſem, and this only for the ſpace of three or four 
months at fartheſt, as it is well known, that the renters never want money for the 

ear round, but only for a certain ſeaſon as above- mentioned. We likewiſe be 

Ks to inform your Honour, &c. that we never would have conſented to lend any 
money to the Amuldars, &c. had we not firſt had the promiſe of his Excellency the 
Nabob, through his head-managers, Nazeph Khan and Atchena Punt, that the ſame 
ſhould be punctually repaid us, let whatever Amuldar be in poſſeſſion of the coun- 
try, well knowing, that his Excellency received high premiums for putting in new 
Amuldars, and never kept any one in his employment above three or four months, 
particularly at Chingleput, where we know of no leſs than three in the ſpace of two 
months; we cannot therefore but be very much ſurpriſed at the Nabob's making this 
complaint againſt us, as we ſhould never have thought of lending any money at all 
to the pats, aig had it not been for the preſſing ſolicitations of his Excellency 
himſelf, who frequently ſent for our Dubaſh Andiapah for this purpoſe, and to in- 
duce him to get us to lend our money, mo him compliments of Shawls, &c. *

. him not to be afraid, for that he would ſee that our money was paid us when it be 
came due, and, in the preſence of the head Soncar, took much notice of Andiapah, 
and gave him the title of Naigue. By theſe means His Excellency prevailed on our 
Dubaſh to induce us to lend him our money, and alſo to borrow a large ſum, a- 
mounting to Pagodas 18,000#-rincipal, on his own credit, which he lent to the 
Amuldars, at the Nabob's defire, and has not to this day received any part thereof, 
by which, we believe, he was obliged to leave the Settlement, and is utterly ruined. 
All theſe ſums were abſolutely paid into his Excellency's, the Nahob's, own trea- 
fury, by our Dubaſh Andiapah, ſo that it is more than furprifing that he ſhould 
plead ignorance on this occaſion, and affert, that he has no equivalent in his hands 
for the money he mentions to have paid Mr. Smith; more eſpecially, as there is 
every teaſon to ſuppoſe, though we cannot prove it, that he has obliged the Amul- 
dars to account with him for the uttermoſt farthing of intereſt they were to have 
paid, according to the bonds they gave us. . 


As His Excellency has not related the whole circumſtances of the tranſaction with 
that perſpicuity which may be neceſſary for the information of the Honourable 
Court of Directors; we „ ns to give a ſhort ſtate thereof. The revenue to the 
Government, or Circar, arifes principally from a certain proportion of the produces 
of the ſoil, which is collected by the means of Amuldars, with whom rhe head inha- 
bitants of the different villages account for the Circar's proportion. When applica- 
tion was made to us as before related, to lend money to the Nabob's Amuldars, al- 
though the application was made at the Nabob's inſtance, yet we well knew the ha- 
zard of lending money either to him or his fervants, and therefore the more effec- 
tually to ſecure the payment of the money we were about to lend to the Amuldars, 
with His Excellency's knowledge and conſent as aforeſaid, as well as that of his 
managers, we obtained the ſaid manager's N that the head inhabitants might 
give us their bonds as ſecurity for the payment thereof, whereby they became ac- 
countable to us for the Circar's proportion of the produce. But upon the Nabob's 
complaining, as we under ſtand, to the Select Committee in the Month December 1769, 
and giving orders to the Amuldars and inbabitants, not to pay us any money, but to 
pay the whole to him, we, in order to compromiſe the matter, agreed to take his Ex- 
cellency's bonds for the ſums we had lent, making up the account at ro per cent. 
only; and receiving his bond in lieu thereof, at that rate, and payable in fix months, 
giving up to His Excellency the bonds we had received from the Amuldars at three 
per cent. per menſem, and the counter: ſecurity of the inhabitants for the ſame. 


In regard to what His Excellency has mentioned in his letter to your Honour, 
&c, of our having refuſed to wait any time longer, after the bonds he had given us 
were expired, we have only to ſay, that as he had prevented his Amuldars from per- 
forming their engagements with us, and had thereby kept us gut of our money 
above a twelvemonth, it may eafily be ſuppoſed we were anxious to receive it; 
more eſpecially, as the time he propoſed putting it off to, was till March 1771, 
hen the Marattas were expected to invade the Carnatick, and which. would have

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tranſactions of Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton with the Amuldars in the Jaghire, 
At this diſtance of time I will not take upon me to repeat minutely what paſſed ; 
the ſubſtance however 1 well recollect was to the effect ſet forth in the Nabob's 
letter of the iſt October laſt, The Committee thereupon affured the Nabob, that 
ſuch tranſactions neither had been nor ſhould be countenanced either by the Board 
or the Committee; that they were contrary to the Company's orders, and ſubjected 
the perſons committing them to very ſevere cenſure ; that we were ready to proceed 
in it in the way that ſhould be moſt ſatisfactory to him, either by making it a ſub- 
ject of public enquiry by the Prefident and Council, or by giving our aſſiſtance to 
ſettle it in any other reaſonable way to the Nabob's content. The Nabob ſaid he 
had not mentioned theſe tranſactions to the Committee by way of complaint; that 
it was by no means his defire that it ſhould be brought before the Board in a public 
manner; on the contrary, he defired it might not, if Meſſieurs Smith and Monck- 
ton would ſettle their accounts in a reaſonable manner. I do not recolle& whether 
the intereſt of 10 per cent. was firſt mentioned by the Nabob or by the Committee; 
but I any very certain that the Nabob expreſſed it to be his deſite that the accounts 
ſhould be ſettied with that intereſt, as being the rate limited by the Company's or- 
ders of 1766 and that if Mefficurs Smith and Monckton would conſent thereto, he 
would take upon himſelf the payment, There the matter reſted for that time, 
and no minute was made of it on the proceedings of the Committee, becauſe the 
Nabob had defired that it might not be made a ſubject of public enquiry ; but the 
Members of the Committee made no ſecret of it; they related at this Board the ſub- 
ſtance of what had paſſed between the Nabob and the Committee, not as a report 
from the Committee, but as an affurance to the Board at large that they had not 
encouraged or coumenanced ſuch tranſactions; and I very well recollect that 
1 informed the Board at that time, that far from having given coun- 
tenance to ſuch tranſactions, I had diſcouraged them by general declara- 
tions; for that applications having been made to me to lend money to the 
Rajah of Tanjore, and to the Nabob's Amuldars, at 3 per cent. per month, I not 
only refuſed to lend any myſelf, but ordered my Dubaſh to inform the perſon who 
had applied to him that 1 never would give my countenance, nor uſe my influence, 
for the recovery of any that ſhould be fo lent by any other perſon. I think it ne- 
ceſſary to repeat this declaration row, becauſe I have reaſon to believe from that 
age in the Nabob's letter of the iſt of October, which particularly names Mr. 
Haſtings and myſelf, and from other circumftances, that the Nabob means to inſi- 
nuate that Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton were countenanced by us in thoſe tran- 
ſactions. In conſequence of what had paſſed between the Nabob and the Commit- 
tee, Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton were adviſed to ſettle their accounts agreeably 
to the Nabob's propofal; they then related the nature and grounds of the tranſac- 
tion to the fame effect as it is fet forth in their declaration now before the Board, 
and declared their acquieſcence to the terms propoſed ; but ſaid, that they thought 
themſelves very ill uſed by the Nabob, becauſe they were confident that the appli- 
cation had been made to them at his deſire, and for his ſervice, and that the money 
they had lent had actually been paid into his treaſury. Sometime after the accounts 
were adjuſted accordingly, and the Nabob gave his bonds for the account. 


The Nabob in his letter of the 1ſt October + fays, that he gave me a paper in 
Perſian containing an account of the loſſes by intereſt, &c.— tis true he did fo ;

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I have -miſlaid it, but I remember that it was an account or calculate of in- 
tereſt upon intereſt, Peons, Conicoplies, wages, and other incidental | charges, 
which amount altogether to about 54 per cent. I mentioned it to Mr. Smith, 
who aſſured me that he never received more than 3 per cent. per month. The 
Nabob adds, that ſome time after I recommended thoſe Gentlemen to him. I 
cannot remember every word that paſſed in converſation with the Nabob; he 
often introduced the ſubject; and as ſome difficulties had ariſen, which protracted the 
adjuſtment of the accounts, it is not improbable (though I do not particularly re- 
collect it) that I may in converſation have recommended or deſired that the Na- 
bob would order the accounts to be finiſhed ; more than this, I can venture to 
affirm. that I never did recommend or defire ; and I am the more poſitive in this, 
becauſe Ido remember more than once to have ſaid to Mr. Stracey, (Interpreter) 
after having converſed with the Nabob on this ſubject, that I thought the man- 
ner in which he introduced and ſpoke of it, indicated a wiſh or defire in him 
that I ſhould recommend them, which I would not do, as I ſuſpected the Nabob 
would make uſe of it againſt myſelf; and having queſtioned Mr. Stracey upon 
this matter, he recollects the ſame. The Nabob further takes notice in his letter of 
the iſt October, that he had deſired me to ſpeak to Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton, 
to conſent to a prolongation of the term of payment, which they refuſed. It is, 
very true the Nabob did deſire me to inform them, that he wiſhed to defer the 
payment ; and in conſequence I did defire Mr. Stracey, who interpreted be- 
tween. the Nabob and me, to inform Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton of what the 
Nabob deſired.; it is alſo true that thoſe Gentlemen were not ſatisfied to wait 
longer; but they were in the Nabob's hands, and had no means of redreſs ; they 
could not have the ſupport of Government; and I do declare, that I never did 
apply to the Nabob, directly or indirectly, to pay them; nor do I recollect to have 
heard any thing more about it, until the receipt of the Nabob's letter of the 
iſt October, whErein he mentions that he had ſent the money to Mr. Smith 


Mr. Haſtings and General Smith acquaint the Board that the foregoing report 
of the Preſident contains, to the beſt of their recollection, a true and juſt recital 
of what paſſed between the Nabob and the Committee on the ſubject. 


Remarks of the Members of the Select Committee. 


Me the ſubſcribers, Members of the Select Committee, think it proper to en- 
ter our opinions upon this occaſion ſeparately, as ſtanding in a different predica- 
ment from the other Members of the Board. We conſider ourſelves as objects of 
the Nabob's reſentment, for having upon all occaſions oppoſed every meaſure 
urged by the Nabob, which appeared to us injurious to the Company's true intereſt; 
for although the Board have joined and ſupported us in the moſt obnoxious of 
thoſe tranſactions, yet we think ourſelves more particularly and perſonally marked, 
as the deliberations on ſuch ſubjects have paſſed between the Nabob and the Select 
Committee, in which the Members of the Board did not appear to have any part: 

but we think ourſelves more eſpecially the objects of the Nabob's reſentment, on 
account of our inflexible perſeverance in the meaſures, which the Committee pur- 
ſued for obtaining payment from the Nabob of his debt to the Company in 
preference to bis private creditors ; for a proof of which, we need only refer to his 
letters ſince theſe tranſactions; and when we confider the manner in which the UA 
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bob communicared the tranſactions of Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton to the Select 

Committee, the defire he expreſſed that it might not be brought to a public en- 

quiry, the ſubſequent adjuſtment of the accounts upon the Nabob's own terms, 

and the very cautious and circumſpect conduct we have obſerved throughout the 

whole, we think we have cauſe to conſider the Nabob's letter of the 1ſt October as 

a charge levelled more at us than againſt Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton, and in- 

tended to inſinuate, that we have protected and countenanced ſuch tranſactions, 

than which nothing is more diſtant from truth. Conſidering ourſelves therefore as 
parties accuſed, we think ourſelves not competent to enter into the merits; for it 

is obvious, that if on the one hand we ſhould decide with rigour, it would now be 

imputed by ſome to fear, and a conſciouſneſs of having been too remiſs before ; and 

if, on the other hand, we were to conſider the particular circumſtances of the caſe 

as ſufficient to extenuate the offence, and to warrant a deviation from the ſtrict 

letter of Company's order of 1765, that might by others- be imputed to pique 

againſt the Nabob, or conſtrued a proof of that partiality which has been in- 

directly laid to our charge. The middle courſe therefore is that which we think 

moſt prudent for us to adopt; the ſtate of the tranſaction is now as clear on our 
records as we can make it, we beg leave to refer the deciſion to the Honourable 
Court of Directors, 


Opinion of the, Board thereon. 


The Board having taken the foregoing into conſideration, are of opinion, that 
the orders of the Court of Directors againſt lending money at an exorbitant in- 
tereft are ſo very clear and poſitive, that there could be no room to hefitate what 
ſentence to pronounce on the conduct of Meſſieurs Smith and Monckton, did not 
there appear particular and ſingular circumſtances mga, the tranſaction before 
us, which may place it in a different light from the loans which are ſo expreſsly forbid 
by order of the Court of Directors, in the 33d paragraph of their letter of 17th March 
1766; and which may induce the Honourable Court of Directors to be of opinion, 
that thoſe Gentlemen are not deſerving of the ſevere ſentence of being ſuſpended, 
and obliged to leave their concerns in India, and to proceed to England; more eſ- 
pecially as it appears from the Preſident's report, that the Nabob did not intend, 
by divulging this tranſaction, that it ſhould operate to their prejudice : the Board 
are therefore of opinion, and it is accordingly ordered, that the whole matter be 
referred to the determination of the Court of Directors.

I have not received the leaſt intimation of your intentions or reſolutions in reſpect 
to any of the twelve propoſitions I had the honour to lay before you in my ſaid 
letter of the gth inſtant. One of them very materially affects the intereſt of 

the Company, ſeparately and diſtinctly from the intereſt of the Carnatick; it is 
the twelfth, wherein I required to be informed of your intentions in reſpect to 
the payment of twelve Lacks of Pagodas, conformably to your agreement with 
the Committee in December laſt : relying on the petformance of that agreement, 
we have included that ſum in the general calculate of reſources to ſupport the various

It was agreed between the Nabob and the Select Committee in December 1769 
(See Select Committee's Proceedings from September to that time) that the Nabob 
ſhould pay to the Company twenty-five Lacks of Pagodas from that time to the 
end of June 1771, of which thirteen Lacks by the end of June 1770, and the 
remaining twelve Lacks by inſtalments by the end of June 17177. 


The Nabob completed his payments punctually to the end of June 1770. 


In the ſum of twenty-five Lacks of Pagodas, agreed as aforeſaid to be paid 
by the Nabob, part of the charges of the Myſore war was included, an adjuſtment 


was to have been made concerning the ſame in ſuch manner as the Court of 
Directors ſhould determine. 


The advices which were received laſt year by the Mansfield, under date 23d 
March 1770, far from authoriſing the Prefident and Council to demand any 
thing from the Nabob on account of the Myſore war, ſeverely cenſured: them, 
and from the whole tenor thereof ſtro indicated an opinion that- the Nabob 
had been very ill treated in that tranſaction; which was therefore taken out of 
the hands of the Governor and Council and referred to the Commiſſioners; and 
ſuch appeared the extreme caution and tenderneſs towards the Nabob, that the 
Commiſſioners, who were empowered to decide upon every thing elſe, were re- 
trained in this (See ſeparate General Letter 23d March #770, paragraph $0) and 
were only to enquire, to inveſtigate, and ſtate the matter to the Court of ors, 
that they might determine thereon; and fo public was the diſcontent of the Court 
of Directors on this ſubject, that it was very confidently given out here, and by 
ſome then lately arrived, who might well be ſuppoſed to know much of the 
ſentiments of the leading Gentlemen in the Direction, that the Company would 
take upon themſelves the whole charges of the Myſore war, and exonerate the 
Nabob. Such were the aſſurances the Nabob had, and ſuch the confidence which 
he placed in theſe aſſurances, that he declined paying part of the twelve Lacks 
of Pagodas, which he had engaged to pay from June 1770 to June 1771. The 
Board could not infiſt upon it; and theft twelve” Eacks ineluded part of the 
charges of the Myſore war, which, as has been already ſaid, was referred to the 
Commiffioners, to be by them referred home. On this ſubject the Board in their 
Military department explained their ſentiments to the Honourable Court, in their 
addreſs by the Lapwing, dated 12th October.

After that we had uſed all our endeavours to prevail on the Nabob to afliſt us 
with more money on the Company's account, that our endeavours had proved in- 
effectual, and that we bad agreed with him for the payment of the current charges. 
The Nabob then propoſed to us to pay off ten Lacks of Pagodas of his debt to his 
oreditors in the courſe of the current year, in caſe of peace and tranquillity. The 

Board took the matter under conſideration; ſee minutes of Conſultation in Military 
Department, the 4th February 1771; and being of opinion that we had no right 
to demand of the Nabob any payment on account of the charges of the Myſore 

war, for the reaſon therein ſet forth; it followed, that complete reimburſement of 

the current charges was all we had any reaſon to int on, and beyond that ſum all 
that the Nabob could pay to his private creditors, we not only ought to aſſent to, 
but conſiſtently with the Company's orders we were to intereſt ourſelves to obtain. 
We therefore aſſented to the Nabob's propofition, to pay ten Lacks of Pagodas to 
his private creditors in the courſe of the current year.

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The firſt obſervation which occurs is, that this propoſed accommodation was 
not intended to ſuperſede or diſannul any arrangement that might have been made 
by the Commiſſioners, previous to the receipt of it. The Commiſſioners not ar- 


riving, the ordinary Government here was obliged to act. It cannot then in rea- 


ſon be ſuppoſed to diſannul their acts, founded on neceſſity and the ſpirit of the 


orders they had received, more than thoſe of the Commiſſioners.

THE Committee now proceed to take into conſideration the inſtructions of the 
Court of Directors, as contained in their commands of 22d March *, rðth + and 25th$ 
April laſt, reſpecting the Nabob's debt to the Company and his priv ate European 
creditors, and the mode of carrying the ſame into execution: for which purpoſe 
the Committee think it neceſſary to make a brief recital of what has paſſed on the 
ſubject, that the whole may appear at one view. 0 


Upon reference to the Minutes of Conſultation of 11th April 1768, it will appear 
that the Nabob entered into a formal agreement to bear all the charges of the war 
againſt Hyder Ally; this he was induced to do from the expectations lie had enter- 
tained of ite advantages he would derive therefrom. After the peace with Hyder 
Ally, whes the accounts of the war came to be adjuſted, the Board did not think 
it proper to inſiſt on the ſtrict performance of the Nabob's promiſe, as the war had 
terminated unfortunately, and therefore ordered that the charges ſhould be kept 
under the diſtinct head of War with Hyder Ally, until the orders of the Court of 
Directors could be obtained with reſpect to the proportion to be borne by the 
Nabob. Of this they were adviſed in the ſeparate letter from the Board of 27th 
June 1999, per Thames; when it was recommended, as the moſt equitable mode 
-of adjuſting them, that two-thirds ſhould be defrayed by the Nabob, and one-third 
by the Company, which proportion was formed from a ſuppoſed eſtimate of the 
revenues poſſeſſed by each. Upon the receipt however of the Company's orders of 
17th March 1769 4, directing the adjuſtment and liquidation of the Nabob's debt to 
the Company and to individuals, it became neceflary to fix on a fum to be demanded 
of the Nabob, including his old debt to the Company, and the proportion to be 
borne by him of the Myſore war; but as the exact amount could not be aſcertained 
at that time, it was reſolved that the balance of his old account ſhould be eſtimated 
at 12 Lacks of Pagodas, and his proportion of the Myſore war at 10 Lacks, maki 
together 22 Lacks of Pagodas; which ſum it was reſolved to demand of the Nabob, 
and to acquaint; him, that as this was only an eſtimated account, it muſt be ſubject 
to futureadjuſtment. It is needleſs here to enter into a recital of the difficulties the 
Committee met with in bringing him to any terms of agreement, they are fully ſer 
forth in the proceedings of the Committee from September 1769 to January 1770, 
when the Nabob conſented to pay the Company 25 Lacks of Pagodas, in certain 
Rated Kiſts, by the end of June 1771. This ſum of 25 Lacks was, when paid, to 
be placed to the credit of the Nabob in a generul account, to be adjuſted at a fu- 
ture time, when we ſhould receive from the Court of Directors their determination 
in. reſpect to the charges of the Myſore war. It was neceſſary to leave this account

WE having been appointed a Committee of the Nabob's private European Cre- 


ditors, have the honour to communicate to you, by their inſtructions, the ſub- 
ſtance of their reſolutions at a meeting held this day. The creditors, finding the 


payment of the Nabob's debt to them to be very much retarded,” to their great 


diſtreſs and diſappointment, called a meeting, to take into conſideration the fitua- 
tion of their affairs; ſeeing thereby the neceſſity of bringing their buſineſs again 
to your remembrance, and of intimating to you that they did receive, in the 
month of September laſt,” from the Gentlemen in England (Creditors, and Attor- 
nies of creditors) who have tranſacted their affairs there, copies of eertain propoſals 
made on their behalf to the Honourable the Court of Directors, and of inſtructions 
or orders ſent at the ſame time from that Court to the Prefident and Council, or to 
the Select Committee at Fort St. George, relative to and confirming theſe propoſals ; 
by which the creditors were given to underſtand that former difficulties and de- 
lays would be removed, and a more regular and ſpeedy payment of their debt 
take place. The creditors have waited for a communication of this matter from 
you *rill rhis time, and had hopes of experiencing the benefit intended thereby, 
when Mr. Secretary Goodlad attended this meeting with a report from you,“ That 
<« you had received from the Court of Directors the agreements entered into between 
© the agents of the creditors in England and the Company, and that you mean to 
« abide by that agreement, and the orders of the Company in conſequence.” The 
creditors ſee it alſo expedient” to intimate to you, that they did at this meeting, 
and previous to the delivery of the meſſage by your Secretary, receive a meſſage

Letter from the. Nabob- of the Carnatick to M.. James Jolnſon, read at a. Meeting 
F the Creditors, held 25th January, 1772. 7 . 78 
I ſeriouſly intended to pay ten Lacks of Pagodas by the end of 1771 to all my 
creditors, as both my honour and credit depended thereon. Every man is anxious 
to perform his promiſe, but the aſſiſtance of the Almighty is-neceſſasy for the

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8 thereof. It is known to all, that the = 8p of water during the laſt 
ſeafon cauſed the revenues of my country to be leffened ; the money I received 
from Tanjore was not equal to what I diſburfed on the expedition; I find a neceſ- 
firy for paying to the Company firft the money which they diſburſed from their 
Treafury on that account; I was obliged to pay much more money than had been 
expended in former years; the inhabitants, with their wives, children, and 

. cattle for tillage, have taken refuge in the woods more than two months, and have 
withdrawa themſelves from cultivating the lands, and I have not the expeRation 
of collecting the revenues from the country as uſual in time of peace, even if the 
Marattas do not cauſe troubles ; for all theſe reaſons 1 have not been able to fulfil 


my engagements, as it was impollible. 


I have ſent my Dewan to negotiate with the Sardar of the Maratta army. If, by 
the Providence of God, the troubles of the Marattas be ſer at a diſtance, and tran- 
quillity continues in my country, and if the Greditors rely upon me—by the Provi- 
dence of God, after I have intelligence that the Marana horſe have returned into 
the Balaghaut, I will pay, on the 27th February 1772, 2,65,000 Pagodas; rhis ſum, 
and 3,35,000 paid in the laſt year, make fix Lacks by the end of July 1772: I 

will pay, in time of peace, the remaining four Lacks of Padogas : after having 
paid theſe ten Lacks, I will uſe my beſt endeavours to pay all the money which will 
be due from me as ſoon as poſſible, if peace prevails.

THE Prefident acquaints the Board, that purſuant to the reſolution of laſt Con- 
fultation, he waited on the Nabob the next day, and explained to him in the moſt 
full and ample manner the ſum and ſubſtance of the propoſitions received from the 
Court of Directors, reſpecting his debt to the Company and his private creditors ; 
and at the ſame time informed him of the letter the Board had received from the 
Committee of the creditors on the ſubject, at which the Nabob expreſſed much 
ſurpriſe, and ſaid he was aſtoniſhed at their writing. With reſpect to the pro- 

ſitions, notwithſtanding the Preſident did all in his power to explain them, the 

abob declared he did not underſtand them, and defired that he might be informed 
of. their contents in writing; a draught of a letter to him on the ſubje& is there 
fore now read and approved, and ordered to be tranſlated. But as it may 
probably be ſome time before we receive his anſwer, it is reſolved, that a meeting 0 
theſe creditors be called on Wedneſday, the 5th day of February next, in order to 
lay before them the arrangements propoſed in conſequence of the propoſitions, 


and that they may proceed to the nomination of Truſtees for the purpoſes therein 
mentioned.

From Governor Du Pro to the Nabeb of the Carnalict, dated 1/8 Febrivary, 1772. 


HAVING already had the honour to communicate to your Excellency verbally, 
in as clear and explicit a manner as I could, the ſum and ſubſtance of the arrange- 
ments which have been made and agreed upon in Europe between the Company 
and your private creditors, for facilitating, to your Excellency the means of diſ- 
charging your etigagements to both, 1 fall now, in conſequence of your defire, 
commit the ſame to paper for your information; and in doing fo, I ſhall, for the 
_ of brevity, omit all collateral circumſtances, and adhere only to the principal 


Tout Fxceflency, by your agreement with the Governor and Council, dated the 
11th April 1768, for the conſideration cherein mentioned, undertook to bear the 
whole charge of the Myfore War. | ” 
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Upon the concluſion of that war, as it had proved unſucceſsful, the Governor 
and Council, defirous to relieve your Excellency as much as they could, did, with 
your participation and conſent, write to the Company, requeſting that they would 
take upon themſelyes a part of thoſe charges, notwithſtanding your (aid firm agree- 
ment to bear the whole yourſelf : at the time of writing to this effect to the Com- 
pany, the account of the charges of the Myſore War was not ſettled, nor indeed for 
want of money were they all paid then, nor for many months after; the ſaid charges 
were therefore eſtimated at a groſs ſum, to which it was ſuppoſed they might 
amount, that is to ſay, the ſum of fifteen Lacks of gr and it was recommended 
to the Company to take upon themſelves one-third of the whole; fo that if the 
Company had agreed thereto, the ſum that would have remained to be made good 
and reimburſed by your Excellency would have been two-thirds of the whole ; that 
is to ſay, ſuppoſing the whole to be fifteen Lacks, as above eſtimated, your pro- 
portion * have been ten Lacks of Pagodas; but upon a final adjuſtment of the 
account, it would have been more or leſs than ten Lacks, according as the total 
amount ſhould prove more or leſs than fifteen Lacks. 


In this ſtate theſe tranſactions remained till the month of December 1769, at which 
time your Excellency entered into a firm agreement with the Select Committee to 
pay to the Company the ſum of twenty-five Lacks of Pagodas, at ſeveral Kiſts or

Lacks of. Pagodas, your private creditors were exceedingly urgent with - your 


Excelleney, in order to obtain payment of what was due to them; but not ſucceed- 

ing therein, Tome propoſals were made by them to the Governor and Council, for 

ſexling a mode whereby the receiving of what was due to them might be facili- 

tated ; but the Governor and Council not being authoriſed to comply with the 

creditors propoſal, they, the creditors, appointed Agents in England, *

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ſtructed them to negotiate and ſettle with the Company there ſome method, where« 


by the receiving of the money from your Excellency which is due to the Company, 


might not wholly exclude them, the private Creditors, from receiving in a reaſon- 
able manner what is alſo due to them. 


The Company thus adviſed on our part, and the Agents in England of the pri- 
vate Creditors thus inſtrufed on their part, propoſals were made by the ſaid Agents 
to the Company. The information the Company had received from us, of your: 
Excellency's punctuality in your payments to June 1770, removed from their 
minds every ſhadow of doubt concerning the punctuality of the payments which 
were to be made from that time to June 1971; taking it therefore for granted that 
the whole 25 Lacks would be punctually paid, - agreeable to your Excellency's pro- 
miſe, they, in order to eaſe the minds of your private Creditors, and to relieve you 
from their ſeparate demands, which otherwiſe might have been very preſſing, 
agreed, that ſuppoſing the ſaid 25 Lacks, were actually paid, in that caſe the Go- 
vernor and Council ſhould pay to the Creditors here five Lacks of Pagodas in ready 
money, or in bonds or bills, as might be moſt convenient, and receive from the 
Creditors in lieu thereof a transfer of ſo much of your Excellency's Bond Debt to 
them, as ſhould amount to the like ſum of five Lacks of Pagodas ; and as the Com- 
Pany would then become your Creditors for the ſum of five Lacks of Pagodas in- 
ſtead of your private Creditors, in order to convince your Excellency how much 
they have your intereſt at heart, they directed the Governor and Council to receive 
from you an intereſt of only eight per cent. per annum, inſtead of ten per cent. 
which you. would otherwiſe. have paid to your private Creditors for the ſame. 


While the Company and your private Creditors, in conſequence of the Com- 
pany's aſſurances,., reſted thus on a firm reliance of your Excellency's ſolemn promiſe 
and engagements, they conceiye it nevertheleſs to be poſſible that the whole 25 Lacks [ 
might not be completely paid within the ſtipulated time; not indeed from any appre: { 
henſion of a voluntary failure on your part, but from unavoidable neceſlity, , ſuch as 
war; therefore a proviſional agreement was made between the Company and. the Cre- 
ditors, that in caſe it ſhould ſo happen that the whole 23 Lacks ſhould not have 
been paid according to your agreement, and ſuppoſing more than fifteen Lacks -

Still with a view to diſembarraſs you of the ſeparate demands. of the Company 
on the one hand, and the Creditors on the other, it was further agreed, that after

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be paid by your Excellency ſhould be applied in due following manner; that is te

Having thus informed you of what paſſed in England between the Company 
and your Creditors previous to the arrival of the ſhip Lapwing, which failed from 
hence in October 1770, I reſume the recital of what paſſed here after your Excel- 
lency had completed your payments to goth June 1770. There remained, as I have 
ſaid before, twelve Lacks of Pagodas, within a few hundreds, to be paid from 
«that period to the 3oth June 1771, in four Kiſts ; the firſt of which, amounting to 
three Lacks of Pagodas, became due the zoth September 1770. The ſhip Lap- 
wing was diſpatched to England the middle of the fernen month; and as your 
Excellency had not at that time either paid the Kiſt, or fignitied to us whether you 
intended to pay it, or not to pay it, we informed the Company of the uncertainty 
in which we were held in reſpect to your intentions, and that we ſhould, after the 
departure of that ſhip, apply to you for preciſe information on that ſubject. At 
the ſame time I muſt obſerve, that reports were current in the Settlement, that your 
Excellency did not intend to pay the twelve Lacks of Pagedas according to your engage- 
ment; but as the Governor and Council thought more faith and credit might be 
given to your ſolemn promiſe made to the Select Committee in December 1769, 
than to vague reports, they wrote to the Company as above- mentioned; but it is 
very probable the reports which I have mentioned, of your intentions not to pay 
the twelve Lacks of Pagodas, alarmed your private Creditors; for ſhortly after the 
arrival of the Lapwing in England, their Agent addreſſed a letter to the Company, 
expreſſing the mts apprehenſions that the Creditors would be deprived of all 
the benefit they hoped and expected to derive from the agreement they had made 
with the Company, by a failure in the payment which your Excellency had pro- 
-miſed to make between June 1770 and June 1771, and requeſting therefore 
-that the Company would uſe-fuch means as they ſhould think fit, to relieve the Cre- 
Aitors from the injury and diſtreſs they muſt ſuſtain, in conſequence of ſuch failure 
on the part of your Excellency, The Company, upon this laſt application of the 
Creditors to them, wrote to the Governor and Council, that notwithſtanding theſe

I need not recite to your Excellency the endeavours which were uſed by the 
Select Committee to prevail on your Excellency to fulfil the ſaid engagement, a 
reference to the letters which paſſed between your Excellency and the Committee 
on that ſubje& may ſuffice ; but as it has ſo happened that the money has not 
been paid according to agreement and promiſe, I am therefore bound by the Com- 
pany's orders to requeſt of your Excellency, in their name, that you will be pleaſed 
to take effectual meaſures for diſcharging the full amount of your agreement with 
the Select Committee in December 1769. 


To facilitate the tranſaction in reſpect to the payments of money on account 
of the Company and your private creditors, it is propoſed, that truſtees be choſen 
by the © creditors, ſuch as your Excellency ſhall approve ; and the Company 
deſire that your Excellency will be pleaſed to order all money to be paid into my 
hands, both for the Company and the creditors, that the ſame may be applied 
according to the agreement they have entered into with your private creditors ; I 
will give your Excellency proper acknowledgements for the ſame, and cauſe the 
creditors* proportion to be paid to the truſtees ſo propoſed to be appointed, to 
be by them divided amongſt the creditors in an equitable manner. | 


I have only to add, that the total of the charges of the Myſore war, as they 
ſtand on the Company's Books, amount to C. 16,07,571. 8. 50. 


Upon the whole, I requeſt your Excellency will favour me with a ſpeedy 
anſwer, that I may be enabled to give ſome ſatisfaction to your private creditors, 
who have lately wrote to the Governor and Council on this ſubject.

T be Preſident then proceeded to acquaint the creditors, that the incurſions of 
the Marattas, and the unſettled ſtate in which the country has been for ſome timo 
paſt had prevented the Board from informing them, that the propoſitions, which 
had been agreed to between the Company and the creditors in England, had 
been received.

Ian tommanded by the Nabob to fignify to the Creditors now aſſembled, that His 
Excellency is determined to fulfil the promiſe he lately made: to you, f paying certain 
um of money; that he will diſcharge the amount of his bonds, as they now 
tand againſt him, ſimply and ſeparately from his other debts,” and without any 
ei ber conditions annexed to them; and that any reſolutions'you may now or bereafter 
make to the contrary, will not only be without but expreſsly again/t his conſent. I am 
commanded to ſignify to you alſo the mode he has adopted for fulfilling his inten- 
tions. His Excellency has reaſſigned to two of the ſervants of his Circar, of whom I 
am one, the aſſignment or mortgage granted to him by the Rajah of Tanjore, whereby 
certain countries are pledged for the payment of 32 Lacks and go, ooo Rupees; one 
half of which is payable about the middle of July 1772, and the other half about 
The ſame time in the year 1773, in certain Kiſts. His Excellency: has granted me 
Full power to receive for your uſe what remains due, which on the 21ſt January laſt 
was Rupees 29, 34, 447 five annas. The Rajah's original aſſignment to the Nabob, and 
the Nabob's power to me, are now in my poſſeſſion, and I am ready to carry them 
into execution. Four Lacks of Rupees will be due from the ſaid Rajah as tribute to 
the Nabob about the middle of July 1772, and the like ſum on the ſaid account in 
July 1773 ; theſe ſums are already aſſigned for your uſe. I have received 50,000 
Pagodas as in part of the aſſignment upon Abdul Raſheed Khan, payable the 27th 
inſtant, and when my book is ready I ſhall declare a dividend. One Lack of Pa- 
godas is coming from the Tinnevelly countries; one half was ready many days ago, 
and I hourly expect to receive it; the other half will be ſent hither about the end of 
the month. 7 am l/aftly commanded by His Excellency to requeſt that you will ſignify 
20 him, through me, your firm aſſent 10 theſe propoſals, that they may be carried vigo- 
ouſly into execution.

iFrom the Nalob of the Carnatich to Governor Du Pre, dated 18th, and received 
a up 19th February, 1772. 


T HAVE received your letter of the 1ſt inſtant, and obſerved it's long contents. 
Were I to take the whole of thoſe-contents, and reply thereto, 'it would make this 
Jetter of an amazing length; I ſhall only therefore mention them in brief. Yon 
tell me, that by my agreement with the Governor and Council, under date the 
11th of April 1768, I undertook to hear the whole-charges of the Myſore war; 
that the concluſion thereof however not proving ſucceſsful, the Governor and 
Council, deſirous of - relieving me, wrote to the Company, deſiring they would take 
a part of thoſe charges; and that ** at the time of writing to that effect to the 
Company, the account of the ſaid charges had not been ſettled.” To this I 
beg leave to reply, that by a reference to the Governor and Council's letters to 
me, under date the 23d of October and 21ſt of December 1767, and 17th of Ja- 
nuary 1768, and my anſwers, dated the 27th October 1767, and 4th January and 
th March 1768, all preceding that agreement, may be clearly ſeen—Our mutual en- 
gagements; and that my conſenting to take upon me the expenſes of the expedi - 
-tion againſt Myſore, was with the hopes of the whole of that country being taken 
and delivered to me; or elſe I am not fo inconſiderate as, through the uncertain 
hopes thereof, by the poſſeſſion ef a few villages, to take upon me the defraying 
of that charge from the revenues of the Carnatick, which from before have been 
burthened in various ways. My letter of the zoth January 1770, in anſwer to 
-one from the Governor and Council, mentions all theſe matters. Beſides this, the 
{Governor and Council, in the 8th article ofthe agreement, ſay, that all the articles 
of that agreement muſt ultimately reſt on the Company's aſſent; and accordingly 
their orders have been received, purporting their non-afſent to the Myſore expedi- 
tion. The Field Deputies, in conſequence of the Governor and Council's letters 
Xo them, prefſed me to leave the army, and proceed to Colar, and from thence 
to go to Vellour on this fide of the Ghaut; the particulars of all which, together, 
negociating a peace with the Vackeel of Hyder Ally Khan, contrary to their en- 
gagement with me, which purported they would ſee his face but in my preſence, 
are recited at large in my letter to them, under date the 1oth of October, 1768; 
a copy of which, together with copies of other letters to them, were forwarded to 
the Governor and Council the next day; and immediately upon the receipt of the 
Governor and Council their letter, deſiring me to proceed to Madras, I ſet off for that 
place, and arrived there, notwithſtanding the Field Deputies having preſſed me to 
go to Vellour. As to what you ſay of the war's not proving ſucceſsful, I have 
replied to that before, in my letter of the 24th March 1771. The Company, are 
lovers of juſtice ; if they examine the whole of this matter with attention, they 


may eaſily ſee whether the charge of the Myſore expedition falls with juſtice upon 
me or not. 


— | * : 
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. You ſay, that in the- month of December 1769 I entered into a firm agreement” 
with the Select Committee to pay to the Company the ſum of: twenty-five Lacksiof 
Pagodas to the end of June 1771; of which ſum thirteen Lacks of Pagodas were 
to be paid in the ſpace of fix months, or by the end of June 1770; that I accord- 
ingly, very punctually, before the expiration of the faid fix months, paid the ſum 
of thirteen Lacks aud: upwards; and that you, pleaſed with this inſtance of my 
regard and punctuality of payment, without waiting“ for the ſeafon of the depar- 
«© tare of the ſhips for Europe, adviſed your Employers thereof over-land, which 
* advices were received by them in the month of January 1771,” Your ac- 
quainting the Company of all this my attachment to them I eſteem an inſtance of 
your favour. The particulars of the manner in which I diſcharged my engage- 
ments to the Governor and Council, made in the month of December 1769, for the 
clearing off of my debt to the Company to the end of that year, are already men - 
tioned in my letter under date the 38th November 1770. 1 . 


I obſerve the account you at large give me of the creditors appointing - agents-: 
in Europe to negoriate reſpecting their debt, and the orders you have received 
from the Company reſpecting them. One of the cauſes of the ruinous ſtare of. 
my country in the years 1769 and 1770 was the ravages of Hyder Ally Khan, 
who remaining therein for the ſpace of fix months, plundered the ſame as he- 
pleaſed ; an account of which, in general, I have before given- in former letters; 


and were [| ta Five the particulars thereof, it would take a long time; and another - 


cauſe of the ſaid ſtate of my country was the payment of the Company's balance 
to the end of December 1769 a particular account of Whieh is given in my letters: 
of the 224 of May, 26th and 28th of November, 1770: and thoſe are the rea- 
ſons why I was not able to perform my engagement to my creditors. Afterwards, 
in the year 1771, with the knowledge and-confent- both of the Select Committee 
and the Governor and Council, I promiſed the creditors the payment of the ſam- 
of ten Lacks of Pagodas in cafe of tranquillity: It is the ſtudy of every man to- 
add to his own honour and credit, by performing is engagements; but then the 
favour and ſupport of the Almighty are alſo requifite to ſuch performance. The 
reaſons why my engagement to my creditors was not complied with are theſe : The 
inhabitants of the country quitting their habitations through fear of the coming of 
the Marattas, which fear has prevailed in the ſtrongeſt manner amongſt them for 
theſe two years paſt ; the little rain which fell laſt year, and the intervention of 
the Tanjore expedition; the charges of the army falling upon me ſome months 
before the commencement thereof, and ſtill continuing; and the payment of the 
whole amount of the money ſtipulated to be paid by the Rajah requiring a term 
of two years, and after even it is alb paid, the ſame will not be equal to the de-

I therefore told them, that if they would not be uncaſy, 
I would give them a Lack of Pagodas out of the revenues of the Tinnevelly coun- 
try, (although theſe revenues were actually aſſigned for the payment of my Se: 
poys;) and would order Abdul Ruſheed Khan, to collect from the ſeverzl countries, 
and pay to them, with the utmoſt punctuality, the further ſum of one Lack and 
 fixry-five thouſand Pagodas. After diſcharging the ſum of thirteen Lacks and odd 
thouſand Pagodas, the balance due to the Company to the end of the year 1769, 
10 the month of January 1771, to clear off the account to the end of April 1770, 
I paid the further ſum of Pagodas one Lack five thouſand fix hundred and two, 


Fanams fifreen, and Caſh ſixty; and for the account commencing the 1ſt of May 


1770, to ultimo April 1771, I alſo paid the ſum of four Lacks ſixty thouſand 
eight hundred and twenty-eight Pagodas, ten Fanams, and fifty-ſix Caſh ; ſo that, 
from the beginning of money-tranſa@tions between the Company and me, to the 
ſaid period of ultimo April 1771, on account of the current charges, &c. there 
does not remain a ſingle Caſh due from me to the Company,” in any manner what- 
ever. When 1 found, by what you wrote me, that the making war with the Marattas 
depended upon the money I wes to pay, as this country is the ſupport of my wealth, 
and as in war the laying waſte thereof is to be apprehended, I therefore, in reply, 
informed you of my inability to furniſh money. And ſome time ago, when you 
came to my houſe, and we were talking about money, I told you, by whatever way 
it could be effected, I would pay the current charges to the end of laſt October, 
amounting to near four Lacks of Pagodas; and accordingly, the 25th of Decem- 
ber laſt, without receiving the account of thoſe charges, I ſent to you, in part 
thereof, the ſum of two Lacks of Pagodas: ſo that the whole ſum paid amounts to 
little lefs than eight Lacks of Pagodas. Reſpecting the two Lacks of Pagodas, the 
remainder of the current charges, I told you, that as I had the amount of 2 Kiſt, 
on account of the Jaguire, to furniſh in January, one Lack of Pagodas thereof 


ſhould be paid in February, and the other Lack (ſomething ſhort) the end of 


March. Agreeable to this, by God's bleſſing, the amount of the Jaghire-money 
for January has been paid; and 1 ſhall diſcharge likewiſe my remaining engage- 
ments. Moreover, if the current charges from the 1ſt of November 1771, to 


uleimo April 1772, ſhould amount to two Lacks of Pagodas, more or leſs, that 


ſum likewiſe, by God's bleſſing, in caſe of tranquillity, ſhall be paid in equal 
Kiſts in the months of April and May. The thirteen Lacks and odd thouſand Pa- 
godas, paid to clear off the balance to the end of the year 1769, the eight Lacks 


of Pagodas alſo paid on account of the current charges, and the two Lacks of 
Pagodas I have agreed to pay in the months of February and March, make together 


twenty-three Lacks of Pagodas; and if the current charges to the end of April 


next thould be two Lacks or three Lacks of Pagodas, the amount of which T ſhall ' 
have paid, and ſhall pay to the Company from the beginning of the year 1770, 
will be either five-and-twenty or ſix and-twenty Lacks of Pagodas; and this too 
beſides the Jaghire- money, amounting to eight Lacks ſeventy- four thouſand eight 
hundred and ninety-ſeven Pagodas. Juſtice therefore requires that the credi- 
tors alſo ſhould receive the ten Lacks of Pagodas 1 promiſed to them, 
that they may be caſy in their mind; and for this purpoſe, 1 ſee no other *

« lirate this tranſaction, in reſpe& to both the Company's money as well as my pri-

„ prove; and that the Company dehre.l will order all money to be paid into your 
„ hands, both for the Company and the creditors, that the fame may be applied 
according to the agreement they have entered into with the creditors ; and that

« which I obſerved.” | | 


If you deſire the Myſore charges of me as a matter of right, I have ſome very 
good anſwers for invalidating the ſame. In my letter of the 20th of November, 
1769, I told you, that, if this matter of the Myſore charges could be here ſettled 
between us, it was well; if not, we would both write to Europe, in the moſt 
amicable manner, acquainting each other of what we might ſo write; and whatever 
the Gentlemen in Europe ſhould, after that information, think equitably due' from 
me, and in juſtice write fo, that was to be complied with. As this matter there- 
fore was not ſettled here, I wrote more particularly thereon to the Gentlemen in 
Europe than I did to the Governor and Council, and am in expectation of their an- 
ſwer. You tell me, you have received orders to demand this money from me: it is 

? right I ſhould alſo receive an anſwer to my letter on this ſubject; and, till I re- 
ceive it, that you ſhould wait: when, in this interim, I may pay off the remainder of 
thei ten Lacks of Pagodas I promiſed: to my creditors laſt year, with the conſent 
both of the Select Committee and the Governor an Council ; and by that time I am. 
in hopes alſo of having an anſwer to my letter from Europe. With regard to what 
you ſay of the amount of the charges of the Myſore expedition, the whole corps 
of troops appointed for the defence of this Country, alſo the additional number 
kept up on account of the ſeveral wars, were employed in this expedition, and 1 
have paid both their pay and batta, In my letter of the 28th of November, 1770, 
I have likewiſe informed you of the particulars of the grain, &c. ſupplied from 
my own Country; and I have not received the whole amount value of the rice. 
Judging from all which, as well as from the juſtice of the Gentlemen in Europe, I. 
was clearly of opinion they would not require of me the amount of theſe charges, 
the ſame being mere injuſtice. Beſides, I haye ſometimes heard the charges were 
ſeven Lacks of Pagodas, then eight Lacks, and then thirteen Lacks ; and by the Go- 
vernor and Council, in their letter to me of the. gth of, December, 1769, I under/tood 
they were fifteen Lacks of Pagodas ; and now you tell me they are fixteen Lacks ſeven 
thouſand five hundred and ſeventy-one- Pagodas. However, be they more or leſs, it 
is no buſineſs of mine. Suppoſing though, by any writings of mine, it could be 
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Council's agreement with me; which was to have been, but has net been, com- 
plied with. Both theſe however apart; the Company well know that I have been 
at a great loſs and expenſe, by the carrying of my own troops into the Balaghaut; 
by the entertaining of other troops for this expedition; by the laying waſte of the 
Payenghaut Country through the ravages of Hyder Ally Khan; and by the cauſing 
me to give up the diſtrict of Caraur, dependant upon me, contrary to tle promiſe 
of Mr. Pigot and other Governors, who engaged to procure for me the whole 
country belonging to Hat below the Ghauts, together with thoſe Ghauts ; and as. 
to advantages in that expedition, there have been none. Give me leave to quote 
to you here a ſimilar caſe : ſuppoſing a perſon, by the deſire of his friends, and 
in hopes of procuring ſome profit, ſhould take the property of thoſe friends on 
board of his ſhip, and then that (hip in their preſence ſhould be lolt, it certainly 
would merit compaſſion. In the ſame manner my ſituation alſo, reſpecting this 
affair of the Myſore expedition, merits favourable attention, Notwithſtanding alk 
which, if your requiſition of this money is by way of friendſhip, 1 am, in every 
ſenſe, thankful to the Company for their obligations to me; and (hall not be back- 
ward, even with my life, to obtain an increaſe of their friendſhip, and to do what 
may be agreeable to them, in like manner as | fkewed my regard to them in taking 
upon myſelf the charges of the ſiege of Madraſs, and the of the reduction of. 
Pondicherry ; even now alſo, Par oc all my, inability (ſuch as is apparent. 
to every one), am | ready, to the utmoſt of my power, to pleaſe my friends and, 
benefaQors ; gaining confidence herein from this conlideration, that, my friends. 
thereby will receive a benefit ; and that, when thoſe friends ſhall be informed of 
my loſſes, they will one time or other ſhew+their ſenſe of it. If it is not your 
pleaſure to wait until | can receive an anſwer to my letter from Europe, and till 
the remainder of the ten Lacks of Pagodas to my creditors be diſcharged, I have, 
in the three undermentioned articles informed you of my ſentiments; requeſting 
that, conſidering the friendſhip between us, you will agree to them. The firſt is, 
that you will be ſo good as to give me a letter, ſigned by the Governor and Council, 
purporting a diſcharge for the Company's money, from the beginning of our con- 
cerns till ſuch period as the ſame may have been ſo diſcharged ; the giving of. ſuch, 
diſcharge being the cuſtom of the whole world, but particularly ſo in the In- 
doſtan, Deckan, and Carnatick Countries, where, to every one of the renters, 
husbandmen, horſemen, and ſubadars of Sepoys, ſuch / diſcharge is given, after 
the adjuſtment of his accounts. The ſecond is this: in the iirſt commencement of. 
the affairs of the creditors, agreeable to the Governor and Council's deſire, I gave 
them all bonds. Afterwards the Governor and Council forbad, my paying of money 10 
them; and ſtill, after that, in the year 1771, with the conſent of the Selet-Com-., 
mittee and the Governor and Council, I engaged to pay them the ſum of ten Lacks,” 
of Pagodas, I now underſtand, from your letter, that you have received orders. 
from the Company both to aſſiſt and to procure the payment of the creditors 
money. The Company are my friends and benefactors, and I am convinced wilt 
not propoſe any thing which may leſſen my reputation with the body of the cre- 
ditors ; but, in the ſame manner they are careful of their own honour, they will 
alſo ſhew their kindneſs in endeayouring to increaſe wy honour. and credit ; we af- 
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the 18th, in anſwer to that which I had the honour to write you the firſt of this 
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fairs being very much connected, I hope therefore in this matter you will be fo 


good as not to do any thing but what I told you. The third is this, that agreeable

The Preſident acquaints the Board, that he thinks it neceflary to obſerve to them,

made with his private European Creditors, the Nabob conftantly deſired, that their 
converſation might be conſidered as between two friends, and not as public conferences; 
rhat he even forbad him, as Mr. Du Pr#, to communicate them to the Governor with» | 
out his, the Nabob's permiſſion ; nevertheleſs he now, in a public letter addrefled to 
him as Governor, refers to what he told him. The Preſident, therefore, being thus 


called upon in his public character, thinks it neceſſary to inform the Board, that 


having conſtantly repreſented to the Nabob, that the agreement entered into be- 
tween the Company and the creditors, was intended for his the Nabob's relief, and 
to prevent his being expoſed to the diſagreeable applications of 'both—bur finding 
the Nabob averſe to that mode, he, the Preſident, informed him, that he was 
ready and willing to ſettle privately ſome mode with the creditors, that might be 
more agreeable to him: that the Nabob, as ſuch, need not take public cognizance 
of it, but proceed in his own. way; only allowing him, the Preſident, to manage 
himſelf with the creditors privately to prevent confuſion, to which the Nabob ta 
not object, but deſired that he would not join the creditors; that the Nabob baving 
at the ſame time deſired to have the ſtate of the agreement-given him in writing, 
and promiſed an anſwer in writing, tio ſtep could be taken until the receipt of his 
anſwer, which was not received till the 19th inſtant. In the mean time the deelara- 
tion for dividends was publiſhed, as related in conſultation 12th, r4th, 16th, and 
18h inſtant.

ON the 19th inſtant I had the honour to receive your Excellency's letter, dated

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month. My letter contained only a ſimple narrative of paſt tranſactions here and Can 
in England, without any arguments on my part to ſtrengthen and enforce them. I 
meant to confine myſelf to the performance of what has been enjoined me by my 
ſuperiors ; and I did hope, that their good intentions towards your Excellency Be- 
ing as manifeſt as the ſun at mid-day, I ſhould have had the ſatisfadion of con- 
veying to them in your anſwer a return of kindneſs. Whether they will conſtrue 
your Rows in that ſenſe it does not become me to ſyggeſt ; I ſhall convey it to them 
as it is, and ſhall crave your leave to remain ſilent on its contents, excepting only 
as to the three propoſitions you make to me, which require a reply for your | 
information, and the compleating the payment of the 25 Lacks, upon which 1 
muſt beg further information. I reply firſt to the propoſitions. —Thefirſt is, That 
a letter be wrote to you by the Governor and Council, purporting a diſcharge for 
the Company's money from the beginning of your concerns with them, till ſuch 
period as the ſame may have been ſo diſcharged—to which I beg leave to anſwer, 
that my predeceſſors in this government have given your Excellency ſuch diſcharges 
as-are uſual for all the money they received from your Excellency; that I alſo have 
given like diſcharges for all that I have received, and that I will hereafter give 
uch diſcharges for what I ſhall receive: beſides this, if your Excellency is defirous 
of having any other kind of writing, be pleaſed to inform me, that I may write to 
my Conſtituents concerning the ſame. The ſecond propoſition is this, That, in the 
buſineſs of the creditors, I will not do any thing but what you told me. To which 
I anſwer, that the Company and the Creditors entered into an agreement in Eng- 
land, which was intended for your eaſe: I cannot deviate therefrom without their 
conſent, - nor they without the Company's conſent.

A reference to the minutes of conſultation, to the letters from the Preſident to

A. proof or teſtimonial. of, which firm 
reſolution is; that the Select Committee, in many letters and conferences, forbid 
the paying you money, conformable to our agreement; yet he paid the laſt Kiſt. 
The Committee's urging ſo prefſingly that the Company's money, which bears 
no_igtereſt, ſhould be paid and cleared off before that of others, may be ow- 
ing, I think, to the orders of , their Maſters, the ꝓreſent critical conjuncture, and; 
the Company's want of money. When I reflect on thele matters, it gives me much 
concern; becauſe Bundagan Ally is much obliged to the Company, and we are 
looking out earneſtly for every opportunity of teſtifying our gratitude, and the 
great ſenſe of their favours. Wit regard to ox other creditors, our words and 
agreements are pledged and confirmed, by our fubſcribing with our hands, and

That the letter (read at the laſt meeting) which had been addreſſed by them to 
the Prefident and Council, intimating the ſaid nomination, had been antwered on 
the 13th inſt. by an expreſs declaration of the Prefident and Council, „That they 
cannot conſent to the receiving or paying, any money ariſing from the revenues 
*. appropriated to the Creditors, or to the accepting or acting under any appoint- 
* nent in direct diſobedience to an order of the Board, forbidding any intercourſe 
between the inhabitants of this Colony and the Country Government, but through 
« the Preſident and Council,” which order was tranſmitted to theſe Gentlemen 
with the Anſwer, and is found to be the ſame which the Prefident and Council had 
cauſed to be. circulated in this ſettlement but a few days before, ** prohibiting all 
5 {ervants.of the Company, civil and military, and all other Europeans refiding under 
* their juriſdiction, from holding any correſpondence, or having any money tranſ- 
« actions, directly or indirectly, with any of the Princes, Rulers, or Governors 
Cin the Eaſt- Indies, or with any of their miniſters or agents, without the eſpecial 
& licence and permiſſion of the Prefident and Council for the time being.“ 


That they had made a reply to this letter of the Preſident and Council on the 
1 5th, repreſenting the damage which will enſue, if the P.eſident and Council ſhould 
withdraw the expreſs approbation and protection which they had from the begin- 
ning granted and hitherto continued to this truſt, and the injuſtice of their pro- 
hibiting the due execution thereof, by the revival of an obſolete order of the year 
1714, Which cannot with any colour of reaſon be renewed at this time, far leſs ſtrain - 
ed on this occaſion, ſceing it has in truth been oblicerated, by the uninterupted 
conduct of the Preſident. and Council themſelves, and by the total change which 


has been brought about within that time, with reſpect to all the parties who have 
any connection with this debt.

Zo SINCB the receipt of your orders of the 17th March, t we have not omitted 
any means in our power to bring the Nabob to ſome concluſion on the ſeveral im- 
portant ſubjects you have been pleaſed to give us in charge, and particularly the 
eſtabliſhing a mode for the diſcharge of his debts, His inflexible obſtinacy, jealou- 
ſy, and perverſeneſs, on the one hand, and the violent oppoſition of his creditors to 
any arrangements on the other, have to this time prevented any goncluſion. To in- 
form you particularly of every ſtep that has been taken, would ſwell this addreſs too 
much; we beg your patience *till the arrival of our January ſſup, when our whole 
roceedings ſhall wait on you; in the mean time we beg you will pleaſe to be aſ- 
ſured, that we ſhall not ceaſe to preſs the Nabob, until we ſhall have obtained ſome 
concluſions confarmable to what you have recommended; and nothing ſhould have 
thus long prevented them but dur unwillingneſs to proceed to extremities; our en- 
deavours ſhall be to avoid them.

Extract of Letter from the Select Committee at Fort St, George to the Court of Directors, 
dated 31ft January, 1770. Received in London, 28th Juhy, 1770. 


Par. 10. IN our letter of the 21ſt November, we adviſed your Honours in gene- 
ral terms of,the difficulties we had to encounter in the execution of this part of your 
orders, by reaſon of the unconquerable obſtinacy, pride, and jealouſy of the Nabob, 
and the violent oppoſition of many of the creditors; and it is with concern we ac- 
quaint you, that by a determined oppoſition in the ſame creditors even to this day, 
and in the Nabob *rill very lately, our time has been waſted in altercation, our at- 
tention diverted from other important objects, and the peace and harmony of the 
colony deſtroyed; and nothing, we believe, but an uniform and ſteady perſeverance 
in our propoſitions, becauſe we thought them equitable, could at laſt have brought 
the Nabob to the terms we have. Our proceedings, which accompany theſe ad- 
vices, contain.a very ample and particular detail of every ſtep we have taken, med 
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with reſpect to the Nabob and to the creditors ; to theſe therefore we beg leave to | 
refer you, and earneſtly requeſt that you will cauſe them to be artentively peruſed, 


and form your judgment of the whole, not from chis letter, but from the pieces them- 
ſelves, as you will thereby, proceeding ſtep by ſtep, be better informed of the difh- 
culties we have ſtruggled through, and be impreſſed with a more perfect idea of the 
tempet and diſpoſition of the Nabob, as well as of the violence and obſtinacy of many 
of his creditors living under your protection; we ſhall therefore only in this place 
briefly recite our tranſactions on this ſubject, that you may refer the more readily to 
our proceedings...

11. Ontheteceipt of your commands of the 15th March, we proceeded to take 
into conſideration the moſt expedient manner of carrying the ſame into execution; 
and as we judged that the making a demand on the creditors for the renunciation 
of the aſſignment of the revenues of the country, which the Nabob had made over 
to them for the payment of their debts, without previouſly making him acquainted 
with our intention, would naturally tend to fill his mind with jealouſies and ſufpi- 
cions, which it might be impoſſible for us to overcome; we therefore determined 
to communicate to him, before we took any ſteps with the creditors, the ſpirit and 
meaning of your orders with regard to his debts to the Company and individuals, 
which we accordingly did on the 16th September.“ He exprefled in ſtrong terms 
how much he apprehended his honour and credit'muſt ſuffer by the meaſures we were 
about to take. We then informed him, that we ſhould make him acquainted with 
the reſult of our application to the creditors. On the 23d September, f we wrote a 


letter to the truſtees, Meſſieurs John Call, James Bourchier, and George Mackay, 


fignifying your orders to us to demand a renunciation of the affignment; to which we 
received theit anſwer on the 27th. explaining the nature of their truſt, and promiſing: 
to lay our letter before the creditors; but before we received any anſwer thereto, we 
wert much ſurpriſed to leain; that the Nabob late at night on the-2gth September; 
had made à further payment to his creditors of fixty thouſand Pagodas, although by 
his engagements with them, but not ſigaified or knovn to us, the ſame was not due 
ik next day. The conduct of the Nabob in this inſtance was the more deceitful, 
ſince he had but the day before expreſſed to the Preſident the great diſtreſs he was 
in for money, to make good the Kiſts which he had promiſed. for our current ex- 
1 unfair in the creditors, as our application to them for a renunciation of 


0 t remained yet unanſwered: we ſaw but too plainly in this inſtance 
the Nabob's inclination to ſupport the creditors in oppoſition to the Company.

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33, It was wick great difficulty that we ptevailed on the Nabob to enter 
into any conferences with us or the Preſident in our public characters, and it was 
ſome days before we could obtain his conſent to give us a meeting: however, 

ter much perſuaſion, he agreed to confer with us; and we accordingly. attended 

im the 14th October, f when we entered into a diſcuſſion of the points you have 
been pleaſed to recommend, and urged every argument to induce him to coincide 
with us in meaſures jo neceſſary for his own and the Company's ſafety. He at 
length told us, chat he was defirous of entering upon the propoſed arrangement, 
but that he wiſhed that his accounts wich the Company might firſt be accu-

16. On the 27th October F, the Preſident had a conference with the Nabob, but 
being able to obtain nothing ſatisfactory or concluſive, and fo much time having 
been ſpent without our having made the leaſt progreſs in the arrangement propoſed, 
we thought it neceſſary to communicate to the Council, and through them to 
your ſervants in general, your ſentiments and directions with regard to the impro- 
priety of ſuffering private intereſt to be ſet in competition with the public. In 
the evening of the ſame day we met the Nabob by his particular defire ; | hitherto 
he had endeavoured to maintain his ground by arguments, but finding them in- 
ſufficient to drive us from our's, he now aſſumed the ſtile of entreaty, requeſting 
we would fave his honour with the creditors, which muſt be forteited if he did 
not make good his promiſed payments to them. It was in vain that we urged 
to him the diſtreſſed ſtate of your affairs, brought on by the protection of his 
country, and your inability to continue that protection without receiving from 
him reimburſement of your advances; and how deeply -his intereſt, as well as his 


honour, was concerned to diſcharge his debt to the Company in preference to all 


others, to which we conceived you had the moſt equitable prerenſions. All our 
arguments were to no purpoſe, and at the end of the conference we found the 
points in queſtion not farther advanced than when we began. 

17. Meſfieurs Call, James Bourchier, and Mackay, having repeatedly applied 
to the Nabob to be releaſed from their charge as truſtees, he, in a letter addreſſed 
to the Preſident,““ requeſted that the Board would give him their ſentiments re- 
garCing the appointment of others; to which he was informed, , that as ſuch an 


appointment was inconſiſtent with the orders of the Company, we could not 
give. our conſent thereto, 


18. At a meeting which the Preſident had with the Nabob on theſe ſubjects 
on the 3d November, I he again returned to the procraſtinating plea of unadjuſted 
accounts, declined entering on any arrangements until they ſhould be examined 
and ſettled, defired they might be adjuſted with all diſpatch, and that when the 
balance was ſtruck, he promiſed to pay off the whole, in money and Soucar ſecu- 
rity, in the ſpace of three months; but that till the amount of his debt was hxed, 
and he had taken meaſures for the diſcharge of it, he declared he could not 
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enter upon the diſcuſſion of the other articles propoſed to him. As we appre- 
hended that one motive for theſe procraſtinations, was to avoid any agreement with 
us until the time ſhould elapſe for making further payments to his creditors, that 
he * under that pretence pay away conſiderable ſums to them, leaving us till 
diſtrefſed and without reſources; we therefore only requeſted his promiſe, that 
whilſt his accounts were preparing he would pay no more money to his creditors, 
nor until ſome general arrangement could be made, which promiſe he would not 
make. The Nabob's accounts had been ſome time in hand, and to take from him 
that pretence, we had ordered that they ſhould with all expedition. be adjuſted to as 
late a period as poſſible; and in the mean time, to obviate the maniſeſt deſign of 
the Nabob in theſe delays, we came to a reſolution of forming immediately a rough 
calculate of his debt due to the Company: in doing which it was neceſſary to take 
into conſideration, whether the whole, or what part of the charges incurred by the 
war with Hyder Ally, ſhould be carried to his debit ; and as the Board, in their Se- 
parate Department, had already addreſſed your Honours on this ſubject,“ and had 
taken the liberty to ſubmit to your conſideration, whether it would be unreaſonable 
that the expenſe of the war ſhould be divided between the Company and the Nabob, 
in proportion to the amount of the revenues poſſeſſed by each, we therefore formed 
our calculate (but merely as a calculate, and ſubject to your pleaſure) upon 
that plan, by which two thirds of the expenſe would fall ro the ſhare of the Nabob, 
and one third to the Company: and to obviate as far as poſſible all objections on 
his part, we determined to form the eſtimate of his old debr, and the charges of 
the war, at rather-kcfs. than we judged they might amount to; and to acquaint him, 
that any difference which ſhould appear on either fide, might be adjuſted when 
the accounts were finally cloſed. . Agreeable to this plan, we reckoned his pro- 
portion of the charges of the war at ten Lacks of Pagodas, and the balance of his 
old debt at twelve ditto, in all twenty-two Lacks of Pagodas, which ſum we re- 
folved to demand from him; but as we were ſenſible that he could not pay fo large 
aſum from his revenues within the ſpace of three months, as he had propoſed to 
the Preſident, we determined to acquaint him that it was not your intention, and 
conſequently not our's, to diſtreſs him; but that we muſt inſiſt that whatever money 
he could pay, ſhould be paid to us towards the diſcharge thereof, in preference to all 
other debts ; and that he ſhould immediately proceed to deliberate with us con- 
cerning the ways and means of accompliſhing the fame, and providing for the 
nęceſſary military eſtabliſhment for the defence of the Carnatick. If the Nabob 
ſhould refuſe to comply with the above propoſitions, we propoſed to demand from 
him aſſignments of countries ſuffictent to diſcharge the ſaid twenty-two Lacks of 
Pagodas in the ſpace of two years, and to defray the current expenſe of the 
neceſſary military eſtabliſhment for the protection of the province; and at the ſame 
time to inſiſt on the immediate furrender of the Jaghire lands, which he holds as 
renter in the name of Nazeeb Khan, not only on account of the impropriety there 
would be in his continuing to rent the fame, whilſt we ſhould be under the ne- 
ceſſity of inſiſting on affignments of countries from him, but by reaſon of the op- 
pre ſſions exerciſed in them, which we had all reaſon to expect would be rather in- 
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creaſed than diminiſhed in conſequence of the meaſures we were about to take. 
After what was wrote your Honours regarding theſe lands, in the ſeparate letter 
from the Military Department by the Thames,* we ſhould gladly bave waited the re- 
ceipt of your orders before we came to any. determination regarding them, but 
the conduct of the Nabob made ſuch a meaſure appear abſolutely neceſſary. And 
in order the better to enforce our reſolutions, ſhould the Nabob compel us to fo 
diſagreeable an alternative, we thought it expedient to communicate them to the 
Board, and to deſire their aid and aſſiſtance in the execution of them, purſuant to 
the 51ſt paragraph of your commands, in your general letter of the 17th March 
laſt , in which the Majority of the Board acquieſcedf, only Meſſieurs Call and Ardley 
diſſenting to ſome part. & As we had too much cauſe to imagine that the mind of 
the Nabob was greatly inflamed by the inſtigation of ſundry perſons living under the 
Company's protection, who made it their buſineſs to urge him to pe! ſevere in his op- 
poſition to your orders, 1t was at the ſame time reſolved by the Board to publiſh 


a a ſtanding order of the Company, || forbidding all perſons reſiding under their pro- 


tection from having any correſpondence or tranſactions with the Princes of the coun- 
try, but through your Preſident and Council, | 


19. In conſequence of the above-mentioned reſolutions we had a meeting ** with 
the Nabob, when he was informed of the orders that had been given to prepare 
his accounts with ali expedition, and of the amount at which we had in the mean 
time calculated his debt, that we might without any further delay proceed with 
him on the propoſed arrangements. We alſo urged to him the impropriety of the 
conduct of the Company's Servants, and others living under their protection, in 
oppoſing the orders of the Company, and the reaſonableneſs as well as neceſſity 
there was for his paying whatever he was able to the Company in preference to 
his private creditors ; when the Nabob, with an air of the utmoſt ſurpriſe, inform- 
ed us, that he now comprehended what he had before not underſtood ; that he had 
always thought we meant to claim the debt due to his private creditors on behalf 
of the Company, and to their prejudice ; but that now he was acquainted with our 
intentions, all objections on his part would ceaſe. Although there might have 
been reaſon enough to be aſtoniſhed at the ignorance which the Nabob now pleaded 


as an excuſe for his not complying with our demands ſooner, ſince our meaning had 


been fully, clearfy, and repeatedly explained to him from the beginning, in our 


letters as well as conferences, yet we thought it beſt to follow him in his own way; 


we therefore dropt the ſubject, and only informed him, that we hoped now he 
comprehended our meaning all difficulties would be removed. The conſideration 
of the means of conciliating the minds of his creditors, and ſaving his honour, then 
became the ſubject of converſation ; and at Jength it was agreed, that the Prefidenc 
ſhould addreſs a letter to him, explaining the motives and reafons of our demand in 

reference, and with which the Nabob in ſaving terms promiſed to acquiefce ; a 
etter was therefore, on our return to the fort, wrote him to that effect tt. 


20. Having waited 'till the gth November++ without receiving any anſwer to our 
above mentioned letter, we judged it neceſſary to propoſe ſome general heads rela- 
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tive to the payment of the Nabob's debt to the Company, the forming and regu- 
lating the military eſtabliſhment of the Nabob's troops for the collection of the 
revenues and the defence of the province, the providing proper funds for the ſup- 
port of ſuch eſtabliſhment, the means of ſecuring ſufficient ſupplies of proviſions in 
the ſeveral forts in caſe of an invaſion, and for concerting a general political ſyſtem 
for our conduct with regard to the neighbouring Powers. On theſe fubjeCts we 
thought it expedient that the, Nabob ſhould be preſſed to come to ſome definitive 
| reſolutions with us; the Preſident accordingly waited on the Nabob the ſame 
evening, with an intention to confer with him thereon, but he abſolutely refuſed 
to enter upon any deliberation regarding them until the exact amount of his debt 
to the Company ſhould be aſcertained. | 


21. In the 179th paragraph of this addreſs we informed your Honours, that 
upon the Nabob's application to the Board for the appointment of other truſtees 
in the room of Meſſieurs Call, Bourchier, and Mackay, he was informed that we 
could not conſent to any ſuch appointment ; notwithſtanding which, on the 13th 
November,+ a letter was addreſſed to the Board by Meſheurs Andrew Roſs, Arthur 
Cuthbert, George Smith, Daniel De Caſtro, and Thomas Powney, ſetting forth, 
that on the application of Meſſieurs Call, Bourchier, and Mackay, to refign their 
truſt, they had been nominated by the Nabob, and approved of by the creditors, for 
the purpoſe of receiving and paying the maney which had been apprropiated by the 
Nabob for the payment of his debt, and requeſting the protection and aſſiſtance of 
the Board in the execution of their truſt, In anſwer to which they were informed, 
that as the Honourable Company did by no means admit a right in the creditors 
to appropriate the revenues of the country to the payment of themſelves in exclu- 
fion of the Company, whilſt the immenſe ſums diſburſed by the Company in the 
defence of that very country remained unpaid, we"tould/not give our conſent to 
their receiving any money ariſing from the revenues ſo appropriated, or to their 
0G under any appointment in diſobedience to the orders we had made public, 
forbidding all perſons living under the Company's protection from having any cor- 
reſpondence or tranſactions with the Country Governments but through the Preſi- 
dent and Council. 3 


22. Meſſieurs Call and Ardley having diſſented to the above-mentioned letter, 
their diſſents are entered on our minutes, 4 together with the obſervations of the 
Board, thereon, and their reaſons in ſupport of their reſolutions ; we get that your 
Honours will be pleaſed to give us your ſentiments fully thereon for our future 

guidance in ſimilar caſes. _ | 

23. On the 15th November { the above-mentioned nominated truſtees repeated 
their requeſt, in a letter addreſſed to the Board, and repreſented that a ſecond pay- 
ment was then due from the Nabob, and ready to be made; in reply & to which 

they were referred to the demand made by this Committee on the 23d September 
for the ſurrender of the deed of aſſignment, and exhorted to pay due obedience 
to the Company's commands, and a ſtrict attention to the obſervance of their 
covenants. | 
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24. As (theſe tranſactions with and xeſpecting the Nabob's private creditors 
have an immediate connexion with our negotiations with the Nabob, we have 
given them a place in this addreſs in the order of time, although it has interrupted 

the narrative of thoſe negotiations; we now Feturn. to them. | FEI 
25. The Nabob's accounts having been drawn out, and finally adjuſted and ſigned 
by the Board, to the zoth April 1769, and from that period to the 31ſt Auguſt, 


with as much accuracy as poſſible, they were fent to him, figned by the accompt- 


ant, with a letter from the Preſident, together with an acconnt of the expenſes of 
the wat with Hyder Ally; and on the 18th November we had a meeting with the 
Nabob, in which we requeſted of him to ſettle the terms of payment. The Na- 
bob then proceeded to repreſent the difficulties and embarraſſments he laboured 
under, and his apprehenſions that the Company meant in the end to take his 
country from him. We urged every argument to convince him that the Compa 

had no ſuch intentions, and which was ſufficiently evident from the many proofs 
they had given him of their friendſhip, and from their whole conduct towards him; 
and that we could aflure him, that whenever he had cleared off his debts to the 
Company and to individuals, that the Company would no longer interfere in his 
country; and promiſed, on his earneſt requeſt; to write him a letter to that effect. 
He then expreſſed a defire that we would engage that no further ſums ſhould be 
added to the balance, which by his accounts appeared to be due to the end of Au- 
guſt; to this we alſo canſented, as the accounts had been very accurately exa- 
 Thined, and by an adjuſtment which Mr, Jourdan had drawn out, there appeared 
to be about forty thouſand Pagodas for which the Nabob - ought to have credit, 
and which we judged would more than make up for any omiſſions. or errors on the 
debit account from the zoth April to 31ſt Auguſt; a letter was therefore immedi- 
ately wrote and delivered to him to that purpoſe. A letter was alſo wrote him on 
the ſubje of bis having nominated perſons as truſtees in the room of Meſſieurs Call, 
Bourchier, and Mackay“, notwithſtanding our remonſtrances to the contrary, | 


„ 


26. The Committee of the Nabob's creditors having addreſſed a letter to us+, urging 
the unreaſonableneſs of the demand made of the renunciation of the Nabob's Jeed 
of aſſignment to them, founded on a 1 that your Honours were not 
thoroughly acquainted with the nature of the Nabob's debt to individuals, and of 
the ſaid aſſignment, at the time of your giving us directions for making the 
demand, our anfwer thereto is entered on our proceedings}, to which we beg eave 
27, Having waited ſeveral days, in the hope that the Nabob would have taken 
ſome meaſures towards the diſcharge of his debt, and the arrangements which we 
had ſo: repeatedly and ftrenuouſly recommended to him, and finding not the leaſt 


intimation of bis intention to enter with us into a diſcuſſion of them, we judged 


it neceſſary to write him a letter, explaining very fully and clearly the nature or 
the connexion. between him and the Company, reminding him of the many frivo- 
lous and evalive pretences he had employed to avoid furniſhing money for our

neceſſities, 
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neceſſities, occaſioned by the ſupport of his Government, repeating to him the ab- 
ſolute neceſſity of his coming to an immediate determination with us on the ſeveral 
points propoſed to him, and affuring him, that after his debt to the Company and 
to individuals were fully diſcharged; that we would, if he pleaſed, withdraw all 
your troops from. his forts, confine ourſelves entirely within the Company's own 
poſſeſſions, and interfere in his affairs no otherwiſe than as his friends and allies. 


28. To this letter we received no anſwer; but ſome days after we waited on the 
Nabob by his defire*, hen the ſubject of the payment of bo debt to the Company 
was debated, and aftet much time ſpent, in which every argument we had before 
ſo often urged was again repeated, we brought him to engage to pay us twenty- 
five Lacks of Pagodas within the ſpace of eighteen months, of which thirteen 
Lacks and an half in ſix months, and of theſe five Lacks by the 2oth January, 
and the remainder in twelve months from the expiration of the ſaid fix months. 
We would then have proceeded to the ſettling the Kiſts, and other conſiderations 
relative to his private creditors, but the Nabob pleading indiſpoſition declined any 
further conference at that time. 10 | | 


29. On the 16th December we had another meeting with the Nabob, when he ex- 
pred his ſenſe of the right the Company had to expect to be paid their debt in prefe- 
rence, but that he nevertheleſs was defirous of giving his private creditors all the ſatis- 
faction in his power. It is here neceſſary to acquaint your Honours, that the Nabob 
had, by the means and in the name of his Son, wrote a letter to his creditors}, under 
cover of Meſſieurs Call, Bourchier, and Mackay, which was produced to us by them 
before it was delivered to the creditors, wherein he repreſented the embarraſſments and 
diſtreſſes he laboured under by reaſon of the prefling demands nrade on him by the 
Company and his private creditors, his deſire of ſatisfying both, the ruined ſtate of 
the country, and requeſted that they would be Aa to receive the intereſt only on 
the ſums due. to them for the ſpace of 16 months, in which time he hoped to be 
+ able to pay off the Company's debt, when he would take meaſures for difcharging 
what was due to them. To this letter the ereditors returned an anfwerf, which they 
ſent to the Board in an addreſs, requeſting that the ſame might be forwarded to 
the Nabob's Son. The Council having referred the fame letter to us, to be for- 
warded with ſuch remarks as might appear neceſſary, we tranſmitted the ſame to 
the Nabob, with a letter from the Prefident$,- wherein we made. ſuch obſervations 
on the letter from the Nabob's Son, and on the anſwer from the creditors, as they 
ſeemed to require, and urged ſuch arguments as we thought neceſſary to convince 

the Nabob of the right which the Company had to a preference in the diſcharge 
of their debt; and particulatly, we made it evident that a preference had hitherto 
been given to his private creditors, by ſtating the ſums paid to them in proportion 
to what he had paid the Company. The creditors had in the above-mentioned 
letter rejected the propoſal * them by the Nabob, of receiving the intereſt only 


on the ſums due to them until the Company's debt ſhould be diſcharged ; not- 
withſtanding which, the Nabob expreſſed; an earneſt deſire of ſatisfying them in the

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beſt manner he was able. We informed him that the Company, far from meaning 
any injury to the creditors, had the ſafety of their property at heart; that the un- 
doubted right which the Company had to expect a preference in the diſcharge of 


their debt, and which was enforced by the diſtreſſed ſtate of their affairs, made it 


our duty in ſtrictneſs to inſiſt on every Pagoda he could ſpare from the neceſſary 
expenſes of his government and family until the Company's debt ſhould be fully 
cleared; nevertheleſs, as it ee unreaſonable to preclude the creditors entirely 
from receiving any part of their debt, particularly as many of them who had their 
all, and ſome more than all, in his, the Nabob's hands, muſt ſuffer great diſtreſs 
if they were not permitted to receive the intereſt on their capital ſums, we had 
been induced to promiſe ſuch of the creditors as had ſubmitted to the Company's orders, 
to ſolicit him to pay them the intereſt that ſhould from time to time become due 
on their reſpective capitals until we could receive your further commands, and 
that it therefore gave us great pleafure to find him equally willing and deſirous to 
do ſo. That with ref pech to thoſe creditors who had refuſed to ſubmit themſelves to the 
Company's orders and protection, and had rejected the propoſal he had made of paying 
them the intereſt on their debts, and had aſſerted a right independent of the Com- 
pany, they had thereby put it out of our power at preſent to ſay any thing on 
their behalf ; but that whenever they ſhould "req: with the Company's requi- 
ſition, we ſhould think them, as Britiſh ſubjects, entitled to the Company's pro- 
tection. We repreſented to the Nabob the dangerous conſequences to every 
Government if ſubjects and dependents were thus encouraged in diſobedience and 
oppoſition, how much of our time had been waſted in altercations and diſſenſions, 
which might have been employed to uſeful purpoſes, but had ſerved only to create 
a ferment, which tended equally to the prejudice of his affairs and the Company's, 
and promiſed no abatement, whilſt the obſtinate perſeverance of ſome of the 
creditors in their oppoſition to the Company's orders met with encouragement, 
the Nabob at length. propoſed to write to the creditors, informing them of the 
agreement he had entered into with us, and that the moſt he could do was to pay 
them the intereſt on their reſpective claims; to which we have conſtantly replied as 
before-mentioned, that with reſpect to thoſe creditors who had ſubmitted their 
claims to your protection, we not only aſſented, but even requeſted, that he would 
ay them the intereſt ; but as to the reſt, who aſſerted an independent right, as we 
Bad no power to conſent to or e e thing on their behalf, he, as maſter of 
the money in his own hands, muſt do as he ſhould think proper, but that it ſnould 
be our part to repreſent theſe tranſactions ſaithfully to you. V 


30, From the 11th December *till within theſe few days we have been held 

in ſuſpenſe by the Nabob, both in reſpect to the Kiſts for the twehty-five Lacks 
of Pagodas, and as to the ſteps he intended to take touching the payment of 
intereſt to ſuch of his creditors as had not ſubmitted their claims to the protection 
of the Company. Upon the ſubject of the Kiſts being often preſſed, he as often 
declined any adjuſtment, always giving us to underſtand that he meant to act fo 
as to give us ſatisfaction ; at length, on the 15th and 16th inſtant, by his own 
appointment, the terms were propoſed and agreed to by him, but ſubje& to the 
condition of peace and tranquillity in the country.

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As we had and have great reaſon to believe the Nabob has made very, large 
reſerves of treaſure, and is well able to pay the whole, whether the country re- 


mains in tranquillity or not, (for our more particular ſentiments concerning which 


ue beg leave to refer as per margin?) we inſiſted on a poſitive ſtipulation of pay- 


ment at all events. After an abſolute refuſal on his part, and an abſolute demand 


on our's, finding us determined to perſiſt, he has agreed to the following Kiſts or

31. Notwithſtanding what the Nabgb.had at our ſeveral meetings with him 
agreed to, relative to the manner of his communicating to his creditors the arrange- 
ments he had made with us for the payment of his debt to the Company, the 
Preſident received a letter from him, encloſing a meſſage, which he deſired his 
Bramin might be permitted to communicate to his creditors z in which he offered 


to pay the intereſt to them all in general; as well, to thoſe who have not, as to 
thoſe Who have ſubmitted their claims to, your protection, This is directly 


contrary to the mode he had aſſented to in our minutes referred tot. 


32. Upon the publication of your orders for the demand of the deed of aſſignment, 


ſeveral of the Nabob's creditors, as you will obſerve by our proceedings, ſubmitted 


rheir claims to the protection of the Company; to theſe therefore we have been in- 
duced to promiſe, that we would uſe our influence with the Nabob to pay them 
the intereſt as it ſhall become due on their reſpective capitals, until we can be 
favoured with your commands; and alſo to recommend them to your particular 
care and protection, as perſons who haye ſhewn a proper ſubmiſſion to your

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orders, and a juſt confidence in the reaſonableneſs and equity of the Company. 
We have been induced to take this latitude in the conſtruction of your orders, 
not only from motives of humanity, as many of thoſe who have ſubmitted 
depend in a great meaſure on what they have in the Nabob's hands for ſupport, 
but alſo from the reaſonableneſs of the thing in itſelf, and the hope that ſuch an 
indulgence might induce the other creditors to throw themſelves in like manner 
on the protection of the Company for the recovery of their debts, which would 
greatly have facilitated the accompliſhment of your commands, relative to the 
arrangements to be made with the Nabob for the diſcharge of his debt to the 
Company as well as to individuals. But it is with concern we inform you, that ſo 
far from meeting with that return from the majority of the creditors which we 
imagined ſuch an indulgence merited, we have experienced the moſt violent op- 
poſition in the execution of your orders; they have gone ſo far as to proteſt 
againſt Meſſieurs Call, Bourchier, and Mackay, for refuſing, in conformity to 
your directions, to act any longer as truſtees, and to threaten them with proſe- 
cutions ; and we are even in hourly expectation of meeting with the ſame treat- 
ment from them, for the endeavours we have exerted towards the accompliſh- 
ment of your commands. | | | 
33. The counſels of a multitude are generally influenced by a few leading 
men, and which we believe to be the caſe in the violent meaſures now taken by 
the creditors, who have refuſed to conform to the Company's orders; there 
would be an impropriety in our pointing out here who the promoters of theſe 
oppoſitions are, ſince Gee tranſactions appear as the reſolution of a great num- 
ber, and it might not be in our power to bring legal proof of ſuch a charge. 


4. Having thus given your Honours a recital] of theſe tranſactions in the 
order of time and manner in which they happened, that you may the more eaſily 
comprehend the ſum of the whole; we beg leave to ſtate in a few words the 
principles on which we have acted, the conduct of the Nabob, and his inotives, 


as they appear to us, and the tranſactions of the creditors, and their views 
therein. FB 


5. We underſtand the ſenſe and ſpirit of your orders to us to be this; 
that whereas the Nabob having made an aſſignment, by deed under his hand 
and ſeal, to certain perſons of the revenues of part of the Carnatick, in truſt, that 
the fame ſhould be applied in diſcharge of his private debts in excluſion of the 
Company, you highly difapprove thereof, tell us that you will not fuffer the idea 
of ſuch an independent right to exiſt either in the Nabob or your ſervants, and 
enjoin us.to demand of them a renunciation of the right they claim under that 
deed of affignment; that done, you command us to inform the Nabob, that 
his firſt obligation is to diſcharge his debt to the Company; and that being 
done, you authoriſe us to give the ſanction of the Company's authority to fuc 
meaſures as we ſhall concert with the Nabob for the diſcharge of his debt to in- 
dividuals. Here we beg leave to remark, that your orders in every place men- 
tion your Servants, but no where expreſs Free Merchants and others; nevertheleſs, 
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by the words your Servants. we underſtand all perſons reſiding under your pro- 
tection. You direct us to demand a renunciation of the deed of aſſignment, 
but you have not informed us what meaſures wo ſhould take in caſe of refuſal; 
nor is it to be expected that you ſhould in every caſe deſcend to ſuch minutiz : in 
better times, when men looked up to the Court of Directors for protection, it was 
not neceſſary; but now, that a ſpirit of litigation, cavil, and faction, hath gone 
ſorth, it becomes neceſſary that your repreſentatives ſhould. be extremely cau- 
tious in their conduct. To tell the Kabob that his firſt; obligation is to diſcharge 
the Company's debt, or to demand of him payment of that debt in preference to 
other debts, are in our judgment ſynonimons.. mm. 4

36. In purſuance of theſe orders, we demanded of the creditors a renuncia- 
tion of the right they claim under the deed of aſſignment; which demand the 
major part of them. refuſe. in effect to comply with. A general ferment is raiſed 
in the colony; your orders become the ſubje& of converſation; amongſt the 
intereſted they are treated as illegal, tyrannical, arbitrary, and oppreſſive; let- 
ters are circulated to the other Preſidencies, where there are many creditors, and 
the ſame language is echoed back. We dare not preſume to judge of the legality 
of the deed of aſſignment, for we pretend not to be adepts in points of law; but 
we muſt ſuppoſe that your Honours are well grounded in the orders you give: 
but whether it would have been legal or not to have poſſeſſed youiſelves of the 
ſpecific revenues aſſigned, we ſaw nothing illegal in merely demanding a renun- 
ciation. of the right under that deed, When we offered in your name the ſauction 
of your authority tar the recovery of their debt after ybur oyn; a ſan. lion or 
ſecurity in our judgment of more intrinſic worth than all the aſſignments, bonds, 
or promiſes the Nabob can give; ſince it is clear to us, beyond a doubt, that 
without your protection the creditors would never be one Caſh the better for 
their aſſignment. Tyrannical, arbitrary, and oppreſſive, are words to catch the 
multitude; it is the language of the e had no other effect on us 
than to make us perhaps conſider your orders with the moſt ſcrupulous attention; 
and we beg leave to ſay, the more we conſider them, the more they appear to

37. Seeing this diſpoſition in the creditors, and no probability of conci- 
liating men's minds, the Preſident and Mr. Du Pre made their formal renuncia- 
tion of all pretenſions under that deed of aſſignment, f and put themſelves under 
the Company's protection for the recovery of their debts, and the example was 
followed by ſeveral others after your orders had been publicly read to them; but 
a very large majority having in effect refuſed to ſubmit themſelves to the Com- 
pany's protection on the mode we had propoſed, we thought it not adviſable 
to enſorce the demand by any act of , compulſion : leaving therefore the ſubject 
at that point, we applied ourſelves to the-Nabob, and demanded of him pay- 
ment of. the debt due to you in preference to all other debts; in doing which we 
think we are juſtified to you not only by the letter, but alſo, by the intent of 
your orders, and we hope to our countrymen (all but the intereſted) from the 
equity of the caſe. With the bulk of the intereſted in this colony, and alſo at

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your other Prefidencies, we have no favour to expel? ; we. are threatened with 
perſonal proſecutions, we are chatacteriſed as oppreſſors, and if law will not ruin 
us, there are who threaten to.riſk their fortunes, (and thoſe not ſmall) in ſplitting 
ſtock for that charitable purpoſe ; in which laſt threat the Court of Directors, who 

ave. us the orders, is included: we muſt crave your pardon for relating this diſre- 
pectful behaviour in thoſe who live under your protection, but it is very neceſſary 
you ſhould know the temper of the times. Your Honours will ſee all the argu- 
ments, by which we enforced the equity and propriety. of this demand, in the 
obſervations made on the diſſents of two Members, in the Military Department, 
the 1 3th November f, in our letters to the Nabob, and in the Minutes of this De- 
- partment ; the reſult of the whole has already been related. | | | 


38. To account for the Nabob's conduct, it is neceſſary; we ſhould ſtep back 
to a tranſaction prior to the diſpatch of the Thames, We underſtand that a great 
number of the creditors had intended an addreſs to your Honours, to crave your aid 
and protection in the recovery of the debts due to them by the Nabob. At a meet- 
ing held by the creditors to carry this purpoſe. into execution, we are informed 
that the Nabob, by the means of one of the creditors, who has been very active 
in the late faction, deſired that the creditors would deſiſt from any ſuch applica- 
cations ; and promiſing, in conſideration thereof, that the Nabob would punctually 
pay them certain ſums at ſlipu'ated times then named ; upon which promiſe thoſe 
credirots aſſembled, accepted of that promiſe, and dropt their intention of ad- 
- drefling you. After the receipt of your orders to us, we are informed that the 

Nabob confirmed this promiſe, in oppoſition to our firſt repreſentations to him, and 
aſſured the creditors that they might depend on his punctuality ; upon the ſtrength 
of theſe aſſurances, we are inclined to believe that many of the creditors took 
the reſolution to aſſert their independent right, and therefore refuſed ro ſubmit the 
recovery of their demands to the protection of the Company. Such an oppoſition 
once declaied, the pride of the promoters thereof became too deeply engaged to 
Tetra ; and thus from one ſtep to another they have wrought themſelves up to the 
obſtinacy, which you will perceive throughout their conduct. The Nabob in like 
manner having engaged his promiſe, thought it neceflary for his honour to put 
On at leaſt the appearance of a deſire "to fulfil it; we are even induced to believe 
that there was partly a real deſire, and for this reaſon, —that the debt to his private 
creditors is ſubject o an intereſt of 10 per cent. but that to the Company carries 
no intereſt at all, ſo that it became his immediate intereſt to give a preference to 

his private credirors. Another reaſon which we think induced the Nabob to his 
long oppoſitions was, the apprehenſion that if the Company once declared them- 
ſelves the prutectors of the creditors, they would ule their influence with the ſame 
Force and energy for the recovery of thoſe debts, as he found us diſpoſed to do for 
that que to the Company; whereas, ſo long as the debt to his private creditors re: 
mained *Upoh his owa ſecurity, independent of the Company be woul ſeldom 
Want arguments. to with-hold a part of the revenues aligned to them; he might 
plead the preſſures of the Company for the recovery of their debt, and to us his 
obligations to his creditors ; and thus playing off one claim againſt. the other, Pay ü 
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bot little to either, and make a prudent reſetve of the reſt, This is in ſome de- 
gree evident from his conduct in the three years ending December 1769, in 
which, notwithſtanding our great demands for money and his repeated promiſes, 
he paid no more to the Company than nine Lacks of Pagodas, and to his private 
creditors ten Lacks and a half, the medium of which is fix Lacks and a half per 
annum, a ſum far ſhort of what we are very confident his revenues might have 
afforded, eſtimating his other expenſes at rhe greateſt exceſs. But whether from 
theſe or other motives, certain it is, that the, Nabob encouraged his creditors, 
and the creditors the Nabob, in the oppoſitions we have before related; the Na- 
bob giving them to believe, that he would not ſubmit to be controlled by us, and 
they aſſuring him of fupport from their powerful intereſt at home. Finding 
the intercourſe between the Nabob and his creditors productive of theſe evil con- 
ſequences, we were induced to republiſh a ſtanding order of the year 1714, pro- 
hibiting all your Servants from having any money tranſactions with the Country 
Governments ; which has given occaſion to the creditors to'tax us with reviving 
obſolete orders to ſerve a preſent purpoſe, which that order could not have in 
view at the time it was me We are of le that whether ſuch an order 
exiſted or not, as your repreſentatives we had a right to publiſh ſuch a prohibi. 
tion, if we found it neceſſary for the ſafety of the Company's affairs; but it is 
not a fact that the order was obſolete ; the preciſe date and words of it might be 
unkown in the Settlement, but it has ever been underſtood by all reſiding under 

our protection as a rule of- your ſervice, that all tranſactions with the 955 i 
Government were to paſs through your Preſident, and him only. It is true that 
of late years the non obſervance of this order has been connived at, as it is 
evident by the loans of money that have been made to him b; individuals; but 
we fee not why that ſhould preclude you, or is as your repreſentatives, from en- 
forcing that order, or making a new one if the caſe required it. 


39. We' ſhall cloſe this diſagreeable ſubject with expreſſing our confident hopes. 
that ſhould any actions or ſuits at law be commenced againſt us, or Meſſicurs 
Call, Bourchier, and Mackay, the late truſtees, your Honours will ſupport and 
defend us and them at the Company's charge; ſince ſuch ſuits can have no foun- 
dation, but for tranſactions in conſequence of your orders and the diſcharge of our

40. Our ſeparate letters from the Military Department, of the 8th March + and 
N ns per Dutton and Thames, contained our ſentiments very fully, regard- 
ing the nature of the connexion between the Nabob and the Company on the 
preſent ſyſtem, and the difficulties we have already experienced, and which we muſt 
expect will reſult therefrom. It is with ſatisfaction we obſerve, that your ideas on 
this ſubject, as expreſſed in the 37th, 38th, 39th, 40th and 41ſt paragraphs of your 
commands of 17th March laſt, correſpond with thoſe we took the liberty to offer 
to you in our above-mentioned addrefles ; and we ſhould doubtleſs be thereby en- 
couraged to exert every poſſible means for forming ſome regular and uniform 
ſyſtem, by which the affairs of the Company and the Nabob might be conducted

41. In our tranſactions with him we have hitherto endeavoured, by candid. and 
open reaſoning, ta induce him to come to a determination with us on the propoſed 
arrangements. He has at times appeared convinced by our arguments, but has 
ſoon after reverted to his former ſentiments. This is manifeſt throughout the 
whole of our late tranſactions with him ; for although he has generally appeared 
ſatisfied and convinced by our arguments, and has to all appearance, before we 
parted, acquieſced in what we had - ſed, yet at our next meeting we have con- 
ſtantly found him raiſing freſh difficulties, and oppoſing with as much vehemence 
as ever the very points which we had all reaſon to conclude he had before agreed 
to; from which it is evident, that the want of ſteadineſs and reſolution is not a leſs 
unſurmountable obſtacle to our endeavours, than the pride and jealouſy which are 
ſo predominant in him. $158 ; 


50. A few days ſince we received a letter from the Committee of the Nabob's 
creditors*, wherein, after reciting the arguments they had before repeatedly uſed, they 

ropoſed, that on condition the Company would take upon themſelves the whole of 
the debt due from the Nabob to his creditors, and to pay them in ſeven or five years, 
with the intereſt at 8 per cent. they were willing to relinquith the deed of aſſign- 
ment to the Company; but as we are not authoriſed by your Honours to make 


any ſuch agreement, we have informed them that we cannot conſent to their pro-

. We received from them the other day an application for copies of our re- 


marks on their letter ta the Nabob's Son, as alſo of your orders relative to the credi- 
tors, and of copies of the letters from thoſe of the creditors who have ſubmitted their 


claims to your protection. Had the creditors ſnewed the leaſt diſpofition to a mo- 
derate conduct, had their complaint ariſen from any meaſures of our own, unſup- 
ported by your authority, and had it appeared to us to have been their intention to 
make their appeal to you, we ſhould readily have granted them copies of all papers 


that might have enabled them to lay before you their grief in the moſt authentic 


and pointed manner ; but as their reſolution is (if we may credit out-door reports) to 
bring their action againſt us, or againſt the Company, and to try the power and extent 


of law, they are not, in our opinion, entitled to any indulgencies; and it would be 


abſurd in us to put into their hands 8 which they want for no other purpoſe, 
but to ſearch in them for ſome defect or cauſe for cavil: and although we are of 


opinion, that the papers that they deſire might ſafely be put into their hands, and 


KI * Vide page'186. ＋ 1 Page 191.

you of him, ſince it is natural that one of theſe effects ſhould be produced, viz. ei- 
ther that we ſhall be thought partial, and to write through pique and reſentment ; or 
that we ba ve bitberto concealed. from you his true character. As to the firſt, ſhould that 
impreſſion be made, nothing but time and 2 of facts can remove it; and much 
we fear that time, and thoſe proofs are not far diſtant. And in juſtice to our former 
repreſentations we can truly aſſert, hat he does not appear now the man he did; a chan

protection, and return the reſt, We certainly ſhall not comply with his propolal,

under his conſideration · a ſtate of the preſent current charges of the out-garriſons, 
which be thought might be reduced. According to the ſtate of thoſe charges, 
which will ever be fluQtuating, they amount to upwards of 3, 30, ooo Pagodas 
per annum, Our Prefident hath ſince thoſe diſpatches had ſeveral conferences with 
the Nabob, and hath uſed every argument to prevail on him togoffer a more fa- 
vourable arrangement. He hath not yet communicated the plan by which he 
propoſes to rec.uce the current charges, but he hath aſſured the Preſident, that he 
thinks they may, without inconvemience, be reduced to about three Lacks of Pa- 
godas ; we doubt it; but we ſhall nevertheleſs in this give way to the Nabob, as 
far as can be done with ſafety. Taking then that ſum as the eſtimated account of 
current charges per annum, eſtimating the balance of current charges that will be 
due the goth inſtant to be four Lacks of Pagodas, and adding thereto the ſum of 
10 Lacks of Pagodas, the whole will ia three years amount to twenty-three Lacks 
of Pagodas ; thus, ago rs

mared his intentiors of giving ſatisfaction to his creditors, but he declines makin 

any preciſe declaration to us on the ſubje& ; we ſhall nevertheleſs, agreeable to 
your-injunEtions, omit no opportunity of intereſting ourſelves with the N abob, and 
prevailing on him if poſhble to make ſuch payments to his creditors as ſhall give 
them ſatisfaction, which is all that we can do. Theſe arrangements were ſettled

+ Par. 19. IN conſequence of the order you have been pleaſed to give us, your 
Preſident has recommended to the Nabob to make proviſion for ſpeedy payment 
of his debts to his private creditors. He has within theſe few days made a 
dividend of 7 per cent.; you will pleaſe to underſtand, that we here mean his 
old creditors, the intereſt on whoſe bonds was reduced by your orders to 10 per 
cent; but we are ſorry to acquaint you he has many new creditors, to whom he 
is indebted to a much greater amount, and who, in conſequence of the late Act of 
Parliament, are authoriſed to receive 12 per cent.; we ſhall notwithſtanding be 
very preſſing with the Nabob that his old debts ſhall be firſt diſcharged. 
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
